The Governor-General delivers in the following minute : — 

Governor-General. — ‘While this Government is charged with such exten- 
sive coneerns, and liatli to contend with difliculties equal perliaps to those in 
which even the Supreme Administration of tho British Empire is at this period 
involved, it may at least claim as a right, what under any other system of 
Government, that hath ever yet existed, would be imposed on it as an indispen- 
sable obligation, — to employ and exercise the powers wdiich are inherent in its 
constitution, and which are immediately necessary to the support and even- 
tually to the existence of those essential interests which it holds in charge. On 
this principle I claim the right of nominating the Agent of my own choice 
to The Tlcsidency of Benares. It is a representative station, and cannot without 
a coiriradictioh be'^ the charge of a man not preferably c.hpsen to it, by tho 
members of tho actual Government, and holding it by an authority independent 
of theirs. Speaking for myself alone, it may be sufficient to affirm that Mr, 
Fi’ancis Fowke is not my Agent ; that I can not give him any conlxdencc; that 
while he continues at Benares ho stands as a screen between the Baja and this 
Government, instead of an instrument of control, and that the Baja himself 
and every Chief in Llindoostan with whom Ave are in connection, will regard it 
as the pledge and foundation of his independence. 

To Mr. Fowke himself I have no personal objection. I approve his conduct 
and esteem his character, and I believe that I might depend upon his exact and 
literal obedieiujo and fidelity in the execution of tho functions annexed to it. 
My objection I have stated above, and it is insuperable. 

The person whom I have chosen to succeed him I consider as standing in the 
sam^ de gree of confidence and estimation with IMr. Whelcr as with myself. I 
adopted him (if I may so exju’ess myself, from his family) and patronage, and 
assigned him an office of the highest trust near my own person, with Mr. 
Wheler’s apjirobatiou, and from a foresight of the event which has since made 
us co-partners of this Government, and Avhich suggested to mo tho propriety of 
employing such agents as would be agreeable to him while they possessed the 
other requisites for my own confidence. 

I therefore think him on every consideration the fittest to fill the ofidee in 
questibn. 

I therefore move that Mr. Francis Fowke be immediately removed from 
the Bcsidency of Benares, and that Mr. William Markham may be appointed 
to it in his stead. 

While I thus acquit myself of what I conceive to be a public duty, it ia 
my desire at tho same time to indemnify Mr. Fowke from the consequences 
personally attending it towards him. 

I therefore move that he be at the same time invested with the appoint- 
ment of Agent for the provision of all boats to be employed for tho military 
services of this establishment, with an allowance of a commission of fifteen 
per cent, upon all his disbursements in this office ; that the executivt 
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charge thereof take place from the period of the expiration of Colonel Mor- 
gan’s present contract ; and that until that time and for three months following 
it, he bo allowed to draw his present allowance of 1,000 rupees per month. 

1 propose this method in preference to a contract, because I am convinced 
from experience that the service Avill bo better performed by this alteration, 
altliougli it is liable to one material objection in its natural influence bn his 
expenses. This is a defgct which can only bo corrected by the probity of the 
person wlio is entrusted with so important a charge, and I am willing to have 
it understood, as a proof of the confidence which I repose in Mr. Fowke, that I 
liavo proposed his appointment in opposition to a general principle to a trust so 
constituted. 

1 move also that Mr. John Bonn be appointed Assistant to the Besident at 
Benares. 

Mr. Wheler delivers in the following minute : — 

I accedo to tlie propriety of the Governor- General’s arguments, and think 
them particularly applicable to the present state of this Government. I am 
also highly flattered by the choice the Governor-General has made of a gentle- 
man to fill this important station Avho was formerly under my patronage, and 
i/who is still in my confidence. But, as Mr. Fowke has not yet signified liia will- 
|ingness .to accept of tlie compensation proposed to him in exchange for his 
/Ipresent appointment, I must decline giving my assent to hia. immediait© 
/■removal. 

The Governor- General’s motion being agreed to, resolved that Mr. William 
Markham be accordingly appointed liesidentat Benares, and Mr. John Benn his 
Assistant. 

Resolved that Mr. Francis Fowke be invested with the appointment of 
Agent for the provision of all boats to bo employed for the military services of 
this eslahlishmeiifc, Avith an allowance of a commission of 15 per cent upon all 
his dishiirsoments in this oflieo, the executive charge of Avliich is to take place 
from the period of the expiration of Colonel Morgan's present contract, and 
^ that, for that time and for three months following it, ho be permitted to draw 
* his present allowance of 1,000 rupees per month.

again regularly transmitted to the Presidem y as usual by bills of exchange. 

Being desirous of knoAving’ Avliat duti(;s are collected upon goods or money 
passing through tlvo Zeniindary of Raja Oheit Sing, we direct that you trans- 
mit to us, a particular account thereof, as soon as you are able.

Qeorgo. Coote, dakd Camp near IFandewash, the 25! h January 

1781. 

I had the pleasure of addressing you the 21st to inform you of our success 
in having taken the Fort of Carangoly. 1 marched from thence the 23rd in the 
morning. Although wc did not come above nine miles owing to the badness 
of the road, we were not encamped till after dark. On this march considerable 
bodies of liorse appeared to the right and left of our lino of march. They 
threw, now and then, a few rockets, but did us no mischief. The advanced guard 
fired two or three shot at a body of them, whereby a commander of the enemies’ 
horse by name Alii Verdi Beg was mortally wounded, the shot entered at the 
loin and came out at the belly. He lived 24 hours. I marched again 
yesterday morning, and have the satisfaction to inform you, that 1 reached 
Dandowart in the afternoon, which, I was rejoiced, in finding still in our posses- 
sion, and that the enemy had raised the siege on the 22nd instant— a ciremnstaneo 
which I think deserving of remark, as on the same day of January, 21 years ago, 
I raised the siege of this place by a battle with the French, In the course of 
yesterday’s march, parties of horse appeared, now and then, on the right of our 
lino, and attempted to molest us with rockets, but they Avern soon dispersed by 
a few shot by wliich, we have reason to believe, some of them sulYered. We 
have^sustained no loss since we left Carangoly.

To the Hon’ble the President and Gentlemen of the Select Committee at Fort St. George. 

Gentlemen, — In my letter of tho 19th, whereof I now enclose a duplicate, 
I informed you of my intention of marching this morning to Carangoly and of 
the probability there was of taking possession of that place Avithout much 
difficulty. I was led into this idea by the repeated infornmtion, which had been 
brought me, that it was in a manner evacuated, there only being left in it a 
Killadarand about 20 men. Upon tho strength of this information and in full 
confidence that I had nothing else to do but to shew troops before it, and 
. that it would fall, I accordingly ordered a detachment under command of 
Captain Eavis to march at 12 o’clock last night. It consisted of about 1,000 
sepoys and 4 guns with a hoAvitz commanded by Captain Turner ; to the utter 
honor of the officers and men composing this detachment, the Fort of Carangoly 
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was tak(‘u, and in inanncn- wliich rebounds much to the credit of their bravery. 
After coiigiatulatinf,' you on this fortunate event, I must indulge myself with 
recdting to yon tlie particulax’s as well, because I know it will pi’ove acceptable 
■to you to read, ns that it is a justice I owe, on every account, to the officers 
and Ipen of the detachment whose gallant conduct is highly deserving a place 
upon rticord. The detachment arrived at the Banier Gate of the Pettah this 
morning at ^ past 5 o’clock, when they were challenged by two centries who 
discharged their pieces and retired. In two or three minutes the gate was 
I'onaal, and onr trof)i)s immediately proceeded to the gates of the fort w'ith a 
twelve pounder dnigged hy lascars before them. Captain Davis sent two or 
three of the village people to the crest of tho glacis with an oifer of Cowl to 
the garrison if tiicy surrender. In the mean time he was advancing towards 
the. gmte-way, when the twelve pounder had got as far as the outer vanier, the 
whole garrison ai)[)eurcd drawn nj) on tho ramparts and traversers of the gates. 
They tium began to tiro, and the gun was with much difficulty run against the 
gate; whi(di, on tlic second shot, gave W'ay so much as to admit the men one by 
one, a seiiond gate Avhiidi had been lately hung, was in about a quarter of 
an hour o[)('ned. A third gate also now presented itself, when the gun Avas 
brought up to, with much lalxor on removing the first gate out of its way at 
the first discharge ; this also Avas burst open, Avben the troops entered and took 
j)ossession, A\hilst tlui btiUc of tlic besieged made their escape by ladders on the 
()|)p(jsite side. During the Avbolo of this transaction the detachment were ex- 
posed to a constant lire of musketry from the ramparts and upper work of the 
fort. 

The garrison, as wo learn from the prisoners that have been taken, consisted 
of 7f>0 men instead of tlio small number which AA^as reported to me to he in 
it. Had 1 eoueeiA ed tho numbers to bo anything near AAdiat tliey proved, I 
Avould nol Inivc oNposc’d the troops to so much daiiger, 1>ut eontemted myself 
Avitli reducing it iji a more regular manner. As it has happened, tho bloAV has 
been an important oika, because it has secured us a quantity of paddy for 
tho suhsislence. of the army, and nothing damps tho joy I now feel, upon 
the oeeasiem, but tho loss avc have sustained, Avhich is three European artillery 
killed, and eight sepoys ; Captain Morehouse Avounded hy a musket ball 
through the left aian; Lieutenant Anderson through the ham and Ensign 
Maealister and Licnitenant Eireworker Oliver slightly wounded by musket 
halls, hut, tliank God, iaouc of them dangerously. Of non-commissioned officers, 
there are, wouiidi'd, one sepoy serjeant, one artilloiy sergeant, one eor|)oral, 
one gunner and (ivt! privates, four of whom the doctor thinks must die; of the 
st'puy corps, Avounded, one suhadar, five jemadars, two havildars, tvAO drummers, 
and 38 sepoys and ten lascars belonging to the gun. 

This is a heavy loss Avhen compared to that of the enemy Avhich we do not 
find ammnAtto more than 20 killed and wounded, llyder’s Killadur is a prisoner 
and mortally Avounded. Besides the paddy in the garrison Avhich is estimated 
to be 7,030 cailans, a largo quantity may he collected from tho villages round 
tin? fort, and to facilitate Avhieh business I have given the charge of the country 
to the 'father of the Aurnil of Chingleput who is, by my directions, to collect as 
mneti grain as possible, and to keep it in the fort for tho use of tho army. Of 
this [ iiave Avritteu Jlis Highness tlm Nabob, who I ha\'e no doubt will, for the 
present, confirm my nomination. At all events, whilst any operations are yet 
in their infancy, a change must not he thought of ; this is a point in which, if 
yon lind any alterations are intended, 1 must beg your interference, that the 
Nabob may not subject himself to a disappointment by any person bo may 
propose being refus(;d tbo charge. 1 enclose you copy of the orders I have 
this day issued on the occasion of our success, and liopc you will deem the 
otlieers and nnm also deserviiig of some public testimony of your approbation. 
It is iiicredibb' ttie improvements and repairs nxade on the fort. Tho works 
which have, l)een rebi'ilt are not only avcII executed, but disposed of with as 
much skill as if superintended hy a regular bred European, although there was 
not one in tho fort. It is noAV from being a ruin become a place of greater 
strength tliau Avhim 1 took it last war, and is from being situated in the heart 
of a fertile countiy of that imyxortance which deserves our future care and 
atteutiou. 1 Avould have transmitted you more speedy intelligence of our success 
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which happened at 7 this morning, but that I have been very busy and was 
desirous. at the same time to send you the fullest information.

Head the following letter from Lieutenant-Ueneral Sir Eyre Coote : — 

Sir Eyre Coote, Hst March. 

Gentij^men, — I have been honoured with the receipt of your letters o£ 
the 38th Dina'inber, 22nd and 25th ultimo, AA'ith their duplicates. 

I entertain a proper sense of the endeavours you exerted to send mo 
volunteer sepoys by sea, and I can only regret the ill-success that attended 
them. Had they prevailed, and two thousand men by that means been added to 
my force, I am persuaded I should have been able to have transmitted to you 
accounts still more favorabhi than those which shall form a part of the sequel 
of this address. It alfords me pleasure to receive your repeated assurances of 
support in money for the expenses of tliis army, as upon its safety and main- . 
tainanee employed as it now is in contending Avith the most powerful and for- 
midable enemy amongst the natiA'o pOAvers of Ilindostan, 1 am satisfied the 
very existence’ of the British interests in this E.astern AVorld depend. 

The sum of curri nt Rupee.s 4,23,072-10-3, which you advise mo has 
been sent me by I lie Portland in gold specie of the Pagoda standard, I have the 
pleasure to ac’i|uaint you of my being informed from Madras, is safely arrived 
and landed ; I have in conseipience written thither to have the gold again assay- 
ed at the mint there, aud that should it upon test in any respect diiTer from 
the assay report sent me, have requested a com]>aratiA (; view be immediately 
transmitted to your Board for your information. I have.all the desire, you 
could ])ossihly wish, for observing economy in the military disbursements, to 
which I am iuiluenced by tAVO very powerful motives — the one that the llon’ble 
Company may not be subjected to unnecessary expenses, and the other the 
knowledge 1 had of the exh-austed state of your finances previous to my departure 
from Bengal. To these I may add another motive, Avhicli is, the chance it 
Avill alTord mo of keeping longer together an army upon which so much hinges. 
The rate of payment Avhich you have recommended for the Bengal troops shall, 
if practicable, be adopted ; at present I understand that it is open to some objec- 
tions which, Avhen regularly reported to me, I shall communicate to you at 
large. 

I sh.all take advantage of the authority given me of passing drafts upon 
vour Government for Avhat money I may be able to obtain at the Presidency 
of Fort St. George, or any other place for military purposes ; but I think it 
necessary to inform you, lest by looking upon such a channel of acquiring 
resources as certain, you should suspend your present mode of sending supplies, 
that when I left Fort St. George, money for bills on Bengal was not to be had ; 
on the contrary individuals wore desirous of procuring money for liills. This 
I think you may venture to receive as a definitive proof of the improbability of 
my being able to command resources by that mode. The argument you hold out 
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of the inducement that ought to arise from the great security to their property 
in Bengal, is anticipated by the Government of Madras taking up money upon 
bond. 

‘ I am sorry to observe by your instructions to Colonel Pearso that you 
should have thought proper tq direct that the accounts of his detachment 
should be kept separate from those of all other corps belonging to the 
Bengal establishment, as I apprehend it must also have given rise to the creation 
of staff appointments, which, from their being fixed, must be the cause of keep* 
ing alive, in as far as their respective allowances may extend, that evil which 
you seem, by your expressions to me, so anxious to provide against unnecessary 
expense. Not having been furnished with any regular return of the detachment 
under Colonel Pearso, which I had on every account a right to expect, I cannot 
immediately point out the staff offices which will become superfluous on his 
joining my army. I shall, however, as soon as I have it in my power, make 
you acquainted with them, that you may not for want of that necessary informa- 
tion, burthen our employers with additional expenses, and which, from the present 
situation of their funds, they are so little able to support. 

The eighth paragraph of your instructions to Colonel Pearse is in sub- 
stance no less extraordinary than the orders it conveys, are unprecedented. I 
believe it is the first instance of the kind that can be found in any well regu- 
lated Government that an inferior officer expressly sent to act in conjunction 
with an army on field service of which his Commander-in-Chief is 'the imme- 
diate superior, should have vested in him an exclusive or permanent authority 
in whatever shape independent of, or without, his express approbation previously 
obtained. I must in jixstice to my own characters as a soldier, and in support of 
that right inseparable from the station I fill, declare such a proceeding as 
being highly injurious to both, and I humbly conceive assuming a privilege 
to yourselves in military detail which you cannot, on an^ good grounds, bo vindi- 
cated in exerting. 

It was not my intention, gentlemen, but for the direct indignity offered to 
, my authority by the nature of the instructions given to Colonel Pearso to have 
entered upon a discussion of this kind at such a conjunction as the present, 
sensible it could be in no respect useful towards remedying those calamities 
which impend the English interests in every quarter of the country. Ilowever, as 
the subject has been thus unavoidably brought upon the carpet, I should bo 
unworthy of the trust reposed in me by my appointment both as Member of 
the Supreme Council and as Commander-in-Ghiof of the Company’s forces in 
India, did I not also take notice of some other matters nearly concerning my 
authority which have of late passed under your cognizance, but whereof no inti- 
mation has reached me except through indirect channels or through the 
medium of a public newspaper. 

1st . — I have been informed by the Select Committee of Madras, Port St. 
George, that a gentleman by name Mr. Dighton had arrived with credentials 
from your Board and from the Governor-General to the Nabob Walawjah for 
negotiating a treaty with the Dutch at Colombo or Ceylon. And whereof the 
object appears to have been the acquisition of a military force, which, as Com- 
mander-iu-Chief, I certainly ought to have been consulted on, or .at least had the 
compliment paid me, of a communication distinct fi'om the summjiry one which 
has reached in common with, and through the means of the Madras Government. 
But however necessary cr proper this was, I have been excluded from a know- 
ledge of every e.«sential part of the business either as to its origin or the grounds 
and principles upon winch it had been resolved to prosecute it. This gentleman 
is so gross and unmerited a neglect and when contrasted with the conduct of 
your government towards Brigadier- General Goddard (whose pretensions 
to a superioi CDiifideuce cannot bo brought in comparison); when it was 
resolved to make peace with the Mahrattas, and I may add on every occasion, 
that I cannot help experiencing as an indignity to both my person and station, 
and I must grat ify the impulse of my feelings by adding, that it is an ill-return 
to those personal fatigues and anxieties which I now undergo in the cause of the 
Hon’hlo East India Company and the nation, and which I had every reason, from 
the solemn assurances pledged to me by each member of Government, to hope, 
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would as far as rested with them, rather been lessened than increased. I will 
only add in justice to myself on this subject, as far as tlie particulars have come 
to my knowledge, that I disapprove of tiie negotiation proposed with the Butch 
as both impolitic and unconstitutional, 

3nd . — I have also been informed from Madras that Mr. Auriol, the Secre- 
tary to your Council, has been entrusted with'powers to the Portuguese at Goa 
having also for their object the acquisition of a military force. Of this I can 
safely aver I have no public intimation of any kind, though it was equally 
necessary to have been made known to me as the preceding. 

3rd and last . — The newspapers are replete with promotions and new 
arrangements in tin? military on the Bengal establishment of which I am, by 
apj)oiiitmcnt, the immediate Commandcr-in-Chicf. I need not delino how far 
my powei-s rendered a roforeiice for my approbation, if not, my ex])ress sanction, 
necessary to such innovations; nevertheless, they have been framed, approved, 
and exeeuttul without being tlius qu.alilied, are now in force witlunit the least 
public report having been made me of them. I protest against the whole as 
irregular, unmilitary, aiid-burtbening the llon’blo Company witli an enormous 
additional expense, whieh I am 'clearly satisfied there w^as no necessity for in- 
curring, and much less at a time when the Comjiany’s funds can so ill-airord 
it. 

There is yet one more circumstance which appears to have attended these 
late military innovations and wdiicli of all others is the most immediately 
deserving of public notice. By the list of promotions,! as inserted in the new's- 
papers, many of the oflicors who accompanied me from Bengal on the present 
service have not only boon passed over in the commoji rotation of promotions, 
but have all, excepting one, been excluded in the distribution of eommands to 
whieh their seniority gave tl>cm an undoubted right. 1 shall not, after what I 
have already said, of the indignities offered in other respects to my authority, 
enlarge upon the addition furnished by the above instanee, although it is of all 
the most pointed against myself, and an injury of tliat complexion to the 
olllccrs who siilfer by it, for which no excuse can be alleged, unless it may be' 
said that, by being in a most dangerous and difHeult war, the chance of returning* 
to enjoy their right is against them. Iii short, gentlemen,'! see so little credit to 
bo d(n*ived from acting in my capacity of Commander-in-Ohief in India, whilst 
its poAvers and privileg(;.s arc liable to ho wantonly arrogated by others, tJiat 
I declare nothing hut my attachment for the AVtdfaro of my nation, and the very 
critical situation of the English intcre.sts in India would delay me a moment 
in exonerating myself from a chax'ge so irksome and unthankful. Nor will 
1 deny myself the satisfaction of committing, in this place to record, that I 
ascribe the Avhole of those late eneroachments upon the rights of my stalion to 
the Governor-General, as he now unites in his own person the Avholo pow'crs of 
Government, and avIio, in his public character, I had a right to have ex2)ec,fj‘d 
far dilfereut treatment from. 

I have received letters from Brigadier-General Goddard informing nm of 
the important fortress of Bassicn having surrendered to our arms on tlic 11th 
December, on Avhich cVeut 2 )erniit me to congrafulatc to you, General Goddard 
informs mo in letters, dated the 18th and 28th December, that after the reduc- 
tion of Arnoll, a small fort situated upon an island in the entrance of the cr^ek 
which forms the Island of Bassieu, he would proceed with all the force he could 
collect to prosecute hostilities against the Mahrattas with all possible vigor, 
as being agreeablo to the plan formed with the Government of Bombay for tlie 
operation of the campaign, and the only moans by whieh a peace almost upf)n 
any terms could ho olfeeted, and moa.surc8 adopted either in concert with, or 
exclusive of, the Poona Government to distress tlm j)OSsessions of Ilyder Ali. 
"What are the grounds upon which this resolution has been taken and its neces- 
sity evinced, it is impossible I should know Avithout having seen their proceed- 
ings. Of tliis, however, I am certain, that if to enable us to direct our whole 
force against Ilyder Ali it Avas necessary to make peace Avith tlie Mahratfris 
even upon their own terms, it would have been acceding to Avhat I am fully 
convinced ought not to be put in competition witli the risk which is now rim 
by prosecuting the Avar; and would in the jiresent situation of our affairs Avhich 
is truly a desperate one, been a much better policy and in the end have termi- 
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natod mofo to ihfi advantngo of tlio Company and the nation than that which 
has been adoptc'd, and vvliich iiotliing but a succession of the most fortuitous 
circumstances (an ])ossibly briii" to a liappy conclusion.* Our deliberation on the 
Subject of peace witli tlio iMahrattas gave a latitude for a cessation of hosti- 
lities; but I do not lind that any endeavoui's have been exerted to that end, 
whi(jli certaiidy, cireuinstancc'd as we are, was an object at least to have been 
pursued if we had failed in the attaionu'nt of it. 

1 have freciuently declared it to you, gentlemen, as my firm opinion that 
we ar<; altogether une(jual to the dillicult and dangerous contention in which 
we are now engaged with all the powers of any consideration in India, and I 
must once mnr(^ call upon you, in duty to your employers and to your country, 
to apply the least dangerous and least expensive means whereof a change may 
he speedily- hrouglit about in a system of policy so ruinous in itself, and so 
d('slructiv(! to their interest. Our oinnnies have it in their f)ow(;r to protract 
the war to a letigth of time which we ought not to dare to look forward to, deficient 
.as wo must contess onrselvc's in those essential funds necessary to j)r()secute it. 
'J'his is not a time to sacrifice the substance in p^jrsuit of the shadow ; the 
allairs of Iho mother counI ry in general are ii* too distracted a state, and those of 
our cinjiloycrs in particular in too much want of sup])()rt, not to feci in the 
sewerost manner the already disappointnumt in their expected resources from 
this country, and which I can foresee they must sooner or later experience a 
total deprivation of, unless wo alter our presemt plans, or arc aided by such for- 
tunate ae(.:id('uts as are beyond the reach of human diseoimment to foretell. 

I shall now fulfill the promise given in the second j)aragrapb of this letter> 
by giving you a summary account of the operations of my campaign. 

By my letter of the IGth January you are infornuMl of my having come 
to the resolution of marching, which Idklon the 17th. lieaclied Chingliput the 
IDtU which 1 visited and the same day crossed tlie Palar, where 1 halt(!d the 
following day in or(l('r to ri'frosh the draft and carriage cattle from tiie insufli- 
cicney of which our marches were rendered tedious, and so much harassc'd 
'both the (‘avalry and infantry employed in the rear gu.ird, that they also stood 
* e(|ually in need of a resting day. In the course of this inarch considerable 
bodies of tlie cneinys’ cavalry appeared pn the right of our line and attempted 
now and then to annoy us with roe-kets, hut did us no material injury, on the 
coMtrary .were themsclvos sutfeivrs; what losses we sustained were ow ing totally 
to either the Avaut or insufiieieney of carriage. 

On the 20ili I drew from Chingliput the two days’ rice I had thrown in 
there by detachment from the Mount. At twelve o’clock that niglit I ordered 
a respcctalile dctafduuont of sepoys with four guns and a liovvitz to march 
on before and to take possession of Caring uley, Avhere I had been informed 
there was a very weak garrison and a considerable quantity of grain which 
Avas certainly, in our situation, a very great object. Tlie detachment arrived at 
Caringuley about break of day and carried the fort in a manner little known, 
and which did the liighest honor to the bravery of both the ofiic(!rs and men 
who Avero em})loyed on that service. I will not encroach upon your time by a 
tedious recital of the particulars, as I hope the Select Committee at Bort St. 
G("Orge has alrc^ady complied Avith my request of furnishing you with them, 
hqt content my.solf with simply acquainting you that they made their entrance 
into it good, by applying a twelve pounder to three separate gate.s and thereby 
bursting tlicm open ; this tln^y did under a very heavy tiro of musketry from the 
works of the fort and constant throwing of bricks and stones. The number of 
the garrison instead .^f being two or three hundred, as I had been informed, were 
upwards of seven hundred, and the quantity of grain (paddy) found by no means 
equal to wliat had been j epresented ; it, however, was enough to prove a seasonable ' 
supply. Our loss when the nature and danger of the action comes to be considered 
, Was not very cousid(‘ral)l(( ; however, had t been hotter informed of the strength 
of the garrison I do not believe I should have risked so much— but now that 
IT. is over I am not sorry it happened as it did, because of the favorable effect 
it must have produced both in the minds of our enemies and the inhabitants of 
the country. 

In order to repair the gatcAvays and to make the necessary arrangement 
of ths garrison I left beiiind, I remained at Caringuley .until the 23rd, when 1 
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again marchocl and arrived at Vandewash on tlio 24th in the afternoon, and 
had the satisfaelion to find that the enemy had raised tlie siege tiA’o days he'l'ore ; 
very large bodies of the enemy’s horse appeared to both the rigid andJel'tof our 
line, and oeeasionally threw rockets but did us no material injury; their priiiei- • 
])al business was burning the villages and the grain tiie whole nay we moved 
along. 

I remained at Vandewash until tlie 2Sth, and having supplied mvself with four 
days’ rice I again marched taking the road to Verniacoil, the siege of Avhieh 
the enemy, on hearing of my approach, had also raised. .Wheirj proceeded 
about three miles, I received letters from the Select Coinmitl('c informing me 
of a French lle«>t having apix'ared, and being then off Madras, consisting of seven 
ships of the line and three frigates. As 1 had every reason to appreliend thciy 
must have brought troops, and that they would land tliem and, united ivith the 
forces of 1 1 ydiu', have laid siege to Madras, the seeurity of Avhieh being the 
grand national object, I resolved to move towards its protection. I arrived at 
Oaringuley in my return the 2ytb, where having received further advi<;es from 
the Presidem^y tliat by evgry information that could Ito obtained tlu' French 
fleet had no land forces on board, I resolved to take j)osl at Caringuley and 
there wait further intelligtmee of both tlie Fleet and Ilyder. Jfaviug' hi'cn con- 
firmed both by accounts from Madras and Vennaeoil tliat the French licet had 
moved to rondieherry and there anchored, and by liirearrahs that Ilyder had 
not left Areot, nor had any intentions of leaving it, I resolved at all risks to 
move to Pondicherry. I accordinuly marebed a s(*cond linio from Caringulev on 
the 2nd February and arrived the Srd at night at Verraaeoil after two' very 
fatiguing marches; [ marched again on the 4th at noon, halted that night about 
six miles to the southward of Vennaeoil; marched again on the 5th in the 
morning and arrived that day at noon on the Red llillsi where 1 encamped at 
an old encampment called Vcreinbi(*k possi'ssing at the same time tlie village 
of Villenore, whei-chy I kept open the road to the southward. To this time'll 
liad been able to obtain no certain information wbother tliero was anv 
considerable force in Pondicherry, 1 ri'solved to send a party to endt'avour to 
bring mo intelligeuco. I accordingly sent a detaidiment from the cavalry that , 
afternoon wbieli returned at night and brought me accounts that they had met 
with no opposition, nor did there appear to lie any force iji tht; town*; this was 
couiirined to mo by two French gentlemen, who came out along with the jiarty, 
and who acquainted me that tlie person who has kept possession of PondielierrV 
in the name of ifyder Ali liad left it the day before my arrival. T took Ibis 
opjmrtunity of enquiring wlietlier the fleet had any land forces on board, when 
1 was told to the best of their knowledge they had not, hut that there Avas a 
thousand or twelve hundred marines. At this time there hi-iiig a very large 
body of the enemy both cavalry and infantry encamped a few miles in my rear 
Avith Avliieh a junction from the ships could easily liavo lieen elTeeted, knoAV- 
iiig the support and spirit as Avi'll as the real strength Avhieh the landing of 
those marines, if hut for tAVo or three days, AA'ould give to tlie enemjg and being 
further acquainted that by the assistance of Masoola boats the fleet drew consider- 
able supplies of provisions from the shore and Avere taking in Avafer, I resolved 
to destroy them, as I saAV thereby not only a certainty of distressing the French 
fleet but by the obstacle it Avould jirove to the landing of any troops, provide 
the better for our OAvn security. Accordingly the foIloAving day, being llie 6th, 

I sent in a considerable detachment under the command of the field ofliccr of 
the day, who was Ijieutenant-Colonel Uavcii, not only to destroy tlie boats but to 
render unserviceable all the artillery and other military stores lie could find 
which could ho in any shape useful either to the French or Ilyder, likewise if 
possible procure and send me out some rice of which I had only enough for one 
day remaining in camp. The boats which on this'oceus'on Avere burnt and 
destroyed Avere in number thirty-three, what remained being three or four were* 
on board; the ships* guns spiked and reiulen?d unservieoable twenty-six, aJI 24 
and 18-pounders, five of Avhich were mounted on good carriages Avliieh avctg 
burnt ; these transactions fully employed the detachment until the 7tli of the 
morning. To my great mortification not a grain of rice or any other article 
of provision for the army could he procured. In the hope that by my personal 
presence something effectual might be done toAvards obtaining supplies, I set 
out for Pondicbery, the 7th, about 8 a.m., on horse-back, and I had but just 
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cnteretl the bound hed"o when I received a note express from camp informiiiff 
me tliat Ityder witli liis whole array was in si^ht; instantly upon the receipt of 
this intellii>:enco 1 sent orders to the detachment in Pondicherry to join the 
army main body with all expedition and returned myself to camp. Upon rccon- 
noiterin;^ tlic enemy, I perceived that it was as represented (although by the 
best iiitelligene.e 1 had been able to obtain I had every reason to believe that 
I[yd(T with the main body of his army were still at Arcot), and observing that 
he was moving in great force to the southward with an iutentign no doubt of 
attacking Cuddalore, I immediately struck my encampment and took my route 
thitlun* in onhsr to cover it, and in the hope to obtain a supply of rice. As 
it would rcfiuire a considerable time before the line could be put in motion I 
detached a battalion of sepoys with some field pieces, and a small body of cavalry 
to secure the passage aci'oss tlui Arianco])ang llivcn*; by the time that the rear 
guard of the army had passed that river it was night, and the enemy had got so 
much iif> with us as to bring four field pieces to play upon the right of our line of 
inarch from them, they ke[)t up a very heavy cannonade. Fortunately, however, 
by favor of the niglit their sliot was so ill-directed that the greatest part cither 
fell short or went over; some few, however, took elfeiit, by which Avere killed one 
lieutenant of cavalry, two European matrossos and three natives and two 
horses ; wounded ten natives and one horse ; missing Europeans are — one sergeant, 
one bombardier ; natives — one iiaig and one drummer, one beastie, 10 privates, 
two horses, making in all killed, wounded and missing 27, and 4 horses. As 
tlieir cannon injured ns so little and as my object was to reach Cuddalore 
Ixd’ore them, I did not allow it much to impede my march and what few shot 
we fired, by the accounts of deserters, killed and wounded many more than we 
lost, which, considering that they cannonaded us about three liours, were very 
few indeed. The quantity of ammunition which they expended that night must 
have been very considerable ; they threw rockets at ovei*y part of the line until 
we eutereil tlie liound hedge of this jilace. Ey means of the badness of the 
roads and the dilUcnlly on that account of bringing uj) tlio baggage, the rear 
guard of the army did not come to their ground until 10 o’lock a.m. of the 8th. 
I arriv(!(l myself with tlie advanci'd guard about 7 in tlie morning. The 
tir.st object of my enquiry ou my arrival vas for rice and jiaddy for the subsis- 
tence of the army of wliieli I was mortified to find from Mr. llaiiiid, the Com- 
pany’s Acting Chief of the plaei', th.at be had not in store above three days* 
l-xpense, of wliieh there was only rice enough for one day’s subsistence for the 
fighting men of the army. The alarming prosjicct, which this ])rescnted me 
uiih, produced feelings Avhicli are mueli easier to be imagined than described. 
I saw in the ball of this handful of men the destruction of the English interest 
in India. ’I'lio enemy had pursued their march to the southward of this place, 
had completely oeeu])ied and strengthened all the roads leading to both the 
westward and southward and thereby not only cut olf all my liopes of supplies 
from the Tanjore country, which, and a juncliou with some of the soutliern 
troo[)s, Avere two of the motives that induced me to march south of Caringulcy, 
but allowing that 1 could have got together rice enough to have made a move- 
ment whieli 1 found impossible rendered an attempt to march by that route 
very hazardous. The French fleet at Pondicherry totally destroyed my first plan 
of employ ; iho ludiamen as store-ship for the use of the army ; no supplies 
therefore could come to me from the northward ; and those from the southward 
besides being prevented from the season, and the fear of the French fleet, were 
cut olf by armed vessels belonging to Hyder at Porto Novo, and his army which 
was all around, totally destroyed every chance of drawing any supplies from 
the country. 

What to determine in a situation, so critical, so diflieult, and in its conse- 
quences, so iiupoi-tant,T confess Avas .a question which I dreaded the decision 
of. lIowcA'er, having refreshed the troops Avith tlie little I had to give them, and 
in ovdi'r to recover them from the fatigues of tlio late march, having allowed 
them to rest oji the btli, and hearing that the enemy h.ad taken up ther encamp- 
ment at no great distance, and in a situation where I might act against them 
to advantage, I resolved to olfer them battle ; and accordingly leaving behind 
me in the fort and under the walls of Cuddalore all the camp equipage and 
folloAA'ers of the army, I marched on the lOth into the plain AA'hero I found the 
enemy seemingly prepared to receive me, but by the time I had formed the 
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line of battle and made the necessary arransjcments for action, the enemy 
changed tlieir position and moved to the southward in wliich they were favored 
by a river which lay betwixt the two armies, and which as it could not be 
approached with convenience, and having no provision in store to enable me to * 
take any advantage of any favorable consequences which might have ensued 
from a pursuit, I had nothing left for it but to continue on the ground I had 
taken up, and to leave the option to the enemy of attacking mo. On the 11th, 
in hope of drawing them to an action, I crossed the river that lay betwixt the 
two armies, with the greatest part of our cavalry, two battalion of seapoys with 
their guns, and attacked the rear of one of the wings of their encampment 
which consisted chiefly of horse; they stood a few minutes’ cannonade and then 
retired in confusion, and thus frustrated my desire. I remained in order of 
battle until the 12th in the morning, when, finding that the enemy were not 
disposed to engage mo, and that they had rather retired than appi-oached and 
occupied strong jiost^i, I returned to my former encampment lest by exposing 
the troops longer to the heats of the day and the heavy dews which fall by 
night many of them might get sick. This movement became also necessary, in 
order to have the assistance of the followers of the ai'my to beat out the paddy, 
we could glean from the country, laying within the bounds, into rice. In order 
to obtain subsistence from day to day wo were obliged to send parties over the 
country Avitbiii the hound hedge to dig the ground for hoards of paddy which the 
inhabitants in time of trouble, like the present, are very apt to lay up as a 
security against nant. By this means we obtained a little but which was very 
inadequate to our necessities, and had it not been for the spirited exertions of 
Mr. llaniel, the Acting Chief, who at all risks sacked the town to procure us a 
supply of grain, we must have been reduced to a state which foreboded the 
most fatal consequences. On the 12th at noon ray anxieties were greatly alle- 
vialed by seeing the rronch fleet get all under sail, and as tlicy steered a course 
to clear f he Bay, a prospect of procuring assistance from the northward was 
opened to me, and I lost not a moment in sending intelligence of it to 
Madras and io Sndras, Avhoro, knowing the distress I might be in, some rice vessels 
had previously been sent and whhdi last I had the satisfaction of seeijig come • 
to an anchor in this road on the 17th at noon. By this time the inhabitants of 
the town were next to starving, some absolutely had died for want, and two 
days more would have completed the mclancholly scene, as the troops alsp 
must then have been without a grain to eat. I had by the aid of Mr. Daniel 
made a small provision to have enabled me to act in this last extremity, and 
which was about three days’ rice I had with ineouecivable labor got together. 
And with wliielx at a bastard dictated by a regard for the public, an unwilling- 
ness to subject the credit of the British arms to a disgrace which from their 
situation appeared to be inevitable, and a desire, if possible, to extricate our 
affairs from the distress in Avhich they are involved, I determined to force my 
way at all risks into the Tanjore country, as the only place with three days’ 
])rovisions I had f he least chance of attaining and subsisting the army in. The 
same motives which dictated this daring undertaking, now our distress for pro- 
visions are greatly removed, induce me to continue in my station here, until I 
can reinforce the army by drafts from the southward, for whicdi purpose I have 
sent some vessels to Nagoro to receive on board as many seapoys from the 
Tanjore corps as can be embarked and landed here. The situation of the enemy’s 
army rendering it altogether impracticable to bring them by land, at any rate 
too dangerous for me in prudence to think of it. My army originally small 
stands greatly in need of an augmentation, having been considerably weakened 
by the respectable garrison left in Caringulcy, and by deaths, desertions and 
the other casualties incident to the military service. 

I need not take up your time with commenting on the conduct of the 
French Admiral, or describing the injuries wc must have suffered, and the risk 
we must have run, if ho had acted with common spirit. I may with safety 
advance, that we are entirely indebted to his irresolute behaviour for the little 
security we now enjoy on this coast. He drew Ilydor from Arcot with strong 
assurances of support, and when he came near, failed in the performance. 

If I can draw two thousand men from the southward, and can by any 
means procure some carriage cattle for provisions, an item, which I am equally 
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unprovided witii as when I loft tho Mount, notwithstanding all the endeavours 
I hav<i used to get thorn, T. shall vonturo to eop(; with tho enemy, although ray 
forc (5 even then will not be equal to ono-twolfth of Jiydcr’s Army, tlie best 
‘appointed and best served, of any that has yet appeared amongst tho native 
powms of India, and in wliich ho has got about 500 Uuropeans. 

IVly future operations must ho guided by the niovemcnts of the enemy ; it 
is tiK'refore impossible for me to give you any idea of what tliey may be. This 
mueh, however, I tliiidi I may venture to tell you, that I do tmt believe he will 
engage me, but pursue the plan wbieh he seems to have adopted, and wliich will 
answer his purpose much bettm*, that of harassing mo. 

I must not forget to mention another essential serviee my camiiaign has 
produced, the raising of the siege of Vellore when it was hard-pressed j Amboor — 
had there only been live days’ more ammunition in it — would likewise from the 
same eau.se have been .safe, l)ut unforLimaUdy, a want of that essential, obliged 
tho garrison to capitulate. 

The enemy have plundered and burnt all the eountry and villages lying 
along the sea coast, from hence as low as and beyond Negapatam. lly sorno 
reasons yet unknown to me, our troops to the southward have in general been 
very inactive. 

Hyder's Army occupies the country from Trevido to Chillamhram being in 
a direct lino upwards of ;16 miles, and from the former place to Pondicherry it 
is possessed by largo bodies of liorse, so that in our present situation wo are com- 
pletely surrounded. 

Having without reserve stated to you impartially every material circum- 
stance that has happened that can guide you to a perfect knowledge of what is 
our real situation, 1 shall not trouble you with the conclusions wliieh I might 
myself draw therefrom, hut leave it to yourselves to judge, whether when joined 
with tho iusufliciency of your funds lo support the expense of so unprofitable, 
a wai', we ought not to seek for the speediest means of accommodation in one 
quarter or anotlier. 

As none of the letters I have received from you acknowledge the arrival of 
my letters of the 7th and IGth of January, I licrewith enclose you duplicates.

Extract from a letter from LieutenaNT-Genrral Sir Eyre Cooie, dated lith March 1781. 

I -enclose you the Agent’s report of the quantity of provisions wJkicb he can 
carry for the use of tlie army, viz., 12 days for tike Europeans and one day for 
the seapoys and followers. The insutTkcicncy of this for either corps to attempt 
any military service of importance in the present state of the country, and 
without magazines to have recourse to, is too self-evident to require any com- 
ment from mo ; tho draft bullocks too for the artillery are reported to me by 
the otlicers of the cok’ps to be in geneml in so weak a condition from want of 
feeding, as hardly to he equal to draw the guns for one day’s march. 


Extract fium a letter from LiEUTENANT-frENERAt. Sir Eyre Coote, dated 16th March 1781. 

I am now most cruelly situated, the enemy marching before me, and for 
want of carriage for pk’ovisions unable to follow them. I stated this to you fully 
in my letter of the 14th, by which you will learn that I can hardly carry one 
day’s provisions for the army. The uninformed world will be apt to condemn 
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the tardiness of my motions, and which, I am sorry to observe, knowing what I 
could do were I provided as I ought to have been, I feel as a severe blow to my 
honor and military character, llowever, I comfort myself in the reflection,, 
that when the real state of things comes to be more generally known, I shall 
no longer be exposed to the unmerited blame, either froin the public, or from 
individuals. 

My regard for the honor, interests, and welfare of the nation is such that 
I shall use every endeavor iu my power to support our alfairs. liut without 
money, and wdthout the means of carrying provisions, I see not what T can do 
to that end. 


Extract from a feftcr from LiEU'rBNANT-Gp.NKKAL Sir Eyhb Coote, <latcd 22ii(J Miirefi 17S1. 

The detaelimont under Captain Bilclcff fell in wdth the camp and surprised 
them, and but for tlio badness of the draft bidloeks wiih the guns wliicli delayed 
the detachment with General Munro, the surprise would have been complete, 
and they w'ould have been hemmed in, so that very few of the number whieh 
were supposed to be about 1,500, could have escaped. They have, how^na'y, 
had some success, having taken about 30 horses, 40 bullocks, a camel loaded 
with rockets, and wounded and killed a great many' of the enemy ; they have 
plundered the camp in which they found in proportion to the numhoj’s great, 
plenty of provisions, and all kind of bazaar articles which shows how well thisy 
are supplied. 

I leave you to judge, gentlemen, when on so trilling an occasion as this, an 
enterprise is, I may say, entirely defeated by the badness of the bullocks, what 
disappointments I may not experience from the same cause in more inii)oi‘tanl 
transactions.

The Governor-Ocueral delivers in the following minute : — 

The Province of Oude having fallen into a state of great disorder and con- 
fusion, its resources being in an extraordinary manner diminished, and thc ; 
Nabob Asopli-ul-Dowlab having earnestly entreated the presence of the Gov - 1 
ernor-Gcneral, and declared that, unless some effectual measures are taken for \ 
his relief, he must bo under the necessity of leaving his country and coming f 
down to Calcutta to represent his situation to tliis Government ; the Governor- 1 
Gen er al therefore proposes, with tho concurrence of Mr. Wheler, to visit the ‘ 
Province o f Oude as soon as the affairs of tho Presidency will admit, in hopes ; 
that from a mlimte and personal observation of thc circumstances of that • 
country, the system of management which has been adopted, and the character , 
and conduct of tho persons employed, lie may possibly be able to concert and j 
establish some plan by which the Province of Oude may in time be restored; ■ 
to its former state of affluence, good order, and prosperity. 

In remedying evils which have grown to so groat a height, exertions 
will be required more powerful and immediate in their application tlian can be 
made through tho delegated authority of the servants of the Company now in 
that Province. Tho undertaking is arduous and difficult, and the Governbr- 
Genoral is far from being sanguine in Ids expectations that even his endeavors 
will be attended with much success, as the time which he can spare will, he 
fears, ho too short for .accomplishing thc end proposed. 'I'lic object, however, 
is of importance, and the attempt at least deserves to be made. 

Tho present time affords tho most favoralile opportunity for thc Governor- 
General’s visit: the ships of the se.ason arc all dispatched; thc business of thc 
revenues arc put into an easy ehanuel and will not require much of tlio Board’s 
attention ; and nothing of any cousequeuee can happen after the setting in of 
tho rains that can materially affect thc tranquillity of thc country (ir the general 
system of polities ; but what chiefly renders the present opportunity favorable 
is thc mutual confidence which, after a period of so many years, is at length 
happily restored between the Members of this Administration, aud which enables 
thc Governor-General to leave Calcutta with tho fullest reliance that the affairs 
of the Prtisidency under the charge of Mr. Wheler will suffer no detriment from 
his absence; and he is thoroughly convinced that such a confidential communi- 
cation will subsist between them tliat the business in which ho and Mr. Wheler 
may he respectively engaged will meet with the concurrence and approbation of 
both. 

It is hoped t hat the Governor-General’s visit to ’Oude will also afford him 
an opportunity oTlaegotiating effectually with the Bcrar GovfiKsl^ttt and. 
5xine MoodA iee Boosfrto actrdegrdmgly and openly in our favor. Dewagur . 
I*unait, liis Minister, \^o has long dictated the politics at the Court at Nagpore, 
has often professed an intention of meeting thc Governor-General to consult 
measures with him for the mutual benefit and safety of the Bengal and Berar 
Governments ; but whilst nothing is done to fix his intentions to a particular 
period and place, they miglit be postponed, from time to time, and never carried 
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into execution. When he is informed of the Governor-General’s design of pro- 
ceeding to Oude, and that one of the objects of his journey is to give him a 
meeting at Benares, it is probable that he will surmount those obstacles and 
difficulties which have hitherto retarded, and might otherwise still continue 
to retard him, from carrying his intentions into execution. 

The Governor-General thinks that about the 16th of July he will be ready 
to leave the Presidency.

Mr. Whbler, — The Governor-GeneraPs representation of the present state 
of the Province of Oude I believe to be but too well founded, and am convinced 
that it will require his utmost abilities and powers, applied and exercised on 
the spot, to restore it to its former good state and aflluencc. 

I admit tho force of the Governor- General’s arguments proving the present 
season to be the most favorable for his leaving the Presidency, and the more 
readily agree to them from tlie opportunity it will afford of negotiating effec- 
tually with the Berar Government. But notwithstanding the greatness of the 
objects which may, and I trust, will be attained by Ihe proposed expedition, I 
am persuaded that nothing but tho harmony and good understanding which, 
at this time, prevails in tho Councnl, could induce tho Governor-General to with- 
draw his attention from tin; atYairs of the Presidency at a crisis like the 
present, and unless convinced that I was so fortunate as to possess his entire 
confidence, and that I might rely upon receiving his support and sanction to 
tho measures which I might deem proper to pursue in his absence, I should 
at this time accept Avith reluctance of so weighty a charge. For although 
it may not be difficult to provide for the usual occurrences of this Government, 
yet such others may during bis absencio intervene and demand immediate deci- 
sions as are not Avithin tlu; reach of human foiesight, and in such instances I 
should not bo able to exert myself under the influence of distrust or restraint. 
The Governor-General finds himself under tho disagreeable necessity of reviv- 
ing the subject of Mr. Bristow’s ajipointment of Besident at the Court of the 
Nabob of Oude and of moving that lie may bo recalled. His general reasons 
for this motion have been recorded very fully in various parts of the consulta- 
tions, and particularly in those of th<} 2ml and 3rd Octoh(!r and Mth January 
last; to these a recent motive is added in the necessity of removing every cir- 
cumstance which may contribute to lessen his influence on the ctt'ect of any 
negotiations in which he may be engaged in the prosecution of Ids intended 
visit to Lucknow, and in the accompanying letters just received from the Nabob 
Vizier to the Governor-General, and to his Minister, Baja Govind Bam.

I have frequently Avrittcu to you that I cannot submit to the auttiority of 
two gentlemen, and desiring that you wo uld reca ll M r. John Bristo w and engag e 
by writing to continue M_r^ Middlet on for ever with rae,*hecause from the 
beginning to this time, I have never deviated from the friendship of the Com- 
'panyandyou. I have been for a long time hopeful, that from the increased 
friendship, I shall be ir. peaer; and relieved from all difliculties ; and particularly 
at this time when, agreeably to my wislie.s, you have, by the blessing of God, the 
power. You have freqmmily promised in reply to my request, that you would 
. send for me, but as yet you have never done it. Tho particulars of Mr, Bristow 
are as follows : — He ofMjnly and publicly declares, that he is in expectation of 
orders from Europe giving him entire authority over the affairs of tins quarter, 
and that be has such connection and interest with the gentlemen in Europe that 
orders for bis authority will most certainly be scut, and that ho will not give 
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up tUo post for 10, 15 or 20 years; thjit he now remains silent but at last wilU 
receive full powers and will then call me to an account for my behaviour to! 
him. These expressions, there can be no doubt of, as tlicy are publicly spoken. 1 
As such declarations and threats made use of by him are an insult to you and ij 
an injury to the administration of affairs here, X am tlierefore certain that you * 
will not consent to my suffering such distress. Eor Cod’s sake he not unfavor- 
able in this matter, but recall Mr. John Bristow from hence and grant me a 
written agreement specifying that Mr. Middleton shall be continued for ever 
with me; and to prevent his applying to Europe, send me, if you think proper, 
the drafts of letters which 1 may write to the Xing, the Viziers and tlie Chiefs 
of the Company, and do you also write. Erom your favor and kindness let this 
be done without delay.

that ho is in expectation of orders from Europe giving him tlie. sole authority 
in this country, &c., &e., with many other particulars which I fully understand, 
and which gave me groat pleasure. 

In ohcdieiico of orders from the Court of Directors, as at that time there 
was a dilfcrcnt object and system, Mr. Bristow Avaa sent to your presence, and 
his continuing with you Avas thought tlie same thing as if I was there; and 
although you frequently Avrote to me requesting his removal, and I kuew it 
could easily be done, yet I AA'ould not do it. At this time, however, tliatyou have 
written to (Jovind Bam tliut any delay in his recall Avill be attend(;d Avith 
disgrace, and as you have Avritton to me fully in iJic same words, I therefore 
(to shew that nothing is further from my Avish than your dishonour) imme- 
diately on the receipt of your letter s cut to Mr. Bristow to return to Calcutta, 

, It is nearly throe years since Raja Govind Bam, avIio is a faithful servant ^ 
of your Governmoiii., has been desirous of eircctnig an intervicAV betAveen Your 
Highness and myself, and you yourself liavo repeatedly written to me, tluit if 
I have no leisure you will come to this quarter, and this you likewise rnenlioned 
in your handwriting in a letter from tlic Nabob Moneer-ud-Dowlali Avhich was 
ilelivci'cd to me by Mr. Vansiltart. As I consider that lliis would bo putting 
Your Highness to great iiiconvenieneo, and as I myself liad no leisure from the 
weight of public affairs, I promised you, that as soon as I could lind the smallest 
opportunity, I would have the honor of an interview Avitli Your Highness. At 
this time that you mention in your letter to the Baja, that you Avill come to 
Calcutta in person, Avithout the knowledge or permission of any one, in order to 
prevent you from taking that trouble, I have resolved, now tliat I have a little, 
leisure, To go to your quarter; but as it Avill re(jnirc one month for pnqiarations, 

I shall be detained for a little time, afler Avhieh, by the blessing of God, I 
shall leave this ])lace, and arriving Avith you shall, by the blessing of God, have 
an interview with YoUr Highness which is the great(\st Avish of my heart, but 
I request that you will never take the trouble of coming. 

I have already, agreeable to your first directions, dismissed Bahar Ali 
Khan, the particulars of which you Avill learn from Baja Govind Barn.

Copy of a letter from tho Nabob Vizier, to Raja Govind Ram. 

I have frequently written to the Nabob Amand-ud-DoAvlah about the recal 
of Mr. John Bristow, and the Nabob promised be Avould soon do it, but to this 
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time ho h:is not lind an opportunity of doing it; in the meantime Mr. Bristow 
resides here and has come twice to pay a visit, but I have not yet returned 
it, nor will I return it. He is now expecting orders from Europe, which, he 
says, will give him sole and entire authority. Represent this to the Nabob in 
private ; by the blessing of God, you are well and acquainted with all matters ; 
this lojig delay after Mr, Bristow has been told that he will be recalled to 
Calcutta”is a disgrace on both sides. I imagine that the Nabob is acting pru- 
donlly, so as to prevent Mr. Bristow’s attempts for reaching Europe, otherwise 
how could the orders from Calcutta have been so delayed. By the blessing of 
God, the Nabob, conformable to the wishes of his filonds, has got the power; it 
is therefore necessary for him to attend the concerns of his friends to recall 
Mr. Bristow from hence, and to grant a summons in the nature of an engage- 
ment to Mr. Middleton to remain here for ever. If it is proper, I will write to 
the King, the Vi/ier and the Chiefs of the Company, in such manner as he 
shall direct, and in the w'ords he shall order, that Mr. Bristow’s views may be 
thwarted there. A long time has passed in anxious expectation ; let him now 
be favorable to me and recall Mr. Bristow without delay ; should any further 
delay happen in this matter, or no answer be returned to my letters being 
remediless, I will, w ithout the permission or knowledge of the Nabob, leave this 
place, and go to the Nabob’s presence. Why is Bahar Ali Khan still in that 
quarter? l)o you mention it to the Nabob and procure his dismission from 
thence, that he/may come to Eaizabad, and let the Nabob write to my mother, 
1 hat when he comes in person to this quarter, he will do whatever the nature 
of affairs shall require.

(-rut, the 2 iui .Tuiy. pany and under the command of Captain Mitchell 

in the Coventry Erigate, from which ship 1 W'^as separated in a gale of wind on 
the evening of the 28th, a little to the no’ward of the False Point off Palmyras, 
since w'hicli I have not heard the least account of her. 

I know there w'as on hoard her dispatches of consequence to you, and I 
am certain they must contain accounts of a war with the States of llolland, 
myself having orders to make reprisals on the Dutch ; in consequence of which 
I have taken four of their pilot sloops and crave your assistance in disposing of 
the pilots, masters, hoatmasters and men, the whole thirty in number. 

This I send by the post from Culpee and a duplicate by the Purser of this 
ship, who will give you some intelligence that is better not trusted here; and he 
will be with you nearly as soon as this. 
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I hope soon to roach Calcutta, when I will take the first opportunity of 
paying my respects to you.

You are therefore hereby required and directed to carry into execution Ilis 
Majesty’s said order with the utmost of your power by taking or destroying the 
ships, vessels, forts, towns, goods, and effects of the States General of the United 
Provinces, their subjects or others inhabiting within any of the territories of the 
aforesaid States-Geueral, and to bring tho same to judgment in any of tlio Courts 
of Admiralty within Ilis Majesty’s dominions.

Although the dispatches which arc said to have been sent by the Coventry 
are not arrived yet, as the information contained in Captain Parr’s hitter, and 
tho example of hostilities actually committed in this port by Ilis Majesty’s 
olBcers are a full and suflicieut authority to this Government for considering 
the war between Great Britaiii and the States of Holland as ascertained and 
declared, although not in the usual terms and forms; it is therefore the 
opinion of the Board tliat not an instant of time ought to ho lost in carrying 
into execution tho measures consequent of this information. 


The Board agree on the following resolutions— 

That orders be immediately issued? through tho Secretary, to the Officer 
Commanding at Chandernagoro to proceed directly willi the force under his 
command to Chinsurab, to secure h.11 the avenues to the town, both by land 
and by water, suffering none of tho inhabitants to leave the place, nor any 
money, bullion, or other effects to pass. Having done this, to march with a 
party to the fort, and to demand of Mr. Ross, the Governor, tho immediate sur- 
render of it, together with the town and inhabitants ; and that Avhen he shall 
have received the keys of the fort, he do put the Commissaries, who shall bo 
appointed for that purpose, in immediate possession thereof as well as of the 
town. 
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The Bofird cannot suppose that the Governor of Chinsurah will be so im- 
pudent as to refuse obedience to this summons, having no force to enable him 
to offer any degree of resistance with effect, but if ho should, that the officer 
cfunmnnding the detachment be directed to charge Kim with the responsibility 
of all the blood that may be unnecessarily spilt in oonsequence of such refusal, 
and to us(! his utmost endeavours with the forces under his command to take 
possession of the fort and town and of the elfcets both public and private, and 
that lie 1)0 directed to treat the inhabitants with every degree of tenderness, 
suffering no further violence to be offered than to carry these orders into, 
execution. 

llesolvcd that Messrs. Puiding, JTcatly, Adair and Ramies bo appointed 
Comtni.ssarics on tlie part of this Government at Chinsurah; that the Secretary 
transmit llicm <!0py of the orders wdiich have been issued to Captain Chatfield, 
Commanding Otiicer .at Cliandernagoro, and direct them to receive charge from 
him of the Port and Town of Chinsurah, and issue instructions to them to the 
following citcct — 

That they, in the first instance, take a particular account of the money and 
bullion in the Dutch Company’s Treasury, that they afterwards proceed to the 
different warehouses, taking an inventory of the ctfocts in each, and in order 
to aceoniplisU this, that tlioy require from the present Governor, Mr. Ross, 
])arl.ieular accounts of tfio money, bullion, goods, &c., belonging to the Dutch 
Company, and the assistance of tbeir servants in their separate departments. 

That they likewise demand from Mr. Ross on account of the advances 
which have been made by the Dutch for the provision of their Company’s in- 
vestment, what goods have hoeu received, and what are yet to be delivered. 

That tlu'y use every endeavours in their power, in concert with Captain 
dial li eld, to secure all the priucipal native servants of the Dutch and their 
accounts. 

Tluit they do allow the parole agreeably to the annexed form to all the 
European inhahilants of a superior order, and keep the rest in close custody; 

. and that they he authorized to appoint whatever Assistants they may think 
necessary to euablc them to e.xccuto the trust reposed in them.

In my minute which I laid before tho Board on the 21st May I expressed

Gentlemen, — Having long and sensibly experienced the great inconveni- 
ence that lias attended our jiulitical transactions from the want of a punctual 
aud connected intercoui’so with the other Presidencies, and having lately in 
part supplied this defect by appointing a Resident at Fort St George, we deem 
it also necessary that a similar appointment should take place at Bombay. We 
have therefore thought proper to nominate Mr. J. Lucy Dighton to be the 
Resident of this Government with you for the purpose of transmitting to us 
such information and intelligence as it may be material for us to know of all 
political matters and events which have a relation to your Presidency or to the 
Company’s interests in general. 

We therefore desire that you will be pleased to cause him to be furnisbed 
with the progressive detail of your political transactions, the state of your 
re venues, and in general, info^rnstinn nf all otlier- matters, the knowledge of 
wliicK may be of use to us in our correspondence with your Government, and 
which may the better enable us to co-operate with you for the advancement of 
our common interest.

To Edward Wheler, Esq. 

On the river beyond Moorshedabad* 

Sir, — I arrived at Moorshedabad on the morning of tlie 10th and left it 

Govuriior-ocucT.li. i4t)i July. yesterday morning to proceed on my journey. 

In frequent conversation with the Nabob I prcssingly recommended to 
ihim a strict attention to frugality and economy in the regulation of his 
lexpenses, and left with him a plan in writing for that purpose, being the subs- 
tance of the advice which 1 had verbally oifered to him. A copy of this is 
enclosed, lie gave me the most solemn assurances, and with groat apparent 
!sincevit.y, that he would invariably adhere to it, and as his interest is concerned 
ill it, of which he is not insensible, I have no doubt of his maintaining that 
resolution. At all events the presence and authority of the Resident, on whose 
vigilance T can implicitly rely, will prevent any material deviation from it. 
Jiut in effect I do not apprehend that ho will stand in need of a controul, as 
his disposition is gentle and as susceptible of good impressions as it has been 
unfortunately too much exposed to had. I sliould he sorry that a suggestion 
of his' want of proper diseerninent in the choice of liis confidants and associates 
sl'.ould appear even in our Secret records, if I had not a very firm persuasion 
lliat his future conduct will redceem his credit in that particular. His OAVn 
Avords will bo the best voucher for this belief. When I told him what had 
been reported to me upon this sulijc'ct, ho acknowledged the charge, hut attri- 
buted it to the n(;ees&ity of his situation, alleging that while the power and 
wealth of the Nizaniut were in the hand.s (-f another, those persons whom he 
miglit have chosen ao his fittest companions were either drawn from him by 
their interests, oi weio fearful of giving offence by seeming to pay their court 
in any d»'greo lo him, 'J’lie observation was certainly true, for the conclusion 
is in itself unavoidable. 

I have dwelt on these minute particulars more than they may appear to 
deserve, because I liavc ever been of opinion that our national credit is con- 
ceited in the character whicdi the Nabob may obtain in the public opinion, 
and have for that reason endeavored to place him in such a state as might con- 
tribute to his improvement, Avheuever I have had it in my power.

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For tho accomplishmont of the arrangements, which I have recommenJcd 
to the Kaboh, it will be absolutely necessary that the monthly payments of his 
stipend be punctually made. Otherwise there will be a necessity, or a pretext” 
at least, for contracting debts, of which his servants will not fail to avail thoiA- 
eelves, and in that way his expenses will exceed all boiuids ; nor will it be easy 
to check them. To relieve the Nabob’s present wants, I have, directed the 
Resident to raise an immediate supply on the credit of the Company, to be 
repaid from the first receipts. I entreat that you will be pleased to order 
a fund to be provided for this purpose, either by an assignment on the collec- 
tions of Rajshayc, or any other more certain and ready resource, to be paid 
immediately into the hands of the Uesident for the Nabob’s use, as every inter- 
mediate channel will be an unavoidable cause of delay.

He ads of instructions from the Governor-General to the Nabob Mobaruck-ul-Dowhh, 
respecting his conduct in the managcMuent of his aflliirs. 

Ist , — You will be pleased to direct your mutseddies to form an account 
of the fixed sums of your monthly expenses, such as servants’ wages in the 
different departments, pensions, a^jLother allowances, aa^ w’cll as of the esti- 
mated amount of variable expenses to he delivered to Sir John H’Oyly for my 
i ns pec tion. I have given such orders to Sir John H’Oyly as will emiblc him to ' 
propose to you such reductions of the pensions and other allowamics and sueli ‘ 
a distribution of the valuable expenses as shall he proportionable to the total 
sum of your monthly income, a'nd I must request that you will conform to it. 

2nd . — I have heai^ that you have contracted heavy debts, and I know 
that such debts atw'^ays' cxcccd"nreir just amount. I request that you w'ill cause 
an account of them to ho made out and delivered to Sir John H’Oyly, that a 
settlement may be made of them, and a plan for their discharg(! by equal 
and easy kists according to such rules as 1 have prescribed to liim atid lu; 
will impart to you. This is absolutely necessary for your dignity, credit, and 
future ease ; it is not fitting that a person in your high station should be impor- 
tuned w'ith the (hnnands of your ci’cditors, or the people hear their clamors 
whenever you appear in public. 

Srd . — Your monthly income is l,33,:}3.‘}-5-6-3 ; let the sum of El, 10, 000 bo ' 
appropriated to your monthly expenses in tlie, manner proposed by tlie 1st : 
Article, and the remainder, being 17,333-5-0-3 per mouth, set apart for the 
payment of your debts. 

4th . — ^You must promise me solemnly, that you will not contract any new 
debts, but to avoid the necessity of if, that you will confine each month’s expenses 
to tlac sum assigned for them in the manner wdiich I have proposed in the 
Ist Article, and that no artifices maybe made use of, by any of your servants, to 
‘involve you in ncAV debts contracted without youf knowledge, and under false 
pretences. I advise that you cause a proclamation to bo made, that it is your 
intention and resolution that no debts of whatever nature' shall be contracted 
jiTyouj^nambr and tbat if any of your servants shall contract debts under that 
prefonceri t IS falsc.~ and you will not bo answerablo for them. If you have 
i^restedpeopre ' about you, they will represent that this is contrary to your 
dignity, because it is contrary to their interest; but you must credit me who 
have your, dignity more at heart than they can have, and can have no interest 
in giving you this advice : it is the only means of preserving your dignity. 

• Bth . — It is my earnest advice and recommendation that you make n o pre- 
sents but tlio''hecessafY ~''ai5MhuHQn£.tQ.Y^awa family, especially ' dfcToflls 
and other articles, because this expense will greatly cat into your .income, and 
by the profits of their purchase, and their disproportionate value to the receivers, 
they will prove in every instance a loss to you of RIO to one rupee profit which 
they will actually yield ‘to those on whom you may bestow them. The presents 
which custom has rendered necessary, such as kellauts and jewels, should be

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civcB according to the settled rules and forms, of which the proper officers 
s^hould advise you, and be answerable that they are according to such rules 
and forms : observe this rule rigidly, and you will find your income much more 
cfiual to your necessary disbursements. 

— The benevolence of your nature and the desire which you have to 
shew, civility to gentlemen of the English nation may induce you to admit too 
many of them indiscriminately to your presence, which is hurtful to your dig- 
nity and is besides the cause of expense ; it also lessens the credit of those 
distinctions which may be due to persons who are most entitled to them. 
therefore request that you will not admit any English gentleman to your pre- 
sence, who may not have some pretence to that honour, from his rank or office _ 
in service?. On such occasions therefore you will consult Sir John E’Oyly, who 
is the competent judge, and will be responsible that no improper persons are 
introduced to you, and you must forbid any person of that nation to be intro- 
duced to your presence without his introduction. 

7lh, — It gave me great concern to see the damaged state of your i^illah— 
a small expense with economy, and a proper attention to it, will serve lo give 
it .all the. necessary repairs, but if the execution of these repairs bo entrustedT 
to the persons usually employed in making them without any controul, they 
will cost you lacks. They will be done impro])erly, perhaps not at all ; even in 
the former case new repairs w’ill be required in a few months after the first are 
finished. Let a fixed sum be appropriated monthly to this exjpense according 
to a plan which will be delivered to you by Sir John D’Oyly, and in this way a 
very small sum Avill be suHlcieut. The effect will be soon visible to yourself, 

8lh. — ^You are now arrived at that time of life in which the eyes of all 
men will be upon you, and at which their observations upon your behavior will 
constitute your charaeter with the world. The first judgment formed of the 
character of a man in high rank is from bis company, and nothing lessens his 
character so much as the society of mean persons. Let the services and atten- 
tion of faithful and old servants be distinguished and rewarded, but let them 
be treated as servants. If you raise mean men to he your companions you 

• lessen yourself proportionably to their level. Choose your companions anaong 
men of fjiniily, even in preference to others who may appear to you to posses-s, 
or wdio may really possess, greater virtue or accomplishments. I have fre- 
qqently beard the names of some persons both of bad obaraoter and base origin 
who have found the moans of insinuating themselves into your company and 
constant fellowship. I shall forbear mentioning them unless I hear that they 
still avail themselves of your goodness to retain the places which they im- 
properly hold near your person. This caution I have given you as tlm advice 
of your real friend, but I regard your interest and credit to he so deeply eon- 
corned in your observance of it, that I shall think myself obliged to intcrfp.re. 
in another manner if you neglect it, or find yourself sO much embarrassed by 
the habit of long connection as to require my intervention. 

Olh, — These I make the conditions of the compliance which the Governor- 
General and Council have yielded to your late requisition. It is but just that 
you should possess what is your acknowledged right, hut their intention would, 
he defeated and you would bo in a worse situation if you w'ore to be left a 
prey w'ithout a guide until you have acquired experience, which to the strength 
and goodness of your understanding will be the work hut of a short period, to 
the rapacity, frauds and artifices of mankind. You hav(? offered tn giva-up 
the .sum of 4 lac.ks of xupces to be allowed the free usa. of the ramainder of ymir 
stip('nd; this we have refused because it Avould heL.cantraxy...ta jmttioe. You 
should consider this as a proof cf the sincerity of the above arrangements 
which have been recommended to you, and of their expediency to your real 
interests, and your attention l,o them will be a means of reconciling the Com- 
pany to the 'io'solution which we have taken and wdneh will be reported to 

• them in a light very hurtful both to you and to us if an improper effect should 
attenil it. These I have ordered Sir Jehu JUl.Qyly, to read in your presence, and 
to explain them to you, that no part of them may escape your notice, and he 
has niy positive orders to remonstrate to you against every departure from 
them. TJjwn all these occasions I hope cand expect that yqu will give him a 
Eartioular and cordial. atteatlftUi and re ga rd what he shall say is i f sai d by mysel f7

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for I know him to bo a person of the strictest honor and integrity. I hare a 
perfect reliance on him, and you cannot have a more attached or more disinter- 
ested counsellor. Although I desire to receive your letters frequently, yet asr 
many matters will occur which cannot so easily ho explained hy letters as by 
conversation, I desire that you will on such occasions give your orders to him 
respecting such points as you may desire to have imparted to me, and I, post- 
poning every other concern, will give an immediate and the most satisfactory 
reply concerning them. 


The Secretary ac(]uaints the Board that iu obedience to the orders of Mr. Wurlkh, he 
yesterday wrote the following letter to the Committee of Revenue. 

Gentlemen, — It having heon represented that the punctual payment of 
the Nabob Mobaruck-ul-Uowlah’s stipend is absolutely necessary to render the 
arrangements which have lately been made with him cfl'eidual, 1 obey the 
orders of the Hoard in desiring that you will adopt such measures as will secure 
the regular advance of R 1,30,000 per mensem to the President at the Darbar, 
to enable him to discharge the Nabob’ stipend.

Sir, — I arrived at Benares on the 11th instant. My transactions with the 
Itaja bein'; of a most important nature to the present and future interests 
the Company, I have determined to inform you of them, without delay, in 
the order in which they have occuri’ed. 

The first step, which I judged it neees.sary to take on the ground on which 
my future proceedings with the llaja were to he conducted, was _to recapitulate 
in jvriting the several instances of his conduct which for some time past have 
repeatedly drawn upon him tlie severe reprehensions of tlic Board, and to 
(Imiiahdli, clear and satisfactory explanation. This pajier I sent to the llaja by 
the hands of Mr. Markham, who was directed to recpiire an immediate answer, 
lu the C.veiiing Ids answer arrived. The following are copies of both : — 

To Raja Cheyt Sino. 

“ It is about sixteen months since Lalah Sadanand Ram Buxey and con- 
fidential servant came to Calcutta charged with an express commission and 
authority to make excuses for your past conduct, and to give me assurances 
conlirmed*l>y oath of your future submission to my advice, and the orders of 
my Government. As a test of your sincerity I required your immediate and 
unreserved acquiescence in the dema nd w hich at ihe same time was made to von 
in the name of the Governor-GeneraTahd Council of the subsidy of fiv e lacks 
of ru pees for the cxpeuce.s ^ ^ With tl i i s (Temaiid y ou ostmisibly 

comp lied m your answer to my letter, and the Buxey promised me verbally in 
your uaitTe, and iu terms so strong as amounted to the fullest assurance, that 
there should he no delay in tlip payment. Relying on this agreement and 
jirom i s irT~^ve orders to Mr. Fowko, who was then Resident at this place, to 
receive money and remit it to Colonel Camac for the pay of the army' which 
had been ordoretl to march towards the province of Malva, and .1 made no 
other provision for it, such was my confidence iu your faith ; but you deceived 
me, and aftcu* having made the first payment of a few rupia's, either consulting 
the temper of the times, or conforming to a premeditated design, you by shifts 
and pretexts withheld the remainder until the army' for whose use it was 
intended was reduced to the last state of distress. Many liundreds deserted, and 
had an enemy at that time appeared against them, their total destruction had 
been inevitable. In all this time daily applications were made to you by the 
Resident, and T wrote repeated letters to you, but you paid no regard to (dther. 

“ Besid es this, I required, in the name ot the Governor-General and 
Council by letter, aruT ordered Mr. Fowko to repeat the requisition in 
person, that you s hould furnish a bqdv of horse to assist and , act with the 
prpiies o t th^ompany. and when Mr. Mark h am succeeded Air. Fow'kc, I gavcj 
him orders to repeat the demand, which ho did accordingly with frequent and!

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, almost daily inipoitunity, limiting tho number to IfiOO^ and afterwards to 
1 1,000. To this (lenuiiid you returned evasive answers, nor to this hour have you 
ieontributed a single horseman. 

“ I ]>ass over tho instances of your conduct in which through tho moans of 
your Se(*rct Agents you have endeavoured to excite disorders in the Govern- 
ment on which you depend, and your neglect of the duty which you owe to it, 
and to the subjc'cts of this zemindary, by sulfering the daily perpetration of 
robberies and imu’ders, even in tiui stn'ots of the City of Benares itself, to the 
great and publi(; scandal of tho English name, and in violation of one of the 
conditions on winch you received tho confirmation of this zemindary. But as 
the two foregoing instanc(’s amount to a direct charge of disaffection and infide- 
lity to the Govermnent on which you depend, and happened at a time in which 
it was your duty most especially to have exerted yourself in the support of its 
interests, I have therefore judged it proper to state them to you thus fully in 
writing, and to require your answer to them, and this I expect immediately.” 

Answer. 

“ 1 received your letter delivered tome by Mr. Markham and I have under- 
stood every particular of iis c,ontents. Sir, after the arrival of Sheik Ally 
Nucky I observed all the orders which you sent me, and I received the letter 
which the deceased Sheik brought me, informing me that every suspicion was 
now cfmiplet(*ly removed from your mind, and that I must consider you as 
formerly attentive to tue. But I have not experienced from you the same 
geiuM’osity as formerly. I sent you repeatedly letters representing to your 
consideration my unhappy circumstances, but you never honoured me with 
any reply. For this re.ason I sent my Buxey Sadauand to your presence 
enjoining him to i’(q)rosent to you the firmness of my obodieneo and attach- 
ment, to l;iy before you the f)articulars of my situation, and t.o learn tho 
dis|)osition of your mind towards mo. lie arriwd accordingly in your presence 
and represented ev<‘rything in a proper manner. I have mwer deviated in 
the smallest dc'gree from the professions, and the Ixmefactions and civilities 
with which you have honoured me, have given me the greatest satisfaction, and 
I have considered you as tin; sourei; from which I deriv(; the fullfilment of all 
my wishes and desires. It is my firm hope that [ may be always favored with 
your directions. In this manner I complied with the utmost readiness with 
the order you sent me for the payment of live la(!kH of rupees on account of 
the war : I srnrt first one lack of rupees with an answer to your letter, after- 
wards Imving paid to Mr. Fowke the sum of one lack and seventy thousand 
rupees I sent a letter requesting a further allowance of time to Enable me 
to make some |)reparations. To tliis 1 reeeived no reply. It being no time to 
delay, notwithstanding this I was not a moment inatterjtivo to this concern, 
and as soon as my Buxey arrived I paid immediately the remaining part of 
'the sum. The remitting of this to the army did not depend upon me; if any 
;,dclay happened on this head I could not lielp it. If besides the payment of 
the money tho remitlaiiee of it also to tho army had rested with me, a delay of 
this kind shoid<l not have happened. I have enclosed in this letter a paper 
respecting tho particular suins which have been advanced with their dates. 

j “With respi'ct to the horse you d(‘sired me in your letter to inform yon of 
uvhat number 1 could alloi’d to station with you, I sent you a particular account 
,of all that wei'e in my service, amounting to one thousand three hundred horse, 
I'of which several wm-e stat.ioned at distant places, but 1 received no answer 
j to this. Mr. Markham delivered me an order to prepare a thousand horse. In 

I compliance with your wishes I coPeeted five hundred horse, and a substitute 
for the remainder live hundred hurkundasses, of Avhich I sent you inform- 
.ation, and T told Mr. idarkham that they were ready to go to whatever place 
I they should be s('nt. No answer, however, came from you on this head, and I 
1 remained astonished at the cause of it: repeatedly 1 asked Mr. Markham 
• about an answer to my letter about the horse, but he told me that he did not 
know the reason of no .answer having been sent : I remained astonished. 
With respect to the sepoys, I receive<l first an order to station two of my com- 
panies, which I did. I was then desired to give a timkhaw for the payment of 
the sepoys and likewist; to pay the Captain, which has been done every mouth. 
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ExcepMn" Ahflullali Brg, who roruains with yon, and liis attendants, none 
of iny people, either dep(>nd.'uits or servants or others in any shafie connected 
wdth me, have <'vcr c;oiie to Calcutta. .My (‘neinies witli a view to my ruin have 
made false ropreseniations to you. Now, that happily for me you haveyours<'lf 
arrived at this place, you will he able to ascerbiin all the eircuimst.ancc,s relative 
to the horse, to my i)eoplc goiii" to Calcutta, and the dates of tlie receipts of the 
particular sums abovemcntioucil. You will then know whether I have amused 
you with a false repn'sentation or made a just report to you. 

“I have given my aurnils most particular injunctions, and have taken 
penalty-bond from them, that they shall keep no thieves in their districts 
w'bat power have they to act otherwise. Jiut if ever a robbery or niurdei'i 
is committed in the country, I have been careful to impale or otherwise 
|)unislillie culprit. If ii person having committed a delinquency should escape 
to^sOnu^ other place so as to elude all di.scovery, in that ease I am helpless; 
hut to the utmost of my power I endeavour to fullil your orders. I have never 
swerved in the s?nallest degree from niy duty^ to you. It remains for you to 
decide on all these matters. I am in every case your slave. What wa.s just 1 
have represented to you. May your prosperity increase.”

This nnsw’cr you will perceive to be not only unsatisfactory in substance 
but olTonsive iu stile^i jind less a viudicatiou of himself than a recrimiiuitiun/ 
upop. me. Tf expn'sses no concern for the causes of complaint contained in myfi 
lett(‘r or d(’.'>iro l<> at one for them, nor the smallest intention to pursue all 
dilTerent line of eoiuliiet. An answer couched nearly iu terms of delian <!0 toll 
retpiisitioiis of so serious a nature I could not ])ut consider as a stiong indica- 
tion of that spirit of independency which the Raja has for some years past 
assumed, and of wdueh indeed 1 had early observed other manifest symptoms , 
both before and from the instant of my arrival Iktc. 

Under these alarming app(;aranccs of the Raja’s conduct and disposition I 
conccm^ n^'self indispensably obliged to form some immediate and decisive 
plan for obviating their consequences, and for the preservation of the Company’s 
rights and interests in this zemindary. To have left him in the full exercise of 
powers which he had notoriously abused^ and which it was to be apprehended 
he would emplojr to the most dangerous purposes, was totally ineonsishmt with 
I he m axims of iustiec .and.pJuden.co. To divest liim entirely of the zeiuiudary, 
though jusTiiirihlo on the grounds stated above, Avoijld be attended with an 
rii)pearance of severity, and might have furnished grounds for constructions 
unl^onOilerfo the credit of our Government and to niy own reimfation, from 
the natural influence w’liieh every act of rigor e.xercised in the persons of men 
who stand iu elevated stations, is apt to impress on the minds of those wlio are 
too remote from the scene of a(dion to judge by any evidence but of the direct 
facts themselves of their motives or jiropriety. 

Tlius circumstanced and attentive to these ojjposite consideration®, I laid 
down thl? following plan for my future proceedings. 

I flrst directed the Resident to repair to the Raja w ho residt?d at liis house 
situated on this side of the river at the distance of about tw^o miles, and gave i 
him the following instructions ; —

two companies of sepoys belonging to Major Popham’s detachment who are

On the next morning IMr. Markham went according to his foregoing 
instructions and was followed by two companies of Grenadier sepoys belonging 
to Major I’opliam’s detaclinient. The R^a^,uwtly..suhmitted to the arrest and 
Mr. Markham returned to me withThiriollowing letter from the Raja leaving 
him imdcr tlie. charge of Lieutenants Stalker, Scott, and Simes. For the par- 
ticulars which ])assed at this interview 1 refer you to the following report 
which Mr. Markham delivered to me on his return : — 

Letter from the Raja.. 

“ At this lime Mr. William Markham being come to mo has informed me 
that Your Highness’ orders are that 1 should remain under a guard — My Pro- 
tector — I before represented to you on hoard your pinnace that I was the 
servant of the llou’ble Sirkar and w'as ready from my heart and soul; whatever 
may be your pleasure, do it with your own hands : 1 am your slave, what occa- 
sion can tlK.'re be for this guard.” 


‘ liiiNARES, Ihe 16lh August 178!. 

To the IIon'bi.h Waiiuen IIastiscs, Governoi-Geiioval, &c., &c., &c. 

“ IloN’iiLii Sir, — In this morning, in obedience to your orders last night, 
proeei'dt'd wath a few of my orderlys aec.ompanied by Lieutenant Stalker to 
Sliewvallali Gant, the present residence of Raja Cbeyt Sing, and acquainted him 
it was your jileasurc he should consider himself in arrest ; that he should order 
his poojilo to behave in a ([uiet and orderly manner, for that any attempt to 
resmie him would ho attended with his own destruction. Tilt* Raja submitted 
quietly to the arrest, and assured me that whatever were your orders hO was 
ready-imjdicitly to obey; he hoped that you Avould allow him a subsistence, but 
as for his /<,*mindary, his forts, and treasure he was ready to lay them at your 
feet, and his life if required. He expressed himself much hurt at the ignominy 
which he. allirmed must be the consequence of his eonfmomtmt, and entreated 
rno to return to you with the foregoing submission, hoping that you would make 
allowauecs for his youth and inexpei-icncc, and, in consideration of his father’s 
nan\e, release him from his confinement as soon as ho should prove the sincerity 
of his olfers and himself deserving of your comptissiou and forgiveness. 

“ Near a quarter of an hour after this conversation Lieutenant Scott arrived 
with the two (,'renadier Companies »)f Ma jor Popham’s regiment to whose and 
LieAitennnt Stalker s care I left the Raja, having given them the following 
instructions; that they should disarm every servant of the Raja’s; that they 
should allow him any such, eight or ten kissmutgars for the attendance of his 
pttrson as he should approve of; that those num should he shown to the sepoys 
lest any deceit should he practised, but that they might indulge him in any 
resjuest consistent with the security of his person. 



“ T am now reiurned to acquaint you with my proceedings and to receive 
any further instructions if you tliiuk it necessary. 

“ I have the honor to he, 
"IIon’jjle Sir, 

“ Your most obedient Servant, 

Wm. MARKHAM. 


As tho Raja in the above letter had desired that ISfr. Markham might be 
sent back to him I was pi'cparing instructions for that purpose wlien I received 
another letter from the llaja of which the following is a translation : — 

Letter from the Raja. 

“ I am the servant of the Sirkar and am ready from my heart and soul in 
the performance of your orders. My honor Avas bestowed on me by Your High- 
ness : it depends on you alone to take away, or not take; away the tiountry out of 
my hands. Incase my honor is not left me, how shall 1 In; equal to the business 
of tho Sirkar. Whoever witli liis hands in a supplicating posture is ready Avith 
his life aiAil property, Avhat necessity (!an there be for him to be dealt Avith in 
this Avay.” 

Krom tho apparent despondency in Avbich these lettcws Avere Avritten, [ 
thought it noeessary to giv(^ the llaja sojne encouragement, and accordingly 
Avrotc him the folloAAung answer : — 

Letter to the Raja. 

“ I have received your two arzi<'s by the hand of Mr. Markham and under- 
stand their contents ; that gentlemin will Avait upon you in tlu; afternoon and 
oxidain all particulars to you. Set your mind at rest, and do not conceive any 
terror or aj)pichension.” 

To this I received tho folloAving reply : — 

Letter from the Raja. 

“ Your gracious letter has been reeeiv'ed arid has made mo acquainted Avitli 
your commands. You order that Mr. William Markham will come to m(>, that f 
must not sulVer any apprehension to distress im^ hut remain at case in my 
mind — My Protector — whenever you spreail your shadow over my head 1 am 
entirely free from eoneeru and appndicnsioti, and whatever you, who are my 
master, shall as such dotermiuo Avill he right.*’ 

At this time! had prtipared Mr. Markham’s second instruelions, hut before 
he could set out with them, intelligeuee came that largo bodies of armed 
irimif had (uawsed the river from llamuagiir and had proceeded to tlic Raja’s 
bou^e . What follovA'S is a sc<‘iic of such ht)rror that it is Avith the greatest 
reluotaneo T submit to tho painful duty of relating it. Tlu; guard pl.aeed over 
tho Raja consisted of the t\A'o compauh*s of Gn'n.adier sepoys as ahova; mentioned 
from Major Poj)ham’s d(;taeliment and commanded by tin; oHi(;ers already 
named, who AAcre stationed in an <‘nelosed stpiare Avliieh surrounded tin' a[)arl- 
raent where the Raja Avas. 'I’he Resident’s guard had returned Avitli liim. It 
noAV appeared (hat tln’se troops had taken mj .aminunitiiin with tln;in. Major 
Popham sent another company of .sepoys under an. ollieer Avith aumimiilion 
to reinforce and siip])ort tlic lirst party. Wlieii the latter ari ived at (In* R.a ja’s 
house tliey found it surroainled, and .all the .avenues blockaded by .a multitude 
of armed men Avho opposc'd their pass.ago. The minds of this tumultuous 
ass(;mbly becoming soon intlamed, som<; of them began to tire upon the sepoys 
Avitliin the sqiiaie, and immediately as if this had he(;n tin; eon(;(;iled signal tin; 
whole multitude rushed in, and made an insJautii.ueQua aud iierco <atLu:lwUpon 
tbe'sep^dy s who waiilIn^TTierF'Trc<;ustom<'d mea ns of delenee Avere eapahle of 
luakTng hut a feeble resistance and fell an casj^ SUCi'iiice.tudliQ superior iiumbera

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of tho 3 ssail?ints Tvho cut sliuost every msu of tins unfortuurtte pnrty tu piec$s» 
The officers, it is sup])oscd, were the first victims to their fury, but not until 
tliey had hy nstonishin*; elforts of bravery and undisinayod amidst the immi- 
nent danger wliicli surrounded them involved a much superior number of their 
enemies ui tludr fate. In this general report of them all accounts concur, 
Ihougli varying in circumstatiecs, 1 yield to my own feelings in bestowing 
Ibis just but unavailing lril)uic to these unhappy gentlemen. In the midst of 
tliis confusion the Kaja found means to escape through a wicket which opened _ 
to the river, and the banks being exceedingly sleep in that place be let himself 
down by turbans tied together into a boat, which was waiting for him, and con- 
veyed him to the opposite shore. Those who had eifected his escape? followed 
liiin across tlie river, in Ihe same tumultuous manner in which they had 
assembled, leaving the parly ol our sepoys which had last arrived in the posses- 
sion of the bouse. 

On the first intelligenee of this commotion I bad directed Major Popham 
to repair immediately to bis camp, which was about two miles from tbo 
Resident’s, and at llu? same distance from the Raja’s house, and to march 
instantly with the rcinaind(>r of his detachment to the support of the party. 
This order was executed with ail possible expedition, but M.ajor Popham arrived 
too late and bad the morlilieation to bo a s|)Octator of the elfeeds of a massacre 
which he could neither prevent nor revenge. He returned to me immediately 
and made the following report : — 

Report of Major Popuam. 

Consequent to an order for the detachment under my command to proceed 
to the support of the Grenadier Comi)anies under Lieutenant Stalker, I carried 
it with as much expedition as possible to iVdjet Sing’s palace, which I found 
to be entirely evacuated by the Haja’s people, who were alniady landed on the 
opposite side of the river. 

Of the two companies commanded by Lieutenant Stalker very few 
reinaimxl alive, and the majority of those? appeared to he s(?vendy wound(?d. 
'Hio bodies of Liontemant Stalker, Scott, and Simes w'ore lying within a small 
distance of each other slioekiiigly mangled and without any signs of life. 

It may ho necessary to observe that Lieutenant Burrell was despatched 
with one company of sepoys upon tlie first rumor ol the Raja’s intentions, but 
the fate of the companies which preceded him was decided prior to his being 
able to enter the palace. There were, however, some of the Raja’s people 
whom he cllcetually cleared it of. In his attack lu? met with some loss. 

My utmost endeavours have hitherto proved insufficient to procure an 
exact detail of the killed and wounded in this unfortunate transaction. 

1 thought it necessary to leave a company with a subaltern in the palace.

I cannot learn with certainty what is become of the Raja, but the prevail- 
ing report is that he lied from Rauit’.agur, his usual residence on the other side 
of the river, in the inid<lle of the night, and proceeded with his zenana and 
elTeets to Lulteefgur, a .sl.iong fort of his s-iiunted about ten miles from tlhunar. 
lie was aeetJi.ip uiied by Sujan Sing, his hrotlu?!-, and Alnngar Sing, a relation 
and sou hj adoption of Raja Bulw'uut Sing. He has also had the ju'ecaution 
to tak(? w ith him Rane Golabkooer, the widow of Raja Ruhvunt Sing, his father, 
her son-in-law Hurhijey Sing, and his two sons, her grandsons. 

In them he possesses every member of his family, who can have any-plea 
to disjmto with him tlic right of inhcritanco from his father Raja Buiwunt 
Sing, if that were ever a question, his right to the zemindary being derived 
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exclusively from sixnnuds which his father never possessed, but which wore 
first granted to Cheyt Sing by the late Vizier Sujali-ud-Do\vla through tlxe influ- 
ence of our Government in the year 1773, and since r(>}>eatcd by similar grants 
from our Government when the sovereignty was ceded to the Company by the* 
present Nabob Asaph-ud-Dowla. 

I have made choice of Bahoq Oosan Sing who held the oflice of Gewan 
during several years of the life of Raja Biilwunt Sing, and for a considerable 
period since the accession of the present Raja to administer the revenues and 
government of this country, in the quality of Naib, until it can be determined 
to whom the zemindary may legally belong, and who may be in a capacity to 
refieive it. 

To this effect I have caused a proclamation to he made through the City 
of Bena res, and have notified it by circular perwanas to all the zemindars and 
aumils of the zemindary. 

To enforce the execution of these acts, to maintain tranquillity and order 
in the country, and protect the inhabitants, I have ordered one battalion sepoys 
from Chunargur, the remainder of Major I’opham’s detachnumt from IVlirza- 
poor, and a regiment of sepoys from Dinapoor to march immediately to 
Benares. 

The detail of these proceedings shall be transmitted to you in a subsequent 
letter. I do not expect they will detain me hen? much beyond the time I had 
proscribed to myself, which was about seven or eight days.

Mb. WnEmsR, — ^The acts of duplicity and disaffection, recited in tlie Gov- 
ernor-General’s letter addrcs.sed to itaja Cheyt Sing, are of a most serious and| 
alarming nature, and aggravated by his reply, which is couched in term.s of the; 
highest disrespect. It was therefore no longer safe to continue iu lii.s person] 
the full exercise of those powers Avhicli the Raja seemed to hav(j both thcj 
inclination and tho means of abusing, hut under these circumstances it bec,amc 
absolutely necessary to take ui)on tho spot such measures as appeared 
most likely to bring him back to a sense of his duty and to suj)]H)rt the 
authority vested iu this Government over his zemindary by tlio treaty entered 
into with the present Vizier Asapli-ud-Dowla in tin; year 1775. 

The Governor-General judged it proper to order him into arrest, and tlie 
subsequent treacbery of bis conduct has too clearly evinced that a stricter 
degree of restraint would not only have been justifiable but necessary; for 
whilst the Raja was professing the deepest contrition for bis forme, i* conduct, 
ho appears to lhave been concerting a plan to assf'rt his independency against 
that Government which raised him to his present situation, and to which as a 
tributary the Raja owed obedience. 

I join wdth tho Governor- General in most sincerely lamenting th^’.rate 
which attended our sepoys and the toss of three brave ofiicers who fell in Vbe 
tumult. 
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I approve the choice made by the Governor-General of Uaboo Oosan Sing 
to administer the revenues and government of tho zemindary of Benares.

To tho IIon’hi.k Chaiu.hs Smith, Piesidont, &.(•., &e., Mc'mhers of the Select Com- 
mittee, Pint St. George. 

Gentlemen, — The hurry of Imsine.ss conseipieiit to the engagement with 
the enemy on the 1st instant has hitherto prevented me from iran.smitting you 
a oireunistantial .aeeount of the oeeurrenees of that day. I therefore, take this 
opportunity to inform you of such matter as seems to me material, from date 
the 2<)th ultimo. 


Owing to unavoidable delays in landing the necessary provisions fi-om the 
vessels at Porto Novo, I found it impraetui.ahlo to movci the army till the 30th 
ultimo ; the necessary orders were given for marcliing at 3 o’clock that morning, 
but a heavy fall of rain on the niglit preceding hindered me from commencing 
my march as proposed. Our tleld equipage was rendered so heavy by the rain 
that our miserable bullocks were not abl'' t.: carry tbeir loads. This occasioned 
a further delay of another day. One e.vlra day’s rice was landed, and the march 
at length eommenecil on the Isl instant, at o in the morning. 

Fronv every information received, it was (•!< ar that the enemy had united 
their whole ioree, ^Tippa Saib’s didaebmont excepted), and from tlu'ir position 
taken up between us and Cuddalore meant to try tlie issue of a general 
engagement. The grounds they occupied, iialurally strung and commanding, 
wev j rendered mueli more formidable by most of the spots that would admit of 
it^o .advantage being strengthened with front and Hanking batteric.s ereeti'd 
■fvith judgement and dispateh by llycler Ally's corps appropriated for such 
services. Large bodies of cavalrv, who bad from our arrival at Porto Novo 
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hovered round our camp, rendered it impracticable for even a single hii’carrah to 
return with any intelligence to ho depended on, of eitlicr the slrengtli or posi- 
tion of the enemy’s batteries. Oar grand guard and otlier outposts were, 
absolutely the boundary and limited (jxtent of our knowledge ros 2 »ecting the 
enemy. 

The protection of our baggage and numerous followei’s required a very con- 
siderable jjrojiortion of our small army to jirev'iuit or r(q)el any insult during 
our march in that quartco*, and the forming this most necessary delaclnuent con- 
siderably \V('akcned our force in line, which cmdd ill-alTonl a single man from 
the grand object of engaging and forcing the nunu'rous army of Ilychw Ally, 
situated as describc'd. However, two regiments of cavalry, a battalion of sepoys 
with tbroe six, and four three-pounders, the baggage guard eonsisting of aliout 
one hundred and tifty sepoys, the few i>(>lygar8 we have, and our small 
Mahratta cor])s, wore ordered for lludr protection ; their I’oad lay on the right 
between our army and the sea. 

By seven in the morning the lino had drawn out of our ground of oncamj)- 
ment near Porto Novo inarching from the right. 'I lie country soon ojiencd an 
extensive ])lain, and as the enemy’s cavalry apj)(>avcd there in force, I formed in 
two lines, and proceeded on my mareli in <u-der of batllc. Wpbad not advanced 
above one mile before the enemy’s batt<‘ri<'.s were ch'arly diseoverc'd a.s to {)osi- 
tion : they lay exactly on our intimdod road of mareli. I halli'd the army for 
near an hour; it was necessary to exploits if [lossible, the ground on our right, 
in hopes of its admitting to advance from that ])oiMt, by which wo should avoid 
the enemy’s direct lire from their h.atti'iies, and h.-ive a cliaiici' by gaining tlic 
loft of tlu'ir posts, to turn or otlior ways command them. The principal force 
of their army was drawn up in the rear of tlu'ir works, ('xtciiding fiinher on 
the plain than either the eye or horizon could comm.and, with large hodh's of 
cavalry in every direction, and their rockets were thrown in numbers to impede 
and harass our movements. During this interval of nnavoiilahle inaction, 
thoroughly to examine their jiosition, we wore obliged to sulTer a warm canno- 
nade. Their guns were well served and did exi'cntion, we could not atford to 
throw away any shot to answer them, having ueeasion for every round we 
had for more decisive service. 

I determined on the movemmit to the riglit, and proceeded about !) o’clock, . 
the two iiiK's marching parallel to one another in that direetion, consequently it 
only required their famng to tlio front to re-assume at any time tlunr original 
order. T'wo battalions with eight liehl pieci's were ordorc'd to form a third face, 
the flanks of this corps joining both lines on the left to koc]) .some hatterie.s in 
clicek from that quarter, which opened while we were jx^riorming the above 
mov'cinent. 

A practicable road w'^as found on the riglit, made by Hyder, meant for 
other purposes t han our aiiproaeh. Tlie. road alluded was made by Dydcr for 
the purpose of drawing his guns to a largo redoubt about half a mile from the 
sea. The work was far adv^aneed, and required hut another day to complete it; 
through it wc proceeded towards his field; In's guns, which were under cover, 
and his artillery uncovered in line, galled us considerably as we advanced, but 
a quick and forward movement seemed absolutely necessary. . 

On passing the road mentioned, I was obliged to file off and reduce iny 
front, hut as soon as the ground permitted, formed in order as Ijefore, a thick 
caldera hedge covering my right. Some sand hills contiguous to this pa.ss lay 
luckily situated, were unoccupied, and contributed very materially to favor my 
plan of operations. 

The minute was critical. I had gained the flank o’f the enemy’s batteries, 
waited with impatience under a heavy fire of cannon, till I had ascertained that 
the heights in my rear were possessed by the second line, then instantly moved 
on with the first, as far as order and an advancing tire of artillery on our side 
would permit. 

I have the pleasure of acquainting you that the disposition promptly 
resolved on succeeded, for there was no time for aught hut decided dispatch, 
llesitatioa in the situation of our affairs would have been little better than a

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defeat, liavini' no rosourne l)ut four days’ provisions carried on the soldiers’ 
l)a(;ks. 'I’lie i;uns in their batteries were soon drawn olY, and retired to their 
• line, wlieni our attack was very \Kiriiily disputed till t o’elocdc. The bravery 
of our troops at bni^th earried the; ])oint, and the first line forced the enemy’s 
infantry, artillery, and tlieir cavalry to ^ive way, ohlii^iu'' tlnmi to s(n^k for 
safely i)y a retn-at. Just as tlnw wamt oil, their princ-ipal forei'of infantry, who 
wen' from the situation of tin; t-round under tolerable cover, ;^av(‘ a general 
discliarge of ums(iuetry, but too distant to do considerable execution. The 
set'ond line obstinatc'ly dis|(ul(‘d, and with siiccc'ss, an attack meditated on my 
rear by many battalions <jf infantry wdtli their guns, and a very large body of 
cavalry. Tlu! dill'erent elfoi ts made to force and charge the n-ar c.orps of the 
sceoiid lint' wi're all re])nlsed, tin; heights disputed, earried, and kept possession 
of, by which the a<lvancing corps w<n-e hd't at liberty to push the entuny in front 
advantageously. 'l’h<' possessing the heights tilso pr(‘Vcut('<l their proceeding 
towards r,lu' s(‘a to attempt our haggage, it w.as from thonee covered in perfect 
scicuiity .and unmolesled. 

1 was joined hy tin; cori)s in my re.ar at midnigdit. It took some time to 
bury our dead on l.lie enemy’s ground of (meampmeul; every po.ssil)l<' attention 
was paid also on the tleld to our wounded men. 

T'hat night the army pursudl tin* road the- enemy had retired hy, crossed 
tin; strong ])ass (U* null.i of J’araveiidnr without .any moh'station, and took uji our 
ground oil (he iiortli-wcstern side of it., lu'ar tt) the village rtf Hoot \ pol lam, 
thereby si'curing a material point towards coinph'ting my luareh io Cnddalore. 

From aullientie information tin' ein'iny’s force was nearly ns follows: — 
Artillery, 17 pieces, very well s(‘rv('d; (J2() Fnropeans ; 1,10b topasses, and olliers 
in I'lnrope.an (Iri'ss ; cavalry 10,000; 2IJ battalions of sepoxs, strength IH, fOO ; 
irri'gnlar I'ooInH'ii .-irmed with inatehloeks, pikes, ;ind rockets, oiu* hnndri'd and 
twenty t1nm''a’'d; the altove were in Ilyder’s own pay; besides lasejirs — 
]»ioneers and artilieers not ineluded, — thi'si! hodii's w’<*re immi’rous ; also the 
ligliting men of the Nabob of Sanoor, Ibija Uedra, I’aja ArjKinelly, llaja 
Terrinn riy, and tin* dilT(>renl |)olyg:irs, who have joiiu'd llyder since In* enti'red 
the (’arnatie ; bis guns were prinei]),ally vvovki'd by Kuropeans and Native 
.artillery who liad formerly bei-ii in tin* Nabob’s serviia*, and it is reckoned 
.that there were embodied in his infantry from t wo thousand eight hundn'd to 
three thousand of onr sepoys made prisoners in Colonel ll illie’s nelion, and at 
other plaei’s sinei* the eommenei'int'nt of the. w;u'. 'I'lu'si; accounts are taken 
from an intelligent i’orl ugni'ze ollieer who eanac over to us in the beginning 
of the action. Tliey are, idso corroborated from other clmnncls of iutelligeiiee. 

J'lio hchavionr of tin* whole army on this most int(*ri'sting day was uniformly 
steady and worthy of the highi'st eommeiidation. I was well seconded 
hy iMajor-Ci'iieral Hmiro, who commanded the lirst lino ; his .spiriti'd and active 
(Huiduet contrihnii'd gn'.'itly to our success. Jirigadier-Gcncr.‘d Stuart, who 
('onunanded tlu' second line and had oiders to defend the heights, performed 
that service much to iny satisfnclion. In short every individual of our littlo 
army seemed to feel the eritical sit uat ion of our national conc(*rns rlependant 
on this country; onr falling interests required \ineommon exertions to support 
th(*m, and to the honor and credit of this army every nervi; was exerted to the 
very extent of possiliility ; the only dilliculty was to restrain the ardour of the 
troops within prudential hounds; eager to advance it hoeanii* partieul.arly 
lu'cessary to guard against aeeidenta) disordi'r, situated as we were, with mul- 
titudes of e:ivalry -against us, on the wat< h to take advant.age of hurried or con- 
fused movements. 

From the ’vant of a corps of cavalry on our side equal iu number to the 
service requircil, *\e weri* with victory decidedly declared obliged to halt just 
ht \ oud tin. vncmy’.s ground not being able to take advantage of .so distinguished 
a day, ti/r with a corps of cavalry, ( he enemy’s guns, stores, &c., would to a 
corlaiuty have fallen into our hands ; their strong fiuc cattle drew their guns oU 
on a trot, nor was it possible for fatigued infantry to prevent this distressing 
sight to ns. The spirited behaviour of our scj)oy corps did them the greatest 
credit, no Europeans could ho steadier; they were emulous of being foremost 
ou every service it was necessary to undertake. 
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Considering tlic trying situation tins army is in, destitute of most of fho 
eoininoii rc'souivcs for carrying on service ; weak draft and hardly any earriai'e 
cattle (our guns in the face of the enemy^s heaviest lire were tlivongh d('('}t

You will rceeive enclosed the return of our killed and woumh'd ; Jam 
happy to remark that our loss has been incoiisiderahlo when compared to tho 
business of tlie day. 

From tho hc'st information possible to obtain of tln^ (‘lu'mv’s loss, it, 
amounts to about three thousand men. Meer Sail), Secoiid-iu-t'oiiiniaiid, died 
soon after the action of tlic wounds he received ; and mimhcr of their leading 
men are reported to he killed and woiuided. 

ily movement to (.'liiliumhrum and Forlo Yovo has hev-n alsf) at tiauled 
with tlie following mateiaal advantages.

•tth, as my four days’ provisions would have been cAjicndcd, marclu'd to tliis 
place.

Wandhvash ou the ,‘tOlh ultimo, inking j)0'-si"-sion of the Fed tali. The enemy’s 
troops before the place are live rosollars of infant rv, ten thousand c;ivaliy, as 
many more irregulars ariiu'd, in all full thirty thoiis.-uid inini, with l.‘l pieces of 
battering cannon. I have acci)unf s, hut not such as can lie ahs.dulidy depended 
on, that iu consequence of the action of the 1st, IJyder has given orders to 
withdraw the attack. I have been pre|)ariiig, since iny arrival liere, in the best 
manner I am able, to move to its relief if nece.ssary. 

Advice is just now received that the Admiral sailed this day fro.n l^orto 
Novo for the southward. 

Permit me to request you tvill he pleased to forward copies of tlicse des- 
patches to the Supreme Council for their infurniatiou.

last, and the outrageous cruelty of the 
said Uaja to those ofTicers and sepoyg f)f the Company over whom chance gave 
him an advantage, arc too notorious to be particularly related in this proclama- 
tion. 


But it is tlie duty of this Government to declare to all those who are 
dependent iipon or connecU'd with their administration, that they are unani- 
mously and most firmly r<".c)lvcd to punish in the most exemplary manner acts 
of such rebellion towards the Company, and of such insult to the honour of 
the whole English nation. 

I’rom the time that the English were obliged to send forces to this country, 
under Colonel Clive, to punish those Nabob.s who had unjustly attacked and 
murdered the peaeeabh' servants of the Company, or, in other words, from the 
time the English took upon them, in their own defence, the administration of 
the.se provinces, the Company and the whole English nation had but one wish, 
and their orders to i.heir rijprcscntatives were continually that they should act 
with justice to every rank of people in this country. 

It is well known how the laws of England protect even the lowest against 
those who are highest iti power ; and it is further well known that the Company 
and at lenglh the Parliament and King of England have endeavoured to bestow 
upon every native of this country under their protection, the same security that 
an Englisljman possesses in England. 

It Avas in the true spirit of these noble intentions of the Company, and the 
whole English nation, that the present Governoi’-General was selected to be 
at the bead of their affairs in the provinces, for it was well known that he was 
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bolovod by the natives ; that he respected their laws and their customs and 
spoke their language, and tliat ho was an enemy to all oppression. 

One strong proof of his possessing such proper dispositions was testified to, 
the present llaj j Cheyt Sing, avIio derived his whole power as Raja from the 
generosity and intercession of the Governor-General at Renares in 1773. 

In that year it is well known that when Mr. Hastings settled the Treaty 
of Renares with the late Vizior,_tho Nabob, Sliujarud-Dowla, it was with the 
utmost diliioulty and as a great favor that ho .obtained. from the said Vizu'r Nabol) 
the .sunud that constituted Cheyt Sing lluja of iienaros. This net of goodness 
ho did from his icspeet for the memory of the former liaja, Rulwaiit Sing, and 
in hopes that Cheyt Sing would ever sliow himself grateful to the Company. 

Upon tlie same prineijdes of justice, when the late Vizier in 177(5 ceded (hei 
zemindary of Benares to the Company, the rights held under the Nahoh, liis| 
former so\ereignhy the Kajn, were not only continued to liim hy tin; Governor - 1 
General under the Government of the Comi)aiiy — but new rights were oonJ 
forred u])Oii him — rights which gave him extraordinary pow(‘r. These n'er(‘| 
the poss(‘ssion of the Tort of Juanpore, the coinage of the mint, and the: 
duties of the cotwalli. ^ 

The whole of these grants were settled upon the Raja Cheyt Sing witli 
every testimony of tin; conthhince of this Govc'rninent. But Innv deep has 
been his ingratitude to his benefactor ; how’ uiiwarrantahle his rehellioji against 
the Company ! 

And what must be the resentment of the Company and of the 'wliolo 
English nation, when they hear that a Raja so favored hy them attempted the 
life and cut olf the followers of that very Govenior-Genoral who liatl hocn to 
him the channel of their favor, and wdio, hearing of his foolisli attempts at 
independence had trustc'd himself with slender guard in Benares lioping hy his 
personal inHu<;nco to recall the Baja to his duty, and to get him to assist tlie 
Company in tlie present war — a war very expensive; to tin; Company ])ut which 
in its operation kept tlie dominions of tlie Raja in peace and ])rosperity. But 
wlien the Company and the nation arc given to uinh’rstand fni tlier that the 
sai(l Raja has attempted by presents and promises to foment distrust and dis- 
aifcction among other zemindars dependent upon tin* Company, th('ir wonted 
mcrev can have no excuse. Tlieir orders must be stron<j and Tiiialterabh; to* 
punish in the severest manner such examples of ingratitude and disalTeetion, 
and the same time to r(;ward with the fullest favor those zemindars and others 
dependent upon our Gov(;rnmont, who shew their steadiness and attachment 
upon tin; present occasion. 

It will he observed at the same time hy our superiors that if the Gov- 
ernor-General had been even harsh and unjust in liis conduct to Cheyt Sing, 
that Baja ought to have submitted peaceably, and to have awaited the justice , 
of the Company, ■who have to the knowledge of all Indostan done more* tlian j 
justice to otlier Rajas wliom they supposed to have been too siwerely jmnisheil i 
hy tlieir servants, as in the case of the present Itaja of Tanjori'. 

It is in this manner that the Company and the English nation will judge 
of the conduct of Cheyt Sing, and issue their orders accordingly. 

In the same spirit of justice, we, their representatives, issue this iiroelnma- 
tion and dedare in the most soletnn manner to all the rajas, zemindars, land- 
holders, and others dependent upon our authority, that we shall never sheath 
t he si v o rd u ntil justice is done to the honor of the Company, and that of all 
England, attacked hi file person of their Governor-General. 

And further ivo take this opportunity to declare with equal truth and 
solemnity to all the rajas, zemindars, landholders, and others dependent upon 
our authority, that we never shall, while we manage the affairs of this country, 
permit the faith of the Company to be broken to any person, nor permit, any 
of our servants or agents to commit oppression, or make unjust exactions of 
revenue. 

The English, renowned over the earth for their good faith, have upon that 
principle towards their friends, as well as from their bravery against tlieir 
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onornies, bocome tlie most powerful nation in the universe ; and we^ as their 
representatives in these provinces should ho unworthy of our situation if we 
were less ready to support and reward the fidelity of those attached to our Gov- 
* eminent than to punish those who attempt to insult it.

IMr. wilder hogs leave to inform the Board that ho has been favored with 
undry letters from the Governor-General since his arrival at Benares, most of 
hem appearing as detached accounts of the various events that have happened 
subsequent to the 16th August, wdiich was occasioned by interception of the 
dawk, Mr. Whelcr judged it unnecessary to record them at the tixne they 
came, to hand, expecting a more particular narrative from the Governor-General 
of the various occurrences on which they treat; but as it may he necessary at 
this lime to furnish the Court of Directors with such particulars as yet come to 
hand, Mr. Wilder bogs leave to record the following letters and to recommend 
that the letter dated the 20th September being a recital of the others, be copied 
and sent to the Court of Directors vid Fort St. George. 


The Oovoinor-General, dated 27th August 17S1. 

Sir, — I have written to you many letters all probably intercepted. I 
arrived the 11th at Benares. On the IGth the Baja having been sent under an 
arrest, a numerous body of armed men suddenly crossed attacked and massacred 
the whole party which had him in custody, consisting of Lieutenants Stalker, 
Scott and Simos, and two companies of Major Popham’s Grenadier sepoys. 
These having no ammunition fell without resistance. The Raja escaped and fled 
to Luttefgar. On the 19th a large force returned to Ramnagar. Captain Blair 
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■with his battalion and Captain Jlaya/fro with the remainder of jMajor Popham's 
dehichment were ordered to assemble for the attack of that place, and Major 
Poi)ham to join and conduct the operations accordini' to a concerted idan. 
The tw'O corps having joined, Captain Mayatlrc, the senior otPicer, without wait- 
ing for Major Popliam, against orders, on tlic morning of the 120th marclu'd 
precipitately into the narrow streets of the town wherein an ijistant he fell with 
Captain Doxatt and 33 rangers, and almost all the sepoys of Caplain Hlair’s 
battalion iliat had entered with him*; the rest of tlie detaehment r<‘turned to 


Chunar with the loss of 2 guns, 1 liowitzer, and 103 men of all (hmominations 
killed. I was in Eonares with the broken remains of Alajor Eopliani’s tirst 
party, consisting of about 400 men, in a place ineapahle of debaiec' even Avit h 
equal mmihei's. Preparations wen? makijig to attack me. 1 waited t ill thi' evening 
for a battalion ordered from Chunar to reinforce our party; at 7 rcp('at((l 
intolligeneo arrived that the Eaja’s boats were in motion ; no news had arrived 
of the hattaliou from Chunar. It was resolvc'd to meet it a)ul luareh aa ith it 
to Chunar. The resolutiim AAas instantly carried into execution. \V<i passi'd 
the battalion which returned and OA’ortook ns, and on the 22ml at daybreak aac 
gained the hank of the river opposite to Chunar, having met no opposition. 
The detaehimmt crossed on the morning of the 23rd. The Raja’s forces are 
divided hetweeu Ramnagar and Lnttefgur. Ills family is at Eidjoygur. 
Ifis fixed establishment exc;<‘eds 10,000 men and all his recruits bear arms. 
Major Popham is encamped on the plain east of tlio fort. I expt'ct to he joined 
by a n'ginumt from CaAvnpoor AAdiieh are ordered for my guard at liUekmnv. 
Lieutenant Polbill, Avith six etmipaniesof the Nabob’s guard, are at hand, and 
Major Moses CraAvford’s battalions. My only distress is the Avant of money and is 
great. Buboo Oosan Sing, Eirbijey and his son, NujeiAnarain, are Avilh me.

Sin, — Enclosed are Iavo copies of letters Avhieh I liave had the honor to 
write to you. 'J'lu; first in duplicate from Benares and tlie last from this place. 
I doubt the possibility of the lirst having cseajied the vigilance of the people 
Avho are stationed in every part of this z<3mindary io intercept my hitters ; for 
the conveyance of this ])a(d<et 1 shall trust to a light boat which, Avith a strong 
Avest Avind aiding the rapidity of the stream, Avill certainly pass without intoreep- 
tion, if the fears of the dandees do not urge tliem to quit the boat . 

In the enclosed letters you Avill receive a corrected relation of the events 
which had befallen me to the 27th instant, though purposely abbreviated in my 
last for the means of eonveyance. 

The arrival of Lieutenant Polliill, w^hosc activity cannot he too mueii 
applauded, has proved of very great service in freeing tlic communication Avitli 
the opposite shore. Our greatest distress lias Iacch the AAunt of money and pro- 
visions. The latter has been effectually removed, and with it the former in a 
degree, by the seizure of a large store of grain made by Lieutenant Polbill 
yesterday morning in a village about three miles distant, information having 
been given me of it the preceding evening, lie was opposed by a considerable 
body of tlie enemy supposed to consist of 160 horse, 3 companies of sejioys, and 
more than 2,000 matchlockmen and GaAvarres or armed villagers, hut they 
were repulsed and dispersed with some loss on their side, on ours none, The 
quantity of grain secured is estimated at 6,000 maunds, which in our situation, 
is a most important acquisition as we have every reason to ajiprehcnd a total 
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lailure of our supplies Avlien the troops of this place are reduced, which they 
soon must lx*, to the complement of the garrison. Numbers are yet assembling 
to reinforce tiui defeated party of the enemy, and they have been strengthened 
^.)y four guns from llamnagar with the professed determination of making one 
more elforl. 

I have received no answers to the letters which I have written diversely and 
i-epeatedly to Colomd Morgan, to !Mr. JMiddleton, to Lieutenant-Colonel Ahmuty, 
and to Major James Crawford, to whom it escaped me in my last to inform you 
that I had sent orxhn’s to inarch to the borders of Bidjeygur ; but I have received 
a letter from Colonel Morgan written with a knowledge of the late events and 
cannot doubt tliat his prudence will dictate to him the obvious necessity on an 
occasion of such emergency of sending a party to my relief without waiting for 
(he formality of orders which he will know can with difficulty reach him. I 
have accounfs, wliich I trust to as authentic, that Major Moses Crawford with 
his rcgiiiumt is on tlie way and my later letters to Mr. Middleton have been 
safely passed beyond the bodies of the zemindary. U pon the wdiole, I can venture 
to assure you that my situation is actually such as with the reservation of that 
influenei! which under every circumstances bo allow'ed to fortune in the events 
ilti'iidant on a state of warfare, will warrant the expectation of an easy and 
complete success. 

Major Po{)ham continues encaraped on the plain lying to the eastward of 
the fort where he will be strcugl honed by all the men that can be spared from 
this garrison, and as soon as the preparations are completed for that service he 
will march to the attack of llamnagav. 

In tlic meantime I have not been inattentive to our more remote con- 
cern which I shall reserve for a futui’c detail, and a more secure conveyance. 

Th(' llaja’s situation and the disposition of his force.s, except the detachment 
wliieh is opposed to Lieutenant Polhill, are much the same as they have been 
deserihed in my last. 

Ifyder Ih'g Cawn has been some time arrived at Benares, but prevented 
from joining nui by the destruction of the bridge laid over the Burna Nulla, on 
tju! lower bank of which In; is encamped, and by the sudden great swell of the 
waters whicdi has made it uiifordablo, yet I expect him soon, and his presence 
will alToi-d me material servie(>. I hav<i ordered to he enclosed copies of Major 
Popham’s return of the loss sustained in the Jiiassacaa; of the 16th, of a letter 
which has been written me by Captain Spark, and the returns accompanying it, 
of the killed and w'ounded in the attack of llamnagar on the 2()lh August, 
and of a lett(T from Captain Blair containing the particulars of tliat ill-fated 
enterprize, also a list of the gentlemen who w'cre with me in Benares on the 21st 
and who accompanied me to this place. 

I cannot close (his letter without testifying my satisfaction wnth Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Blair for his zeal and attimtion, and for ihe alacrity with w’hioh 
he exemited the orders sent to him for the dilferent movements of the detaeli- 
monts from his small garrison, and my entire reliance on the steady conduct 
and approved experience of Major Popliam. 

!My regrets for the past are personal. T shall ever retain the painful rcmcm- 
l)rane(‘ of that scene of blood of wliich I have been too near a spectator, and 
whitdi no future, return of prosperity can ever el face from my mind, hut in the 
}n-os|)eet before me 1 tbiuk that I have every reason to expect the happiest termi- 
nation of it in tlu' exten.’ion of the powers and influence of the Company, and that 
the jiast ('xairnle may contribute to the permanency of both by prompting us to 
guard against the secret growdh of the like evil which has produced it.

Siu, — Captain IMayatTre joined me and look the eonimand of the detach- 
ment tb(^ evening of tli(‘. llJth instant. In the morning of the 20th at 7 o’clock 
w'o mareln.'d oil' from (Jluita JMirzapore towards E/amnagar and entered the town 
by a street which would only admit of six tiles. We had advanced about 100 yards 
when the enemy tired upon the line from the houses and from behind old walls. 
Captain Uoxatt’s corps with a threc-pounder was in front of my battalion. On 
turning into another street he was opposed by a very considerable body of men. 
He tired his gun, the only round of ammunition he had, and commenced the 
action with small arms, llis Europeans in a few minutes were in confusion; my 
'grenadiers marched up close, to their rear su])ported by the battalion; Captain 
Doxutt was soon after kilb-d and tho subaltern olliecr wounded, with Europeans 
killed and wouiKhul ; the subadar, two jemadars of my grenadiers, and many of 
the men were at this time killed by the bring from the houses all round us in 
possession of the enemy. Lieutenant Ball was wounded slightly in the Ic*' 
making his retreat with the few greuadier.s Avith him, and in the side coverin” 
our retrciit with tho rear guard Avhieh he commanded. The lasears and Euro'^ 
peans Avero .so .seA'erely bred upon Hint they (juitted their guns; tlio remainder 
of the grenadiers Avith sueli part of the battalion as could bo brought up I put 
into such open spaces and in the street as 1 judged Avould annoy tho enemy most. 
About this time a message was brouglit me to retreat, which I did in the best 
manner tho situalion of the place AA'ould permit. I regained tho banks of the 
nulla and boat to arms, Hie men joined as they could come up. Captain MayafTro, 
who Avas in the rear of my hattalion with a gun, Avas there killed, wliich I did 
not know till Ave wore out of the toAvn. 1 nndorstand ho AAaisshot a few minutes 
after tho retreat commenced. Ca|)tain Spark’s battalion had been divided from 
mine a considerable way by this gun ; Ida men w'oro out of tho town I believe 
about Hie time I aaus As soon as possddo Ave collected the men and formed 
upon tho plain, some parlies Averc advanced which kept tho cavalry off which 
Were forming squares; tho people followed us out of tho town firing from 
enclosed fields and the' broken grounds; it aaus judged most proper to gain tho 
banks of +110 river, Avliich we did. The trooji.s were then formed Avith their rear 
to the river and broken ground on the right, left, and front; a shot from the guns 
occasionally and advanced parties on the broken grounds kept tho enemy at a 
distance. They Avero taking possession of a small village on tho left of mv 
battalion and tiring from it. I detached a party to dislodge them and burn the 
houses which aaus immediately done ; the men’s ammunition in their pouches 
was nearly expended. I served them out about 20 rounds a man from tho 
too 
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extra. anDTiunition whicli I had brought "wiili me. They were bringing up guns 
to fire upon the line when it was determined to march toward.s Chunar. About 
one 0 clock we began our march and reached the .Turgah Nulla about seven 
o’clock with little or no loss, where wo •encamped for the iright. I had the most 
exact intelligence of the numbers and situation of the enemy from my hirearrah.s, 
two of which returned soon aftc'r avc marched. I sent to Captain IVlayaQ're 
and communicated the intelligence to him with my wish to avoid the narrow 
streets ; he either did not trust the intelligence, or ha<l i-ensous for his conduct 
which I am unacquainted with. I am confident in the opinion that our loss 
proceeds solely from our marching by the mad wc did. 

I have in my battalion 1 subadar, 2 jemadars, 2 bavildars, and 1 uaik 
killed ; the number of sepoys killed and wounded I have not yet been able to 
ascertain, but believe not lc.ss than one hundred. Captain Sparks has, 1 bcliiive, 
lost about 20, Captain Doxatt and 20 men of his corps killed, 1 UeutcMunit anil 
7 men wounded ; Captain IVIayaffrc and 2 men of bis corps killed, and 1 lieutenant 
and 3 men wounded, besidt's lascars. 

I beg leave to assure you that I have every reason to be phjasod with the 
conduct of the oflicers, and men of my battalion. I hope you will imptite 
any mistakes in writing to my being exceedingly fatigued and my wish to have 
accounts transmitted without loss of time.

The Governoi’-Gcneral, 4th September 1781. 

Sir, — Y estei’day morning Major Topham detached Captain Blair with his 
battalion and two companies of his own grenadiers and 2 guns ((J-f)ounders) to 
attack the enemy collected at Pateeta ; they were prepared to receive him and 
made a very spirited resistance; after a very long action the fortune of the day 
Avas happily turned in our favor by a hold hut well-judged mano?uvrc. Captain 
Blair detached his two grenadier companies to attack two guns Avhich wen* 
posted on the flank, and galled his troops exceedingly. The attack succeeded 
and the two guns were turiied on the enemy who were soon after totally routed. 
Captain Blair brought olV three of their guns and spiked the fourth, the carriage 
of which was disabled ; he also brought aAvay one of their tumbrils and all his 
oAvn loaded Avith their ammunition, three more of their tumbrils Avith nuieh 
loose ])OAvder AAcre blown np on the field. Captain Blair having no means of 
bringing them away. lie Avas obliged to leave about 1,.^00 of their sliot piled in 
a village. The eneiny*s numbers are reputed 8 or 9,000 men. Captain Blair 
judges them from appearance to bo only Il.OOO or 1,000 ; they Avere Iheir prime 
men. Our loss, AAdiich laddAvith regret ex(;ee(ls 105 killed and Avonnded, t.heir's 
must bo proportionately more tliough unknown. It is remarkable that the 
enemy’s artillery and carriages made at Ramnagar are almost equal to ours ; their 
cartridges and port fires compounded with equal skill and* their i>oAv<ler much 
better. This is the second inslunco in Avhieh the service is signally indebted to 
the collected and intrepid gallantry of Captain Blair ; other measures are due 
which cannot be noticed in this. The 1st, Colonel Morgan has despatched Iavo 
regiments of sepoys, 40 artillerymen Avith Caf)tain llilJ, and tAvo companies of 
European infantry; they Averc at Allahabad the 2inl. Major CraAvford is by 
accounts A'ery near, and the Is'abob but 20 coss distant on ilic 5th.

Thfi Governor-General, lltli September 17^1, 

Sir, — I have advised you in triplicate of flic success gained hy Captain 
Blair on the 3rd. It Avas dear hut decisive ; Avith 550 men opposed more than 
4,000. IIc completely routed them, took all their guns (t), tumbrils (4), anil 
ammunition immeasureahle. Major Moses Crawford is at Bildarnagar, themid- 
Avay between this and Baxar, there he remains till Major- Popham move.s. 
Yesterday morning Major Crabb witli his detachment consisting of 100 Euro- 
pean infantry, 30 artiilery, Avith Captain Hill and tAvo regiments of sepoys 
ai*rived, and these Avere all transported on this side before the evening. ]\lajor 
Roberts with his regiment with l.^ lacks of rupees hail passed All.ahaba<l and i.s 
hourly expected. The Nahoh Vizier, Avhose conduct I must in justice applaud, 
arrived this morning at his camp on the opjiosite side of the river, Avhere I met 
him ; lie proposes to cross and encamp on tin's side AA’ith a small guard. His 
army Ai-ould starve us. I hope Major Popham will be able to begin Ids oiiera- 
tions on the 14th at the latest and doubt not of speedy snceess. The Kaja has 
made repeated overtures for peace, less humble in terms than in the mode,_ but 
ijfiave declined to answer bim or even to temporize. The example is dangerous 
and ought, even Avith hazard, to bo cheeked in the first instance ; you Avill have 
heard and you will hear many false and alarming reports for the enemy invent 
and our own hircarrahs exaggerate. Oolomd Morgan has acted Avith a prompt- 
ness and decision which merits public thanks, and I with pleasure learn that all 
630 P. D. 
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tlio officers of the (Ictachment shewed an eagerness equal to his. Colonel Morgan 
appears to have formed tlie resolution on the 29th. The troops were embarked 
on the 31st and they arrived in less than ten davs from Cawnporc. I avail 
myself of tlie vacant space to assure you that all will terminate w ell.

Tlie Governor-General, 20th September 1781. 

Sin, — I most heartily congratulate you on the success of our arras in the 
conquest of Patecta, for the particulars of which I refer you to the enclosed 
letter from Major Popham. I understand that large reinforcements both from 
Luttcofpoor and Ramnagar opposed him in the field. It was intended to attack 
both Patecta and Lutteefpoor .-it the same time and the former by an instant 
assault. Major Crabh with a strong detachment appointed for the latter service 
marched on tlic night of the 15th by a large and as it has since appeared scarce 
practicable circuit towards a pass which lies behind or to the south of Lakepoor. 
A letter received this morning mentions his arrival on the plain wliich adjoins 
to the pass afti'r a march of tliree days instead of one as was expected. It is 
the read to Pidyepur and said to he the repository of all the Nabob’s amnmrii- 
tiou. Major Popham marched at 2 the same night, nor did he reach his 
ground w'ith his W'holc line till 10 and then found the place too strong to 
attempt it without a regular approach and battering cannon. It fell at (J 
this morning. I regard this victory as a decisive turn of our public influence, but 
the greatest proportion of my joy is derived from the consideration tliat it was 
gained w ith little bloodshed, an advantage which I attribute as I expected it, to 
the superior skill and known composure nor less liumanity of Major Popham. 
Major Craw ford arrived hero yesterday morning much harrassed but w ithout 
loss or impediment on his way.

Sir, On the 20th, Major Crahb defeated and routed a body of the enemy 
in the plain above the pass of Sukroot j their loss was 160 men and three guns 
. SO-l 
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with much ammunition ; ours small. The Raja that evening fled from Jjuuecl- 
poor. His men followed his example, and yesterday at noon Major Crahb took 
possession of tho place, being totally deserted. I was yesterday in Major^ 
Popham’s camp and visited the Port of Pateeta and its enti-enchrnents ; they are’ 
both contemptible, but in their actual state absolutely^ imj)regnable against 
an attack had they made any resistance. The fort though small is of stone 
with four towers, repairable rampart and towers, and a ditch, a great deyjth 
surrounding them, and the town itself guarded by an entivnehment extending 
far beyond it, and the space between the hills, rocks, and jungles almost impene- 
trable. At 1 o’clock we had the satisfaction to receive by a regular salute of 
21 guns the instant information of tho possession of Lutteefpoor by Major 
Crabb. I have taken upon me to grant a private (!ommission of Major to 
Captain Lane w’ho commanded the grenadiers of the army and performed dis- 
tinguished service. I this instant receive an authentic eontirmation of the 
above intelligence from Major Orabb.

The Govcnior-Geueral, 29th Septcmhcr 1781. 

Sill, — I have had tho honor to inform you in vtirious and successive letters 
of my transatdions and of the occurrences ivliieh liavo befallen me since my 
departure from Calcutta, and especially since my arrival at this place on tho 
14)th of hist month. It is rny intention to emjiloy the first hour of my leisure 
in drtiwing up a detailed narrative of the latter for your information. In the 
meantime I shall continue to advise you from time to time of such circumstances 
of moment as occur in the course of daily business, both for your information 
and for tho means of obtaining your sentiments upon them for my assistance 
and guidance. I deem it a misfortune that not one of your letters, written wdth 
the knowledge of tho late troubles, have reached mo, and I much fear that many 
of mine may have miscarried, for which reason I shall cause to be transcribed 
copies of all written since the 16th of last month, and shall transmit them to 
you. 

Lest my letters advising you of our late success should have been inter- 
cepted 1 think it proper to repeat in this tho substance of them. 

The arrival of the detachment from Cawnpore under Major Crabb on the 
16th instant, and of Major Roberts on the 13th, enabled Major Popharn to take 
the field with a considerable force. It was publicly expected that his first 
attempt would be made upon Eamnagar, but such information having been 
given of tho state of the two fortresses of Imtteefpoor and Patccta as seemed 
to promise tho certain and immediate reduction of those places, he accordingly 
formed his ai’my into two detachments, one commanded by Major Crabb, consist- 
ing of tho 1st battalion of the 6th Regiment, the 7th Regiment, the battalion of 
the Nabob’s Body-Guard, commanded by Lieutenant Polhill, with six 6-pounders, 
and one 6^ inch howitzer and the other under his own command, consisting of the 
19th, 30th, and 35th Regiments, two companies of European infantry, the corps 
of rangers, and about 30 artillery with six 6-pounders, two inch howitzer, and 
an 8-inch mortar. The first detachment marched on the night of the loth 
by a lai’ge circuit through almost impracticable ways. But the spirit of the 
ofiicers and men surmounted every difficulty. In places where tho guns could 
not bo drawn by bullocks the sepoys lifted them up the rocks, and at length on 
the morning of the 2Gth they arrived at the heights lying behind and above 
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Hie Fort of Lulteefpoor, at a jilacc called Lora, which commands a pass descend- 
ing to Lutteefpoor and reputed inacci'ssihlo against opposition but from above. 
The profound secrecy with ivhicli this expedition was undertaken, and to w hich 
the secan-ity of the enemy in a region so unfrequented not a little contributed, 
prevented any opposition to our troops in the difficult parts of their route. 
Their first movement only but neither their strength nor destination was known 
till their very near approach. At Lora they met a body of 2,000 of the enemy 
wdiicli they defeated and dispersed with little loss on our side, but on theirs of 
200 men killed on the .spot. The next morning they took possession of tlie 
pass and of the Fort of Lutteefpoor which they found evacuated. 

In iho me.antinie Major Popham marched w’ith his part of the forces on 
the morning of the 16th to Patceta, a place inconsiderable in itself being a 
fortified stone house within a very high rampart and ditcli of great depth, and 
the town Avliich is of great extent surrounded by entrenchments. These being 
all obscured |frora observation by trees and thick bushes he judged it not 
advisable to attempt an immediate assault upon the place, which fortunately 
proved the cause of a concurrent success on botli cnterpvizes almost in the same 
instant of time, for in the morning of the 2(>tli he stormed and took Patceta, at 
the same time defeating and dispersing two bodies of the enemy that made an 
attempt on his camp. And on the same day, and on the same hour, !Major 
Crahl) fought and gained the battle of Lora which was the iniiuediate and 
eventual cause of the capiuve of Lutteefpoor. 

The news of these conibined successes alarmed the Kaja to such a degree 
that he instantly tied by a distant route over the hills fi-oiii Lutteefpoor, which 
till that time had been his capital residence, regaining the road of Bidjeygur, 
the only direct way to it being through the pass abovementioned. 

The consteniaf ion of his followers was so great and ifs conf agion so rapid 
that in a few hours the Fort or Pal.ace of llaiiiiiagar and the Fortress of Suttoes- 
gur were wholly abandoned and evacuated. 

Major Balfour marched on the 22nd and took possession of Ramnagar. 

On the morning of the 25th I parted from the Nabob who set out on that 
afternoon on his return to the capital. It is hut justice to tlie Nabob to declare 
.that on the first intelligence of tliese troubles, notwithstanding my rc])caied and 
pressing iujunctiou to return to Luenow, he prosecuted liis march to Benares 
with only a few companies of sepoys and 100 horse at that time attending him, 
and has in every other instance given the strongest proofs of his fidelity and 
attachment. In the evening I departed from Chunar, and on the next morning 
arrived at Ramnagar. My stay there Ijeiug unnecessary, and it liaving been 
represented to me that my presence at Benares would be a means of quieting 
the minds of the inhabitants, I accordingly returned bitlier yesterday morning, 
and had the happiness to lind the city restored to a state of perfect order and 
tianquillity. 

I have issued proclamations olTering pardon to all w'ho shall quietly return 
to their obedience excepting the per.>oiis of Cheyt Sing and his l)rotlier Sujan 
Sing, whom their late a’ebcllious conduct and their ramrour manifested to our 
nation in the deliberate murder of many of our soldiers and even unarmed 
passengers who had the misfortune to fall into their hands liave precluded 
from every title to mercy. 

The persons standing next in the line of inheritance of the zemindary were 
i llanny Golaub KoownT, the widow of Itaja Balwant Sing, tlieir daughter 
|i marrii'd to Baboo Dirhijey Sing and Bab-oo IMehipnarain, their grandson, by 
J the two latter. By tlic concurrence of the two first parties, and in consequence 
I of a written acknowledgement made by the Rauiiy of the right other grandson 
\ Jtleliipnaraln, 1 have nominated him to the succession of the Rauge and have 
aiipointed the morning of tomorrow for his investiture. 

I have forborne any particular comments in this place, reserving them 
where they will be more pi*operly introduced, for my detailed narrative, yet I 
cannot suppress without a violence to my own feelings the testimony which is 
doc cspeoially from me to the unexampled zeal and public spirit of all our 
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ofllecvs, and tlic wonderful activity with which these qualities were displayed on 
the late occasion. I have already acknowledged the early exertions which 
were made hy Ca 2 )tairi Blair during my former short and caiamitous residence, 
at Benares. Of Major Fopham 1 cannot .say .suflieh'nt to express my sense, of* 
his services. Though my letters were everywhere iutere.o])tod. Colonel Morgan, 
with a decision and solicitude that rellcid ecjual credit upon his character, 
detached Major Crahb with his yjarty to my assistance. On the iirst and instant 
rumour of my situation Coloncd Sir John Cumining with the like alacrity 
obeyed the order of his inarch to Caiviqjorc, as did Colonel Ahinuty in the 
immediate desjiatch of Major Crawford and the troop of cavalry. The same 
sjiirit animated every oflicer of cviuy (!orps and infused itself into the men 
under their command with an effect so far exceeding the common occurrence's 
of liuman affairs, that in the comidete sj)acc of one month this great and valu- 
able province, which had been unexpectedly and wholly lost, was in substance 
wholly recovered to the British Empire.

Sill, — I beg leave to introduce through you to the notice of the Board an 
instance of zeal and attachment to our Government, which from the peculiar 
circumstances under which it was exhibited, merits both a place on our records 
and a public and ivarm acknowledgement. 

It will he rememhered that a principal object of my journey to the pro- 
vinces was to obtain and facilitate an interview' at Benares wdtliDewagur Pundit, 
the Minister of Raja Moodajco Boosla, for the purpose of clfeeting a linal 
adjustment of the political concerns of our Government and that of llerar. 
The death of Dowagur Pundit, tlio lunvs of which reached me tw'o days before 
my arrival at Benares, and which I repeat with the most sensible concern, dis- 
appointed all the hopes wliuih I had conceived of forming ])y his moans a solid 
and permanent alliance with the Court of Berar. 

I was attended on niy journey from Calcutta by Beneram Pundit, tlie 
•Vakeel of Moodajco Boosla, and his brother, Bissumbar Pundit. The Vakeel, 
during his long rcsideiico with mo in that capacity, had given mo constant j)roof 
of a sincere disposition to promote the inlerests of our Government whilst ho 
exerted Inmself to advance those of his master. 

AV^hen I retreated from Benares Beneram Pundit and his brother, upon the 
first intelligence of my departure, followed and attended by a single servant 
joined me on the march resisting all my entreaties and even injunctions to 
return to Benares where their whole family resided, and where they might 
have remained in perfect ease and security. 

On ray arrival at Chimar I found myself in groat and immediate distress 
for mbney ; tlie troops were some four, and others live months in arrear ; and as 
Clieyt Sing had the country on all sides at liis devotion, I had not tlie smallest 
prospect of obtaining supplies until the motions of our troops from dilfci'ent 
quarters should open a communication. It was with diflieulty that I found 
means to raise so small a sum as 2,500 rupees to distribute among the sepoys 
for their pressing necessitie.s. I must add. though foreign from any immediate 
subject, that the sepoys bore their distress without expressing tile least im- 
patiem^e under tliem. 

Being accustomed from my experience of the interest which Beneram 
Pundit luid always taken in the success of our atfairs, and as a kind of acknow- 
ledgcraen' of it to treat him with a greater freedom of communication than other 
person.s iii bis situation, I casually mentioned to him without any expectation 
or thought of obtaining any relief from him the dilficulties under which I 
labored iW the want of present subsistence. lie instantly and with some eager- 
ness replied that his family at Benares w'oro in possession of a lack of rupees 
collected in specie, of wiiich he made me the instant offer, proposing that a 
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battalion of sepoys should ho sent to receive and hrin^ it air/iy, his brother at 
the same time oll'erini^ to necornpany the escort and to dt'liver the money. I 
thankfully neceptod tlio o/I’cr, and should have adopted the mode which tJicv 
recommended for briiii^ing- away the money had f not been fearful of ex])osin'!T 
their family to the veni,marieft of Cheyt Sin^, and as my Dewan had boeii left at 
Benares 1 Jiopcd by his means to procure the treasure to be trans])orted to 
Chunar, and received their or<lcr for the delivery of it to him. But in this 
exi)edient I was disaj)pointed, for the Dewan was so concealed that my letter 
could not rea(!lj him, and (Jopaul Dass, the banker, through whoso agency the 
intended [)lan was to be effected, was about the same time apprehended and 
carried a prisoner to Lutteef poor where the Baja resided; neither could I at 
that time devise any other contrivance to avail myself of assistance which bad 
been thus generously pressed upon me. AVhen f returned to Benares, Beneram 
Pundit renewed the same tender, and although my distress for money was not 
then equal in any degree to tliat Avhich had before prompted him to make it, 
I agreed to accept it, willing to furnish an incontrovertible proof of his sincerity 
in the first oiler, and to strengthen the testimony which I Iiavc herein given of 
his steady attaclmient to Govermuent. 

The wliole sum amounting to oiu? lack of Benares sicca rupees was received 
between the t^Olh Septemlnu' and 1st October. I have granted to Beneram 
Pundit a bond for tlio same at the usual rate of interest and in the usual form 
except that it has only my signature to it. I hope and reqiiest that the Board 
w'ill be ])loased to confirm it.

Read anotln T letter and enclosuic as follows from tlie novcrnor-General : — 

The Oovernor-Ueneral, October 1781, 

Gentlemen, — I attribute it to official omission that the arrival of Mr. 
Maepherson and his taking his seat at the Board has not been notified to me, 
and as I have receiv^ed private information Avhich leaves no doubt of this 
agreeable event, 1 shall not wait until it may he annouuccd to me in form, hut 
consider Mr. Maepherson as a Member of Administration, and address the Board 
accordingly. 

I have truest satisfaction in congratulating Mr. Maepherson on Ids arrival, 
and the Board on the acquisition of a member of whom a long and intimate 
personal acquaintaneo enables me to pronounce that he is by abilities, integrity, 
and disposition cmimmtly qualified to assist and support his colleagues in the 
present arduous conjuncture, and to cultivate and improve that harmony in our 
Council so necessary to the reputation and success of our Government. 

The llesident here has communicated to me a copy of a proclamation sent 
him from the Board with their orders to publish it. 

As the proclamation is circular and some mattor.s not applicable to the 
state of these districts, f apprehend it has been transmitted to Mr. Markham 
by mistake. 

I observe with great pleasure that the general tenor of the Board’s procla- 
mation coincides with that wliich I have issued, hut as it was written before inform- 
ation of the actual state of affairs here could he communicated to them, it contains 
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some (loelarations nhicli tend to woalven tho innuenco of the new Raja, 

which 1 liave taken ^•reat})ains to ('stahlish as tlte most certain means of restor- 
iu" and preserving: the peace and tranquillity of the country. I liavc therefore 
• desired tlie Resident to ])o.s( pone tho publication of it until he receives your 
further (U’ders, and 1 hope you will a^rcc with me in revokin'; that w’hich he has 
received for its publication. 

Tou will easily believe that nothing less than an apprehension of public 
inconveniences could induce me to supfiress a ])roclamatiou so honorable to my 
character, and so llattering to iny feelings. The liberal and generous support 
which the Hoard have herein alforded me, and their strong testimony in favor 
of my conduct, inspires me with the strongest sentiments of gratitude and alfec- 
tion, is ail amjile recompense for the painful scenes which I have gone through, 
and the best eneouragement to my furl her exertions for a happy termination of 
the troubles which wo have so unexpectedly experienced. 

It will a])pear to have been framed at a time when my communication 
witli tho Hoard was known to he obstructed, and issued witbout my participation. 
It will therefore have tlic liajipy elTect of ])roelaimiug to tlio world tlic harmony 
of sentiment and decision wliich prevails in our Council, and cannot fail to 
strengthen I he inlliienee and credit of our (lovernment beyond any other prin- 
ciple which could operate on the public opinion. 

j In my letter of the 2t)th ultimo I advised you that Meliipnarain, the 
j grandson of tlie late Itaja Huhvant Sing, Avas to he invested Avith the llaugo and 
j iicmiudary of Hennres the next day. This was performed accordingly and the 
I new Raja Avas proclaimed with great form and solemnity. 

As a great number of persons Avere present at tlio ceremony, and T knew 
thatrejiorts were imlustriously and invidiously propagated to induce a belief of a 
reooiieiliation Avith Cheyi 8ing, I thought it absolutely necessary, in order to 
obviate tho consi'quenees aaIucIi would ensue from any prospect of an accom- 
modation to declare publicly that Cheyt Singh and his brother, Sujan Sing, by 
th(,*ir tri'achery and rebellion had forfeited the protection of our GoviTnment, 
and that I never Avoiild ennsent to the restoration or ro-adniission in any form 
of either of (lu'in or any of their desiamdants either to the IJaugo, zemindary, or 
any kind of authority, nor to any conditions of pardon for their lives or fortune. 

Pn ‘vious to this cA'cnt I had issued a proclamation of Avliieh I now enclose 
you a copy, and must reciuest your indulgenec for not having transmitted it 
sooner, in Avhich my intent iou has been prevented by tho number of objects 
which luiA'c reipiired my immediate and personal .attention. 

I puri) 0 .se to forward to tho Roard Avitli all possible despatch a succinct 
narrative of transactions from my arrival at Henares. Tin's will also contain 
many other matters Avliieh ought in tlic regular order of Imsiucss to have 
been reported to the Hoard at the time in which they jiassed, but for the above 
circumstances have been delayed. 

It is a very (lattoring rtdleetion to mo that my sentiments and proceedings 
have'beon exactly eonformahle to those of tin; Hoard in a situation of great diffi- 
culty and delicacy, and at a time Avhen 1 could not obtain the advantage of their 
counsel, as it, is a circumstance Avhich Avill convoy to the AA'orld the clearest 
conviction of the rectitinle of niy iiilentious and the projiriety of my conduct.

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;intl othor (Icpondonts on the Govovnnieut of the Company wlio were unarmed, lias 
totally fovleited liis rii^ht to tin? Zfuniiidary of Henares, &e., and become anie- 
iiahle to (lie justice of the Com])any. 1 1 is therefore made known and proclaimed 
that.Gbcyt tiing and his hrotlun*, Sujan Sinjj, and tludr descendants have from • 
this piniod no further rigid or interest in the zemindary of the said province, 
and all the zemindars and ryots are reiiuired to withhold their obedience and 
submission fmm him otherwise they Avill he punished accordingly : And wlmn as 
by sedition of Cbeyt Sing (his country has fallen into contVision and alarm, 
assurances of protection are hendiy givim to the zemindars and other inhabit- 
ants of this country, and they are invited to repair to their former plaites ot 
residence and resume their usual oeenpations in perfect security ; And lest au\ 
should entertain ajiprehensions on account of their misdemeanours, it is declared 
that the past oifeuces of all the inhabitants of this country who shall conform 
to this order are pardoned. Purtln'r, every zemindar and aumil who sliall within 
the space of one month repair to the presence of the Governor-tjcin'ral or 
Major William Popham, Commander of t he lore(*s in the tick!, and make tlieir 
submission shall he pardoned, and such as on .account of tlio distance of tlii> 
road or any other valid reasons cannot attend in person must send their vakeels 
for this pur])ose with yiropor credentials ; hut he it known tliat the persons ol 
Raja Cheyt ^^illg and his hrotlnw, Sujan Sing, are excepted from this pardon and 
the town of Go|)ygunge, of wliieh the inhabitants have been jiarticularly active 
in this rebellion and have committed many acts of scditioii and oven bloodshed 
on many of (he dependents of this Government, shall he destroyed and 1 he 
inliabitants thereof punished, on a due iiuiuiry into their crimes. Such persons 
as availing themselves of these troubles shall have plundered and oppressed the 
inhabitants of the City of IJcnares, and such as shall have committed murder on 
peaeeahlo pass(;ngers, shall he rendered accountable for the same in thij due 
course of justice.

honor of act|uainting you of the proceedings of this detachment which f hope 
you will excuse. 

The Governor-General, on the rebellion of Raja Cheyt Sing, was pk!as('d to 
order mo to take the command of the troops destined to act against him, whi-'i 
consisted (after being some time in the collection) of tlio grenadiers and light, 
infantry of the 2nd. Regiment of Europeans, the corps of foreign raugms, a 
636 P. D. 
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(l(‘t 4 \cliinont of artillory of forty-nino Europeans, and a battalion and naif of 
Inscars coinmandod by Caplain Jlill, with tno eiijhtecn-pounders, an eight-ineb 
mortar, two riglit-inch howitzers, two fivc-and-half howitzers, and ton six- 
• jxmndi'rs ; the 1st battalion of the 0th Regiment, the 7tb, 19th, 30tli, and 36th 
llegiments of Sepoys, and live hundred of the Vizier’s Body-Guard commanded 
by lji(Mil(mat Bolhill who had also two guns, tivc-and-half poundci’s. 

'I'he llaja with an army of near thirty thousand irregular troops had 
posted himself with the main body in and about the Port of Lutteefpoor environed 
on all sides by high hills and thick jungles. On one face a strong eutremdi- 
ment was thrown up Hanked with tow(!rs on which were mounted some cannon. 

Pour of his principal sardars, wilh about live thousand foot and one thousand 
horse, were slationcd at ratecta, a small but sti’ong fort equally advantageous in 
point of situation and natural strength as Lutteefpoor. There also were strong 
entrenchments at the edge of the jungle in which the enemy encamped. 

It being det(;rmined to cut olf if possible the Baja’s r*etrcat to Bijyegnur, 
Major Crahh was ordered with his regiment the 1st Battalion of the Cth and 
Lh'utenant Polhill’s corps, with four six-pounders, through the hills to a pass 
at the hack of Lulte(d‘poor, with directions to wait there the success of that 
part of t h(! detachment under my command ; also to destroy a quantity of ammu- 
nition and stores which was said to have been in a town on the road. 


1 marched from Chunar on the Kith ultimo as did Major Crabb, and on 
my ai rival at I’ateeta found it necessary to erect a battery for the eighteen- 
pounders, wliieh being done ])roper breacbes Averc ('Ifeeted on tlu; lOlh and in 
the morning of the 2()th the i^laec Avas stormed hy the native gi'cnadiors of the 
line iind(‘r Captain now Major Lane, supported hy the 30th and 2nd Battalion 
of the 35th Regiment, the Avliole commanded hy Major Roberts, wdio succeeded 
in this attack Avith very little opposition. The enemy not only lied from their 
entrenchments hut evatmated the fort in the greatest confusioiA leaving all 
their eannoii behind. The AA'ant of cavalry on our side occasioned their elVecting 
th(^ escape of their baggage Avhieh had been moved out of their entrenchments 
some days before. 

The behavior of the ollieers and men on this occasion Avill appear from a 
co})y of the Goveruor-G(.'nerars orders issued immediately after, which t have 
enclosed for your perusal. 

JNlajor Crahh the same morning defeated a considerable body of the enemy’s 
troops who Avero advantageously posted to intercept his pi’ogross. These tAA'o 
victories so alarmejl the Raja that In? left Lutteefpoor in tin; greatest confusion, 
Avhieh was immediately plundered hy his own troops, all of Avborn except about 
two thousand live luuulrod tied to their several homos. 


The Raja by an unfri'quentod route renebed Bijyegbur the next ‘morning ; 
but after having given sonii’ instruct iotis to the killadar, left his family in the 
place and tied to Agowree, a fort upon the Soane closi; to the borders of his 
own district, Avith a (|nantify of trca.surc said to amount to a crorc of rupees on 
ele{)liants and camels. 

ilajor jMoses Crawford Avith liis regiment and Captain Salt’s troops joined 
m(‘ tin; 21st. Major Crahh on the 22nd marched into Lutteefpoor, and there 
h(‘iiig no further seiwiees for Major Roberts’ regiment, tlio 1st battalion of 
t he (ilh, Lieutenant. I’olliill’s corjw, aiid the eighteen-pounders, they Avero sent to 
Chunar, there to Avait the Govcrnor-Geiierars tnalers. Major Balfour on the same 
day took possession of Ramnagar AGthoul opposilion. 


On the 21th, the detrudimejit moAvd towards Lutteefpoor, and on the 29th 
arrived ladore this place, Avheve such dispositimis have been madeas Avill, I hope, 
make it a speedy acquisition. The fort is in good repair Avith a wall and 
toAvers verging close to the stectp of the highest hill I liaA-e ever seen in this 
country. 


Major James CraAvford Aviih his eorjjs and one battalion is at present 
detached in pursuit of the Baja Avbo has left Agowre;* and lied further olf with 
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intentions to take protection in Bundclkhimd. So much time has unavoidably 
heon giv(!n him to escape that I liavo little hope of lus fallin*' into our liands. 
Major Crawford has placed a garrison in Agowree which was evacuated on his 
apju’oach.

The Governor- General, having himself had an opportunity of survojdng 
the entrenchments and Pori of Pateeta, desires to publish to the Army the sense 
Avhich he entertains of the zeal and ahiliti('s of Major Popharn in i>lanning so 
dinienlt an attack, and of the great good conduct of Majors Roberta and Gardiner 
and the lU'st of the officers of the detachment for their assistance in the execu- 
tion of it. 

The Governor-General expresses his particular satisfaction at the firm and 
iutri'pid behavior of the grmiadiers under the the command of Captain Lam^, 
to whose gallant example, followed and supported by the steady courage and 
di.sciplim^ of the rest of the troops it may be princijially attributed that a place 
of such great strength has been reduced almost without loss. 

The Governor-General in testimony of the merit and conduct of Captain 
Lane promotes him to the rank of Major by brevet.

IS IK, — I liaA'c the pleasure to inform you that the treaty between our Gov- 
(.'i-iunent tind Seindia is linally concluded and sealed entirely consonant to the 
instruetions yon honored ino with, an interchange of which in counterpart was 
duly executed ibis morning. Copy and translate with many other particulars 
of my last negotiations with the Patcel I am prevented tin; pleasure of laying 
before you by the despateh owing to Captain Eord’s indisposition, who is 
ridurned from the irabratta camp with so severe a fever as renders him totally 
ineajiablo of business ; and as all the papers relating to this negotiation are in 
his ebai'ge, I must wait an intermission of his fever to allow him not only 
to su])erintend their being copied, but to explain many other 2>firtieulars 
entrust('(l to bis management on bis deputation to the Pateel. This opportunity 
will, I hope, be a Horded me tomoiTow. 

I Iia\c the honor to inform you that I have withdrawn the regiment from 
(^ualaras, and I shall march my detachment tomorrow morning, and intend 
proei'inling to hltyah, where I mean to cross the Jumna, unless J reeeive your 
orders to the eoutrary ; and as I have not as yet hi'cii liononnl with your 
insjj-uctioMs regarding tlie destination of the ti-oops undia* my eomniand, I Ijeg 
leave to entreat you will be pleased to favor me with your conunands on this 
bead as soon as couvonient, as I am particularly desirous to have them before I 
cross the Jumna. 

I am sorry to inform you that my discovery of the liana’s conduct of late 
amounts to a positive 2 )roof of bis inlidelity to our Government; lie has been 
carrying on private negotiations with the rat(;el (without any regard to lus 
(aigagenumts with the Company) rojilcto with tho clearest iuteid,iou to betray 
us and saci’ilice oiir interests to his own private views. Upon this eircumstanee 
coming to my knowledge I positively refused concluding any treaty with tlie- 
Palt'cl unlil an attested cojiy of the proposed or executed treaty between them 
should ho lodged in my ^wissession. This copy I have with groat dilRculty jiro- 
cured w ith Bappoa ISivajee’s seal aflixed, duplicate of which I shall have the 
pleasure to enclose you in my next desjiatcli. 

1 shall further only beg leave to add that should you have any commands 
for me in bringing the Rana to account for any balance he may owe the Com- 
jiaiiy or any other business, it will bo necessary to transmit them so as to meet 
me before 1 (juit his country, and that period cannot exceed tho 5th of the 
ensuing month.

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Read another letter as follows from the Governor-General : 

Governor-General, 1st Novemher 17 SI. 

Qentlkmen, — Having thougiit it necessary to establisli cour ts of jiulicature • 
for the protection of tiie persons and property of the inhabitauts of Benares, 1 
now do myself the honor to lay before you a copy of the plan on which these 
courts arc formed. 

I shall proceed to submit to you the reasons which have given rise to 
this plan and flattered myself that they will induce you to honor it with your 
concurrence and approbation. 

The Town of Benares has long been deficient in all these regulations which 
in populous places are necessary for the preservation of peace and order and 
the protection of the j)roperty and persons of the inhabitants. 

Whilst, however, the sovereignty over it was retained by the Subah of 
Oude, some appearance of public justice was still preserved, and the awe of a 
despotic Prince produced restraints on the minds and actions of individuals 
which boro a resemblance liowcver faint to the effects of more regular and 
perfect institution. But those restraints ceased with the cause whicii produced 
them. By the treaty made by the Nabob Asaf-ud-Dowlah ou the 21st May j 
177“), tlie sovereignty of Benares was ceded to the Company, and soou afler : 
the cotwalli or superintendeuce of police was formally made over by us to;' 
the late Baja. 

Prom this period the appearance of public justice was gradually effaced, 
till at last without any system of police, any courts of judicature, or any awe 
of the sovereign power, the inhabitants of Benares were guilty of enormities 
and crimes which rcflceted the greatest disgrace on the gavernment to which 
they were subjects. The relations and dependants.of the Ba ja or the merchants 
whose credit was useful in the payment of his revenue might violate (he 
rights of tlu'ir fellow citizens with impunity, and the sacred character of a 
Brahmin or the high rank of the offender wei’e considerations which stamped 
a pardon on the most flagitious crimes. 

Such was the state in which T found the civil government of the town 
when I .arrived at Benares. All ranks of people joined in their representation 
and of the necessity of a reformation, and these appeared the more necessary 
from a consideration of the circumstances which arc peculiar to Benares. Its 
temples arc hold in particular veneration by the professors of the Hindoo 
religion who flock to it on occasional pilgrimages from the most remote parts 
of llindostan, and many who have aeipiired independent fortunes retire to 
close tlicir days in a place so eminently esteemed for its sanctity. It may 
therefore rather be considered as the seat of the Hindoo religion than the 
capital of a province. But its inhaliitants arc not composed of Hindoos. 
The former wealth wliich flowed into it from the olferings of pilgrims, as well 
as tlie transactions of exchange, for which its centrical situation is peculiarly 
adapted, has also attracted numh(!rs of Mahomedans who still continue to reside 
in it with their families. Amongst such a mixture of persons, mostly without 
cmj)loyment, of different countries and of different sects and religions, it is 
obvious that every defect of civil govi^rnmeiit must be productive of more 
than ordinary evils, and thesi; evils arc propogated in all quarters of India to 
the discredit of our Government and to the hiuderaneo and discouragement of 
those who, under more favorable circumstances, might wish to repair with their 
wealth to Benares. 

Bor these reasons, after my return from Chunar when I began to settle 
the affairs of this province, the reformation of the civil government of tJie 
Town of Benares was one of the first objects to which I thought it necessary 
to turn my attention. The plan which I have formed is now suhiuittcd, 
to your consideration. You will observe that I luivc establislied three distinct 
departments for the police and the civil and criminal jurisdiction, and I liavc 
put the whole under the regulation and controul of one chief magistrate, who 
is to he suh if^' ^ iinmediiitj> ordni-s of the Board. It was at first my in- 
tention to fiavo m^ded also under his authority the collection of the revenues 
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and customs of tlic town ; but I found that this would gi\re great discontent 
to the new Raja and might, perhaps, hurt his influence in the management 
of the revenues of the rest of the province. I have therefore left it 
• out. At the same time I am sensible that it is a defect which may occasion some 
ineonveiiienoes from the clashing of the authorities of the Raja and the Chief 
Magistrate. 

Th(! person whom I have chosen to fill this important station jiL-Cliiel 
Magistrate is Ally Ibrahim Cawu, a man who has long been personally known 
to myself, and, I believe, to many individuals of our Government, and whose 
character for modei’ation, disinterestedness, and good sense Avill bear the tests of 
the strictest enquiry. On his good conduct must doubtless in a great measure 
d(qiend the succ(!ss of a plan Avhich is to take elTect at so remote a distance 
from the seat of our Government, and it is chiefly from the reliance I have in 
liim personally, that I have veutunMl to delegate a degree of authority to him, 
Avhich it would perhaps bo unsafe to vest in a person of less established 
eliara(!ter. 

Tn forming the establishment, I have calculated the allowances of the Chief 
Magistrate and his officers in proportion to the importance and degree of trust 
anne.ved to their several employments, and I have fixed them at such rates as 
w ill set Ihcm above the necessity, and I hope the temptation of having recourse 
for a subsistence to tin; practices of corruption.

AVhereas the Town of Benares is and has been for many years past totally 
detieient in every essential regulation usually established in all large and popu- 
lous places for the maintenance of peace and the security of the persons and 
property of tlicir inhabitants : And wdicreas the said place is the fixed residence 
or occasional resorts of persons of all religions from every part of Hindustan 
and Hokkan, .and in eUect rather the capital seat of the religion of the Hindus 
than of the territory to w hich it immediately appertains ; and from that consi- 
deration alone demands a more immediate protection and attention from the 
powers of Government : for these n'asous the Governor-General, in virtue of 
the pow(!rs vested in him by the GoA crnor-Gcneral and Council and in the 
name of the East India Company, doth hereby ordain and proclaim l.ha|^, a 
pia-son shall be invested Avith the chief magistracy of die said town with full 
and complete authority o\’cr every pei-son, inhabitant, or resident therein for 
the preservation of the, peace and administration of justice, with the title of 
Chief Magistrate of the said Town of Benares. 

And it is further ordained and proclaimed that to enable him duly to 
execute the said duties so assigned him three officei;s ^ hereinafter.ilcscEibcd 
shall be established in the manner and Avith the jiowers hereTnafter mentioned : — 

First . — A Cutwall whose duty it shall be to apprehend persons who shall 
be guilty or acrasetTof murder, robbery, burglary, theft, or any other acts of 
violence against the peace, persons, or property of the people, committed in the 
Town of Benares and to delivi.r over the. said person to the Court of Crinunal 
Justice hereinafter appointed and described, and to suppress and prevent all 
i-ibls and disiurhanccs in the said toAvn with tlie powers of inflicting immediate 
punishment Avith stripes of a rattan, not exceeding twenty, on any offender, for 
Avhich purposes as aforesaid a certain number of pykes or peons in monthly 
pjiy, and distinguished by certain known badges shall be put under his charge 
and authority by the Chief Magistrate to patrol the streets at such times as 
he shall appoint, and to be occasionally employed in executing the other service 
of his office. And the said Cutwall .shall receive his appointment from the

n]^i nf w ho shall also have the power of clisniissin;» liim and appoiiit- 

infj another, and of dismissing any of the oflieers employed iindei' him. And 
the said Cutwall is retiuired to obey all orders relative to the duties aforesaid 
which lie shall recei ve from the Chief Magistrate. . 

Secondly . — One Criniinal Court or Foujdarry Adawlnt, which sliall he 
composed of one Daroga and three Moulavics, men of approved iidegi-ity and 
^iil in the'^howTedgo of the Mahoniedah law for the trial of all persons wdio 
shall he brought before them and accused of murder, highway I’ohhory, burglary, 
theft, or any other acts of violence against the peace, pi'r-sons, ()r jjroperty of the 
people committed in the said town, and the suruihall and fulwa or proc.('cd- 
ings and sentence of the said Court shall, on the close of every trial, be laid 
bciforc the CTiicf Magistrate, who, after a duo examination tliereof, sh.ail ivt nru 
the same to the Daroga and Moulavies of the said Court Avith his warrant for 
Carryii^lllCJ same into execution. And the Daroga and Mouhn ic of the said 
Ciiurt arc re(|uirod and commanded to cause Ihe same to he cairu'd into exeeii- 
lion. 4^**1 the said Daroga and Moulavies shall receive their a])poiMlm('nls 
froni the Cliief Magistral e, who shall have the power to establish rules of proia'ss 
Tor the' said Court, which rules the said Darog.a and Jloulavios are heivhy 
required to obey. 

Thirdly.— OnQ Civil Court or Ihnvanny Adawlut, whieh shall he composed 
of one President or* Daroga and three inferior Judges, being men of known 
iiile'gi'Tty 'and understanding who shall be chosen from among tlie inhaliilants 
of tlie said tow'u for the trial and decision of all delds, ])le(lges, morlgages, 
disputed aeeounts, transfers of pro))erty, rights of iK'iglihourhood, contested 
bonndarii's, rights of marriage, and claims of iirneritamu; and ot all other claims 
of properly, wliolhor real or personal, according to the principles of natural 
justice in all cases not depending on the particular and prescribed laws and 
institutes of the partU'S, and in all cases which slnill depend on llie j)artieul.ar 
Dav's ami institutes of the parties, the said rresident and Judges sh:i!l tirst 
determine on the facts as ascertained by the, evideiu’c hel ore them, .and shall 
adjudge the right as established by those facts according to the respeelive laws 
and institutes of the parties, whether they he IMussalmon (jr Hindus, and for 
this purpose they sliall be assisted by two Moulavics versed in the Slierrat, or 
Mahomedan law, and t w o Pu ndits vewsed in the i’ootee of justice insliluled lor 
the ])rofess()rs of the ilindu religion, Avhose opinion shall he eonsiiltrd and takani 
in all eases referable (o them as aforesaid. Audit is I iirtlier nid.ained that in all 
oases Avherein the Judges shall not agree in one judgment their opinions shall 
he st'verally delivered and recorded, and the greater immher of opinions on one 
point shall ho taken and considered as the complete judgment ol ihe Court 
thereon, and if the number of opinions on each side of the question shall ho 
equal, that of the President shall he taken and deemed as equivalent to two 
opinions, and the judgement of the Court be passed accordingly, and their judge- 
merit shall he final in all causes of which the original amount or matter in suits 
shall not exci'od one thousand rujieos, and in all causes of whieli the original 
amount or matter in suit shall exceed one thousand rupees it sh.all he nllow- 
ahie to appeal from the judgement of the said Court AvitUiu the limited time ol 
one month from tlie date of the Chief Magistrate who shall 

Kv^poiVCr to revise, or if ho shall think lit to try the (\ause again with such 
further evidence as the parties shall bring before him, sufhen'nt reasons to his 
satisfaction being given for their not having been before produced, ami either 
to confirm or reverse the former judgement or to jiass a new judgement on the 
cause, qp d his judgement shMl be .final and eonclusive. 

And it is herehv required and commanded that the Chief Magistrate and the 
President and Judges of the said Court of Dewanny Adawlut shall keep records 
of their resiiectivc proceedings, which records shall be admitted as evidence m 
all future causes. And the President and Jui^ of the said l^WMny Court 
shall receive their appointments from the (^jiieT^ag;istr.ytc, who shall iUso have 
tH^pdwef'of disintssihg them and appointing others m their room, and the Clued 
Magistrate shall have the power to establish rules of process for the said Court, 
which rules the President and Judges of the said Court arc hereby required to 
obey. 
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And it is further required and commanded that iho Chie f IMagistrato do 
transmit to iln? (joveriior-'Goneral and Council montTiIy copies oFtiis proccedinf]^ 
and reiiorts of all persons appointed or dismissed in the superior offices, and of 
. all new re^mlalions estahlished by him as aforesaid, and of all rules of process 
instituted lor the two Courts of Foujdarry and Dewanny Adawluts, and in 
•feneral of all other matters of consequence which shall relate to the general 
slate of the town, or the several branches of his department, and slip j], q| ie y 
all such orders as he shall receive fx'om the Govcroor-Gejicjral GoBiiMil* 

Although the authority of the Chief Magistrate is for the purpose of this 
institution restricted to the limits of Uenarcs, yet that the ends of it may not 
he defeated by offenders Hying from his jurisdiction beyond those limits, it is 
hereby (‘xplainod and declared that if any person shall be guilty of offences 
■within the Town of Benares, and shall escape beyond the limits of the said 
tovyn, the Chief Magistrate or his officers shall have power to apprehend with 
written ^varran(s and bring them to justice, and it is required and commanded 
that the zemindars, aumils, or other officers of the district into whicli such 
offenders shall l)e so pursued do assist the officers of the Chief Magistrate in 
apprehending the said olfciidor, and it shall he always lawful for the officers of 
the two Courts of Justice to require and compel the attendance of the wit- 
nesses living beyond the said districts, reason being first shewn to the satisfaction 
of the Judges of the said Court that the evidence of the said witnesses is 
necessary. 

And it is hereby further ordained and proclaimed by the Governor-General 
that Ally Ibrahim Cawn bo appointed, and that he is accordingly from this date 
appointed the First Magisti’ate of the Town of Benares.

lacks for the last oi the month of Bhaudon, with a remission of 0,66,660-8, being 
the amount of two months’ collections estimated in equal divisions for the 
current year. 

I will prepare and forward to you, -with all possible expedition, copies and 
translations of all the papers relating to this transaction .

Resolved that the following reply be written to the Governor-General 
To the Governor -General. 

Sir, — Wo have received your letter of the 21st of November, with the 13 
different enclosures and authenticated vouchers, on which you have very fully 
explained in detail your tinal settlement of the Province and revenues of 
IJeuares. 

We had the honor of receiving some time before your letter of tlie 1st of 
November, in which you communicated for our approbation your cstablisbment 
of a native police with the necessary regulation, for the j)rotectiou of the 
religious and civil interests of the inhabitants and visitors of tlic City of 
Dcnarcs. 

Though you have very properly confined the cojiimunication of tho.se 
respective arrangements to separate despatches, it is with tlio sincerest pleasure 
tliat we find, upon the most attentive perusal of them, that we are justified 
in eon firruing.^!tLur.arxajageinents under one united head of approbation. 

Distressed as we are in our finances, it was neither for the honor nor the 
interest of the Comiiany to raise the jumma of that zemindary beyond tO lacks, 
the sum which you have stipulated. Having reserved the military command of 
the province exclusivO-ly .tS. tjie Company's troops, there can be no, dangei* of a 
second convulsion ; and the rentershrp and jagheers which you have bestowed 
upon those 'Huidus who proved their attachment to us in the l.-ite troubles 
will servo to strengthen our system by holding forth our justice and gratitude 
as a Government. 

At this distance, and unacquainted as we are with the scheme of your reve- 
nue establishment and dispositions of tlio principal inhabitants, we depend 
implicitly upon the labor and impartiality with which you evidently have 
investigated this important concern. Had we been ever uiion the spot w(; 
could have given you but little assistance : the ditfieultics in which you were 
so critically involved during the troubles of the province, and your personal 
influence and assiduity, with your knowledge of tbe language, gave you the 
most decided advantages to ascertain the state of the country, the merits and 
rights of its principal inhabitants, and finally to establish the Adrniuist ration best 
adapted to the prosperity of the peo]de and the stability of our eoutrol. 

If there are any points of your adjustments in the revenue which wo would 
wish to discuss particularly, we shall leave them till your return, when you 
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can satisfy us in every respect. tlie subject of your establislimentJiLa 

native police in the City of Bouares, with the very meritorious protection wliich 
you have secured to all Intlians for the free indulgence of their religious iiisti- 
'tutions in tlmt I’apital, saenal to IIkmu in every respect, ne can speak with 
decided conviction. 'I'lie object rellects honor upon your country, the execution 
u[)on your.si'lf, AVe ohsca ve with extreme satisfaction the infinite pains you 
have taken upon this subject. We cannot suggest a possible improvement 
u[)on the regulations of the police. You seem to have been anxious to form it- 
upon the grounds of an indepimdenee of the Ilaja and even of the influence. ,of- 
the llcsid<‘nt. From this just caution the decided power is lodged in the 
Chief 'Magistrate and ultimately in a summary degree, 'fhe universal good 
cliaraetcr of Ally Ibrahim Cawn, whom you have placed at its head, justifies 
every confidence in him. But though the speijdy execution of justice 
at a distance from the s(*at of Government is found in most countries a 
nec<'s.sary check upon the perversion of court innuenee, Ave .should. Ln apt to 
suspect that the ])owers of Ally Ibrahim Cawn may hereafter fall into liands 
that may abuse their temporary independence. Yet we confess ourselves 
iiuahle to draw the line hetweeii the idlicient power necessary to command the 
pe.ace in this country even hy its supposed terrors and the pow'er that is re- 
stricted from immtaiiate abuse and yet should ho elTeetual. 

We regret that the incapacity of the more dignified charaetor.s of the Geiitoo 
religion fo eomluct the management of such a trust pri'ventod you and must 
(*ver do so from promoting them to this high office. If at the same time it 
shoulil he undiM-stood and [luhlished that a complaint from the higher institu- 
tions of the Gentoo religion would always bo considered hy this Gov<>rnment as 
a sulhcieut warrant for the removal ami trial of this ollieer, the diflieully might 
he aecommodaled. But wc only venture to hazard the idea. 

Your guarded attiuition to the security and convenience of the jiilgriins, 
and your aholidoii of those laxi's and embarrassments Avliich have grown 
ag.'iinsL them from the rapacity of a corrupt Government, arc peculiarly to your 
credit. 

Indeed, when we relb'ct upon the ])rogress which our arms have made in 
this distant country, and u hen wc t hink of th.at noble tolerating jirinciple of 
our nation which glories in indulging religions with civil liberty, we cannot 
hut conskh'r the most humane and (lelieate respect for religious institutions of 
the nations avc have subdued as a justice which we owe to them, and in the 
jierl'ormaiu e of which the legislators must iivi'r feel the most valuable reward. 

Fven in a political view your arrangements upon the subject are intere.st- 
ing, and may lead to the most imiiortant eousoquenees. All Indostan from the 
soiu'ec of th(‘ Ganges to Cape Comorin is interested in the happy reguLation of 
the police of Benares, and the unpolluted tranquillity of its colleges. The 
leading Mahrattas with Avhom we are at war are strouglv attached to this 
suppo.sed residence of the })urity of their religion. 

From these considerations wo beg le.avi? to suggest to you whether it would 
not be proper to publish in the dilTerent languages of India the regulations you 
have a(lo[)ted. A very short time will sjiread tlunn over all Indostan, which, 
with the reports of the, pilgrims upon their rid urn, (taiinot hut impress the 
natives with the mild liberality and attention of our Government. 

Even among the ditferent nation.s of Europe whoso learned enquiries have 
been of late particularly directed to tbe religious antiquities and early knoAV- 
b'dge (»f the sei.'^nces in this country, it will he matter of satisfaction and 
.admiration .and of (.ousequent civ:lit to our Government that Benares, in Avhieh 
you Aveae so danger'. iisly exposi'd, should ri'main so deeply indebted to your 
careful regulation and protection. U pou our ]iart AV'e shall only claim the merit 
of not being indilVerent to so great an object in its liberal as Avell as political 
light, and wo shah heartily accede to any measures which you may think 
proper to adojit to improve or strengthen your regulations.

Head the following letter from the (lovcrnor-General : — 

Gbntlbaibn, — I bave the honor to Irausmit to yon copies of my instruc- 
tions severally to Mr. Anderson and Afr. Chapman, the former dejjnted to 
Alahiiraja Scindia and tlie latter to Eagpore. Both are so consonant to your 
wishes and to the (ioimnands of onr honorable snpc'riors, that they will need no 
comment or explanation unless it sliall appear that IJie mission of Mr. Chapman 
is ratluT ostensible Ilian real, little being given him in charge, but to jireserve 
the friendship nnirnpairi'd liefween the Government to tvhieh he is deputed and 
ours. In edeet the advantag(‘s jiroposed by it are rather contingent than such 
as could he prescribed as di'tcrmim'd objects. An attention w'as nocossai*y to 
an anciont and approved friendship of our Govi'i-nment on the occasion of onr 
availing ourselves of a dilVerent indnencc. I have judged it necessary to pro- 
vide for a new chaumd of correspondence with that Government itself having 
lost that on which T have hitherto place a conlidont cifectual reliance in the 
Dewan D(>wanger Pundit. But my principal hojies from this dc|)utation is that 
it may prove the means of (juiclvcning the conclusion of the peace with the 
Mahiatta. State by mahing it an object of competition to two most power- 
ful members of it. I have no doubt that either the Raja will endeavor to 
counteract our endeavours to obtain a peace, that we may ultimately liavi* 
recourse to him for cdfccling it, or that ho will himself ^irecipilate it if he sees 
it likely to be accomjdished by anotlnw, that he may have the sole merit of it, 
and preserve his consetpience vvith both parties by having been the sueeossfnl 
mediator between us. You will ob.serve, that I have sunieiently guarded Mr. 
Chapman’s instructions against the jiossihility of their clashing with JMr. 
Amler-son’s. I am certain that Air. Chapman will think it no degradation to act 
under the control of Mr. Anderson, for w'hoso abilities he entertains a very 
high and deserved respect. 

Mr. Anderson left Benares to pi’oceed on bis dejmtation on the Htli of ibis 
month and Mr. Chapman on the 17tli. The former, accompanied by his brother, 
Lieutenant Andei’scm, whom I appointed bis assistant, grantivg him the allow- 
ance usually annexed to such oiricer, and Ity 'I’ulfiuzul JJoosain Caw^s, a native 
of the lirst abilities in llindostan, wlio had b(*en cniployt'd hy me under ]\Iajoi‘ 
Palmer during his deputation to the ILana of Ghode, and had nmdered material 
st'rvices to oxir Governra<mt, and who 1 kninv would ho very useful to Mr. 
Anderson in liis negotiations from tin' chara(’t.er which he Ix'ars throxighout the 
country for his int.egrity and knowledge, llis salary. I tl.ved at a thousand 
rupe(!s per month. Mr. Chapman is accomjianied hy Ylr. John A\ hite, wlium 
I have appointed an assistant w ith the same allowance as that given to Lieutenant 
Anderson, and as tin; service on whicli he is employed is merely temporary, f 
should liop(! that the otlua's which he holds in Calcutta will not. he considered 
as vacated by this ajxpointmcnt. Mr. Anderson is autliori/.ed hy inc to draw 
the same allow^ances Unit were given to Coloucl Upton w’hcn appointed to the 
Court of Poona, and Mr. Chapman tlie same that arc given to Mr. Anderson. 
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I request the Board will be pleased to communicate to Mr. Anderson any 
orders which they have lately sent or may hereafter send to Brigadier-General 
Goddard, which may be necessary for his information, or any instructions 
given our llesident at the Court of Hyderabad respecting the Nizam’s media- 
tion of peace between us and the Mahrattas, that the whole subject may be 
completely before him. 

Colonel Muir having been unable yet to furnish mo with the particulars 
of the late negotiation with Mahadajec Scindia by reason, as his last letters 
mention, of the dangerous and continued sickness of Captain Ford, to whom he 
had committed the execution of that business ; and having transmitted to me 
the Persian copy of the treaty, I have the honor to forward the same for your 
present information.

SiE, — Having already delegated to you by a formal commission the full 
powers and autliority vested in mo by the Governor-General and Council, for 
the purpose of negotiating and finally concluding a treaty of peace and alliance 
between the Company and the Mahratta State, and reposing the firmest 
reliance on your abilities and integrity, I recommend to your attentive con- 
sideration and observance the following instructions for the easier and more 
effectual attainment of the great object of your deputation and other purposes 
dependent xipon or connected with it. 

The jieace lately concluded between our Government and Mahadajeo 
Scindia opens a fair jtrospect for the success of your mission by the offer which 
that Chief has made to interpose his friendly olBces at Poona for an equitable 
accommodation. The great credit and influence W'hieh Scindia possc.sses in the 
Mahratfa State leaves no room for apprehension that his endeavors will prove 
ineffectual if he exerts them siuccrcly and heartily. 

It is tlKTcfore with a view to dispose him more strongly to our interests, 
that T desire you to repair to him, to give him the strongest assurances of my 
personal esteem and friendship, and of my desire to cultivate and impi’ove the 
connection which has lately been formed between us. The most effectual 
means of accomplishing these purposes would be a personal interview between 
Scindia and myself, and I desire that you will endeavor to draw from him his 
sentiments concerjffng it, and advise it if you find him disposed to it, but do 
not abruptly or foi’inally demand it. 

Should he be equally inclined to meet me, you may propose Allahabad or 
Cawnporc as the rendezvous, but if neither of those places should suit his 
<^onvenicnce, I will go to Etawa or any other place on the banks of the Jumna 
hat you may judge luy lime will admit of. 

If Scindia should cither decline au interview altogether, or not afford you 
i proper encouragement to recommend it, it must then rest entirely with you 
to effect my views w'hich are as follows : — 

First obtain tlirongh the m>-‘'lmtion of Scindia and in concert with his 
agents, if he shall think proper to depute om? for the jmrpose, a treaty of peace 
and alliance, offensive and defensive, with Ihc Fcisliwa against all common 
“nomies, but eially against Hyder AU Cawn, or of peace simply on the 
aondition of restoring all that wo have acquired during the war except Abmada- 
liad and the territory conquered for Futty Siug Gackwar. 

We cannot totally abandon the interests of llaghonath Row ; endeavour to 
obtain for him an adequate provisiou on tlie conditions prescribed in General 
Goddard’s instructions. 
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You may consent to yield what is ours, and what we can in lionor grant, 
Init we will never sillier our trealies to he infringed nor our fnith to bo violatiul ; 
you will ol course ho attentive to any engagenients subsisting helween us and 
other powers in settling the terms of peace and alliance wit h Iho Mahrattas. , 
I except from this precaution the liana of Gohud, who has been guilty of the 
most llagrant hi’each of faith towards us in every instanoo afti'r a most faithful 
and scrupulous performance of every stipulation in his favor by us, and after 
wc have saved him and his country from certain destruction. Leave him to 
settle his own alfairs with the Mahrattas. Colonel Muir will give you complete 
intelligence concerning the liana’s «;ondnot, and from this you will judge whether 
he is worthy of being any longer considered as our ally. 

Beserve llassim if you can, over though it should he with the concession ■ 
of restoring all the lauds obtained by the treaty with Colonel Upton e.vcept 
Salsett ami other cedt'd islands and the ced(>d moiety of Broach. But do not 
insist on t he resi'rvation of Bassim to the hindrance of peace. 

We Avant nothing from the ]M.ahr.attas hnt their alliance against Jlyder 
All CaAvn, and that we dispense with as the clfcct of a po.sitivo engagement 
to which they cannot perhaps in decency agree, althougJi (hey may he 
desirous of availing themselves of any pretext which may h.aid to it without a 
direct breach of the public faith. Be, careful that your engageaneuts do not 
contain anything hostile to the Goverumeiit of Berar or hurtful to our connec- 
tion with it. 

Include Eutty Sing Gaekwar in the peace aitcording to the treaty concluded 
with him of which you have a copy. 

Obtain the exitlusion of the French and all other Eurojieau nations from 
the alliance and from the ports and dominions of the Mahrattas. 

It must be a principal object of your attention to prevail upon the Mahratta 
Government to invade tin; dominions of llyder Ali Cawn. They wdll not 
enter into public engagements for that purpose as tiny are at present in 
alliance Avith him, hut pretexts Avill not he wanting Avlien they sh;ill ])ercclve the 
facility of making com|uests upon him. J^ndeavor to interest Seindia in all 
these vicAVS Avith the administration at Foona, and to engagi; him separately or 
with Tukojeo Ilolkac into close connections Avith our GoA'ernmoiit by the 
prospects of mutual advantage. I leave a large latitude in this instrucliou 
to your discridion. You know my views, wdiieh are for present peace and 
future security. Fursuc and agree to AvliatcA'cr may promote these auows ; reject 
.and .shew whatever may obstruct them, and especially such as may draw us 
into a now scene of hostilities. 

Wait upon Colonel Muir in his camp at Etawa heforo you proceed to 
Seindia, and obtain from him every information and advice Avhicli can be useful 
in your negotiations Avith that Chief. 

Since your departure, llaja Moodajen Boosla has rcij nested that a gimtle- 
man in my coulidemee might attend liiiu as the Agent of our GoA'crnmcnt at 
Ids Court, and I have given this commission to HHr. Chapman : I send you a 
copy of his instructions. You Avill furnish him Avith sueli eummunieations and 
orders from time to time as you may judge will tend to promote the success of 
your negotiations.

Sir, — The Raja of Berar having expressed a desire that an English 
gentleman in my conlidcnce may be sent to his Court, I have thought jiroper 
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io (;omply with Ill's request rind depute you thereto iiccordingly ; your creden- 
tials are onelosed. 

You an' to consider tlio first objects of your coniniission to he to strengthen 
and increase the, Iriendsliip and alliance virtually subsisting between the Com- 
])any and the Uorar Governinenl. You will be furnished by the Scin'ctary at the 
I’resideiicy with copies of all the papers that are material to your information, 
respecting the ridat ion in which the two flov'ernments stand to one another, 
ami the i’ersian translator lias orders to give you copies of such parts of tho 
correspomlenco between them as you may require. Should any eircuin- 
stanecs occur that may present a favrjrable opportunity to the llaja to act 
offensively against llyder Ali, and lie or his Ministers should shew a disposi- 
tion to employ the Herar forces in doing so, you will encourage it and acfiuaint 
the Hoard with any reasonahle conditions on which such aid may be prolfcred. 

The indecisive conduct of the Berar Government subsequent to its olfer of 
mediation and guarantee of a ])eace between the Company and IMahratta State 
having thrown the eri'dit and honor of such interference into other channels, 
you can now only accept of the assistance which tho Kaja’s inlluencc as a 
member of tho INIahratta Slate may enable him to alford for etfeeting a speedy 
termination of the war, unless tlu! other uiomhers of the IMabratta State should 
ri'ipiiro or approve his guai'auti'o, of which you will be advised by J\lr. 
Anderson, and in this, and on every other occasion which may result from bis 
negotiations, you will act (;oiit‘ormably to liis advice and requisiliou. 

Should the llaja, as ho declares his intenlioii to bo, pay a visit to Poona 
and invite you to aecompaiiy him, you will comply w ith bis desire ; but as 
Mr. Anderson has been (h'putod by this Government wdth full powers to con- 
clude a treaty of peace with the Mabratta State, you nre on no aci^oiint to enter 
upon any negotiation but at bis express requisition, and you arc in every 
prospect to consider yourself as subordinate to him, and to promote the object 
Avliich he lias been appointed to aecom])Iisli. 

In this (inalitleation of your ])Owers T know that I conform to your own 
■wishes, but should any unforeseen accident happen to Mr. Anderson that will 
prevent him IVom being present at an assembly of the eUleicnt members of 
the iSfabratta Slate or otherwise acting on orders given him, and lie sliall write 
to you to that elfect and you yourself lie on the sjiot, and liud them disposed to 
accommodate llieir dispute's with tin; Company, the powers entrusted to Mr. 
Anderson are in such eases to devolve on you, and yon will act in conformity to 
bis instructions, a eojiy of wliicli is given to you enclosed, aed to such further 
instructions as be shall give you. Sir. John "NVIiite is appointed your assistant 
in this dejmtalion, and he and yourself arc authorized to draw the first allowances 
usually given to persons employed in your respective capacities.

Read the following letter from Sib. Eyre Cootb. 

To 

The IIon’ble Waruen Hastings, Esq, Gov< rnor-Gencral, &c,, and Supreme Council 
Fort William. 

Gentlemen, — I have been honored with the receipt of your letters of the 
11th and 22nd ultimo, the former enclosing me a detail of the Governor-Gene- 
ral’s transactions at Eenares on the occasion of the rebellious conduct of llaja 
Chait Sing, which happened soon after the Governor-General's arrival at that 
place. 

It nifords mo much satisfaction to he infornuMl fi’om such good authority 
that affairs in that (luarter are in so favorable a train, and tliat an event whieii 
seenK'd to threaten the peace of the whole of the Company’s internal possessions 
promises to terminate without materially injuring their general tranquillity. 
For the future security, and preservation of which (as thereon depends the very 
vitals of our existence), £ trust that no measure which can tend to so desirable 
an end will be left unadopted. 

On the junction of Colonel Pear.se’s detachment, the arrangements I made 
lor tlio duties of the army iu prosecuting the service on which it was employed 
having necessarily annulled the distinct authority over the Eengal Iroojis until 
thmi exorcised by Colonel Fcar.se, the following stall belonging thereto ceased 
to act, viz., Adjutant-General, Quarterinaster-Gencral, l)e[)uty Quartermaster- 
General, Field Engineer, Surveyor, Aide-dc-Camp, Persian Interpreter, ISocre- 
tary, Commissary of Provisions, Deputy Commi.ssary of Provisions, Brig.ade 
Master, Commissary of Ordnance. Put as the whole outfit, military arrange- 
ment and disbursement for that detachment were established by the Council at 
largo, and no reservation made for their undergoing any alteration which even 
after a junction I might sec necessary, I [icrsuade myself that it will he on 
every account most agreeable my leaving it to themselves to abolish or other- 
wise retrench all expenses which may now appear superfluous. 

I duly notice the resolution you have come, to of consigning in future ! 
your supplies of treasure for the ust^ of the Bengal and Madras troops to the; 
Bight llonorablo the President and Council of Fort St‘. George, under who.se i 
management I doubt not they will be applied as they hitherto have been under , 
my direction wholly to the services of the war, in which I will venture to say * 
it will appear from the accounts every possible economy has been observed. ' 

The ag(mt appointed to receive the supplies of treasure, which were con- 
signed to mo, informs me that he charged a commission of one per cent only, on 
the sums vviiich he disbursed for the use of the Coast troops with an equal degree 
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of attention and almost as much trouble as be issues the pay, &c., to the Bengal 
detachments, for which you allow him one and a half per cent, and he further 
assures me that after defraying his extra expenses as agent, in which ho in- 
. eludes interest paid upon niom'v that he borrowed by my order to supply the 
Madras Bay Master with, while the treasure was coming, the charge he has 
made is little more than adequate to the expenses incurred. 

Although I have not a doubt hut that the Government hero have been 
attentive to^my reciucst of sending you constant and regular information of the 
progress and occurrences of tlie campaign, I shall just mention to you, in as 
eoueise a manm;r ns the subject will allow, of what has been clTected since the 
battle of Bholingar. 

1 have relieved Vellore, taken Chittoor, and afterwards fell back to the 
relief of Tripasur, which large body of the enemy under 'J'ippoo Saib and 
Monsieur Lally took the advantage of my ahsoiiee on the two above mentioned 
s(‘rvices to ht^siege. They had olfected a practicable breach, but on hearing of 
my auuroaeh moved off with [n-ecipitation, but not without having sulTcrcd very 
severely by the brave and spirited behaviour of the garrison. T’ho Forts of 
Sattavere and Kirkarambarry have been evacuated, and the Fort.Chundergury, 
which, on account of its natural strength, could never, but for the shameful and 
ilastarllly conduct of the Nabob’s brother, Abdul VV^aheb Cawn, fallen into the 
enemy’s possession, capitulated to a party of the Nabob’s troops whioh invested 
it in great security, the position of my army being such as to prevent every 
possibility of the enemy’s relieving it. In these three forts garrisons have been 
placed by the Nabob. 

In advancing towards the relief of Vellore as ITyder was encamped with 
his whole force at Lallapet, about IG miles from Arcot, on the north side of the 
Fatcn, and as neither the distr»>ssed situation of Vellore, nor the object of my 
marcli’ could bo unknown to bim, I laid my account willi meeting opposition, 
but ho d(!clined the opportunity by crossing the river and falling back between 
Timmory and Arni, where ho c‘ncampcd. T'liis is to me a very strong proof 
and tacit acknowledgment of liis innhility any longer to contend the point 
with the main arm v, and authorise a belief tliat he will never risk another battle, 
unless strongly reinforced by bis European allies. 1 need hardly tell you bow 
reioiced I should have been to have had it in my power to have improved the 
advantage arising from this obvious testimony of his own weakness by pursu- 
ing him jnit alas ! the same obstacle, a want of provision which has so cruelly 
im’pedetl my operations in the whole course of the campaign was a check to all 
my desires upon this occasion. I was obliged to content myself Avith prosecut- 
in'^ my march to Vellore, iu tlio course of which I gave a party of the enemy’s 
hoTse a very oomplctc alert, in which about fifty horses were taken and about 
a hundred uicii killed, wounded, and taken prisoners, and not a man hurt on 
our side. 

At the time of my arrival at Vidlore, there Avas not above five days’ 
iirovisions remaining iii the garrison, Avhieh at the expiralion thereof must 
either have been ahandoned or given ui> to the enemy. And notAvifhstanding the 
army* was itself in great distress for provisions, after drawing out a grenadier 
eompany of Europeans, 1 spared from Ihe small stock, which had been col- 
lected Avith the utmost didiculty and labour, enough for its support for thirty- 
six days. Immediately this Avas done and other necessary arrangements made 
in the fort Avliich obliged my halting a day, 1 fell hack to Chittoor in search 
of subsistence, and having laid siege to tlu*. fort, it surrendered on the 10th 
instant after an obstinate defoneo, and after we had ellected a practicable 
breach, and the orders for storming had h(-en issued. The quantity of grain 
found in the fort fell greatly short of what Avas reported, the whole not having 
proved equal to four days’ rice for the fighting meu of the army. 

I Avas unoAmidably detained at this place three or four days in order to 
repair the breach, and to strengthen in tha best manner possible siudi part of 
the fort as stood in need of it. Whilst thus employed Jlyder suddenly reerossed 
the river and pushed a strong detachment into the Bolins and attacked a batta- 
lion Avbich I had left, together Avith tlireo field pieces, to protect the sick 
and bairgage of the army, which I was obliged to leave behind near Pollipet 
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%vhcn I proceeded to the relief of Vellore, as 'vrcll as to collect grain for our 
use. Die enemy greatly outiiumheriug our hatt.aliou in every respect, I was 
obliged after standing a slunt eannonado to retreat into the liills, leaving the 
guns behind which they spiked. The eonsecinencc was they fell into the hands • 
of the enemy together with some siek and tho greatest part of the baggage. 

/\ t tliis titue the small lort of I’olloor, wdiieh I took iii September, being with- 
out provisions, and a largo detachment of the enemy having encamped near, 
apparently with an^ intention of atlaeking it, the otlicer in command was 
oldiged to abandon it, which ho did in tljc night and escaped in safety witti 
Itis garrison to the lulls; that place lias of course again fallen into tho enemy’s 
liands, and I fear likewise four iron oighteen-pounders, which the ollh'er pro- 
bably may not have had lime to obey my orders iu destroying, and which want 
f)f a sullicieney ot bullocks ohligial me to leave there when I proceeded to 
engage the enemy of Sholingar. These operations, directed as they have been 
jigainst small parties, whilst they cannot tail of distressing us, I think loud 
strongly to mark tlie line which Ilyder has laid down for his future conduct in 
carrying on tlui war, and which irom his immense numbers, both cavalry and 
iiilantry, added to tho certain and speedy intelligence he has of our motions hv 
means of his horse, he may prosecute not only with impunity but with hopes 
of suc-cess. 

Ever since leaving the Presidency last, which was on tho ICth September, 
until tlui 2,3rd instant, when I retiiruecl to ’J’ripasiir, I have not drawn a grain 
of rice from it, hut by the most prc.scwviiig labor and industry have found 
subsistence for the army iu the country, but not, however, witliout experiencing 
the most trying din'icull ics, in creating of which the acis of tho Nabob’s gov- 
ernment ha\a; had a principal sh.nrc. So highly detrimental have they shewn 
themselves lliat I lu'sitate not to declare in this place tlie same opinioti, which 
I have repoatc'dly expressed in my corrospoiidenee with the (lovermnent here, 
uhieh is, that unless some clfectual me;isur(*s arc taken to remove those incon- 
veniences iiatunilly arising from the exercise of a double authority during the 
war, it will he impossible to carry on the service, and the consequences must 
prove equally fatal to the Company and the Nabob. For the oceiirrences upon 
which this 0[)inion is foiuKhid, I must heg leave to ref('r to the Proeccciings of 
tlie Select Couiuiitt(*e, which I umh'rstand arc i7it(Mid(’d to he forwarded to you 
from henee in a few days, and wherein everything aj)pears in full length. 

Such Avas the distress to which the army was reduced for provisions that 
in the niarcl* from Cliiltoor to the relief of Tripasur, one-half was throe succes- 
sive days alti'i iiately Avithout ri(!e. The followers of tlm army from the last 
time of tlieir leaving Madras until th«*y came hack to Tripasur had hut Iaa'o 
seers of paddy serv.'d out to them. Numbers have died by hunger and the 
inelemeiicy of the wc.ather, from which causes in the coursi! of tw'o inarches we 
lost nearly a hundred cavalry, likewise Imlloeks, elephants, and camels, both 
public and [)ri\'ate. Ja short tho scene exliiliiled was more like a Held of 
battle than a line of march. 

Whilst the position and movements of my army kt'pt Ifyder’s main force 
in check, several advantages have been gaiiu’d by our troops to the southward, 
umonifst wlii(di the most important iias been the capture of Negapatam, which 
surrendenal on the 12th instant to Sir Edward Hughes and the troops under 
General Muiiro, on which event jiermit me to oiler you my 'most hearty con- 
gratulations. 

The public arc principally indebted for this acquisition to the unwearied 
application and jierseveranee of the Admiral, and to tlie poAverful aid he 
afforded by landing so formidable a body of seamen and marines, Avhose brave, 
active, and spirited behaviour gave life to every operatiop. 

Hyder has of late greatly strengthened Arcot, has in it a very formidable 
garrison, plenty of military stores, and a most ample magazine of provisions, 
equal by all aceounls to the subsistence of his army for some months. It is 
not therefore to be M'ondercd at, hut that whenever this army can he <‘quipped 
for proceeding to this important service, it Avill bo obstinately defended and 
prove a very dilficult conquest. The only cicumstance wliich can possibly 
facilitate the undertaking would be a poAverful diversion in Hyder’s country, 
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and which I hope may yet be brought about before it is too late by an accom* 
modation with the Mahrattas, or such an alliance with the Kizam as will pro- 
duce a junction of forces with that Prince. 

Ilyilcr, by the latest intelligcnoe, w'as with his main army in and about 
Arcot. Report says that he has some intentions of pushing a strong detach- 
ment to the southward, 

It is impossible to describe the dislre.ss to which the army was reduced in 
every particular. Tlie officers in general without any of those comforts so 
ne(!essary for the support and preservation of their health, many are without a 
tent to cover them, or a shirt to put on their backs, and w hat is still more to 
be regretted w'ithout money, or by what I can learn of the pre.sent state of our 
iinanccs hero, any probable prospect of getting a sufficiency to refit themselves 
with, The arreaVs now duo to the Coast troops serving with the army, exclu- 
sive of the Bengal, are nearly four lakhs of pagodas. These cireumstances 
added to the setting in of the monsoon, and the impossibility of ])roeuriiig even 
a day’s subsistence for the army anywhere but at Madras without exposing it to 
the most imminent danger, rendered it being cantoned for a few weeks abso- 
lutely necessary. 

With resj)ect to my.self my state of health is so bad that for these 10 days 
past I have been in a manner confined to my bed, and such is the nature of my 
indisposition, and so much is my constitution impaired by the fatigues and 
anxieties w'hich I have undergone in one of the severest campaigns I have ever 
served now about 13 inoTilhs, that I have little hopes given me of recovery but 
by a rctircnn'nt from business. It is my intention therefore to embrace the 
first favoiirahle opportunity of returning to Bengal for the re-establishment of 
my heal ill.

Mr, David Andkrson, 

Sir, — I have received yonr letter of the 6th, with its emtlosnre, being 
Mahadaiee Seindia's reply to mine. I have also received from Colonel Muir 
copies of Seindia’s letters, and of other persons in his conlidcnee, to Colonel 
Muir, which expre.ss the same reluctance to admit your deputation until he 
shall he autliorizcd by the answers of his letters written to Poona for that 
purpose, and his design of writing to me concerning the reception which he 
has given toClmit Sing. I can account for his conduct in both instances with- 
out imputing it to any design of departing from his engagements, since if such 
were his disposition he has siifTercd the season to pass and every delay is an 
advantage on our jiart ami a loss to him. 

The fear of e-ommitting himself too far in an avowed separation of interests 
from the f'tato to wliieh lie ow'cs liis ohedienee and service may ho the cause 
of his hesitation in the first instance, and the allurements of Cliait Sing’s trea- 
sures Ins motives in the other. Conformably to this construction of Ids policy, 
I have w'l iiten the enclosed letter to him, and have added a copy of it for your 
information, If he is sincere it will alTord liim a fair plea for inviting you to 
proceed. If he still persists in declining your visit, your waiting longer for 
ids permission or leisure will have an unbecoming appcai’ance, and may en- 
courage him to form hostile design against us from tho presumption of our 
weakness iiu])lied by it, neither can I suffer you to appear as tho representative 
of the Bnglish nation at his Court while Chait Sing is allowed to appear there. 

It is therefore my positive order that if Malmdajee Seindia shall decline to 
receive your deputation aflt r the explanation which I have given him of its 
objects, or shall re lain Chait Sing in his camp, or otherwise give him ostensible 
Iproteetion, yon do instantly on receipt of his answers, should these not 
prove fully .satisfactory on both these points re tur n to inc, and your commis- 
sion is from that instant void, unless lie shall change his purpose and recall 
you with the reservation of Chait Sing’s dismission, before you shall have 
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passed the Carrumnassa, in which case you may return and proceed to him ; 
and with tliat view I wish you to make as little expedition as you chusc in your 
journey this way. 

I have written to Colonel Muir to keep his detachment in order for in- 
stant service, and to Colonel Morgan to be in readiness to support or co-operate 
with him if it shall be necessary, and for these purposes to suspend the orders 
for the reductions which are to take place coiiformably to tiie late arrange- 
ments, with which you are well acquainted, until you shall advise them that 
you arc satisfied of Mahada jce Scindla’s attachment to his engagements ; when- 
ever therefore you shall receive such assurances frojn Mahadajee Scindia as shall 
induce you to prosecute your original deputation to him, you will give them 
the notice above prescribed. 

I desire that you will open bis letters addressed to me, and act aeconling 
to the tenor of them applied to the foregoing instructions.

Edward Wiielbr, Esq., &e., &e., &c., and Council, Fort William. 

Gentlemen, — I have now the lionor to scud you the narrative, which 1 
promised in my letter dated the eighteenth October, of the transactions and 
events which passed during the course of the late insurrection of this Froviiice. 
I had begun it at the time of the date which I have pi'cfixed to it, hut the 
busy scenes which followed, both while I was at Chunar and after my returii 
to Benares, hindered mo from prosecuting it till a few days before the date 
which I have subjoined to it. I did not chuse to alter the introduction, although 
written at such a distance of time from that in which the body of the work 
was executed, and even from the existence of the events which are recorded in 
the latter, because I found it not easy to give it a new form without a total 
omission of what had boon already produced while my mind was animated by 
the recent and actual scenes in which it Avas engaged to an anxious and most 
feeling solicitude, not more for the issue of the impending contest than for its 
consequences on my own rej)utation. 

In the consciousness of the rectitude of ray own intentions I had allowed 
myself to use an appeal the most solemn and the most sacred that could hind 
my relation to truth, or impress the conviction of it on the hearts of others, 
nor could I, consistently ivith my own sense of its obligation, withdraw it, or 
coldly place it after the narrative already Avritten, and written under the check 
which I had imposed upon it. I know not wliether [ shall he clearly under- 
stood. If I am not, yet let this endeavor to explain a seeming impropriety 
in the construction of "this performance he accepted for its apology.

Minute. 

The Board having already passed their opinion in terms of the fullest 
I approbation upon the Governor-General’s conduct and management in the 
I suppression of tlie rebellion of Cbait Sing, and the regulation of the Province 
\ and City of Benares, they think it unnecessary to repeat their opinion of those 
I measures. 

They cannot at the same time but remark that the explanations which 
the Governor- General has given in some parts of his i)roceedings during his 
first discussions with Chait Sing, and subsequent to the convulsion, are rather 
an open avowal of the motives that actuated his mind, than tho guarded repre- 
sentations of a public officer stating to his employers the measures which an 
extraordinary situation influenced, dictated, and justified. 

To a liberal and candid tribunal such was the natural and certainly the 
wisest appeal. The generosity and justice of a British tribunal looks more 
to the real motives and zeal of their Agent than to the preconcerted artifice of 
his conduct, or tho legal discriminations of his defence : even whore a public 
moasmo is unsuccessful the responsibility risqued by the Agent, if risqued 
uj)on public principles, is frequently bis justification, and in many eases 
entitles him to applause. 

In those distant dominions if the ruling servants of the State attend more 
to those rules and forms which protect from responsibility than to an ardent 
pursuit of the ])ul)lie iulerest undf'r every private risque, tho hands of adminis- 
tration may secure themselves agTiinst condemnation even though the country 
should bo lost through their raismuuagemcnt. 

It was not by avoiding personal responsibility that tho servants of the 
public established the British influence in Asia, nor is it by such cold proeau- 
tions that our power is to be maintained especially at an hour of general 
hostility against us. The Board arc led into these observations from an 
ingenuous consideration of tho difiieulties which tho Governor-Gonerjil found 
himself involved at Benares, and a conviction of the motives under which he 
acted. The first were surmounted with ability and fortitude. Tlie latter they 
most sincerely believe do him real honor. 

Easy would be the task to approve the suppression of tho rebellion and to 
stand disc'onnecteu with any responsihilily, by justifying those acts which 
certainly precipitated the storm from the cloud in wdiich it had gathered, acts 
which judge's at a distance, judges unoppressed with the actual embarrassments 
of this Government, may with great speciousness of argument condemn. But 
the Board wish not, they cannot permit themselves to proceed so disingenuously 
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or guardedly. They are at the same time aware that in a rigid investigation of 
the whole of this business, the following questions will be asked — 

Firstly . — Where were the Governor- General’s partieular inslructioi's for 
such extraordinary demands upon Chait Sing ? 

Secondly . — Wljy was that Chief put in arrest when he offered to make 
every concession ? 

Thirdly , — Whether there was not a compact between him and the Com- 
pany which specified that he was only to pay them a certain annual tribute? 

Subsequent to the massacre of our troops and the ey(?nta that followed no 
questions wdll be asked. 

In answe r to the first question the Board think the Governor-General was 
fully authomed by the general tenor of his instructions. 


The Governor-General having a deciding vote could have written out and

approved more particular instructions. Tliero was 
a delicacy in the mode he prefeiTed and it imposed 
a greater responsibility. 


In re gard to the second question it is evident from Chait Sing’s answers 
and preparations, and the wliole tenor of his conduct before and at the time, 
that nothing but arrest could have convinced him of the Governor-Gcncrars 
determination. 


That the arrest was not intended to proceed further than the payment of a 
proper fine to the Company, who stood in the place of his sovereigns and bene- 
factors, is evinced by the Governor-General’s answer to Chait Sing after his 
confinement. 


Had a total revolution in the administration of the zemindary been in- 
tended, the arrest must have been effected with more force and greater marks 
of severity. 

That the officers who went to cxectite this service were convinced that no 
measure of determined severity was intended against Chait Sing appears from 
that unfortunate want of precaution w'hich cost them and their followers their 
lives. 


The third question involves much argument, yet it is fully answered by that 
part of the Governor-Gonerars narrative which discusses the sunnud under 
which Chait Sing ruled the province, and which was so liberally granted by the 
Company. The correspondence with the India States shew's already their ideas 
of the rights of zemindars and rajas protected in their zcmindarics by a superior 
power. Had Chait Sing been an ally sovereign prince who payed only a fixed 
subsidy, his military preparations and his insiduous conduct under pretences of 
poverty in disappointing the expectations of the Government from the army 
under Major Camac justified, together with his corresjmndence with our ene- 
mies, the severest exiudion of aid to assist the Company in their distresses and 
atone for his ingratitude and treachery to a power who protected him and to 
whom he owed this situation. 


On the subject of the treaty concluded on the eighteenth of September 
last between the GoYernor-Gcneral and Nabob Vizier, and which the difficulties 
oT the communication prevented the Governor-General from explaining so fully 
bofbfe,~“thef Board have to .observe that tlm treaty is evidently a political 
expedient, ”whieli’ forfeits no advantage, which promises the acquisition of 
moneyT^nd which properly managed by this Government (as events favorable 
or oven unfavorable arise) niay lead to the final and complete arrangement 
of an alliance with the VizierT Such an alliance being less oppressive to 
him may'be'more "advahtagebus and honorable to the Company, and may 
remove that too general but dangerous impression which the different States 
of this country have received from the double character in which we have 
hitherto appeared in India, that of allies and conquerors. 

If the Nabob Vizier should not he able under the support of the troops of 
this Government stationed at Cawnpore to maintain the tranquillity of his 
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dominions, and collect those resources which are necessary to defray even his 
reduced expcncos and discharge his heavy dcsbt to the Company, a new arrange- 
ment must follow, and that arrangement, necessarily at the express request of 
the Vizier, will secure every advantage that can be wished or expected from 
his provinces by this Government. 

The reduction of that heavy burthen of exponce, which was at once oppres* 
sive to the Vizier and of no return to the Company, though a source of patron> 
age to this Administration, the Board approve of most heartily ; and with a full 
sense of the credit which a measure of such difficulty and unpleasantness 
reflects upon the Governor-General, they take this occasion of pledging to him 
and to their employers, their utmost support not only in this but in every other 
branch of public economical reformation which ho may propose. 

Upon the return of the Govornor-General the Board resolve to discuss with 
him those parts of tlie treaty which carry tlic appearance of a hasty agreement. 
The disaffection of many of the Vizier’s principal jaghirdars and the steps 
which, from the representations of Colonel llannay and other officers appear to 
have been rapidly taken by the Begums to support the rebellion of Chait Sing, 
Avere probably very early known to the Governor-General, and through the 
medium of all the suspicious that the situation at the time he met the Vizier 
bad naturally created. 

At such a moment and under such suspicions, and even while the issue of 
the contest of Chait Sing was depending, it is not surprising that some parts of 
the agreement between the Governor-General and the Vizier were speedily 
adjusted, and as the Governor acknowledges in convei'sation at their first 
interview. 

A short time will satisfy the Board whether the Vizier is willing or able 
to fulfil his part of the treaty. If ho is, and that the Company can recover their 
debt from him in the present emergency and distress of their affairs, the Board 
cannot then but agree tiiat the Governor- General has acted in the arrangement 
not only with zeal and the best public intentions, but with a masterly decision 
that must entitle him to the grateful and complete approbation of his 
employers. 

It remains with the Board to concert with the Govern or- General upon his 
return those measures that may secure this Government from any future in- 
conveniences or distn\ss that can bo supposed connected with the confidence 
reposed in the Vizier for tlic administration of the affairs of bis revenue and 
military establishments.

Reud and ajtprovcd the Proceedings of the Stth ultimo. 

The Governor-General dclWers in the following minute in consequeucc of 
that of the Board entered on the proceosdings of the 14th ultimo. 

The Governor-General acknowledges his obligations to the Board for tbe 
repeated instances of the liberal manner in which they have been pleased to 
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record their judi^ment on his conduct. JTad it been expressed in simple terms 
of official approbation, he should have been pleased and .sjitislicd that it had 
received so respoctablo a satmtion, but by traeiu" tins sources of it in the 
motives which he has avowed by their examination of those motives with their 
relative facts and circumstances, and by the doubts Avhich they have antici- 
pated and solved on the jiropriety of such parts of his conduct as might 7 nost 
obviously suggest them, they have justified their own approval, and entitle him 
to expect the same favorable sentiments in their common superiors. 

Nor is ho less pleased with the reserve with whicdi the Hoard have declared ( 
their satisfaction in the arrangements concluded by him with the Nabob j 
Vizier, because he thinks it will be received as an evidence of the deliberation 
and sincerity of their former approval, lie is willing to submit the pi'opriety 
of the measure to the test 4)f its suee('ss. The Jl(>sid(‘ut lias already informed the 
Bo.ard that he had received of the treasures of the late Vizier Jid't iii tlie cliargii 
of his widow and lately reclaimed by his son, the amount of the bond granted liy 
the latter for the balance of the year 1178, wliich ends in Septi'mhi'r 178t) of 
our era, and was in tlie actual r<-eeipt of as much as would discliarge the balance 
of the last year, that is of the year 1179. 

'rho sum of both is fifty-five lacks of rn|>ees. The llesident seems to have 
understood tliis to be the whole of the Nabob’s debt. Then' is a further balance 
of twenty-six lacks, which ap[)eais to have been by some means overlooked 
or withheld from Mr. INliddleton on the transfer of this office from Mr. I’ur- 
ling — a rectified account drawn to the Latest period has hi’cn (raiismitted to Mr. 
Middleton by the Acconntant-(jeneral, which it is hoped will arrive in lime to 
prevent his stojiping at tlie reeci{)t of the supposed balance, .and at all events 
the profits of the resumed jagliir onglit to yield a fund more than sufficient 
both for the complete liquidation of what may remain of the. Nabob’s present 
deht, and to make up the deficiency of the assignments granted oil his revenue 
for the current year, within the coui’sc of it. 

The Governor- Cl on oral expects this service from the llesident, and relii's , 
upon his fidelity for the performance of it. Hut in the supposition of the 
])ossihility of a disappointment he again otters his personal services to jiroceed 
to Lucknow on the first symptom of such a failure ; and with (he eontldenee 
wliicU ho feels in his own inllneiiee aided by tlie powerful support of the Hoard, 
he will venture to promise that he wall not return with their object unaccom- 
plished. 

lie hopes and believes there will he no necessity for this extremity, hut adds 
it as a ground for the assurance which he ventures to ])ropose, and wislies the 
Hoard to give to the llonorahlo Court of Directors, in (lie advices to them now 
under disjiateh, that there is the fairest prospect amounting as near to a 
certainty as can he affirmed of an event yet in expectation that the debt due 
from the Nabob Vizier to tlic Company, and even that of the Rob ilia donatkin, 
will be completely paid olt in tlic course of the present year, and a siipjily ' 
alTJed to bur ordinary resources, whicli will fully answer all our own wants for ! 
that period and enable us to contribute still further, and we liope ellectnal, aids 
to those of the Carnatic. 

The Governor- General forbears to include the Presidency of Homhny in i 
this provision. Its expences have already contributed more even than those j 
of the Carnatic to exhaust these provisions of the currency, nor will it be i 
possible for them to sujiport any longer so pernicious a drain. At a eeitain | 
point it must have a close. Pov this distress we must .seek a remedy in a dif- 
ferent expedient in the conclusion of the w'ar with the Mahratta State, and 
the consequent and most necessary reduction of the armies now employed on 
that service. In the meantime he trusts that they are not so devoid of 
resources in themselves as to make them totally depeudent’for their suhsistenee 
on this Government, since they have a large and rich territory acquired by tlieir 
late conquests in Guzerat, in the dependency of Surat, and as we learu only 
from an allusive passage in General Goddard’s last letters, even in the Conean, of 
which we were not before apprized. Those districts, we are assured by the same 
authority, were in a state of perfect tranquillity and undisturbed collection of 
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their revenues, <in<l in the same state they are likely to remain, since in the 
prospect of a peace the Mahratta Government will naturally look to the resti- 
tulion of their former possessions, and would eventually be at least equal 
• sunVrei-s with us by any devastations committed on them. 

Such are tlie expectations which the Governor- General wishes to have 
prescjited to the Court of Directors of the course and issue of the resources of 
this (jovernincrit for the [)rcsent year. He hopes that credit will be given to 
them to that degree heyond which it would be presumptuous on any gi’ounds to 
hazard the pn)mise of contingent events, that if those which he has predicated 
shall not come to pass the cfiuses of their failure shall he such as sliall account 
for it and acquit him of the reproach of it. 

Of th(j couseiiucnccs as they may effect him personally he is become in- 
difftiront, (expecting the forced ccjisures of his avowed enemies, and assured of 
the applause of his superiors from the internal conviction of his own mind that 
he liivs labored to the utmost of his ability to merit it,

The following letter from the Governor-General received on the second 
instant is now recorded, 

lo 

Kdwaut) Whelkr^ Esq., See., &c., 

Si]])iL*Tine Council, ke,, &c. 

Gkntlemkn, — I left Denarcs on the 7th of this month. Tlie slow pro- 
gress which I have made thus far has been occasioned as much by pro- 
posed delays as by natural impediments. 1 am now decided in my- journey 
and compute to be at the Drosidency very early in th(5 next month. 

Since the suppression of the late revolt of the zemindary of Benares, three . 
distinct objects have engaged my attention and residence in that quarter, not 
so jnuch for the pnr])ose. of executing any determinate mctisures requiring my 
presence as for that of being at liaiid, and ready for any immediate occasion 
whi(di might eventually demand my personal interposition. These objects are 
as follows : — 

Fimtly. — The negotiation with Mahadajce Seindia you are already acquaint- 
ed, both Avith my lirst instructions to Mr. Anderson, and with the subsequent 
orders which I thought it proper to send to him on the advice of Mahadajeo 
Sitiiulia’s having expressed a disinclination to admit Mr. Anderson’s deputation 
until he shouhl ho authorised by answers to the letters Avhieh he had written 
to Poona for that purpose, and of his having recenved Chait Sing into his pro- 
t.(u;tioii wdth some a])parent mai’ks of encouragement. A few days after I 
reeeiv(‘d loiters both from Colonel Muir and Mr. Anderson advising me that 
Mahadajce Seindia had prcssingly invited Mr. Anderson to proceed to him, and 
that he had rejected all the solicitations of Chait Sing. On this occasion I 
wrote to Mr. Anderson to prosecute his journey and to pay no regard to my 
former Iftttor, requiring only the removal of Chait Sing from the presence of 
Mahadajce Seindia while Mr. Anderson was with him ; in the meantime that 
gentleman having conformed to the substance of my first orders had obtained 
from Alahadajee Seindia a formal assurance that he would neither accept the 
solicitations of Cliait Sing nor a.s.sist him in any w'ay whatever, and tliat he 
would even prohibit him and his attendants from his Darhar and Cutcherry. 
Mr. Anderson satisfied with this concession had resolved to proceed to his camp 
immediately ; his last letter upon the subject was private and dated the third 
instant from Baiuh re, which was about sixteen coss from Scindia^s camp. It 
contains expre.s.sions of much satisfaction and so firm a conviction of the sin- 
cerity of that Chief that he was preparing to soul the notification directed in 
my instruction.s of the twelfth ultimo, to Colonel Morgan and Colonel Muir 
for the removal of the troops to the stations allotted them by the late arrange- 
ments, with a promise that he would soon address me publicly on the same 
subjects. 
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I have long since relinquished the design which I first entertained of 
visiting Scindia myself. And indeed I see so fair and earnest a disposition in 
him to hecome the instrument of terminating the war yet subsisting between 
his principals and our Government, his interest is so evidently connected with 
it, and I have so well-gi’ounded a confidence in the ability of Mr. Anderson to 
contribute whatever may be required on his part to forward that issue of the 
negociations that I doubt wliether my interference might not rather impede 
than promote it, by the loss of time vvliicb it would necessarily occasion in 
transmitting the ultimate proposals to Poona. 

Secondly . — The zemindary of Benares. This lias hitherto engaged my prin- : 
cipal attention. I had just grounds to apprehend tliat the slightest causes' 
might occasion fresh disturbances in that country from the novelty and weakness 
f)f the new Administration, and could not tliereforo venture fo leave it until 
I had seen that Administration firmly estahlisliod, .and I had formed some 
experience of the ability of the Naib for conducting it. I liave the satisfaction 
to inform you that his authority is everywhere completely established, and 
that I have every reason to hope for the full performance of his engagements. 
The disposition which I have made of the forces allotted for the peace of this' 
zemindary is sufficient to answer with certainty every purpose of inter- 
nal defence, and at the same time to prove a check on the zemindars of 
the (roniiiiions of the Nabob Vizier which border upon it, tins being the most 
likely scene of new' disturbances from the natural turbulency of the Nabob’s 
subjects and their collusion with their neighbours in this zemindary. Copies of 
these orders with the other military orders wduch I have thought proper to 
issue for the distribution of the troops of that station shall he forwarded to you 
as soon as they can he transcribed after the despatch of this letter. 

The new Naih appears to Imve conducted himself in Ids office with great 
diligence and assiduity, and as ho possesses a good understanding 1 have no 
doubt of his success. 

As I found it difficult to accommodate the claims of the several zemindars 
to w'hom a promise had boon made of restoring to them iu consequence of their 
lute attachment the rights w'hieh they possessed in the lands from which they 
were formerly excluded by Raja Chait Sing, w'ith the influence and interest of 
the present Adininislration, I liave granted to tlicm sunnuds wliieli at the same 
time ostahlislied tlioir rights, and entitled them to a malik.ana or proportion 
of the revenue to la' paid them hy the Resident instead of pi’cscnt possession, 
which I have thought it more prudent to reserve to the Raja. Copies of these 
suuniids and of other orders Avhich have been issued to the Resident shall also 
bo transmitted after this letter. 

Thirdly . — The engagements concluded on the nineteenth September with the 
Nabob of Cud. 1 did hope that on his return to his capital which I had urged 
for that purpose he would immediately have entered upon the execution of the 
measures necessary for the aecomplishment of the plan Avhieh Ave had mutually 
agreed upon, and particularly the resumption of the jaghirs — an act equally 
necessary to the restoration of the peace of his country and to the discharge of 
his debt to the Company. After liaving long Avaited with much impatience 
for this effect, I Avas aptirised by the Resident’s letters that the Nabob, from 
what cause I know not, had sheAvn a great reluctance to enter on this business 
notwithstanding the warmth with which he himself originally solicited my 
acquiescence in it ; that'he at length did resolve to carry it into execution and 
accordingly appointed an aumil to take possession of the sequestered jaghirs, 
but that a powerful opposition had been prepared by the Begums which Jiad 
obliged him to apply for the assistance of our troops ; and that the Resident 
had accordingly written to Colonel Morgan to send a regiment of sepoys for 
that service. As the Resident at the same time expi’cssed to me his opinion 
that a larger force would be requisite to surmount the intended opposition, I 
judged it improper to expose .a service of such importance either to the hazard 
of a defeat or to the chance of a delay, and therefore immediately issued orders 
of which you have alr(^ady been advised for the march of Colonel Sir John 
Gumming AA'ith his entire detachment for the performance of it, advising the 
Resident of it. He in reply expressed an apprehension that the Nabob Vizier 
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would objoct to tlie movement of so large a force into the heart of his domi- 
nions without what he would deem an adequate occasion for it, and ascribe 
it to other motives, which miglit he productive of consequences hurtful 1o our 
connection with him, and entreated that the order might he revoked, and assur- 
ing me that there was no pressing occasion for it I accordingly ordered it to be 
sus[)ended. In the meantime as I had conceived some alarm from the delays 
and difficulties Avhich had attended this business, whicli did not appear to me of 
a nature susceptible of them, I wrote. to the llesidcnt requesting him solemn- 
ly to declare to me whether, with the powers with wdiich Ite had been invested, 
he was competent to carry into execution this and the other measures directed 
in my instructions; that if he were not, I Avould myself proceed to Lucknow 
and afford tho Nabob my personal assistance for carrying them into execution, 
but that if in Ins answer he should assure me that ho himself 'was capahlo of 
accomplishing this service I would leave the charge and responsibility of it to 
him and depart for the Presidency, I wrote a letter to the Nabob in similar 
terms ; I received the llesideut’s answer on the 2nd January. It contained a 
declaration that my presence was in no shape necessary in that (piarter, and 
that he wa.s fully com})<'.tent to undertake and to effect the aceoniplisliim^ut of 
all the measures required by my instructions, and tliat he should imimaliatcly 
march with the Nabob to Pyzabad for the purpose of enforcing bis claims on 
the Begums. 

On the receipt of this letter, concluding that the Nabob’s answer would bo 
to tho same clfect, and that I should ho siilUeiently w'aiTanted by them to 
leave the business in their hands, I ])re})ared for my dejjarture, allowing a 
suQicieut time only for tho receipt of the Nabob’s letter, which I expected at 
tho latest to arrive by the seventh. On that day I left Benares, hut proceeded 
only to a short distance below the town. At the same time I causi'd an inti- 
mation to he given to the Nabob that although to prcvTJit a further lo.ss of 
time I had thought it proper to begin my journey towards Bengal, yet I 
should proeeci by short stages, and suspend my linal resolution until I had 
I’cceived his letter in answer to mine, still retaining the resolution of conform- 
ing to the contents of it if these should require mo to proceed to his pre- 
sence according to the tenor of the proffer which I had made to him of my 
assistance, and that if I did not receive it before my arrival at Patna I would 
wait for it there. It was not till my arrival at Patna, which was on the nineteenth 
instant, that I did receive his answer, a translation of Avliich sliall accompany 
this. As it contained only a complimentary invitation, accompanitid by 
'an assurance similar to that given me by the Besident in relation to the im- 
pending business, I considered it as intended to leave me the free option either 
to accept of his invitation on the footing on which ho bad expressed it, or to 
return to the Presidency. After much hesitation, aiul I will confess witli some 
reluctance, I have resolved on the latter. I dread the imhccility and irresolu- 
tion which too much prevail in the Nabob’s Councils and must influence in 
some degree both tho conduct of the Re.sident and the Ministers, and I consider 
.the impending measure of too much consequence to he exposed to the risk of 
disappoinment ; yet the jjressing letters which I have written to the Nabob, 
tho strong injunction which I have repeated to the IL^sidont, aud the positive 
assurances which I have received from both, afford me every reason to hope 
that they will be carriwl into execution without further difficulty or delay; 
and I am further confirmed in this conclusion by the subsequent advices which 
I have received since my departure. 'J’bcsc amount to the following substance, 
that the N.-ibob Vizier arrived at J'^yzabad on the eighth, the Besident accom- 
panying him ; that on the twelfth they found it necessary to emj)loy a military 
force to take possession of the killa, which was effected without any effusion 
of blood. The two eunuchs, Bahar and Jowahecr Ally Cawn, who were the 
' prime movers of the late troubles and the actual leaders of the present opposi- 
I tion, were taken into custody, and llicir followers, amounting to between three 
■and four thousand armed men, expelled froiu the town and dispersed. I think 
•.it proper to transmit ti* you a copy of the Besident’a letter and to refer you to 
jit for the particulars of this event. 

It may be necessary in this place to inform you that in addition to the 
former resolution of resuming tho Begum’s jagbir, the Nabob had declared 
e:iG 
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his resolution of reclaiming all the treasures of his family which were in their 
possession, and to which hy the Muhammadan laws he was entitled. This reso- 
lution I have strenuously encouraged and supported not so much for the ' 
reasons assigned hy the Nabob as l^causo I think it equally unjust and im- , 
politic that they should be allowed to retain the means of which they have 
already made so pernicious a use by exciting disturbances in the country and 
a revolt against the Nabob, their sovereign. I am not too sanguine in my; 
expectations of the result of these proceedings but have required and received ; 
the Nabob’s promise, that whatever acquisitions shall be obtained from the issue ; 
of them it shall bo primarily applied to the discharge of the balance actually 
due from him to the Company. 

Notwithstanding the resolution which I have taken to return to the 
Presidency, I yet foresee that many events may happen which may again 
require my personal attendance in this quarter, but even these will require 
tiuit 1 should first Concert wiih you the plan of my future conduct respecting 
them, though the powers which I possess are ample and sulUcicnt for every 
purpose which may occur; yet as they w'ere granted in a very dill'ercnt state of 
alfairs, it is bocoine absolutely necessary tliat I should avail myself of a fr(‘c 
and full communication with you upon every probable contingency whicb may 
proceed from the ellects of the late change befoni I can venture again, if it 
shall be at all necessary, to inbu’fero with my own authority in any of the 
alTaii’s of this quarter. I have made smjh a provision for this event, that I shall 
at any time have it in my power to arrive at Lucknow within at least throe 
weeks from my departure from the Presidency, and there is little cause to 
apjirehcnd any material change of affairs in the short interval which must neces- 
sarily preecido my arrival there.

Sir, — I was this day honored with your commands of the 10th instant, 
informing me of the military station you have established at .Tuaupoor, with 
the liberty you grant the Nabob Vi/ier of claiming their aid lo quell any 
disturbances iu the adjacent parts of his provinces. 1 have accordingly com- 
municated it to Ills Excellency who with great justice was highly jdc'ased with 
the disposition, as in truth the districts bordering upon zt'miudary of Itenares 
liavc for a long period of time been of all others the most turhulent and dis- 
affected, and nothing less than the arrangement you have now formed eonld 
effectually secure the peace and tranquillity iu that neighbourhood so essential 
to tlic prosperity of the Nabob’s government and revenues. 

With respect to tluj business here, I have the honour to inform you that 
yesterday finding that the temporising and indecisive conduot of the Nabob 
seemed to promise an issm? very different from that expected in your commands ! 
of the twenty-sixth of 13eecmlnw last, and that the, only use the two lc‘ading : 
eunuchs under the Rhou Eegum made of the dchiy was to assemble and j 
call in armed men from all quarters, Avhich when united with the largo force 
already in the town under their direction would in all probability have brought 
the matter to a much more severe and arduous tt'st than it at present could 
admit of, I found myself necessitated to take the most immediate and decisive 
interference which the force with me was capable of, and accordingly having 
the Nabob’s written requisition, marched the 23rd Regiment under the com- 
mand of Major Naylor, with a debachment of His Excellency’s own troops, 
against the killa, and had the happiness to succeed in putting the Nabob’s 
party in possession of it without any effusion of blood, the armed men n'tiring 
from it on the approach of our troops and drawing up with their gnus in a 
large broad street before the house of the old Begum, to which the Bhou 
Begum and her two principal eunuchs had retired the preceding evening. 
This effected, the Nabob issued his peremptory orders for the immediate depar-

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; lure of all nrmod mon, excepting his own troops beyond the precincts of the 
-town, tlireateniiig them with an instant attack if they diso])eyed ; this order after 
many evasions it was promised to be complied with, and the two eunuchs Bahar 
. and Jo war Ally Cawn at the same time coming in, and delivering themselves 
into the Nabob’s custody, the armed men, amounting to between tli^ree and four 
thousand, evacuated the town and dispersed. I have since learnt that had the 
Nabob’s troops alone attcm])ted the seizure of the killa, a very desperate resis* 
tanco was resolved upon, which appeared very probable from the state in which 
the armed men were found, being the preceding evening furnished with a largo 
store of ammunition and now drawn up in regular order with loaded pieces and 

their matches lighted, but they wT,re prudent enough to think themselves uur 

equal to the united elforts of His Excellency’s troops, supported by an English 
regiment, and by this conviction much mischief has hapjhly been prevented. 

Tomorrow I hope to be able to inform you of the eJTcct of the present 
advantageous situation, and in the mean time have the honour to remain, with 
the greatest rcs^ject, &c.

My Lord and Gentlemen, — I am honored with your letter of tlio 6th 
instant, and am obliged by the sentiments therein contained respecting your 
fears and feelings on account of my health, and that it might suffer still more 
by proceeding on the service I had undertaken, the impaired state I liave been 
in for some tiiue, followed by the violent attack I was seized with on the 5th, the 
morning I meant to have marched from Tripasore, totally unhinged me; however, 
being better the ensuing day, and regarding the service I had undertaken as of 
the first consequence to the State, resolved not to lose a minute but proceed at 
all hazard to myself. Our route from thence is not marked with any occur- 
rences of consequence till UMi, when, on my arrival at the Pone River, the 
enemy appeared in great force on the opposite side. But in passing the river they 
immediately struck their camp and marched off to beyond Lallapit: the emin- 
ences and posts they quilted were taken possession of. I took up my ground near 
where they had decamped from. 1 proceeded on my march at daybreak yestcr- 
day for Vellore. When we had gone on about ^ miles the enemy appeared ad- 
vancing therefrom towards Lallapit, one lit>e pointing for our rear and another 
on our left flank. The attacking our baggage and convoy lor Vellore was 
apparently their grand object, and the guarding this, not to be repaired, if 
lost, required the utmost circumspection. They made their attack supported 
by a number of heavy guns cannonading at a great distance: just at this 
time, the first line had crossed a deep morass, which impedc'd, both our train, 
rice carts and bullocks, &c., very much. The different brigades wcm-o imme- 
diately ordered to be posted so as to keep the enemy in cheek on all sides, while 
our convoy passed the bad ground. The whole got over safe and was secured 
at the head of our lino. The enemy’s guns kept up a distant hut incessant 
cannonade for about four hours, when finding they could make no material im- 
pression, and that they had not the least chance of distressing our convoy, drew 
of their artillery and troops about 3 o’clock in tlie afternoon, when I called in 
the different posts it had been necessary to occupy, and proceeded on my march 
to ground about 4 miles distance from Vellore. I moved the army this mom- 
in g close to the Pettali. The provision, stores, &c., to be deposited in the garri- 
son will bo lodged there this afternoon, and as the object of our march is now 
happily completed, I shall set off on my return to-morrow morning. The 
spirit of the troops in this service does them the greatest honor. This is the 
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day, the Cornmandinfj Oniecr of Vellore acquainted both Government and me, 
that it was ahsolulcly neeessai’y to he relieved, that he could not hold out one 
hour longer. I have the pleasure of recollecting that every store there was 
' carriage for at Madras has hecn safely conveyed them, and I am to lament that 
the state of carriage for provision is so inadequate to the exigency of service, 
that all olTcnsivc operations of consoquoiuie arc in a manner obliged to be laid 
aside for want of it. The army are equal to every necessary undertaking that 
can be required from them, provided Government can find the requisite and 
indispcTisahlo resources of money, ])rovisions and carriage. The return of 
casualties of yesterday are enclosed. Wo expended but little ammunition ; 
what is wanting to complete tbo tumbrils, will be taken this afternoon from 
Vellore. My state of health is very indilferent, and being yesterday the whole 
day obliged to expose myself on horseback to an intense sun, is at this present 
time severely felt by mo. 

A European soldi(*r, who yesterday made bis escape from the enemy into 
Vellore, re})()rts that Ilydorali has taken Chundergeery by assault and put the 
whole garrison to the sword ; that great preparations were making in his camp 
for the arrival of a body of 8,000 Europeans ; that ho lately received a reinforce- 
ment of about 15,000 hor.ses and many Eolygars; that the horse were said in his 
camp to he Afaharattas ; that then; was a Frenchman of consequence arrived in 
his camp within these ton days, whom Jfyder’s people styhid, an Ambassador; 
and the language was there that this person had been high in the service at 
Pondicherry.

Air Lord and Gentiuomkn, — I marched at sunrise this morning from 
Vellore, and have now the honor to acquaint you that I was attacked about 11 
o’clock by the whole of llyder Ally’s force while the troops were crossing the 
deep morass nienlioncd in my last; their attack was supported by a number of 
heavy guns cannonading at a great distance, hut the instant we got clear of 
the sw^aiup we advanced upon them with as much expedition as the nature of 
the service would permit, on wliicli tlmy retreated and recrossed the l^otio River 
with the utmost j)reeipitaf ion. I pursued him for about 3 miles, when night 
coming on I was under tin; necessity of stopping, and am hut this moment 
reached my present ground, where I intend encamping for the night. 

By a deserter I am informed, that, Uf)on my advancing, llyder gave orders 
for his troops to fall hack to Tiracry. A detail of the oeourrcncts of this day, 
1 shrill preseqt you with, the first leisure moment.

Air Lord and Gen'ilkmen, — T have had the honor of acquainting you 
with the (liiTerent movements of the army up to the 13th instant: permit mo 
now to particularize the oecuirences of conseqiiouee of that day. 

I marched on the 13th in the morning, from the ground we were on near 
Vellore, by the route mentioned to be intended, in my letters of the 12th. For the 
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first 7 miles there was no appearance of any enemy, but by the time the leading 
{;orps of the lino had crossed tho marshy ground wh(*re Ilyder had on the lOlU 
instant tried to impede our progress to Vellore, he appeared in all his force advanc-, 
iog from tow’ards Arcot and from the Lallapit Uill, trying by a quick movement 
as his heavy and numerous train of artillery would ])erinit to get near enough 
our rear corps, to cannmiade them advantageously before they were clear of tlie 
bad ground, and also to annoy our last line while they were posted to cover 
the rear. His 24 and 18-poundcr commanding a mucli more considerable dis- 
tance than our light (>*s and 12’s gives him an opportunity of attempting these 
distant eannonadt'S with an idea of some success, and Hydcr always takes care 
to he certain that there is impeding or impossible ground between his army 
and ours: thus he is always sure of its being optional with him to draw olT 
his guns in safety before our army can act oifensively to advantage. Our 
troops sustained a heavy cannonade for tliree hour's, happily with little loss. 
The instant the rear and baggage had crossed the morass, 1 posted my baggage 
:ind stores close to an adjoining hill, leaving for their jn’otcction a strong 
( 5 orps with fourteen 6 and 3-poundors, and pushed on the army over higli 
ground by the nearest possible route for the emmiy’s main body and guns. 

I moved off fi’onr the left lines, in column first, and, as the ground opened sufii- 
ciently for forming, marched on in line of battle. This Avas about 4 in the 
afternoon. As soon as our army was near enough to do execution, we opened an 
advancing fire of artillery from all parls, and had the mortilieation to see the 
enemy prt'eipitately draw olT. I term it si mortification, for if Ilyder would have 
stood and risked the ehanec of war for one hour, his army Avould, in all j)ro- 
bahility, liave been desti-oyed, such is the ardor and power of tho handful of 
veterans I have the honor of commanding, but tnudy disti'csslng our situation 
for tho Avant of proper magazines, means of field suhsistcnco and carriage 
for it. His corps of cavalry are so numerous, tliat in our sIoav infantry 
suits 1 am obliged to give cAUuy attention to advancing collectively in force, 
that I may not risk insult to divided corps either on my flanks or iji my 
rear. IVc pursued his army till dark, drove them over the branch of the 
Pone River (nor did they halt till they liad nearly gained the plains of Tim- 
mcry). I sloAvIy retunied to the ground the etiemy had hecui obliged to decamp 
from on the 91h, and Avhieh was Avithin a mih^ of where I had posted my bag- 
gage. The line did not reach that ground till midnight. I this day have repass- 
ed tho Pone River without seeing tho enemy in any foree, and sliall to-morrow 
morning pi'oeeed towards Tri])asore. 

I request you A\ill h(! plca.sed to scud the earliest information of the relief 
of Vellore to the Suj)remo Council Avith an account of lionour our amis have 
acquired in the course of this important s<‘rviee, also that Mr. Holland may be 
instructed to inform the Nizam of it, trying to im])resshim in strong aud joined 
terms with the necessity there is for his taking a decided friendly line. Cavalry 
and other assistance from him, if it can be obtained, are objects which it is 
only necessary barely to mention ; your Government must see the great utility 
they Avould he of to our cause. A Portuguese Cai)tain and some others came 
off to ns ill the action of yesterda,v. The Portuguese reports that thclangjiage 
ill llyder’s eanip is that a largo body of Freneli and Hutch troo[)s are expected 
on this coast; this information is not new, but it is added they will possibly 
land in the Sircars, though there may he no foundalion for .siij)j)o.sing they would 
make a push for that qu.artcr ; yet at the same time it is necessary to guard 
against such a contingency in case it sliouhl he attempted. One of tho great 
claims of counteracting them in the Sircars would he by Government exerting 
every possible means founded on the basis oi friimdly faith and j^romised Ixituro 
attention to the Nizam’s real interests to induce him, to take the fudd, aud 
secure him as an aelive ally.

My Loud and Gentlemijn, — I have the honor to inform you that I 
arrived here this morning, having left the army last night at Tripasore. 

I am sorry 1 should he obliged, ufion return from so severe a service as 
the late march for the relief of Vellore has proved, having in the course of iten- 
gaged and defeated the enemy, to represent to you the very heavy disappoint- 
ment I experienced on my arrival at Tripnsore, on linding, that during the 
absence of the army, not more than 750 bags of rice had hi'cn sent to that 
place for its subsistence, a quantity little more than equal to one day’s con- 
sumption for the fighting men and followers, and by the report made to me 
by the grain-keeper there, wliat remained of the former stock (reserving noth- 
ing for the garrison) was not more than equal to two days’ snhsisteneo for the 
fighting men and followers of which last denomination numbers have lately 
died by Avant. 

However much T am impressed with a sense of the zeal you must naturally 
possess for forwarding Ihi* serviia; at so very interesting and important a con- 
juncture of our alTairsand wlicreof the army is now the only prop, yet it occurs 
to mo to observe that the 1,700 hulhx'ks which in one of your late letters you 
advise me had arrived here tlic day after my departure, being tlic 3rd of this 
mouth, do not appe^ar to have been at all cmiiloyod on this very necessary 
occasion. Permit me to recommend their being all loaded with rice and sent 
to the army Avith the utmost despatidi, as, at this ])resent moment, I do not 
believe there is more than tAVo days’ rice in camp for the lighting men and none 
for the followers. 

It was my wish until you could haA'c equip]ied the army in such manner 
as to have enabled it to aei. with elVeet, by discharging tlu? lu’avy arrears noAV 
due and supplying a sutficieney of carriage for provisions, stores, &c., to have 
continued it at or near Tripasore, Avhere it eoiihl not fail of cheeking the enemy 
from pursuing any operations (dther to the northward or southward; hut ujion 
finding the stock of rice in that garrison Avas so very small, I of necessity left 
orders for it to come to Vellore this morning, being about half-Avay hetAAixtPon- 
damalle and Tripasore. Lvery step that it falls hack, from the enemy’s situa- 
tion, is not only a certain loss of credit, hut of advantage. These arc conse- 
quences Avhich, arising as they evidently do from the Avant of siqiplies, lean in 
no resjiccthold myself responsible for, and as from lh(‘ exjierienei' I huAC already 
had, loan have no depeudimee on the armies being found in such a manner as 
to enable me to conduct it to such op<*ralions asAAould jirodiicc the most 
permanant advantages, and do that justice, Avhich rny zeal for the interests of 
the Company and honor of the Jiritish arin.s, prompts me to, I must resign 
the task and leave it to the ex(*eutioii of some one Avliose health and abilities 
may be hotter calculated to surmount those diffieultie.s, which I can no longer, 
in a due regard to the cause of the public and my honor and reputation as a 
soldier, pretend to contend against.

My Loud, — It is Avith particular phasuro I congratulate Your Lordship 
to the accession of the chair of Port St. George, and I .sineendy Itope those 
distinguished abilities which have hitherto marked your conduct in public life 
will extricate our cmployi rs from the dangers that have threatened our settle- 
ment on the Coromandel Coast. 
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The invasion of the Carnatic by Hyder I fear has prevented a total 
concjucst of Dutch Indiut Their settlouieuts, My Lord* M'ould have been 
as easily wrested from them as the I*oi'tutjuese were formerly by this , 
nation. Their forts to tho eastward generally consist of a square with four 
bastions, without any modern works. Tlieir garrisons chiefly of a motley 
tribe, witliout discipline, witliout clothing, and very little pay. Their officers 
without practice, generally the scum of' the pcoi)le, exceedingly ignorant, and 
dead to ^every feeling excepting to that of smoking and soplii drinking, and 
80 great is the econoniy of their Government that scarce a garrison has a corps 
of more than five or six officers — many two. I confine this account to tho 
eastern settlements. Two ships of the line with 2 frigates and 500 Jand forces 
\vould have commanded terms to any garrison, excepting Datavia. Their gov- 
ernment is everywhere abhorred by tho country people, and I am persuaded 
the appearance of ships alone, at some settlements, would occasion a revolt. 
My Lord, adefnehment of such a squadron during tho heiglit of the monsoon 
would answer two purposes, not only distressing the enemy, but recruiting your 
own strength, for, as Dutch soldiers consist generally of Germans, they would all 
enlist under your colours, and 1 am persuaded if Sir Edward Hughes Avould 
send this small squadron to Batavia roads, he would soon man his"fli!et. The 
five China ships when they passed the Straits of Sunda threw a strong panic 
into tho Batavia Government. They vainly attempted to supply the” detici- 
cneies of the crew, reduced by a most unhoalthful climate, by Malays and 
Chinese, aud 1 am assured they could not muster (300 healthy soldiers in all 
Batavia, however considerable their returns may he. If the China ships who 
captured Padang had been of less value and not loaded, avo might liave risked 
sending them into tho Straits to have cruized for two spice ships, which 
generally arrive at Batavia the latter end of August. They have sent only one 
ship to Japan this season, and I believe not one to China. No lle^t was a])pointed 
for Europe in August, nor had the two Dutch mon-of-AAaar arrived which Com- 
raodore Johnstone advises to have sailed from Madura. I hope he has taken 
them at the Capo. 'J'hc capture of Padang must bo a great loss to the Dutch, 
although their balances amount to £60,()0(i only. Tho d(!tentiou of the China 
ships was not esteemed any ways prejudicial by the Captains, as they have now 
a more favourable season to go home. 

The Dutch settlements on this coast are truly important to us if we can 
obtain an absolute ••ession of them. They produced in former times about 

12.000 ounces of gold annually and such plenty of black cattle and poultry as 
to be capable of supplying a large fleet. If an expedition was going against 
Batavia, this place, however despicable it has appeared in the map of India, 
would furnish 1,000 head of cattle iu two or three days. 

I hope, my Lord, on receiving advice from Calcutta of their inability of 
sending a ship from thence to fill at this port with pepper, you will be able to 
send one of the Cliina ships who have lost their passage, as Ave sliall have near 

1.000 tons of pepper in Eebruary next after eompleting tho loading of tho 
Jjord 2forlh, which Avill sail in a fcAV days for Cliina. I am certain, by tho 
accounts received from the five ships, all Ave can send Avill bo truly acoeplabJe, 
as possibly the Calcutta Treasury Avill bo too much drained to admit of a great 
aid from thence, and 1,000 Ions of pepjAcr aauU be a severe loss if this settlement 
should he captured. This is an event that may happen if a largo Eronch force 
comes here, but I flatter myself all tho poAver of the Dutch Avill not bo able to 
effect such a conquest. On the 13th July aa'o dispatched the sloop Euphrates to 
Madras ; as she is not returned, avc fear she has been captured. 

My public character will apologize for my addressing you ; communications 
of sentiments in those who hold employ are sometimes of benefit to their 
general employers. It is AA'ith that view I intrude on your time ; but on the 
other hand, I shall be truly happy if there is anytliing in this pdrt of the Avorkl 
that you Avould wish to have that I could execute. 

Wishing you all manner of success in your government, I remain u ith 
respect.

There were found in the forts a considerable quantity of military stores, 
and 150,000 dollars in specie, and two Indiamcn ready laden for Europe were 
taken in the harbour. 

The Seahorse spoke with Captain Alms, who had with him the Hero, Isis, 
and Monmmith, and General Meadows with one of the transports. 

Sir Edward Hughes arrived with the fleet this afternoon, and wc may 
expect Captain Alms every hour.

The above letter having hecij received on the 26th instant, the following general order 
was immediately published to the army and eii'cilated to the different subordinates with the 
letter entered after it : — 

General Order. 

No. 3. 

The Ilon’ble the Governor-General and Council have received public 
advices from the Presidency of Bombay of the safe arrival of Commander 
Alms with the naval armament under his command from Europe, and a large 
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body of land forces commanded by General Meadows on the Cth ultimo, and 
have further received intelligence from the same authority of a signal ,and 
complete victory gained by our arms at Tellicherry under the cojiduct of Major 
Abington, the Commanding Officer of that garrison, against the army of Ilyder 
Ally, which had invested the place for two years ; that about four hundred of the 
enemy were killed in this engagement and Sirdar Cawn, the General who com- 
manded on part of Ilyder Ally, together with all his family, several principal 
officers and one thousand five Wndred men made prisoners, and the post of Eort 
St. George and Maho, whiqji were in the enemy’s possession, captured, besides 
booty to a . considerable amount ; and the Board have also received public and 
ultimate news from the Government of Bort St. George tliat Tidncomaly and 
the Fort of Alcnburg, belonging to the Butch on tlie Island of Ceylon, were taken 
by storm on the 6th ultimo by the licet under command of Admiral Sir 
Edward Hughes, together with a very largo property in military stores and 
goods, also 150,000 dollars in specie and two Indiamen, ready laden for Europe.

Resolved that a letter as follows be written to the King of Boney, the Sultan of Mendano, 
and to the Chief of the Moluccas 

To 

The King of Boney. 

Long has the renown of the King of Bhony, as well as the name and 
character of the Btiggcsses, inhabitants of the extensive island of Celebes, which 
is subject to your authority, been known in these parts ; but from certain com- 
mercial agreements subsisting between my Sovereign, the King of Groat Britain, 
and the Butch which preduded us from any kind of intercourse with that 
country, I have been prevented hitherto from paying my respects to yon. As 
the Butch have now taken up arms against us, and the faith of all fornier 
agreements with that nation has been cancelled, by the conduct which they 
have pursued, I gladly take this occasion to establish a correspondence with you, 
which I hope may in the end prove mutually agreeable and beneficial to us 
both. 

This letter will be delivei’cd to you by Captain Thomas Forrest, a person 
well acquainted with the countries subordinate to you, and for this reason he 
has received credentials from this Government to offer our friendship and good 
wishes to yourself and the other Chiefs with whom you are in amity, and to in- 
timate to you the successes which, thro’ the will of divine Providence, we have had 
the good fortune to meet with against our enemies, the French, and Butch, both, 
in this country and in Europe. In Hindustan the French have been deprived 
of all the forts and possessions which they ever held there, and we have con- 
quered from the Butch their principal settlement of N(5gapatam, together with 
Sadraas, Pullicat and all the factories they possessed upon the Coast of Coroman- 
del and in Bengal. A considerable force was likewise detached against their 
garrisons on the Island of Ceylon, which is returned to Madras, dfter the capture 
of the harbour and forts at Ikancomaly. The Butch have likewise lost some of 
their valuable possessions in the West Indies. 

If I have been rightly informed, you have great cause to complain against 
the treacherous proceedings of the Butch. I flatter myself, therefore, that you 
will readily join with us in distressing this faithless people, by driving them

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entirely out of your dominions, while wo attack them in other quarters. ‘What- 
ever places may he taken from them on the Island of Celebes, together with 
any proj)erty Avhieh they may possess there, will of course belong to you : we 
desii-e not to succeed to their garrisons, nor to make any fixed establishments, 
hut merely to cultivate your good opinion, and to open a free and beneficial 
trade between your subj<;cts and the English nation, which shall he liable only 
to such regulations and orders as you may think fit to agree to. 1 have 
written to the same clVeirt, by Captain Thomas Eorrest, to the Molucca Chiefs 
and to the Sultan of Mindano, with all whom, I understand, you are in friend- 
ship. Ho will explain fully to you and to them the’ extent of the wishes and 
intentions of this Covernment. I therefore refer you to him for further particu- 
lars, and have only to remark if you shall resolve to commence hostilities 
against the Dutch, that no time is to be lost, for while such accumulated distress 
falls u])on them they will have less the means of resistance in their power than 
if they arc allowed to recover from their present misfortunes.

Fort William. 

Honorable Sir and Sirs, — The French fleet sailed from Fulicat yester- 
day morning, and was dcsiadod from bonce, about 2 o’clock, steering directly 
towards this port. It consists of twenty-eight sail, of which twelve large ships, 
the rest frigates and transports. A little afti*r sunset they came to an anchor 
at the distance of 3 or 4 leagues. At daybreak this morning they again 
got under sail and stood for these roads. Between 12 and 1 o’clock the lead- 
ing ships anchored to give time to the rear division to come up. About half- 
past two they weighed, and the wliole stood under an easy sail to the south- 
east, and in that direction past our fleet (at anchor) at the distance of 2 or 
3 miles. About half-past four, when tlie whole of tho French fleet were 
clearly to leeward. Sir Edward Uuglios made the signal for weighing anchor, 
and before 0 our fleet got under sail, and stood in lino of battle towards the 
enemy, wlio were then about 2 leagues distant. 

There seems little doubt that an engagement will take place to-morrow, 
and allhougli the enemy arc superior in numbers, wo Lave the firmest hope 
that the issue will be favourable to the British arms.

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TSosolved that the following letter be written to the President and Select Committee of 
Fort St. George - 

To 

The Select Committee at Fort St. George. 

IVIy Loud anb Gicntleiijcx, — liavn alrondy acquainted yon that we 
had received your several letters up to the 12(h Fehruaiy, accoin])anicd hy your 
proceedings, Avhieh wo should take an early o))porl iinily of junaising with att(‘n- 
tion. We have now the i)Ieasurc to acknowledge your further letters of the 15th 
and 18th of the same month. 

From all these we {)creeivc the great diflieulties you have had to .struggle 
with in su])porting the army in its op<u-ation.s in llu' Carnatic, and Ave ohsciwe 
with cone(u-ii that notwithstanding your great c.vertions aided hy the unwearied 
zeal, and une.vani[)l('d pei'scveranct' of General Sir Eyre Coote, and the estab- 
lished sup(‘riority of the forces under his command that scarce any, if any, .sub- 
stantial advantage has been obtained ovi*r the enemy, Avhose ]to\ier may eon- 
tinno to rcqiriivj the same vigorous ellorls to resist it wIilmi the means shall he 
less within your reach. A\'e tln'rofore di-ead the continuance of the Avar in its 
consequences upon the strength and resources of tlu'sc; ])rovinces, Avhieh must be 
considered as tlu; ess('ntial part of the British dominions, interest and property 
in India. The dominion of I3(mgal from its Avcallh, internal strength, and local 
advantages miglii h(^ e.apahle of defema* against all the poAvers of the Avorld, 
eomhined to attack it, if those advatitages were conlined to its own security, hut 
ill tin; past and actual apidicatiou of your aa'c fc'cl tin in gradually decliu- 
ing from the incessant drain Avhich is nnavoid.-ihly made upon them for the 
defonee of tin; (’onipany’s r<‘mote and h'ss valiiahio posse ssions, and avc have 
been impiTceptihly led into the ])ro.seention of a systein so ruinous in its 
consceiut'nees, that if it .should he extcMuh'd Ix'vond a et'ilaiii length, it Avill 
exlianst the A'ital powers of this country, and exjiose it a certain prey to the 
first invader. 

This obliges us to regard the war in the Carnatic as our oavti, aud more 
interestingly though not so imnn'diately, our eoneeru than yours, because the 
llnal loss of all the British posse.ssions imdor your (iiovernmeut would utVeet us 
only as a prelude to the loss of Jteiigal. You \> ill therefore allow us to enter 
more minutedy into such jiarts of your transactions as ])ro[)erly from the detail, 
and to Avhieli we should never have, thought of extending observations in a 
situation less urgent or eritii-al than that Avhieli at pres('nt calls for our inter- 
position, and we are further and indei'd principally impelled to it hy the letters 
Avhieh Ave have lately received from (jlenornl Sir hyro (.’ooti;. AV'e shall olfer 
our advice Avith all the tenderness and didicacy Avhieh become us upon a subject 
of which AA"o profess to have iio adequate materials to found a eertaiu judg- 
ment, vet for the sake of expressing our sentiments the more fully, avc Avill 
suppose every care Avhiirh this correspondeneo alludes to, to exist in its extreme, 
as the grounds of our conclusions upon them. 

In all the advices transmitted to us of the operations on the Coast of Coro- 
mandel since the commencement of the Avar in the Carnatic, one capital defect 
has been invariably stated us the cau.se Avhieh has prevented our army from 
taking the tield for any series of .services, and prcAented it from pursuing 
the greatest advantages which it has obtained over the enemy Avitli effect, 
namely, the want of draft and carriage cattle. 

Wc read in your proceedings many expedients which yon have adopted and 
great pains taken to overcome this ditUeulty. Your measures, hoAvever, have not 
only failed of success, hut iiiijx'ar to us to have heeu such as must ever prove 
abortive from too strict au atteution to a priiiciiilo Avhhdi in justice avo are 
compelled to apjiiove, aud oven to applaud, Avhilst we recommend a plan totally 
suhversivo of it. 

Wo think avo see grounds sufTieient for conviction that it will bo utterly 
impossible to provide the number of cuttle Avhich will he required for I he use of 
the army on elfective service hy the ordinary and ri'gular means of optional 
sale and purchase, or even hy attempting an equal assessment. To take them 
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by violence TVonld occasion a "oneral outcry amon" the people, and if not a real 
obstruction to tlui collection of tlu* revenue, it mii^lit prove a valid plea for 
witliholdinfj it ; but Ibis is not a time to apply ordinary means, or to j)ay too 
strict an attention to all the rights of a peaceable aud trantjuil Government. 
The attention before you at this jmrtictilar crisis is, or seems to be, whether a 
few individuals siiall Avithhold for a short time, and at their own option, the 
means by which tlw^ country may be redeemed from the liorrors and elfects of 
a protracted war till the whole he past redemption, or Avhether these means 
sliall be forcibly taken by Government and applied to the preservation of the 
whole. We liesitate not to declare on this point, that if you cannot obtain 
such means without violence*, vioh'iiec must and ought to he used in that degree 
which shall he necessary to sc'cure them. It is always in the power of Govern- 
ment to make the people, who may sulTer by it, a diu; (!ompensation for what is 
tak(m from them, and the suspension or remission of revenue, seatity as it is, can 
yn-ove no object likely to ho with every attention giveuto it of competition with 
such an important eonsidcration, 

I'he second point on whi(di W(’. mean to treat in this letter is* the ywwor of 
directing the operations of the army and tlie exercise of that power. General 
•Sir liyro Coote has complained to ns in strong t('rms of an interference on tlie 
part of your Government in his g(‘n<*ral command, and of the embarrassments 
arising from it in his measures, and he has (le(!lared that unless those arc t lTec- 
tually removed and all the military operations in the Carnatic left to his solo and 
exclusive conduct aiul control, so that they he consistently and uniformly 
directed to the same common ohj(*cts, it will he imjwssihle for him to exercise 
any longer his command, or to afford his services Avith .any hopes of credit or 
suce<^ss, hut that luj nnist, in justice to the yjuhlic aud his own honor, rcliu<j[uish 
the task as impracticable. 

We do not ytrefend to cncpiiro into tbc grounds of this comydaint, indeed 
we are hotter pleas(‘d, that we are d('stit ute of the (;vid(*neo requisite to form a 
judgment, Avlndher it is Avell or ill foiuidc'd, than solicitous to obtain it. We 
see but one single instiinee in which the great iinj)ortance of its objcjrt and its 
complete success will justify the greatest irregularity, admitting that any was 
committal in the mode in Avhich it was executed, we allude to the siege aud 
capture of fvegaytatani. 

Whether there are any other causes for Sir Eyre Coote’s dissatisfaction 
besides the above avo know not, hut we shall oifor our opinion upon the general 
qm'stion, and bog you will n'c(*ive it in good y>art. W'‘e think that so mueli is 
duo to the unexampled zeal and excu-lions of the {)resent Commander-in-Chief, 
and to the confidence, Avbich we are assur<’d, the army reposes in his command, 
and so much de[)ends in all operations of war on unirormity of syslern anil 
autliority, that avo do most earnestly recommend to yon that Sir Eyre Coote’s 
wishes in tliis yioint may he gratifu'd to their fullest yiossiblo extent, and that 
you will allow him an entire and un participated command ov'er all the forces 
acting under your authority in the Carnatic. We do not mean to include your 
own immediate garrison exce|)ting in that single case Avhich we will* not 
suppose, and Avhicli, if it should happen is already provided for, by the special 
orders of the Court of Directors. 

Wo are sensible at the same time that every Government must of coui’se 
possess an ultimate and overruling authorily, and th.at the right of exercising 
such authority which is inherent in it must also bo invariable and peryietuaJ, not- 
withstanding any restrictions Avhiidi it may impose uyion itself for yjarticular 
purposes, and cases may y)Ossil)ly liappcn in which the instant interposition of 
that authority may he absolutely necessary for tliii safety of the state without 
either a participation or eommunicatiuii Avith the pei’son entrusted with 
the general military command. When fuch casfs do occur, they will of course 
take olfoct from their own Aveiglit and urgency, and it will depend on your 
judgment alone to deto’-mine whether tlu‘y be sucJi as demand your sole and 
separate inter] )ositi(m. We mean not to prescribe the application of the rule in 
such cases, and we hope tlnu'e will bo no r>eeasion for it, hut in all others we 
wish that the wiiole conduct of the war may be left entirely to the manage- 
rneni and direction of. the Coinmaudcr-in-Chicf, at least to tlie officer who now 
hold.s that station, and Avhorn we consider as entitled to such a mark of confi- 
deuce in the most distinguished manner. 
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Yon will jndf»e how sincerely we wish you to adopt this principle from its 
conformity to our own example far cxeeedinj' the limited scene of your oper- 
ations, for the General had no sooner taken his depart ur(( from hence to assume , 
the immediate conduct of the operations in the Carnatic, than we issued orders 
to all our troops employed on foreign service to pay inipli<!it obedience to such 
injunctions as they might receive from him without writing for our sanction or 
confirmation. 

In some points however we think the principle wc have recommended 
should bo carried beyond our example, such, for instance, as in the conciliation 
of the dependant Chiefs of the Carnatic, tlie acce[)tance of terms otTered by 
those of tlio enemy, and in general such other acts as do not fall within the 
express line of military command, hut which may contribute to tlui success of 
its operations either by adding strength to our arms or weak(Miing those which 
may he opposed to them. Who is charged with the conduct of the war, es|iecially 
if he has bhcvvii himself deserving of that eoniidonce iu an eminent degi’ee, 
ou"ht, w'e conceive, to be trusted w'ith .an im 2 )licit discretion. 

Wo hope wc have snfli(a'<‘ntly guarded the advice wliieli wc have taken 
upon ourselves to give you in this loltca* upon the tAvo ])oints that o(!currod to us 
as requiring it, to obviate any inference that our inh’rleronce is grounded on an 
opinion unfavor.ahh^ to your past conduct. We have declared a dilVerent 
opinion of it in its relation to the first point, and on the latter wc profess a 
total ignorance of any cause wliicli could have (‘xcift'd the Cleneral’s disph'.asure 
excepting one, and tliat we mention asrctlccting in its conse(|uences a credit on 
your administration, and wo believe it has proved equally ])lcasing to him. As 
co-partners in a common cause, we nu-au only to eontrihuti? onr councils to the 
aid of yours. Were we to adopt the ostensible and artificial langn.nge that 
prudence which dictates to the minds of men tin*, solo preservation of 
their own personal characters by acting under the eiivcr of pro8cril)(>d forms 
without regard to public consi’quimees, w'e might avail ourselves of the powers 
with which the Court of I)irt'etoi-s have latidy invested us over th(^ otlier Pre- 
sidencies to take the h'ad in all their military and political operations, and of 
jicrcmptory orders given by them to tlie otlu'r Presideneii's to pay an implicit 
obedience to our injunctions; but the exercise of such a privih'ge might jn-ove 
as ungrateful to you as it would he painful to ourselves, and wo knoAV it to he 
unnecessary : wc do not command ; we only recommend; and this (h'gree of in- 
terference, is assumed Ity us more with a vie-w to h'sseii the Aveigdit of your re- 
sponsibility by taking on ourselves a considi'rahle portion of it in so liazardous 
a service, and under eiieunist.am'os napiiring ‘[•erhaps some deviation from the 
rules of ordinary praeticc or gemwal opinion, than for the jnirpos(i of intliiencing 
your measures tu‘ ol opposing the judgment in which you had formed them. 

We have read with attention your ])roeee(]ings, and though it would he 
supertluous for us to descend to })arricii]ar remarks iipf)n them, we cannot avoid : 
taking this opportunity of expressing onr entire saiisl'action with (he agree-, 
mentwdiieli has been made by your Pri'.sident M ith 1 he Nabob Walla J.ah for* 
obtaining the ccs'iion of tlu^ revenues of tlie Carnatic into the hands of yourJ 
a"-ents for the support of tlui w.ar ; and wo applaud the address and ability with 
wl«ich so considerable a point must h.ave been gained from him. At the same ■ 
time wo think it a justice duo to (he Nabob to declare it as our o{)iniou that in 
this act he has afforded the strongest proof of tin; si/icerily and warmth of his 
attachment to the interests of the Company, and that ho merits every acknow- 
ledgment and return which it may be iu their power to make for it cither to 
him or his family. 

As the intentions of Nizam Ally C.aAvn yet remain doubtful and his con- 
duct rather suspicious, and at all events as the ap])earance of a detachment of 
forces on our southern frontier, ready to march on any service which they may 
be required to perform, will bo of use to your military o|>(n’ations in the 
Carnatic, we have, agrc('ably to your desire, ordered a detacdimont of four n'gi- 
ments of sepoys with a suitable j)roportion of artillery to be formed under the 
command of Major M illiam Popham. 

We have written to Mr. Holiond desiring he will lose no time in bringing 
the Nabob Nizam Ally to a definitiAc d(!claration of bis intentions Avitli respect 
to us, and if be shall agree to the defensive plan of alliance which has been 
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proposed as the basis of a treaty with him, and in consequence rcsolro to assist 
us nilh liis forces in the present contest apjainst Ilvder, wc have empowered 
, liim to make! a requisition to Major Pophani to join iiis army immediately with 
the de'tachment wliich we expect will be ready upon our frontiers before bis 
answer can arrive.

Intelliij'onco from Piirt.o Novo, tim 21st IVbniary 1782. 

One of our hirearralis from Porto Novo reports that he mot with the butler 
of Captain Howies in that place, who told him that on Monday last, the 18th in- 
stant, Colomd Brathwaito was entirely defeated by 're(!poo Sail) at 10 o’clock in 
the morning'; that the Colonel was wounded in his hack Avitli a sword, and 
that his sou lost one of his legs with a cannonball; one of the officers of Die 
cavalry killed and another wounded; all his men taken by the enemy ; a great 
number of sepoys killed and wounded, excepting eight companies, Avho were 
ordered by the Colonel to make their way good to Tramjuehar, with tents, 
baggage, })rovisions, and some money while ho was engaged with the enemy; 
anil that they arrived safe at that place. Teepoo Saih and IMonsieur Lally 
had marched* towards Nagapatam Avith Colonel Brathwaite prisom'r Avith them 
and some officers ; it is .said that the Pnmeh .ships are going to Negapatam to 
land their men then*. Tlie ahoA'o butler further told him that tivo battalions of 
sepoys and four guns arrived at ShaAveottah from Tanjore to reinforce Colonel 
BratliAvnito, hut’in the meantime, hearing that he was deleated, they returned 
to Tanjore. Colonel BratliAvaite Avonnded and prisoner, Captain Howies pri- 
soner, Mr. Campbell ])ri.sotier, Mr. Samson Avoiinded and prisoner. Mr. Kennet 
ditto, JMr. Cameron killed, three other ostensive officers arc wounded and 
prisoners.

success ol Ills Majesty s squadron under my com- 
mand against Trincomalee on the Island of Ceylon, and the same day received 
intelligence of the arrival of the French sijuadron on this coast to the 
northward. On tin; ].5th they came in siglit of this [dace, and stood in for the 
road apparently with an intention to attack the sliips there, but on their near 
approach, and tinding the squadron more numerous than tliey expected, they 
hauled away to the southward, wlum I immediately made tlie signal for the 
squadron to weigh and pursued them. T stood to the southward all that night 
under an easy sail, and at day-light next morning found tiny had separated, 
twelve sail of line of hattle-ships and a frigate hearing cast of me, distant 
about four leagues, .and sixteen sail of frigat(*s, transports, and other vessels 
hearing south-west, distant about thi’ce leagues and steering direct for l^ondi- 
eliery. I immediately made the signal for a general chase to the south-west, 
in order, if possihh*, to eome with and take their tr.ansports, and Avoll knowing 
the euomy’s line of battle ships would follow to protect them all in their power. 
In the course of the eh.ase our copper-bottomed ships eamo up with six sail of 
ships and vessels, five of \vhich wore English, captured by the enemy, wdtli 
grain cargoes, out of which 1 ordered the Prenelimen to he taken and the 
vessels directed to jiroceed to Negapatam Eoad, the sixth was the L' Aitrhion 
transport having on hoard 300 of their troops takim by the Isia. 

The moment tlie enemy’s line of battle ships discovered my intention to 
chase their transports, they put before the wind and made all the sail they could 
after me, and by three o’clock in the aftmmoon four of their host sailing lino of 
of battlc-shijis were got within two or three miles of their st(?rnmost ships, and 
the ships in eh.ase were very much spi'e.ad by the ships they wore chasing, steer- 
ing ditferent courses, some to the south-c.ast, others to the south, and several 
to the south-west. I therefore judged it necessary to make tlie sigu.al for the 
chasing ships to join me, which they all did about 7 o’clock in the evening, 
and [ continued standing to the south-east under an easy sail all that night, 
the enemy’s squadron in sight .and making many signals. 

At day-light iu the morning of the 17th the body of the enemy’s squadron 
home north by east of ours, distant about three h'.aguos, the morning very thick 
aud hazy with light winds and frequent squalls of short duration from the 
north-north-east, and the enemy crowding .all the sail they could towards 
our squadron. At fi in the morning I m.ade the sign.al to form jn line of battle 
ahead at two cables length distance. At 26 minutes past 8 our lino ahead 
being formed with great difficulty from the want of wind and frequent intervals 
of calms, I made the signal for the leading ship to make the same sail as the 
Admiral, and made sail formed in the line ahead with intention to try to 
weatlier the enemy that I might engage them closely. At 10 the enemy’s 
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squadron liavin" tlio advantage of the squalls from north-norili-east wliicli 
always K'atdiod IIumji first and in oonscqin'noo continued lon 5 ><'st with tlnun, 
ncan'd our s(|uadrun very fast, and 1 made tin; sii'-nal for our line to alter tlie 
four'C two poinls to starboard, tin; <‘nemy’s squadron then steering down on our 
* rear in an irregular double line ahrc'ast. At half an hour past noon I inadi' the 
signal for our squadron t.o form the line of hatth? abreast at two cables h'ugth 
(listaiiee in order to draw the nvir of our line up with the eenti’e, and pn’vent 
tln^ enemy from attacking it s(*parately. At .‘i in the afternoon tin; enemy still 
pushing on to our nair in a double line abreast, 1 made; the signal for the 
ships in our line to st-'cr and bear south-east and north-Avest of each 
other in order t*> di-aw our laau’ ships still closer to the centre, and at 
1-0 minutes after d, tinding it impossible to avoid the enemy’s attack under all 
t he disa<lvantages of lit tie or no wind, and that of being to leeward of them, 
I made; tin* signal for our sijuadrou to form the line of battle ahead at two cables 
length distance. At I the Mrr/rr, which was the sternmo.st ship on our rear 
when formeil in line of battle ahead on tin; starboard tack, not In-ing closed u]> 
to her se(u)ud ahead, three of tiu' enemy’s ships in their fir.st lin(‘ bore* down 
right upon her, whilst four more of tlieir second line headed by tin; Ueyo 
hauled along the outside of their lirst line towards our centre. At 5 ininutes 
past 4 the eiumiy's three shi[)s Ix-gun their tire on the Bxeter, which was 
returned by lu'raudher second ahead.

I India* these eir(;umstaneos the. enemy brought eight of their l)o.st shi])s to 
the attack of live of our, as the van of our lino <;onsisting of tin; Monmouth, 
Engle, Bueford, and Jl'iirersfer could not he brought into action without taking 
on till' eni'iuy, and although the signal for that purjiosc was at the mast-head 
ready for lioisting, tliere was neither wind sutlieii'ut to enable them to tnek nor 
for tlie live' ships thenciigagi'd with tho enemy har<l-])ressed and much di.sahled 
in thi'ir .sails and rigging to fidlow them without an almost certainty of si'para- 
tiiig our van from our rear. At (5 in the afternoon a squall of Avind from the 
south-east took our ships and paid them round h(*ad on to tbe enemy to the 
nortli eastward, whi'u I he engagem(;nt was renewed with great spirit and alacrity 
from our starboard guns, and at 2.o minutes jiast (J the enemy hauled on llicir 
wind to the nortli-east and ceased tiring. 

At. this time tin; Superh had lo.st her main yard shot into two pieces in the 
slings, had live fi'ct water in her iiold, and continued for some time to gain on 
all her pumps, until many of tin' largest shot-holes under water were plugged 
up, and ueilluT brace nor how-line left entire, and the, Aa e/e/-, ri'dueed almost to 
the state of a wreck, had made the signal of distress, the other three ships in 
our rear, tin; Monarc, n, /.s/.S', and Jlero had sutVered less, and indi't.'d the enemy’s 
tire a])peared jilaiiily to be directed priiieipally ag.ainst the Superh Awd Bxeter. 

In this situation 1 stood to the southward under litth; or no sail nil 
niglil, and in the morning at day-light found the Su/>ertj\s mainmast, foremast 
and howsjirit so miicli wounded as to render it exceedingly dangerous to carry 
sail on tlufm. The* B.reter'» masts were also much damaged, and the shot-holes 
in all the ships so far under wati'r as to render it imjiossihle to stop them hut 
by giving tin; 8hi[)S deej) heels in smooth water, all which, and the wind 
eimtimiing to blow from the nortliward, determined me to jnoeeod to 
Tri-Tenmale(‘, tlu've as the only proper place to ri'llt the disabled ships, but 
having had little winds and a norlhiTly current, I did not reach it till the 
2 till of last month, and having done with the uiniosi expedition what was 
alisiilutely lu'ia-ssary to ymt the sliijjs in a e imlition for service, 1 sailed from 
th:it plae<’ on the Itli of this ti.onth, having advanced to Captain Tbuiniveaux, 
the Commandant tlc’re. a farther sum of moiiey fur tho pay of tbe garrison, 
and (b'lieral Meadows h.aving left a detachment of th<;t)yth Kegiment, consisting 
of two ofllccrs and 50 men, for the l)ett<;r securing of that important place. 

On tlu; 12tli of tho month T returned with Ilis Majesty’s squadron to this 
j-oad, and am now using all possible diligence to complete the water provisions 
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and stores of the ships, of all which they were in great want, and will, I hope, 
1)0 effected in a few days more, when I shall proceed off tlio Island of Ceyloii 
to cruize for the protection of the transport with troops ordered round from the 
Malabar Coast, and of our expected reinforcements from England. 

The enemy’s squadron, of wliich I herewith enclose an authentic list, are 
now lying in Porto Novo Eoad, landing troops and taking in water; what they 
intend to do next is not known here.

The Board considering the above account from Vice-Admiral Sir Edward 

Hughes of his engagement with the French fleet 
under Monsieur Sufferine on the Coast of Coroman- 
del on the 17th February last, and deeming the advantages gained by our ships in 
taking the L' Anridon i\m\ rescuing a number of prizes captured by the enemy, 
and in silencing their lire after an action of two hours and a half under a great 
disparity of mimhers as equal to a victory, ordered that a general discharge of 
the artillery in the garrison of Fort William be made to-morrow mornin- in 
(commemoration of this event. ° 


Agreu'l that tlu; following letter be written to Siu Mdwaud IIi'uhes : 

To Sill Kuwaro Hughes. 

Sill,— We have received your letter of the 20th ultimo containing a detail 
of your engagement with the French squadron. We know not whether most 
to admire or applaud that gallant spirit and zeal for the service of your coimtrv 
which prompted you to pursue an enemy so superior in numbers and ri‘solutely 
to force him into action under the additional disadvantages created by the cir- 
eumstauces which you have described. That in such a situation you should 
have been able to capture two of their capital transports, for the Chfipman's 
prize we attribute to the effect of your dispersing that part of the squadron 
without any loss on your side, is a proof so uncquivoi'al of the superior courage 
i'ud discipline of the officers and seamen under your command, and of their 
f^onfidenco in their leader as must excite in the minds of all the powers in 
India a confirmed opinion of the unrivalled military character of the English 
nation. But independent of the benefits naturally arising from a superiority 
of reputation, we expect to derive the most solid advantages from the effects of 
this noble exertion in the public cause. 
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Wlipn we reflect that the French have been for years preparing this arma- 
ment at a vast expense, and had formed the most flattering prospects of its suc- 
cess, tliat its arrival in India was regarded by the enemies of the British Gov- 
ernment both here and at Itome as the final period of our power on the Coast of 
Coromandel ; that upon its assistance Hyder Alii had formed the strongest 
hopes of our total extirpation, and the French themselves came in full confi- 
dence of complete coiupiest. We cannot but regard ovcm a drawn battle which 
has been the means of disappointiiig such mighty expectations and of defeating 
a project which threatened our political existence in India as a decided victory, 
and we look for the most happy consequences to our altairs from the influence 
which your judicious and spirited ctTorts will produce on the conduct of every 
power in India which is interested in the present Avar either as friends or 
enemies. 

In a M'ord w'o regard your action with the French fleet as the crisis of our 
fate in the Carnatic, and in the result of it we see that province relieved and 
preserved, and the permanency of the British power in India firmly established. 
For sucli important services to the nation and to f he Company we, as their 
representatives, oiler you our warmest acknowledgm(>nts, and our sincercst 
congratulations on your success and the glory you have acquired in obtaining it. 

We earnestly hope that a junction Avith your ivunforoemonts will enable 
you to attain the most decisive advantages, and the (‘iitiro (^xelusion of the 
enemy from these seas, an event Avhich we dare to pi’omis<! ourscdvc’s after the 
happy effect which we have already experienced from your couimaud.

everywhere to the southward, and is publicly spoke 
of at Porto Novo. lie has lost, it is said, about .'l.OOO cavalry .and a number of 
sepoys, and is himself Avitli 1,000 horse returned to Combiconurn. M. Lally 
with another party has taken a diircrent route, but where ho is is not known. 

lam informed that live French officers have been to Chillumbrum, and 
that they talk of sending 300 men there soon. I hoar they are collecting 
draft bullocks and making some fascines, &c. They have, how'^evor, landed no 
more people, but wait, it is said, for M. Piveron's return with Ilydor’s answer 
to their proposals. Two or three French officers accompanied M. Piveron to 
Uyder’s camp. 

Two French sailors came in to-day and say tliat 10 sailors and soldiers of 
one of the men-of-war had agreed to desert, but that the others could not make 
their escape. 

They say there are oOO })ic<;es of cannon for Tlydcr in the fleet, 60 mortars in 
one ship and the shells in another, and near 5,000 men, including 1,000 coffries 
and 200 or 300 sepoys of Mauritius, and that six of the transports arc still miss- 
ing ; that 28 vessels left Mauritius, and they were three months on their passage, 
some of the ships sailing so slowly that they were at times taken in tow ; 
that the engagement lasted four hours, hut they believe none of the English or 
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French ships received much damage ; that Admiral Sufferin's ship, the Hero, 
engaged Sir Edward’s ship ; and that the old Brilliante is in the fleet.

Reeeived tlic followin'' loiter from Loiii) Macartney : — 

ITon’hle Sir and Sirs, — Before you receive this you will no doubt have 

heard of the unha|)pv late of our Southern Army, 

Eurloflcd ill Liud Mnciirtiioy’s lottcr, . i 1 i *T aT to 

who surrendered at discretion on t!ie Ibth at \z 
o’clock at Annagoody, a villag<5 about 4 miles from Pantanellore. Tippoo 
Sahib and Lally with abo\»t 6,000 horse;, 1:.%000 infantry, and tw(‘nly guns 
came u])ou them before tlu'y had timely notice, to retreat. A few days 
Ixiforo this Colonel Jirathwaite luid been so obligijig as to otfer to 
appoint nu; bis aide-de-cat>ip in the room of Li(;ulenaut Bonedon (who died 
hero on the 8th instant), and as my inedination led mo to take the Held the 
appointment was sindi as I could wish and I immediately accepted of 
it. 1 was proceeding the 17th to join him and had got as far as Shoal- 
veram (about half-way betwixt C(jmbacomun and camp) at 9 A.M., Avhen 
1 lieai'd a very heavy cannonade; and soon afterwards (juiek pliitoon bring. 
As I had about 2,000 piigodas with me, besides a very .slendt;r escort and no 
iiitelli'’’once, I thuuglit prudent to return to the fort i lied pagoda at Combaconum, 
where wo had two companh's of sepoys; informing Colonel Brathwaitn at the 
same lime of the steps I had taken. The lu'xt morning 1 had a chit from him 
by the se])oy I had sent of Avhieh the following is a oo})y : “ Dear Sir, — Wo have 
had a very hard day of it, have kept our ground hut are surrounded, do what 
the beaver tells you.” On questioning the hearer, however he assured me he 
had no iiislruotions whatever hut to deliver the chit as soon as po.ssil)lc : he 
left camp at 10 at night, said they seemed to be in great confusion, and were 
I)repariug to move, aiul that he heard a great deal of tiring about two hours 
after. The account of Avhat pa.ssed afterwards from the sejuiys, and ollicrs 
Avho have made their escape, to the time of their surrender, arc confused and 
conlradietory. The following are, however, the host I can collect, and what tlie 
major part of them seem to agree in. The Colonel attempted to retire in ( he 
niHit, but it was then too late, being surrounded and closely watched by the 
enemy. Ho marched about 10 with two battalions of sepoys, leaving the 
(;avalry and the 13th Battalion on the ground, Avho were ordered to make a 
show of entrenching themselves by digging with mamulies, &c., and in two 
hours after to follow^ him as expeditiously as possible, leaving their tents 
standing. I am of opinion liis intention ivas to retreat to Negapatam as he 
advanced towards Myaveram, but he soon found the enemy .liad got betwixt 
him and the 13tli Battalion; and lie therefore refurned in order 1o join 
t’lem which he cll'ectcd with great difficulty, being obliged to light all the way 
back Tile enemy rocketed him very much, w hich not only created great con- 
fusion but did great execution. It was day-hreak before the Colonel joined, 
when they had guns opening upon them from every quarter. They sustained 
this heavy cannonade, and were likewise engaged with the enemy's infantry 
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till 11 o’clock, when the Colonel, finding his destruction would he inevitable 
if he remained any longer on the ground, marched off and pushed for the 
Pagoda of Mannegoody (about a mile from camp), and he had merely gained it, 
when one of the battalions (most accounts say the Tanjore Grenadiers), seeing 
a largo body of the enemy advancing to charge them, made a run for the 
Pagoda, leaving their guns behind them. This occasioned almost a general 
confusion when the enemy cut in amongst them and did great cxceution. At 
this tiim; Colonel Hrathwaite received a wound from an horseman across his 
hack. The lllth Pattalion, win) had the rear, behaved extremely w<’ll and made 
their way good to tlie Pagoda. The sepoys, who had now been two days without 
provisions, and ligliting about the whole time against such a superior force, were 
so disheartened tliat they called out for Cowl. There was a consultation of the 
officers, the result of which was tlu'y offered to surrender at discretion. There 
are several black ofTicei’s :ind about 600 sepoys wlio escaped from the enemy 
and come in, here. All the officers except Lind are wounded. Mr. Stuart’s 
hoy is come in who says he saw his master killed ; some sepoys of the 10th 
Battalion say ho is only wounded. 

Dr. White was unhurt. I have before mentioned to you that the accounts 
given by those who have escaped are very contradictory, but if I can hereafter 
obtain more circumstantial ones I shall send them to you. A seixiy is just 
now come in who says the Colonel is dead of his w'ounds — “hap])y for him if it 
is so.” My accounts from camp were very unfavorable on the 18th, hut I did 
not hear of the dreadful disaster till the day following, though I liad upwards 
of thirty pcof)le out for intelligence, hut the eoiinti'y being covered with horse, 
they could not procure any. I wrote to Captaiu Alcock and Mr. Sullivan all the 
particulars I could learn, and likewise sent the nioney into Tanjore, Captain 
Alcock wrote me that if I had heard nothing from Colonel Brathwtiile to retreat 
immediately, which 1 did, and had the good luck to get into the fort bringing 
in the two comj)anios from the fortified Pagods, and three which Ensign Salmon 
had at Triviar. The following is nearly the strength of the corps which Colonel 
Bratliwaile had with him.

SiK, — 'riio 35th Regiment of sepoys having behaved in a very seditious 
and mutinous manner, and liaving refused to go upon a service for which they 
were ordered, and it being necessary by some exemplary and gi'ueral jmnish- 
meiit to strike :i.t the root of an evil so suhversivt* of military subordination 
and so big with danger in its conse(pienc(*s, I am to ilesin*, in ohedier.ee to tlie 
eomniiind of the Governor-General and Council, that you will iminediatoly on 
the arrival of this regiment, which has been ordered to your eautonment, dis- 
miss the whole of it, both native officers and privates in the front of the 3rd 
llegiiiK'nt and sepoy troops at your station in the most foi-inal and ignonii- 
TiioxLS manner by stripping them of their coals and obliging them to ground 
their {inns. 

Trior to this ceremony you will explain to the men of this r(*giment the 
e.ause of their dismission, and at the same time it is to he declared to them and 
to the other troops present, that this corps having lately been employ(*d upon a 
service in which, by the indulgence and hoimty of Govcruuu'nt, they had 
ama.ssed eonsiderahle prop(*rty, had ]»resnmed njion the we.alth thus {Acquired 
to refuse going upon any new duty, and aggravated their crime by ingrai it.iide, 
that the Board, justly iucensed at ‘such conduct, liave given peremptory orders 
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prohibiting the admission of these ofGcers and men again into the army in 
any capacity whatever. 

In order timt the dismission of this regiment may bo attended with as 
many disgraceful circumstances as possible, I Avould have it marched by 
companies, the native warrant officers (witli halters about tlieir necks) at the 
head of their respective companies, to .some small distance from cantonments, 
the commandant, the twm adjutants, and two Grenadier suhadars, who arc sup- 
posed to ho the principal instigators of the mutiny, you will order into confine- 
ment. 

A suhadar of the name of lueha Sing, and any other of the warrant officers, 
or non-warrant officers or sepoys whom Captains Sparks or Hamilton can from 
their own i)Ositive knowledge acquit of being concerned in, or ac(|uaintcd with 
this mutiny, may be exempted from the punishment and permitted to remain in 
the service, but tliey are to be particularly cautioned not to make this distinction 
in favour of any individual without a thorough conviction of his innocence. 

Tlie arms and clothing of the men dismissed from their regiments you 
will he pleased to order the quartermaster of the sepoy corps to lodge in the 
magazine, taking receipts from the Commissary for the same.

sion of that regiment have not already been complied with, I am to desire 
that they he (larricd into effect in the most extensive manner, and that the 
greatest circumspection he used in doing it. 

As it probably may he found necessary to make more severe examples of 
these mutineers than directed by my letter of the 20th instant, I have further 
to desire that you will order into confinement a few of the men belonging to it, 
besides those you have already had instructions about., of whatever denomination, 
who arc siq^posed to have been particularly forward in instigating the others 
to mutiny and sedition, and to the end that they may he brought to trial. You 
will endeavour to collect evidences for their prosecution by promising pardon 
and a continuance in the service to any men who will give such information as 
may establish their guilt. 

I have just received a letter from Captain Hamilton at Nugardeep, in 
•which he nfentions a suhadar and a jamadar as principal ringleaders; these, 
amongst others I beg may he seized.

Sib, — I have received your commands of the 20th and 22nd instant, as also 
the General Orders of the 20th instant, all respecting the reduction of the 
regiment of sepoys. 
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From the communication of the Government's intentions at Calcutta tli<‘y 
became known two days ago at the city, hut by the precautions taken to 
conceal them here no suspicion of the dissolution of the regiment arose 
amongst tlie sepoys, so that the blow has fallen upon them with its full 
clfects, and I am pleased to inform you without the least bad accident. 

Every part of your commands has been carried into execution in the most 
ignominious dismission of tins 36th Regiment, both native officers and privates, 
in presence of all the troops at this station. 

They wore first disarmed ; next the cause of their dismission i>ro(daimed to 
them and to all the troops present; they were then stripped of I heir clothing, 
accoutroiuents, and devuies ; their colours torn and burnt; and halters ti^d 
about the necks of the warrant and non-warrant officers. Lastly, the whole 
were drummed out of the cantonments by the Hogues March and dispersed in 
different directions three coss round Rerhampore. 

The commandant, the two adjutants, and one Gmnadier sub.a<Iar (the eom- 
niandant being the other), together with .all those w ho arc sup])oscd to be insti- 
gators of the mutiny, are lodged in confinement. 

The subadar named India Sing, together with other warrant and non- 
warrant officers and privates recommended by Captains Sparks and 
Hamilton, were exempted from the punishment and are continued in the service 
until your designation of them be known. They are formed into a particular 
body, under the care of an officer of the Itth Regiment. 

I shall direct the European officers and serjeants to do duly in the regi- 
ments here till further orders, and divide the drums amongst the battalions 
that want them. 

The arms, clothing, and accoutrements arc lodged in the store with the 
Commissary of Ordnance, and receipts taken for the same. 

Several evidences are collected for the prosecution of such of the prisoners 
as may be brought to trial and they are confined under separate guards. 

Returns of the offieers and men reserved, together with the prisoners and 
the evidences, sliall bo sent by the evening's post. 

I do not detain this letter for them, but hurry it off express in hoiics that 
it w'ill arrive time enough to servo as an example for the prevention of any 
further disturbances at Barrackpore.

Copy of Getieral Orders irisnod l>y the Commandcr-iii-CIiit'f, 20tli Maroli 1 783. 

The 35th Regiment of Sepoys having behaved in a very seditious and 
mutinous manner, and having refused to go upon a service for which it was 
ordered, and it being necessary, by some exemplary and general punishment, to 
strike at the root of an evil so subversive of military subordination, and so big 
with danger in its consequences, the Board have thought proper to direct that 
whole of it, both native officers and sepoys, be dismissed in the most formal 
and ignominious manner in front of the troops stal.ioned at Rerhampore. 

The Board have further desired that it be published to the army that this 
regiment having lately been employed upon a service in which, by the indul- 
gence and bounty of Government, they h.ad amassed considerable property, had 
presumed on the wealth thus acquired to refuse going upon any new duty, and 
aggr'avated their crime by ingratitude : that justly incensed at such conduct, 
they, in the most peremptory manner, prohibit the admission of these officers 
and men into the army again in any capacity whatever. 

708 F. D. 
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The CommancIer-in-Cliief accordingly directs that this order bo read and 
explained at the lioad of all the native corps of the army, and that the com- 
matidini' ollicers of brigades, regiments, and battalions of sepoys pay the 
strictest attention to tin; spirit of it. The Cotnrnander-in-Chief further directs 
that eoinmanding otlicers will, as far as lies in their po>ver, prevent any com- 
iiiunieation between the, corps under their eonmiand and the dismissed officers 
and men of this disgraced regiment, and that when any of them appears either 
i)i cantonments or c:imp they be turned out with marks of ignominy and 
contemjjt. 

I'liat the olbeers of tlie army may be acquainted uitb the names of the 
native officers who did belong to this regiment, a list of them will be published 
lierciufter in General Orders.

To — J, Esej. 

Sir, — Agreeable to His Lordship’s instrnction.s, I now transmit you every 
transaction that has reaoliod my knowledge relative to the French since my 
being captured by them which was the Uth February. 

A fter tludr taking His M ajesty’s Ship, tin* Hannibal^ they found that two sail 
of the line and seven Indiameii were to leave St. Hcdena four or live days after 
the ILannibnty for which a consultation was calhal, ivhether it was best to proceed 
direct to Madras or to cruize olf Achecn and to try to intercept them. Admiral 
Suilcrin was for their cruize, but as Admiral D'Orves was then alive it was 
earri('d against SuiTeriti, for each Admiral has his ])arty in tlie fleet. The 
Frene.h tleets made the land of the Armogon the 4th of February, and Admiral 
D’Orves died On the 0th L'ehrimry. It was a lucky circumstance for Madras 
they triJh'd their time away so long t(. the )iorthward as they did, for they 
knew Admiral Sir Fdward Hughes was not on ihe Ith at Madras by vessels they 
had eaptiu-ed, and were in great spirits, rmd were sure of being m*a.stcrs of tlm 
Carnatic in a short lime.. On the 15tU in the morning we made Madras in great 
spirits, but about S in tin* morning being near, and seeing the English Admiral 
with nine sail of line of battle-ships, drawn up in a line with springs on their 
cahlcs ready to receive them, their surprize was not little, and their courage was 
damped ; tliey anchored and a consultation was held, and it was judged most 
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advisable to defer an attack, and to to Porto Novo to land their (roops and 
stores, Admiral SoulTiviu giving it as his opinion that should an accident happen 
in loss of masts it would distress them, they having no port or su])plies to 
repair or relit. At 11 o’clock they Aveighed and stood to the soutlnvard. In the 
afternoon, seeing Admiral Hughes Aveigh and follow them, Admiral Sonll’rein hy 
signal^ ordered all his transports ahead Avith Wm J^urwyeuse nwfX Subtle frigates 
as their convoy which was doire; the convoy steered a long shore course all night 
and Souffrein steered south-east and soutir-east-hy-east all night. At .sunrise 
their convoy was not to he seen, hut they .saw the English sipiadrou to the 
west-south-west, Avhicdi had got hetween SouIVniii and his transports, and in 
chase, which gave them great uju-asiness, for they looked on tlndr transports 
as gone; they made all the sail they were ahh* after the Knglish scpiadron, and 
AA'cro nearing them, Avhich Sir Edward Hughes saAV, and at noon ealled all his 
cruizers in and hy 4 v. M. formed his line. Put. the French being at. so gn'at 
a dist.auc(? no action took ])lae(' tiiai day; the next day the squadrons being at 
no great di.stancc from each otlnn-, hut light breezes and calms till 2 J*. iM. pre- 
vented their closing, when a breeze sprung up. The hremeh ship which was 
to lead sailed h(!avy, which obliged Admiral SoulVrein to lead himself, which l.c

She was out three months 
from Europe to Mauritius ; when she left the islands I don’t know, but when 
she left it tlmre wen-c no men-of-war there; about six or seven transports there 
were. This small eruizer had left Tranquehar two days before to join Admiral 
Soullrein, hut light winds and a strong northerly current she liad made no 
progr(!ss, and on seeing the Englisli squadron took it for their own, and stood 
towards them and that pretty ne.ar before she found her mist ake ; the J/owmow//* 
gave chase and run h(‘r on shon; 2 miles t.«) the southward of Tan qu char and hnnit 
her. Tlie people and packet got safe on shore. 8ir Edward left Tranquehar the 
6tli in the morning, with a fine wind, in pursuit of the enemy, in tlie high(‘st 
spirits, and 1 think 1 may jironounce avithont vanity that if both fleets meet 
Sir Edward will give a good account of Monsienrs. I wamt onboard Sir Edward 
the 5th and gave him (‘vei’y information I could, and the Avijids which he has 
had since, it is my opinion he Avould reach Trineoniallce the 0th or 10th at 
farthest.

My J.oud ANT) Giontmjmen, — 1 have the honour to inform you that I 
marclicd from tlie Mount in the morning of tlio lOlh instant, ami took up 
ground that day near .l.ameruin, from whence I yesterday rnovi'd to my present 
encampments having lirstTirdered a jiarty of cavalry to the Mount to escort to 
camp sixty thousand rupees Avhieh 1 was told was sent thither for the troops, 
and which the Pay-Master received 2 o’clock this morning ; Ave have as 
yet scon only a few of the enemy’s straggling horse, Avho did not come near 
enough to do us any mischief or receive it themselves. I shall halt hero this 
day, and move again tomorroAV morning unless something noAV unforeseen 
prevents me. I avail myself of the interim to acquaint you of some interesting, 
intelligence AAhieh I have learnt. 

llydcr continues at or near Jallah, a judicious situation. He may there ho 
joined in a very short time by the Ercnch. lie is there in readiness to check 
iny operations, and from thence he may Avith equal pace go against AVaiidevA'ash, 
Carangooly, or Permaeoil. Tippoo with a pretty strong detachment fi‘<»in the main 
body is encamped on the banks of the river near Ciiddalore. ilyder’s oAA’n 
intentions were to have moved to the soutliAvard wifh a view to possess himself 
of the Tanjore and Trieliinopoly countries, but a French officer of rank Avho 
arrived in his camp immediately after the fall of Cuddalore represented in a 
conference tlwit it AA’ould bo highly improper to attempt anything to the south- 
ward till they should be masters of Permaeoil, Carangooly, and WandeAvash. 
The M.ahrattas have made great rejoicings on the arrival of the French in 
India, and Hyder has very lately received a letter from Namt Furness assuring 
him in the strongest terms that there Avill he no peace Avitli the English ; that 
something decisive for their mutual advantage will speedily take place, .and that 
he may prosecute the w%ar in the Carnatic Avitli vigor and confidence. Let us 
now advert to our own situation relati^’c to that of our enemies above staled. 
The Aveak state of this army is aacU knoAvii to you but the distresses which it 
has long suffered from w’ant of money to pay off arrwirs is inconccivcable ; 
of the accident Avhieh has happened to the Active frigate you will doubt- 
less have heal'd ; it Avill cause a very great delay in the receipt of those 
supplies Avhich were expected by that conveyance, and I therefore trust that 
other means will he found of procuring cash for the support of the army, since 
without it you must he sensible hoAv totally impossible it will be to carry on 
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the service at this very alarming crisis. Our sepoys are in such a state as 
renders every attention to tliem. absolutely indispensable ; they go off in numbers 
every day, no less than twenty-six, nineteen of whom arc from Bengal, have de- 
serted since Ihenightllefttho Mount, and there is no saying how long this spirit 
may prevail among thorn. Notwithstanding the number of Europeans I sent to ‘ 
the hospital the day before I marched we have now many carrying in doolies, 
and they seem to increase hourly. Under all those circumstances it behoves us 
to act with the utmost caution. We have an enemy to cope with superior to us 
in almost every respect, and although it were disgineoful by any want of exer- 
tion lo betray our inferiority, yet, viewing in a just light our present real condi- 
tion, and rellecting how much the reinforeeinenls we expect must mend it, to 
attempt any vigorous operations would seem, if not rash, at least very injudici- 
ous. 


On your part, My Lord and Gentlemen, T am persuaded no efforts within 
your reach will bo wanting to enable the army to cfft'ct those purposes on 
rvhieh the honour and interests of the nation and the Company principally 
depend. I need not then recommend to you any particular attention to the 
care of TIis Majesty’s 78th Regiment. I shall only apprize you it may be 
j) 0 ssible that I may have occasion for them at an hour’s warning, and that I wish 
to have them held in readiness according ly. Every assistance from Government 
will be requisite to equip them properly at llieir first setting out, aud Ave shall 
bo much distressed if a great number of dooly-boys, hearers, ^c., arc not 
timely provided. Your letter of thcIOth instant reached mo yesterday morning, 
mine to you of the 0th was as explicit as I could make it, and you will allow me 
to repeat that as we must expect casualties among the bullocks now with the 
army and ought to be prepared for every possible exigency, a certain number 
— Mr. Ross, tlie Agent, told nu; that he could not well feed more than 1,000 — 
should bo kept at M.idras, and as many as can bo proeiii'ed without distressing 
the country and the subordinate settlements to the northward, from whence they 
may be sent for when wanted. The bullock people iu camp not having 
received money for scn'eral months are driven to play tricks, Avbich might prove 
of serious detriment to the service. Ilowcver, I am endeavouring to detect some 
of tlnnn, and do not despair putting a stop to such pfaetices. 

My Lord aud Gentlemen, I have a Aveight upon my shoulders that almost 
bears me down. Worn out in constitution I feel myself unequal to the constant 
fatigues and aTixieties attending my situation. 1 shall, hoAvever, endeavoiAr as far 
as lays in iu my power to stem tlie torrent that seems almost ready to over- 
whelm us, not doubting of your exertions to assist my labours.

under Monsieur Soulfrcin, as Avell as my intended operations. 
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On the 21)tli of that month I left Madras Roads with His Majesty’s ships 

as iM‘r marjjfin, and next day fell in with His 
Maj esly’s Ships Sulfan and Maiptanime and their 
convoy of seven of the Company’s outward bound 
shij)s and a French prize. Tho convoy I irnrne- 
diahdy despatched to Madras Jtoads, and took with 
me the Stilfnn and Miujuainme, ste('rin'j; a direct 
course for Trineomalec^ inordtTto land the military 
stores and reinforcement of troops for that garrison 
determined not to seek the cnc'iny’s squadron till 
that service was first performed, nor to shun them if they fell in ray way. 

Oil the 8t]» Afarch at noon I discovered t he enemy’s squadron consisting of 
18 sail in tlu; north-east ([uarter and continued my course for Trincomaloe as 
before, the Dth, lOth, and 11th, the enemy’s squadron in sight, anti having on 
the llth made the Island of Ceylon about 15 leagues to the southward of Trinco- 
maleo 1 boro away with ITis Alajt'sty’s squadron for that place.

On tlui 12th at daybreak having altered the ])osition of the enemy’s 
squadron and given them the wind by hearing away, 1 saw them crowding all 
the sail they could aft<‘r us, and their eopjiered-hottom siiiixs coming fast up 
with our rear, on which I immediately determined to engage them. At 9 in the 
fonmoon I made the signal for 1 lie line of battle ahead on tlu^ starhoai’d tack 
at two cables lengtii distanci;, the enemy’s sijuadron then bearing north by 
east, distant about (J miles, and the wind at north hy east tlu'y continuiid 
mano'uveriug tlu'ir ships and changing their [losition in their line till 16 minutes 
past noon, wlnm they here down to engage llis Alaji^sty’s squadron;! sail of 
them stretching along to engage our ships in the \an, and tlu; other 7 sail 
steering directly on our eontre, the S/tperh, with tlie Alonnwnth her siicond 
ahead, and tlie Alunarc.n her second astern; at half past 1 the engagement 
began in the van of both s(|uadrous, and at three minutes after I madi! tin' 
signal for a general engagement ; the French Admiral and his si'cond astiTu 
bore down on the Siipai'h within pistol shot where he (aaitinued giving and 
receiving a seven; tin; foi- uine minutes, and thmi stood on, greatly damaged, to 
attiick the Momnonfh, at that lime engaged with another of the emnny’s ships, 
and made room for the ships in his rear to draw up to the attack of our eentre 
where the engagennmt was warmest. At 3 the Muntnoalh lost her main 
and mizzen-masts and drew out of the line to leeward of our squadron At 40 
minutes past 15, being near the short;, J math; the signal for the squadron to 
w(‘ar and haul their Aviud in a lint; of battle ahead on the larboard tack still 
'mgaging the enemy. At 10 minutes past 5, being in shoal water and fearing the 
Alonmonlh might drift- too near shore, I made the signal for the squadron to 
prepare to anchor and hauled down the signal for tin; line of battle. At 40 
minutes past (i tin; emany’s squadron in great disorder drew olT to the eastward, 
and tile i;ngagement ceased, at which tinu; I anchored with ilis Majesty’s 
sipiadron in order to repair our damages, whieli on hoai-d the Sii/irrh and 
Alonmouth wi'n; veay g’reat indeed, both in th(;ir hulls, masts, sails, and rigging, 
nor had any one sliip of the squadron escaped without great in jury in her hull 
and masts, and all wen* mneh torn in their sails and rigging. The list of the

On the mornin{? of the 13th at daylight I saw the enemy’s squadron 
anchored in great disorder and apparent distress without ours about 5 miles, 
hut they had lost no lower masts. Hoth squadrons were Inisily employed in 
drawing into order for defence, they apprehending an attack from ours, and 
I myself uncertain if they would not (uideavonr to renew the action that they 
might get hold of the Monvwuth. In this situation, at the same time repairing 
their damages, both squadrons continued at anchor till the 101, li in the morning, 
when the enemy’s got under weigh and stood to leeward, and about noon put 
about and stood in for the body of our squadron as if with intent tx) attack, but 
after coining within 2 miles of it and finding it jiroperly prepared to receive 
them, they again tacked and stood to the eastward on a wind, and I have not 
since been able to learn where they are gone, hut hope to Porto Novo. 

Hy this time the survey had made .such progress on hoard tln^ Sn/fnn and 
Magnanime, as well ;is the Jlero, Monmoulh^ and his, that the ships were 
scarce in a condition to defend themsi'lves, and our wounded on board several of 
the shif)s thn^ateix'd a contagions disease from t heir heat and .stench. U nder these 
circumstances I orden'd tiu; combustion fire-ship to be fitted for receiving on 
board the worst of the, ivounded men, and sent dOO of them in her to be landed 
and taken care of at Triucomalee, and having got up jury,’main, and mizzen- 
masts on board, the Mounwuth sailed with Jlis Majesty’s squadron for this 
place on the 22nd, and anchored herein the evening of the same day immediately 
lauding the reinforcement and military stores destined for the garrison. 

At this ])lacc 1,1()2 shrk and wounded men have been landed from the 
several sliips of tlie squadron, and 1 am sorry to inform you 110 of them have 
already dic'd, and I tear for the lives of many more, although every possible 
care is taken of them. Many of the men alTc'cted with the scurvy rec^ovc'r fast, and 
I am in hopes in three weeks or a month’s time, I shall be able to got seven or 
eight hundred of them sulfieiently recoverc'd to return to their respective 
ships, but till this is (‘ITectcd I am sorry to inform you the squadron is in no 
condition to proceed on any service, several of the ships, the Sultan, Hlagnanime, 
and Monmouth in particular not having 30 working men in each of them. In 
the mean time all the artificers of the squadron able to work are closely employed 
in making a mainmast for the Monmouth and fishing the damaged masts of 
the other ships of the squadron. I am sorry to inform you that the fransporls 
from the Malabar Coast have not yet arrived here, and more so that His Ma jes- 
ty’s squadron under my command, as I have already informed you, is in no 
condition at this time to cruize for their protection. If the enemy’s squadron be 
cruizing to the southward, the danger of the transports falling into their 
hands is certainly great ; if not on that station I shall expect them here in 
safety in a few days. Be the event what it will I am conscious of my having 
done everything in my power for the public service.

To The Kioht lloNTa.n Geohoe Loud Macariney, 

Mr Loui’, — It being settled that the letter whicdi T have now the honour to 
s(!ik 1 to Your Lordship shall he considered as a j)nvate letter from one gentleman 
to another, 1 trust Your Lord.ship will admit it as sueli and excuse any iiifor- 
iiiality or abruptness in the style. Since 1 have been a prisoner 1 liavc sull'ered 
much from sickness and extreme heat, but have reeeived from the Brahmins 
who manage the Bebander’s business such assistance and relief that 1 recover 
my health every day; cloth and money have been sent to me by the Sircar, and I 
am permitted to purchase things in the French bazaar, but it being thought neces- 
sary to keep me a close prisoner I bear no news whatever, ajid my not bearing 
anything of our army gives me great uneasiness. I have often been sent for by 
the Bralmiins above mentioned, and at these times as they are A^ery good men we 
have talked like j)rivate friends upon the unhappy and ruined state of the 
country and the remaining few inhabitants, and it was with sorrow we ohserved 
the country to bo three i)arts depopulated and destroyed, scarcely indeed one- 
fourth of the inhabitants or of cultivation now remaining. In the course of 
these conversations it occurred to us how mehincholy a thing it was for the 
people that two such great powers as the English and the Bebander should be 
at war, both rich and poAA'crful in so great a degree that there a])peared to be 
no (md to the contention. The ihiglisli having the sea open to them there Avas 
no end of their sup{)lies of men, money, and provisions. The Bebander having 
the whole country open behind him could also be furnished with men, money, 
and {)rovisions. so that it Avas elephant fighting against elepliant: sometimes 
one would appear to got the b(^tte^, sometimes the other, though in truth both 
would get worse : no prospect of anything decisive to end a war between such great 
powers, but the ruin of the poor people and country certain. What a pity it AA’^as 
that the friendship formerly subsisting between these now powerful enemies could 
not be restored? Every good clTi^ct might be expected from such a friendship. 
I observed that I wished much from humanity that it Avere po.ssible to make a 
peace betAveen the English and the Bebander could 1 see how it aa'ouM be 
elfected consistently witli the honour of both, but that I feared it was im[)OS- 
sible, as to my knowledge the English had been making such vast jjreparations 
for carrying on this war Avith vigor, Avhich Avould be now daily arriving, that it 
could not but be ('xpeeted that they AA'oubI employ them. The Brahmins observed 
how was the Bebander to be satisfied for the great expenses be had been at. 
I replied hoir were the English to be satisfied for the expenses they had been 
at, hoAv iiuh'mnitied for the ruin of this country AA'hich cannot be repaired in 
ten years ; in short, we both saw difiiculties on every side but hoped that a 
lasting friendship betw'een such great poAvers might be deemed a superior con- 
sidtM-al.ion ; as both were able to carry on the war many difficulties occurred to 
prevent a peace. The English were rich and poAverful. The Bchander was 
rich and powerful, no end on either side of the means for carrying on the war, 
but if peace could be made it Avould be charity to stop the ruin and desolation as 
soon as possible. From mere humanity to the distresses of the inhabitants I 
Avrite this letter to Your Lordship, and I sincerely wish this beginning may pro- 
du<!e a strong and lasting friendship between the English and the Bebander and 
thereby relieve the di.stresses of tho people, and I venture to hope for an 
answer from Your Lordship, indulging mo with your sentiments as a private 
gentleman, by Avhich I shall judge whether there is room to expect such 
an event, and the Brahmins will perceive whether they can do anything in 
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the business as they say as yet that the Behondor knows nothing of these con- 
versations. We have had many as private friends; the last was this day when 
they gave mo leave to send my servant to camp and to Madras with letters. 1 
shall add that from what I sec of the Behandcr’s power and greatness, I am 
convinced that the Brahmins act like myself solely from the motives of 
humanity to the poor people, and I shall feel myself very happy if the liberty I 
have taken should finally tend to relieve them. 

I have the honour to infornr Your Lordship that I am permitted (o send 
a counterpart of this letter to His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief.

C.IMP NEAR PeRMACOIL, 

The 30th April 1783. 


To THE Kioiit IIon’bee OEORfiK I. OKI) Macartney, 

My JiORU AND Gentlemen, — In the last letter 1 had the honour to write you 
I informed you of the enemy’s having laid siege to Permacoil, Notwithstanding 
all the supplies I had sent for to the Presidency had not arrived, nor the detach- 
ment I had sent to the Mount yet returned, havii\g received further intelligence 
of Hyder’s resolution to press the attfick upon that jdace with all possible 
vigor, and of his intention also to go against AVamh;wash, that the elfeets of my 
moving to the southward might he produced as early as possible, on the Jhth 
in the morning I advanced the 2nd Brigade with His Majesty’s 78th Regiment, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart, a few miles, sending under 
their convoy a large ])roportion of our provisions and stor(;s. In the course oi’ 
the day the detachment with the remainder of our supplies arriving from the 
Mount enabled me to put in execution ray resolution of following vvith tlu' 
main body on the 17th in the morning, and of joining the advance under Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Stewart at the present ground of encampment, which I accom- 
j)llshcd yesterday about noon. I intended jjroceeding again this morning an<l 
to have endefivourcd by a forced inai’cli to hav<‘ <1 Ihc Palar, as the inielli- 

gence I had received from the commandi»ig olliccr at Carangooly by two letters 
of the IGth alarmed me exceedingly for the safety of Permacoil. But to my no 
small mortification the monsoon hi'oke in upon us about 12 o’clock last night 
with a squall and heavy rain which levelled almost every tent in camp. Tin? 
weakness of our earriago cattle to transport the pi’ovisions and camp 
equipage in its wet state rendered it absolutely necessary to postpone our 
mareh for two or three hours until the tents should be a little dry, but the 
rain set in with redoubled violence and has continued throughout the whole 
day which has put a total stop to my moving, for which J had kept everything 
in x’eadiness. T trust, however, that the weather will clear up and that I shall he 
able to march tomorrow morning. But I fear much our losses in bullocks will 
be heavy as their strength will havo been considerably impaired by the severity 
of last night and this day, nor does it a])pear that this night will ho free from 
rain, so that the fatigue of a march xvill most ])rohahly cause the death ol 
many. In the course of ycsUu'day’s march, by tin; extreme heat of the weather 
and the great want of water, 4 men of His >lajesty’s 78th Reginu'nt died on the 
road and about 60 were taken up sick, and not less than from SO to 100 sepoys 
in each battalion fell down. They have all been brought up, hut were we to 
encounter three or four other such days aceompanii d wit li the same inconve- 
nience on the score of water, the army tvould diminish so much in its cffeclive 
strength as to be inadequate to any grand operations. It w.as my intention on 
this occasion to have furnished you with similar returns of the bullocks and ol 
the supplies now received as I had done of the former, hut the nature and 
quickness of my movements, added to the badness of the weather, have rendered 
it impossible to take musters. I fear, however, a great deficiency will he agam 
found in the carriage cattle in the department of the grain-keeper as there was

not found ourriage siiflieient to bring tin; rice off the ground yesterday morning 
although by (^very ])revious calculation we had made of their numbers there 
appeared to be enough. This obliged me to leave some in Vencata’s Pollam and 
to put a bag or two on each tumbril and piece of ordnance in the line. These, 
however, are expedients which cannot bo adopted on all occasions and what we 
ought not to be subjecti^d to at a time so critical, and when everything may 
depend on the celerity of our motions in particular in the artillery department. 
That we might as soon as possible be free from every unnecessary incumbrance, 
and that you might not be long deprived of an opportunity of employing the 
.services of the coolies in sending grain to Chinglep\it, which is of the last 
importance, J send them this morning with an escort to that place to deposit 
their loads and return with all expedition. I also sent on all the sick of the 
army. Alarmed as 1 am for the safely of rennacoil, I cannot in justi(V! to myself 
omit observing that had I either been able to have kept my position at 
Cbingleput, or returned to it with that expedition, I equally wished and expected, 
that garrison could not have been exposed to its present danger. I had written 
thus far intending then to have despatched my letter, but purposely defenod it 
in the hope of being able to apprize you of my marching, but the rain has con- 
tinued to fall with unusual viobmee .and almost without the smallest intermis- 
sion. Whilst thus obliged to halt I directed the Qu.artermastcr-Gencral to 
endeavour to collee.t returns of our losses in bullocks and grain in the depart- 
ment of grain-kecp(‘r ; be in consequence delivered to me such as he has been 
able to obtain, of which the enclosed ai’c copies, wliercby you will perceive that 
the loss of bullocks in the grain employ by casualities sincij the last mustijr are 
reporti'.d to bo .'jlO, of which not above one-third, if I recollect right, were dis- 
missed by the last return, so that the other two-thirds are real losses to both 
the Company and the service which are ec^ually d(!stitute of the means of 
compensation, because the system is without any established responsibility. 
You Avill also observe that in a “ N. JB.” annexed to one of the returns it 
appears Mr. William Tto.ss should have sent to Mr. Erskine, the grain-keeper, tavo 
carts loaded with tarpaulins, but, which he ri^ports be h.ad never received. One; 
or other of these gentlemen must clear themselves to the public, wboaie not only 
likely to sulfer prosimt loss by the (juantity of ricti damaged for want of those 
neeos.sary protections .against the weatlier, but by the injury the service must 
recedve from any diminution of the supplies of this army to which a day's riee 
more or less may decide tlie fate of the British Emjiire in India, which I have 
repeatedly declarial, and I believe it is generally allowed, hinges entirely upon 
the successful operations of the handful of num now under my eommand and 
witli wdiom I have hitiu'rto btam so fortunate as to su])])ort tin? honour of the 
British arms, notwithstanding I have been without magazines any where (exce])t 
tlu! Presidency, towards wliieb I have on (wery oc(*asi«jn been obliged to move 
the whole army) to have recourse to, and without tlie country to wbieb my 
operations h,av(> been liinih'd, being in a capacity to alford me the smallest assis- 
tance. To conduct a war under these cireumstanees (to Avbicli may Ixi added 
tb(^ heavy arrears duo to the troo[)s) and that too ngjiinst a formidable, vigilant, 
and .active enemy, whose resource's are ample in ('very respect, to attempt rvliat 
to every rcasonalrle and imijartial mind must ap])(?ar an impossibility. Whilst 
we bad no Eurojieau enemy to (([(pose, Avbilst wc could command the Coast and 
thereby bad the communication by sea open to convoy supplies, and whilst wc 
had a force to the southward on which 1 could depend for any co-operation 
tending to favour and facilitate the movemcirts of this army, I did not consider 
our situation, although a most embarrassed one, as Avithout the chance of retrie- 
val; but noAV tb.at the Ereneh are arrived in forca*, and neither of those rays of 
light are open to us owing to tluj l;ito disaster Avhitdi befell the detachment in 
the Tanjore country, and the superiority by sea b(Mng yet undecided, I confess it 
appears to me desperate, tl)e more especially as I observe the Bombay Govern- 
ment have suspended for the present all oll'ensive oper.ations against llyder on 
the other Coast, and from wlionee the most hivourahlo elh'cts were to he e.x- 
peeted to our all airs here. Add to this my being dusappointed in the reinforce- 
ment I looked to from the (ioiuing of His Maj(.^sty’s trooj)s under Lieutenant- 
Colonel Ilumbf'rston on tht; tr.an.sporls now .arriA^ed. As I have received no in- 
formation whatever from that ollicci’, I know not his moliA'es for detdining the 
opportunity which he thereby had of coming round. 1 can ascribe it to no other 
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cause than the doubt which may have arisen as to the substance of tin; letters 
from the Admiral and myself, which I am informed lie had received hut could 
not read owing to their being in cypher. If tliis bo the case I have only to 
regret that the channel through which I understood these dispatches were to b(' 
forwarded (purposely to obviate what is said to have happened) has not been 
adhered to. I have ever believed them to have been transmitted to the Kosidont 
at Anjengo, who being possessed ol the cyplier was eitlier to have opened and 
decy|)horcd them, or to have accompanied them with a copy of the cyplier. All 
the foregoing circumstances combined serve strongly to testify the justice* of 
the opinion I have already given of the very existence of the British interests 
in India depending entirely upon the fate of this army. I enclose you copy of 
a letter I have received this instant from the olRcer in* command at Carangooly, 
which, you will observe, conveys the disagreeable news of Pcrcamoil bein" 
given up to the French on the 17th in the morning. Some intelligence I have 
myself received from liyder’s camp tend to corroborate that account, and 
furthm- say that the French had joined Ilydor on his consenting to put 
umior their command eight thousand sepoys, together with Avhat artillery and 
stores they might stand in need of. It is likcAvise settled that as the present 
mode of obtaining provisions is very uncertain, they draw their supplies from 
Hyder’s magazine at Chillumbrum. These oecurrenees give our affairs a more 
gloomy aspect than ever. I shall march tomorrow if I possibly can, and pursue 
with caution and to the best of my judgment sucli steps as in the present 
most important erisi.s may seem most for our interests. 

I request that a copy of this letter may bo immediately forw^ardod to the 
Governor-General and Council for their information. I have received intelli- 
gence of Ilyder’s having ordered a body of horse and infantry to Conjeveram, 
perhaps with the same view as the late detachment undi.T KciTum Sahib and to 
impede the sending of supplies to Ghingleput.

Enclosed in tlie letter from Sill Eyrk Cootr, dated the llth June. 

To the Riout Hon’ble Gkouok Loud Macartnky, K.H., President and Governor, ; 

• Select Cotnmitlet*, Port St. Geoi^o. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, — I had the honour of informiti" you on the 
3rd instant of the victory ^nined over the force of llyder Ally CavMi on the 
2nd, of which I shall now do myself the pleasure of giving you a more cir- 
cumstantial account, conforuiahly to the sentiments which 1 exprcssi'd in my 
letter of the 1st instant. On the 2ud, in the morning, I marched towards Arni, 
satistied that, as the original movement in that direction had drawn IJydcr 
from his position with tho Fnuieh at the Kcd Hills, it was the most certain 
mctliod of bringing liim to an action. Tho eonsef|Ucnce vin-itied tho justness 
of my ideas, for about 8 o’eloek in the morning and just as tho advanced guard 
had roaidied the gi’ound on which I intended to ciiearnp contiguous to the 
fort, a very brisk though distant cannonade opened upon our rear, and before it 
was possible for me to extricate ourselves from the disagreeable situation in 
which the line then was by the baggage being on the flank tow'ards tlie enemy 
and in a hollow witli commanding ground all round, a heavy lire bad ojiened 
upon us from every quarter in front , whilst lliey endeavoured to annoy our 
rear by a lim from the fort. 1 immediately ordered the baggage to be halted 
ill the’best situation which could bo fouud in an open plain, and stationed witli 
it for its protection five battalions of sepoys, the whole of the cavalry corps, 
and all my own body-guard, excepting tlie European troop. I then ordered 
tho army to move out in two lines and to advance towards that part of the 
rising ground on which the enemy ajipcared in greatest force, and so soon as 
wc got upon ground that would admit of it to form in one lino and to advance 
upon the enemy. Owing to a great extent of ivet paddy fields which tho first 
line had to cross before this manfcuvrc could he completed, I saw^ tliat a con- 
siderable time must elapse, and that the enemy might gain possc.ssion of a 
village which was so centrical as to command every part of our line and also 
the baggage. To obviate this danger tho second line under Colonel Lang, 
being more favourably situated, 1 ordered it immediately to advance and to 
form in the rear of that post and to throw into the village some pieces of 
cannon as well to check tlie progress of the enemy who were coming down in 
large bodies, both of cavalry and infantry, as to cover the first line in crossing 
the paddy fields. It had the desired elfect, as it not only checked their lire 
hut obli'md them to retire. By the time the first line had crossed the paddy 
iield.. and formed on the left of the second, I received a message from 
Lieutenant- Colonel Elphiustone, wdio commanded the rear guard with which 
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l)y my ovdors lie liiul occupied a favouvaMe post on the banka of a tank, for 
covering Ibe assemblage of the baggage, to acquaint me tliat it appears to him. 
the eneiiiy’s main strength in iiilantry and guns were iuclining to the right as 
if with an intention to force his party, whilst a large body of cavalry were 
standing by in seeming readiness to fall upon the baggage, and that if they 
persevered in what ho had eonetnved to be tbeir intention, it would bo impos- 
sil)lc for him cITectually to secure the baggage against assault. This rende»cd 
an alteration in my original disposition necessary. I thiireforc ordered the first 
line to pass in tlic rear of the second and to form on its right, and the r(iar guard 
under Colonel Elphinstono to join and to form on the right of the first line, 
and then the whole to advance in line of battle. Those movements Avere per- 
lormed by the different corps with the greati'st celerity and correctness, and 
wo advanced with spirit and eagerness. The enemy no sooner observed us in 
motion towards tlietn then they retreated. Wo continued advancing for upwards 
(jf two miles, when, Y)ereeiving large bodies of cavalry with some infantry and 
guns passing to the right and left of our line for the evident purpose of getting 
to our rear to attack the baggage, I sent orders for it to bo brought up under 
the cover of our line, wbieb being then in possession of the heights originally 
oeeu[)i(;d by the enemy, I ordered it. to halt for that purpose. The enemy, 
ixdieving we bad given up the pursuit, took possession of tlio ground of en- 
campment which we had marched from in the morning, and which was more 
commanding than that wo halted upon. From thence they renewed the 
oanuohado with very little effect, and which we returned only as wo found them 
advanee tludr camion so as to do certain execution. Two heavy guns which 
were so situated as to enlilade our left wing were tho only ones which did us 
any material injury. After having halted for upwards of an hour, the haggage 
had eoine near enough to admit of our agaiu advancing, which We accordingly 
did and with great rapidity, although tho enemy were above a mile ahead of 
us and ri'treated as you may suppose with but little regularity. In the course 
of three mih's, wi; eanu! pretty close upon part of their roar com jiosed of regular 
infanlry iu crossing a small river, of which as they had gained the opposite 
bauk and made a sliow of resisttineo I ordered a lire to be opened upon them. 
Upon observing move attentively it was perceived that they had halted to 
cover the crossing of some of their guns or tumbrels then in the bed of the 
river. Jlcing at this time advanced considerably beyond tho ground of en- 
eampment we had left in the morning, I sent orders for the baggage to 
assemble at a place contiguous thereto which had been reconnoitred for it tho 
preceding day, and for the cavalry as soon as they could bo dispensed with 
to join mo. In the interim I ordered the grenadiers of the 73rd under the 
lloii’hlo Cajitain Lindsay supported by the other European corps and a Bengal 
regiment of si'poys und(“r Major Blaine to push acx'oss the river and to drive 
the enemy from the 0|)positc hanks, which was performed with great alacrity 
and spirit by the whole of the corps, and with the most exemplary ardour by 
the grenadiers of the 73rd avIio h'd the attack, and who received a scattered fire 
of musketry from the enemy as they approached. They gave way on all sides 
and left us in possession of one gnn, a long brass six-pounder, five tumbrels 
full of ammunition, and two carts of shot. The corps continued the pursuit with 
great e-ageriiess until they had gone upwards of a mile beyond the river, but 
could not come u|) Avith the enemy. Ilowever, they pressed them so close that 
it is out -of doubt could even half our small body of cavalay been employed 
that day Avitli tho line, or had it hisen possihlo for them after receipt of my 
ord(!rs to have joined me in time, not only more guns would have been taken 
hut the Avhole or greatest part of Lally’s corps have fallen into our hands. 
When the i-avalry did join, the enemy had so dispex’sed and had got to so 
great a distaxxco, that ixo attempt eoxxld he made upon them with the smallest 
prospect of success. AVhilst lh<?se services Were performed by tho most forward 
corps of tho first lino, tlie roxnainder thereof continued on the hanks of the 
river ready to support thexn, if ixeecssary, and the secoxid lino was halted on the 
ground of eneampment to cover the ajqxroach of tlie haggage and to sxxpport 
tlie guard Avitli it, under command of Lieutenant-Colonel Owen, if required. 
'I’owards the rear of our left Avixig the enemy attempted to annoy the haggage 
by a distant canxionade from some heavy guns, but without effect ; a very for- 
uxidable body of cavalry caxnc at the same time with an apparent resolution to 
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make a desperate ehart^o upon the rear and to break in upon the ba^jj^apre, but 
a brisk and well directed fire from the cavalry f^ims cllectually cluvk(‘d their 
pro-j^ress, and totally frustrated their views, altbou<jb no eounlry (b(>ing oi»eu 
and extensive) could bo more favourable for horse to act upon. Tbo wbole 
baggage having been thus protected and secured and the advanced corps 
haying returned from the pursuit between live and six in the evening, tlie armv 
was all encamped before dark on the same ground it had mai ched from in the 
morning. Considering tliat the first movement of the army commenced at 
four in the morning and tliat its most laborious opera! ions wei(^ p(M formed 
during an intensely hot day, and with the most unparalleled courage and cheer- 
fulness, the 2)raisc duo to every rank in it, both olUcers and imai, is far beyond 
M'hat can be cxjiresscd,— at least such is the sense I enterlain of thi-ir oxeiiions 
as to place their merit infinitely above the reach of any encomiums of mine. 
I have in general orders ^laid them the tribute of my hearty thanks and 
applause, and 1 am happy in this opportunity of recommending them as highly 
deserving of every attention or indulgence in the power of your Government 
to bestow on them. What renders our success on this ocaMsion the more 
plea.sing is the smallness of our loss, which you will observe by the enclosed 
return of killed and wounded is as follows : — Europeans killed, 3* non eominis- 
sioned rank and file; wounded, 2 lieutenants, 1 cormd, (5 non-commis- 
sioned rank and file. Natives, killed 10, wounded, tt. K illed 6 horses, wounded 
1. In all Eurojxians and natives killed, wounded, and di('d of fatigue 74, 
horses 7- The excessive heat of the weather w'as most felt by II is Majesty’s 
78th Regiment, the officer, the llon’hlc Lieutenant Temple, and tlu' 7 rank 
and file returned as above to have died of fatigue, belonged to it. Its etlVetive 
strength now in the field is not one-third of what it w’as wluui it marclu'd from 
St. Thome on the 25th of Aj)ril last. The other European corps, both infantry 
and artillery, have sulfered severely, from sickness, tlic consc(|Uonce of hard 
duty and the inclemency of the weather. The fmemy’.s loss I liave not he<m 
able to obtain any certain account of, but I do not conceive it could have hern 
eonsiderahle. Wo captured hetwmen thirty and forty horses of all kinds. It. 
has been by misfortune ever since I took the lield.onthe evtmt of every sueeess, 
to have cau.so to lament my inability to pursue the advatttages open from 
victory for want of a sufficieuey of jwovisions. On the jwesent occasion, had 
I possessed the means of suhsistonee, I could uot only have driven llyder up 
tlie Ghauts, hut most pi'ohahly have got hold of liis grand magazine r)f Arni 
which W’ould most assuredly have so far ended the war as to have <dieeked his 
immediately returning in force to the Carnatic, w'hilst it would have given to 
this army that veiy snj)port which at this moment maintains his. The suhse- 
(pient movements of this army have been communicated to you down to the 
()th in my letter from Woyopondle. On the 7tli, in the morning, I marched to 
Trivmtore where from the informations given me t had reason to ex^^eet to find 
somo grain, hut was disappointed. I halted on the 8th to refresh both our 
people and cattle. 'I'he latter from fatigue and want of forage have sull'ered 
severely. I shall send you a return of casualties in the carriage dejtrartnieiit 
as soon a.s the reports of the musters I have ordered arc deliver(‘(l to me. On 
the Hth, in the evening, a most unfortunate accident liajifamed to our grand 
guard owing to a young officer w'ho commanded it having more spirit than 
conduct. I shall send you the particulars in niy next. 1 marched from 
Trivatoro to tliis place on the 9th and found tho Euro])eans frdling dowji so 
fast and in such numbers that two or three days’ halt had heeome ahsoliitely 
necessary to give them time to recover, and to cheek the 2 )rogres.s of a- sickness 
which threatened to he universal:

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Kiii'loseJ in tlic letter from Fort St. George, dated the I tth June 1782. 

Sir, — The first object of our inaroli to the southward was to raise the 
siege of Penuacoil, but before we crossed the Palar, we heard of the fall of 
that important place, the army then moved to Carongooly and from thcncc to 
’WandoM'ash, where wo had au imperfect view from the top of a rock of Hyder'a 
camp. After a day’s halt we proceeded by easy marches wilihin thirteen miles of 
the enemy, where we had a full view of the French and llydcr, their right to 
Tlu'cluve and their left extending toAvarda the Bed Hills. It was the general 
opinion that Sir liyre meant to attack thorn, but he certainly acted a more 
prudent part, for it was too great a risk to put the fate of everything to a 
liattle by attacking them in a strong fortified camp with every Frenchman 
that could crawl or was able to stand behind a breastwork. After two days’ 
halt Ave proceeded in a direct route to Chclliput in hopes of draAA'ing our enemy 
out Avhere aa'c might tight them upon more equal terms. From Chclliput we 
moved to Arni and about four miles from that place Uyder by forccxl marches 
••amc up Avith our rear. As usual he comnioneed a distant cannonade. As soon 
as Ave could disj)ose of our baggage in a proper situation we camo to the right 
about and formed our line. As every precaution Avas necessary, as the country 
Avas entirely open, it of course took much time in posting a guard properly to 
save the baggage. Our first line then adA'anced and the enemy instantly gave 
way. As they had a river in their rear we Avere in hopes of coming up Avith 
some part and jiushed on at a full run for near tAvo miles; had aa'c had any light 
corps at that tiuu! 1 am of opinion that many of his guns must have fallen 
into our hands, and Ave should certainly have cut off some of his rear corps, but 
unfortunately the cavalry Avas Avith the baggage, and the line too much 
fatigued to piu’sue the enemy further. We took, liowever, one gun, five tumbrels, 
and two carts loaded Avith shot, and I must own I never saAV our troops push 
Avith so much ardour, nor the enemy behave so truly despicable. Wo encamped 
tlio next day close to Arni and I do think that had AA'e brought battering 
cannon wo should have taken it. Ilyder’s motion during the time aa'c lay near 
that place seemed to indicate his uneasiness at our situation. We at length 
decamped and our advanced came up Avith Ityder’s I’ear. On the march his 
line Avas seen, but nothing happened on either side. lie pushed olf for Arni, 
and Ave the next day encamped at Trivatore. We halted yesterday in conse- 
(juence of the fatigue of the preceding day’s march. Wc A\'ere alarmed yester- 
day hetAvcon two and three in the afternoon by a firing at the outposts. The 
enemy had certainly formed an ambiiseado, and sent small parties to entice 
some of our outposts to advance. At length the grand guard consisting of 
MdCallister’s regiment of cavalry took the bait, and proceeded near two miles on 
the plain beyond their station. The enemy then thought they wore at a distance 
from any support, and Avould he able to ell'(*ct their purpose ; a body of cavalry 
of about 3,000 or 4,000 rushed from the topes and cover that was adjacent, and 
in an instant rushed upon the grand guard and swept them away like a torrent. 
An otfieer, Mr. Burrows, with six or seven men were all that escaped, LieutO” 
nant Cruitzer who eommaiuh^d (McCallister being in arrest) is taken prisoner 
Avith his guns, cavalry, light infantry, &c. ; between 00 and 70 men were left 
killed and Avounded on the spot. I Avas on the ground in less lhan 15 minutes 
after the 9 ,fiair, and saAV these miserable objects. The regiment behaved exceed- 
ingly well, maintained their ground with a steady and regular fire, until bore 
down by numbers many of them fell at the muzzle of our guns. Lieutenant 
Cruitzer, though ho got himself into a bad situation by imprudently advancing 
too far, behaved with great firmness to extricate himself, but too l.Ate, and 
Colonel Stuart Avho was nearly taken prisoner Avith the grand guard declares 
that no nun in the world could have behaved better than Cruitzer and his 
regiment. Wc left Trivatore this morning, and what our next motions arc to 
he I really cannot tell you. However, I Avisii you would send me any news 
from Madras, and I Avill alAvays return your people with the occurrences of the 
(ramp. Your hircarrahs arriA'cdat 12 o’clock yesterday, and I intended to have 
dispatched tlu^m in the afternoon, hut I was on horse hack till late in the 
cA'cning, and then too much fatigued to Avrite. I send you this scraAvl in 
su'-h a liurry, that I am afraid you will not understand it, hut you must excuse 
it, as I have been very busy. I intended to have sent you more particulars 
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but have not time, unless I was to detain your men until to-morrow, Tlio 
country we have been through is cultivated in many parts. Tlie villages full of 
inhabitants. We have got sonic grain and plenty of cattle, in short w'e have 
lived very well this trip and sulfered nothing but from the intense heat which 
surpasses any tiling I ever felt.

Enclosed in the letter from Fort St. George, dated the I4tli June 178'2. 

From Wandewash we moved tow%ards Tondew^anum ; it was then reported 
Ilyder and the French fell hack towards the Red Hills. We then moved 
to Chittapet wdiiidi refused to surrender, from thence towards Arni. After we 
passed the river between Arni and Chittapet and were just near Arni, Uyder 
crossed the river in onr rear. The second opened his licavy guns on our rear 
about 7 oVlock, the baggage secured and our line formed ; a distant cannonade 
w'as kept up by him from very heavy guns; about 10 o'clock the army advanced 
nj)ou him at a full run; the army in one lino and chas<'d him from height to 
height for upwards of three miles, till we finally drove him over tlie river where 
w^o took one gun and five tumbrels. Our loss this day was trifling, lie attacked 
the baggage dcfeiuhd by the cavalry and five battalion of sejioys with about 
1 1,000 men wifliout success. His jirincipal loss this day was here, hut no 
where very capital. The 4th wo encamped before Arni; the 6th we came with- 
in sight of Hyder’s rear guard near Trivatore moving towards Arni. The 8th 
Hyder decoyed out our grand guard commanded by Lieutenant Cruitzer and 
i;ompletely cut tlicm off ; t hey consisted of about 70 troopers, tw^o y-pounders, 
and two companies light infantry. This accident happened owing to the im- 
prudeiieo of the ofliei’r advancing from his post about one mile w'lien he w'^as 
surrounded by 3,000 chosen horse. However, the men fought desperately, 
(h-uitzer behaved gallant ly, he is prisoner. Colonel Stuart, the Field Otlicer of 
the day, joined th(*ni just as they were surrounded, but cut his way through. 

Wc have no other occurrence worth mentioning. Pray send this to Kennedy 
with the enclosed. Wo arc now encamped here. 1 cannot tell our future move- 
ments.

Jteail the following letter and tnilosnre fnun Sir Edward Hughes. 

Superb^ off Ne^apiitam, Jolli July 1782. 

Gentlemen, — I have reetdved your letter of the Ifith Alay last, accom- 
panied by copy of your letter to the Select Committee of Bombay of the like 
date, and agree with you in thinking tliat it would bo for the good of the 
public service tliat I. was timely made acquainted with every ])lan of operation 
in the exeeution of which either niy orders or the co-operation of 11 is Alap'sty’s 
squadron under my command is neei'ssary; from the want of such time'ly in- 
formation of your intentions regarding Colonel Ilumberston and llis Majesty’s 
land forces on the Malabar Coast I joined with Sir Eyre. Coote in ordering Ilia 
Afajesty’s armed transport to re-embark the troops and proceed with thorn to 
this coast, and our joint orders did reach Colonel Ilumberston, but being in 
cypher No. 10, of which the subordinate factories of Anjengo and Tcllieherry 
had no copy, tlu'y could not ho decyphered and therefore were of no elTeet, 
and Colonel Ilumberston still continiu's with tlic troops upon the Afalahar 
CoJist. Cajitain Smith who commanded the armed transports, howevew, thought 
it his duty from forrai'r orders to proceed with them to join me at Ti-ineomali, 
which he would have elVectod to the groat advantage of the public service 
had he not fallen in with the French squadron olT Ceylon, a ])art of which 
chased the transport and obliged them to bear away for Madras roads, and I 
am sorry to inform you two of them, the Jiesolnt/ou and Ihtihen, have since 
been captured by the enemy in eiuleavoming to join me at Triiieomali. 

Aly last letter to you Avas dated the 1st Alay, in which I gave you an 
account of the engagement between llis Alajesty's squadron under my com- 
mand and the Fri'nch squadron under the command of Alnjisieur Soulfreiu on 
the 12th of the ])r('eeding month ; ;md 1 have now toinfonn you that having in 
Trincomali Bay relitted the several ships of the S(pin(lrou and taken on hoard 
such of our recovered men as could 1)() serviceable, i sailed fiom that place on 
the 2tth of last month and anchored the next day in Negapatam Roads to watch 
the motions of the enemy’s squadron. 

On the 5th of this month they came in sight and on (he day following I 
had a severe engagement with them, the more particular account of which is 
herewith enclosed, and 1 am ha])|>y to inform you that in the last engagement 
llis Alajesty’s s(|uadr<)n gained a decided su[)eriority over that of the enemy, and, 
had not the wind shifted, and thrown a part of oxir scpiadion out of the action, 
at the very time that some of the enemy’s sliijis liad' broken tlieir line and 
were riming away and others of them gri'atly disabled, I have great reason 
to believe that it would have ended in the capture of some of their line of 
battle-ships, 

I congratu’iatc you, gentlemen, most siiieerely on the peace concluded 
hetweim the Company and the Alahrattas, of which I was informed yesterday 
hy the Commandant of Negapatam who had received an otTicial letter from 
the Presidency of Fort St. George to iliat clfect. 

As the provisions and ammunition of tlio squadron arc now nearly 
expended and every ship in the greatest Avanl of stores, T shall in a few days 
proireed with the squadron for Madras Roads for a full supply of every article 
wanted for further service. 

I have hoard with infinite regret of the caj.ture of the Ynrmmith and Forti- 
tude hy the enemy’s frigates. At t his rale and under such management the enemy 
will bo fully 8uj)plicd with every arli<de they stand in need of, which ought 
most carefully to he guarded against, hut which is totally out of my power to 
do, having only the Seahorse 20-gun ship with me, and she absolutely necessary 
to the squadron to repeat my signals in time of action. The change of the 
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Jctive*s dcsiination by the Presidency of Fort St. George and contrary to my 
express orders lias left me without a ernizer able to cripo with the enemy’s 
frigates unless I was to send a linc-of- battle ship which cannot now be spared 
from the strength of the squadron.

At 1 o’clock r,w. the French squadron as per margin came in sight ; at 

3 P.M. the land .viud unexpectedly continu- 
ing and the enemy rearing us past, I made the 
signal for .sailing, at 5 minutes after made the 
signal to weigh, at 30 minutes past 3 weighed 
with the whole squadron and stood' to the south- 
eastward elose on a wind ; at 0 made the signal 
and tacked with the squadron and continued 
standing off and on all night. 

On the 0th at day-light the enemy’s squadron 
at anchor bearing north-north-east, distant about 
7 or 8 miles, wind south-west ; at50minut.es past 
5 A.M. 1 made the signal for the lino of battle 
abreast and bore away towards the enemy ; at 0, ohscu’ving the enemy getting 
under sail and standing to tin; westward, hauled down the signal for the line 
of battle abreast and made the signal for the lino of battle ahead at two 
cables length •distance. At 10 minutes past 7 our line being well forined, 
jnade the signal to bear doAvn upon tlie enemy, each ship in our line against 
the ship o]tposed to her in the enemy’s lino; at 20 minutes p.ast 8 the eiiemy*s 
squadron tacked wdth their heads to the south-eastward, tlieir van ships first 
and so on along the line. I tlnm hauled down the signal to hear down upon the 
enemy and hauled to the wind ; at 15 minutes past 0 the enemy s van having 
stretclied along as far as our rear made the signal for the line to taek the rear ; 
to tack first, at 25 niinutcfs past 0 finding the enemy passed fast by oxir line 
I made the signal for the whole line to tack together; our lino having all tacked 
at 45 minutes past 0 I made the signal again to hear down upon the enemy, 
each ship in our line against the ship opposite to her in the em'my’a line ; at 
40 minutes past 10 the enemy’s line began to fire at ours; at 45 minutes past 
10 I made the signal for battle and at the same time the, signal for a close 
engagement; at 11, made the Z/V*ro’.v, ETftae n, and Isis s signals to comply 
with the signal then abroad and they obeyed and bore down upon the criemy 
accordingly; at 10 minutes pasl 11 I made the Magnanime'a and Engles signal 
to make more sail and close up the rear which they did accordingly ; the sam© 
time made the Mounroa (my second .asteru’s) signal to close up to me ; from 
tins time till 35 minutes past noon the engagement was general from van to 
rear in both and mostly very close ; the enemy’s shi[)s set'med to have suffered 
ver, severely both in hulls and masts; the van ship had boro aw.-iy out of 
their line and the Bnlliante, the French Admiral’s second ahead, bad lost her 
main-mast. At this time the sea-hroeze set in at south-south-east very fresh 
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and several of the ships in our van and center were tahen aback and paid round 
with their heads to tlie westward, whilst others of our slii[)s, those in the rear 
ill particular, who had suffered less in their rigging, paid off and continued on 
their former tack. Some of the enemy’s ships were also paid round by the sea- 
breeze with their heads to the westward, the Admiral’s second ahead in parti- 
cular, which 1 supposed to be the Ajax but proved to be the Severe, fell along 
side of the Sultan and struck to her, but whilst the Sultan was wearing to join 
me made what sail she could, ffred on and sacked the Sultan without showing 
any colours and then got in amongst her own ships. At 6 minutes past noon 
finding the JVorcester, Eagle, and Burford still continuing on the former tack 
and nearing the body of tho enemy’s squadron very fast, I made the signal 
to wear, and hauled down the signal for the line of battle purposing to make 
the signal for a general chase, but the Captain of the Monarca having hailed 
and informed me that all his standing rigging was shot away and the ship 
otherwise so much disabled as to be ungovernable and the Hero on the contrary 
tack hauling in with the land with the signal of distress out, and the enemy’s 
ships having wore and come to the larboard tack, those least disabled forming 
to windwanl of the others to cover their disabled ships and endeavouring to 
cut off the Eagle, I made the signal at 20 minutes past 1 o’clock to wear and 
stood to the westward, the engagement still continuing partially whenever our 
ships were near the enemy’s and the Eagle hard-pressed by two of the encimy’s 
ships. At I past 1 o’clock I made the signal for the line of battle ahead 
on the larboard tack and made tho Exeter*s signal to come within hail and 
directed him to take his station astern of the Sultan ; at 2 v.M. the enemy’s 
squadron was standing in shore and collecting their ships M'hich I was also 
endeavouring to do, as our squadron was very much dispersed and continued 
on different tacks ; the ships being greatly disabled and in general ungovernable 
at i past I I made the signal for the line of battle ahead and made the 
signal for tlui line to pr<‘paro to anchor, and at ^ past 5 I anchored ■with the 
Superb in six fathoms of water hetween Negapatam and Nagore, the other ships 
of the squadron auchoring as they came in with the land and the IFoi'ccster the 
next day. 

The enemy having collected their ships in a close body anchored at 6 p.m., 
about three leagues to seaward of our ships ; during the remainder of tho day and 
all night our ships were closely employed in securing their lower masts, almost 
all their standing rigging being shot away, sjdicing the old, and weaving new 
rigging and getting scrviccahlo sails to the yards. 

On the 7th in the morning the damages sustained hy the several ships 
appeared to mo so great that 1 gave up all thoughts of pursuing the enemy, and 
at 9 A. M. the French squadron got under sail and returned to Cuddalore 
Roads, tlieir disabled ships ahead and those less so covering (Jheir retreat in 
the rear. 

At 10 I sent Captain Watt of II is Majesty’s ship Sultan in the Itodneg 
Brig, disarmed, with a flag of truce and letter to Monsieur Souffreiii containing 
a demand of tho surrender of the French King’s ship, the Ajax- Captain Watt 
came up with the Frciurh siiuadron the same evening and rny letter was for- 
warded to Monsieur Souff'rein, who returned an evasive answer saying that it 
was the F’rench ship Severe who had the halyards of her ensign shot away, 
as frequently happmis in action by which means it came down but was never 
intended to be struck.

1 have received your obliging letter wherein you observe that the news of 
the treaty of alliance and friendship which has taken place between the 
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Peishwa and the English must have been made known to me because my name 
is included therein, all of which I perfectly comprehend. Without giving me 
notice, how is it possible that my name can be included ? On the contrary, the 
Sirdars of Poonah have written and continue to write that Mr. Weatlierstone 
had come, on the part of the English, for the purpose of conferring with them 
about peace, but that his conferences not proving satisfactory they had dis- 
missed him. Wherefore, this being a business of high importance, how is it 
])ossiblc without a knowledge of the object and free and unreserved communi- 
cations on both sides, to enter upon any negotiations. For which reasons I now 
write you to send Sriniwas Jlow to me with copy of the treaty between the 
Peishwa and the English.

I have received your letter wherein, in reply to mine informing you of a 
treaty of friendship and alliance having hcen settled betwetm the Peishwa and 
the English, you are pleased to acqiuiint me that tho Sirdars of Poonah have 
written and continue to write you that Mr. W catherstonc had come, on tho part 
of the English, to confer with them about peace, hut that his conferences not 
proving satisfactory they had dismissed him. All of this I understand. 

Mr. Weatherstone was sent by General Goddard from Bombay chiefly for 
the purpose of settling a cessation of arms, which being accomplished he 
returned to Bombay. For the business of treating regarding peace, you will 
no doubt have heard that a gentleman, by name Mr. David Anderson, was depu- 
ted by the Governor-General and Council of Calcutta, whom I before wrote 
you arc tlic chief regulators on the part of the Company in this country of all 
matters of that nature. You further write rno that it is impossible any negotia- 
tions can bo entered upon without a knowledge of tho object, and free and 
unreserved communications ou both sid('S. Of this I am sensible, and therefore 
agreeably to your request now send you Sriniwas Row who will inform you of 
the points which are essential to the re-cstahli.shment of peace and friendship 
between us, and which you will find exactly to correspond with what I before 
communicated to you, to your trusty servant, Mahomed Oosman. Sriniwas 
Row, who I request you will return to me as speedily as possible, will inform 
you of the cause which has prevented me sending you copy of the treaty 
between the Peishwa and tho English as you desired.

I have received your friendly letter by Mahomed Oosman from whom and 
Sriniwas Row I have learnt all particulars. You write mo that you have com- 
municated to Sriniwas Row circumstantially the causes which liave brought on 
the present war. That you have sent copies of papers. It gives me real con- 
cern that ever any occurrence should have happened of such a nature as to 
create even a difference of opinion between you and the representatives of the 
English nation, and it is from a sincere desire to avoid everything of that 
tendency which induces me to wish you had waived sending the copies of the 
])apcrs in the same manner as you have declined mentioning what they are. 
1 choose to take advantage of that lino of reserve which you have yourself 
adopted to coniine myself to two observations on the subject. That it was a 
business which was settled between the parties previous to the accession of 
your authority. You advanced no claim at the time you made your treaty of 
peace in the neighbourhood of Madras. These suggestions proceed from 
motives of the truest friendship, and that to make friendship and peace is most 
desirable, and that that .alone is your object and wish, and that if both parties 
reciprocally desire it, they will certainly promote peace .and friendship upon a 
. . , proper and permanent footing * may operate with 

• ihumn nrigmn . its full elTcct.* Surcly 110 peacc or friendship can 

he more just, proper, or promise more permanency than that which is framed 
to establish a good understanding amongst the powers of Hindustan — that being 
one of the first objects provided for in the treaty ivith the Mahrattas and the 
English. I am persuaded from the strong terms in which you express your 
desire of peace and friendship, you will speedily accommodate thereto, and that 
Mahomed Oosman who now returns to you, to whom I have again communi- 
cated all particulars, will be soon sent back with the agreeable intelligence.

nions, but was encamped on the borders of the Jumna and with a certain indi- 
cation of such a design. He has yet received no report of this conduct in Almass 
Ally Cawn from the Resident nor from any person in office at Lucknow.

; . To THE Nabob Hyder Beg Cawn. 

When I prevailed upon the Nabob Vizier to commit the entire charge of 
his revenues and the administration of his finances to his ministers, of whom 
you are the acting and responsible person, with the concurrence of the Resident, 
Mr. Middleton, I had so sure a reliance on your integrity, diligence, and abilities 
which arc univcreally known and no lc.ss on the same qualilies of Mr. 
Middleton, that I departed with a mind perfectly at case, expecting that order 
would bo restored to the Nabob’s affairs ; capable and trustworUiy aumils 
appointed to the superintendance of the districts, the forces duly statif)ned for 
the security of peace, and the confirmation of the authority of the Sircar, and 
that the past and growing debt of the Company would be completely discharged 
in the course of the year, and that I should receive the thanks of the Naliob, 
your master, for the elfects of my solicitude for the support of his dignity and 
ease. “ 

The event has proved the reverse of these hopes— an accumulation of 
distress, debasement, and dissatisfaction to the Nabob, and of disappointment 
and disgrace to me. Every measure which ho had himself proposed and to 
which he had solicited my assistance has been so conducted as to give him 
cause of displeasure. There are im offices established by which his affairs could 
be regularlv conducted ; mean, incapable, and indigent men have been appointed 
aumils of the districts without authority, and without the means of personal 
protection ; some of them have been murdered by the zemindars, and those 
zemindars, instead of punishment, have been permitted to retain their zemin- 
daris with inclependant authority ; all the other zemindars suffered to rise up 
in rebellion and to insult the authority of the Sircar without any attempt made 
to suppress them ; and the Company’s debt, instead of being discharged by the 
assignments and extraordinary sources ot money provided for that purpose, is 
jlikely to exceed over the amount at which it stood at the time in which the 
jarrangement with His Kxct licncy was concluded. The growth of these evils 
|Was early made known to mo, and the effects foreboded in the same order and 
manner as they have since come to pass. Added to these, I this instant learn 
that Almass Aliy Cawn, to whom you had entrusted the greatest portion of the 
collections without any pledge or security for his fidelity, has thrown off his 
allegiance and quitted the Nabob*s dominions, taking with him an immensa 
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treasure, the fruit of his emhezzelments and oppression, and an army raised for 
its protection. This too was long since foretold and ought to have been sus- 
pected. 

In such a state of calamity and disgrace I can no longer remain a passive 
spectator, nor would it be becoming to conceal my sentiments or qualify the 
expression of them. I have hitherto foreborc to interfere that I might not 
weaken your influence and thereby disable you from fulfilling the responsibility 
of the great trust whicli had been assigned to you. I now })lainly tell you 
that you arc answerable for every misfortune and defect of the Nabob Vizier’s 
Government. You possess abilities and the means of retrieving them, nor is 
it yet too late, for the resources of the country still remain. I expect it and 
immediately. And as the first effect of your exertions 1 require that the 
balance which is due to the Company be fully cleared by the end of the year, 
so that not an anna shall remain in arrears. I have a right to exact this 
return to the confidence Avhich the world has seen me place in you, and to 
the good ofiices Avhich the friendship of the Nabob Vizier has enabled me to 
afford you. If I am disappointed you will impose on me the painful and 
humiliating necessity of ack now' lodging to him that I have been deceived, and 
of recommending the examination of your conduct to his justice, both for the 
redress of his own and the Company’s grievances, and for the injury sustained 
by both in their mutual connection. 

Do not reply to me that what I have written is from the suggestion of 
your enemies, nor imagine that I have induced myself to write in such plain 
and declaratory terms without a clear insight into all the consequences of it 
and a fixed determination upon them.

The conferences between Sriniwas Row, Sir Eyre Cooto’s Vakeel, and 
Hyder Ally Khan, referred to in his letter to the Governor- General of the 20th 
July and recorded in Consultation the 12th August, being translated, are 
now read and recorded as follows : — 

Translation of a Conference between Nabob Hvber Ally Khan and Sriniwas How, a Vakeel 

on the part of General Coote. 

I waited upon him on Monday evening and presented him tx nazzer, which 
he declined accepting and desired me to be seated near him. I told him that my 
master and Mr. Graham had ordered me to present him their respects, and bad 
enquired after his health. To this he replied by asking in very civil terms how 
the General did, and added that he had heard much in his praise, that he was a 
great and gallant commander and an excellent man. He said he bad also been 
informed of the good qualities of Mr. Graham. He then asked how old each 
of them was. I answered that the General was about the same age xvith 
himself, and added that I had always heard him speak in his praise declaring 
that past ages had not seen, nor would future times produce among the natives 
of this country, so worthy, so great, so brave, and soldicr-likc a chieftain as he, 
and that 1 believed him sincere in these declarations. 
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He then said — 

“It was never any wish of mine to quarrel with the English. On the 
contrary I was so desirous of continuing upon friendly terms with them, that 
in tlie course of three years I wrote to my Vakeel, Bunajee Punt, upwards of 
an hund red times “ that I should indeed he glad if peace could be preserved 
between us, but that every day produced some fresh dispute on the frontier 
relative to the province of Dindigul, and 1 feared this might prove fatal to it, 
that the consequence of that would be that I should enter the Carnatic, lay the 
whole country waste, and burn and reduce all to ashes." “ I sent him letter 
after letter to this effect, till I was tired, and he continued to represent these 
matters to them, but in reply, the Company’s people referred him to Mohamed 
Ally Khan, and he again referred him to the Company. How long w'as I to 
put up w'ith such kind of talk as this ? " 

I replied — 

" Your Highness is a great chief, whatever be the conversation which I 
have the honor to hold with you, my answers ought to be just and true. If 
therefore you will be pleased to bear with a little freedom of speech, I will 
take upon me to reply to what you have now said.” 

To this he rejoined — 

“ Let me have your answer ; my design in sending for you was that both 
parties might come to a good understanding.” 

I then spoke in reply to what he had said before as follows : — 

“ You, Sir, made war upon the English and entered the Carnatic for no 
reason whatever, for as to wlmt you are pleased to say of the disputes regard- 
ing the frontier, both sides have probably in that matter been equally cul]”able. 
What likelihood is there that one party should be alone to blame? A pair of 
tawly (brass plates) are not set aplaying without two hands ; upon this pre- 
tence, liowever, you have invaded the Carnatic, but to this hour. Sir, what 
advantage have you reaped, and in future what are you likely to gain by it ? 
You have got indeed by this injustice the enmity of the English, but no kind 
of profit whatever. Your own mind. Sir, must be conscious to the truth of 
all this.” 

He said — 

“ A treaty was formerly concluded between the English and me, but was 
one syllable of it ever fulfilled? What security then can I have for the 
performance of any future engagements ? ” 

I answered in these words — 

“ Who, Sir, was the first that infringed the treaty ? You will probably 
find that the first violation of it was from you, and not from us.” 

He replied — 

“ I will tell you who it was that transgressed the treaty. In the first 
place it was stipulated that we should mutually assist each other, and they 
agreed to lend me troops. When therefore the Mahrattas had entered my 
country I wrote to them a variety of ways, desiring them to send me succours. 
In reply they at first told me they would send them, they would send them, and 
after some time they said they had written to Europe and expected orders from 
thence. To this I urged that it would be a year and six months before their 
orders could bo obtained from Europe, and of what use would their succours be 
then ? The Governor's answer was that without orders from Europe they could 
do nothing. And yet at length after a long time had elapsed they pretended 
that till then they had received no directions. In this manner have they 
framed excuses to I'vadc this article of the treaty. In the next place I told 
them not to go against Mah(i, they said they would not, and yet they went. 

I know not who they are that presume to enter and raise disturbances in my 
boundaries.” 
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In answer to this I said — 

"A war, Sir, having arisen between the Freneh and English, orders were 
sent out from Europe to take all the principal French sea-ports, they were 
under a necessity therefore of acting as they did. But when they entered 
your territories did they commit any outrages, did they injure you ? No I 
their solo purpose was to transact a little business of their own, tlu^y confined 
themselves to that, and came away again by another route. AVhat have you. 
Sir, to do with the French ? These are European nations, they have always been 
quarrelling in this manner, and sometimes they are friends again, Ikit what 
is all tliis to you ? Should you, Sir, take part in this national war, would 
it he in your yiow^cr to bring it to an issue ? And if not, why should you 
meddle in it at all by succouring or opposing either party ! 

He said — ■ 

“ In those sea-ports of mine that are large, the English, French, Hutch, 
Danes, and all the European nations have factories, if then the English factory 
should there he attacked by any of the rest, ought I to sit an uncoru’crned 
spectator ? Surely not ; hut to proceed — A third point is, tliat the people at 
Tcllicherry arc always supplying Nayem Ra with guns and ammunition and 
encouraging liim by that means to wage war with mo. AVhat treaty can sub- 
sist when such unreasonable proceedings take place on your side ? What 
friendship can ever bo maintained between you and me ? But, besides all this, 
every year or two a new Governor comes out, and docs w'hatever he takes it 
into his head to do without any regard to treaties or engageracnls, hut only 
to what h.‘ip])ens to strike him as advisable. In this case the Company I 
acknowledge is one Company, they are not divided, hut while these people 
that come hither continue to pursue such measures, what dependence is there 
on a treaty. It was on these accounts that I took it into rny head, that 
though it should cost mo croros of rupees I would spiiud it in destroying and 
laying waste your couutry till never a lamp was left to burn there, and having 
formed this resoltdion, T wTotc to iny Vakeel that I should certainly coun^ into 
the Carnatic. But though ho wont and reported this, it was neither believed 
nor attended to. An European Vakeel, however, camo from Madras, and 
presented me, as you do now, with a line series of ui’gumcnts, tolling mo “ that 
they and I ouyht to he friends ” and a great deal more to that clfect in answer 
to all which I told him immediately in j)lain terms, that I positively would 
visit the Carnatic, and th.atou liis way hack to Madras he would sec my cavalry 
and artillery in readiness. With this plain mes'-ago T sent him back, and I 
have since kept my word, I have come and for these two years have desolated 
your whole country and burnt all to ashes. In future too, you will know 
what I can do, for what care I if it cost me ten crores of rupees more than 1 
have spent already ; you, indeed, will suffer, hut to me it is a trifle, or nothing.” 

I said to him here — 

" And pray. Sir, to what purpose will you he at two more years’ exponce 
harassing your own person, and wearing out your troops ? To what eiul will 
you lay out ten more croros of rupees? Do you think the English will ever he 
crushed by you ? Or the Carnatic become yours ? Do you expect to see it 
even in a dream ? No ! Be assured this is a vain idea.” 

Ho replied — 

” What I had to do, I have done. Madras only remains, and what great 
matter is that ? 

To this I answered — 

” Why, Sir, do you cherish such a thought in your mind ? Madras, 
helievc me, is not made of wax. If you over como against it, you will soon be 
eonvinecd of this. Consider, Sir, what you undertake in making war with the 
English, when the French, a nation of the same sort with themselves, have not 
been able to prevail against them, what have others to expect ? The English 
have thousands of sea-ports, and Madras is but one of that number. To cope 
with you, then, can he to them no very arduous enterprise. The English 
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prowess is every where drcjided) hoth in the iEjnst nnd in. liUropCj nor is there 
any nation that can claim a superiority over them. Let these considerations 
sway with you to use some foresii;ht at the present juncture. What I mean is 
this : — You are. Sir, a groat potentate, you have a government, revenue, and 
country in possession ; so cinmmstanced, your object ought to he to give 
stability and permanency to your name and family, and with that view before 
you, it is surely not good policy to make the English your enemies. You can- 
not but feel the force cf this remark.” 

Ho then said — 

“ It is my wish to live at peace with them, and I am now ready to come 
to terms. If the General instead of going to Eengal had remained here, he 
would have in-evented the trinit y from binng infringed. It was for ivant of some 
man of weight like him that things wore on so badly. Hut even now' it the 
General sets his head upon it, it is easy to come to a good understanding 
together. 

1 replied — 

“ 'rhis declaration. Sir, gives me much pleasure, as I dare say it agrees 
with the inclination of my constituent, for he cannot hut desire that a jicacc 
and tasting friendship should subsist between the English and such a Prince 
as you.” 

lie answ'ered — 

“ I also am ready to give my assent to this ; but when 1 consider that 
not a single word of the former treaty was observed, and tliat nowr also if the 
Gi'neral siiould go aw’ay after entering into engagements with me, another 
may come and undo all again ; how e.an I possibly expect tliat any treaty will 
on the part of the Company be faithfully adhered to ? ” 

In reply to this I said — 

“ What hreaoh of engagement have the English been guilty of ? It is 
agaiust you, Sir, I fear, that we must lay this heavy charge. One article of 
the former treaty was that you were not to molest Morari Row, and yet you 
have so comphdely uprooted him, that his very name is no longer heard of. 
What kind of faith is this ? 

Ho replied — 

“ Morari Row was not the only name mentioned in the treaty, there were 
others also, among the rest that of the R.ajah of Tanjore. ^ Hid you not agree 
to leave him unmolested ? And yet you went against him.” 

In answer to this I said — 

“ What is the case of Tanjore to you, Sir ? The Rajah was our subject 
and gave us peshkiish. What relation has that to you ” V 

* I said — 

” Of such m.atters I could say enough, but what end w'ould it answer? 
If the design be to promote amicable measures, let us rather speak of some- 
what that may have that kind of tendeuey.” 

lie was then pleased to say — 

“The General has written me that Sriniwas Row would communicate 
some matters to me in person. Now tell mo what it is you have to say.” 

I replied — 

“ The General told me that ho had mentioned some things to Mohamed 
Oosman which he took it lor granted ho must, have communicated to you, and 
bid me hear .and repoi-t to him, what you should be pleased to say upon the 
subject. I am ready therefore to carry to him your commands.” 

• He answered, and Morari Kow was my Qolam (slave), I treated him as I pleased myself, and what relation has 
that to you? 
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He said — 

“ It was stipulated that I should have Trichinopoly and Madura made over 
to me, the paper of agreement, including a receipt for the moiiov i^aid, is here 
ready, you may see it.” 

I asked him, why, when this stipulation was first made, he had not then 
talked the matter over and brought it to an issue. 

He answered — 

“ I dropt it at that time, proposing to hav® it done at some future period.” 

I said — 

“ llow can it be expected that what did not go forward then, should be 
carried into execution now? The bringing up this subject at present can 
answer no real purpose, and will produce nothing but mere aitercatiou.” 

lie replied — 

“ I do not say that Trichinopoly and ]\[adura are to be given up to nie, 
hut as the lands of the Province of Hindignl are in some iiarts intermixed 
with the confines of the Trichinopoly District, I wish to have that mattfu- 
])ropcrly settled.” 

“The mention of that. Sir,” said I, “was quite unnecessary. That will 
certainly be done.” I then Ix'gged he would tell me if he had any particular 
requisitions to make, and 1 would carry them to my master. lie said he 
would deliver them to me in writing, to which I assented. He added that 
he would give me jilso copies of the p.apor of agroomout for the cession of 
Trichinopoly and Madura, and of the receipt, which I might take with mo at 
the sam(‘ time. I suggested that tln^rc was prob.ahly .a farigkhut (or paper 
of discharge) of his ready to ho produced on our side. II is answer was — ■ 

“ AV'hat regard is to he paid to a. paper which you yourselves have foi’ged 
and sealed with a (xmnterfeit seal ? ” 

I said — 

“ Where was such a thing ever he.ard of? If, however, it has been done 
there, why itiay it not have Ix'on practised here too ? How is that mattru* to 
he ascertained? ” 

He replied — 

“Upon these are the signatuics, hoth of Mohamed Ally Khan, and an 
liurop(‘aii named Saunders. You ni.-iy see them here.” 

He then asked if I had brought him a copy of the treaty which I h.ad told 
him was concluded between the, Ihmnah Ministry .and the English, in which 
his name was included. I told him that a Persian copy h.ad Ixhui coming by 
sea, but tlx* sloop in which it was had been t.aken in the way hither, that other 
copies had besen sent for, but those that had come in c.onsequcnce wei-e in 
English, and it was not thought proper to transmit him a translation made lien-, 
as it might chance to differ from the original. 'I’hat nevertheless another 
Persian c()])y was expected, which lie .should .sia; as soon as it arrived. “ Put,” 
continued I, “ I have already given you a verbal det.ail of the partieul.-irs of the 
treaty in which it is mentioneil that you are to leave tlie Carn.atic, that you 
.are to release the officers and all others that have been taken prisoners during 
the war, that a genei’al peace .and good understanding is to take jilacc in 
future, and th.at as the other four or five powers of India propose now to live 
upon amicable terms, you are. also to adopt tlic same measure with other 
matters of a similar nature.” 

He said-— 

“ Has any one given me regular Information of all this r And without 
that, what have I to do witli th.at which people write .at home agreeably to 
tlieir own fancy ? Put who is it that has made this agreement ivith you ? 

I answered— 

“ The Poonah Ministry themselves have entered into the terms T mention.” 
“ But in what manner,” said he, “ was it done ? An European named Anderson 
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has procured it hy bribing Scindia. What are such clandestine proceedings to 
me ? The Poonah peoj)le have not to this day written me a syllable about it. 
And I am not a boy, that after spending crores of rupees and undergoing the 
fatigues of two years’ war, I should quit the Carnatic and set your people at 
liberty merely on the strength of your information. To wdiom do you pretend 
to talk in this manner ? ” 

I replied — 

“ You, Sir, have entered the Carnatic to oblige the Mahrattas, and wdiile 
you arc yet here, they h:ive made peace with the Pnglish, and entered into a 
tr(!aty, of whi(di if your business did not make a i)art wliat occasion would 
there be to give you any information about it ? 13ut you surely must also have 
received a copy.” 

Tie said — 

“T know nothing of this matter, but T think you will know what it 
amounts to by the time four months are over. Do you know what engage- 
ments the Poonah jVfinistry have entered into w ith me ? ” 

I told him “ No.” 

" Hear then, said he, I w’ill tell you. I was to expunge the English name 
from the Carnatic and they engaged to take cdiarge of Dengal, i%c. This Avas 
what Ave agreed uj)on, and to this day the letters that come froju thence are to 
the same elVeet. If you wish to see them you may. T haA^e liad letters also 
from the Plionslah, who says ho proposes to go against Ihmgal. But if the 
Poonah ]»eople and you have made a ti’eaty and are become friends again, wdiy 
do not you get them to assist you Avith tAventy thousand horse ? ” 

I ansAvered — 

“ ^Vhat need have we of more troops that avo should solicit succours of 
others ? Where Avould he the use of it ? IMeasures of that kind must be Avell 
i'onsidered. If we are at peace Avith tlie Poonah Ministry, the Carnatic cannot 
remain long unsettled. That which was not a matter of didieulty before, 
can surely not be so noAv. Troops are assembling from dill’erent quarters, no 
end therefore Avill be answered hy proloniring the dispute and it Avell becomes 
you. Sir, to give this matter all due considci’ation.” 

lie said — 

“ It is now three years that you have not acted up to a single article of 
your treaty with the INTzam. You have taken to yourselves his countries of 
Chicacolo, Rajmundry, «fce., and do not pay him the money you agreed upon. 
In a Avord, avIio is thevt'. that you have dealt w ith agreeably to your eugage- 
rmmts ? It is plain there is no faith left among you.” 

I replied — 

“ This assertion may be iiaie enough in respect of the French and other 
nations, but the English are not yet dostitubi of faith, nor are likely to become 
so. There are others indeed that may Avitli justice have this laid to their 
charge, and the PInglish after putting up Avdth tenfold injuries, are sometimes 
under a necessity of cx(‘i'ting themselves at last. You would do well, Sir, to 
consider this, and bring matters to a conclusion before it he too late. Wo for 
our parts are ready to come to terms, otherwise in a year or six months more 
you Avill SCO the consetiucnoos.” 

lie then said — 

“ What I suppose Avhen I come to fight you, yon will place the Mahrattas 
before ye, for without that what can yc do ? You will mandi four coss in a day, 
more you cannot for your lives, and so keep trotting after me all round the 
country ; my business in the meantime I shall take care to dispatch. I shall 
lay all waste around you, ibis will be my employment, and then you do your 
best. Bring the Mizam and the. Mahrattas to help you, and see what you can 
do. You Avero all 1 hreo unibid for a time once before, and what did it end in ? 
And wliat think you will it come to in future ? Why, each will go back the 
same way he came.” 
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My answer was— 

“ The English have neither formerly solicited succours of any one, nor 
will have occasion to do so hereafter. JJut you, Sir, have purchased this unjust 
war at a great price, and are devising all sorts of new schemes for carrying it 
on. Among others, you think yourself very sure of the Ercnch, But what ' 
did Dost Ally Khan and Chanda Saheb formerly gain by their connection with 
them ? Believe me. Sir, your appearing in these national (juarrels can answer 
no kind of purpose, for your drawing the weight of an European war upon 
yourself will not decide the dispute.” 

He replied — ^ 

“ Where were the Ercncli when 1 entered the Carnatic? They have only 
been come these four or five months past, and have I sought their assistance ? 
Can they do anything for me, have I sent for them hither ? 

I said — 

” I have beard that you had many consultations with them, and that even 
a treaty was concluded between you and them, long before you entered the 
Carnatic, But if you hope to gain anything by uniting your fortunes with 
theirs, be assured the English will be a match for you both.” 

He said — 

“The French have forty or fifty ships coming out, together with those of 
the Dutch, and if they invest you by sea, and I by laud, you will find it a 
hard matter to keep Madras. Rellect well upon this.” 

I told him that if the French and Dutch should send so many ships out, 
the English would undoubtedly dispatch a superior force after them, to which 
he answered, it was nothing to him, they were on the sea, and he on the land. 

I told him none were better able to judge of consequences than himself; and 
asked him if ho know what had happened to the Frencli of late. He said he 
did not iinderstand tliat anything very bad had happened to them. That he 
had heard indeed that in the former engagement two of their vessels had been 
taken, and that in the last two more had lost their masts, that the French had 
since come and anchored at Cuddalore and the English were gone to Naga- 
])atam, that if anything more than this had hap})cncd he should be glad to 
hoar it. I told him 1 hoped to give him some fresh intelligence in the course 
of eight or ton days more, and a good deal past of the same kind. At length 
I s.aid to him — “ There is a matter wbicdi has given my master much offence. 
He is much concerned to hear that Colonel Baillie and fhe rest of the officers 
whom you have taken prisoners, several of whom are the sons of people of 
distinction, suffer very great hardships, and have not even the common neces- 
saries of life, such as clothes and food allowed them. He says that it is not 
the custom of Europeans, nor is it ever usu.al with great princes, to treat their 
piisoncrs in that manner, and wonders that Your Highness should adopt so 
unworthy a conduct.” 

He replied — 

“ They are in no want of food and raiment, lot some one be sent on your 
part to sec them, and Braithwaite who was taken in the Tanjore country is here 
in the camp, you may sec him yourself. A sheep for ten men is their daily 
allowance, and upon this some that were lean when they were with you, are 
grown very fat since I have had them. They that have told you all this 
therefore have told you lies. And as to the other article, they have not to bo 
sure fine clothes, but they arc sufficiently supplied with white linen. You 
may tell your master to be perfectly easy upon this head, and when matters 
arc made up between us I shall release them altogether.** 

I should have mentioned that in answer to what he said about our passing 
liL bounds to go against Mab6, I reminded him of his expedition against 
Cuddapab. He asked what the English had to do with that. In reply to 
which I asked him what he had to do with Bidenoor and other principalities of 
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AvliioU be bad possessed himself, and by wbat authority he pursued such violent 
measures ? 'lo this he ^:ave no answex-.

Translate of a Conference (No. 2) between the Nabob Hydbb Allt Khan and Siuniwas 

Row, a Vakeel on the |mrt of Gkneual Cootk. 

On the dh.y following, wliitdi was Tuesday, I Availed upon him on the 
('vening, Avlum iie cotidescendcal to enquire after my healtli. X then spoke to 
him as follows : — 

“As yestcirday was the first day I had the honour of conferring Avith Your 
Highness t here were some jtai ticulars Avhieh out of deference and respect I Avas 
restrained from touching upon with that freedom Avhich the east; re(|iiires. You, 
Sir, are a Sov('r(‘i:rn L’riiice possessed of treasures and dominions, and Avhat is 
more, a soul tithnl for gn'at aet.ions, the Most High hns raised yoit to honour 
and dignities that are h:ilf divine, tltough I come b(Torc you therefore as the 
servant of another, yet you may ho assured of my atlaelimont and devotion to 
yourself also, and in that vicAV it becomes me to he plain and open in Avliat 
1 say to you upon any suhjeet. And though it is true 1 can offer little to 
your eoiisideral ion Avliieh your own discernment may not alreatly have 
suggested to you, it is yet ineumhent upon me to tell you all I know.” 

He then l)id me speak freely to him all I had in my mind, and I proceeded 
thus — 

“ Believe mo, Sir, the eninify of the English is no desirable object, it is 
mueh better lo m:ike p(>aee if you can do it upon good terms, it can answer 
little purpose; to jnolong a dispute the issue of Avhieh must he of small import- 
ance}. I know, Sir, that ye)ur iele'a is, that in six months or a year more, or at 
tlic cxpence; perhaps of fern ei’ores of rupees, yem may he able to finish this 
matter to ye)ur own sat isfae-tie)!!. But be assured this is a inislaken notion. 
You see? Avhat has he'oii dejiie; fen- tlu-sc two years past, gre-at sums have been 
expended, your troeeps have- waste-d away, gre-at imnAhcrs of your horse\s have 
he-em destroye-el aiiel seue-ral eef your jerincipal cenninande-rs killed, and yet no 
kind e)f conclusion has by all this been clT<*cied, hut rather a gene-ral detriment 
to yemr allairs. AVh:it are- like-ly lobe the future eonse(|U(‘ne(‘s, also, I leave 
Your Highness to jnelge. Yem know the saying — * Theueu' curried 

(twuy the old atock, wliich has ge-nenilly been found a veiy true one. The 
Be>onah .Mini.sfry have now- made jH-aeo wifh the Jtlnglish and entered into a 
tre.'xty with tlie-m, which single; e‘ir(;uinstauec is of ilse-lf sullie-ient to settle the 
business of the Carnatic, and when, in adelifion to this, the Hindustan powers 
and Ni/.am-nel- Dowlah shall he all upon amicable te-nns A\ith them, and yam 
ale)Ue; shall chuse; te) follow a dilferent path, liow can this ever })rovc a eon- 
sisteiit se-hcnii' of [)olicy ? It is of gre-at importance to Your Highm-ss to give 
Ibis peiiiit all elue- eemsideralion. The; English feerees are by the-se me-asure-s 
left at feill leisure on all sides, and eenly Avait for an order from he-nce (which 
has prohahly hee-n ahoaely scut) that tln-y may march this way and enter the 
province} in a memth or two lue.tre. I mentiem this nun-i-ly from attachment to 
Yemr Highness’s inle-re-sts. It appears on all ae-eounts by far the most advis- 
able plan to put an e-nel te» this eonte-st by some means or either, and make sure ' 
uf the frie-ndship e»f the- Kiiiilish which Avill serve a variety e)f purposes and is 
prefi.-rahle to that of any epher nation ; my nxidive-s fen- urging Your Highness 
to (his so often are- the-se-, millions of p(-o|)le are? happily sii])pe)rt(Ml under Your 
Highiie-ss’ (ie>vernment, ajid I Avish w see; it si-llled em such a ])erinanent 
foejting as may liansmie, yoiu- name to a remote j)Osterity, and £ am desiroxis 
also of couvine-i-g yem of my uttachmenl. But you after all Avill judge for

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yourself in these matters, and whatov'or may l)e your determination, I am 
ready to "o and report it to my master. I shall only observe that this is a 
business Avliioh, if this opportunity be lost, it will he difficult to settle hereafter, 
for I know the temper of Europeans, one. word goes to a bargain with them, 
nor do they ever wait for a second. It is this which has induced mo to he 
so plain in my declarations to Your llighnciss.” 

I s[)oke to this elfect for about an hour and an half during whicli he 
continued to listen very patiently, and at the close of my «liseoiirso asked me 
if I had anything more to say. 1 told him that I had hotli declared to him 
the substance of the business on whicli I came, and my own opinion of future 
consequeuces, and that t now wished to bear what lie should be pleased to say 
upon the suliject. He then spiike as follows : — 

“ All that you liave now said is true. Tlie final issue of such contests 
depends certainly on ( Jod alone, and not upon the counsels or aebievemeuts 
of either i>arty. It is my wish also at any rate to settle this dispute, and to 
eontraet an hearty friendship with the English, and I hojie ere long to com(^ 
to a good understanding on this subject witli the CeiK-ral, for it is by hLs 
means, and no other, that this husiiu^ss must he done ; if it is settled at all it 
must be setth'd with him. 'I'he (ieuiTal is a man of gn'at dislinetion, and of 
great worth, the English nation has not seen, nor is likely to see again such 
a chieftain as he is, and ho is invested with full j)0\\ers. If, therefore, a pisace 
be concluded between thc^ English and me through his mediation I am pur- 
siiadod it will he lasting, and I am on that account desirciUs of his friendship, 
'fo that end, I should he glad to send for IMr. Graham to come and see me, and 
I should prefer him to any other, liut W(T0 such a man of rank to come to 
me i should Avish to receive him Avith perhart satisfaction and good Avill, in 
token of Avhieh I should of course present him Avith elejiluint.s, horses, and 
jcAvels, and I sliould ehuse to make the General some presents at the same 
time. Previous, then, to all this, it seems requisite that you and I should talk 
matters well oA'or together, and not send for Mr. Graham till avo can fall upon 
some mode of pacification. For I should think it utterly uuAA'ortliy of me to 
call hither such a gentleman as ho is and afterAvards part wit.li him in dis- 
pleasure. This apprehension is the only impediment; were it not for this, there 
could be no ob jection to his coming and going Avhen he [)leased ; I should he 
alAA'ays haj)py to see him. There is also another reason for my Avishing to 
adjust CA’^orything Avith you, first, Avhieh is that t.lie matter may not be pre- 
maturely puldished, and particularly tJiat Mohained All Khan may not knOAV 
of it. The General’s friendship I desire from my heart.” 

I replied — 

“ As to that matter T am sure my master has been hitherto as .sincerely 
inclined toAvards a friendship Avith Your Highness, Avliich your Vakeel Jlenajce 
Punt well knows. That friendship he also Avishes to see settled on a perma- 
nent footing, rf you, therefore, are of the same mind, what dillieulty can remain V 
It is in your power, Sir, to commence and establish it immediately.” 

lie then said — 

“ My friendship Avill not he like that of the Mahrattas and the Nizam. 
You have now, you say, secured that of the former, but take my vvord for it 
you Avill discover in four or five months more, how far it is to bo relied upon. 
When they have not observed one dot of the treaty they made with me, Avhy 
•should you imagine their attachment to you Avill be more durable ! There is 
no occasion for me, however, to tell you this : you will he sufficiently apprised 
of it when the time comes. A sight of the letters and pa]>ers tliat come 
constantly to mo from thence which you may sec if you please would alone 
convice you. Nor is the friendship of tlie Nizam, with whom you say you are 
in alliance, at all better, and if yon arc Avilling to put it to the proof, I Avill 
show you a Avay of doing so that Avill clearly dmnonstrate Avhetlier it be feigned 
or real. Ask of him only ten thousand horse, of Avhich I engage to pay tlie 
expense, and if he sends them I will allow his friendship to be sincere, if not, 
what is it good for ? ” 
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I replied— 

“The English have not hitherto asked succours of any one, nor will do so 
in future, for the Company is in no Avant of troops that they should beg them 
of others. On the contrary all the powers in India are desirous of their assist- 
ance, while the English are independent of foreign support, being possessed of 
forces and revenues without number and without count. Six thousand Eu- 
ropeans with an immense quantity of military stores, and several large ships 
of Avar have already sailed from Europe and are expected to arrive in a couple 
of months. lu that case, Avhat need will there be of having recourse to others ? 

lie ansAvered — 

“ 1 spoke not in respect of that, but explained to you the nature of these 
people’s friendship, which it is needless to boast of before me.” 

I asked him, hoAV ho could cist these reflections upon others, when he 
himself had commenced the present contest in direct opposition to former 
engagements ! 

lie replied — 

“ What has past, has past. It is noAv your business to endeavour to set 
matters right again. I am ready.” 

I told liim the alTairs of this quarter had already been settled in the 
Poona Treaty, and asked him Avhat more was to be done in order to an agree- 
ment. 

He said — 

“ I have not entered the Carnatic and made war here for tliese two years 
past merely for the purpose of going out as I came, and if I chuso to do so, 
there would surely ho no need of Avaiting for your orders ; rather than do that 
1 Avill stay two yeans more. I caro not for the ex pence, nor do I isxpect to get 
any money cut of the Carnatic. That is no ohjoet Avitli me, for when the 
Ehiglish troops formerly entered my country, I did not scruple even then to 
hum and lay Avastc the Avhole territory in Avhieh they marched. Hut you arc 
undone if your country is not in a condition to yield revenue ; for Avhat avails 
it that you possess a fort like that of Vellore for instance without hniug able to 
realize anytliiiig from its dependencies ? As to wiiat I have in vio\v> and my 
motives for commencing the war, you know them already, I shall send Moham- 
cd Oosman along with you with a co|)y of the engagemetit for the dcliA'ery of 
Triehinopoly Avhicb was executed by Mohunied Ali Khan and Saunders, the 
Europeau ; iDcsides Avhich the Nabob himself has a copy, aud I suppose you 
have another, let these he examined and fully understood. It matters not if 
it takes u]) a month or two more, and send eO])ies if you chuso to Eeugal ; and 
when you have widl Aveighed cviM-ything do wliat you think best. I have also 
the receipt for the money p.aid on that aecoimt, which you have seen with 
your own eyes. My meaning is that in this matter whatever is just aud proper 
may be done.” 

I replied — 

“ No end, Sir, canftc answered by leaving the straight road and going 
into crooked paths. What you now propose (ran never be complied with, and 
Avby should-you thus throw into confusion a business tliat Avas in a fair way 
of being happily concluded. I know my master’s mind on this subject, and 
that it is Avhat lie never will hear of ; it is therefore totally useless to send 
these copies.” 

lie said that as in our treaty with the Mahrattas and the Nizam Ave had 
agreed to the surrender of territory, ho had a right to expect the same terms. 

I told him that it was to the Mahrattas only we had agreed to restore the 
country avc had token from tlu'in, .ind that as wo bad not even invaded or 
destroyfrd ^ny possessions of bis, f Avondered at his making such a requisition, 
lie said, it nevertheless, it was well grounded, it ouglit to he complied with, 
if otherwise, roieeted. I told him it was altogether groundless, for that the 
Nah{)l> had a pajier of release to opjioso to his paper of agreement. Me asked 
me if I knew \yhat kind of a release that Avas ; I told him I was aware of 
what ho said of it, to Avit, that it was taken clandestinely from the Raja Katti 
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(iopal, but I afHrmi'd that the fact was aot so. JIo said it really was so, that 
Katti (jfopal had been conlined for three years in tlie Fort of Triohinoi)oly, and 
had been made to undergo very groat hardships (of which he wrote incessant 
accounts to his people) and the relcasi^ had thus been forced from him. I 
answered that, however that might be, we had a releases to produce with the 
llaja’s seal upon it. He said it was what lu! should pay no regard to. I 
asked him liow then he could cxp(H;t that his own paper would be ao-knowlodged 
by us. And after a good deal more to the same effect he said — 

“ Well, whatever is to be, will be ; Heaven alone can »lotormine liow this 
matt(!r is to end. You uill, however, tell the CJoncral from nu? that I hope we 
shall both be in our hearts good friends. And say a good deal to him in that 
way. Tell him also that f liave sent him co{)ies of the paper of engagement, 
and that Avhat I had to say T have said to Mahomed Oosman. You will at th(3 
same time desire him to do what he thinks hesi, and tell him that as he is a 
master of such subjects there was the less oeeasion for me to say much u|)on 
this occasion.” 

[ then said to him — 

“I shall mention a word or two more and I hav(3 done. You know' what 
I said before tliat the la, inlies ar<3 not played upon without two hands. Your 
Highness knows best what you have to do. I have only to propose that there 
may be a cessation of arms till this negotiation be eonelud{3d.” 

ll(j replied — 

“No doubt, now that you are come, why should I commit any hostilities r' 
I shall preveiit, indeed, your army from being supplied with wood, grass, and 
grain, but that is all I shall do.” 

I replied — 

“ Ihmgal, thank God, is in a nourishing state, and while that is the, case the 
army can bi? in no want, iladrjis is well supplied w'ith grain by the incessant 
arrival of from ten to twenty vessels at. a time laden w’ith that article. And 
though for these tw’O yc'ars past you have done everything in your power to 
distress us, w'c arc as yet in want of no one lUMtessary commodity. If this then 
has been tin; o])jcct of the war, to what end is it still continued, or to what 
])urj)osc hav(i you maintained so many troops, at the exiienee. of erores ol 
rupees? Except indeed tliat the poor inhabitants of the country have been 
distrest. This end alon<* lias been answered.” 


lie said also — 


“ Scindia writes me lott<*rs continually ; a packet arrived from him but 
half an hour ago, of wdiicb if you chase you may take eo|)ies along with you. 
In these he desires me to tell him what my real intention is, that Anderson the 
European wishes to take bis leave, and that he (Selridia) is ready to undertake 
the band-o-bast (or settlement) of Eeng.al and those parts. My answer to him 
is, that let that measure take place when it may, L am bant upon war. 


The conversation continued in this manner till 
morning, when ho permitted me to take my leave.

HukI-.s to Loni M.uart- wilder luy (tommaud froJU Madras' Hoads tlie 20th 
nev, Xu., etioiosci in iiic Utter from of last Jiioiitli 1 used all dilij>'eaee to get to Trinco- 
i-ori St. oeorge. malcc, Ijut llio wiiul hlowitig mucli from the south 

I did not arrive with the squadron off that place till the 3rd of this month 
when I round it in the possession of the Prench, and tlieir sqiiadron reinforced 
by the lllnstre, a 74i-gun ship, and the St. Michael, a (i t, witli tint Elizabeth, 
formerly a Company’s ship of 50 guns and many transports at an anchor in 
the several bays there- 

On the same day His Majesty’s stjuadron had an engagement with that 
of the enemy, an account of which is herewith enclosed ; and I am mucli con- 
cerned to inform you that on the morning of tlic day after the. engagtunent I 
found several ships so very much damagecl in their hulls and masts as to render 
it impossible for them to k(!ep the sea; three of them, the JZco’o, and 

Monmouth, are with difficulty kept above wiiter with all their pumps at work 
from stop-holes so low down that it will be difficult, to stoii them even when at 
anchor in smooth w^at(M’, and all the ships have sull’ercd so much in their inasts, 
yards, and rigging that the sliort time the squadron can with safety remain 
on this coast will bo scarce sufficient to relit them for sea. 1 am, therefore, on 
my way to Madras Hoads to elfcct their repairs. 

On the 2nd of this month I fell in wdth the NoHinghain, one of the 
Company’s transports w'hich sailed from England with Sir Hichard Bichorton’s 
squadron, who informs mo Sir Hichard Bicherton had left Hio Janeiro the 3i'd 
June last, and that on the 21st June he with seven IndiaiUcn and a store ship, 
parted company with the Commodore in blowing weather in the latitude of 
3r)°2di' south longitude, 24°10' west of Greenwich, as he did with the above from 
time to time. 

As the blowing weather and other accidents siiuic the engagement have 
not permitted returns of the killed and wounded to be made me from all the 
ships, I cannot precisely ascertain their numbers, but am happy to inform you 
wo have suffered less in men in this last than in any of the former engagements. 

I am sorry to say that Captain Lumlcy of the Isis and several other officers 
are among the number of the killed, and Captain Watt of the Sultan and Cap- 
tain Wood of the Worcester among the wounded ; the first has lost his right 
arm and tho last dangerously wounded in both knees. 

I had despatched the San Carlos noth the original of this h'ttcr yesterday 
forenoon, but finding that ship has run to leeward of the Road now forward a 
duplicate by an officer of the Superb.

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An account of the transactions of Uis Majesty’s squadron under the com- 
mand of V^ice-Admiral Sir Edward Hughes, Knight of tlie Bath, Commandcr- 
in-Clii(‘f of His Majesty’s squadron in the East Indies on the 3rd September 
, 1782, olf Trinconialcc on the Island of Ceylon. 

At day-light I discovered the French squadron, consisting of 30 sail, at an 
anchor in the hack bay of Triucomalee and soon after saw Erencli colours on 
the point and at the two forts. At 0 A.M. a part .of the enemy’s squadron, con- 
sisting of 1-1 sail of lino of battle-ships, 3 frigates, and a fire-ship, got under sail 
and stood out of the hay to the south-eastward, the wind blowing strong at 
•south-west off the shore; atlOminut.es past 0 I made the signal for the line 
of battle ahead on the starboard tack at two cables length distance, shortened 
sail, and edged away from the wind that the ships of the van of the line 
might more speedily got into their stations. At 20 minutes past 7 I made the 
Aclioe’s and Cooeiitry'is signals to cotue under my stern and order the Active 
to send 20 men on hoard the Monmouth and the Coventry to send 20 men to 
the Hero. At 20 minutes past 8 the enemy began to edge down on our line, 
then formed in good order from that time till half past 11. 1 steered under 

top-sails in the lino east-south-east with the wind blowing strong at south-west 
in order to draw the enemy’s s(juadron as far as possihlo from the Port of Trin- 
eomal('(’, they somtdiines edging down, sometimes bringing to and in no regular 
order as if undetermined what to do. 

At noon tho enemy’s squadron appearing to have an intention to engage 
shifted our ensigns from blue to red ; at 10 minutes past noon T hauled down 
tho signal for the line ahead and made the signal for the ships of our line to 
steer cast-south-east and to hear of each other cast-south-cast and west-north- 
west. At half past 1 i’.m. I made tho signal for tho lino ahead again formed and 
stood on tho enemy’s squadron still bearing down. At half past 2 tho enemy’s 
began to engage ours, and I made the signal for battle, and four minutes 
after the engagement was general from our van to our rear, the two additional 
ships of tho enemy’s line falling furiously on our rear ship, the IVurcester, and 
nobly resisted by that ship and the Monmouth, which backed her .sails to her 
assistance, hut at the .same time the van of the en<Mny’.s squadron, to which five 
of their ships had advanced together, bore down to the Exeter and lais, tho two 
head-most ships of our line, and by an exerted fire on them having faced the 
Exeter (much disabled) out of the lino, they tacked keeping their wind and firing 
on the Isis and other ships of our van .as they passed ; at 28 minutes past 3 the 
mizzeu-mast of the Ereneh Admiral’s .second astern was shot away by the boai’d, 
and at tho same time another of the enemy’s ships lost her fore and mizzon- 
to])-niasts ; at 35 minutes past 5, tho wind shifting suddenly from south-west to 
cast-south-east, I made tho signal for the squadron to Avear, which was in- 
star, tly obeyed in good order, and the .action renewed on the other t.ack close and 
vig<n‘ou.sly on our part; at 20 minutes past 6 the French Admiral’s main-mast 
was shot aAvay by the board and soon after his mizzeu-rnast, and about the same 
time the Worcester, one of our line of battle-ships, lost her main top-mast. At 
7 P.M. tho body of the French squadron hauled the wind to the southward, the 
ships in our rear continuing a severe fire upon them till 20 minutes past 7, 
when tho engageracmt ceased and tlie ships of our .squadron had apparently 
suff'ered so much as to be in no condition to pursue them.

My Lord & Gentlemen, — We have just received your letter of the 80th 
^ August in reply to ours of the 4th July on the 

0 or . oorifc. Subject of your disputes with the Commandcr-in- 

Cliief. 

We cannot offer so bad a compliment to the labour you have taken in the 
composition of this voluminous work as to delay for a moment acknowledging 
the receipt of it, but we have neither leisure nor disposition to reply to it fully 
at present. We consider that a retort of arguments or accusations, however 
well applied, would rather tend to aggravate than reconcile a dilTercnco of 
opinion which can be productive of no good end, and ought, therefore, to be 
carefully avoided at a time when the greatest cordiality and unanimity in our 
Councils are absolutely necessary to the preservation of the public interests 
respectively committed to our charge. 

Yet wo must remark that under the alarms which the contents of your 
preceding despatches had left us, preceding w^e mean in order of despatch 
though not in point of date, it Avas some relief to us to find that you had both 
time and inclination to labour through a discussion of 20 close folio pages with- 
out a reference to the dangers which surround you, and which engage the whole 
attention of this Government. 

We understand that a famine rages round Madras, and that hundreds of 1 
our fellow-creatures are famishing there daily for want. We have heard of the 
loss of Trincomalee and that Sir Edward Hughes is determined to quit the coast ; 
during the approaching monsoon. Wo are informed that Sir Eyre Coote was i 
near Cuddaloro with the army in expectation of a general action Avith our com- i 
binod enemies. We do not learn that you have a store of provisions for many i 
months in Madras, and we are sure that you have no money in your treasury, i 
Amidst the most anxious thoughts on these dangers Avhich hang over and 
threaten the very existence of your Presidency, we look to the arrival of 
every post from Madras Avith a degree of iinpalieuce constituting an alternate 
struggle between our hopes and our fears. 

At such a crisis, and when Ave Avere making the most zealous and effectual 
efforts for your relief, the post arrived, avc opened your letter and peruse its 
contents, avc may say, indeed, Avith astonishment ! 

We sliall not explain to you further what avc felt upon this occasion. But 
the letter appears to us of such a nature that Ave earnestly conjure you at this 
critical juncture not to communicate it to Sir Eyre Coote, nor while the service 
requires his presence in the Carnatic. For our part avo shall lay it by as a 
secret deposit, and take a proper interval of public tranquillity to convey to you 
some few reijiarks which we think it is certainly entitled to. In the mean lime 
we shall send it home to the Company Avithout a comment, but accompanied 
with copies of our letters of the 11th March and 4lh July, Avhich haA C given 
rise to it. 

We only wish that the future records of your Pi’csideney mey add many 
and more solid proofs of your political merits as an Administiator than those 
which you now labour to establish.

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If those merits extend to tho salvation of your settlement we shall be 
happy, and upon that condition wc would willingly submit to every charge with 
which you may wish to load us. 

There is one merit, however, which we shall claim, and to which you must 
acknowledge our right. It is that of persevering to support your Presidency 
with all the r(5Sourees of this Government, however you may bo pleased to com- 
ment upon our proceedings. 

Another merit, too, we shall endeavour to possess, that of a moderation that 
you shall neither surprize nor provoke. We trust you had no such intention 
in the present instance; however, this our employers will be the best judges, 
and give you the proper credit. 


We shall conclude this letter by referring to a sketch of an account which 
wc enclose to show the amount of supplies furnished you by this Government 
from 1st May 1781 to this time, amounting to current Its. 1,23,17,084-9-1 ; 
previous to that date wc had sent you current Rs. 35,56,072-13-4, making 
together current lls. 1,58,72,757-6-6.

I Goveenoe-Geneeal, — It is now near .a month since the contents of two 

I packets dispatebod fiom England by tin* route of Bussorab were received in 
1 Calcutta. These brought information of the revolution which bad taken place 
[in the administration of the affairs of Great Britain, and among other changes 
•portended from it, the report of a decided intention to remove myself, and some 
jof my appointed colleagues in the Council from our present ofiices, has gained 
ibelief. The Chief Justice has been, it is said, recalled by a resolution of the

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House of Commons, and the same authority has, I am in'forined, required my 
immediate removal from office, because 1 was the <!nici<‘nt instrument of confer- 
ring on him a place which it was deemed improper in him to accept. The first 
o„v...„.,r.noncrarB„nn,>to. of this intelligence arrivc.l at Jiomhay in August 

Jast, and the whole lias heen in a manner confirmed 
hy the subsequent intelligence which arrived some time jifterwaids at Telli- 
cherry, passed in course to the Presidency of Bombay and its dependencies from 
whence it would in a few days he known at Poona. It got early to Foi*t St. 
George and afterwards to Bengal Avheve it subsided for an instant. The minds 
of men being more strongly attracted hy the novelty ami magniinde of the first 
event than its contingent and po8.sible elTects, which, though afiirmed in jirivate 
letters from England and suggested in the jirinted nowspapm-s and journals of 
the Committee, were not generally admitted but as possibilities. Suhseipient 
and repeated advices have since found their w'ay liither, which confirm beyond 
a doubt till! facts already reported Avith additional eireuinstanees, AA’hiidi leave it 
beyond a doubt, at least in the public aud uuha'rsal belief, that they have ter- 
minated in their destined objects. 


Whatever may he the final event, I owe it as a dutiful warning to the Skate 
Avhieh I serve, and (may I add?) as a consideration of alloAvahle attention to 
my OAvn public character, to expre.ss the apprehensions Avhieli I feel for both in 
the consequences of the actual circulation of such a change in this Government, 
Avhich is the source of the political .system of the British interests noAV pervad- 
ing every state of Hindustan and l)eeean. Tt has come forth in the crisis of a 
long depending contest with the two only formidable powers of India, united, 
at least in co-operation with our great European adversary. In less than a 
month it Avill be knoAAm, if not already knowm, to every Harhar with which we 
have any connection, or from Avhieh we have anything to dread or to hope. 
These have all heen in the long habit of considering me as the first instrument 
of this Government, and the mover of all the politics Avhieh have originated 
from it, and have been eondueteil in a train of consistency. Perhai)S, too, their 
reliance on that consistency, and on the inviolate, adherence Avhieh it hath ever 
maintained to iho faith of treaties may have contrihuted to establish a siqierior 
degree of confidence in it, and to encourage the attachment of some, and the 
aAve of others, toAvards it. T’hey are all intimately .accpiainted with our constitu- 
tion in all the points in AA'liich it li.as a relation to their interests, and (Ikw Avill 
all conclude that every noAv GoA'crnment, succeeding hy the A'iolent dismission 
and reprobation of tliat which preceded it, will ad()])t for its ])rineiple- th.e sub- 
version of every measure, plan, and syst«*m Avhich originated from the former. 
This Avill naturally tend (o protract the. delays of the Mahrattas, the most pro- 
crastinating and the most frivolous negociators of all the pi'oplo, AA'hich history 
has over recorded, and to excite de.signs in others consojiarit to the dillVrent 
kinds of relation Avhieh they severally hear to us. But it is in the former 
instance that I most dread its influence, for, notwithstanding the assuranei's 
giv'en to Mr. Anderson hy Mahadajee Sindia, and mtm tinned in Ins last letter to 
me dated the 17th of last month, that all AA’ould he finally settled in tlie course 
of three or four days folloAviug, I have seen too much of their mode of eoiiduet- 
ing business to expect a conelusioii in less than a ])ei’iod of ten times tin' pro- 
mised length even if no intervening obstacle should arise to ext('nd it. 

If, contrary to my hopes, the r.atifieation of the tri'aty shall have taken 
|daco before the ucaa's from England .shall have re.aeliod Siiidia’s Uarhar, the 
Avorst effects Avhich I have portended Avill he most happily prevented. But if it 
shall pi’ovc otluu'wise, it in the expectation of new rulers Avhose names atlixed to 
the treaty on the part of this Government will stamp it with tludr personal 
sanction, he should chusc to delay it, the loss of the Carnatic inay he denouneed 
as the infallible consequence of it ; for it is uniA’er.s.ally undei'stood that the 
ratification of the treaty wall he less in effect a confirmation of the ]>eaoe 
already established Ixiyond all likelihood of its being broken than the signal 
and phulge for aii instant commencement of hostilities hetAvecn the Mahrattas 
and Hyder AU CaAvn, Avhose y)resent inaction may ho ascribed to that expecta- 
tion, as we are unacquainted Avith any other probable cause of it. It is true 
that we have .seen no instance in the conduct of Mahad.ajee Sindia Avliieh can 
warrant the suspicion of his behaving cither wdth duplicity or nnstcaflinoss.. 
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Nothing could be more opposite to these qualities than the part which ho acted 
the last year, which certainly afforded suflleient temptation to display thorn if 
such had been his tcunper or policy; hut neither would such a hehaviouriu the 
* oasi' which 1 have supposed merit the reproach of such appellations, nor are the 
two eases similar. Severe and astonishing as the calamity was which befell 
UK! personally, he saw our Governureut in the full and undivided exercise of 
its great powers, a spirit of unexampled union in its members, and of a zeal 
e(pially unexampled for its support in the dependents of its authority. Per- 
haps I undenaUj his character in aseril)ing his forbearance to any cause inde- 
pendent of it ; hut these, if not tlie sole motives of it, had certainly a share in 
eonlirming it. Put neither his natural disposition nor policy can be expected to 
influenee him in the same manner now, or to induce him to bind himself and 
his superior iState iu new ties to men whoso political existence is expiring, and^ 
wdiose pcu-sotial connection with him may throw him to a greater distance from 
the Government of which they have hut the temporary and inefllcient charge, 

I forh(*ar the a])plication of this subject to other consequences as they may 
ail'ect our publio interests, nor should I think it safe in some cases to divulge 
my own apprehensions concerning fliem. Whotluir my apprehensions in any 
of the instances to which I allude shall he verified or not, it is suUicient if 1 
have demonstrated the probability of such consequences deduced from such 
causes. 'I’hese causes I regret not because they have existed, but because the 
acts to which they refer were not eomplete and in actual force at the time of 
their promulgation. In a great and dependent Government constituted as tiiis 
is, and so remoti; from the source of its authority, it were to ho wished, in the 
first place, that if it u'ere possililc such a choice should be made of its rulers 
as might ensure a regular course of succession, and in the second, that when- 
ever the superior State should feid the, unavoidable necessity of breaking tliat 
order, and of appointing now mim to the chief administration, their assumption 
of their oinces should take place at the same point of time with the notification 
of their appointment, or at least as near the same point of time as it could bo. 
The reason is evident. The interval is a stagnation of power, influence, and 
business, promoting remissness, licentiousness, and a general scramble at home, 
and inviting intrigues and invasion IVom abroad. Such are the effects in a 
season of ordinary tranquillity. Hut in that of war, and to bring the apfili- 
oation homo, in a war with many great and potent States, conducted at the 
most remote corners of this continent, and fed with the exhaustible resources 
of a province which was once, and not long ago, supposed unequal to its owu 
support, the most pernicious evils ought to he apprehended, and in its con- 
tinuance certain destruction. We arc too apt to presume that what has never 
liajipened never will happen ; may it ever be in the knowledge and remem- 
hraneeof those to whom the direction of the British dominion in the.so pro- 
vinci's may belong, whether in its primary or subordinate charge, that it is held 
hut by the hand of actual violence, .supplying the rights nf a natural and acknow- 
ledged constitution, and that an instant may therefore annihilate it. And 
such, whenever that fatal period shall arrive which is to terminate its existence, 
I will venture to foretell will bo its termination. 

With respect to myself T hereby declare and protest that I am not, nor 
will acknowledge responsibility for any disappointment, loss, misfortune, or em- 
barrassment which shall attend the political interests of the Company depend- 
ent on this Government from the present hour to that 4n which I shall either 
deliver over the charge of my office, if I am to he relieved from it, or in which 
1 shall be confirmed in the possession of it. I hope I shall not bo suspected 
of the baseness of intending to abandon my trust, and thus preparing a plea 
for the etfoets of my own infidelity, while my sense of what I owe to my King, 
my country, and my employer, shall require roe to remain in my office, while 
1 am allowed to remain in it, and allowed the full and free exercise of it ; no 
consideration of family, life, or fortune shall tempt me to desert it, and I hope 
I know myself when I declare that no sense of personal injury or disgrace shall 
abate the zeal with which I have liithorto discharged the duties of it. For 
this assui’ance let my past conduct he the pledge. I have now held the first 
nominal place in this Government almost twelve years. In all this long period 
I have almost unremittcdly wanted the support which all my predecessors have 
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enjoyed from their constituents. From mine I have received nothing hut 
i'ej)roach, hard ejutiiets, and indignities, instead of rewards and encouragement ; 
and instead of being allowed to exercise the powers of my own Government for 
the benefit and improvement of their service; these, during a series of six years, 
were not only denied mo, but converted even, with their connivance and incite- 
ment, into instruments of hostility, of wliich I myself personally and all my 
measures were the objects. Yet under all the difficulties which I have de- 
scribed, such have been the exertions of this Government since I was first 
placed at the head of it, that in no part of the Company’s annals has it known 
an ecjual state, either of wealth, strength, or prosperity, nor, let it not be 
imputed to mo as a crime if I add, of splendid reputation.

I'lio following' lottfr is written during the sitting of Council to Sir IArk Cootk. 

Sir, — Al"e have this moment been honoured by the receipt of your letters 
of the Ifitli and 17ib instant. 

On reading your first letter wc immediately passed our rc.solutions upon 
it, for eommunicating to you the measures we bad already adopted for enforc- 
ing a powerful attack uyion Ilyder AH's dominions from the Malabar Coast, 
.•md for supplying the i’residency of F«)rt St. George with every aid which they 
required from us for the subsistence of their army and defence of the Carnatic, 
which w(; should not have delayed impart ing to you till this time had we 
thouglit the state of your health would liave admitted it. On those subjects wc 
shall have the honour to write to you in a separate letter, hut Ave lose not a 
moment in expressing our very great alarm at the information conveyed to us 
by your last letter and its enclosure from General Stuart. 

AYe sec with the utmost concern, both from this and from a letter which 
we have received from General Stuart- under date the 30th September, that a 
difference of the most dangerous tendency already subsists between that Govern- 
ment and their Provincial Commandcr-in-Chief, and that one and lioth have 
so essentially deviated from your particular and positive recommendations tor 
keejiing the *army united, a point which under all circumstances appears to us 
of the most necessary importance if it was possible by any means to have sub- 
sisted the men. 

The mutinous conduct of the troops upon this occasion, and the general 
dissatisfaction which seems to prevail among them, independent of the efforts 
of the enemy, threaten the very existence of the Presidency of Fort St. George, 
smd alarm us with such dreadful apprehensions for the safety .of the Carnatic 
that we see no possible means of salvation to the country, unless you shall he 
able to return there to resume the immediate command of the army ; indeed, 
we are so sensible of the powerful influence which your presence will have 
over the troops, from their entire confidence and sincere attachment to your 
person, that we take upon us earnestly to entreat you to proceed to Fort St. 
George as soon as possible for this purpose. 
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We are conscious that if the slate of your health can possibly admit of 
your complying with this rtMpiest you Avill be as ready to attempt it as wo are 
anxious to recommend it, and thereby add, if possible, to the eminent and distin- 
guislu.'d services which you have already rendered to your Sovereign, the nation, 
and partieulai’ly the East India Company.

Mv Lord aku GiiNTLEMEN, — I have the honor to receive your letter of 
the 23rd instant inclosing the minutes of your Committee of the 22nd. 

I have observed with infinite satisfaction the earnest manner in Avhich you 
have exerted yourselves toAvards carrying into execution that objecd Avhich I 
had so much at heart — the destruction of the French force at Cuddaloi’o. Im- 
pressed as 1 am with a thorough convietion of the great and many beneficial 
elTects that Avonld have aceviu'd to our interests in general by its successful 
accomplishment, and feeling, on the other hand, as I do t he evil consequences to 
be apprelumded from the existence of that force on this coast under the eonn- 
tenance of so poAverful a native ally as Hyder Ally Cawn, I most sincerely 
lament with you the ill-success that attended your efforts, and the cause Avhich 
produced the necessity of relinquishing the expedition. 

My health mends so sloAidy, and I continue in so weak a state, that the 
faculty have, recommended to me a sea voyage and ehangt; of air. I have 
therefore (iome to the resolution of ])roeeeding to Bengal, anil shall tomorrow or 
next day embark on board the Iledea frigate, Avhieh Sir Edward Uughes has 
been so obliging as to giA’e me for that purpose. 

As the best chance Ave yet have of rising superior to our enemies, I must 
recommend the preservation and support of the army to your most particular 
attention, and that you allow no consideration whatever to intluenee you to 
the measure of dishanding it. On the contrary that you use your utmost 
endeavours to keep it ready for immediate service. 

As the efforts of our natuial enemies, the French, arc^ at pre.sent directed 
in force against Ibis side of India, it is my linn 0})iniou that every man now 
bore should be. employed for the su[)]iort and protection of our pos.sessioiis liei'c 
and in Bengal, the cliief strength to be ]>reservcd on the coast. And I trust the 
small detachment I have upo’i the apjdication of the GoA'crnor-Oeneral and 
Council ordered to Bengal will for the present be sufficient to si'cun^ the tran- 
quillity oT those countries till the reinforcements expected may enable us to 
furnish a more considerable force for their security, as upon them alone avc 
have to depend for our chief resources. 

You may I’cst assured that nothing shall bo left untried towards assisting 
you, both in money and provisions, from Bengal, and that should my health be 
so re-(‘stahli.slied as to enable me again to endure tlie fatigues of field service, 
1 shall, upon its being intimated to me that my presence can he of any use to 
your affairs hero, eml>raee the first oppoidunity of returning. 

I entei’toMi a jusi sense of oblig-ition for the very honourable terms in 
AAdkieh you art: [thiised to luttice tny zeal for tlu' ])ul)lic cause, Avhich it is Avith 
the deepest rtgret I am, fi’om extreme indisposition, obliged to withdraw 
from, Avhilst the great object of my Avish and ambition (when I undertook the 
service on this coast) the restoration of peftec to the CarJiatic I'cmains unaccom- 
plished.

As the Nahoh’s charge against Lord Macartney for hroach of the treaty 
concluded hy tliis GovernnuMit with tlie Nabob, 2nd April 1780, is founded 
principally, though uot entirely, on Lord Macartney’s a.ssumption of the 
authority specially reserved to the Nabob in the assignment, and in Lord 
Macartney’s acceptance of it, of adixing his seal and signature to such appoint- 
ments of auinils as should be made by Lord Macartney, and as tlie proceedings 
of the Sele(!t Coininit.too which have been transmitbal to us contain no other 
materials which bear a relation to this charge except those Avhicli arc contained 
in their letter of the 1st May in which this departure from that condition is 
avowed and cxplaint^d in tlu* lirst instance, ajid as Syed Assun Cawn has declared 
ill his memorial that Lord Macartney has since tliat time invariably affixed his 
own seal to all sunnuds of similar appointments without observing the term of 
applying to the Nabob for tiis confirmation of them. 


Ordered that Syed Assun Cawir be desired to attend the Eoard tomorrow 
morning to answer such questions as the Board may think proper to propose to 
him, both with relation to the original transaction said to have passed on the 
18th April, and to the appointments of aumildars which have been since made 
by the Bight llou’blc the Fresident or the Fresident and Select Committee at 
Fort St. George. 


Ordered also that litr. Josejih Sulivan be directed to attend the Board at 
the same time, and for the same pupposes, and that he be desired to explain 
immediately to Assun Cawn the subjects of our intended enquiries that he may 
he prepared to answer them.

Tlii.s paper is to have all the force and validity of a sunnud, and no other 
instrument is necessary between His Highness the Nabob, and the Governor on 
the behalf of the Company. His Itiglmess empowers the Governor to appoint 
all renters or auniildars to be confirmed by His Highrie.s.s. .. The Governor to 
settle with them for rent. The time of renting to be for three or five years, as 
the Governor shall settle witli the renters. Rent not to be inferior to nett 
revenue of His Highness’s exchequer in similar circumstances. 

The ordiu's which llis Highness will give shall not alfcct the reVenue. 
Orders relative to the revenue shall proceed from Lord Macartney alone. 
Orders from His ITigliness and from llis Lordship to bo communicated to each 
other. His Highne.ss will give usutil cowle.s to the aumildars who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor witli the addilion of a clause declaring that all monies 
are to be paid to the ordem of the Governor only. T'hc Governor obliges him- 
self to pay to llis llighne.s.s the sixth part of tho revenue from time to time as 
the same shall bo received by the Governor, and to pay it agreeably to TTia 
Highness’s orders here or in the respective countries where the same shall be 
collected as His Highness shall please to direct. The remaining five parts of 
the nett receipt of the revenne shall he placed to liis Highness’s credit with 
the Company. Tho Governor to furnish receipts to His Highness from time 
fo time for tho sum that sliall be received on His lligbness’s account. His 
Highness declares that during the period now agreed uiioii, of five years, he will 
not remove or dismiss any renters without the knowledge and consent of the 
Governor. His Highness also empowers the Governor to regulate and receive 
all pesheush and all otlu;r revenues of the Carnatic. Allowance to be made 
only by the Governor for the amount of Jli.s Highness’s suunuds for giving 
pesheush for one or two years gi’anted before the second day of April last. All 
new sunnuds to polygais to be given by His Highness and not by the Governor 
Such revenues to be regulated as not to be inferior to the nett receipts in similar 
circumstances. 

T’hc Governor to pay one-sixth part also of such peslicush and other revenue 
to His Highness, the remainder to be placed to his credit, as in the case of the 
amount of rents. 

Lord Macartney will please to act conformably to this paper which is 
signed and seaRd in dupLcato, both by His Highness and tho Governor, and 
l•('ciprocally delivered to cacdi other.

December 17S1. 

May it please Your Highness, —Tlie sineere and steady friendship which 
has so long subsisted between Your Highness and the English nation cannot 
fail to be cemented by the fresh mark you have this day given of your eonfi- 
denco in the Company in relation to the revenues of your country. A measure 
which promises to promote the connected interest of Your flighness and the 
Company in this present critical juncture must alTord the highest satisfaction 
to me whose amhition in this country is to contribute as rauci» as possible to so 
desirable a purpose. In making a suitable return to the trust reposed in me 
by Your Highness on this important occasion, I gratify my own sentiments and 
render myself acce 2 )table to the Company as Avell as to my Sovereign, of whose 
friendship towards Your Highness you are well persuaded. His Majesty has 
given the most undoubted proof of his regard by ordering part of his forces to 
be employed towards expelling the invader from your dominions, notAvith- 
standing the several enemies he has to encounter elscAvhere. By this assistance 
from the King of Great Britain, by the Company’s exertions, and by Your 
Highness’s wise resolution to apjiropriate the greatest part of your revenue to 
defray the expenses of the war, 1 have the strongest hope that it Avill bo termi- 
nated in a short time, and that Your Highness will be fully reinstated in your 
territories, power, and dignity. 

As the assignment Your Highness has made of your revenues is for the j 
support of the war, those objects being accomplished Your Highness’s revenues j 
will be entirely at your OAvn disposal, .according to whatever future arrange- 1 
inent may bo made between Your Highness and the Governor on behalf of I 
the Comi)any for the discharge of your debts, or the advantages of yourj 
subjects, as I had the honour to exiiress to Your Highness in a former letter.

Upon the whole the Board are unanimously of opinion — 

Ist. — That the Government of Fort St. George by the separate .act of the' 
^ight Hon’ble Lord Macartney, their President, and by the acts of tlie collect- ■ 
ive body of the Select Committee, have broken the condition under which they i 
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feceivod the assignment granted to Lord Macartney on 2nd December 1781, 
and which constituted its validity to the Company and obligation upon the 
Nabob. 


2nd . — That the necessity which they plead for even an avowed breach of 
the assignment did not exist, and even if it had existed would not justify the 
act. 


Brd . — That all acts done by Lord Macartney or by the Select Committee 
under the authority of the assignment after they had dispensed with the observ- 
ance of the condition under which it was granted are illegal. 

Alh . — That the act of making appointments of aumildars or collectors of 
the revenue of the Carnatic in the name and with the public authority of Lord 
Macartney alone, and substituting his seal for that of the Sovereign of the 
Carnatic, was tlic usurpation of a sovereign power in the i^erson of an indivi- 
dual unprecedented in any British Govermnent, and not justiliable but by valid 
authority and evident necessity. 

tilli : — That the assignment having been granted by the Nabob on the 
effect and performance of the 4th article of the agreement or treaty concluded 
by him with the Governor-General and Coiincil on 2nd April 1781, and having 
been so declared by him, the breach of that assignment was virtually a breach 
of the treaty or agreement concluded with this Government, and every act 
done under the authority of the assignment so broken was a positive breach of 
the treaty or agreement being contrary to the express terms thereof. 

Qth , — That Lord Macartney and the Select Committee, in asserting and 
publishing to the Commander-in-Chief and to the Nabob that the measures by 
which they usurped the sovereign exercise of the powers of the Nabob’s offici; 
were approved and directed by tliis Govcrnmciit, have been guilty of criminat- 
ing this Government with charges that would, if believed, have a dangerous 
eli'ect upon onr present negotiations for peace and alliance over India. 

7lh . — That the Nabob having appealed to this Government against Lord 
Macartney for his infraction of the treaty and for the abuse of the assignment 
granted to JJis Lordsliip ou the faith pledged by this Gov<!rnmont for the 
observance of it, bo undeniably entitled to such redress as th(5 nature and 
degree of the offence requires, and it is in the power of this Government 
to grant. 

Slh . — That the only redress suited to such a description is that he he 
freed from the duration of the injury which he actually sustains by a formal 
renunciation of the right assumed by Lord Macartney under the Nabob’s 
assignment, and the delegated powers of this Government, and by such a 
modification of the 8th article of the original treaty or agreement to which 
our claim on the Nabob for the appropriation of his revcuues and Ips relative 
obligation to it necessarily revert on the breach and failure of the assignment 
of 2iid Dccciubor 1781, which was also a modification of the same artiel<5 of the 
treaty or agreement as shall be satisfactory to the Nabob and consonant to 
the reciprocal riglits derived from it to the >ial)oh and to this Government on 
behalf of'the Coitipany, these being the original and only constituent parties of 
the treaty or agreement. 

9th . — ^That the Nalwb Walla Jah having proposed such a modification as 
'is described in the preceding opinion, it is therefore incumbent on this Govern- 
ment to accept it. 

lOlh . — That such an act of justice on the part of the Superior Government 
of the British estahlisliment in India is independently of its obligation as such 
necessary to the retrieval of the national faith and to tin; preservation of the 
credit of the faith ef tliis Government, both because of the universal notoiiety 
of the acts which are construed, and of which the Nabob Walla Jah has com- 
plained as a violation of it, and of their having originated from a treaty con- 
cluded by this Government itself, and because of the declarations made by the 
President and Select Committee of Fort St. George imputing those acts to the 
direction and approbation of this Government. 
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Itth . — That this act of justice, independently of its obligation as such, is 
connected with advantages greater than those which were obtained hy the 
assignment of 2nd December 1781. 

Upon these grounds it is therefore — 

1st . — Rosolyed that tve do hereby formally renounce all the rights and 
powers granted to Lord Macartney under the assignment of the Xaboh Walla 
.fah and' the delegated powers of this Government, and that hy the 
powers and authorities vested in tliis Government by the Act of the 13tli year 
of His present Majesty, and hy the special power and authority granh’d to us 
hy the Court of Dii-eetors, we do require the.

To — Sltt JCvRE C’OOTE, K.B. 

Sir, — Colonel Crawford brought me on the 4tli ultimo your letter of 20th 
January, eontainiug .several inclosures and a narrative of military operations 
and oilier transactions which have been carried on under your command. I 
have had the honour of laying the whole before the King, and bad much satis- 
faction in receiving His Majesty’s commands to signify to you his approbation 
of your conduct, and of the great exertions you have so successfully made 
under the most complicated difficulties. It is truly to be regretted that after 
a constant train of victories you could not push your advantage over the 
enemy to more complete decision for the want of provisions, an obstacle which, 
I fear, in the present conditioil of that country, will continue to operate against 
the progress of the British arms, unless very considerable supplies shall he con- 
stantly furnished from Bengal. In this view it must he of the utmost oonse- 
quenco to keep the eommunicaiion between that Eresidcncy and the Coast open 
and free, and I have expressed very strongly, in a letter to Sir Edward Hughes, 
my anxiety respecting this object, on which I conceive, not only the success of 
our army, hut their very cxistenee depends. I trust indeed that no designs of 
ar European enemy wifi have taken elVect before the Admiral shall bo strength- 
ened with sneh reinforcement as may enable him completely to counteract them. 
I inclose for your information a precis of all the intelligence we are possessed of

in rct'iird to the equipments made in any of the ports of France, Sf)ain, or 
Ilolland, and which have sailed or are supposed to he destined for the East 
Indies. 'Ihere can be no doubt of the intentions of France to direct a very 
considerable force against our possessions in the E.ast, and it is evident by the 
, deputation of M. Jiussy, at so advaneed an as'c, that her plan is deeply laid, 
an<l that she looks to an alliance with some of the great country powers in 
India, particularly the Nizam. The immediate mischief which must ensue 
therefrom to our affairs, and particularly the danger to which the Northern 
Circars will b<^ cxposi^d, ar<> niatt<!r.s of very serious importanee, and when I 
consider the whole face of India, and .sec nothing hvit enemies on all sides of 
ihe several British (jovernments, I cannot too luucli approve any ])ropcr steps 
which have l)een taken, or ciu*ouragc the adoption of every rational plao in 
order to conciliate the minds of the native princes, and to break the very alarm* 
ing league which they aj)poar to have mndo against ns. A peace with the 
Mahr.attns is certainly an ohjoet deserving most, immediate and constant atten- 
tion, and the fretiuent representations you make of (he necessity of that event 
only tend to confirm the idea 1 had before entertained of the stale of hostilities 
with that people. 

I cannot hut feel great additional anxiety for the accomplishment of this 
object when 1 consider the (aremmstanees of tlie irvcmues of each Pi'esidene.y, 
and particularly the distress wliieh you descrihe? in your letters to the Select 
Committee for want of money to |):iy tl»e large arrc.irs due to the troops. Ills 
Alajosty’s Ministers osteon th«'sc matters to he of such magnitude anti concern 
to the interests of these kingdoms, as well as of the Company, that they intend 
to proceed very soon to a full consideration of these' atVair.s, and will .seeek to 
provide the best remedy that can he all’orded to the miscdiief whic.ii might ensiu? 
from an inen'ase of the disonh'r. 

1 should write still more at largo to you oti this subject by the present 
opportunity hot that you have given me too much reason to suppose that yon 
may he on your return home before this letter will reach India. I am very 
sincerely coneernod to find that you have taken this resolution, and much more 
that your state of health should h:ivc obliged you to do it. I'he King has heoii 
pleased to command me to signify lo you the high sense His M.ajesty enter- 
tains of the zeal and ardour with which you devoted yourself at so critical a 
period to the dangerous ;ind diflieult service wlimh i(a|uired your presemH) at 
the head of the army in the Carnatic, and If) which is tr) he altrihiit('d the 
retrieval of alTairs in those [)arts, as far as it was 2 )o.ssible to elfeet it hv tin; 
w'o.ak means with which you were furnished. His Majesty placed the firmest 
reliance on the furth(*r success of your 02 )eration 8 , guided by that judicious 
.and resolutv^ persv^voranee which had surmounh'il such extraordinary diilienlties, 
:ind the necessity you havai now found yourself under to loav<? the work im- 
fitiished has, of course, occasioned a .sen.so of disappointment proportioned to the 
conlidenco you had inspired. 

I sincerely hope that your health may lx; speedily rc cstahlisiu'd, anrl it is 
impossible not to add a wish that you m.ay have found yourself sulbcietitly 
recovered to induce you to continue in your command. It is at the same time 
Ilis Majesty’s pleasure that air Hector Munro, General Steuart, and all the 
otheers and men who have so greatly distinguished themselves by their en- 
d(;avours to .act in a manner w'orthy the example you set tluun should be in- 
formed of His M.ajesty’s 2 )crreet approbation of their good conduct. ni.s 
Hajesty rccfdves with s.atisfaction your reeommend.ation to bestow a reward on 
any instamMi of particular merit, and I am therefor^ commanded to signify to 
you that Ijioutenant-Coloncl Owen is .advanced to the rank of Colonel by 
brev(d in the East Indies, according to your desire. 

The Hussar who.se unexampled bravery has Iveen particularly remarked by 
you is perfectly entitled to, and may he .assured of the allowaueo of £20 per 
anuum for his life. 

* With respect to the booty and plunder taken at Neg.apat.am, I have His 
Majesty’s commands to signify his ple.asuro that they should be distributed 
agreeably to the opinions of the held officer transmitted by General Steuart to 
you on the 31st December 1781, reserving the public stores which are vested 
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in the Company by virtue of the Articles of War made in pursuance of the 
Mutiny Act for India, and I am informed by a letter from the Chairman and 
Deputy Chairman of the East India Company that the Court of Directors are 
of the same opinion. 

The recall of Sir Hector Munro from his station in the Company’s service, 
which must have occasioned his departure from India before the arrival of this 
despatch, makes it useless tor me to answer his letters from Ncf'apat.am, except 
by sisnifyin" the King’s pleasure that you, or the Commandor-in-Chief for the 
time hei?ig, should notify to the ollicers and men employed in the siege of that 
place His Majesty’s approbation of tlieir behaviour u])ou that service.

Traiisliition of a letter from Shisnevas Row to Mr. Thomas Graham, dated Madras, tlie 18tb 

January 1783. 

The boil on llydor’s back gave him the most excruciating .pain and grow- 
ing every day considerably larger, he marched from Mahi Mimdlo and encamp- 
ed near Chittoor, and on account of the very pr'oearious and ill-state of his 
health wrote a letter to his son, Tippoo, who had moved towards Coimbatore, 
desiring his speedv return. Tippoo, upon the receipt of his father s letter, 
immediately set Ciff alone and arrived at Casoor. In this interval the boil on 
20K. n. 
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Hydi'r’s back grew to so large a size and became so painful as to cause bis 
death on the 2n(l of Muharram 1197, year Hijri. 

Abu Muhammad Chaubdar instantly wrote Tippoo an account of his 
father Ilydcr Ally Cawn’s death, and that his corpse Avaa on the way to Collar. 
Tippoo on hearing this proceeded himself to Collar and remained tliere fifteen 
days performing all the rites and ceremonies proper on such occasions, and 
gave away five buiks of rupees among the fakirs, Ac. lie afterwards wrote 
letters to all his killadars, aumildars, &c., and having settled alfairs in that 
(juarter departed and arrived in camp the 2oth Muharram. 

Abu Muhammad, until the arrival of Tippoo, had kept secret the death of 
Ryder and had issued all orders, &c., in camp the same as if Ryder had been 
alive, and had in this manner transacted all business in camp for live and twenty 
days. 

When Tippoo arrived he assembled his army and all the principal people 
and presented himself bef03*c them, then seating himself upon the musnud 
announced to the whole assembly the death of his fatlier. Tie comforted and 
consoled them for his loss and t hey in return ))rosented their nazars to Tippoo, 
then and not till ilnm was it publicly known that Ryder was dead. 

When the assembly broke up Abu Muhammad took Tippoo aside to a 
private place, and there informed him what his father had said to him and the 
advice that Rydt'r had given to 'I'ippoo concerning his future conduct. Tippoo 
had found, when ho was employed in paying the last rites to his father’s body, 
a small s»n-ap of paptn* with writing on it, wrapt up in one corner of Ryder’s tur- 
ban which he read : it contained the following words— “ I have gained nothing 
by the war with the English, but am now alas ! no longer alive. If you, 
through fear of disturbances in your own kingdom, repair thither without 
having previously concluded peace with the English, they will certainly follow 
you and c;iny tlm war into your country. On this account, therefore, it is 
better first to make peace on whatever terms you can procure, and then go to 
your own country. There was some time ago a person by name ,Srcnevas Uow, 
who came to confer with me from the part of the General. Do you by means 
of him establish this chaTinel of intercourse.” Re had mentioned he said all 
this advice to Ahu Muhammad, and had likewise Avritteu down the places 
where his treasures and other valuables were deposited. Tippoo read this 
paper and kept it by him ; when Abu Muliammad took him aside to a private 
])lacc Tippoo slunved him the paper. Ahu Muhammad tjieu informed Tippoo 
of all that had passed at the couferenee I held in Ryder’s camp, with which 
Tippot) was Arouderfully phrased. 

I received all this intelligence from Ahu Muhammad who sent a person of 
trust and rank to inform me of it. Upon considering and well weighing the 
business, 1 did Jiot think it would be proper to drop the chain of our former 
intercourse, and in this idea Avrote to Tipjfoo as follows — ■“ When the General 
heard in Bengal of your father’s death ho said that Ryder was A great Sardar, 
and that there Avas not ainong the nativ(!s of India so great and renowned a 
soldier ; it would have been well had he lived a little longer ; in this manner did 
the General speak of your fatlier.” I likewise Avroto, as from myself and of 
my own accord — “Your father AA'as a great prince, he fed and supported 
millions of people ; it would have be<m happy had you remained longer under 
the shadow of his protection, but such was the will of God. You, however, by 
God’s blessing are worthy, for, during your father’s life, you had your part ia 
all alfairs relative to the army and in all his eouuscls, so that you are noAV no! 
a beginner but well versed in all matters of business, and will, no doubt, aeeoni- 
plish with great Avisdoin and prudence whatever is now to be done,” and otlasr 
Avords to this elTcet. I sent also a letter lo Abu Muliammad and one to Mu- 
hammad Osman. I expect an ansAver to-day or tomorrow ; when it arrives you 
shall be acquainted with the contents. 

Tippoo had gveat iih'ndsjiip toAvards x\bu Muhammad and consents to 
AA'liatev'cr he })ro;)os<'.s. All business is carried on by him. Tippoo tells Ahu 
Muhammad that his present good fortune is owing to him. 

Tippoo having eollectcd his whole army marched from Chittoor, remained 
ten days at Chuck ramatoor, a place near Areot, and intends now to encamp 
near Mujlcwak. 
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After the death of Tlydor the f'reneh at Ciuldaloro, having left in the place 
200 men as a garrison, with the remainder mai’clicd towards Jingee, with all 
their military stores and provisions, and encamped near I’uttelipct. Three of 
the principal people among tlvMn went to Tip))oo, who said everything he could 
way of comfort and told them that a p('a<‘(! mnsf. he concluded with the 
English. They answered that tlu.'y had not a desire to be at peace with the 
English, that by Cod’s bh'ssing their ships would soon arrive, and that they 
(lid not think it so very diflicult a task to Ix'at the English. 'Pippoo answi're’d 
you have for this year past said that your ships would soon arrive. 'I'hcy have 
n()t, however, yet made their .a[)p('ar:inee. Vou lu'ld the same language to nu 
father, on wdiich account peace; with the linglish has been didaycal. (Jther- 
wise ere this everything would have h(>en settled and I should have been in 
my own country. With relianec on your jn’oinises erores of rupees have been 
expended, and you likewise have eoiisurned laeks. Your promises are neverthe- 
less still the same as the fir.st day. 

Tippoo Avislics much for pc'aee and sa 3 ’s if there was any penson to make 
peace with pcac’c would take place. He says all that his father performed 
goes for nothing in his aeeouut. He must therefore begin afrc'sh, and after 
having fought three or four hatth's and shown his own wau’ght andconse(|uenc(' 
b(* will make peace. 

lie ha.s c(dlccted a large ([uantity of military store.s, has settled evawjdhing. 
and keeps his army iu belter order ev('n than his father, lie |)ays his troops 
regularly every month, and besidc^s often makes prestmts to tlnun. By this 
means ho is beloved by tin; .S(‘poys :ind they arc cont('nt<'d. 

There are about 1,000 Hying horse in the environs of M.adras, who are 
continually disturbing the ndghbourhood and hover about the suburbs, driving 
aAvay all the cattle tlu;y find. There is no one here to prevent them ami 
scarcity reigns tliroiigbout. 

Tippoo lias re(;eived a letter from Nana l'\arnavis at Poona to the folloAving 
idl'cet — “ W^hai signifie.s the death of ll^’dcr do j-ou make yourself easy in that, 
score.” Tippoo w'as much pleased W'ith its contents and having sent for the 
Nana’s vakils, who were Hum in his camp, presented them w itli clothes, jew'cls, 
and money. He every day by them writes to Poona, and conv^sponds himself 
by letbn*, besides wbieli it Is said that money has beiui scut to Poona to defray 
the expenses of tlu; Darbar. 1 shall (‘iiquire ])fiiti(!ularly about this, and let 
you kmnv. Tippoo has made the mutseddies and otiiens peiTcclly happy and 
satistied. 

Abu iMubamm.ad is at, preesent, Tippoo’s favourite and adviser, lie dc.sired 
me to make liis vesjicetful eomplimeiits to the Cerieral ami you. 

Nursing Hay, having taken Tri petty and loft a garrison there, went to 
besiege the fort of Chandragiri, where after a skirmish with the inhabitant', 
he took poss(\ssion of the pit tabs and had invested the fort itseli.

Agreed tliat the following letter he written to Mr. Ilnisrow : — 

g£j{^ — We shall in tliis reply separately to your letter of the 30th December 
enclosing your instructions to Alajor Faliner of the 23rd of that mouth. 

We approve of the choice which you have advi.se(l the Vi/.ier to mahe of 
Jlajor Faimer to conduct the negociation with Fyzull.a Cawn, hut wo think 
that the instructions you have giv(*u him arc not sulliciently explicit, and we 
take particular notice of one clause in them which wo fear will defeat it 
altogether. AVo alludo to the following lieads : — 

On your arrival at Hamporo you will ho able to form a more correct 
iudgment of the prohability of the success of your negoei.ations, and as the 
Vizier reposes entire contulenee in your int(*grity and abilities he autlmrises 
you to suspend the eommuuie.atiou of his commands to Fyzulla Cawn it you 
should find they were likely to be discharged. 

Your failing would throw a slight upon the Vizier’s dignity and authority, 
.and in case of resislaneo it wouhl he necessary to be infornu.'d of the pleasure 
of the llon’blo tin? Governor-General and Council with la'gard to enforcing 
these me.asures. To know whether Fyzulla Gawii is lik('ly to disobey the com- 
mands of the Vizier, Atajor Palmer must first make tho.so eominands known to 
him which is in effect to make tho communication which Ala jor 1 .aimer is 
instructed to susjfend in tho case .supprfstal of a likelihood of tladr being dis- 
obeyed. Wo shall adopt the sentiments hut vary the mode of i(s a|>plication. 

Wo shall now proceed to specify in distinct articles the points which a\e 
wish to have obtained and wliieh we conclude iiom the general tenor of the 
instructions which you have given to Alajor Palmer to be coiilormable to tlie 
washes of the Nabob Vizier. 

IsL — To convert the stipulation for a body of five tliousand horse and loot 
into a fixed subsidy. 

It was certainly understood at the time that the treaty ai.as coniduded ol 
which this stipulation was a part, that it applied solely to e.avahy, as the Nabob 
Vizier, possessing tho service of our forces, could not jiossibly requn-e infantry, 
and least of all such infantry as Fyz.ulla Cawn could furnish, and a single horse- 
man included in the aid which Fyzulla Cawn might furnish 'would prove a 
literal compliance with the stipulation. The number therefore of horse miiihed 
by H ought at least to be ascertained. AVc will suppose five thou-iand, and, 
■ allowing the exigency for their attendance to exist only in the proportion of 
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ono year in five, roduce the demand to one thousand for the eomputation of the 
subsidy, which, at the rate of fifty rujiees per man, will amount to fifty 
thousand jjor mensem This may serve for the basis of this article in the 
nei'ocintion upon it, but in the conclusion of it wo must trust to the discretion 
and intci'i'ity of Major Palmer. 

If Fyzulla Cawn shall refuse to treat for a subsidy, and claim the benefit 
of his orij'iual agri.'einent in its literal exiiression, be possesses aright which we 
cannot dispute, and it will inthatcasercmainonlytolixtheprecisonumber 
of horse which he shall furnish, which ought at least to exceed 2,600. This 
also must be left for discretional adjustment. 

Sndly.—lHo demand the surrender of all the rayats of the Nabob Vizier's 
dominions to whom Pyzullahas given protection and service, or an annual tribute 
in compensation for the loss sustained by the Nabob Vizier in his revenues thus 
transferred to Pyzulla Cawn. Ilis encouragement of the defection of the subjects 
of his sovereign lord, and his acceptance of their allegiance is contrary to tho 
most ancient and fundamental laws of the constitution of Hindustan, and a 
crime against the Nabob Vizier, his sovereign. You have stated the increase of 
his jagliir occasioned by this aiT at tho moderate sum of fifteen lakhs. The 
tribute ought at least to bo ouc-third of the amount. 

ordly . — We conceive that Pyzulla Cawn himself may be disposed to yield to 
the preceding demand on the additional condition of being allowed to hold his 
lands in Ultanagan instead of his present tenure by jagliir. This we think 
the Vizier can have no objection to grant, and we recommend it. Hut for 
this a line or jK-sheush ought to he imni(!diutcly paid in tho customary propor- 
tion of the jumma estimated at 30 lacks.

Scindia.

Resolved that the following reply be written to the President and Select Cominitlee of 
Fort St. George : — 

To — The RloiiT Hon’dlb Lord Macartney, President, and Governor, and Select Com- 
mittee of Fort St. George. 

My Ix)rd and Gentlemen, — In your letter of the 18th Eebruary some 
points are stated which demand immediate reply : — 

You “ desire our consent and approbation of a treaty to be concluded by 
you with Tippoo Sabcb, on the terras of that which has been made respecting 
his father, with the Mahrattas,. and you request that we communicate to you 
our sentiments on the propriety of your waiving so much of the clause relative 
to his immediate and entire evacuation of the Carnatic as mdy relate to the 
small posts and districts of Puducota and Holcpady, or other small posts 
and districts of little value or importance, but convenient to and bordering 
upon the dominions of Tippoo Saheb, in case a treaty could not otherwise be 
concluded with him.” 

If you had not been pleased in the same letter to inform us of your having 
invested a native servant from 'J’anjore wdth written instructions to solicit a 
communication with any of Tippoo’s agents we should have supposed, from 
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your proecdin" request for full and special powers to conclude a peace with 
Tippoo, that he had secretly solicited you for peace, and that he was ready to 
break off all connection with our natural enemies and to evacuate the Carnatic, 
if wc assented to his retaining some small post in that country upon the con- 
lines of his dominions. 

Y'our anxiety to obtain peace is laudahlo, and upon tliis point our wishes 
must he united, however we may differ about the most successful means for 
oldaiiiing so desirable an object. 

Your former ap 2 ilications to this Government for power to negociate 
wer(‘ ui’g('nt, but we saw, and candidly told you, that eve.ry advance that you 
made to solicit peace from Tiyder would only tend to encourage him in his views 
upon the absolute reduction of the Carnatic ; as early as JJeceraher 1781 we 
pointed out to you tlie projjcr steps for inducing llyder to negociate. If wc 
Aver(5 w('ll rouu(l(‘d in tlmsc ideas any special powers that might be tbcu granted 
to you to iH'goi-iato Avilh the invader of tlic Carnatic could only be j)Owers to 
surrender tlie country, or those parts of it of Avbioh llyder Avished an acknow- 
ledged ])oss('ssi()n and whieh in las possession )night he said to command the 
Avhole. IVith the leaders of the l''rcneli iiiArasion there could bo no negociation 
on yo\ir part. IVe accordingly informed you, in reply to your recpiest for instruc- 
tions to negociate in September last, that if llyder Ally, with the aid of his 
new allies, and 1 lirough our misfortunes, should press you to a situatioiA of im- 
minent nect'ssity, that n<'ees.sity and your oaa’u judgment must at once deter- 
mine your last refngo and dictate your instructions. 

LTntler a different aspect of affairs you again call upon ns for instructions 
and you eommunicatc to us, afh.'r various deductions of reasoning, the expedient 
you have adojitial for ojjcuiug a negociation Avkh Tip2)00. 

After having lost the most favourable occasion that could he Avislicd for 
expelling the JMysoreans out of the Carnatic, and cA’’en preventing Jlyder’s son 
from succeeding to any cousiderahlo part of the poAver of his I’atlu'r, you now 
rc<2uest to he invested Avith powers to acknowledge Tippoo as the representative 
of llyder, and to yield to liiin AA'hatever his father in all his poAver amidst all 
our distresses was sul)jected to resign by the treaty Avhich we had concluded 
with the iVIahrattas. 

It avails the interests of Great Britain in India hut little that your President, 
in a long minule on the 11th of February last, api)ears sensihio of the haj)py 
opportunity Avhich has Ix'cn lost for the rpcov('ry of the Carnatic, and th(^ 
expulsion of our natural enemies ; records of laborious altercation, stinging in- 
vective and mutual complaint are no satisfaclion to the jnihlic in compensa- 
tion for a neglect that may co.st millions, and ujwn a field where immense sums 
had been expended to maintain our footing. 

Uninformed of AAdiat General Stuart may have to produce in his own vin- 
dication against such lieaA'y accAisaf ions, our regret is not lessened for the 
public rnisfortnue, nor can Ave prevent ourselves from lamenting that the charge, 
if well founded, sliould fall upon an officer AAdiom you have iuA'estod Avith the 
command of the army and the Avholo conduct of your military operations. 

It would he very painful to our feelings to give you OAir real sentiments 
on the propriety as avoII as ])oliey of the stops you have taken to solicit peace 
from Tipjjoo. It a])f)ears no le.ss humiliating than an inauspicious measure to 
us that the representatives of the India Company should in solemn Council 
vest a sfM’A'nut of tin; llaja of Tanjore with Avritton instructions to go to Coiije- 
veram, upon a pretended purpose, to meet some friend who might have access 
to Tippoo, and that your Minister, thus introduced into the presence of the 
invader, should bo directed to beg his commiseration to our people who arc 
prisoners in his hands, should begin to give him advice to follow the example 
of his father in not forming any close connection with the French, and should 
be tlicn authorised to say that upon the same prineiides “ that the Company 
agreed to the Maliratta Treaty witliout requiring indemnification for their 
e.xponse, so 'I'ipjioo might immediately avail himself of peace without paying tlie 
expenses of the Avar.” Indeed we cannot but express our surprise that such 
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representations should receive your written sanction, and that after having 
taken such mcasiires you should ask us for powers to conclude a treaty which 
would in essential points ho contrary to the Alahratta Treaty then concluded, 
and of whose final ratification we gave you the firmest hope. 

We request you io consider for a moment the use to wdiich M. Bussy 
might turn your instructions to tlio Tanjoro Vakeel, if Tippoo Saheh made 
them known to him, whicli would probably be the case. 

As to the effect which those instructions might have produced at Poona, 
we are now very fortunately guarded against it; in a former fetter w(! informed 
you of the final ratilicaiiou and interchange of the Alahratta Treaty, 
and which constitutes the peace with T’ippoo Sahil), on the only footing 
on which w’c arc now at lih(“rty to .accede to it, especially as by a letter 
from Air. Anderson, dated * * * * ^ve are informed that Alahadajeo Scindia 

and he were preparing to concert imvasures for carrying the spirit of the treaty 
into execution, and tlie former had actually written to Tippoo Saheb requiring 
his conformity to it. IfTipjioo acquiesces it will leave oar natural enemies 
without aid, the most desirahle object that remains for Great Ilritaiii in India. 
When the sjiiriL of that article went to the ahsolute. recovery of the Carnatic 
from Ilyder with the liberty' of our ])eoph; who an* prisoners in bis bauds, and 
when all that was grant('d in return was Ihe country that liad been /(tken 
from the Mabrattas, wo leave you to rell('et iq)on tlie fairness as well as 
policy of your declaration tlirougli the agent of Tanjore. 

You will carefully avoid any infraction of ibo article wliieli I’olates to tlie 
Carnatic. Sir l<]y re Coote will In’iiig you any furllier instructions w(' may bavo to 
send upon this subjeet. We are sorry to be obliged to add that whether we look 
to the service of the field, or ev(’u (ho success of your negoeiations upon the 
(’oast, wo must now place our chief liopes in his ])r(*sene(‘ there at the head of 
the army. In the mean time we avoid taking any notice of your arguments for 
the destruction of Negapalam; we wish the event to q)rove the su])erior solidity 
of y'our r(*asoiiing ; we suiq)Ose that from the proposal of your Pn'sident our 
army has likewise elfeeted tlie destruction of Wandcwasli and Carangooly.

The Governor. General lays before the Board the following letters which he lias received 
from Mn. Amdkksok 


27th February 1783, 


Hon’ble Sir,— Although you are .already generally informed of the rati- 
fication of the treaty betwixt the English Government and Alabratta State, 
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yet as every circumstance relative to that important transaction, however 
minute, will doubtless he interesting to you, I shall now beg leave to lay 1)6101*0 
you a more particular detail of my late proceedings, in which I shall touch on 
those inattei’s that have already been communicated to you only so far as the 
repetition of them may be necessary for the sake of connecting and rendering 
the whole subject more clear and perspicuous. 

For a considerable time previous to the ratification the reiterated delays 
which I experienced threw me into much per])lcxity and gave me no small 
degree of anxiety, and they were the more extraordinary and unaccountable as 
no subject of difference apparently remained betwixt Scindia and me. Bow 
Bucksey paid me several visits, Avhich, as notliing material was urged, seemed 
more calculated to amuse me than to forward the business of the treaty. Yet 
1 remarked that he seldom left me without introducing in some way or other 
the subject of Ragonath Row. And at one time he desired me to compose the 
draft of the letters which I intended to wrile to him. My answers regard- 
ing Ragonath Row were invariably the same, and I generally declined to impede 
the business of the ratification by the previous decision of drafts of letters or 
any matters which wx're not to take place till afterwards. If he had any 
motive for thus mentioning Ragonath Row, he knew too W'ell the punctilious 
and inflexible resolution I bad foi-mcd to venture cither to express his wishes 
more pointedly or to express any dissatisfaction with my answers ; he always 
left mo with an appearance of satisfaction as if nothing w'as wsuting but the 
form of exchanging the ratifications and he alw*ays returned with new pretences 
of delay. 

In this period of embarrassment it was my endeavour to suppress every 
mark of impatience or anxiety. I contented myself w'iili representing in as 
calm a manner as possible the dangers of delay, w hieh, if earri(!d to too great 
a length, might prove fatal to the business which Scindia and Iliad long labour- 
ed to elfcct, and had brought so near a conclusion — an event wdiioh in the 
present state of affairs appeared infinitely more to be ajiprehended by the 
Mahrattas than by us. 

At length, after an interval of a few days, Bow Bucksey paid me a visit 
on the 22rid, and with an apparent satisfaction in his countenance entered into 
a long detail. He said that some differences had arisen which bad made him 
almost ashamed to sec mo, but that everything was at last happily obviated. He 
remarked on the delicate situation in whiet bis master had been plaeed, as the 
mediator betwixt us and the Pcishwa obliged him to consult the dispositions 
and inclinations of both parties, a situation in itself naturally difllcult, and in 
tlic present case rendered more so from the circumstances of the youth of the 
Peishwa, who was incapable of acting and judging for himsell’, and whose 
affairs were therefore under the management of Ministers not firmly united 
among themselves, and differing in their dispositions and ])olitieal views ; that 
Nizam Ally and Maliadajee, from wdiatevcr cause, had long been averse to the final 
ratification of the late agreement and had been indefat.igble in their endeavours 
to frustrate it ; that unluckily bis own absence from Poona, and the jealousy 
of Hurry Punt and Tukojee Holkar, had long rendered their endeavours in 
that quarter but too successful, and had their endeavours met with the smallest 
encouragement from you their ends would have been too fully effected, hut 
fortunately the firmness with Avhich you had acted in rejecting their applica- 
tion, and in pursuing the present neg(,oiation in spite of every insinuation 
against it, had enabled him to surmount all difficulties and bring the business 
to a happy conclusion ; that even to the very last, how'^ever, the influence of their 
party had created to him great uneasiness, aa Nerve Sheo Deo, the Poona 
Vakeel, had been ordered to state such propositions and objections as seemed 
formed to counteract the ratification; that on this account a distant di.spute had 
lately arisen betwixt him and Nerve Sheo Deo., and matters had been carried to 
such a length that he had bcicn under a necessity of declaring that he lamented 
his ever engaging in the business, and as he saw they u-ere obstinately bent 
on ruining the affairs of their master, he must decline all further inter- 
ference, and after the treatment he had received he should think himself fully

justified in espousing the cause and interests of the English ; that this dispute 
continued for some days till at last Nerve Sheo, on Scindia’s agreeing to sign 
certain explanatory assuran<! 0 s, waived all further objection and delivered up 
the treaty which had hitherto been in his possession, and that everything was 
now fully settled. Here I interrupted Bow Bueksey by observing that Seindia 
knew ray sentiments on every subject, and that I hoped he had been careful to 
enter into no stipulations and give no assurances which might hereafter be 
found inconsistent with them ; he assured me that Seindia had been sufliciently 
cautious in this respect. Bow Bueksey then proceeded. Ue expressed some appre- 
hensions of the continuance of tlu^ intrigues of the Nizam and Mahadajee, and 
he said that bis master was on this account extremely solicutous that he might in 
future be the channel of iiegoeiation betwixt us and the Poona Government. 
He expatiated on the importance of the charge he had taken upon himself as 
guarantee of the treaty, and observed that as he was now fully satisfied that 
the conditions of it would be inviolably j)rcserved by the Peishwa, ho wishes to 
have some written assurances to the same purport from us. He then pro- 
duced two papers, tlie one contained a request to the above purport and stated 
the form of tlie assurances which he requested from me ; it was nearly in these 
words — “That I should engage to procure him a full assurance from you 
that we would adhere strictly to the treaty and that on all occasions vve would be 
regulated by his advice.” This was, he said, intended for immediate satisfaction, 
and to remain as a voucher in his hands ; the other paper, he said, was of a secret 
nature and might he submitted to you when I returned to Calcutta. It was 
nearly to the same purport as the former, Avith an additional paragraph, 
mentioning that, as the Peishwa was an infant, it was hoped that in case his 
Ministers should <w'er act improper, wo would not be in a hasten to break with 
the P(!isbwa, but be regulated by Seindia’s advice, and assist him to bring the 
Ministers to a proper understanding. Bow Bueksey tlmu concluded with 
delivering m(5 a message from Seindia that lie intended to pay me a visit on tlu‘ 
211b and proposi'd that we should afterwards proceed to his tent and inter- 
ebange tlic tri^aty. 

Had Seindia requested fronr me any written assurance at the time of con- 
(•luding the treaty at Salbai, I should have readily given it, but 1 felt a veluetanee 
to do it now, especially as there were some explanations in the jiroposed form 
which t could not entirely n|)j)rovo. And I feared that an attempt to alter them 
might only alford new grouml for procrastination. I therefore endeavoured to 
coiivine.e Bow Bueksey that such a paper from me was iinneeesary, as the ori- 
final treaties contained every obligation that bo would require and might 
always be referred to. it was in vain, however, to argue. The Bow had 
received orders from his master to make the proposal, and no reasons could 
make him reei'dc from it. Finding, therefore, that [ was only losing time, I 
changed my system. 1 acquiesced in his proposal, and without remarking on the 
parts that w'cro exceptionable I told him that I should draw out such an obli- 
gation as I hoped would prove fully satisfactory, but that 1 must iu the same 
manner require one from Seindia. 

Bow Bueksey returned to me the next morning. I had in the mean time 
drawn up the two obligations. In the preamble of both the words of tlie 
article of the treaty Avero recited, the one concluded with a promise to Seindia 
that we Avould adhere to the terms of the treaty, and that I AVould hereaftiu- 
procure him a formal assurance to the same purpose from you ; the other con- 
cluded with a promise from him that in case the Peishwa W'ould infringe the 
treaty he would join us in bringing him to reason ; .these papers I delivered 
to Bow Bueksey ; the former Av^as copied fair and Avas not to be subject to alter- 
tions. As to the latter I submitted it as a form for Scindia’s consideration ; and 
I requested it merely as a counterpart to the one Avhich he desired from me, 
but I observed that for my oAvn part I considered both as unnecessary ; Bow 
Bueksey not being prepared to give an ansAver deferred it till lie should consult 
with Seindia. In the moan time he took out some memorandums and recapitu- 
lated all the different subjects which for some months passed had been dis- 
cussed betwixt him and me, and I repeated him all my former answers. The 
only point w'hich has not been mentioned to you was a proposal that orders should 
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be given to the gentlemen at Bombay not to grant a refuge to the subjects of 
the Mahratta Government who might fly to them for protection. My answer 
was, that no stipulation of this kind was made in the treaty ; that if a mutual 
article to this purpose was observed I would write to you on the subject, but 
that I had now no power to make new engagements without first applying to 
you for instructions. 

On the morning of the 2 tth, when Bow Bueksey came to advise me of 
Seindia’s being r(*ady to set out on his visit to me, he said that he agreed with me 
in thinking that the obligations which had been ])roposcd betwixt Scindia and 
tue would be unnecessary. 1 have mentioned tliis matter fully because I think 
it is very pi’obable that something of the kind may hereafter be resumed on my 
returning to Calcutta. 

Scindia came soon after, and was attended by all bis chiefs of any rank or 
distinction in the army. After we had sat about uu hour iu public, wo retired 
to Ji separate tent, wliere only two or throe of his most confidential people were 
present ; he referred in general to what had been eommuiiicated to mo by Bow 
Bucks(^y on the 22nd ; he made an apology for the length of time that I had 
been detained with him on this business ; ho professed in the strongest terms 
his attaehment towards you and liis iirin deteruunation to support the treaty 
inviolably ; he inveighed against Nizam Ally and Mahadajeo, whoso otlieious 
intei'j)Ositioa had given him so much trouble, and he expressed his wishes tliat 
you would guard against their intrigues by making him the channel of negotia- 
tion and consulting him alone on all subjects coneorning the Poona Govern- 
ment. This scorned the principal scope and object of the conference. 1 assured 
him in answer that as the business of the late treaty had been begun, and 
entirely eoudneted through liim and under his medi.ation ; as his tinnness and 
constancy had at last brought it to a hap[)y conclusion, and as he w.as appointed 
in the treaty itself to be the guarantee to whom both jiarties were to look for the 
performance, from all these; circumstam;cs, as wdl as from the situation of his 
territoru's, he was the; person whom yon would naturally consult with on every 
occasion of importanec relative to tin; Pe'islnva, and that 1 was happy to believe, 
from the high opinion which you always expressed of his friendship, steadi- 
ne.ss, and good faith, that your inclinations would lead you to make him the 
prineiiial channel of your future eoniu'etioii with tin; ^Mahratta Government. 
We had afterwards some conversation on the measures to be taken for carrying 
tin; treaty into execution ; be said that he intended to semd a pnudit for that 
puri)oso to Surat, and asked whether any person would bo sent by us, or 
wlietlior .a letter would be sufliciemt. It was not bis desire that (dther my 
brother or myself should go; ho secaued long to have expected that my brother 
should remain with him, and that aft(!r settliug a few math'rs in eonsequeneo of 
the tn'aty I should return to my duty in Bengal, and speaking on this subject 
he expressed much satisfaction at tlie thought of my. being with you in 
Cah'.utta, as he said it would be the same as if he were himself there. To send 
any laersoii from Calcutta to Poona would he too late for the pri'sent occasion, 
lie however seemed to think such a measure might be very cxj)edient hereafter, 
so that in ease of any liti le disputes arising betwixt the Bombay Government 
and the Ministers, you might lia\e a person on the s})ot who could either settle 
tlunn by his intcrfen'iiee or transmit an imf)artial represciitation to you. This 
might 1)0 considered lu'reaftor ; for the present it was agreed that a letter would 
1)0 suincieut. I had some thoughts of mentioning .Mr. Chapman, but I was 
deterred from the appi’chonsions tl)at his situation at Nagpore might make it a 
dillieulty for him to go Vithout olVending Mood.ajeo Bonsla, and I had some 
doubts that lost Scindia should consider such a measure as tending indirectly 
to give Moodajec an interference. 

I aftorw'ards rocpiirod some explanation f-om liini regarding the difFerences 
in the original and ratified fj’eaties. Jlc d(>elarod that in case any discussion 
arising hereafter on words, the original treaty must bo rcferi'ed to, and on the 
subject of Hydev Ali, he expressly sai<i there was nothing in the treaty which 
restricted us from acting against him or his successors till the terms of the 
9th article should be complied witli, at the requisition of the Pcishwa ; these 
explanations I thought nocessai-y to obviate any cavils that might he made on 
a future occasion. After sitting some hours Scindia took his leave. On his 
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return liome(?) I understand that he paid a visit to Nerve Sheo Deo, tlie Poona 
Vakeel ; but I know not what particulars passed between tliem. 

About an hour afterwards, accordin'? to the plan which had been settled, 
I followed Scindia to his tent, where, in tl>e presence of a number of his principal 
officers, we proceeded to exchange the ratifications, Scindia and I reciprocally 
attesting with our signatures the date of the delivery ; w'hen this important 
ceremony was finished, all -who were present joined in expressing their joy ; 
Nerve Shoo had excused himself from attending in pinson on account of indis- 
position, but all his people, I observed, were jnesent, and one in particular 
named Dadjee, to whom Scindia seemed to shew great attention. 

Deforc I conclude this narrative permit me to indulge myself for a 
moment in the pleasing task of tendering a tribute of justice to Mahadajee 
Scindia. In the course of this long negociation, which has tliroughout been 
strongly tinctured with suspicion and distrust, many circumstances have passed 
to impress us with unfavourable opinions ; new and unreasonable propositions 
have frequently been started and w itlulrawn, and one doubt has scarcely been 
obviated when another has been suggested. Yet we may perhaps find much 
apology for Scindia’s conduct when wo reflect that he has been acting for a 
superfor and probably been often obliged to give way to the dictates of Ministers, 
by nature grasping and suspicious, from circumstances rendered arrogant, and 
many of them from peculiar views of selfish policy absolutely avei-so to the 
negociation. llis conduct on the .subject of Broach, where his own interests 
were only concerned, has formed a very agreeable contrast. Nothing can 
exceed the delicacy which he has showm in this alfair. You may remember 
that he executed the original treaty without excepting any written testimony 
from me of your intentions, lie had now coinjilctcd the ratification without 
requiring the delivery of your grant, wlutda is at this moment still in my pos- 
session. Since the information I gave him about seven months ago of the arrival 
of your grant, the subject has scarcely been mentioned more than once, and 
then only in consequence of iny repealing the nature of tlio obligation which 
you expected from him regarding the privilege of trade; without requiring any 
written stipulation or importuning me for exjilanations, or betraying the slight- 
est mark of suspicion, lie seems throughout the whole of this business to havi' 
relied implicitly on the honour and generosity of th(‘- English Government. 
Candour surely requires that we should judge of his character ratlior from 
his conduct iii those matters wlien ho is left at liberty and w'here his own 
interest only is aH'cHdod, than from the part whicli he is constrained to act in 
negotiating on behalf of the Peishwa. 

Bow Buckscy is to bo with me tomorrow to concert several steps to he 
taken for carrying the treaty into execution, so that I shall probably liave 
occasion to do myself the honour of addressing you again soon.

The Momhcrs of the Board havinf? delivered their opinions upon tho questions proposed 
by the Governor-General in the last Consultation they are now read and recorded. 

Mil. Stables — In answer to the first question referred in the Governor- 
Gcneral’s minute tho 15th March 1783. 

* 

It is my opinion that the treaty concluded with the Mahrattas ought to he 
kept inviolate on our part, the 9th Article of which ought to be the basis for 
bringing on a treaty with Tippoo Saheb. 

Peace with him in every point of view is so desirable, so necessary for the 
safety of tho lives of our unfortunate prisoner’s in his power, ami such complete 
ruin to tho designs of our natural enemies, the Prench, upon the Carnatic, that we 
ought to enforce any opportunity of making peace wdth him, upon honorable 
terras. 

2) 1(1 . — A copy of the 9th Article of the treaty with the Mahrattas should 
he sent to Tippoo Sahch and his acquiescence required to it. 

3) 'd . — Tho President and Select Committee of Fort St. George have not in 
my oi)inion counteracted the purposes of the treaty concluded with the Peishwa 
at tho time when their instructions were given to treat with Tippoo. This 
treaty of peace was not in our possession and therefore not binding on either 
side. 

4lh . — The President and Select Committee of Fort St. George certainly had 
not absolute authority from the Court of Diree.tors or from this Board to nego- 
eiate a treaty with 'I'ippoo. But the Court of Directors, in several parts of their 
letter to tlie President and Select Committee of Fort St. George, expri'ss their 
eariu’st wishes for peace with Tip])oo, and in my opinion the necessity for enter- 
ing upon a negociation which is too well known to tho Board justifies the 
measure. 

5111 . — Answered in the tth. 

(ith . — It is unnecessary at present to give my opinion on this question. 
An arrangement has taken place regarding the assignment from the Nabob of 
the Carnatic, a copy of which Sir Eyre Cootc takes Avith him to the coast. 

I have the most sanguine hopes that the presence of a General already 
respected, and adored by our oAAm army, and dreaded by the enemy will give a 
fortunate change to our atfairs on the coast; what I most lament is that the 
General on whom so much depends, Avhose conduct I admire and approve, has 
to carry on the public service under the disadvantages of a bad state of health 
and a broken constitution. 

7th . — I beg leave not to give my opinion upon a supposed case Avhieh I liope 
may never happen. 


Mr. MacPjikrsov — I have peruseA Avith the greatest attention Sir Eyni 
Cootn’s minute, on which the prcci'ding questions, as proposed by the Governor- 
General, are founded. 

The'puhlic zeal Avhieh the Commander-in-Chief testifies upon the present 
occasion is no now subject of admiration. It is in conformity to the principle 
which has actuated the long series of his services to the Company and the 
public. 

Had he been at the head of our forces in the Carnatic at the crisis of 
Hyder’s death, and properly supjiorted by the Presidency of Fort St. George, I 
am convinced ho Avould have turned that great event to the immediate recovery 
of the Carnatic, and the reduction of the French forces at Cuddalore. Various 
events rendered the. perii^d immediately subsequent to Uyder’s death the most 
favorable that the managers of our affairs upon the coast could have wished 
for re-establishing the Comi)any’H prosperity. Tippoo Saheb was on the other 
side of India and liad been defeated by Colonel Macleod, the repeated and most 
urgent interference of this Government had at length compelled the Presidency

or J3ombay to act vigorously and to send General Mathews at the head of a 
considerable force against the most valuable possessions that belonged to Hydev. 
There could be little doubt of his success. Tlic Ni/.atn if he wes not favorably 
disposed to our interests, was at that period engaged in war with one of his own 
tributaries ; the Mahratta peace had been actually signed at I’oona ;ind as early 
as October last vre informed the Presidency of Fort St George of Scindia’s posi- 
tive declarations to us about the validity of the peace. 

The French troops were at this time sickly and in every distress at 
Cuddalore. 

How a season in whhdi the greatest advantages conld have been gained 
was permitted to pass in inactivity the Government of Madras have to explain. 
Lord Macartney, in his minute of the 11th of February, lays the wlu)le of this 
public neglect to the charge of Major-General Stuart, lie seems fully sensible 
of the advantages which were neglected, hut the representation, if founded in 
justice, comes too late, nor can we form any decided opinion ujwn the subject 
as we are not furnished with General Stuart’s answer. 

After our army was at length in a condition to move to meet Tippoo Saheb 
nothing decisive seems to have been attempted, and it appears very extra- 
ordinary that the President and Select Committee should, under the apprehenr 
sion of the expected arrival of M. Hussy with eonsid(U’'ablc force, enter uj)on 
a plan to solicit a negotiation with Tippoo at tho same lime that they subject 
General Stuart to restrictions against a vigorous ell'ort in the field. 

Upon the whole it is evident that there has been on the late favorable occasion 
great mismanagement somewhere in the conduct of public alfnirs at Fort St. 
George, and that coincidence of fortunate events has been neglected, which 
might and ought to have been improved for the re-establishment of the Com- 
pany’s jirosperity. 

This public ni^ghict presses most severely upon this Government, which 
both in efforts of laborious negotiation and liberal supply had made the recovery 
of tho Carnatic the object of its unwearied pursuit. Wo now see with pain that 
this great work requires a repetition of our efforts, and that on the field where 
immense sums have been expended to maintain our footing, a season of advan- 
tage has been lost and millions must still ho provided wlieii our means are 
nearly exhausted. 

The only prospects we have for an honorable and spc'cdy rdoso to tin', 
invasion of the Carnatic from Mysore is the success of General Mathews and 
the speedy return of Sir Eyrt; Coote to the command of forces upon the 
coast. 

The Governor-General, anxious to give Sir Eyre Coote a clear line for Jiis 
conduct in a crisis of such interesting service, has proposed the preceding 
(luestions, and he wishes every member of the Hoard to record his answer or 
opinion upon each question. 

It is equally requisite for those who give and who rec«’ive charge of public 
business that the orders for that business should he clear and specially defined. 
But orders which are formed for future and supposed cases may he very clear 
in their definition yet ultimately prove very embarrassing to the party who is 
to execute them. For ho must he the judge, and ho responsible tliat tlio situation 
of affairs in which he is to execute his orders applies exactly to the supposed 
case for which they were framed. 

Thus wo may resolve that in certain supposed events the Fresident and 
Select Committee of Fort St. Georgo would incur the penalty of the Act of 
Parliament of tho 13th of the present reign. We may further resolve that in such 
eases the Coramander-in-Chief should iuforco the penalty. Yet when he comes 
to act in consequence of those resolutions ho would probably find that the 
actual case was in many essential circumstances different from the supposed 
case upon which this Hoard resolved. He would therefore have to answer for 
the consequences. Tliough tho circumstances of the actual case and that which 
Wo supposed were minutely tho same, he would have to answer for tho pio- 
ai F. D. 
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priety of carryinff our resolves into execution, and to answer that they - were 
reasonable as well as legal and judicious. 

I have supposed the strongest possible case for the calm consideration of 
the Commander- in-Chief. But I am far from admitting that this Board should 
’ in any situation of affairs come to resolutions upon supposed events, and issue 
eventual and eontingeut orders, cspceially on the delicate and important 
subjects to which I have alluded. 

In negoti.ation, likewise, it will be necessary to leave our representatives 
ill tlie Carnatic the most ample powers, for such unexpected events may arise 
tliere as would render positive directions embarrassing and dangerous, and a 
eontingeney of events might require *a total deviation from our orders. 

If I am well founded in these ideas, the powers to Sir Eyre Coote from this 
(lovemment should he ample and general, and he should understand fully that 
whatever our r(!soluiions may bo relative to the questions now before us, such 
resolutions being formed upon abstract or supposed grounds cannot vest him 
with the authority of orders in a future and contingent situation' of affairs. 

It is only when a case is represented to us in all its circumstances, and 
which has actually tak(>n place, that we can resolve decidedly and authorize 
him as our representative to act finally and effectually. 

I have made these observations to shew the Commander-in-Chief that it is 
equally necessary for him as for the Board that there should bo no rnisconeep- 
tioii on either side relative to the force of our present resolution. I wish for my 
own part to see him vested with every authority which this Government can 
confer, and, as on a former occasion (13th January), when he stated the condi- 
tions which Avould enable him to serve with oflBeaey in the Carnatic, I acceded 
to tliose conditions, so now L am ready, as far as my voice goes, to give him and 
pledge to him every support in my power. I would at the same time recommend 
to him, for his own case and the prosperity of our affairs, to avoid as much as 
possible all differences with the established Government at Fort St. George, 
I am clear that Ti})poo docs not mean or wish to negotiate with the leaders of 
that Government, otherwise ho would long since have made his application to 
them. They have not besides testified any very discerning management in 
their advances to him, and if ho applies to Sir Myre Coote upon his arrival 
upon the same principles that his father chose to negotiate with the General in 
preference to the Governor and Council, our powers for negotiation should he 
placed with the General where they can bo effectual. I shall now proceed to 
give my opinion on the respective questions stated by the Govern or- General, 
The observations which I have made upon the subject in general must justify 
me for not giving my opinions more at large. 

1st . — The Dth Article of the treaty, lately ratified with the Mahratfa State, 
should certainly, in as far as regards our faith to that State, be the rule of our 
conduct in any negotiation with the successors of Ilyder. 

But the great object for the British Empire in India is to counteract the 
designs of France and render the views of that natural enemy abortive; any 
measure that has decidedly that effect is the most urgent and political of all 
measures that can be now ado])tcd. It goes to the immediate establishment of 
peace in Europe, and to break up the foundation which Franco has laid for 
power in the Carnatic before the arrival of her armaments that arc charged 
with the superstructure. The first stej) (o the destniel ion of that foundation is to 
effect a separation between the Mysoreans and the French forces and whether 
Sir Eyre Coote or the President and the Select Committee or the agents in 
this great Avork, we sliould leave them very ample jiowers. Indeed they must 
act as events arise. Our Orders therefore should go to two points — Ut, not to 
involve us with the Mahrattas ; and, to endeavour at every hazard to destroy 
the power of the French. 

Snd . — Every application from us to Tippoo that is not conducted with 
great management only .adds to his consequences. He will communicate it to 
the French, and it will serve to oblige them to grant him more ample condi- 
tions of guarantee. "While we leave him without courting a pacification with 
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him to reflect upon his situation, he will probably of himself make offers to treat 
with us. The article of the Mahratta treaty that related to his father has, by 
Scindia’s account been sent to Mm. 1 think the General on his arrival might 
communicate to him 5 and if ho is in any shape disposed to treat with us in 
consetjucnce ho will do so of his own accord. It rests with the prudence and 
ability of those who are at the head of our affairs to manage effectually in such 
cases, nor can we lay down precise rules for their guidance. 

3rd.— -I am free to own that the conduct of the President and Select Com- 
mittee of Madras appears to mo to have been neither uhlo nor regular in the 
measures they adopted to solicit a negotiation with 'I'ippoo. I think it was 
dangerous to give the Vakeel of Tarijoro loritten instructiom that implied 
future conditions upon their part, nor was it fair to assert, nor could it answer 
any purpose to admit, tliat we had no indemnification for the expences of the 
Mahratta war, was a treaty that bound Ilyder to surrender his conquests and 
deliver up the prisoners no indemnification to us ? What had the Mahrattas to 
indemnify their expences or in return for those revenues from their country 
which w'e have long enjoyed ? It was not besides very creditable in the Com- 
pany’s representatives to give written instructions to any native agent before 
they were assured of bis being received with suitable res)»ect. 

Before we pronounce the commencement of negotiations, any breach of 
the Act of Parliament, we must see the whole of the business, and know the 
success of the negotiation. 1 imagine nothing has been finally negotiated or 
c.oncludcd. 

dlh . — This is answered in t he preceding question. The President and Select 
Committee of Port St. George, as the representatives of the Company upon the 
spot, must he supposed to possess powers to o^pen a negotiation, though they 
may not to conclude it finally but in cases of imminent necessity. 

5th . — It does not appear to me that the President and Select Committee 
yet incurred the penally of the Act by any measures that have come to our 
knowledge, and as that penalty is the highest punishment, so it never should 
he supposed to be incurred but in cases of undoubted and clear guilt. It 
ought not, and cannot he incurred constimctively. 

6th . — It will be time enough to answer this question when that answer 
can apply to acts that have declaredly taken place. The President and Select 
Committee have quoted orders from the Secret Committee, which wo are not 
informed. 

7th . — This question fpr the preceding reasons requii’es no immediate answer, 
and while the Board are investigating subjects of this natxire, which lead to 
condemn the conduct of another Government, they should take into their con- 
sideration the many difficulties under which that Government is struggling. 
And they should particularly consider that the public dangers in pressing 
more immediately upon that Government may induce them to adopt measures 
of resource and negotiation, which they themselves would not approve of in a 
situation of greater prosperity.

Mr. Whbler — 1 beg leave to deliver in the following opinions upon the 
questions proposed to the Board by the Governor-General in his minute of the 
15th instant : — 

In answer to Question 1st : — 

I am of opinion that the 9tli Article of the treaty concluded with tho 
P^ishwa determines the obligations and engagements which shall bo binding 
between the Company and Tippoo Sahch, or whoever may be the eventual 
representative of Ilyder Ally Cawn ; that we are nevertheless at liberty to 
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conclude a new and separate treaty with him, as far as it may be conformable 
to the terms stipulated in the Treaty with tJie Peshw^a : but that u o cannot 
negotiatt! a treaty with him for any additional terms without the iuowiedge 
and concurrence of the Peshwa. At the same time I am of opinion that until 
the representative of Hyder Ali Cawn shall have performed the stipulations 
binding upon him, this Government is entitled to take any and every advantage 
determined by the chance of war in our favour. 

In answer to (Question 2nd : — 

I am of opinion that that the treaty concluded with the Peshwa should be 
notilied to Tippoo Sahel), or the representative, «)f Ilyder Ali Cawn in form, and 
that he ho rc([uired to confirm it by a declaration of his acquiescence of it. 

In answer to Question 3rd : — 

The orders issued by the President and Select Committee of Port St. 
George have a tendency to counteract the puvpos<'s of tho tniaty lately con- 
cluded with the Pcishwa. ilut the ratification of that treaty was not known to 
thou w'hcu those orders were issued by them, aiid tlic knowledge of this event 
will, it is to be presumed, cause an imm<‘diale revocation of those orders ; as 
the Board have no information that the Acts designed by tlie orders alluded to, 
have taken elfect, lam of opinion that the pnrj)oses of the treaty have not yet 
been counteracted by tho President and Select Committee of Port St. George. 

In answer to Question 4th : — 

It docs not appear to me that tho President and Select Corumitti'O of Fort 
St. George have authority from the Court of Directors, tho Governor-General 
and Couucil, or such as could ly derived from the plea of imminent necessity, 
to depute the Tanjoro Vakeel or any other person to uogotiatc a treaty of peace 
with Tippoo Saheb. 

In answer to Question 5th : — 

In forming tho preceding opinion which seems naturally to determine the 
present question, I adverted to tlic instructions eommnnieatod l)y tiiis Board to 
tho President and Select Committee of Fort St. George under date tlie 19tli 
October. Tlie light in which I considered (hose instriudions is apparent from 
the opinion I have given, and from that it follows tluit the President and Select 
Committee have made themselves subject to the penalty expressed in the Act. 
I do not, however, think this penalty should he enforced, as tho President and 
Select Committee of Port St. George appear to me rather to have exceeded the 
orders sent to them, than to have acted in opposition to them. These orders at 
all eveuls furnish .an argument in their favour, which should, I conceive, dimi- 
nish the severity of censure, and prevail with this Board to suspend aiiy resolu- 
tion for enforcing the penalties of tho Act of Parliament. 

In answer to Question Gth : — 

I do not think tho faith of this Goveiaiment bound to support their engage- 
ments with the Nabob Muhammad Ally Cawn at all risks or in contradiction 
to the orders of the Court of Directors. Tho construction to he put upon 
the order’s contained in the 3()th and 4()th paragra{)lis of the General Ijcttor 
appears to me doubtful. Before we determine the questions proposed, we 
ought, I think, to wait the arrival of an answer from tho Presidency of Port SI. 
George to our letter conveying the engagements wc have contracted with the 
Nabob Muhammad Ally, and our injunelioris to carry them into execution. 
When their acquiescence or refusal with the reasons on which it is grounded 
are known, wc may then with propriety, having every information befoi’e us, 
consider these questions.

In. answer to thb Governor- General’s first question,. I am clearly of opinion 
that if the obligations and engagements contained in the treaty lately concluded 
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betwiien us and ilic Pesliwa, relative to Hyder Ally Cawn, arc allowed to extend 
to Tippof' Salu'b, this should undouhtedly he binding on both parties, nor in 
my humble opinion can we in such case, without the concurrence of the Mahratta 
State, conclude any new separate treaty or insist on any additional terms. 

In answer to the second question it is my opinion that the engagements 
formed by the Company with the Peshwa should be left to operate by such 
communication as may have been made by the Mahrattas who arc pledged for 
the performance of it on the part of Hyder, or whomsoever they may consider 
as his representative. The notification formerly given by me to Hyder Ally 
Cawn when the treaty was first agreed to, is fully sufllcient to enable Tippoo 
Saheb, if he is peaceably inclined, to claim our performance of the terms of it. 
At all events it appears to mo that until the six months after the treaties 
being complete shall have elapsed, neither of the parties in question are under 
a positive obligation to conform to the terms of it. During this interval I 
think an application should be made in such manntsr as may he deemed most 
advisable to the IMahratta Government to acquaint us whether or not they have 
taken any steps towards obtaining Tippoo Saheb’s acquiescence in the terms 
stipulated for his father, taking occasion at the same time to suggest the pro- 
bability of its being their of»iniou that as 'J'ippoo Saheb is not recognised in the 
treaty, and lias no claim founded upon heritable rights, he can have no just 
pretensions to make any demands on the grounds thereof. We ought to refer 
it also to the candid consideration of the Mahratta Government, whether 
some compensation should not be made by Tippoo Saheb to the Company and 
to their ally Nabob Muliammad Ally Cawn for the heavy losses they have 
mutually sustained by the cruel aud unusual depredations committed by his 
father, Hyder Ally Cawn. 


In answer to tln^ third question I am of opinion that the President and Select 
Committee of Port St. George, by m.aking and issuing orders for offering to cede 
certain territories of the Carnatic to Tijipoo Saheb, who is already bound by the 
treaty to restore all territories of the Carnatic, of which ho is already in posses- 
sion, have counteracted the purposes of the lately treaty concluded with the 
Peshwa. 

Fourth . — I do not think that the President and Select Committee had any 
sufl&cicnt authority cither from the Court of Directors or from the Governor- 
General and Council to depute the Tanjore Vakeel or any other person to 
negotiate a treaty of peace with Tippoo Saheb, hut as no specific limits can ho 
set to the. plea of imminent necessity, and as the circumstances supposed to 
constitute it, do so, or not, according to our own constructioii of them, I con- 
ceive the President aud Select Committee of Port St, George might under the 
latitude thereby given tliem commence negotiations, but agreeable to my idea 
of our situation could do nothing conclusive without roi'ereuce first being had 
to this Hoard for their authority, aud I think they ought to be called ujjon to 
))rovc the necessity which obliged them to take so Imniiliating a step. 


Fifth . — It is my opinion that the President and Select Committee of 
Fort St. George, unless tlu^y can prove the instance in which they have acted 
to have hc('.n a case of suclt imminent necessity as would render it dangcrou.s to 
postpone until the orders from the Goveruou-Geueral and Council miglit arrive, 
bavi‘ subjected themselves to the penalty prescribed by the clause in the Act 
of the liith of His present Majesty. 

Sixth . — It is my opinion that the faith of this Government and of the 
Company is pledged to maintain and reinforce the engagement lately entered 
into with the Nabob for the restoration of the revenues anti sovereignty of th*.* 
Carnatic to him. 


Seventh . — It is my opinion that if tlio President and Select Committee of 
Port St. George I'efuse to submit to the cngagcmeul! referred to above, being au 
arrangement of a political nature made by the Governor-General and Council 
under the powers vested in them by Act ol Parliament for transacting all such 
affairs, they av ill subject themselves to the penalty prescribed . by the 
recited by the Governor-General’s fifth question in the Act of the 13th 
present Majesty.

To tho (]uestion3 proposed by me for tlie considerat ion of the Hoard in con- 
sequence of the minute of Sir Eyre Cooto I oiler the following replies : — 

Ist . — It is my opinion that tho 91h Article of the in>aty ought exclu- 
sively to bind and determine all tho obligations and engagements which shall 
be binding between tho Company and 'i'ippoo Saheb, and that no separate 
treaty be concluded with him. 

In this opinion I am confirmed by the informal ion given by Mr. Anderson 
that Mahadajcc Scitidia had Avritlen to 'I'ippoo Saheb and notified to him tlio 
condition of the treaty which included Ilyder Ally Gawn, and which of course 
extended to his son and successor, Tipi>oo Saheb. 

2nd . — It is my opinion that no notification of the treaty should be made 
on the part of our Government to 'I'ippoo Saheb, because this is a formality 
belonging solely to the I’cshwa or his representatives. We are bound to the 
Peshwa to maintain peace witli 'J'i[)poo Saheb, and to Tippoo Saheb only through 
our engagement with the IVsliwa. If tho policy of iippoo Saheb shall not 
be sullicient to obtain his acquiescence on the requisition of the Mahratta State, 
he will bo less likely to yield it on ours as ours will imply a consciousness 
of our weakness, w hereas an ai)parcnt indilfercnce on our jjart after the arrival 
of Sir Eyre Coole, tho deelai'ed representative of our Government in the 
Carnatic, wall be both i)rocluctivo of a contrary elTect, and is in my opinion 
necessary to el1‘at;e the impressions made by Ijord Macai-tney’s advances. 

3rd. — 'I'he rresident and Select Committee of Eort St. George know that a 
treaty bad keen concluded w'ith the Peshwa under full powers granhal to the 
Ministers on both sides who w’cre employed in framing i(, and tliat we regarded 
; it as binding, and they were early furnished w ith a copy of it. In the 9th 
Article of the treaty Hyder Ally Cawui was included, and the conditions of 
j peace established wdtli him ascertained and guaranteed by the Peisluva. With 
! this knowledge l.he President and Select Committee of Eort St. George have 
1 cornmeiice(l a negotiation for peace with 'I'ippoo Saheb by a direc-t treaty with 
j him. 'i’bey have therefore counteracted the j)urposes of that which was con- 
I eluded by this Government wdth the Peshwa. 

— It is my opinion that the President and Seh'ct Committee of Fort 
I St. George had no authority from the Court of Directors, nor from tin; Gov- 
i eruor-Geueral and Council, nor sucli as could be deriv('d froru the plea of immi- 
nent necessity to depute the. Tanjore Vakeel or any other person to negotiate 
1 a treaty of i)oaeo with 'ri[)poo Saheb. Copies of all orders from the Court of 
Directors and from the Select Committee of the Court of Directors to the Gov- 
ernment of Eort St. George are sent also to us. We have none wdiich give or 
imply this authority, 'i'hc only authority which they can idead from this Board 
is expressed in the following words of a letter written on the 19th of October 
last, viz .: — 

“ Should lie by the aid of his new allies, and through our misfortunes 
press you to a situation of immimmt necessity, that necessity and your 
own judgment must at once determine your last refuge and dictate your 
instructions.” 

This refers the authority to the last plea, the plea of necessity, and con- 
tracts even that within limits so narrow that it in effect j^recludes it, since it 
allows them to treat only in the case of “ mch imminent necessity ” as shall 
leave them hut one resource, “ Iheir lost rejuge.'* 

'i'hey cannot surely say that tliey were reduced to this situation, for they 
had a more powerful army than that which Sir E\ re Cooto before commanded ; 
they had a larger store of provisions, and their enemy yet unsettled in his new 
authority, his army dimim'shod, and in a stale of fatal inaction. They were 
therefore certainly nut reduced to such a state of imminent necessity as must 
determine their last refuge. They had consequently no authority to* ncgociate 
a treaty of peace with 'i’ippoo Saheb. 

5th . — It is my opinion that the President and Select Committee have sub- 
jected themselves to the penalty prescribed by Act of Parliament in negotiating 
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a treaty of peace witliTippoo Saheb without the eonsont and approbation of the 
Governor-General and Council without a case of imminent necessity and without 
special orders from the Company. 

6th. — It is my opinion that the faith of this Government and of the Com- 
pany is pledged to maintain and enforce the engagements made with the Nabob ; 
Wallah Jah for restoring to him the possession and charge of the revenues andi 
sovereignty of the Carnatic. In this resolution, tho obligation of which existsf 
indepcndfuitly of the Court of directors, since tlie act of the Board was ahsolutej 
and prior to their orders respetd-ing the assignment, and being done under thel 
authority of tlm Act of Parliament is irrevocably binding as every lawfalj 
agreement in its nature must be against every subsequent autliority. The Gov-‘ 
ernor-General and Council are supported by tho clear declaration of the Court 
of Directors themselves, on whoso authority Lord JVIaeartney supjiorts his 
refusal to restore the powers of the assignment, for they'^ say that “as m’c have* 
cancelled tlie agreement under tho axxtliority of whit;h this Committee was 
formed so we direct that the Committee itself bo immediatidy abolisli(’d, unless 
the Nabob shall of his own free will and accord make it his particular request 
tliat liis revenues shall eonfinue to bo so managed.” It is true that in a subse- 
quent paragraph of the same letter they add in consequence of subsequent 
advict's reetcived by tbo Sioallow, that “ upon a supixosition that this new 
system will lead to tho increase of His Highness’s r<wenuos, &c.” we acquiesce 
therein, as tho Nabob has assimal us, in a letter of tho 20th January last, that 
his .assignment of the revenues of his country was a voluntary act of his own. 

But tho Nabol), in the Ictler which is quoted for the aequiescenco of (he 
Court of Directors, expressly declares the assigumeut to have been, though an 
act of his own, an act done in consequence of tho agreement which they have 
ciuicc'llcd, and he lias declared that he will not consent to the continuance of it, 
therefore by their own reasoning as they have cancelled the ayreement and att 
(he Nabob's assignment in its actual state is not a voluntary act of his own, 
they direct the Committee to be abolished, by whieh they manifestly meant 
that the assignment should be cancelled for the management of which tlie 
Committee was appointed. 

This is a truth so clear in itself that it is an injury to it to prove it by 
argument, and I am sorry to have been reducx’d to it by the hold attempt 
made by Lord Maciartucy to shelter Iiimself under a forced ambiguity of the 
Company’s brd(;rs ; but if ho shall avail himself of .so weak a hold; if with his 
prekmded autliority he shall dare to oppose and break the engagement which this 
Government has made with tho Nabob Wallah Jah, I am myself unalterably 
resolved that however the other Members of the Board may think themselves 
bound to temporize, and tliough I shall stand, as I trust 1 shall not, single in 
my opinion, I will move for tiio suspension of him or th('m, whoever they may 
he, who shall thus violate the public faith whieh this Government has pledged. 
Mr. Whcler and myself were the only members who composed this Government 
wlien the original treaty or agreement was concluded with the Nabob Wallah 
Jah, upon winch tho assignment of the Nabob’s revenue in its actual state was 
formed, and we are the unfortunate authors of every misery and disgrace whieh 
the Nabob has sustained as the efbxd of that engagement. I will not, and I 
trust that I might safely assume tho person of my eollcaguo in conjunction 
with my own, and declare that we will not subject ourselves to the guilt ol 
abandoning tho Nabob to those eilbets of our act, but afford him every relief 
aud every redress which we have it in our powers constitutioniilly to affoid 
him. The Board have declared the assignment annulled by Lord Macartney’s 
infringement of tho essential conditions oi it, and in this the oj)inion. ol all 
the members were unanimous. We have also required and commanded that 
the powers and charge assumed in virtue of the assignment he restored to the 
Nabob. As the assignment was granted under tho engagement made by this 
Government with the Nabob in May 1781, as this Government possessed an 
undoubted right to make such an engagement, as tho assignment being part ol 
it, cefised to exist when we declared it to be cancelled, as Lord Maeaitnoy li.is 
no authority to form any treaty with the Nabob without our consent, not having 
the special orders of tho Court of Directors for it, and with much stronger 
reasoning he cannot force on the Nabob an arrangement to which ho refuses h s

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consent, and in contradiction of an engagement made by this Government with 
the Nabob, this Government is undoubtedly bound to support its engagement 
and to exercise every power Avhich it possesses for that end. The exercise of those 
powers is not optional but obligatory. Having aetiMl und<!r them, w'e arc bound 
to maintain them, and ai’e criminal to that high authority which entrusted us 
with them, if we abandon them.

The Peshwa will send to Ilydtw Ally Cawn and procure from him the 
restitution of the country he has taken from the Nabob Muhammad Ally Cawn 
and the English Company, and likewise the enlargement of whatever prisoners 
may have been taken. So long as tlui said llyder Ally Cawn shall remain at 
jieaee with the Peshwa, the English shall not aet hostilely tow’ards him. If 
llyder, disregarding the interposition of the Peshwa, shall continue hostile, in 
I that ease the Peshwa and the English tvill unite and take his country. What- 
ever part may belong to the Nabob Muhammad Ally and the Company sh.all 
be restored to them, and tlie part belonging to the Peshwa sliall Ikj restored 
to him. Any other part of llydor’s po.ssessions which may be taken sh.all 
be divided into three ecjual shares between the PcsliAva and Scindia and tluj 
Company, and the shares shall bo assigned to each as may he tnost conve- 
nient from the vicinity of their respective territories. If, after this, Hyder 
sh.all propose j)eace the Peshwa and the Elnglisli will make 2 }<.‘<ace Avith him 
jointly. But if llyder should projiose peace to the English, without the know- 
ledge of tlio Peshwa, the English shall not agree to it. 

A treaty to this effeet being settled between tlxe English and the Peshwa, 
no deviation shall take ^xlace on the jxart of either.

j. McPi..r«on. minute. Andcrson. H(3 shoitld bc directed to 

ascertain from General Mathew tlic obliga- 
tions which the latter has entered into with the Manager of Bidenoor. These were 
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agreed to l)y General Mathew ; the country of Bidonoor was surrendered in conse- 
<|uencc, therefore tho Company is responsible for the full and comj)lete perform- 
ance of the promise and engagement of General Mathew. Of these I have no idea. 
Scindia’s proposition appears to me fair and just, if Tippoo Saheb did not comply 
with tlie 9th Artiehi of the Mahratta treaty, and it is a proof to mo of his 
sincei'ity, that he proposes no part of Tippoo’s country or a consideration for it to 
himself. Mr. Anderson should not enter into any definitive arrangement till 
(,h(!n! is an answer from Tippoo to tlm Peshwa. Ju the mean time we should 
infoian Scindia that as Tippoo assists the French so we must carry on the 
war till he evacuates the Carnatic, and if iinited war against Tippoo, and of 
i-onrso tho French, must be the result, and that we cannot separate Tippoo 
from them, I think Seindia’s j)roposal is liberal and just, and should not he dis- 
countenanced. Copies of Sciudia’s letter and proposition should be sent to Sir 
Eyre Coote to communicate them to tho Government of Madras.

JNIy 1.0111) AND Genti.hmen, — On the 10th of last month w'c did ourselves 
the honour to address you in consequence of some letters which wc had received 
from your B ight ITon’hh* President, and which indicated a counteraction to his 
ailruinistration, and announei'd ap])rehcusions of an o])position that might break 
the s])irit and weaken tho exertions of your Goverjiment. 


In expressing our anxiety at such inexplicit, yet alarming insinuations, 
and in Avisliing to bo informed of the real cause of such apprehensions, we 
wished to observe a delicacy wdiich could not hut he suited to tho occasion. 
You have Iwou pleased to avail yourselves of our conduct upon this occasion 
i)' a very extraordinary manner. I’or in reply to our desire of an unambiguous 
explanation ou a subject of such public concern, you favour us with a collected 
map of complaints and invectives against this Government, against the Nabob 
of Arcot, and his Ministers, against the Commander-in-ChieF of all tho forces 
iu India, against the Cominandcr-iu-Chief of Jlis Majesty’s fleet, against your 

, , own Provincial Commandcr-in-Chief, and 

Lfttor to St'Iert Coniinittec of rort St. Cjcor^p. . * i. .ii • i. 

again against this Government; atter 
filling up the catalogue of your repeated distresses and accusations, and to shew 
your surprise at the explanation we required, you wish to know “ w'hether the 
difllculties and impediments which you have thus described are not sufficient 
to have the tendency of breaking the spirit and weakening the exertions of our 
Government.” 


Had you been pleased in so general a charge of impeachment against your 
colleagues in the ]>ublic service to take cognisance of the co-operative support 
which was till of late withheld from you by tho Presidency of Bombay, your 
tlescription of the univcr.s;il misconduct of tho jVlnnager of the Public Affairs 
in India (the President and Select Committee of Fort St. George excepted) 
would have been complete. 

When persons in your situation venture thus gravely and upon record to 
criminate a superior Government, and officers of the highest rank of the State, 
whose services have not only saved tho dominions of tho India Company, hut 
added to the military honors of Great Britain, a dispassionate reader of the 
ai r. i). 
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accusations which you thus pronounce as Censors of tho State could only admire 
your temerity. 'I'he motives of your conduct would appear too glaring to attract 
any approbation. Those Avho are conscious of real merit in their own services 
serdoMi labour to strip away the reputation of others. Honors thus abstracted suit 
not the detraetors, nor can they for a moment cover their mismanagement. 
Ts'o artiticc of reasoning, no perversion of distorted quotations, no insinuations of 
delinquency, no stings covered with compliment, no mechanism of the jirts 
of colouring or so|)histry can strip Vice-Admiral Sir Edward Ifughes, nor 
Lieutenant-General Sir Lyre Coote, of having in repeated and well-fought days 
defeated the powerful invaders of the Carnatic on the ocean and in the field. 

Tho Nabob of Areot, the first and most valuable ally of the Company, is 
the natural ])rey of your attack, and had you only conlined your attacks to Iiim 
and to this Govm-nment, we should have sent them without a comment to the 
Company for their consideration. Jlut when you venture to impeach wdth 
nndistiuguisluid indecemw those great ofllccrs of the public to whose clVorts 
Great Ihilain is indebted for the safely of India, and in tho continuance of 
Avhose services the best hopes of the public are placed, you act criminally 
t owards your country, and in the present crisis of alfairs no crime can he greater, 
for none can have a more dangerous tendency than a conduct of which the 
(‘ITccts may he to sever from tlic State the services of her best commanders 
sea and laud. 

Prudence, if not decency, should restrain the servants of the Company from 
signing such injurious representations. Wc insist on your dise,ontinuancc of 
them to this Government. Your public consultations are the constitutional 
field for your discussion upon public aifairs. There you may state to your 
em]>loyors your opinions at full length upon any subject, and in your own 
viuditailion. But the Company can never approve of your turning the privi- 
lege of their represcutatiou to accusations of impeachment against the repu- 
tation of ofiiecrs high in II is Majesty’s service, very high in llie estimation of 
their country, and to whom tho Company are indebted for the present security 
of their possessions. In your letter, to which wc are now replying, it is rather 
unfortunate amidst your universal accusations against your colleagues in the 
public scene, that the reputation which you would wish to ascribe to yourselves 
I)articularly is not founded upon wdiat you have actually done but on what 
you have been prevented from doing. 

Now it appears from events and your real management that nothing coxild 
he more fortunate than that you w'cre not possessed of those powers for nego- 
tiation which you state to have been withheld from you. 

Had we vested you with pow'crs to negociate with Ilyder, prior and subse- 
quent to the signing of the Mahratta peace, we are convinced you w'ould have 
resigniid to him tho passes, if not a great part of the Carnatic, without 
any security for his cfiectual separation from our natural enemies. Had we 
emj)Owered you to negotiate with the Nizam upon tho death of Bassaulet 
Jung, we are aware of the scene that w'ould have followed, especially if we had 
countenanced your correspondence with Etysham J ung, his rebellious tributary. 

Your, management from the time of Sir Eyre Coote’s departure from the 
Coast, and at a crisis the most favourable for recovering tho Carnatic, and 
w'hcn you had the unparticipated conduct of the war, with an increased army 
and tho most liberal supplies, your management at such a period when your 
elTorts have only produced the destruction of three of your own forts, warrants 
us in our conviction of not only the expediency hut necessity of the poweis 
which Sir Eyre Coote has all along considered as essential to his department. 
In regard to your complaint of want of powers to treat with Tippoo, we must 
be free enough to declare to you that from tho specimen you have given us 
of the dignity and address of your management in w'hat you have reported of 
your neg()ti.ati«>o with him, we W'ould not think it proper to give you plenary 
powers even if tho IVIahratta ti’eaty had not taken place, and if Scindia had 
not called on Tippoo to comply with its stipulation relative to Ilyder. 

Neither the death of the “ obstinate ” Hyder, as you call him, the apparent 
interest of his successor to make peace, nor even the actual ratification of the

Malivatta treaty, of which we gave you certain hopes, could change that ground 
of policy which in all countries, but especially in this, forms the readiest and 
the easiest road to peace. 

'riiat policy consists in a vigorous prosecution of the war ; moderation 
amidst success, firmness in every udvei'se change of fortune, but a guarded avoid- 
ance of that submission which in eagerly soliciting and courting pacific arrange- 
ments adds to the insolence, encourages the obstinacy, and justifies the perse- 
verance of the enemy in war, and in every case gives him the plea of dictating 
liis conditions. 


Tn this light we were apprehensive that the letter vvhieli your President 
wrote to Mr. David Andersou, pressing so anxiously upon him tljc immediate’ 
necessity of a Mahratta peace, would, if its (contents hetiamc known to the enemy, 
most decidedly counteract the object of the representation. Hut it is needless U* 
dwell upon the truth of a principle so iucontestibly ascertained in all ages and 
eountrios, and which extends its opcr.ations oven to tlie, common transactions 
of life. In these it is known that an urgent desire iii any person to obtain 
what anotlier has to bestow at an optional price is the direct means of raising 
the conditions of lliat price. Even with our most civilized enetnies wo doubt 
mueh whether visible anxiety to conclude ])eaee with them and a ])athetic 
deprecation of their severity towards their prisoners wouhl not induce Ihem to 
raise the conditions and di'lay the concliisioii of jx'aec’. Yet our civilized enemies 
kiiow clearly that our means to continue the war, or our necessities to eonelude 
p<vaee, are the sam(% whether we seek j)eaeo wnth as seeming anxiety or afi'ected 
indifl'erenco. Among the native powers of this country, to solicit peace is to 
acknowledge submission and to ask the conqueror to dictate his terms. 

It was not to submit to terms thus dictated that this Government has 
agreed to give up our coru^ucst in the Alaliratta country ; and has in the course 
oi' the last eighteen months supplied your Presidency and that of Bombay, to 
co-op(‘rato for your relief, with resourei's of war, sui)ply, and provisions, and 
treasure to nearly the amount of three millions sterling. 


Hut lest it should he alleged that in the general warmth of the prccc’ding 
discussion W'c have avoided giving you a calm and ex])licit answer to all your 
reejnisitions, wo shall now proceed to give you our opinion fully upon every 
case which you have stated to us. 


Wi til respect to the Hani of Afysore we do not think ourselves competent 
to judge of the propriety or expedietiey of such a ti’caty, the grounds of it not 

heiiig s^utficiently detailed, nor even the identity of the persons with whom it 

is proposed to make it suflieiontly ascerbained ; hut wc eoiieeiv’c it to be a ]>oiiit 
which docs not immediately press, and wish therefore to leave it to your consi- 
deration, aided by the advicii of Sir Kyre Cooti', without whoso coneuiience we 
liopc you will not conclude any agreement with the Jtani. 


We find that through some mistake our sentiments upon your letter to 
Nizam Ally hav<‘- not hemi communicated to you, though we helieveil they liad 
been, and indeed our general opinion on the same subject was iuliniatod to you 
in our letter of 12th "December 1782. AYo wish at this 1im<; to avoid the dis- 
cussion of a subject which might produce an unreasonahle disagicemiai ' 

the Nizam Ally, whicli is the more likely to haiipen from the ellectsot Ins 
disappointment in the fortunate conclusion of our treaty wilh the icshvya 
against tlio wishes which he had formed to bo made the jirmeipal instrument in 
accomplishing it, and upon the recent termination of his civil war with 
Yestesham Jung. 


The claims of the Company to the possession of tlie Circar of Guntoor are 
not in the least weakened by their suspension, as we shall al\Vays 
power to oppose them to the heavy arrears of the peshkush duo to Nizam A y, 
indboth will bo better adjusted at some future peiiod. We have the foie 
judged it advisable to retain your Hight Jlon’lilo Presidents letter, conform- 
able to your permission expressed in the purpose for which you thought it propei 
to transmit it to us. 
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As the Paymaster of tlio Bengal detachment was placed under the imme- 
diate orders of the Cominandcr-in-Chief or of the officer in command of that 
corps, we cannot blame him for requiring Ikis authority for furnishing you 
w it h tlie accounts which you required from him. Wo have talicn it into our 
nenoral consideration to reduce the superfluous expenees of the army, and as 
you inform us that “ althojjgli the Bengal troops serving on the Coast do not in 
number eonstitut(‘. more than om;-fifth of the army, you understand the disburse- 
ments excok'd one-half ; ” wo shall pay particular attention to the cliarges and 
accounts of this dclaehment. 


W(i are coneorned to find by your repeated and pointed reference to the 
re(|uisition made to us in your tetter of the liOth June last for “our instructions 
on the event of disposition in the enemy towards a pacilical ion, and on the pro- 
priety of kwnving liis determination relative to the Mahratta treaty to which 
he had tin* o|)t.ion of aeck'ding.” We conceived that we had returned a com- 
plete answer on tliis subject in the letter of the lOili October, in which wo told 
yon that “ (ill llyder Ally is compelled to solicit peace, or is disposed to move 
for an aeitommodation from some change in his aifairs, wo imagined that every 
advance to a negotiation with him was hut an encouragement to him to persist in 
tlu 5 war ; tliathis object is the absolute reduction and jkossession of the Carnatic, 
and that should ho by the aid of his new allies, and through our misfortunes, 
press yon to a situation of imminent necessity ^ that ukicessity, and your own 
judgment must at once determine your last refuge, and dictate your instruc- 
tions.” In etfec.t the treaty which we had concluded with the PeshAva left no 
room for any further negotiation except in the case which xfo stated of such 
imminent necessity as would leave you Avithout resource for your ])reservation 
but tint of a direct treaty with llyder Ally Cawn. It Avas very much to 
he dn'aded that a sepaiatcA negoeiation betAvecn your Government and 
llyder Ally eondueted at the same time, in which we were, treating Avith the 
JMahrattiis, osjieeially as our negotiation ineduded the same object as yours 
might 1)0 productive of contradictions, and defeat the purposes of both. Wo, 
thi'refore, thought it ]n*opev to restrict your negotiations hut not so absolutely 
as to preclude you from talcing those measures Avhieh the last lu'cessity might 
refjuire for your oAvn safety. As you seem to think that our ex])ressions Aipon 
tins point liave not been sutficiently decisive, as the necicssity implied in our 
fornu'r reservation cannot any longer exist Avithout such reverse of fortune as 
appear most improbable, and as the treaty now finally concluded Avith the 
Pe-'liwa not only inelud(“s Tippoo Saheb in the general peace, hut hinds the, 
Jh'sliAva himself to the obligation of enforcing it ; avo now inform you in the 
phuiK'st terms that Ave not only do not see any ground or motive for entering 
into any separate or direct treaty AA'ith Ti|)poo Saheh, h)it aa'o think that such an 
engagemeni, niight be e,onstrued, if not a breach of our treaty Avith the PesliAva, 
at h'asi a virtual surrender of the condition of the 0th Article including Tippoo, 
Avlueli constitutes the Peslnva the principal in that article, and makes him 
immediately and solely responsible for the observance of it by Tippoo. This 
eomdnsion is yet mon* strongly enforced by the information whitdi avo have 
lately received both from Mr. Anderson and .Mahadajoc Scindia; that they wore 
together cojieerting the pro])er measures for enforcing the terms of this article 
by the formal notification actual ly^ made, of it to Tippoo 8aheh by Mfihadajeo 
Scindia, a,' copy of Avhich avo have received and sent to you for your fuller 
information. If is no ill spoeiincn of the mode in which it Avould become us to 
treat with such an enemy as Tippoo. 

A¥ith respect to the instructions which you desire us to give concerning (ho 
, ,, ,, ,, future conduct of the Conimander-in- 

Uliief, wn irUw YOU to tlio resolution con- 
tamed in onr hitter of the lOih instant For the fullest information of our senti- 
ments and Avishes upon, this subject. We arc not certain Avhethcr the following 
expression of your hitter of the i5tli March was intended to convey the sense, 
im})li('d in its construction, viz., t.hat the Commander-in-Chief of the forces, 
while in your Lb'esahmey, is subject to the directions of your Committee in like 
manner (as tlio 0<)m])any’s general instructions express) as he is under ours while 
in the Presideiuiy of Bengal. Wc are very unwilling to understand this decla- 
ration as meant to preclude Sir Byre Cootc from the exercise of that unlimited 
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command of the army and conduct of its operations wlucli wc formerly advised 
and have since in more positive terms required you to allow him. It is far 
from our intention or wish to change or weaken the eoustitulional powers of 
vour (Joverument, but as the Court of Directors have given us a general and 
absolute distu’ction to take the lead (which is tlicir expression in tlie 3rd para- 
graph of their orders of the 11th April 1781) in all tlic general operations of 
l,he war, and have commanded your implicit obedience to our orders, wc have, 
ill virtue of tliis authority, required froui you in the exercise of your constitu- 
tional powers that forhearamai of them in tho eonduet of all the operations of 
the war which is necessary to enable the Comniaudcr-in-Clnef to exercise and 
apply them with elb^et, and how much soever you may conceive your authority 
and, responsibility alTocted by this requisition, you will at least do us the justice 
not to charge it to any partial distrust of your measures since we only enjoin the 
same conduct to you of whicli Ave ourselves have already set you the example 
in instances of far greater extent than those which it will 'be in your power to 
apply it. A latitude given by our superior imposes an indispensable duty in 
cases which require the exercise of it. We think it theroforn necessary to explain 
our general conduct upon the subject of this letter by the application of it 
to the common principle on which we must conclude that the orders of 
the Court of Directors, which we have last quoted, ivas founded, namely, that 
the (ronduet of a great political system, which involved all the interests ol tin; 
Company throughout all India in cue common eoneern, required that it should 
he formed and «’\(u‘uted by one consistent train of operations in which it was 
al)solutcly ncccssaiw eitln'r that your rresidemey or that of liombay or ours 
should take the lead ; and this prcb'rence luiving been accordingly assigned to 
ns, what we herein prescribe appears to us to he strictly conformable to the 
intention of the ('ourt of Directors .as well as necessary to the general safety ol 
the Comi)any's interests. 

Ere the arrival of this letter you will liavc received copies of the complaints 
of the Nabob Wallah .fah, and our proceedings upon tlicm. We think it uimcccs- 
sary, theret’orc, to say anything further iq)0)i the subject in this j)lace.

Sir, — F celinj; how anxious you must bo for iiiformal.ion relalivo to the 
.aiTival and ^tate of h(‘alth of Sir Eyre Coote, ])ermit mo to comimitiicali! to you 
the pari icuhirs of his Into voyage, though the aocounts I ;im able to i^ivc you of 
the (loiioral’s hoallh, are uiirort iinab'ly for us all, suol\ as im])r(issos us witli the 
most iioii^ii.mt i^riof, and will, 1 am sure, lx; (o you a most tryim^ recital. 

Our outset be<^an most ^n-ospei-ously, and w’c were at midni^dit on fh(^ llth 
instant in latitude 12° 10’ distant from the land a dei'n-e, expecting' next day to 
reach Madras, when, .at ;ibout a h'a^ue under our hu' avc perceived four 
large ships’ steering the same course Ave did. We piit about and were more 
distant from them at tln^ br(>ak of day, hut found flaw W(“rc enemies — two line- 
of-lrnttle and two frigates. 'The llrfiolulihii'n best going Av.as by the Avind, close 
to it ; Ave kept standing to t he southward, ap[)earcd to go 1 ull as well .as any of the 
chasers, nay gainc<l on tlnan considerably, when the wind imavased. For the 
four following days, it being full moon, the night as clear as tin; day, 
the (diase was most indefatigably pursued; fix'sh brci'zes Aven? in the day, calms 
in the night; in the lormer Ave had, in S])ite of their number, the app.areiit 
lieols of tlu'iu, hut in the cairns the friLral<*s by making use of Ilnur swe(‘p.s and 
tow-hoals always la'guiiied their distanet^ ; during this whole eh.asi' the four 
ships w<Te inwer nearer us than one h'ague, nor furl her distant th in live, till 
the last day, wlien W(‘ ran two of I liem out of sight, and the two hi'st sailers, 
Lit Ft'tidaiif and Confitdri/, lietd down; this w'as about lo leagues from Triu- 
comalee, when at night on the Iblh they gave it up, and I believe steered for 
their jiort. 

We made immediately the .shortest ent to this pl.ace, and arrived here this 
morning at dawn. That tlie licmlutioit should outstrip the four prime picked 
sailers of the Frmieh squadron, for such llniy were, is astonishing, and Avould 
have ended most advantageously for us, for w'c drew oil the enmny’.s atlmitioii 
from the Euroiio licet, just arriAdng, Avhieh they must otlierwi.se have fallen in 
AA’ilh, also with the Deugal shijis sti'cring for the Fesideiiey (of Madras) had not 
our ehaso and the eon sequences ot it fell most severely on our A’^alu.ahle fricTid. 
On the third day, big with the fate of th<! service, wrapt up with his country 
cause, and feeling, I believe, his own consequence and the Ixmelit tlie enemy 
Avould reap if they eajilured him, his family also on hoard and u thousand 
other points eroAvded on hisshattenal fraim*, the trial px’OA^ed too great, and the 
Oeneral dropt on deck, struck Avith a paralytic stroke'; from that ilay, ho has 
been .as ill as mortality is capable of enduring; hoAvever, thank Cod, Ave have 
got him on shore, hetler than eonld have been expected, and I have, hopes that 
he may yet ro<a>v<*j‘ t he use of his right side, and he otherwi,scin time reinst ated. 
The facallty have today great hopixs from his being sensible of - pain and other 
happy symptoms.

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Itfiving a just reliance on your bravery, experience, and reputation, we 
(Miterlniii no doubt, but that the army will, under your command, overcome in 
a short time the forces of the French, now on this coast, since the conquests of 
General Afathews have driven Tippoo Sail) from the Carnatic, and deprived our 
European enemies of their chief assistance and resource, and since the demoli- 
tion of Negapatam has left them no opportunity of seizing upon a regular post 
of defence along the coast. We trust that we shall have the pleasure soon of 
saying that Sir Eyro Cootc has twice expelled the French from the Coast of 
Coromandel. 

Until you can put yourself at the head of the troops, and upon your occa- 
sional visits to the Presidency, wo wish that you will please to atttmd the meet- 
ings of the Select Committee of the Government, of which you shall have 
regular notio' for your information ; and observation cannot fail to throw light 
ti])on tlu^ subjects of our discussion, and we are determined to pay the greatest 
attention to your reeoiumetidations and opinions, tliougli we do not tliink it 
consistent with our duty to refrain from the (‘xereise of our own judgement on 
those points which by the eonstilutioii of the Company arc to rest upon our 
determinations. Our opinion on this subject will app(‘ar more fully to you by 
our answer to a letl<*r from the Governor-General and Council of Hengal, men- 
tioning the repetition of their reeoinmendation of the lith ]V1areh 1782, and 
lest that th(^ n'eonimeiidatioii should h*ad you into any mistake as to the 
authority you ]ioss('ss, w(i think it necessary to deehnv? to you that the whole

adopted the sentiments, and we trust that this early notice will prevent any 
attempt to dispose- of llis Maji-sly’s troops otherwise than as we shall see most 
eoiulucivi; to tlic welfare of the Company and of the State.

Your j'ood and 
great General, Sir liyre Coote, is no more, n ora dovvn Ijy severe illness, and 
fatigue both of body and mind, a very martyr to the public cause, lie, this • 
afternoon about five oclock, resigned Ids breath, thank God, seeming without 
pain; his last two days were remarkably placid and serene. 

I'he shock our country’s interests will sustain by this most severe of 
blows is too evident. 1 feel the powers of this subjeet so fr)reibly, and am at 
present so unequal to dwelling on it, that 1 entreat your indu'gimee for not 
being m(U’c particular in the recital. The army, Ihe State, the British world, 
as wad) as his family and connexions, have sulTercd a most irre))arable loss, 
but no one can be more materially or truly alTected by it than,

Resolved that the following letter he written to Fi»rt •'^t. George in reply to the lettei 
recorded in last Consollytion under date the 19lh April. 

On ihe 7th instant we had the honour to reetdve youi’ letter of the 2Sfh 
ultimo by the Lizard, and very soon after the post brought us yours of the 
:.9ih. 

The cause which gave rise to the contents of the letter, the latter being 
now removed by the misfortune of Sir Eyre Coote’s death, we think it unneces- 
sary to renew the subject of it here. 
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You inform us that from the moment of his arrival he was too ill to have 
anv piM'sonal application made to him, yet wc are astouished to receive from 
Colonel Owen tlie copy of a letUn* M'hich wliilc at the point of death you thoui?ht 
it pro|)er to address him, under date the 2'lth ultimo, concerjiing the restriction 
of liis power in military aifairs, and wliich without any oceasion for it given hy 
him is conceived in Sueh terms of disrespect, and we may say insult, that had 
llio gentlemen of his family who r<iceived it been so indiscreet as to have com- 
municated it to him, if (as was not the case) lie could have h(*enmadc sensible 
of its contents, we are persuaded tliat it must have hastened his end, for to a 
person of his dedicate and irritable feelings evem in health such a production 
which no occasion demanded, and so was consequently iinexpeeted, could not 
fail to provoke; discussion, anel whiedi witli whatever vie'w it was written must 
have been jirejudieed and ])erhaps fatal to the public se-rvice. 

We shall make no further comments upon this letter, hut wc think the 
nature of it so e-xtraeirdinary, and the delivery e>l’ it so ill timed, that wo shall 
eleem it ineumhent on us to transmit it to the llon’ble the Court of Directors 
hy the next elespatch anel submit it to their justice. 

We' had no particular advie'cs to transmit to you at the period of Sir Eyre 
Coote'’s de* part I ire', and such dispnte'hes as ho carriesl with him we liud reached you 
earlier in elujilie'ate; hy land. The instruct ienis wliie-h he; was furnished with for 
his ijjuidanee are; nenv of cenirse e'xlinct as ihe^y a|)j)li('d to eiicumstaiiea's which 
no joM^e'r e-xist. Tlie'V stand re'coreh'el upeiii our preK;e*e*eliiigs hut we think it 
unnee;e;ssary lei transmit yem a eeijiy of tliem, not knowing any purpeiso it could 
answer hnt pe'rhaps to furnish new grounds for those elise'ussieins, wliiedi from 
the cenisislent tcneir eif ye)ur h'tte'rs ajipe'ar to he agree'uhle' tei you, although vve 
must eanilVss wc line! tlie'in wliolly unpreilitahle,' to the jiuhlie*. 

Wc have; alre'aely given oreh'vs for the eh'live'ry of the treasure which was 
eonsi^iK'd to the late Sir Eyre Ceieite to your direct ieins. We Ave're indue;e'd hy 
the special eh'sirc eif the (h'ne'ral to niake the eonsignnie'iit of the treasure 
iiile'uded for tile; use; eif the* army dire'ctly to him that he might ho able at all 
tinie.'s tej eenninanel and dispeise* eif it as the cxige*ncie‘s eil the servie'O eondne'ted 
einder his own e*ye should reepiire it. AVe luiei also a furtlie'r m>)tive from lind- 
ing tliat Sir I'Wre' Coote hael hee'u uneler the neee'ssity of ple'dging his own 
priv.ate creelit fe>r the; loan eif one lakh eil pagodas Ironi the^ Aelmiral, at a time 
when the nee’cssitie'S of the troeips wore so gre*at they they eenilel not have 
marclu'el te» the re'lief eif Ah'llore without this casual supply, and that although Sir 
Eyre Ceiote; premiise'el that it sheiulel he; repaid e>ut of tlie; ne*\t re'inittauee from us 
it re'maineel still due at the time of Ids dejiartiire from Eengal. 

As you have preiudse'el us that in a very few days wo shall receive letters 
anel e'lie'josure'S freini yeiLi on that suhje'ct e)l e)nr eirelors re'spe‘e;t ing the; assign- 
ment eif the Carnatic, to nhieh you hesf'eeh our niewt serious atte*nlion, we sliall 
wait for the arrival of those letters before we 2 >roceed to enter into any further 
eonsiderai ion of that business.

nie, Ireely and candidly to offer iny sentiments on such subjects as from a near 
view may present difficulties that would not occur to persons at a distance. 

I would recommend every persuasive argument might be urged to the 
B(*gum to induce her to fuKil her engagemeuts. I wt)uld even endeavour to 
c(>nvince her that it was intended to renew the restraints upon her, but I really 
think it not advisable to carry them into execution.

Whereas the prosperity and 
welfare of the Vizier’s affairs arc the earnest wish of the (lovernor-General, 
I have in obedience! to my iiist vuc.iions rej)rt'sent(*d to iiis Tixcelleuey that J 
should conform to his pleasure in whatevan’ he might tliink proper io direct. 1 
aiu happy to convey his commands tliat Major Gilpin sliall on the arrival of 
Auff'rin Ally Cawn marcli from Ryzabad, and immediately release Ikihar Ally 
CaAvn and Joahur Ally Cawn. This measure affords mo the greater pleasure 
as I am persuaded, from the kind ex]»ressions in your lelba-s, of the regard you 
entertain for the Vizier being dearer to you than life, that you will iu future 
consult and cherish his interests. 

It is probable the Vizier would have continued the restraints upon Your 
Lxeellency if tlu! Governor-General had not, out of respect for tlu! ties which 
bind you, and froni a natural benevolence of disposition given liis assent. The 
strict alliance subsisting between the Gownaior-Gencral and the Vizier will ever 
render an union of Councils and measure the line of conduct of both Govern- 
ments, and it is a most jileasing circumstainre to me to convey the tlovernor- 
Gi'uei’ars approbation of the I'estoration of Your Exeellcn(;y to the dignity and 
consequence to which your high rank and birth justly entitle you. 

I beg leave to return my thanks for the sense you e.xprcss of the becoming 
conduct of Major Gilpin in the execution of his duty. 

Permit mo to remind Your Excellency that there is still a balance of above 
five lakhs due on account of your engagements, and as you promised immc!- 
(liately on the enlargemcmt of your eunuchs to pay that sum, I Impe you will 
excuse my solicitations and assurances that by a compliance you will rend(!r a 
service both to the Vizier and the Company, whose affairs at [ircseut require 
the assistance of every pecuniary aid.

My dear Sir, — I had yesterday the honor of informing you of tlit* 
messajje I sent to the Nabob through the Minister respecting the jaghcers, to 
which llis Excellency this morning returned me a reply, purporting that if the 
measure proposed was intended to ])rocuro the payment of his balance due to 
the Company, he could better and more expeditiously eiTect that object by taking 
from his mother what she is very able to spare, and what he has an undoubted 
right, as he conceives, to exact from her. The present debt to the Company, as ' 
he with truth observes, is in great part handed down from his father, and the | 
funds from which he might have been enabled to liquidate it, it is notorious , 
were withheld from him by the Begum on the late Nabob’s death; that accord- 1 
ing to the laws of the Koran, and tlie invariable custom of the country, he is ' 
justly entitled to the whole estate and trcasuri's of his father, and could legally 
demand their being put in his possession, but that the sum he desired to take from 
his mother (about GO lacks) bears no sort of proportion to the immense wealth 
which fell into her hands on the death of his father, nor would it bear at all 
hard upon her, as he knows bow much her treasures exceed that sum. All, 
therefore, that he asks, is not to be interruj)tcd in recovering a part of his 
hereditary right, by which he will be enabled to discharge immediately the i 
whole of his debt to the Company. 

This, my dear Sir, is a flattering proposition, and as to the point of right, 
admitting it to be less clear and defined than the Nabob chooses to consider it, 
you may possibly bo of opinion that the conduct of the Begums on the late 
disturbances at Benares, as set forth in the several testimonies laid before you, 
has forfeited any claim they might originally have had to the protection and 
mediation of the Company ; and further that it may not be politic, or yet 
perfectly safe, to trust them any longer with such powerful means of promoting 
an opposition to our interests. 

For my own part I am so well persuaded of the disaffection of the Begums, f 
particularly the present Nabob’s mother, to our cause, and of their promptitiub 
to unite in any measure to distress us, that I could very easily reconcile it to 
my conscience to assist the Nabob instead of obstructing him, in wresting Irom 
them every benelit they enjoy beyond a decent maintenance ; however this is ‘ 
only my own opinion, and by no means meant to influence yours. The Nabob 
writes to you himself on this subject, and you have his letter inclosed. Neither 
he nor I expect that you should give a formal sanction to the measure proposed. 
It will he sulTicient that you but bint your opinion upon it, and enable me to 
inform TTis Exeellenc y whether you would or would not oppose his design. 
Let me intreat you, therefore, my dear Sir, to favour me with a line by the 
return of the dawk, and if your sentiments should happen to accord with my

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own, I doubt not but I should be able to congratulate you in a very short

Sill, — ^The Nabob Vi/ior having appointed an Aumil to take charge of the 
Begum’s jaghecTs, she has, it appears, [irejiarcd alarge body of troops withasup- 
]iosed design to resist him. A violent and threatening letter which I have just re- 
(ieivc'd from llie Hegum would seem to h-avc no doubt of her intentions to support 
the already declared licentionsness of her servants in opposing the Nabob’s orders. 
I have therefore been obliged to join my solicitation to the Vizier’s for oblaining 
a regiment from Colonel ISlorgan to supiiort the Aumil in the execution of 
Ills Excellency’s commands, and I may add that unless my judgment, far 
misleads me, avc shall bo in want of still further aid before the measure of 
resuming the jagheers shall become fully established, and the country restored 
to that state of tranquillity .and subordination which it enjoyed before the con- 
tagion spread by Cbyet Sing’s machinations.

To — Mr. Middi.eton. 

Sir, — My mind has been for some days suspended beUveen opposite im- 
pulsc.s, one arising from the n('cc.ssity of my return to Calcutta, the other from 
the apprehension of my presence being more necessary and more urgently 
wanted at Lucknow. Your answer to this shall decide my choice. 

I have Availed thus long in the hopes of hearing that some progress had 
b(;(;n made in the execution of the plan which I concluded Avith the Nabob in 
September last. I do not find that any step towards it has been yet taken, 
though three months ai’o elapsed, and little more than that period did appear 
to me requisite to liaA c accomplished the most essential parts of it, and to have 
brought the whole into Irain. This tardiness, and the opposition prepared to 
the only decided act yet undertaken, have a bad appearance. I approve th e 
Nabob’s resolution to deprive the B»‘gums of their ill-employed treasure. In 
both services it must be your care to prevent an abuse of the power given to 
those that are employed in them. You yourself ought to be personally present. 
You must not allow any ncgociations or forbearance, but must prosecute both 
services until the Begums arc at the entire mercy of the Nabob, their jagheers 
in the quiet possession of his Aumils, and their wealth in such charge as may 
secure it against priv'ate embezzlement. You will have a force more than sulli- 
cient to elTcct both purposes. 

The reformation of his army and the new settlement of his revenues are 
also points of immediate concern and ought to be immediately concluded. Has 
anything been done to either ? 

I noAv demand, and icquire you most solemnly to answer mo. Arc you con- 
fident in your OAvn ability to accompli.sh all these purposes, and the other points 
of my instruct! (ms. if you reply that you arc, I will depart with a quiet and 
assured mind to the iTesidency, but leave you a dreadful responsibility if you 
'lisappoint me. If you tell me that you cannot rely upon your and the other 
means which you possess for performing these services, I will free you from 
the charge. I will proceed myself to Lucknow, and I will myself under- 
take them, and in that case I desire that you Avill immediately order hearers to

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bo stationed for myself and tbe other gentlemen between Lucknow and Allaha- 
bad, and I will set out from hence in three days after the receipt of your letter. 

I am sorry that I am under the necessity of writing in this pressing 
manner. I trust implicitly to your integi'ity. I am certain of your attachment 
to myself, and I know that your capacity is equal to any service, but I must 
ex]jrcs3 my doubts of your firmness and activity, and above all of your recolh’c- 
tion of my instructions and of their importance. 

My conduct in the late arrangements will bo arraigned with all the rancour 
of disappointed rapacity, and my reputation and ' inti ucnee will suifer a 
mortal wound from the failure of them. Tliey have already failed in a degree ; 
since no part of them has yet taken place hut the removal of your forces from 
the Doual) and Itohilcund, and of the llritish ofTn’ors and pensioners from tin* 
service of the Nabob, and the expenses of the former thrown without any com- 
pensation on tho Company. 

I expect 'a supply of money equal to tho discharge of all tho Nabob’s 
arrears, and am much diaappoiuted and mortified that I am not now able tii 
return with it. 

Give me an immediate answer to the question wliieli I have herein proposed 
that I may lose no more time in fruitless inaction.

The very great inconvenience, loss, and indignities to wliieh the Vizier has 
long been subject from the authority and dominion assumed and exercised by 
the jaghirdars with ihesuj)port of armed force, and the im])os.sihility of striking 
out any medium by which these evils could ellcctually he remedied, have 
induced llis Excellency to resume all the jaghcer and mawfee lands throughout 
his country, promising to such persons as have just or equitable claims to his 
bounty, or those guaranteed by the Company for tho amount of their jagheca-, 
allowances in ready money equal to the net sum tlicy shall appear to havi; 
annually realized from their jagheers. 

This measure, the utility and I may add the absolute necessity whereof, 
will not iio disputed by any one who has had an opportunity of observing tin* 
conduct of tho jaghirdars in general, and parti(!uJarly some ivhoso incomes 
enabled them to maintain armies not only superior to those of the Aumils of 
the country, who should ho properly a cheek upon them, but even sufficient to 
resist the force of the State itself, has met with violent opposition from the 
Bhow Begum, who falls particularly under the last description, and whose 
power is rendered the more pernicioins and dangerous, first from its bein”’ 
wholly delegated to her servants, avIio liave their own views of ambition and 
interest to answer, and in the next place from the reluctance with Avliieh the 
Ministers, and even the Nabob himself, interfere Avitli any concerns of th(> 
Begum. 

From these two circumstances, strengthened by the immense wealth in her 
possession, also intrusted to her two chief eunuchs Baliar and Jowar Ally Cawn, 
and her unreasonable expectations of support from the English Government, 
of all which she and her servants avail themselves to the utmost, she is become 
one of the most serious internal <!vils that amoiig others seems to bid fair to 
give great disturbance to this country. 

The great awe in which tho Nabob, and of course every one under him, 
stands of her displeasure, leaves without bounds or restraint the effects of her 
uncommonly violent temper. Death and destruction is tbe least menace she 
denounces upon tho most trifling opposition to her caprice. By her own 
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conduct, and that of all her agents and dependants during the Benares trou- 
,i hies, it may with truth and justice be affirmed she forfeited every claim she had 
^to the protection of the English Government, as she evidently, and, it is confi- 
idently said, avowedly espoused the cause of Eajah Cheyt Sing, and united in 
* ‘the idea and plan of a general extirpation of their race and power in Hindostan. 

Iler agent at Taundar, -who is the choyla and adopted son of Bahr Ally 
Cawn, her principal Minister, treacherously turned his guns upon Lieutenant 
Gordon’s detachment, and was by that gentleman’s account the sole cause of 
the loss of it. She gave every encouragement in her power to the adherents of 
Cheyt Sing, by her agents assisted them in raising troops in the town of 
Eyzabad, promised and, as is generally believed, actually advanced money to 
the rebellious Jlajas of the Vizier’s country, raised troops to support them, 
and issued perwannahs for their opemtions against the forts garrisoned by the 
Nabob’s troops under the command of British officers, all which is fully stated 
in the depositions made by Colonel llannay and the gentlemen of his corps. 

. Notwithstanding all those facts, upon the general rcsu7nj)tion of the jaghoors I 
! made the rents of her lands payable to me under an engagement of making 
the account good to her by such instalments as she might direct, in return for 
which I have received letters from her containing the most gross abuse and 
the wildest threats that can be transcribed, copies of which I have the honour 
' to enclose. 

I Her cluef agent, Bahr Ally Cawn, has marched a considerable force into 
iNabobgunge, one of her jagheers, declaring that if any attempt is made to 
iTcsume it he will lay the whole country of Goonda w^aste. These declared 
and repeated acts of rebellion are surely more than sullicient to forfeit all claim 
whatever to the interference in her behalf from our Government, and if some 
stop is not immediately put to it, it appears but too certain tluit slie will light 
a flame throughout these provinces, which, if not difficult to extinguish, will at 
least put a heavy bar to the Company’s collections here. 

I cannot, therefore, avoid making these representations to you, or doubt 
j you W’ill approve of the Vizier’s immediately taking those steps whieli may bo 
! necessary for effectually establishing his government and authority, and depriv- 
I ing the Begum of those great resources which she has shewn it Avould be ex- 
I tremely impolitic and unsafe to trust longer in her hands. On this subject the 
Nabob has communicated to rnc liis sentiments in a long letter, copy whereof 
I have the honour to enclose you, in wbieh you will observe bo signifies bis 
intention of prosecuting bis legal claims upon her for the public treasure and 
effects belonging to his inbeidtanco from bis father, Avbieb she detains from 
him and squanders in such destructive purposes, while he is overwhelmed by 
public debts, principally incuiTcd by bis predecessor ; and on account of bis 
inability to disebargo which the Company have indispensably been driven to 
take upon themselves the burthen of a large military establishment hitherto 
entertained for their service at the charge of the Nabob. 

On this head I think it unnecessary to offer any remark since a reference 
to the established laws and (mstoms of the country will sufficiently prove llis 
Excellency’s inherent right to claim the property of his predecessor. 

I must also take the liberty to add my opinion that unless Fyzullah Cawn, 
remotely situated as he is out of reach of interruption in the centre of his 
own tribe and country, connected uninterruptedly willi the other two remain- 
ing Patau powers, becomes included in this general reform of the jagheers or 
some effectual check imposed upon him, the whole may prove abortive, which 
if fully enforced may save this country and with it possibly much of our own 
blood and treasure.

Tlio underwritten particulars have just come to my knowledge, that the 
Nabob’s orders to Meer Mahboob Ally are arrived directing the resumption of 
Nabobgungc on the other side of the river, and Benegunge my jagheer and 
for him to take charge thereof, also that the charge of Pergunna Salonc my 
jagheor is given to Meer Nazir Ally, liverything respecting myself is speci- 
fied in your caulnama. Hitherto no interference has taken place by anyone. 
I am at a loss to account for the present measure. On what, plea has the 
Nabob resumed my jagheer, or what are his intentions ? While you are Resi- 
dent can such proceedings be admitted ? Express your disapprobation that it 
may .npt be, carried into effect. Before application Avas made through Moulvio 
Fuzzie Azeem Cawn to me for liowanah talook my jagheer, when I wrote Hus- 
sein Reza Cawn and Hydcr Bog Cawn on the subject who silenced Moulvie 
Euzzle Azeem Khan, but now the resumption of my jagheer is resolved on. 

The jagheer is not the grant of the Nabob that he should resume it. Let 
those who granted resume it; the Nabob has nothing to do with mo. Let me 
have a speedy answer. Countermand the order to Meer Nazir Ally for the re- 
sumption of my jagheer. The present state of matters is trifling but the 
consequences shall be great. 


From the Resident to the Bliow Begum. 

I have received your letter and recapitulated the contents. The Nabob has 
thought jiroper, on account of the inconvenienetvs, loss, and indignities he sus- 
tains from the authority exercised by the jngheerdars throughout the country, 
to resume all the jagheers in his dominions, in which yours is necessarily 
included ; but as the amount of your jagheer is confirmed to you by a written 
agreement between you and the Nabob, and guaranteed by Mr. Bristow in 
behalf of the Governor-General and Council, it wiW be made good to you in 
ready money. If you will, therefore, be pleased to transmit me an accurate 
account of the amount you realized from your several jagheers, gunges, bazars, 
&c., as specified in the caulnama, after deducting the expenses of collection, 
Sebundee, and all other charges, I aauU pledge myself that the said sum shall 
he regularly remitted to you at such stated times and in such proportions as 
you shall prescribe. As to anything further TTis Excellency is master. 


From the Bhow Bogum to IIusseix Rf.zv Cawn. 

I find that Meer Nasir Ally has been vested Avitli charge of Pergunna 
Salone, my jagheer, which to me is unaccountable. Prom whence jirocecds His 
Excellency’s interference with my jagheer ; the jagheer is not from his grant 
that he should resume it. What his intentions may ho I am at a loss to form 
an idea of. Note this, that if my jagheer falls the country shall not stand. 
Remember this, and make the Nabob acquainted with it. It is not well 1 hat 
for a trifling matter much trouble should be occasioned. Recall the Aumil to 
whom the charge of the jagheer of Salono has been given, if not, it will not 
he well done. Hitherto I have been silent and patient, but I cannot continue* 
so longer. Wlience this resolution for the resumption of my jagheer.*' Let 
me have your answer speedily. 


From the Bhow Begum to the Resident* 

The particulars I have written to you respecting my jagheers having 
arrived will be read by you* The Nabob has sent Auuiils to take charge ot 
them. The caulnama under your seal is in my possession, in which all inter- 
ference with my jagheers is disclaimed, as well as all demands on mo for money. 
Now the engagements of the Nabob are disregarded although the English are 
at hand.

I sliall in ten clays, the IMohurrum being over, proceed to Lucknow, where 
having fully explained and adjusted affairs, 1 shall repair wherever my will may 
direct. Your being at Lucknow will expedite the clearing and closing the affair. 
Let. there be no interference with my jagheer previous tomy cirrival at Lucknow, 
neither vexatiously interfere with my people. I am repairing to Lucknow, 
wherefore this precipitation ? You are guarantee for the Caulnarna. Should the 
country be lost to me it shall be lost to all. I give you this intimation. Note it. 


From (ho Bbow liegum to the Resident, 

Having written to you particularly respecting my jagheers, you arc ac- 
quainted therewith. Now tin' Nabob’s order to Meer Mahhooh Ally is arrived 
directing the resumption of my jagheers, Nabohgunge on the other side of 
the riven’, and Benegungt’, and their amount collections to he paid into the 
treasury. Whcmcre this measure? You are acquainted with the purport of the 
caulnarna diselainiing all the interference with my jagheers, and by the 
blessing of God arc at hand for my benefit, yet am I astonished with this 
proceeding. The jagheers wore not granted by the Nabob that ho should 
resume them. What has ho I’esolved against me ? The consequences shall bo 
extremitic’S. There has been a fiiendship of a long date subsisting hetwoon, the 
English Govornmi'iit and me. I understand Auinils for other of iny jagheei’s are 
in agitation. Interpose and put a stop to sncli proceeding. Application was 
made before by ]\Ioulvie luz/de Azeem Cawn for Jjowanah talook, my jagheer, 
on which I wrote to Hussein Reza Cawn and llyder Reg Cawn, who explainecl 
the matter to the Moulvio and caused the matter to bo dropped. 

Hussein Reza Cawn and Hyder Reg Cawn are my professed friends. The 
business I write to them on is effected. I am noAV convinced this trouble is 
caused by Moulvie Euzzlo Azeem Cawn, make known to him your displeasure at it 
that this affair may bo relinquished forhiddijig him ever to eiibw on the subject 
of my jagheers to prevent any further interference of this kind therewith. 


From the Resident to the Bhow Begiiin. 

T had the honor to reply to your former letter yesterday, to the contents 
of which I must beg leave to reftu' you. As far as relates to securing you the 
actual incom(5 of your jagheers, gunges, bazars, &e., as set forth in the caulnarna 
subsisting between you and His Kxeellency the Nabob, I certainly ara bound in 
duty to inteidere, because the faith of tin? Governor-General and Council, my 
masters, has been pledged to you for it, and I am ready, as I before informed you, 
to settle that point to your satisfaction, hut as to continuing the lauds, &c. , in 
the form you have hitherto held them, His Excellency the Nabob is the master 
and I cannot oppose his pleasure. It behoves you to reflect well on this matter. 
I am etiually the friemd of you and your son the Nabob, and can have no 
prejudices in favour of one or the other. His Excellency declares, and I have 
seen myself, too many proofs to doubt it, that the authority and dominions 
exercised -by the jaghoordars is extremely prejudicial to his revenue and gov- 
ernnu’ut, a medium therefore being projio.sed by which you lose nothing and 
His J^xcdlency gains so much. 1 should hope you would not continue to reject 
it since it is unquestionably the same to you whether you receive the income 
of your jagheer through the channel of an Aumil appointed under the Nabob’s 
authority or from the hands of your own immediate agent. For the regular 
remittance of whatever net income you may heretofore have received from 
your jagheers, I willingly make myself responsible, hut I again repeat that in 
all other respects the Nabob is master. What more shall I say ? 


From tlie Bhow Begum to the Resident. 

I understand from Hussein Reza Cawn that he has spoken to you concern- 
ing my* jagheers, and that you in reply should say that the Nabob’s sending 
Aumils into my jagheers was not of any consequence or prejudice. If these 
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are your sentiments I cannot but bo much astonished. Ilad any other person 
expressed such, I should not have felt it, hut imputed them to his ignorance. 
Since I heard that you should have declared such as the above I have been in des- 
pair, as I cannot think the country any longer proper for rny remaining in it, as 
those who bound themselves by engagements now disregard them. After the 
Mohurrum is past, I shall repair to Lucknow and take my leave of it to sojourn 
elsewhere as necessitated by the gentlemen at Lucknow, and as my inclination 
once led me, and is now God’s decree, though should I be necessitated to quit 
the country God grant that no soul may be able to remain in it in peace. The 
power of existence rests not with you, but God. You .arc a ruler of the coun- 
try and can take to yourself the jagheers of others. Many are involved in 
distress. Pride is not countenanced by God. How long is to l)e the |)eriod of 
your reign ? Infamy is your duo. The countries of Futtaghur, Oude, &c., yield 
four crore of rupees. If they are not sullieient to satisfy you, wdiat can my 
jagheers contribute towards it, and why without my knowledge should Aumils 
be sent into them, if you mean to proceed in this mode send Aumils into Nudjif 
Cawn’s country, &c., and try the cons(“<(uences. AVhile I do ivmain in the 
country recall the Aumils from my jagheers. Why so precipitate ? lie assured 
I shall with expedition take my departui’c. 


From the Kesidont to the !Bho\v Begum. 

A person assuming your name has just arrived herewith a letter under 
your seal addressed to me, hut as I cannot, hclicvo either from the subject- 
iiiatter or the style that it can have been dictated by you, or Avrittou Avith 
your knowledge, I enclose a copy of it that you may detect the forgery and 
inflict a proper exemplary punishment on the person who shall have dared 
thus to abuse your contidcuce and insult me. 


I'o — N athaniel Middleton, 

Sill, — I have been deceived I know not yet by whom. 

The agi’cement Avlu'eh I concluded Avifh the Vizier has yet served only to 
gratify revenge on some concealed iiitcjrest, and to make me odious to my own 
countrymen. 

The temporary brigade is withdrawn and its cxpcncc thrown on the Com- 
pany without any equivalent. 

The English olTicers and pensioners dismissed. 

The English Resident withdrawn from Furruekabad to giA'e place to a 
Avorse tyranny, and the Nabob alllicted and oireiuled at my opposition to the 
latter. 

The Nabob afflicted and desponding hcoausc I oppose his invading 
Jt’yzulla Cawn when he is confessedly unable to suppress the sedition of his 
own subjects. 

The resumption of the jagheers withheld for tlm?o months noAv attempted 
against the Nabob’s consent, although originally solicited by hiiuself ; a regiment 
of sepoys required for its execution Avhich you declare to he insufflehmt, aiul 
Avhen I ordered a competent force you countermand it because the Nabob icill 
not approve it. 

It was stipulated that a complete brigade should lie stationed at CaAvnporo 
for the protection of the Nabob’s paternal dominions, but that il lie AA'^antcd a 
further aid he should pay for it. lEe wants a furtlu'r aid. I require that it shall 
ho charged to his account. You tell me that though it is wanted you dare not 
let it come, and Mr. Johnson calls it ordering the temporary brigade to be again 
put on the Vizier’s list. 

I cannot wait your answer to my letter but have Avritten a letter to the 
Nabob, which I desire you to present to him, and tell him that if he suspects 
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the motive of my interference, I will withdraw it altogether, both the Uesi- 
dency and the army, but he must first pay the balance of his debts to the Com- 
pany. I will not hazard the Company’s arms in scanty detachments for services 
to which they are declared to be unequal, nor will I break the strength of the 
brigade while the Mahrattas are yet on his borders and the peace with them 
imperfectly concluded. 

I agreed to the Nabob’s requisitions from a desire to relievo him from a 
state of distress, and to enable him to discharge his debt to the Company. 
You know these were my only objects. Ilavc cither of those been attained, or 
lias any step been yet taken to attain them ? If you say they have let me 
know what has been done or what attempted. 

I must desire that your letters upon all official and public subjects may be 
official. I cannot receive any or avail myself of them as private, and my 
reputation and character have been too far committed to admit of an intercourse 
which I cannot use as authority. 

You will be cautious that the Nabob does not misconceive my letter as 
bearing any expression of displeasure towards him. I think him too deceived. 
I wish him to regard me as his friend, and to confide both in my faith and 
attachment. I am willing to give him undoubted proofs of both. I will do 
nothing for the preservation of his interests against his will, but I will not 
hazard the safety and honor of our arms, nor sacrifice the Company’s interest 
and rights to the caprice of his advisers.

Sir, — 1 have rcciuvcd your letter of the 30th December and shall reply 
to them fully. It has afforded some relief to the anxiety which I have felt. 
If you have not already declared to the Nabob the explanation which I desired 
you to give him of the sentiments cxpres.sed in my letter I desire you to defer 
it, till you hear further from me. In the meantime yon may assure him that 
whatever is written in the agreement concluded between us at Chunar shall be 
literally and firmly observed on my part. I shall immediately compare it for 
that purpose with the measures now under consideration.

To Nathaniel Middleton, Esq. 

Sir, — I have already acknowledged the receipt of your letter of the 30 tli 
and am determined by the assurances and promises made to me in it to return 
to Calcutta, and shall leave to you tho charge and execution of the measures 
necessary to the execution of the agreement concluded between the Nabob 
Vizier and myself in September last. 

Willing as I arn to trust to your declarations, I cannot avoid yielding to the 
doubts suggested by the inconsistencies of your representations of their grounds. 
You in a former letter told me that the Nabob had required the assistance of a 
regiment of sepoys to enforce the resumption of the jagheers, but that it was 
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your opinion that a much larger force would he required for it, as a powerful 
opposition was prepared against it. I in consequeiuie ordered a strong detach- 
ment to perform this service. You then wrote that the Nabob would not allow 
it, that you durst not communicate it to him, that you knew he would even 
oppose it by force, and that the payment of the detachment would be a hreacli 
of treaty, and now you write that tlio Nabob’s Sebuudy alone are equal to this 
service, and that it will be but a fortnight's work to accomplish it. These are 
absolute contradictions. 

But I am most affected by your declaring that you did not understand it 
to have been my intention that the reformation of the Nabob’s military 
establishment should take place this year, and that nothing has been dom? in 
the new settlement of the revenues for the same reason. 

These are fresh instances of what I have had too frequent cause to complain 
of your total inattention to my instructions. The like inattention is mani- 
fested in a former letter, in which you tell me that you did not know that I 
expected a present supply to the Company's Treasury. 

Tn my instructions, I premise as a matter well know n to youi-self, that the 
chief object of my ncgociations has been to induce and assist the Nabob to 
bring his Government and finances into such regularity as to prevent bis 
alliance being a clog to the Company, and to enable ]\im to discharge his debt 
to the Company in the shortest time possible. 

It adds — “ I shall expect that the whole of the excess (of the jagluau s 
beyond the estimated amouut) be appropriated to the discharge of the Nabob's 
debt to the Company.” 

The order in which the measures necessary to the execution of the agree- 
ment shall be taken is prescribed in the words — 

“ After settling the amount of the personal disbursements of the Nabob 
Vizier and his household, the next point that will require your exertions to- 
wai’ds the general arrangements of the public charges is the reform of the estal»- 
lished and Muttaienu troops, &c., &c.” 

The, only point which is left for future adjustment is the establisliinent of 
the Courts of Justice. 

The reformation of the Nabob’s troops I considered as a point wdiich 
neither required nor admitted delay ; that bis IVluttaiena troops were almost 
wholly fictitious and his regular establishment scanty in numbers and in long 
arrears ; and I considered and stated this reformation as one of the means of 
reducing the Nabob’s expenses and euabliug him to pay his debts to the Com- 
pany. 

I have clearly explained my intention to be that the first receipt of tlu* 
current revenues should furnish the stipulated amount of the Nabob’s private 
expenees. 

That his assignments for the Company’s debt and other charges defrayed 
by them should remain as usual, aud that the whole of the excesses of the 
jaghcers should be appro|)riatod to the same account. I requin; no more nor 
can I add either explanation or comment on the instructions wdiich have been 
originally given to you, that can be more clearly expressed, or more fully than 
the w'ords of the original text. 

I have cai’efully peru.scd tbo agreement itself and the former treaties 
existing with tbo Nabob Vizier, but can find no clause in any of them wdiieh 
either expressly or by implication gives him a right to employ the Company’s 
forces, except those of the subsidiary brigade, wdtbout iudomnifying the 
Company for their expenses. The brigade itself is cxjtrossly declared to bc 
for the defence of his dominions, and therefore has always been stationed on 
^he frontier nearest to invasion. It was never intended that its strength should 
be dissipated in little detachments, and its discipline ruined by employing it to 
suppress the insurrections of his rayats, and to enforce tbo payment of the 
collections, although a discretionary pow'cr has been given to you in cases of 
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L;'n‘at oiii(‘rf;ancy to rail for tho aid of dotaohrnents from it for the* former service ; 
and you know that bad our other exiu:cncies permitted it, it was intended to 
ri*ina?id tin; whole of Sir .John Cumminj'’s detachment to Bengal, and to leave 
no )iioro than the subsidiary brigade and tlio regiment appointed for Lncknow 
ill the Vi/icr’s dominions. If the opposition proposed by tbe Begum is so formi- 
dable as you riiprescnted it when you first intimated it to me, your employment 
of 1 In* Nabob’s Sibundy to sujipress it would only serve to make it a serious 
and protraeted war, wbieb iny order was intended to prevent, by suppressing 
ail attemjiis instantaneously. 1 shall now* lanmke my orders, but [ must posi- 
tively forbid you to employ the aid of tbe regiment wdiieb has been required 
and sent, on any si'rviia* to w bieb you shall judge it not fully equal. This is no 
part of l.be agreement. 

I meet with a captions expression in your letter, wbieb, as it is not war- 
ranted by any in mine, I deem unbecoming. 

Alluding to 8ir John Cumming’s detachment you desire my determination 
on the futui’e ]>ayment, of tlui troiqis, wbieb I may still 1 1 link necessary to 
ki'cp uj) t<i regulate the Naboli’s iiikrnal government. 

ft is not my intention, nor ever was, to kei'p up troops to regulate tlie 
Nabob’s internal (Jovi’niment, but solely todefi'iid bis country against invaders, 
iinle.ss be should ri'quin^ oeeasional and temporary aid to restore internal peace 
and order to it, to enable liim to aeciuit liiinsolf of bis debt To tbe Company and 
tlieri'liy recover tla^ whole and nnpartieifialed legulationof bis internal (loverii- 
mriit. If b(* eoneeives my design to lie any other than this it is now your 
duty to undeeeivi! him. 

T now' refer you back to the agreement eoneluded by me with tlie Nabob, 
and my inst ructions delivered to you in consequence of it. Tliese are to bo your 
sob* guide, nor do I mean by anything which 1 liave since* written, whether in 
this or any forin(*r letter, to revoke or eb.angc; a tittle of what is written in them. 
On these 1. ground tbe whole of your present responsilnlity, (‘Xeept what I have 
written eoneerning the additional claims made on tbe Begums, and which J 
c'onsider a virtual part of my formal instructions.

of Gopaul Dass and luy own, if desired, for tbe payment of Avhatever sum 
•should appear due fioin him ou an adjustment of their accounts, I determined 
•io e. i) 
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also to take this opportiniity of inijuirincr into that matter, and procuring tlic 
man justice, for which purpose I applied to liahr Ally Cawn to send him to iiu . 
and repeated the offer of security which 1 had before made. 3 le however, thouiiht 
proper to decline or rather evade compliance with my demand, and to tostifv'his 
resentment at tlic apidicatiou made for my interference, he instantly doiihled 
the guard on his jirisouer, dispatched a escort to bring his family from Jandii. 
and by every means iu his pow(>r increased the rigour of his (anifincment. In 
this situation he remained until the day after the seizun; of Kahr, and Jouai 
Ally Cawn when he was brought to me by my own p(H)ple loaded with irons, 
which I had immediately taken off, and setting him at large have desired him 

to deliver me a statement of his account with Bahr .'\lly Cawn, which I shall 
take care to see equitably adjusted.

To — The Ho.s’hi.e Warken Hastings, (lOvcrnor-Gr neral, &o., &c., &c. 

Sin, — I have had this day the honour to receive your comm<ands of the 25tli 
ultimo, and am exlnmiely concerned that the mode of conducting the Eyaahad 
business, as set forth in my address of the 18th January, did not meet your 
f'litiro ajiju'obation. Permit mo to assure you, Sir, it is with the greatest 
reluctance I ever venture to deviate fi'om the express letter of your instruc- 
tions, and cannot accuse myself of having done it on any occasion where it 
did not appear to my judgment that the objects and spirit of them rendered 
it advisable, and that the apparent necessity would justify such latitude. 

In the present instance it was more in appearance and expression than in 
fact that any deviation was made from your oiahws of the 24th December, for 
although I was constrained, from my strict regard to the accomplishment of 
what I considered the first object of this undertaking, to admit of a temporary 
forbearance for th(!i reasons assigned in my address of the 18th ultimo, tin* 

» Begums were at that time to bo considered as entirely at tlio mci’cy of the 
Nabob, their jagheers were in the possession of his Aumils, their troops dis- 
persed, and the killa of Pyzabad, which included also the Bhow Begum’s 
own habitation, under the guard of llis Excellency’s and our troops. 

It remained onlv to get possession of her wealth, and to efTcct this it was 
then and is still my firm and unalterable opinion that it was indispensably 
necessary to employ temporizing expedients, and to work upon the hopes and 
fears of the Begum herself, and more especially u])on those of her principal 
agents, through whoso m(!ans alone there appeared any probable chance of 
our getting ac<!css to the hidden treasures of the late Vizier. And when 1 
acquaint you that by far the great<?st part of the treasure which has been deli- 
vered to tlic Nabob was taken from the most secret recesses in the houses of 
the two eunuchs, whence of course it could not h.ave boon extracted without the 
adoption of those means which could induce the discovery, I shall hope for 
your approbation of what I did. 

I must also observe that no further rigour than that which I exerted could 
have been used against females in this couptvy, to whom Ihere can be no access, 
tiinra-ur and Salar Jung were the only two who could enter the zenana. 
The fi.rst was a son, who was to address a parent, and of course could use no 
language or action but that of earnest and reiterated solicitation; and the other 
was in all appearances a traitor to our cause. When force could be employed it 
was not spared. The troops of the Begum Avere driven away and dispersed, 
their guns taken, luir fort and the outward walls of her house seized and occu- 
pied by oiir troops at the Nabob’s requisition, and her ohief agents imprisoned 
and put in irons. No further step was left, and in this situation they shall 
remain, and arc to continue (excepting only a remission of the irons) until the 
final liquidation of the payment, and if then you deem it proper, no possible 
means of offence being left in her hands, or those of her agents, all her lands 
and property having been taken, I mean with your sanction to restore her house 
and servants to her, and hope to be favored with, your early reply as I expect 
that a few days will complete the final surrender of all that is further 
expected from the Begum

You are already apprized by my address of yesterday and prcecding letters 
of the promised issue of the business at Eyzabad, as well as of the state in 
which I left it, both which I hope will be satisfactory, as they seem to leave 
the matter in that state of suspense which you Avish it to remain, until the 
Hoard or yourself should have been advised of the amount of the treasure 
recovered from the Begums and signified your further pleasure. 

The Nabob has concluded no settlement whatever with the Begums, but 
loft Fyzabad somo hours before mo Avithout taking leave of them. Upon their 
agents having agreed to complete the fifty-five laklis which appeared due to 
tiie Company, upon the closing of my accounts for the last year, and the Begum 
declaring that tins was the extent of all their possession, including down to 
the table utensils Avhich they have, and are still delivering, and no proofs has 
yet been obtained of their having more. 

I shall, as you direct, use my influence to dissuade ITis Excellency from 
concluding any settlement until I have your further commands.

Permit me noAV to acquaint you that 
the remaining balance engaged to bo made good by the two eunuchs Bahr and 
JoAvar Ally CaAvn, 1 haA'e this day had advie<5 of the receipt of between five 
and six lakhs, Avhich is noAV on tho way to Lucknow, and the residue I have 
every reason to believe Avill be realized before this letter reaches your hands, 
so that I have noAV to repeat my request that I may as soon as jiossible be 
honoured Avith your final commands respecting the conduct it is your Avish should 
be pursued Avith the Begum and her eunuchs. 

The services of Major Naylor’s regiment being required to the eastward 
)f the River Gogra, as well to support the authority of the Nabob’s govern- 
ment in that quarter as to be ready to join in the plan of operations Avhicb 
may be determined on in obedience to your commands, against Kutly Saw, 1 
have sent one battalion of Major Gilpin’s regiment to relieve Major hi ay lor at 
Eyzabad, which I hope you wdll approve. 

I have the pleasure to inform you that the 8th Regiment, which T left to 
escort the treasure from Eyzabad, arrived this day and safely delivered its 
charge. Upon its arrival I immediately dispatched to Colonel Muir tiie sum re- 
quisite for the payment of the arrears due to his detachment. I am now forward- 
ing to Colonels Morgan and Sir John Cummings tho amount for Avliich, 1 shall 
not lose a moment in remitting the residue to the Presidency.

Si a, — I have just received inlelligciicc? whudi I think may be relied on of 
the death ,of the Nabob Nudjif Cawn. It is impossible to pronounce with 
eeitainty what may lie the immediate conseipumees of this event. The ultimate 
ones I have no doubt will he t in; total subversion of that extensive Govern- 
ment acquired alone by his powerful inituence and high military character, and 
by wdiich rather than any ('Ifectivc forei; ho has been able hitherto to m.aintain 
it". I do not know any one of his paidizans whose talents, activity, or supc'rior 
intlnence over the rest arc likely to create an absolute and permanent authority ; 
diss<-ntion.s tlnwcforc among the in’incipal olUcers of his army may be expccteil 
to ensue, and those rajahs and chiefs who have been dej)rivcd of their terri- 
torial possessions will scarcely omit so favourable an opj)ortunity of attempting 
to retrieve them. 

Abdulah Cawm, tlu' late Minister, will probably be restored to olfiee, and 
his object will naturally be the extinction of every shadow of Nudjif Caw n’s 
|)<jwer. 

U pon the whole, however, I do not apprelumd any conse(|ucnces which 
can all’ee.t the ilon’ble Company’s interests, or the security of the Nabob Vizier, 
unless Zabitta Cawn, who it aj)pears has long entertained views of attempting 
lh(‘ recovery of his former possessions in ll.ohilkhui\d, should be prcivailed on to 
consider this favovirable occasion to ])rosecut(' them. In such an event 1 should 
think It very probable bo would be joined by Eyzulla Cawm, wdio, there is 
strong reason to believe, is by no means w<‘ll nlfcKded to tlie Vizier’s Govern- 
ment, and wdiohasof late made such preparations, and such a di.sposition of his 
family and wealth, as evidently manifest cither an in bmded or expected ruptui e.

Sill, —Upon the spirit of your former orders relative to the appointment of 
a detachment under Sir John Gumming for the support and protection of the 
Vizier’s internal Government, and your subsequent letters declaratory of your 
sense of the footing on which the subsidiary brigade must he understood to 
remain with II is Excellency, I have had repeated conversations Avith the Minister 
endeavouring to sliew the impropriety of making detachments from the frontier 
brigade, originally intended solely for the defence of the Nabob’s dominions 
against a foreign enemy, for the assistance of the Aumils or other ordinary 
services of the collections, and to convince them of the impossibility of con- 
tinuing that practi(!e now (liat the whole erfeetive force of the country was 
reduced to one brigade without preventing this obvious design of its establish- 
ment, and thereby risking consequences to the Hon’ble Company’s arms and 
ILis Excellency’s Gov'ernmeut, which it equally heho\md them and myself to 
avoid, as from the fre^quent calls for sucli aid, the nature of the service, and 
the very remote distance to which the troops were occasionally sent, neither the 
necessary attention to their discipline could bo paid, nor their rej unction effected 
upon any emerpmey which might call for the immediate exertion of the whole 
force of the brigade. 


Having succeeded in the impression which I wished to make on the Ministers, 
and the reduction Avhich has been made in the Nabob’s Muttaiena troops, 
strengthening the grounds I had agreed ujion, I availed myself of this oppor- 
tunity to propose an estahlishnient of the llou’ble Company’s troojis which 
should at once obviate the necessity of applying to the subsidiary brigade for 
assistance, and enable the Nabob to make still further reductions in his Mut- 
laiena and Sebuudy establishment. 

Three regiments with their guns and complete artillery establishments lam 
of opinion would answer this purpose, and the Ministers arc now so strongly 
convinced of the utility of it that they have authorized me to submit the 
measure to your consideration, Avith an assurance that they will cheerfully 
co-operate Avith me in cari’ying it into immediate execution should it meet with 
your approbation. 

To leave as little as possible for future discussion, and that no dispute 
might arise about the payment of this establishment, I proposed a subsidy of 
26,000 rupees per mensem for each regiment, or 76,000 for the whole, Avbich 
terms will be agreed to, and I hope bo deemed satisfactory by you as they 
will be fully adequate to every possible expense of the establishment without 
staff or commanding officer, which I presume you Avill not consider necessary, 
as the regiment must of course always be stationed and employed separately 
to make them answer the purpose for vvliich they are intended. 

I lose not a moment. Sir, in communicating this proposed arrangement to 
you in its presciit stage, that I may immediately receive your sentiments and 
commands upon it, and T am hap])y in the opportunity which it at the same 
time affords me of evincing to you the attention Avhich has been paid to your 
orders respecting the reduction of the Nabob’s Muttaiena, as aa'cII as the instant 
beneficial effect of them, since the expcncc of the establishment I now propose 
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is io bo defijiycd from thAt fund 'witliout tho siHAllrst AdditionAl charco to tho 
Nabob’s Government. ”

Sib,— I n furtlier explanation of the plan which I submitted to you yester- 
day I now beg leave to enclose a draft of a O. O. which is drawn up eonforinably 
to the sentiments and wishes of tlie IVIinisters and calculated to obviate an 
evil they seem most to apprehend, which is accumulating charges upon the 
Nabob over and above the amount stipulated for the three regiments. 

The 8th, 20th, and 23rd llegiments are now upon sci*vice in these provinces, 
and of course will by far be the easiest to leave here upon the new plan, Avhicli,' 
exclusive of saving the time and expence of marching fresh troops, wdll at 
once, by shewing how they are to be employed, preclude the danger so much 
dreaded here of having any commanding oflieers or staff appointed to these 
regiments. They most probably nev<‘r can be employed together, as the 
present dispersed position of them evinces. 

The staff expense and inconveniences of control in the dis])osition of those 
regiments were w'hat the IMinislers seemed most fearful of, and probably con- 
stituted the greatest objection they had originally to the plan. I have taken 
upon me to assure them their ovislies on this iiead, as they appeared to me not 
unreasonable, would be attended to, and I shall be happy to ffud this assurance 
coulirnied by you. 

I have been guided by the tei ms of your last agreement with tho Nabob 
in proposing tho period of relieving these regiments, but as the nature of i.he > 
service on which they are employed may not always admit of a strict attention i 
to this rule, I could wish to have tho discretionary power of dispensing with it ! 
when it shall a]»pear necessary. °

G. O. The Nabob Vizier having stipulated to pay a fixed and limited 
sum for the use of three regiments which Ilis Excellency has applied for 
towards the support of his Aumils and collections, this is to direct that no 
ofliccr going upon such service shall under any pretence whatever claim or receive 
from the Nabob or his agents any sum of money whatever either for himst If 
or any contingent expense he may incur, but shall transmit any claim he may 
have, through the usual and established channels, to the Paymasters and Com- 
missary-General, as the payment made by the Nabob includes an amount equal 
to all charges to which such service is liable. 

Tho first regiments, appointed for the service are the Sth, 20th, and 23ril, 
which are to be relieved in like manner with the Lucknow Ilegiinent evi'ry 
thrw months upon the application of the llcsidcnt, who alone can determine 
whether the service they may be engaged upon can permit it.

Sir, — I have received the honour of your commands under date tho 27th 
February. 

I had carried the original treaty down with me in obedience to your orders 
of the 19th December, but haying determined upon receipt of your first above - 
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mentioned letter to return immediately to my station, I have brought it hack 
with me, and shall now forward it by the first safe conveyance. In obedience 
to the explanation you require of tbc general assertion that the objeets of the 
late treaty have been fullilled, to recapitulate unitedly what I 

have hitherto, in didaohcd lettci's taken the liberty of submitting to. you^jig^ipr 
rc"ularily I shall take up the ]>aragraphs of your instructions accompanying 
the Chunar Treaty in the order they stand. 

Paragraph 1st requires the execution of the several articles of the treaty, 
being five in number. The first has been fully effected by the complete pay- 
ment of all arrears, and the march of the temporary and Cavalry brigade 
into the provinces. 

Nothing remains but the return or adjustment of the value of the stores 
furnished by the Nabob when the temporary brigade was first established, of 
which only nine pieces of field artillery have yet been returned by Colonel 
Morgan. 

[The inclosed is a letter from the Nabob upon the subject ;— ] 


Mr. Womhwelfs office has been fully paid off and discharged and all the 
arms and stores of different corps delivered to the Nabob, and assets for the 
payment of the extra regiment stationed at Jmeknow included in the assign- 
ment for the current year. 

The second article relates to the resumption of the jagheer lands. This 
has been fully effected. The three most considerable are now under my charge, 
The llhow Begum’s, Solar Jung’s, ami Lidafut Ally Cawu’s, a measure I was 
driven to enforce on account of the mode in which the first resumption of the 
ijagheers was conducted, which by leaving the resumed lands in the farm of 
jthose who before held them on hohalf of tlie joghirdars little more than a 
1 shadow of the intended change was effected. 

The third article, which includes the jagheer of Pyzulla Cawn among the 
rest, has hitherto been deferred by the postscript to your general instructions, 
which forbids it, until circumstances may render it more expedient and easy 
to he attempted than the present more material pursuits of (iovernrnent make 
it appear. Ilowcvor I beg leave to repeat that a stipend or allowance in ready 
money to that Chief, in lieu of his jagheer lands, situated and peopled as they 
are by his own tribe in vicinity to tlireo eajiital territories of the samo class, 
would be far more conducive to the interests and seemrity of this Government, 
and as such permit mo to recommend it to your consideration. 

The fourth article, as far as regard, this office, was fulfilled here. 

The fifth and last article, being only a provision for a future eventual con- 
tingency, was liable to no exertion hero. 

The counterpart of the treaty, being the arrangements which the Nabob 
pledged himself to effect towards iutrodueiug economy into his finances, consis- 
ting chiefly in three points; the reduction and regulation of his Mutfaiena 
troops, the separation of his private purse from the public funds, and placing 
the latter under the separate management of the Ministers. The first of these 
measures is in as great forwardness as it is possible, pay and mustcr-masters 
having been appointed to the whole, and tlio saving already made produced a 
fund equal to defray the established cliargc of throe regiments as proposed 
in my address of the 10th instant. The other separating and limiting the 
privy purse w'as iminediately effected upon my return lierc from Chunar, and 
with that the separate public funds placed under the Ministers. 

I now proceed to tiic continuation of the paragraphs of your letter of 
instructions. 

The second is only claiming my implicit obedience to what follows, to 
fulfil which has been and shall be my constant study.

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Tlie third paragraph is a recapitulation of the chief object of the Treaty 
being the shortest possible liquidation of the Nabob’s debt to the Ilon’ble 
Company. To this purpose I luivo secured assignments, which I dcom adequate 
to the full discharge of all deiriauds by the end of ilio present Fuslee year, 
which, considering the greatness of the aggregate amount, is, I apprehend, as 
soon as could have been expected. 

The fourth paragra^jli is partly answered above. I’ho reduction has chiefly 
been in the infantry so as to bring in our troops to supply the detieiency, upon 
which subject my j)roposal is before you. Tlie corps under this denomination 
liero are ebietly Nudjeebs and employed for the garrisons of the Aumils’ forts, 
kutchcri'ies, and tkauahs. 

Tlio corps of Cavalry could not so easily be diminished or immediately 
rc-formcd. They consist mostly of Alogols ontertainetl for the State and personal 
security of the Aumils, who tliey generally attend in person, and such is the 
refractory disposition of the people who have mwer yet been properly controlled 
that was not some imnuuli.-ite visible standing force* with the Auinil at his com- 
mand to enforce hisox’ders, ho would neither be respected nor obeyed, and conse- 
quently unable to fullil the duties of his charge. 

The Sebuudy is a separate establishment from the tw^o above-mentioned, 
being a charge of generally about 1 per cent, upon the collections of thedilTercnt 
AumiLs, for a duty executed by a set of peons, not inililary disciplined men, who 
are stationed upon the crops and (Ickls all over the country for tlieir protection. 
These I'roxu the nature and present state of (his Government ajxpear to me, 
absolutely and iridisjjonsably necessary for the eolleetions, and can neither bo 
embodied nor formed into any regular fixed establishment, but the new year will 
afford an opportunity of reducing tlieir numbers, and of bringing this part of 
the plan into greater perfection. 

The fifth paragraph, regulating the mode of paying the Aluttaiena, has 
been completely establi.slied, notwithstanding the complaints and obstructions 
brought against it by the Aumils, who are by it subjected to a check and con- 
trol which they ar<i not phrased with, and deprived of an ideal proportion of 
authority over their men by the interference of the pay and muster-masters. 

To the sixth paragraph, which regards the Nabob’s choice of oflicers, [ 
have only to observe that no vaeaneics have ocimrreil which can have afforded 
room for an exertion for its clause. 

The seventh paragraph, regarding the choice of Aumils, can only como under 
execution at the commericcraent of the year wdien Aumils are named. The few 
instances of change which have accidentally occurred by the resumption of the 
jagheers have been conducted under tlie spirit of this order. 

Upon the eighth paragraph I have written a strong letter to tlio Nabob | 
recommending most earnestly to him to establish Courts of Justice throughout, 
his dominions beginning by a Suddcr-ul-Hukk at the ivipital, of the effecti 
whereof I shall hereafter inform you. I have not urged an instant adoption of 
the plan, as it appears more mentioned as a point you wish to bo brought about 
by degrees th.an expect to see immediately enforced, nor is the Government 
here yet suflicieritly regulated to promise just now those beneticial eousequciices 
which are the objects of such an institution. 

The ninth paragraph co.uveys a discretionary power eventually to bo exercis- 
ed on occasions for which hath not hitherto occurred. 

The notice directed by the tenth paragraph has been publickly given to 
every person coming under its description, and ivlio have siguilLed tlieir having 
received the order. 

These complete your instruction.^, since which you havf'* directed, as an ad- ■ 
ditional article, that the Nabob should bo supported in bis claim upfin the Bliow , 
Hegum for the inlieritaneo of the late Vizier’s public treasure. This has also f 
been done, forty-five lacks have been recovered, and the Begums’s chief agents | 
are now under severe restraint for the remainder of wdiat they engaged to j 
produce.

To — Mr. Nathaniel Middleton, Uesident at the Coint of the Nabob Vizier. 

Sir, — AVhen His Highness the Vizier did me the honour of a visit at 
Chuimi’, he made me a request that wc might have an interview once in every 
year for the purposes of discussing and adjusting the mutual concerns of tlu; 
Company and myself, and of improving the ha ’mony and conlidonee which 
subsisted between tlie two Governments. To this requisition 1 readily assented 
and gi'catly lament that the situation of affairs makes it impossible for me to 
effect a meeting at this time. The pre.sent important conjuncture dem.ands the 
united and vigorous exertions of both Governments for their common safety 
and success, and in this situation, whilst the. greatest cordiality is reiiuisito, yoii 
inform mo that His Highness is much dissatisfied on many points contained in our 
hate agreement, and which he made at his own request. To remove his uneasiness 
on these subjects, and to give him entire satisfaction on othei’s which may be 
the objects of his fears and suspicions, and to give a lasting cement and increase 
of strength and I'eciprocal advantage to our alliance \vould be impracticable liy 
any other mode than verbal communication, explanations, and a.ssnranees, and 
as, for the reason above assigned, I cannot make these in person, 1 think it 
indispensable to delegate the trust to another. For these purposes I have 
dejmted ALajor ralmer to attend His Highness and his Alinister at Lucknow. 
Major Palmer, as you know, has been my Confidential Secretary for several 
years. I have disclosed to him without reserve my sentiments ou every jioint 
of the relative connection between the Company and the Court of Oude, and 
j[ can rely upon him for a faithful explanation of them. 

I have also instructed Alajor Palmer to give the most e.xpi’css assurances 
to the Alinisters of my approbation of their conduct and determination to 
protect and support them so long as they pre.scrvo their attachments to this 
Government, and pursue the real interest of the Vizier. 

Major Palmer has other public objects in ch.argo, which be will personally 
<;ornmunicatc to you, and I earnestly require of you the stronge.st co-operation 
<>f your authority and influpiice towards his attaining them. I think his suc- 
cess almost certain ii‘ he meets witli your cordial suiiport and assistance. What- 
ever may be the event, a considci’uble share in producing it will be attributed to 
you, and ulfect you accordingly. 

Such-explanations as arc intended solely for the satisfaction of the Nabob 
and coming from myself, [ have directed .Major Palmer to communicate sepa- 
rately to him, but in doing this to use every precaution to avoid any diminution 
of your authority or inllucncc'. 

I have sent Alajor Davy as a confidimtial assistant to Atajor Palmer and in 
ease any accident should happen to the latter to execute his commission.

IIon’ble Sir and Sirs, — I have delayed replying to your commands of the 
:h'd instant regarding the tneans tiiken to realise the b.aianeo due from the Begum, 
in hojies that I might transuiit you favorable accounts of it. Before the recall of 
Alajor Gilpin she promised payment, and since that time she has uniformly ])ro- 
fessed an inability unless her jaghoer b*'. relinquished. In my address of the 1st 
December, 1 represented to your Jlon’ble Boaial that (;very practicable coercive 
exertion had be(‘n used, and iu support of my representations 1 submitted to your 
coiisideratiou the copy of Major Gilpin’s letter to mo upon the subject. The 
Beiiuni compl.ains that having no pen.sion or jagheer she now subsists her 
family and hciself with the greatest ditruudty, and should the Vizier persist in 
Avithholding every allowance from her, she will be distressed for the necessaries 
of life. 

The above is flic substance of flic Begum’s reasons for lier refusal, as they 
have been eommuuieated to me both verbally and by letter. J am of opinion, 
lioAvever, from every information I can obtain that she has the means of 
satisfying the Ifon’ble Company’s demands, but seeing little prospect of a 
jagheer or pension she trusts to her hoards for support, and would sulTer the 
severest restrains .sooner than comply. Previous to niy arrival her eunuchs 
were kept for many months in eorilinenient, and led out to corporal punishment. 
Guards were also put upon her house to ])rcvent the treasure from being carried 
.iway. These measures failed, and you hav'e ladore you t he opiniojis given by 
Al.ajor Gilpin, the odteer who eomm.anded the troops, that “ all that force could 
do lias been done.” Mr, Middleton tbongbt it very jiracticablc to recover tlie 
money from the Begum by continuing the restraints, and though I dilfiT froin 
that gentleman in my sentiments, yet I think it my duty to transmit tlu' 
extract of bis letter to me upon the subject, that every information in my 
power may be jiresented fur your decision. The articles mentioni'd by Mr. 
Aliddleton I received on taking elmi’ge of the olliee. They consisted of eight 
elephants and various sorts of goods valued by the Begum at throe lakhs. iAo- 
the goods the merehants of Lucknow olfered me eigbiy-one thousand rupees. 
A great jiart were damaged owing to the long time they had been kcfit in 
the godowns at Fyzabad 1 refusi'd to sell them until 1 obtained the Begum’s 
consent, xvliich she granted me after a correspondence of three months, in llie 
course of Avhicli I rejicatc'dly so]ieite<l her to receive them hack. They wmi- 
in so bad a state that I was obliged to give the purchaser si.x months’ credit. 
Ttiis bargain I oven eoneluded with dillicnlty. 'riiere was no mode of dispos- 
ing of the elephants except to the Nabob, who bought them at 111 teen hundred 
rupees an elephant. 

t have, in eoniplianee with your orders, applied to Ilis Excellency to ( all 
•qion the Begum to pay the balanecA of the account w'ithoiit lurther delay, and 
inform her that no excuses can be admitted: site will certainly ev.ade and 
I'robably refuse. If you ultimately determine on enforcing the payment I 
shall be under the necessity of ap-plying to Colonel Morgan lor military aid.

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Exlracl of a letter from Mu. Nathaniel Middleton to Mb. John Bristom', Resident at the 
Vizier’s Court, dated Lucknow, the 23rd October 1783. 

“ 1 must beg leave to refer you to my correspondence with the Hon’ble the 
Governor-General tor a full account of the origin and nature of my transactions 
with the Ik'gums at Fyzabad ; and the letters wliich have passed between me 
and the ofl'icers who have severally commanded there will show you the progress 
and jiresent state of that business. The balance due from the IBhow Legum 
upon her agreement made in January last, after allowing her credit for the 
trifling articles lately sent her by Major Gilpin, will be about live lacks, which 
I apprehend may bo realised if you deem it expedient to continue the restraints 
which have been imjiosed for that purpose. She had indeed given Major 
Giljiin the most satisfactory assurances of an immediate liquidation of this 
long (lependinir account, in which, 1 believe, she W'as sincere, but probably 
from an expectation of a change! of measures upon my removal she has lately 
retracted these assurances, and now declares her determination to make no 
further paymtuits whatever, but upon the certainty of her jaghcer being 
restored to her, which I could give her no hopes of, as the propriety of its rc- 
sumjition has been sanctilied by the approbation of tbs Ilon’blc the Governor- 
General, who further expressly enjoins me, in his instructions of the 27th 
January, to exm-t my inlluence wdth the Nabob to prevent the conclusion of 
any linal settlement between him and the Begums, until I should be furnished 
with instructions from liim or the Board on tliat head. Not having since the 
•above date ri'ia'ived any directions from the Board or the Governor- General 
relative to tlu! Begums, I know not what may be their wishes in regard to 
•them, hut I thought it at all events my duty, conformable to the spirit of the 
orders I had received, to retain possession of the killa of Fyzabad and the 
jiersons of the Bhow Begum’s two principal eunuchs until the sum she had 
stipulated to pay was fully liquidated, or the llon’ble Board should notify their 
f urther pleasure.

Translation of a u'utiny tfiren hy Major William Palmer to the Nabob Fyzulla Cawn. 

Whereas treat ies of various articles having subsisted formerly between 
the late Vizier Shuja-ul-I)ow la, and the present Vizier Asuph-ul-Dowla with 
the Nabob Fyzulla Cawn, one article contained in those treaties was 
that the Nabob I’yzulla Cawn should, whenever JJis Excellency sent his troops 
upon service, supply a force to join them of two or tlu’ce thousand men. 
Tliis has been the occasion of disputes and doubts betw'cen the parties. 
Therefore the Nabob Eyzulla Cawm has through me requested llis Excellency the 
Vizier to remit that article by wliich hois bound to supply a force occasionally, 
instead of w hich he agrees to pay liftecn lacks of rupees in the follow'ing manner. 
Five lacks to ho ]>aid immediately, tiva‘. lacks in the kharif and two lacks in the 
rubby of the year 1191 Euslee and the remaining three lacks in the beginning 
of the khai'if of the Euslee year 1192. llis Excellency the Vizier has also agreed 
upon these conditions to remit the obligation by that article in tho former 
treaties from the dal!', the 11th of P»,al)i-ul-Awal in the ilijri year 1197, the rest 
ol tlu! articles rcm.aining in full force. I, who am deputed on the part of His 
Excclleiiey the Vizier and the gentlemen of the Council, engage that the Nabob 
Vizier shall not e.xpect a supply (»f troops, and should ho demand it tho gentle- 
m(!n with him on (h',.' part of the, gentlemen of the Council shall remonstrate 
against his demands, jjrovided the Nunab lyzulla Cawn complies with all 
the artich's conlaiiu!d in th. s treaty betu'een llis E.veellcncy and him, excepting 
that article by whi.'h he is to supply a io‘ee and that tlio Nabob Eyzulla Cawn 
do not encourage <jr protect the larmers of tho N.abob’s country in liis own 
country, llis Excellency the Vizier will on his part comply with the articles 
of the former treaty, and the oIKcits of his Government will not protect or 
encourage any of Eyzulla Cavvn’s farmei-s in their districts. I agree to have the 
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treaty on the part of Uis Excellency the Vizier for disengaging the Nabob 
J'yzulla Cawn from the obligation of supplying a force and Hu; paper of gua. 
rantee from tho gentlemen of tlic Council wrote and sent to (he Nabob Eyzulla 
Cawn. Dated the 16th Kawi-ul-Awal 11{)7 llijri on 17th of tho luontli of 
February 1783. 

Agreed to in Council at Fort William, the 301 h June 1783.

11 V Lord,— I most sincerely congratulate Your Lordship, .fee., on the 
successful ellorts of this brave army in carrying .-it one stroke tlic wliolo of the 
outposts and redoubts of the enemy, with 18 picees of artillery mount(Rl in 
tluiin, their loss in Europeans killed and wounded, according to the Prisoners’ 
Kepori, being 2(i odicers and (500 men. We have also lost many excellent ollieers 
ami brave men. On the jurceding day, 1 called as a council of war the 
two ollieers next in eommaud to me, iMajor-Goneral Ernce and Colonel Stuart. 
T aec[uaiuted them of the stati; of our affairs in g('neral, the letter I had received 
from tlie Admiral re[)resenting the sickly condition of his men, and the state of 
the water, whieli might oblige him to return to Madras; iilso the approaeli of 
llieFrcneh fleet, hut above all (ho indefatigable industry visible in the vast works 
they were making on tiie high grounds and lines in eonimunieation with the 
post, commonly called Erychniyres, thus stretcliing along the next by wliieli w'o 
must approach the ])laee, and I r('f|nested General Urueo and Colonel Stuart 
fn!«‘ly to speak tlieir miiids. 1 had called the Cliiof Engineer and tlie eommaiid- 
ing ollieers of the Bengal and Coast Artillery as delil)erative, d(!siring tt) know 
ill their dilferent departinoiils if they wore in readiness in so far as regarded 
inritr-rials for closing the redoubts after we sliould get possession, and to form a 
sort of first parallels, and as to guns with the sullieient supply of stores for the 
enterprise. 'I'liey agreed that (werytbing was in readiness, and wo were niiaiii- 
niously of opinion Unit there was not .an liour to be lost in driving the Froncli 
from all their outposts into Cnddalorc or under the guns, f immediately prosenl- 
ed the plan I mi'ant to follow in elfecting our jiui'pose, a copy of whieli 1 
liave the honor of enclosing. It was in general most (‘.xactly followed, Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Kelly, in the precise moment agreed upon, got possession of tlie 
posts of the enemy in the Bandipollam bills, with tb'ir guns, and IJeutenant- 
Colonel Catlicart,*at the bond of the Grenadiers, supported by Colonel Stuart, 
commanding the advanced pickets on the left, consisting of the remains of the 
7;{rd reginnmt under Captain Lamont, and two battalions of sepoys made a 
inoveuumt to turn the enemy’s right flank. In advancing they sustained sncli 
heavy lire, and the ground so* dillienlt, that with great judgment Colonel Stuart 
covered his people until he could bettor reconnoitre, and some further disposition 
could be taken to approach the enemy from dilferent quarters. Nearly about 
the same time he seat me a report of his situation, and I gave- orders in conse- 
quence to tlie reserve under ‘Colonel Gordon to make a movement in advance to 
tlieir left, and to Major-General Bruce to march from the right in the direction 
of the redoubt, if the ground ivould admit of it. The General liad veiy pro- 
perly po.sted Lieutenant-Colonel Edmondson upon the sand hills near tlie sea 
to support the four brass 1 8-poundors, and prevent our being flanked on that 
side. IJpou further information that the redoubt which principally annoyed the 
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('Jrcnadiers was to bcgo^t at in the rear, orders were given for the Grenadiers, the 
irservo, and the riglit under General Bruce to close upon the enemy with their 
inusfjuetry, leaving their guns under cover, and I desired the commanding 
ufTieer of Artilh^ry to tire three guns as a signal and to continue a heavy fire 
for liv'e minutes on the enemy’s redoubt in the front, opposite to Colonel Stuart 
. 111(1 the Grenadiers, whilst the reserve under Colonel Gordon was moving on. 
l.'pon our fir(5 ceasing the afta(*k on all sides to begin. The reserve which 
cDiLsisted chiefly of the remains of Itis Majesty’s 101st and of the detachment 
from the 15th and 16th Hanoverians, with five companies of Captain Muirhead’s 
Iiattalion of sepoys, advaaccul in the best order imaginable under tlm heaviest 
lire of muscpietry round and grape from the enemy that I everh(*held; tlio 
greater part had got within tlie enenny’s entrenehments ; many of our oirujors 
fell then'. Th<! delaelniient of Uis IMajesty’s Uanoverians under Lieufenant- 
Coloiie I \V agenham and Jfajor Vai’onious behaved most remarkably well ; the 
Major f(*ll ill the atteinjit. 'Phe company of Grenadiers of His Maje.sty’s 101st 
and the oirieers of that corps and the olTieers and sepoys of the 20th Carnatic 
Battalion shewaal the greatest spirit, and steadiness, and if the other men of tin; 
101 .st had seconded I he elTorts of their oflio'i’s and their Grenadiers, there is not 
1 doubt but the business would have been over at onci'; hut they did not, and 
our |)eople in that attack were for a certain time drove back and pursiu’d 
to a eonsidi'rahlc distance by the enemy. However, at that iireeise time when 
tile Jb’'r('n(;h w'cre in pursuit, onr Grenadiers under Lieutc'iiant-Colonel Catheart 
.tiid .Major Moore with Colonel Stuart and Capt.ain Gimorit, wath the precious 
n-inains of the 76rd, entered the redoulit on the side Avhero it was not entii'ely 
elo.sed, and not only took possession of it, but puslnM forward to a post calhal 
Hryekmycr’s eonsidorahly in advance, and were for some timo in possession of it 
w ith the guns, hut ohligiid to <piit upon fresh troops pouring in upon them. Our 
people kept hold of the first rc'douht as commanding or enlilading everything in 
tlie front or to the right of it, and therefore a good jioint to go from in our 
approaches; it w'as ordered to lx* chm'd l)y the Chief Engineer as soon as pos- 
sible. The bavoek done by onr guns from the heights now appc'ared jilain, and 
having thus seeui’cd by Colonel Kelly and his brigade the commanding points of 
t In? Bandipollam hills, giving an opening to the large tank that lays between 
them, and sei'ing from tiu'nce in reverse the whole' hound-hedge of Cuddalore, 
uid having secured a ]xjst for to approach from, of sneh imjiortanee as before* 
iiienlioned, T (honglitit sullieient for the day, eonsieh'ring the number of our 
Inave iiK'H tliat had fallen. The spirit of our people? after so .sevi-re an action 
wa.s so undauutc'd that I. was urge'd tej proceed further and to drive the w'hole of 
tilt! enemy into the fort that evening although we must have had both heavy 
guns and musejuetry to enoountcr with. But I declined it hejth for the above 
reason, and be(?ause, from my know'lodgo of the Ereneh, I was sure* that after 
i niglit’s relleetion of wliat hapjiened they would not try a second day out of 
the fort. It happened so, for they ahaudoued in the eemr.se of the? night all 
their remaining emtjiosts and drew, olf the'ir guns, exee[)ting three, which wc 
inouglit into tin; re'doubt. 'I’he emdosed return will shew' to Your Lejrdship, 
.Ve., the guns we have taken from the enemy. Tw'o of tlieiu are upon the hill 
ind two in the re'douhl, ready to open against their former m;i.sters. I shall 
ilia se'jiarale letter, .so soon as I know' it with pre'cision, acquaint you of the 
less on our, side*. It is with inlinite regret that I mention tlie lejss of Captain 
Douglas, Deputy Adjutant-General, as an oflieer and a inemlx?!’ of society, and 
t he same of Lieute'nant i’eter Camplx'll, my first Aid-dc-Camp. Major Varetiious 
fell harangning his men aelvane'ing tei the ri?(loul)t. The Uon’hle Captain 
l.ind.se'y, Coinmaiidirig the Grenadiers of the 7>^rel, Avas wounded and taken pri- 
soner, re'fusing to sulle'!’ his own jieople to remain beJiind Avith him. I have had 
no aeeoniit of liim since*. In a Avord nothing 1 believe in history over exceeded 
the heroism and coolness of this army in general, visible to every one, for it 
lasted from t in the morning to 2 in tlie afternoon. I think it my duty 
to give the earliest information to tlic Admiral. T se'nt him a letter of Avhich 
the enclosed is a copy. I liave received his ansAver, by which I think wc may 
look for his steady siqiport until the serA'ieo is over, specially as Ave can now by 
the assistance! of a battalion from Tanjore, at Porto Novo and Chilluinhruni, 
giA'e him every assistance, both in provisions and wafer, Avliich he may need. I 
enclose to Your Lordship, &e., a letter Avrote? to Mr. SuIiA'an on that and other 
as ¥. D. 
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subjects. The Admiral with the whole fleet is now at anchor near our riec 
sliips, and by our last account Monsieur Suffren was se(‘n by him to the south- 
ward with 15 sliips of the line and two frii^ates. I have UTote to Major-Gcn- 
ei*al Bounjoyne to f?ivc orders (with the previous information to Govi'rnment) 
tliat 200 Ilanoverians, witli all tin; recovered m<’n and rc'cruits beJongiii!? to 
Ilis Majesty’s troops now at or near the Pr(.‘sidc*n(^y, be sent with the utmost 
dispatch to us by sea, and I beg leave to recommend to Your Lordship, Ac., 
to order the same regarding the recruits and recovered men of the Com]>any'8 
Europeans. In a separate letter I shall give the reasons. Y'our Lordship, Ac., 
will see from my letters enclosed to the Admiral what has been done relative to 
Chillumbrum, and my reasons for not losing a moment in taking jjossi'ssion of 
that important post. Lieutenant Jlrickmyre, who commands, acquaints me in 
two letters that ho has found 31 pieces of cannon thcTe, and that ho is now 
busy in unspiking the few that were spiked. An iiilinite number of cannon 
and musquet balls has been found, and he has found the mc'ans to extinguish 
the lire which tho enemy had set to the paddy and rict>. He thinks he w ill !«' 
able to save 8,000 or 10,000 collums of jiaddy, and to discover a gri'at deal more 
M'hieh is hid there and in tho eount.ry. lie is a very diligent painstaking man. 
speaks the language, and knows tho mannen* of the country people, and 1 think 
him the jiropcrest man for the iirescnt to (command there. Monsieur SulVrcn 
being aetually now at anchor at the mouth of ilui Caloroon, hut 1 know Ihick- 
mvro is not soon frightened. I liavc had no answer from the IVorriore Polhnu 
man, and yet there can be no cxcu.se if w<- are not no\v Avcll supplied witli 
bullock and sliccji because Cliillumbrum secures the eommunication. 1 bcc 
leave to reeommeud Major of Brigade Biebardsoii to be Deputy Adjiitant-Gen- 
oral in tlu^ room of Ca])taiu Douglas, and Lieutenant diaries Smart to be my 
second Aid-de-Caiup upon the esUiblislimcnt, in the room of Ideutcuant P. Cam)»- 
bell. If there has been any omission on my part in not informing Y^our Lord- 
ship, &c., that Lord AVilliam Murray, wiio has the King’s leave to serve as 
Captain in llis Majesty’s troops in the East Indies, and the same in regard to 
Jdoutenant Thomson, Lieutenant and (iuartcr-.Master with the Grenadiers, ] 
say if through any want of form these olliccrs or others who I do not ri'collcct 
liave not been r(?ported by me to Your Lordship, &c., 1 trust tluy will not 
sutler on that account by being denied their allowance according to their ranks 
and station, those otlieers having acquainted mo that the Paymaster decline.'- 
ji.aying thorn but by your orders.

Tho army lay upon their arms for 20 hours after the busine.ss of the l.'lth 
was over, and until I had tho means to hring our eamj) fin tla r in advam t'. 
now that we bad silenced the guns planted on tho enemy’s out])osts. Our right 
is now ivithin a mile of Cuddalore, but as 1 bad the honor in a former lettei 
to represent to Your Lordship, Ac., having now so large a circuit of posts to 
occupy in front, added to our loss in action and sickness incident to fatigue, and 
having nearly a brigade to cover our rear and Landing place, I rejicat that 
unless the force under Colonel Eullarton does come near to eo-ofierate and take 
otf some part of tho heavy duty that now falls to our share', this army will in a 
very short time be melted to nothing through sickness and other accidents. 1 
have accounts of bullocks and sheep to a consiflerable numbc'r, but in very bad 
order, being arrived at Pcrmacoil. However imicli we may need them, it is 
imiiossible for mo to send an escort, and tliereforo you will be pleased to let 
Lieutenant Dows know that bo must wait for the liiglit Dragoons and 12t]i 
J^attalion to bring them forward. 1 need not repeat what I have said eoneeriiing 
our want of gram. In case my information is right that there is none now in 
these ships here, the horses must inevitably be ruined, if tho quantity indented 
for has not been sent, and if 7,000 bags are now deficient of the indent. 
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I. havo mislaid my letter of tlio 14th to the Admiral. I can only find that 
of the lltli now sent, but I desire Sir Edward to forward to Your Lordship, &c., 
the otlier letter. The papers now enclosed are No. 1, letter to the Kesident at 
Tanjore ; No. 3, General disposition for the attack of the French lines on the 
l.'Uli ; No. 4, lletunr of ordnance taken.

Bow Buelv.sey informed me that Scindia had letters from Poonali, from 
which ho found, that althou^li llagonath Row’ had agreed with Keshoo Pundit 
to come here, and that he was only waiting for money for his use, and although 
some writings had passed hetween him and Seindia on the subject, lie was now 
likely to take another resolution, as Harry Pundit, i)artly, as was supj)ossd, 
with the concurrence of Nanah, had pressed him strongly to conn; to Poonah, 
and olferod to giv<5 his granddaughter in marriage to his tllagonath Row’s) 
son, and that as Ragonath Row’s -wife was strongly on tlie side of Harry Pundit 
it wa.s apprelunided that Ragonath Kow would take that part, in which case 
Seindia said it wmuld overset the plan coneerh'd in our treaty and draw retlee- 
tioiis on himself as he could not then he answerable for Ragonath Row’s safety 
and honor whii-li might he in danger. He therefore desiral that 1 w'ould write 
to JNIr. Boddain to endeavour to ])ersuade Ragonath Row to come along with 
lv(‘sh()() Pundit, and at any rate prevent him from going to Poonah. 

I asked Bow Bueksey how ]Mr. Boddam could pi’cvont him ? He replied 
he might detain him at Surat. I ol)served that in such ease, if tlic Pesliwa 
should write to Mr. Boddam that the period of the treaty was expired, and he 
must not protect Ragonath Row any longer, and much loss d<‘taiu him against 
his will what then must Mr. Jloddara do? Bow Bueksey replied that he must 
answer tliat he acts according to the ])lan concerted between Seindia and Mr. 
Anderson, and that ho would write to them on tlie subject before he can receive 
an answer. I remarked that the Pesliwa might reasonably say that there is 
another article in the treaty, by which Mr. Bodilam must he regulated in 
preference to anything settled verbally, and tliat as he had proposed that Scindia 
and J should have a mei'ting in two or three days, I would in the mean time 
consider it, and then consult with Scindia about what ought to be done. 

I had received intelligence some two days ago that Scindia had given a 
kholaut of rejoicing to Tippoo’s vakeel on the happy nows of the victory gained 
by his niashu* over the English. I could si:arc»dy believe this intelligence, but, 
as I knew it was circulated m all the nev^spapers, I thought it sufliciently pro- 
bable to mention it to Bow Bueksey. ConU’;iiy to my expectations he acknow- 
ledged the Imth of the main cin-umsfanee, the giving of the khelaut, hut said 
that the oecasimi of it. was only <ui the man’s hi-iug appointed from the Deccan 
to officiate as a news-writer. L stati'd to the Bow the construction that would 
he put on this circumstance in the ideas of all the neighbouring powers, and 
the difficulty I should bo under in meutioning it to my superiors. I added that 
.16 !■'. n. 
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it was of so muc'li conspc|uoncf* and had thrown me info so much perturbation 
of mind that I rnust from this day leave oil all further business ; that 1 desired 
ho would mention what had passed betwixt us to Seindia, and consider what 
was now to be done to corn^ct the elfects of tliis imprudence, and that I should 
myself take a little time for calm rellection. 

i:Hh.7iine.—\n tlie evening Bow Bucksey came to me. lie said that lie had 
informed Seindia of what T had said yesterday; that this had thrown him into 
the greatest consternation; that hi; had at lirst resolved to come immediately to 
me to explain matters; that afterwards it was ri'solvcd Bow Buckscy should lirst 
coine to mo; and that having retjiu'sted me to slate to him openly every suspi- 
cion I might harbour of any kind he was to shew me some pajtcrs ; and that 
then Seindia and 1 should have a meeting to remove elfectually all my doubts, 
and to obviate as far as possible the evil consequences that might arise from 
the conduct of 'l’ip[)oo’s Vakeels in publishing to the world the circumstance of 
the khclaut, and ascribing it to an occasion very different from that which had 
really given rise to it. 

I informed Bow Bucksey that I had shown no doubts or suspicions on 
any other point; tliat indeed on receiving the lirst news of the capture of tin; 
Hanger, and the sibrnce of the Beshwa, I could not help entertaining many 
doubts of the Beslnva’s Ministi'rs, and I had freidy communicated them to 
him, but that it appeared, I'rom my last letters from Bombay, tliat the Peshwa 
had written to that Governmtuit that he liad given orders for the relea.se of 
the Hanger, aiid Ibat if this took place and the Peshwa sent people, as if, was 
expected, to carry the treaty into execution, of course every doubt that I could 
have upon the subject immediately vanished. It was therefore needless for 
me to .say anything further on that matter until I should receive further 
advices from Bombay. That with ri’spect to Seindia himself 1 had not the 
smallest suspicion or complaint except what Avas inspired by the eircumstanees 
of the khclaut, and that this I wished to have eli*ared up before Ave discussed 
any otlier husini'ss, as it Avas .already circulated to all the neighbouriug courts, 
and AAmuld doubtless he tr.ansmitted through many chanuels to my superiors 
.at C.aleutta, in whose minds (unless some explanation was givmi by Seindia 
through me) it would be n strong refutation of all that I bad for <a long time 
been Avriling in praise of his friendship and sincerity. 

Bow Buckscy then cnlarg<'d on Scindka’s .strong attachment towards the 
linglisb, the satisfaction Avliiidi be derived (rora tlie character he had acijuired 
Avitli our Government as avcII in this country, as in Europe, and the jealousy 
which his connection Avith thci English had given rise to in the minds of soim' 
of the iMinisters, he then produced to me the following original papers: — 

No. 1. Translation of a letter to Maliijee Seindia from Gohind Ram 
and Sicca ll.am, his Vakeels .at i’oonp.h, dated the PJtii of Jum- 
mud-ul-Okhur, 1197 of the llijir.ah. 

No. 2. Transl.ation of a letter from Nanali Phurnavese, dated the 9th 
Zummad-ul-Suany. 

No. 3. Translation of a Arahratt.a letter from Nanah Plmriiavese to 
Mada Bow Seindia, dated the 12th of Zummad-iil-Suauy. 

It was, he s.aid, in consequence of the first letter that Seindia had given 
some clothes to Tippoo’s Vakeel. Ife had given them as .a thing of course on 
lus appointment, and without any reference Avliati'ver to the news of Tippoo’s 
success, lie ohseiwed that that iicavs had not re.ached the Vakeel by .any des- 
patches from his principal, or from the superior V.akeel at Poon.ali. He remarked 
that if a khelaut had been giA^en on the occasion of the news, it should have 
been given also to the old Vakeel, who had attended his camp for many 
years, and not been confined to the ncAA’- one avIio camo in. the train of Nur 
Sing, and had now on his do.ath succeeded in part of his <jharge. He remarked 
that since 1 liail been in his camp news had been received of several vic- 
t jries gaimal by ffydor over the English, but he had never on any former 
occasion of that kliid given .a khelaut to his Vakeel; it would indeed be 
absurd if he did it now at a time when his Avhole thoughts Avere taken up in 
.strengthening his connection withthc English. Ho observed that with respect to 
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Tippoo tlic situation of his own tcrritorios gave him very little reason either to 
fear his enmity or court his favour ; it was only in prosecuting the plans of 
the English and the Feshwa that he could ever have anything to do with 
him. J3ow JJucksey concluded with tcdling me that he had now laid matters 
liefore nnr, and Scindia would come himself tomorrow in order effectually to 
remove all my doubts, and would give me auy assurances, either verbal or in 
writing, that I chose. 

Bow Bucksey had now said everything that was to be said, and ho expect- 
ed my reply. I approved of the judicious conduct which Scindia and Bow 
Bucksey had adopted in their candidly imparting everything to me. I assured 
him that I entertained no doubts Avbatever of Scindia, with whoso conduct I 
had always been perfectly satisfied; that on the circumstances which had given 
rise to this discussion he had given me the fullest satisfaction, and I sliould 
not fail to represent cverytliing to my superiors in a proper light ; that I was 
sorry to put Scindia to the trouble of visiting me; that with respect to myself 
it was wholly unneeo.ssary, as nothing remained lobe cleared up, but that 1 
should with pleasure acc(;pt of the honor ho intended me, as an external 
demonstration of his attachment to the English would be the most effectual 
means of courxte racking all the idle reports of this kind which had been eir- 
I'ulab'd to the different Courts of llindostan in consequence of bis giving 
cloths to Ti 2 )poo’s Vakeel. 

15th Jane . — Scindia ])aid me a visit. After he bad conversed some time in 
public, he retired with three or four of bis confidential oHiccrs k> a sejiamtc 
tent, where avo held a long conference. lie seemed extremely anxious to obli- 
terate the impressions which T might have received from bis having given 
cloths to Tippoo’s Vakeel, lie repeated all tltat Boav Bucksey bad before 
said on tlu! occasion, and be added that aft<n* having eng.iged so dee])Iy in the 
interests of the English, it would be absurd in him to court the friendship of 
their oi)pou('nt. lie exputiated on the warmth of his attachment to the Englisli, 
and to the Governor-deiioral in jiarticular, for whom he entertained so strong 
and unalterahlc a regard that if it were even ])Ossihlo, ho said, that ever the 
Company should abolish the ju'cscnt connection, his sentiments of friendship 
for the Governor- General Avould remain invariably the same, lie remarked how 
little he Avas subject to he influenced by tiunporary misfortunes to which in th(‘ 
course of Avar all Avere lial)Ic ; that w'hilst Colonel Camac was acting against 
him hn had received the nows of «lilTercnt advantages gained by llydcr over 
the English, to Avbich bo bad j)aid little regard ; that if such AA'as the case at a 
time when be was engaged in hostilities against ns, it Avas not likely that be 
Avould ])ay much regard to ncAvs of this kind noAv Avlien be Avas connected 
with us by the closest ties of friendsbij). lie remarked that the B(5shAva was an 
infant, and that although be himself AA’as cutrusttal Avitb the charge of Ins’ 
interests witl» n’speet to tUo English, yet I must Avell know the disposition 
of some of the i)ersons who bad aetiuired an inllnenec in the direction of bis 
all'airs. lie hinted that In; ti'usted to (jur siijjport to enable him at some 
future j^eriod to set matters to rights, and In; iiiferred that as be looked to us 
for sujq)ort in his domestic concerns it Avould b(; absurd in him to forfeit 
our favour by any foreign connoetious. lie paid mo some compliments and 
observed be was sure that a friendsliip that AA-as established in our hearts avouIiI 
never bo affected, at wliatever distance I might be, by any misrepresent- 
ations of t;xternal circumstances. He cx(>ressed himself pleased at my commu- 
nicating my doubts on the ]iresont occasion to Boav Bucksey, and VA’isUed tbal 
if 1 bad any others I Avould freely state them. In my reply I assured 
Scindia of the thorough conviction which I had of bis friondsbij), and of the 
reliance Avbich the Englisli pbiced on it in resj)Oct to the circumstance which 
bad given him so much trouble at present. I ren»arkod that I bad laid it 
down as a rule to communicate Avith Bow Bucksey Avilbout reserve every idea 
that occurred to my mind, and everything that 1 heard, hoAVCA'er loose or ill- 
founded ; that I had adoi)ted this rule because in the situation in which I was 
placed it Av.as j)articulariy incumbent on me to guard against the effect ol 
misrepresen tell ions, and he must be sensible that there Avere not wanting many 
who were ready to lay bold of everything on Avhieh they could jilace an un- 
favourable construction ; that the e.vj)lanations be bad given me were fully 
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satisfactory, and that I had no doubts whatever remaioin" in my mind. I 
assured liiin that I could with confidence declare that the favorable sentiments 
which he entertained towards our Government could not jpxceed those which 
our Government entertained towards him ; that the Govcrnor-General, wliose 
letters were written with the frankness of private friendship, in every one of 
them expressed his sentiments of tSciudia in a style of uncommon Avarmth ; that 
I had tJicn in my hand one Avhich I had that moment received, in Avliich, 
speaking of the affair of the lUiwjer, ho seemed to entertain iieitlier doubt r.or 
apprehension, as Scindia, he said, was coneorned as the guarantee in procuring 
redress, and that in every point ho placed his reliance on him, 

Scindia seemed not to have the smallest doubt regarding the Hanger. He 
assured mo that Nanah had sent down a Pundit to make emjuivy into the 
cause of that affair. In addition to the circumstances mentioned before, he 
said that it Avas alleged the Mahr:itta llect had bc*en out on a piratical cruise for 
some time, and could not possibly be informed of the final eonclusioji of tlie 
peace. 

With regard to Tippoo he said that his ])eople had declared that tlu'ir 
master was Avilling in all things to be regulated by him, but tliat he expected 
a more direct and express answer through Hamjei' ffatcle, Avhom be had for 
that purpose sent to Poonah. A dispute had aiiseii betwext him and the 
French. Tipi)00 AA'anted to r<'Strict tlio French from all correspondence! Avitli 
the other country poAvei’s, but they had answered that they W(‘re his allies, not 
his servants, and would correspond Avith Avhomsoevc'r they pleased. Poav Puek- 
sev afterwards informed me that partly on account of these disputes Ti])poo 
had laid aside his intention of returning to the Carnatic, and would canton 
during the rains in his own country. I took an o|>portunily of mentioning to 
Scindia the ncAvs Avhieh I had y(\sterdny rec(!ived of a i)eaee Avith France and 
Spain. This led to a long conversation, in Avhich it seemed to be agreed by all 
that a general peace in llindosian, as Avell as in Europe, was now very near. 

At Seindia’s desire I produced tbe ratified copy of the additional treaty. 
He expressed his satisfaction at the coneurnmee of our Government Avith liis 
wishes in this matti'r, as Avell as on the renunciation of the rights Avhich avc 
held in consequence of treaties Avitli llagonath flow. 

After a long eonferonee in Avhich each seemed more than nsu.ally desirous 
of shoAving their mutii.al reirard, Heindia look his leave, and avc j)arted to all 
appearance more than ever satislied Avith each other.

Accordingly Nanah having sent for Noor C.awn, the Vakeel of 
llydoA' Naiek, and held a conversation Avith him, ho wr(>t(* a letter to Tij)poo, 
which he consigned to llu! said Vakced, and also caused him to Avrite ;i letttm 
from himself to Tippoo Sahib: Ibis matter you Avill understand from Nanab’s 
own writing, in the, lifetime of Hyder Cawu the above mentioned Nof)r Cawn 
dispatched Nnr Singh Row to your presence to transact bpiiiess. 'I’hcre Avas 
a pundit in the capacity of a news-writer along with him, avIio at ]nescnt 
attends upon. you. Witli roi^rird to this pundit, NoorCuwn Iiiis iiil()iiiH<l us. tint 
after the death of Nur Singh he sent him a j)OAver to traris.act business that 
Iag nii"'bt send, intelligence from tlicucc, and lie has desired us to it present this 
circumstance to you. Wc therefore rt'quest that you Avill giVe him favourable 

assurances, and for his encour.agement give him a fcAV pieces ot ck>th, for his 

v-rithio's arc credited by Noor CaAvn avIio has Avritten to lippoo Saliih, until 
an answer arrives it is necessary you should keep the said pundit Aiith encou- 
ragement and favourable assurances, also furnish the family of the deceased 
Nur Sing with a passport and send them to the Dckkan. 
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2. Tiaiibl;‘<iou o£ a letter from NaNah Phornavees, written tlie 9tli JnmmaJ-ul-Suany, 

You wrote “that Mr. Anderson had given you a letter for Iho restitution 
of the Pesluva’s forts and territories, and had written to the gentlemen at 
Bornhay and Surat to deliver them up; that he had also written regarding 
Kagonatli How, and that you had aeeordingly forwarded these letters to Surat 
hy the hands of Kislioo Anunt. That it was advLsahhi in the first place to 
leeeive possession of the territories, and that the business of Jlagonath Row 
would become a subsequent matter, for it would not be proper to defer taking 
])osscssion of the territories on account of Hagonath Row; that everything 
would be settled according to the periods stipulated; that T must therefore 
receive the letter for the delivery of the territories ; and that you liad on this 
subject fully expressed to Narroo Slier Dee, by whom they would be communi- 
cated to me." 

All these particulars I have fully understood. It is very well. You will 
accordingly cause the letter for delivering up the forts and territories to be 
forwarded to me,

I have received your Icl ter in “ wbieli you mention that from the nmvs- 
y)apers and other channels of intelligeneis you have licanl that Purseram 
Bhow and Anuund Row Bastah, with 10,000 troops, are going txj the assis- 
tance of Tippoo; and that they are actually gc'tting ready for that purpose; 
that a friendship h.aving been established betwixt the English Government 
and the Peshwa this iiiUdligcmce has given you great astonishment; that such 
moasun’s never must taka; phna*; that on the contrary orders must he issued for 
punishing Tiyiyioo, and troops must he soon detached for that purpose. 

My friend, since I have settled through you a treaty with the Englisli, 
how is it |)ossihle that I sliould think of smiding troops to the assistance of 
TiyipooV This is a thing that never can he, nor is it .advisable. But letters 
have been written from Poonah toTijipoo, proposing to liim a friendship with the 
Peshwa. If he should refuse to comply with the late treaty, the lilnglish and 
till! Peshwa will unite together and carry on war against him. But the season 
of the rains is new near at hand, and we must wait for an answer to the letters 
which have lw 3 en written to Tippoo. It is impossible to act with any effect 
against him during the rainy season. After the rains are over we must prepare 
for Avar; you are well informed of the distress which this Government is tinder 
For money. Our pidncipal Chief is Ilolkar. I have nritten to Narroo Pundit 
* How Huokst'y itiformod mo tliiit about the means* to he taken in order to enable 

him to lioltl liis troops in rcudinoss. You also will

Sir, — Conformably to tlio r(!forcnce of 11x5 Eoanl I recommend and enjoin 
your strictest attention to the following instructions ; — 

is/~Tlie balance due from the Nabob Vizier to the Company, jiartly from 
the negligence and inaccuracy with which the montlily accounts were drawn 
out, and partly from the inattention of the late Rosldenl, bad boon suiTered 
to accumulate to an amount exceeding that at wbicli it stood at the close ol 
the last y(»r, notwitlistanding the .special care which I myself had taken in my 
agreement with the Nabob Vizier concluded on the 19th of September 17bl 
at Cbunar, and my instructions delivered at the same time to the llesident, since 
inforced with very peremi)tory and repeated orders. 'J'his obliged me lately 
to write in very strong and unusual terms both to the llesident and to the Minis- 
ter, and produced the elfcct of an immediate exertion and con.seQuent dischari'<‘ 
of a part of the balance, and assurances of the specaly payment of the remaimha'. 

I do not implicitly rely on these a.ssurances, but ifoucludc that on your arrival 
you will find either a large balance still outstanding of the last year’s account, 
or that the whole has been i)aid olT by encroachments on the current year’> 
revenue. In either case your attention will be ecpjally reipiinA to the *slal<'- 
inont of this year’s assignment unle.ss it shall have been alr(!ady accomplished. 
You will be careful to guard against ficticious estimah's, and if any such shall 
appear in the assignment already formed, you will of course insist upon tlu'ir 
being changed for otlua’s or their jununa reduced to their rival value, and ot hers 
added to comphdo the sum of the yivar’s demands, I hat is to say, the last year's 
arrears, the two subsidies of the eurrent year,* and the other sums for the pay-t 
ment of whieb our Govcrnnient lias or shall have made ilsidf responsibh*, soj 
that at the close of the year the whole sliall be entirely and comiiletcly dis-' 
charged. 

iind — You ivill observe a very considerable dill’crence hetwiM’n Mr. Middle-1 
ton’s and the corrected account delivered to liim by tin; Aecountant-Genernl,{ 
and now in the possession of your Accountant, Mr. ’VVomhwell, a diil’crence ! 
nearly equal to 30 lacks of rupees. To th^^ former, though made u]> \vi*hi 
false calculations, gross omissions, and even halanciis fulsidy transferred from 
Olio month’.s account to the other, Mr. Middleton lias pertinaciously adhered, 
atlccting to call the dilferonce a new claim upon the Nabob. I fear this may 
render it an unpleasant onicc to you to rectify his errors, as I havi^ no douhl 
that the same declaration which be lias made to this Govi'rnmcnt will have 
boon made as a conec.ssion to the Nabob and bis Minister, and of <‘our.se your 
demand for the dilVerence treated as unjust and formed on false iirctemtes. But. 
the real account is so clear, and the diirerenccs so .self-ajipa rent, that it will 
be impossible for the Minister to controvert or mlsumUrstand them, howevi'i 
he may affect the latter. 

3rd — Endeavour to obtain an early and minute information of the state of 
the Province of Oude especially, and the rest of the Nabob Vizier’s domi- 
nions, and report the result of your enquiries to me under the following 
beads, viz. : — 

Isl — Their Government. 

Snd — Their military defence and distribution of the Niabob’s forces. 

Srd — Revenue. 

4th — Disposition and actual conduct of the zeminders, and the moans 
taken for restoring and preserving the quiet of the country. 
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Qth — Tho cliaractoi* and credit of the principal Aumils. 

6lh — Under this general head I must also refer to your enquiry, and 
desire you will inform me whether the sums lately levied, or 
affirmed to have been levied and brought to the Company’s 
(Ted it by Mr. Thomson, have been drawn from the revenue of 
the last year, or borrowed, and assignments given for the repay. 
m(ait on the nwenucs of that year, or exacted by anticipations 
of the current revenue, one of which eases I very much sus- 
pect, because they must have been received at a season ixi 
Avhich the regular colletdions are always at a stand. 

7th — Also by what mode and through what agents these collections 
were made. 

i(h — Immediately on your arrival sound tho disposition of llyder Beg 
Cawn ; his conduct has for some time past been hii'hly rcproaehable. Till within 
these three montlis, when Mr. Johnson assumed a large portion of his autho- 
rity, lit; ]>ossess('d without coni rol both thci unpartieipaled and on tii‘o adminis- 
tration, with all the powers anncx(‘d to that Government, the N.ahoh himself 
being, as he ever must h(“, iu the hands of some ])erson, a mere cypher in his, 
and the sanction by which lie exercised his authority; yet he has dared both 
to use the Nabob’s name and even his seal affixed to letters, either dictated to 
till' Nabob or wriltou from him without his knowledge, containing very impro- 
per demands on our Govi'rmnent, and sueli as I'vidently tended to promote 
llyd(“r Heg’s inlluimee ami interest ; and even to make him assume a very un- 
liecoming tone of refusal, r(‘proaeh, and rcsimtineut, iu oyipositiou to measures 
recommended by me, and even to acts done by my authority in literal eimform- 
ity to tlic Nabob’s own and I'arnest solicitations, such as the resumption of 
t lie jaglu'crs, and the seizure of his father’s treasures which had been so long 
sutVeri'd to remain in the hands of the iJegum, his mother, and the other condi- 
tions of the i ngagement exaeti'd from me at Chuuar. On every oecasiou of 
this kind the late Jtesideut has been the faithful echo and support of the Minis- 
ter's pretensions. I must, tlu'Tefori', have recourse to you foi* the introduction 
of a new system in that Government. Nor can 1 omit, while I express my 
ridianee upon you for this puriiose, to repeat tho sentiments wliieli I expressed 
in the verbal instructions whieli I gave you at your departure '* that there 
^i-an lie no medium in the ri'lalion lietweeu the Ki'sident and the Minister, 
♦‘but either the I’esident must Tx' tho slave and vas.snl of the Miuister or the 
I iliiiister he at the absolute devotion of the Hesident.” Much as I am dis- 
' pleased at the eouduet of < 1\1 inisb!!’ . I impute it more to the sull'eraneo ol 
.\ir. ^Middleton Ilian to hiniMdl, and if he will suhniit to hold his office on such 
-•ondilions as I require i would eertaiiily prefer him to any other man who 
could he nominateii to his olliei* heeause he possessi's abilities and a knowledge 
of Imsiiiess ; he exists by hi s d(‘£(mda,nee on th e inl luence of our Gove rnment ; 
ind above all, because a cTTange of administrati(m’'iii a Government so^oo.se as 
that of Oiuli', where all the parts of it are held together by the exertion ol 
•letiial power, and not by tin* sjirings of an established eonstil.ution, W'ould 
he una\ oidahly productive of eonfusion and loss of revenue; therefore it may 
lie advisable to try him by tho mode of conciliation iu your lirst conversation 
with him; at the same time that it will he necessary to declare to him in the 
]»laiiu'st terms the footing and conditions on which ho shall he permitted to 
retain his ])lace, with the alternative of dismission and a scrutiny into liis past 
eonduet if he refuses it. Iu the tivst place, I will not receive from tho ^abob 
as his, letters dietati'd by the spirit of opjiosition, hut shall cousider every sucdi 
; alli'injit as the Minister’s, and as an insult on our Government. In the second 
I pla<‘e 1 shall exjieet that nothing is done in his official character hut Avith 
I your knowledge and partiei{)ation. At the same time the first share of the 
I responsibility will rest w iili you ; the other conditions will follow distinctly m 
i their jilaees, because 1 consider you a.s responsible for them. 

oth — No Administration can he properly coiidueted AA'ithout regular officers* 
In that of Oude there is not one, the whole being ingroa&etL^y.tJje. Minister. 
Two are indispensably necessary, lirst, an office of colleelious; secondly, an office 
Ilf treasury. I insist upon tho estahll.shTnents being fornied immediately, an<l 
,ii must be your care to appoint such checks to each, that Avhatcver sums are 
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paid from the revenue shall bo duly entered and credit "Iren for their exact { 
amount in the oilice of collections, and in like manner that no s\irns shall pass ■ 
the treasury without a similar eonlrol. 'J’ho heads of these oflices must ofj 
course bounder the general direction of the Minister iri all points excepting I 
their accounts, lor tlio fidelity of which you must be solely responsible, andl 
inode liable to the severest punishments if they falsify them. Wiiat other! 
oflices may have been in use in the time of the Nabob Sluija-ud-Dowla, and <at 
this time necessary, you will enquire, and either cause them to be re*estab* 
lished or not as it shall appear to bo proper. 

In this last description I include the adawluts. You will find them recom- 
incnde(I,_but conditionally, in my instructions to JNlr. Middleton. It is certain 
that the want of them, and the universal and extreme lieeutiousness occasion<.*d 
thereby, is one of the most disreputable defects of the Vizier’s Gov'ernmeni, yel 
I much doubt whether, introduced into such a state at once and abruptly, they 
Avould not add to the mischiefs which they were intended to rodn'ss, for perhaps 
there is scarce an individual who would not become immediately olmoxious to 
their authority, and I fear scarce an individual (iapahle of discharging even a 
small portion of their decrees. While they do not exist] every man knows tin* 
hazard which he incurs iu lending his money. Their establishment miglit tend 
to deceive by holding out the appearance of false assiiranei« ; and with respect 
to o])pressions of every sjieeies, unless eae.h court was armed with a strong 
military foiV'C, it would not he in their power to prevent or pujiisli them, 
neither on that case is it certain that tliey would not, themselves ])rove the 
greatest instruments of oppression. Tlie Aumils in tlie first instance, and the 
Munduls or chiefs of the villages uUimiitely, must supply this did’ect if it caiiuot 
he oth(!rwise rcnuMlied. I nierely intimate this subjijct to yon as prupi’r for 
your enquiry and consideration, hut cannot give you any instruetious coucern- 
ing it. 

6th — Great care must be taken in the eboiee of Aumils. I shall not descend 
to pariieulars, hut enjoin one caution only as indispensalily necessary, that no 
Aumil be appointed to a frontier station witliout sueb pledge or otluT security 
for compelling his personal appearance wheiu'ver najuired, as may itisure beyond 
a doubt his obedience and tidelity, aud both thest; and others wlierevtu’ stationed 
ought to have the means of self-])rote(!tioii and to be trusted and suj)ported. 

8t.h — From the practice wliiehthe late Jh'sideut, his I)e])uty, and tlicMini-s- 
ter seem to have prescribed to themselves of withholding all otiicial iufoianatioji 
from me, I have been under the uece.ssity of formiug my o])inion of the state 
of the Nabob's Government u])oii pii\ale inlelligenet' ; but this from its 
variety, from its coneurronce, notwithstanding the various channels through 
whicdi it has passed, and above all from its noturiely, conics to me ^\in^ all the, 
weight which the bighc.st authority could give it. For some faels I have the 
testimony of sworn evidence*, such are the transactions of the rebel zi'inindars of 
Goorokpur and Broach iu the insurrections of the last year, which had for theii 
immediate object the destruction of Colonel llaunay and the otTieers of bis 
command, and ultimately the extirpation of the Fnglish induence and jiowoi 
throughout the whole of the Nabob Vizu-r’s dominions. Tin* zemindars w ho 
distinguished themselves on this occasion were Zalam Sing, Aji'ct i\lull, Gunoo 
Hoy, and Firty Fall Sing. I am well informed that these nu'ii have persevered 
ill th(*ir rebellious conduct wutliout deviation to the pri'sent time. Though the 
Nabob’s and not our Governim'nt is the object of it, rc'preseiit to the Nabob 
and efl 'ee. til. oil y the bad policy of sulforuig such examples to pass with impii- 
nity. Obtain his order for ’ employing some sun; means for apprehending/ 
these zemindars, and if it shall appear on a fair and icgular enquiry that their 
conduct {(jrii^rds the Nabob (I pass over that whieb regards ourselves alone) ; 
has been, sueli as it has been ri^portcd to be, lie ought, and yon must insist. ■ 
upon it, to punish them with death, and to treat with the siime rigour every 
zemindar and every subject who shall be the leader in a rebellion against hi-- 
authority. Sevc're as this injuiietion m.ay appetir at the tii'st sight, it Avill be 
mercy iu its elTects, if the Nabob will adopt the policy, by insuring the tran- 
quility of his country, and saving the blooil of bis jieople, lor the, resolution 
once published, and enforced io a single instance, will make it unnecessaiy t(» 
prosecute it to a second example.

lOtJi — On the information of the defection of Almass Ali Cawn, of symptoms 
1 apparent of the like disposition in the Aumil of Kohilkhund, and of the general 
i anarchy n hich prevailed in every other part of the Nabob’s dominions, the 
' ]3oard, tliough ollieially unapprized of these as of every other subject requiring 
ilieir knowledge of them, resolved and ordered that a strong detachment under 
Colonel Sir John Cummings should march into the dominions of the Nabob 
Vizier, both for its internal defence, and for the relief of the numerous detach, 
nients, which we understand, and tJiis also from private information only, have 
been made by the solo authority of Mr. Johnson, covered by the Nabob’s 
tbrnial requisition from the army stationed at Cawnjwor. You will receive an 
order from the JJoard to notify to the commanding officer of every detachment 
that its services arc no longer required, which notification it wall rest with your 
discrctio)! to make on the instant in which you shall see that it can be done 
w ith safety, and a cones] tending order will be sent to Colonel Morgan to com- 
mand the instant return of every detachment within four and twenty hours 
after the reeeijit of eveiy such notification. Upon this subject I desire you to 
bear in mind that the army in Cawnpoor, or in whatever part of the frontier 
it may bo stationed, is appointed for the external defence of the Nabob’s domi- 
nions, and for that only; that this was its original destination intended by the 
Treaty of 3773, eommonly known by th.e Treaty of Benares; and that every 
deviation from this ohject, and every diminution of its force, are impolitic, 
and highly dangerous to our own existence, by the encouragement which it 
will .alVord to foreign invasion. I understand that at this time there are 
only tno regiments of sejioys left to siqjport the small body of Europeans, to 
wbieli the slnnigtli of that station is flow reduced. Events may hereafter 
arise of so sudden and urgent an emergency as to require a temporary devia- 
tion from this maxim, hut it will be with the greatest reluctance and dis- 
satisfaction that the Board wdll over hear of such a disposition, and there- 
fore you must he careful that the exigency be such from its urgency and 
necessity as will clearly justify you in deviating from it, though by the 
call of a single regiment, of that station to any jiart of the Nabob’s internal 
dominions ; and on eviay such occasion, you must be careful to comply witli 
every formality enjoined by my insi ructions to Mr. Middleton, dated the 23rd 
of September, and to transmit instant advise of it to the Board not waiting for 
the detail of your reasons, which to prevent delays may follow as you shall have 
more leisure to forward them. I must make it my particular injunction that 
such a notification as I have mentioned .above may be at all events instantly 
transmitted to tlie oflieer commanding the detachment sent to Furruckahad, 
if my information be true that such a measure has been assumed by Mr. 
.Johnson. 

11th — Study on every ocicasion to conciliate the good-will of the Nabob and 
shew him ev(wy osleiisil)le and external mark of respect. I should hope that 
with due attention you would not find it difficult to make him himself tl>o mover 
of every act necessary, whether for the advancement of liis own interest, or the 
discharge of his debts to the Comp.any ; but this can never be effected while 
the Minister maintains that ascendant over him which he at present holds by 
the means of a nearer and more private intercourse, and by affecting to be the 
vindicator of his rights against the claims of our Government. In my late 
engagiMuent with the Nabob it was stipulated that a certain sum should be set 
apart montldy for his private expenses, and this made a part of my private in- 
structions to Mr. Middleton. The sum Avas afterwards fixed, as 1 recollect, at 
.30 lacks. It Avas my inttmtion and direction that this appx’opriation should be 
mad(5 before any other, and this I make ray present injunction to you, requir- 
ing also that you do mak(‘ it a point of immediate and strict enquiry, whether 
the Nabob has hithej-t(; la'eeivod the Avholo and punctual payment of the sum 
assigned to this account, or any part of it lias been Avithheld from him, Avhe- 
ther A\dth or Avitliout hii coiieurrence. 1 mention this because from some 
private inforniatiou Avbicli 1 have lately received I have reason to suspect that 
this is actually the case. WhatcAao* foundation there may be for this report, 
lot justice h'‘ done to the Nabob, and if he has been deceived undeceive him. 

The Nabob has repeatedly and bitterly complained of the indi^ity 
which ho suffers in his authority by the usurpation of the Company’s Re^TcJit* 
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and as repeatedly demanded tliat whenever tlie Company’s balance shall l)e 
(complete y discharpl, he , nay he freed from this vexation, that he may l,e 
permitted to pay the subsidy m ready money ; and that the assignmenls whi.d. 
have been granted to satisly that demand may bo restored to him. I confers 
that 1 did myselt give encouragement to this proposition, knowing at the 
same time the quarter from whenee it earae~I mean from Hyder 11c- Cawn- 
aud willmg to exonerate this Govern ment from the trouble and resnmisihilitv 
and the Company from the disgrace of whatever might attend the adminis- 
tration of the Nabobs Governmoiit, I thought too that it presented a sure 
prospect of the regular payment of the current demands by fhc penalty wliicl. 
would attend the lailure in the resumption of the former system of assi-n- 
ments, and in tho personal claims wliieh it would bring on the Minister. Ilut 
his miseonduct has since manifested itself in so many particular instances 
besides the universal disorder of the country, and this is so alarming in its 
effects to oiir own Government that I shall hesitate, until I have th^surost 
and most satisfactory ^'rounds, to rccomnnaid aii acquiescence in such a mea- 
sure. At present the plea on which it is grounded is probably yet at some 
distance, foi, while I am writing these instructions, fresh circumstances occur 
to my knowledge which made me much suspect the real payment of the sums 
brought to Nabob’s credit for the last year’s balance. It may not, however, 
1)0 amiss to talk with the Minister on the subject, to let him know that it was 
well understood to be a demand for substituting his authority in the place of 
the Company’s, and to invest, him with the sovereignty of the Nabob s domi- 
nions, to ask him nhetlior he sliall in such case expect the Company's protec- 
tion, and if he does by what claim of right ; and whether, in the event of his 
involving our Government in a new scone of hostilities by those which his inal- 
.idministiation may juoduee, nhetlicr internally or by invasion, in|tliat coiintrv, 
he shall think himself in justice exempt from tlie personal vengeance which 
nc may he disposed to exact Ironi him. At all events the proposition must be 
discouraged till a .safer season for its aeeeptauce. hut the absolute rejection of 
it eluded with the Nabob if he shall himself renew it. 

f67A—l''or tlie rest I refer you to my instructions to Mr. Middleton, to 
which in every point not revoked or qualified by these instructions I must 
require your most attentive and literal obodienre. 

17th Discretionary power. I do justice to my sen.se of vonr eliaractor in 
declaring my entire reliance on your prudence and integrity* and to these 1 
tiusl lor youi deviation from any part of these instructions at your discretion 
ill any instance, which shall appear to you necessary to require \i, desiring how- 
ever as a proper caution that as much as you can you will leave the s^ubj('et 
free for my correction of it; and instantly inform me or the Board aceordin- 
to the degree of its importance that you have acted in such a manner with 
your reasons for it.

Letter of instructions from tlic Governor-General to the Resident at the Vizier’s Couit. 


To Mr. Nathaniel Middleton, Resident at tho Court of the Nabob Vizier 

Sir, — Having on the 19th instant entered into certain engagements with 
the Nabob Vizier, tending to relieve Jiis finances of a burthen they were no 
longer able to sustain, with sundry other clamsos, the execution of which is 
entrusted to you, I herewith inclose an authentic copy of the same for your 
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"uidancp. Tlie Nabob on bis behalf has subscribed and sealed an agreement 
ill our presence, and in the presence of Mr. Richard Johnson and llyder Beg 
Cawn, respecting the better administration of his affairs, of which I also trans- 
mit you an authentic copy. 

To those papers, and to the points consequently and necessarily dependent 
on them, 1 tliink it necessary to add the following instructions to which J 
require your most implicit obedience. 

1 need scarcely inform you tliat my chief object in my negotiations with 
the Nabob has been to induce and assist him to bring his Government and 
linanco into such regularity as to prevent his alliance from being a clog instead 
of an aid to the Company, and to enable him to discharge his debt in the 
shortest time possible. T’o this end the most essential point is to limit and 
s( 5 parate his personal disbursements from the public accounts. They must nut in 
their annual amount exceed what he has received in any of the last three years. 
This amount in twelve equal parts should be paid him monthly out of the first 
receipts, and the remainder of the next collections plaited se|)aratcly in a public 
treasury, from whence his jmblic, military, and civil establishment must be paid 
uiubtr the sole management and control of the Ministers Avith your eoncur- 
renei'. It is of course to be undm’stood that this has no eonneedion and is in no 
shape to interfere with the Company’s assignment and the (tollections upon 
I hem, wliicii are to be conducted as usual ; aiul as by the addition of the jagheer 
lands Avitli their revenues f.o the N.abob’s regular colleitiions bis income will, or 
ought to be, eonsidcradly increased, T shall expect that the Avliole of the excess 
be appropriated to the discharge of the Nabob’s debt to the Company, 

After settling the amount of the pcrson.al disbiirsmenls of the Nalxib 
Vizier and his household, tlio next point that Avill requiro your exertion to- 
Avards the gimeml arKingorneiit of the public charges, is to reform llio estab- 
lished Mutaiina troops, reducing them into one established coiqis for the Avliolo 
service. If this corps should be brought to consist solely of envalry, it would 
host answer mutual benoiit, leaA'ing no infantry in tlu^ Nabob’s service but 
what may be necessary for bis hody-gu.ard ; and to sujiply the delieiency, should 
any occur from such arrangement, our infantry may bo eunjloyed Avliero in- 
fantry arc Avanti'd. 

The corps re-formed and established, their pay must be issued from the 
public treasury. No assignments to be in future granti'd them, and those already 
issued to be reealh'd. To eomplele this all members above Avliat the ix-al 
service may require, or the actual net receipts may be adccpiate to the full pay- 
meut of, must be disbanded as fast as tlndr arrears can be jiaid off. 

The Nabob a\ ill seleet and ajijxiiut bis own eomnianders, but if be should 
nominate improjier persons, such as m<-n eommonly known by the name of 
orderlies, or others deriving their intiuenei! from them, or of knoAvn disaffection 
to our Government, you are in sueJi case to n'lnonstrale against it, and if the 
Vizier shall persist in his choice, you are peremptorily and in my name to 
op[)oso it as a breach of his agreement. 

For the management of his collodions the Ministers with your coneur- 
venee are to choose all Auinils and collectors, and in their eboiee to be guided 
by the n'Sjxmsibility, good roputation, :ukI kiioAvn ability of the persons they 
eh'ct, that changes may, as far as possible, be avoided. 

Much is to be said, though little may noAV suit, upon the subject of the 
distribution of justice in the Nabob’s dominions. To the present 1 limit myself 
to direct you to urge the Nabob to endi*avour gradually, if it cannot bo done 
at once, to establish eouits of udawlut throiiglioid. his dislriets, the Barogahs, 
;MovAdavi(’s, and other nflficcr.J of Avbieh must I’e .seh'ored, as in the ea.se of t lie 
Anmils, hy the Ministers ".'itli your eoncurriMiei'. The vA^ant of these courts 
is equ.ally hurtful tn tlie rcveuue, government, and repuration of the Nabob. 

In conseqaenee of the disturbances Avbicb the rebellious example of Baja 
Cheyt Singh has caused in the Nabob Vizier’s country, I have instructed Colonel 
Morgan to assist you on the requisition of the Vizier commiinieatixl by you to 
him, or at your own single application if any case of emergency slionld make 
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i(, needful, with such detachments as may be necessary, exclusive of the roi'i- 
ment of sepoys which is stipulated to remain with you at Lucknow. This 
power you are not to exorcise, biit in case of the most urgent and manifest 
necessity. It is directed that tlio reginient ordered for the immediate protec- 
tion of your office and person at Lucknow shall bo relieved at every three 
months, and during its stay there shall act solely and exclusively under your 
orders. 

It is finally my positive order that you do not permit any British suh- 
joct, or others claiming the name and protection of the Company, to reside at 
[jucknow or within any part of the dominions of the Nahob Vizier, except 
the officers and soldiers of the army acting in their duty, and such persons as 
arc officially appointed to remain there. And tliat to such as are now at Luck- 
now, or in any other part of his dominions not falling within the description of 
the above exception, you give due notie(5 in Avriting that they quit the <;ountry, 
allowing them a reasonable t-ime, not exceeding three months, to settle their 
aU'airs, and in case of their refusal you arc to inform the Nabob th(!reof that 
iic may use his own authority to compel them to depart.

Xst. — That the temporary brigade and three regiments of eavaliy be no 
longer charged to the Nabob’s account for the year Fusl(‘(! 1189, 
excepting aYerm of two and a half months Avliich is required for 
their ] 3 assing the Nabob’s boundaries, and for Avhicli, together 
Avith all former arrears, their usual pay and allowance's are to he 
made good. Also the English officers Avith their Sebnndy batta- 
lions and other gentlemen, excepting the B-esident’s olliee, now 
upon the Nabob’s list, be no longer at his charge for th(5 year 
1189, the arrears being paid up with the addition of two months' 
allowances, the true meaning of this being that no more troops 
be paid for by the Nabob than a number of European infantry, 
arEfnery, ahd*.sepoys agreed foi', under the title of one brigade, Avitli 
tile late Nawab Shuia-ud-Dowlah, now paid for at the rate of 
Hs. 2,00,000 iier month, to which is noAV to be added one regiment of 
sepoys of the present dslablishment expressly allOAVcd for the mu- 
iiose of protecting the office, treasury, aud person of the Eesident 
at“Xucknow, ther pay and alloAA’auces of which are to commence 
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from tho 1st of Aughua next at the rate of Bs. 25^000 per month, 
the regiment to be relieved every^ three months, the brigade to 
be stationed or moved whenever the Nabob shall direct, in the 
mode prescribed in the former treaty with the Nabob Vizier, 
deceased, and finally that wlienever the Nabob Vizier shall 
rcciuire a further aid of troops from the Company, the pay and 
allowances shall commence from the day of their passing the 
Caramnassa. Also should the assistance of the 15 abob’s troops be 
req^uired by the Company, their pay and allowances as may then 
be agreed upon be allowed during the time they may serve. 

^nd.-frThat as great distress has arisen to the Nabob’s Govc'rnment from 
I the military power and dominion assumed by the jagheerdars, he be 
I j)ermittod to resume such as he may find nccessai’y, with a rescrv<} 
I that all such for the amount of whose jaghcers the Company are 
I guarantees shall, in case of the resumption of their lands, be paid 
) tile amount of their net collections through the Bosidcut in ready 
’ money. 

— That as Fyz Olla Khan has, by his breach of treaty, forfeited the 
])rotection of the English Government, and causes, by his conti- 
nuance in his present independent state, great alarm and detri- 
ment to the Nabob, he be permitted, when time shall suit, to 
I'osumc bis lands and pay him in money through the Besidentthe 
amount stipulated by treaty, after deducting the amount and 
charges of the troops be stands engaged to furnish by treaty, 
whieli amount shall be passed to tlie account of the Company 
during the continuance of the presimt war. 

■lih . — That no English Besident be appointed to Eurruekabad, and the 
present one recalled. 

olh. — T'bat the treaties made between the English and the Nabob Shuia- 
ud-Dowlab be ratified bidween the present parties, as far as may 
be consistent with the above written artiidcs, and that no officers, 
troops, or others be put u]»oii the Nabob’s establisliment, exclu- 
sive of those herein stipulated.

Copy of the Agieenioiit made by the Vizier with the (jovernor-Cipiieritl. 

Having on tny behalf agvei'd to the requisitions of the Nabob Vizier 
without dimiuution or rcsci ve, I must now repeat the request, which 1 before 
verbally make to him, that he will be pleased to attend to such proposals as 
£ shall have to make to him, and to these I expect his assent the more readily, 
as they have for their ultimate object bis iutcrost alone, that of the Company 
being no further concerned than in the infiutmcc which they will eventually 
have in the payment of tlu' debt due from the Nabob to the Company. I 
therefore recommend to him to reduce the great number of bis subsidy and 
other troops to regular and complete establisiiments, not to be paid by assign- 
ments of revenue, but in money from the treasury, and their number not to 
exceed the certain means of paying them. But as this may be difficult, with- 
out making a scpaiatinn of the Nabob’s public and private funds, I further 
rccomraend that be K ceive into bis private purse no more than a fixed monthly 
sum for the expenses of his person and household, and that the remainder of 
the net collections be left in the public treasury, under the managemeut of bis 
public Mirdsters, and the inspection of the Besident, for the discharge of his 
military and civil disbursements. 
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This advice is not meant to affect the assignments aetnally made, and which 
must be annually renewed tor the payment of tlie past debt and the current 
(lemauds or the Company.

'Tliv Govornoi-Gcncral Jolivers in the followitiir minute upon the loiter from Fort. St. (Jeoi---. 
of tl»e iOth of .May replyiii*,' to the orders of tlii.s Government, for deliveriiijr the :i.ssion 
meiiL of tlie Carnatic iqi to tlie Nabob : — ” 

Governor-Geneiial — I hnow that it is not the inlenlion of this Eoard to 
waste its lime in a refuttition of .so voluminous and laboun'd a composition 
as that which has been addressed to it from the Fresident and Selecf (.’ommittee 
of Fort St. George. They indeed hav(^ guarded against sucli a recciition of it bv 
a kind of anticipated jtrotesi against a short reply, wliieb they say may in .some 
cases stand in greater ncc'd of an apology than one of length. " Ibit we liavi' other 
eases, and feel that a misapplication of time to a frividous disputation, with the 
pressure of so many call.s for a disposal of it in the service of tin* })ublie intm'i'sts, 
and in a provision lyr their preservation, would bo a weak if not a criiuin;il deser- 
tion of our great othcial trusts. 'I'he letter addressed to us, of which I consider 
Eord Alaeartney’s minute a part, since it maki's part of the samegenc'ral subject, 
consists of tifty-four full wn-itten sheets of general letter paper. A reply' in the 
common form to so pomb'rous a volume would not be sulHeient. Its perplexi- 
ties must be first unravelled, its ob.se urities explained, its ambiguities staled in 
every sense of their construetion, its disjointed parts taken from the order m 
which they stand to write and di.seriminate their relativi* subjects, and their 
relation hraeed to those to which they prores.sedly reply, for neitlur the narra- 
tive nor argumentative parts of this work la sembh's ordinary writings. It pos- 
sessos two qualities, ])eeuliar, and one most ehaiaeteristie. 'I’be, lir.st is tliat 
when a projiosition intended to estaldbh any doubtful fact has been stafi-d in 
fdaiii terms, it is often repeated in a Aariety of ebangi's, gnuliially departing 
from the original question, till both that and its object are involved in ten-fold 
obscurity. The other, wdiieh is peculiar, hut common to all tlu* waitings of tin 
present Administration of Fort St. George, is to .select, the ojiinions of ovi'rv 
person whoso sentiments haA^o been knoA^n to h(' most ojiposito to tludrs, anil 
Avhose judgment they h.ave most nndeviatingly iv'jeeted Avlien appliiul to tlie 
formation ^ public measures, to apply them without regard to the imnu'diate 
que.stion and without any relation to (Ull'erene«> of facts, or distance of time in 
which they Avere originally deliATwed. For what eomu'ction can hi' traced or 
forced bet Aveen an ausAver given by me .seventeen years ago before the House 
of Commous said to be an assertion that the Nabob was desirous of obtaining 
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tlic Soub:i'<lii|) of Bcni'al, and other cxiensivo establishments for his numerous 
family, uitli the rij'lit of Lord Macartney to violate a solemn engagement made 
witli the Nabob, an engagement foumled on the sacriliee or oblivion of every 
sentiment of amlntion ? 

Liom what has been said it will appear that a re])ly to such a production 
would be many tinu's more voluininons than the production itself, and who 
would read it? Not those whose fatigued attention has already laboured 
through llu; tlrst, and who would comprehend it without a previous reading 
and hard study of the first? Lven thest; rolleidious, though applied only to the 
gcTU'ral character of tiu! writings Ixd'ove us, and lu'ci'ssary ])erjiaps to the eon- 
vicliou of those, who not having rt'ad these uritings Avill naturally conclude 
that th('y cotdain something worthy of reply, have already led me into an in- 
ordinalt! length, and let this serve as a speeiimm of that to whieh a regular 
examination of the \\ hole would he inevitahly ])rotraeled, 1 y(*t olTer them 
with sonu' ladiielanee. Let tlumi stand, if they stand, nneoniieeted with our 
inori' suhstantial didiheralions. '10 these I now proceed. 

In the ('xamiiiation of the suhp'ct, presented to tl'.e Board hy the letter 
from th(‘ S('lecl (.’onimittei' of Port 8t. Lo'orge, it Avill he necessary to review 
(he prinei|)al facts and events which hav'e led to the pn’sent state of it. 

In the heginning o! the year 1781, the Nawab At'allah .fab d('piit('d bis 
Diwan Scyiid Assam Cawn and W. Itieliavd Joseph Sulivan to this (lOvorn- 
menl. with !i eommissioii to make a temler of the revenues of the Carnatic to 
the Company in trust for defraying the expenat's of the war, on the condition 
that Ibis Government would biml itself as guarantees for ibe preservation 
U)f bis rights of so\ ereigiityu As tin* (iovernment, of I’ort St. tieorge had 
re})eatedly and urgently demaiuh'd an assigiinnmt ol the r('V<miies ol the 
Carnalie, and the Nabob lias ])erse\('ringly refused it, the Governor-Cienc'ral 
and Council, altlmugb they bad liitlimdo avoided all inlerl'erence in the mutual 
eoneern of the Nabob and the Presidency (d' Port St. George, t bought tbem- 
■selvi's uananti'd and even bound by the eliarge wbi(di had devolved to them 
of till' general interest of the Company, no less from the share whieh bad 
fallen to this Governinent of thi'ir deieiiee and mainlenanee than from the 
eontrolling jiowers vested in it by (be Aid, of Ihuliament and the orders of the 
Court, of Diri'idoi’s, to accept an engagement which promisi'd a reliel most 
si'asoiiahly wanted for the grixit (‘xigcncies of the (Iovernment of Afadras, 
whiidi had heen repeatedly reriised to that Government dem.anding it, tiiid 
whieh, if it jiroduei’d nothing, left us hut wdiere we w'ere before it was taken. 

AVe accepted the engagiinent under mutual lies .sanctified on our part 
by the seal of 1 1ll' Conijiany and the signature of its legal representative.s, by 
w bieb till' iiist nunent of it became as iin iolable an article of* public .and n.atinnal 
faitli as the most sacred treaty drawn up in all the forms and inodes of 
exjnession whieh are observed by the States of Europe. 'I’his engiigement was 
executed outlie 2nd of April, and the Nabob’s jMinister returned with it to 
Port St. George. 

In the meantime an important change liad taken plaei' in the Government 
of Port St. George by the removal of the actual President and some of the 
members'of the Ckmneil, and by the appointment of Lord Maca rtne y to the 
first place in it. His arrival ju’i’eeded even our knowledge of the intention or 
the most distant probability of bis appointment. ILad wo_forrscen it it is 
])ossible that we should have declined the engagement auil referred the Nabob 
to the mnv .Administration. Such a eonduet under snob a change of cire.um* 
stances would certainly have been pro|)er. But as the treaty was made it was 
irri'voeable, and with all the deferenee whieh is due to the authority of the 
Directors its obligation precluded even tlie. elTect of their orders, if these ex- 
ceeded the provision left for their eonlirm.'itiou. Of this point I shall treat 
more fully hereafter. All that remained lo render it elTectual was to reconcile 
tlio ncAV Govenu'icnl to it, and to engage their faifUful observance of the condi- 
tions which had been pledged to the Nabob, while they received theP benefits of 
it in the aid whieh it ju’omised to the measures of their Administration. I 
appeal to a letter which I wrote to Lord Macartney on the first notice of his 
arrival for an evidence of my endeavours to produce this happy concurrence, 
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and of sincerity with winch they were exerted. I make no apology for this 
liberty because Ilis Lordship has already put the Court of Direclors in posses- 
sion of a part of the letter to which I alludi*, though [ think not of the whole. 

I shaU^ therefore subjoin a copy ol it, with the omission of one passage, which 
I do not think myself warrant«‘d to publish. It will amply acquit this Govern- 
nicnt, tor I wrote with a clear knowledge of Mr. Whcler’s general scntirumits, 
though I was too distant to consult him .at tin; time, of having wantonly 
sought to interfere in the conei'rns of the rresidoney of Fort St. George, and of 
having been the aggressors in the dilferenees winch have unhapj)ily arisen 
between the two rresidimcies on the subject of our eng.agtaneut with the Nabob. 

To this document I shall add another, which is the copy of a letter written 
hy my Secretary, Mr. Stephen Sulivan, to Air. lliehard Sulivan, (h'siring him 
to make an olfcr to J.ord Alaeartney of the n-signati^m of the otliee, which had 
been conferred on liim by this Government, and Air. Jtichard Sulivan’s relation 
of what p.assed between Lord Alacartney and him ui)ou t he subje(;t. 

It appears that though the treaty was receivial and notifu'd so early as the 
21th of August, nothing ^vas elfectually done in execution of it exeept the 
appointment of the Committee of Assigned Revenue, so late as the hcginniiig of 
December, nor that it was ever acknowledged by tlie ih-esiehmey of hVn-t, St. 
George. Alany deanands were made on the Nabob whieli were termed iufring(‘- 
inents of the treaty hy him, and his answms evasions hy the Government of. 
Fort St. George. At length, wearied with a fruitless contest, and o\er-persnaded 
hy Air. Richard Sulivan, our Agent, the Nahol) yielded to a proposal made to, 
him by Loial Macartney that he shmdd assign to Ilis Lordshi)» the whole and 
undivided charge of the revenm-s of the Carnatic. The Nahidj <li(l :iccordingly, 
on the 2nd of Dv'ccmher, d<'liver to Lord Alaearlney smdi an .assiginmmt with 
an express stipulation that Ilis Ijordsliip should chouse ami uominati* the Gollee- 
tors with the form and osteusihlc sanclioti of the Nabob's simuud for llndr 
a|)poiiitincuts. It a])pears that the iirst appoiiitments were madi! with .a faith- 
ful oh.serv.auce of the stipulated form; hut that on the ISth April 17^2 tin- 
Nabob having objected to two Cullcetors nominated by Lord Alacartney, and 
having requested tliat Jlis Lordship would permit him to stale to him in person 
his objections, Lf)rd Al.acartuey construed tliis bcsitntio?i inlo a refusal, and 
innd(; the appointment by his own antborily, and without the suuuuds of tb'- 
Nabob, 

It may be pro])er to detain the n.arralive at ibis point to observt' that in 
the relation of this transaction by Lord Alacartmy and tin' Sch'ct ('ommittcc it 
is positively allirmed that the Nabob refiisi-d to grant the siinniids, and an 
app('al is made to a letter whicli the. Nabob wrote upon the oeeasion, ami to a 
comment of the Select Committee upon it to j)ro\e it. 

I am afraid that the Nabob’s letter is not on our ])roceedings wliieli weie 
held in .Jaunary last. It is important, and as an ('videmam ssmii ial. I shall 
therefore desire to :uld it to this minute with an e.xtraet of the resolution of the 
Select Committee concerning it. It will be clearly seen by the former that (lie 
Nabob did not refuse to grant bis suumuls to tiu* renters elmsmi by Lord 
Alacartney; tlint on the contrary be eomplained of Ilis Lordship's pn'cipitaiiey 
in refusing to .allow him .a few hours to consider on tin* business; ami the 
minute of the Sedeet Committee does not deelare that tin* Nahol) bad relused to 
sign the toranna <diits or sunnuds, but inters only that it was not bis intention 
to sign them. 

AFith respect to the informality of which tlie Nahoh eomplained, Air. 
llallihurtou’s evidence places this tr.an.sactioii in a light soirndhiiig diirerent 
from the relation of it made hy S.aynd A.s.s.ani Cawn. baynd Assam C.awn had 
deposed that the sunnuds wore drawn in the name of Lord Alacartney, ami 
had produced copies of the muchilkas to prove it. Air. Ilallilmrton allirms 
that the sunnuds were iievci* ])rodut’('d either to tlie N.ahoh or his maiiagei’.s, 
but only the muchilkas of which (hey were allowi'd to take copies, and re(|uir('d 
immediately to return tliem . And Lord Alaeartni'y and his Select Commiltci' 
take the advantage of this def.ault in S;iyud yV.ssam Cawn s evidence to pio- 
nounce him guilty of perjury. The faid .appears to he truly .stated in AIi. 
Halliburton’s deposition, but is by no means u grouud to charge b.i\ ud A.ssam 
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Cawn’s deposit ion Avitli falsehood. ITo saw only tlie muchilkas. These are most 
uiuloiihtedly drawn out with the name of Lord Macartney in the place Avhorc 
th<“ Nabob’s should have stood. If Sayud Assam CaAvn saw the muchilkas 
and saw no more, be had a ri'^ht to conclude that the sunnuds were also 
drawn out in tin* same' form, for such is the univ'crsal practice in all Hindustan 
and Deccan. 'Phe snninids or aumilnamas of the Gov('rjimcnt, and the cabu- 
liats of the zemindars or renters are alway.s connter|)arts of eacli other. The 
foranama chittie in the b'clmical laniiuagc of the C.-irnatic, answers to the 
sunnnd oi anmilnamti of Deni^al, and the muchilka to f)ur kabnliat. If 
tlierefore Hayiid Assam Cawn saw ibc one, he had a ri^bt to infer the other 
Irom it. They on^■ht to have beeti tln^ same if they were not, nor was lie 
answerable for Lord .Macarttiey’s tleviation from the ('strtblishcd usao-e, whether 
dictated hy eapii<*e, iniu)ranc«“, or motives of expediency, which however proper 
W(>ro unknown to him. 

l.ord M.acartney, havin'^ thus violated in the first instajicc and on so slia^hta 
5^ piadext th(! condition of the assifjnment, th(nio;ht hiinself from that time wholly 
c absolved from the oblii^ation to observe it. Many ol her api)ointmcnls of Anmils 
■ were siiec('ssively made l)y Lord M.acartney without tin* Nabob’s sunnnd, wit.h- 
jout any application for them, and vvithout the Nabob’s knowledi’c, but such 
,as he mi^dit ae()uire liy unodieial chamuds. Of these f.aets, ,as Ijord Maeartnev 
has, not perlia])s in terms of strict h‘”.al ](ro])riety or even decency, rejtarb'd 
the rwidciiee of 31r. Snlivan and Sayud Assam Cawii, I shall appeal for evidenc(^ 
to bis own let tea’s ; to that now before the Hoard avouin;^ lliat he did appoint 
the Aumildars of Ncelonr and Shur.aupilly without the Nabob’s sunuud, because 
the Naho!) h;nl rid'used to gr.ant them ; to the N.’iboh’g letter w'hieh His Lord- 
ship and iScIeet Committee’ deelare to contain the refusal, but which does not 
eonlain it ; and to the lett(‘r of Lord IMaeartney and the .S<'lect Committee 
addr(’ssed to Sir Lyi’c (-’oot(i and dated on the dtli of July 17S2, in which they 
avow and declare' that since the first deviation all apj)ointmcnts of the Auniils 
had been made without the Nabob’.s sunuud. 

Of ilie^e infringements of the assignment, the Nabob com])1iuncd and 
demanded vf’pai'iition of them from tins (iovernmont as the jirincipals and 
^'naraM(e<‘S (d‘ the treaty, in the faith of Avhieh the assii'innent was expressly 
(h'livered. At the same time his M inistcr S.ayiul Assam Cawn olfered in the 
name of his master to i^iie soucar seeiirily for payment of a rent exei'edin^ one- 
third llu' collections inadi' hv J.ord jMacartucy', with other similar conditions. 
'Ihe Oovcrnor-Oi’iicra and Council, separating the demand of justice from the 
oiler of compensation, entered into a laborious and minute examination of the 
former, pronounced tin’ a''''it»:nment .and treaty to have been broken, and ordered 
th(' President and Sehad Committee of lAiri St. (Jeor^e to restore to the Nabob 
tli(' ehar<,'eof the ladieetions atid the possi’ssion of wdiat ever rights of sovereignty 
had bi'cii taken from tin; Nabob in ell’eid, of tlu; treaty or of the .a.ssignment. 

; The (jovernor-tb’ner.’il and Coiim’il accepted tla^ olTer imuh' by the Nabob of 
iner<'ased j);iymen!s of r<’V(’nu(', and .'igreed to yield hack the' eh.’irgc amt pos- 
session of Ihe eolhefions, c'ivinir due notice; of both to the President and Select 
Committee of Fort St. George;. 

Gur letters with tlie’so preiceealings and instruments we're dispatched in 
such a mannew as te) alVorel Sayiiel Assam Cawn and ilr. Sulivein the means of 
elelive’iing tlu’m in pe'rsem, anel l.ei affeird time; for the’ ?iirival of Sir Eyre Cootc 
e)n whose; suppeirt we ]uiiH’ipally relie’d for the effe’etual observance of our 
euelens .anel emgage’ments. Of fhe I'.ife eef Sir Eyre Coote I neeel not spexak. 
The’ Pre'sident anel Select Ceimmitfe’c of JAn't St. George* Inive aeknow kalge’d the 
re’ceipt of om- elispatehe’s eef 2>sth of March. Afte-r a de’lay of ne’ar tw'o months 
eennpute’el to the’ elate’ of the last letter, which is elate-d the 'Joth of May hut was 
not elispnlehe’el till tlie 2t)tli or 21st of June, the*y liave^ formally .apprized us 
that tlie-y Intel tml, cejn plic'l with our e’ngatre’iie.nt ju>r obeyed our oreh’rs, and 
that tlie’y should do ne’iliier until 1 lu'y shoulel have received a eonllrmation nf 
the; latter, intimal iie; iii oni' place a promise of submission in the’.sc words: “At 
any rate in jk)-,! potting tiie exeeutiem of your orders we do not jtreelude a future 
eeunpli.anee with the in. And in another, alluding to an ass(;rtiou made by the 
Darhar that it was our intention to remove, the Select Committee, they plainly 
deelare. the ooutr.iry in the followiug words: “We shall he belter pleased to see 
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a dissolution of ouv Govovnmont effocted by a vote of your Hoard than by the 
consequences whiclx niij'ht result from a surrender of the assignment to Aniir- 
ul-Unu’ah, Sayud Assam Cawn, and Mr. Benlield.” 

Without attempting to unravel Ihc meaning of these opposite passages, as 
tlicy may be suppos(‘d to indicate tlie intentions of the President and Select 
Committee of Port Saint (}eoi'g<‘, it is certain that they ytd retain the Nabob’s 
assignment of tlic revenues of the Carnatic in violation of our engagements 
and in d isob edient; of our orders. 

I now return to tin; ordt'rs of the Court of Directors, on wlii(!li the Presi- 
dent '^Rr ISelcet Committee now ground their disohedienee of ours, liaving 
reserved it lor the close <d‘ the preceding narrative, which would have been 
iuterrupted by an earlier diseussiun. 

It lias already been proved that those orders immediately following the 
„ ,,, ,, , renunciation of the treaty, which by the express 

st< imi.i inlenniee of the (’ourt of Directors themselves 

necessarily implied the reiiiin<daf ion of eveiy ncL done in eonseqiienee of it, 
and of (ivery hiMielit derived from it, were of course rendered of no elVeet by 
Die ground assigiu'd for tlieni, namely, that they understood tlie assignment to 
have bei'ii granted not as an effect, of tlio treaty hut as the voluntary and 
independant ai-t of tin' Nalxd). Put tin; reviTsc appears, not eonstnietividy, in 
tlie very letter of the Nalioh, from which his voluntary grant, of the assignment 
is extrai'ted, and if it vvore possible to misunderstand a declaration so ]K>sitivoly 
ex[)ress(‘d, the freqmmt repetitions id' it sinet^ made hy tin; Nabob, and the 
velienu'nt, iirotestations against the ini(|nity of witldiolding his nssignmeut put 
the eonelusiou beyond all possibility of doubt. 

I have eonfonned to the language of tin* Seleid Committee in admitting 
the ti'rm of “ordt rs” as a])plied to what the Court of Directors have said eon- 
ecniing the n'lenfion of Hh; assignment. Their words are tliese : — 


‘‘AV(' aeipiiesee th('rein as the Nabob has assured us in a h'tter of iOth 
January last that tliis assignment of the reveniu's of his country was a volun- 
tary act of his own.” Gimeral letter to Port. St. Georgi', dated 12th July 1782, 
paragra]ih 40. 

It is prn’Vi'i'sion of language to call these words orders. Tlicy cxfiress no 
more than aequies(;eiice, nor even I hat, hut with tlie reservation of a supposi- 
tion, which wanting a foundation in fact, the ae((nieseenee itsidt becomes 
amudlial with it, y<'t the Select Conimittei' dwi'll witli a fatigniiig repetition on 
the same term, exai-ting our oliialii’iiec to the orders of tin; Company lor main- 
taining the assig'iinieut, and, unless my reeolleetion fails me, to the Nabob 
they affirm that thesi! orders of the Company arc positive and peremptory. 

But I will admit for a moimnit that the Court of Diri'ctors had issued sueh 
orders, and that they w ere as I'xpress and ])o.silive as words eoiiUl make them ; 
yet 1 will pri'smne to say that Ihi'y wer<‘ ileJivered under siadi eireunistaiu'os 
as would remlei' olK’dienci; both erimin.al in itself, and even disri'spi'ctlul to tin; 
authority which preserihi'd it. 

If there is any principle of faith or moral obligation more sacred than any 
other, it is that whieh hinds great aggregate liodies of men to one anollna- hy 
the interchange of sohmin treaties; and by tin’ iiiveise ot the ])rop()sitiou a 
breach of treaty is a crime of the blaeki'st dye. Unhappily no provision is 
made for it hy oiir Law, whieJi either ])erinits tlu' violation ol puhli<; faith hy 
whie.h millions an* ath'eted in their lives, propertic's, and de;ii'est relations, and 
hy which the national character is exp'isi'd to iniamy with impunity or il^ it 
exists, it is unlviiown, or its terrors are lost in the Irequeney and laeility with 


which it is daily broken. 

Bj thy Avt of I’luliitment whieh constituted the pn-sigit sy.stem of the 
ihiti.^ni doViunhmslti India, the Presideiieies of India were left in posM*.ssion of 
the same, powers whieh t h(*y possessed hy lormer Acts and Cbartins to in.aKe Avar, 
] aiee, .and treaties, with the restriction of the rresideneies of Port St. George 
-md Bombay. Dy eeilaia exceptions that of Bmigal was left wholly free and 
iincxcopted, and armi'd besides witli a power of .suspending the memhm.s of the 
other Presidencies Avho should at any time otlcud against sueh restiietions.

We had thereforo; an undoubted autliority to make tlio treaty wlueli we did 
make witli tile Nabob Wallali Jab. It follows of equal necessity that Avhen 
made it was bindiii" on every (lovernment of the Company, and on every 
member of every Covernuient, l)ut more especially on that wbicdi made it. 
From a due and respectful deference to the authority of the Court of Directors, 
we inserted in tlu' treaty a resen vatory clause subjecting it to their continnation 
or ri'jection. 'Pliey rejected it, and thereby changed tlie quality of the former 
obligation. We were no longer bound by tln^ sp^'eillc conditions of the treaty, 
but our faith, the faith of the Company, and the national faith were now pledged 
for the restoration of tln^ Nabob’s rights in every instance in which they liad 
been changed by the treaty while it existed. This is a conclusion so inevitable 
and so self-dependant, that I kiwnv not how to prove it, and feel too high a 
resjieet for the virtues of my countrymen to doubt of its being universally 
admitted. 

1 know no authority upon earth which can grant a dispensat ion from a 
moral obligation. This (lOvernment legally (pialilied, and surely warranted by 
the occasion, has formed a tn'.aly with tlic Nabob of the Carnatu^ Tin? obliga- 
tion of it is reduced to the sliort proposition of repbieing him in the State from 
which he was displaced by tlie treaty. Its jmblie obligation is C(|ually binding 
on every member of the Government, because tiny an? all e-hargeal with the 
same common duties, but on IVlr. AVheler and myself it rests with aeeuniulatcd 
weight. We are personally involved in it. AVe made tht' treaty. We have 
been tin? instruments of involving the Nabob AV'allab J.ah in all the dreadful 
consequences of it, and on us, therefore, it is peculiarly incumbent toalTordJiim 
the redress which he has claimed at our hainls. 

i forbear to add in this ]daec the conclusion which ought lo he .annexed 
to these piaani.sc's. I hav<? Avritlen these sheets not knowing tlie actual senti- 
ments of the other memhers of tlie Board, and hesitate to prescribe wliat I 
ouglit to suppose will be their unanimous I’esolution. One warning, however, I 
may presume to give from (be ))a])ers lad'ore us, Avbieh i.s, not to plaei? any 
reliance on a ti'nqtorizing eondiu-l, or to e.xpect that by pm-sevex-ing in the 
tenderness and torbearance wliieh have been liitlu'vto shewn to the memhers of 
the Government of Fort tSt. George, Ave shall iiitlnems' tlnan to .a similar return, 
since wo have found every former instance of holli produced in crimiuatiun 
against us by the very men Avho Avere the objects of them.

My Loro, — In the letter Avbieh i liavo already bad the Jiononr to address 
to Your liOrd.sbip I expressi'd my regret that I bad not knoivii of your appoint- 
ment in time to liavc furnished you Avilh exjjlauation.s on some particular points, 
of which 1 expect that an advantage will liave been taken to prejudice your 
mind Avitb injurious and dangerous ojiiiiions of tlie designs of this Government 
Avith rel.ation to yours. From the candour Avbieh Your Lordship ajipears to 
possess, I have no doulil that I should have found it an easy point to satisfy 
yon of the prf>pri(!t.y and fairness of our acts, and even of their necessity. But 
as it had ha}»pened, you Avill have tak(?u your line, and anything which I can 
write on past subjeirls m:iy arrive too late to produce their elTect. I feel the 
discouragement of this reflexion, hull sJiall i.ot yield to it, trusting that you 
will have had the caul bin, under w>>:iiever imprcsoon, to avoid so decided a 
conduct as may disahie you froui yiedding to the influi;nco of better informa- 
tion, or (Avliieli I lather expect) that you Avill haA'e, at once resolved to adopt 
our principles, and luartily to support and carry the measures formed upon 
them into olbet. 

Ijpt me premise that our Govcriiineiit has a weight of business of its OAin, 
already as great as it can sustain, and a responsibility suflicieutly hazardous 
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iiucl delicti te in iiself to make it dread any addition to it; and, My Lord, I fancy 
that yon have found, tlic aiftiirs in the Ctu’natio in a state that would afford 
little temptation to us, were wo ever so vacant of employment, to assume a 
participation in tlie c<)nduet arid events of its Administnilion. This may serve 
for !i i^eneral proof tiiat it was luit from choice that wa; liav'e in any instanci.' 
interf('r<!d in the concerns of that ])rovince, or of your Presidency. I desire 
your Lordship to look hack on tlie transactions of tiie last twelve months, and 
Aveigii hy your own judgement th<' many things tliat we liavi; done for tin; relief 
and preservation of Port St. (Jeorgo. Tliat which w'as undi'sirahly good has 
been a(u‘e])tcd as a rightful claim ; thi' ri'st, as T am told, either trcaled with 
derision or resented as injurions. I allude ])artienlarly to the treaty ])ro- 
posed with the Dutch, a im-asure extorted hy the erii'.s of dispair, and judged 
in the I'lati’on ol a sudden return of sueei'ss ; and to the agreement lately eon- 
chided with the Nahoh ^\allah Jah. 'I'o tliis 1 shall conflne the seipicl of this 
letter. 

The letters from the President and Select Comniilteo of Port St. Gi'orge, 
from the hegiiining of the war with IlydiT, had iuvariahly ri'pri’seufed tPe 
resonrees ol t lie Caviiatie as lost heyond all hojie to them, eifher from the 
Nahoh’s inahilify to culhatt them or his deh'rmiuatiou to withliold them. 

We expressed it as onr firm opinion that (‘very rnpcm of fho Carnatic ought 
to he iiriuiarily and (‘xchisivoly applied to its d('fenc<‘ ; tliat as onr force' alone 
maintained it wii had a, right fo (hmiand assigiimeiils of tlie wliole n'venne, 
and« ('veil In take' it if relnsed. In the' me'antime flit'v had made the de-mand, 
and the Nahoh had roluse'd if, hut Ihe demand and n'l'iisal ne're^ in eme inslanen* 
so niysle'rious that wo <.rould nol, eoniprehe'iid the' latent cause's of either. The 
Sireai's of Angole' section liad been assigned (oflie Nabob’s private', eivditors, 
hut as they had gaine'd nothing hy the' assignnie'nt, the^y proposed fo trausl'e'r it 
to the Company on the condition (hat cre'dit slienild he given them in the Com- 
pany’s name for the ree(.'ipls, that tlie'se.' might he emjiloye'd in tlie meantime 
for the expe'ii.se's of tlie war. The Committc'e de^maiKh'd the assignme'iit, hut 
took no notice of the eondition; and the, Nahoh naturally refuse'd it, hi'(.!ause 
he liad already graiilod it to his eieditors; and with this state of fhe^ ease lioth 
parlies re'IV'rred it to us, the' ereditors remonstrating against ihi' mode in which 
the demand was made as suhjeeting the.' Nahoh to a re'jeefion of it, hy whieli 
alt partie's must he losers; and tlie Commit te'e' stating it, as a eonfirme'd proof of 
the Nabob’s disalfeetion. At the same time the' Xaholi's .Di'wan Assam Cawn and 
Mr. lliehard Sulivan arrived in Calcutta, e.diarge'd with a spe'eial eommission 
from the, Nahoh to eonedueh' a treaty x\itl\ this ( lovermnent, of which the first 
condition, and the' tlrst appare'iit ohje'ct of their de'putation, was, that we' would 
accept th(i assignment, of liis revenues and emjiloy tlieni on the peihlie service; 
and this condition was not olfere'd for onr henelit, hut solieite'd as if his interest 
alone was likely to be promote'd hy our as.sent. to it. 'rhis was the fonndation 
(vf the agrcome'iit; and as it promise*d a most sease^nahle relief to the Carnatic, 
which wo could not easily alVord to lose. Having ahvady exhausted both onr 
I’esonrcos and credit in that and othe'r e'mergemt occasions of the' Comjiany’s alTairs, 
we readily and gladly accepted the ofTe'r, guai ding it with such provisions as ap|iear- 
ed to us necessary to prevent its he'ing defe'ateel, or pe'rvcrte^d to othe'r pnrjiose's. 
Your Lordship will not ask Avhy we thought our inle'rvcntion on tin's occasion 
noe^essary, aud^why we did not rather refe'r the ai'cejininodat ion to the' Presi- 
dency of Port St. (le'Orge', which wa.s the regular iiislrnme'iit of the Company’s 
participation in the Gejvernment of the (.’arnatic. Put 1 will suppose' the' ques- 
tion; I might prope'i’ly answer it hy another : why did the Company withdraw' 
their eronfidence from ithe same ministry to bestow it on Yoiir hordshiji? As J 
h.ave promised Yemr Lordship my coiitidenec and write this for your own and 
sole perusal, I will tell you that I .saw, or helieved I saw, an inlluence jirevailirg 
in that GoverruncHt, which I could not approve. I should he' sorry to he put 
to the necessity of declaring such a belief in public, be'cause^ 1 make large 
allowances for the gentlemen w'ho were in actual possession of the Governme'iit. 
Pven the offer made anel pressed upon this Government hy the Nahoh of w'hat 
he had perscveringly denied to the importunity of that witli w'hich he was im- 
mediately connected, though not such an evidence as a court ol law would 
admit, is a proof, which cannot fail to operate with the strongest internal 
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conviction on every unbiassed mind, that the opinion had but too just a founda- 
tion. And after all what have wo done ? for others everythin*', for ourselves 
notliini', unless it b(^ sup])osed that we rescued the Nabob from the thraldom 
in which he, was held by others, to exercise the same lucrative species of oppres- 
sion on him ourselves, an imputation which I know will be suggested and 
tlu! world will readily give it cnalit, but which T should abhor myself if I 
thought that any man who knew me would admit but with a moment’s hesita- 
tion. Had I known that :i man of Your Lord.shij)’.s character had been chosen 
to administer the affairs of that Cloveriimcut, I believe that I should have 
persuaded the Nabob to trust his interests in your hands rather than make such 
a separation of them from their ancient and more natural eoniieetion, and from 
the moderation of Mr. Wheler’s disposition, I think he Avould have agreed with 
mo in that preferal)lo aeeommodalion. Jliit as it has been made an act of this 
Government, and its faith pledged in the most s.aered manner to the performance 
of it, it ean neilher lx* ivvoked nor qualified, and I. most earnestly conjure 
Your Lordship to give it your lirm ami hearty support. 

'riie prineijial artieh's of this agreement are the bth, lOtk lltb, and 1 tth. 
OiA these I shall offer a f(‘W remarks. 

To render the mode of colh'clion prescribed in Ihc Sth and 10th articles 
elfeetiial, 1 would recommend that the Commissioners should he alloAved a 
comtuission or ])ere('iitage, and a liberal one, upon the sums which they sliall 
realize, and no lixed appointments. It is the principle Aihieh we hav(^ lately 
adopted, and have applied to every great deparlinent of our oavu Government, 
and I Avill venture to answer for ils comphde siuux'ss if you will make the trial 
of it. If you trust to the integrity of those whom yrm (diargo Avith uiiehecked 
receipts of lakhs, ;ind allow tliem such ostensible salaries as will only afford 
them the hare means of suhsistenec, they will make uj) the delieieney by secret 
perquisites, to Avhich no man ever yet set due bounds. ’J'he eons('quenee is inevi- 
table, especially in this remote ((uartor of the world wliereiiK'n must look for 
a competency in their latter days. The commission Avill he an ineilement to 
exertion, and Avill he a tie on the. honor and lidelily of tlio.se avIio reeeh'e it, 
for I am persuaded that the g<'norality of tlu! Conij)any’s servants Avill he better 
contented with a moderate hut sure provision by such allowc'd means than to 
bo let loose on an uid)onnded .scene of plunder, Avhieh must be a source of per- 
petual reproach and apprehension for the eonse(|uenees of del<'ction. I heg 
A^our Lordship to lax’eive this not as a liglit reeonimendaf ion. It is a f.avorite 
doctrine eoulirmiMl by many yerirs’ I'clleclion and experience, although it is hnfc 
lately that I have had it in my power to ap])ly it. J helit've that the .same 
sentiments aaoH ap[)(‘ar recorded by my.stdf on yonr Consullations evt'ii at so 
disfant a period as the year 1771. I ean say litlle on the subject of I’anjour, 
for I ean hardly allow it fin' eivditof a .stnioiis argument. 'I'lui meanness of our 
lirst If'tters dignilied tin" Itaja with the title of King, ;iiul by that misnomer, if 
T may call it .so, he lets .letiuired all tiu! prerogatives of royalty, thougli the 
Nal)oh, his muloidjted sovereign, has lieeti w it bout .scruple t nvdc'd as a dependant. 
If these ridiculous prejudices are allowed to op(*rate against ev<'ry principle 
of justice and policy, and (L must add) of common sense, it is a pity tliat they 
could not be eontined to the .season of pe.aec: and .security. Siiri'ly this is m/ 
a time to encourage or yield to tin* delusion. The late I’rosidmit and Seh'ct 
Committee! informed us that the Haja had refused to eontrilmlo a store ol 
grain to the sub.sisteneo of the army, for Avhieh tlio IT'i'sitlent had written to 
liim a letti'i" exprt'ssi ve of Ids displeasure. This is a language so remote from 
my conception of the actual and absolnti! rights of your Government, while 
it is charged with the entire defenet! of the St.ite of A\lu<;h the llaja of Tanjoiir 
is a member, and of his dependanet", that I can scarce o(T(‘r an opinion which 
shall not appear extmvagant in the tomj»arison. In a word I think it impro- 
per at .such a tiiiu! to h ave the J»aj:i an opt’on to Avithhold a gmiii of his store 
or .a rupee of his irea- iry from the service of the gener.il state, .and most 
heartily advise that while that sfu’vice. in the pit'sf'ut desperate eondiliori ol it, 
lasts, the whole, will', tlie single reservation of his oaaji personal subsistence, b<- 
taken out o| his hands in better trust for the public u,s('. Tlu'se are my ]nihlic. 
not private sentiments, and Your Lordshij) is AATleonu" to avail yourself of thorn 
in any manner you plea.se. Most heartily do 1 wish they may be conformable 
to yonr own. 
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Tlie Nabob’s debt to individuals is becomo an object of too threat maj^ni- 
tudo and extent to bo treated on the principles on which it migiit have been 
proper to judge it in its commencement, as it is grown into a kind of national 
property ; and the fortunes of so many are concerned in it that it Avill force 
itself upon the protection of the public if some hmicTit expedient be not found * 

to put the claims of the creditors on some footing on which they can rely for 
their recovery. 

At the same time, if they are allowed to grow wilh the yearly accumula- 
tion of the present inttu’cst, or even the principal to remain at its actual amount, 
tlic manifest impossibility of its being ever discharged or diminished will l)e 
a disconrageinent to every attempt to effeet aither. 

Tt was with an o(|ual regard to tliesc united considerations that wc recom- 
mended the plan of adjustment and Ihiuidation, which is described in the 11th 
article of the agreement. 

Mr. Richard Sulivan, who professed to know the sentiments of tho credi- 
tors, assured me that instead of repining at tho retrenchments which we have 
proposed, they would he thankful for the provision which was left them, having 
had little ground to hope for any payment. I express my hopes on tliis subject 
with the greater eojilidemte of their meeting your judgment, from a communi- 
cation which has been lately made to me by Mr. Stephen Sulivan, of a letter 
written by his father to Your Lordship, in which ho recommends a plan for 
the liquidation of the Nabob’s debt on exactly tho same principles as that of 
ours, hut differing in the application only by the dilfercnce which was rendered 
necessary by the alteration made in the state of affairs since his letter was 
written. 

The reason of the 12th article is self-evident. It may also appear un- 
necessary, for surely the past experience of the insecurity of the Nabob's credit 
would be suHicient of itself to prevent any one hereafter from trusting to it. 

But this will bo forgotten when the danger is past, and even the remedy will 
be a lure for new adventurers. 

I shall not make excuses for the length of this letter. It will cost Tour 
Lordship less time to read it than I have spent in writing it, and you will 
receive it as a pi'oof of the value wduch I set on Your Lordship^s coueurreneo 
in my line of thinking by tho pains which I have taken to gain it. You will 
have heard that I have subjected myself to re]»roaeh for the deficiencies of my 
private correspondence, and as much as I wdsh to avoid that imputation with 
Your Lordship, I am afraid that occasions will happen to draw it upon me, and 
thus early bespeak your indulgence if ever this shall prove the case. I am at 
this time happily furnished with unusual leisure, and have gratified my own 
inclinations, and performed, I hope, not an unacceptable service to Your Lord- 
ship ia this employment of it. 

I bog leave to conclude ibis letter and the general subject of it with a 
recommendation of Mr. Richard Sulivan to yon r protection and countenance. 
You will find him deeply and minutely iiil'ornied in tho Nabob’s affairs, of 
pleasing manner, and if you shall thiuk lit to make use of his services, posses.sed 
of honorable and faithful prineij)les, 

I left Calcmf.la on the 7th instant and hope to reach Benares by thej 
niiddle of next month. I shall proceed to Lucknow, and I shall expect to 
return to Calcutta hefon; tho end of October, it' no very urgent cause detains 
nie, which I do not apprehend, beyond that jieriod. 

I shall continue to ivrite Your Lordship upon other important subjects! 

In the meantime I beg that you will believe me to be with real esteem.

Uon’ble Silt ANj> GiiNTiiEMUN, — We have the honor to inform you that 
wo have received accounts of a ])acification having:;; taken place between tin; 
Courts of London, Versailles, and Madrid, and the American States, which 
accounts are corroborated Ity such circurn-slaiices as leave no doubt of the f.acts. 
'I'hc Select Committee have, in consequence of this news and with the concur- 
nmee ol' Vice-Adtuiral Sir Edward llnjijhes, determined to com municatt^ the same 
by a deputation to Monsieur Lc Mar(|uis de Hussy, representative of the French 
nation, and to propose to him an immediate cessation of arms. 'I'o this deter- 
mination we arc impelled by the dictates of humanity, and by th(‘ cxanij)h> 
of our aov('r(M<rn who has siipiil.ated with his most Christian Maje.sty that 
sincere fricmdsliip shall be re-established between them and their kingdoms. 
States, and subjects by sea and land in all j>arts of the world. 

W(^ ha ve the honor to transmit to you a copy of the preliminaries which 
wore signed between Croat Hritain, i<’ranee, and Spain on the 2.Sth of January, 
and ratiiicd the 9th February; and al.so a copy of the. Commission, hitter, and 
instructions which wo have thought necessary on the occasion, and which an* 
perfectly in the spirit and letter of the treaty. Eor the situation of our mili- 
tary alVairs on this coast previous to this event, we refer to the enclosed papers 
from our latest Consultations, and shall have the honor to write to you more 
fully on the return of our Commissioners from Monsieur de Hussy.

]My Loro and Genteemjon, — I have tho honor of your letters of the 11th 
and 15th of this inst.ant by the JJzartl and Naiade, and am to inform you that 
on the IGtli the enemy’s squadron bore down ujkui that under my eoinmaud otl' 
Cuddaloi'O, upon wliieli t made the signal to weigh in jjursuit of the enemy; 
the 17th, iHth, and 19th weoontinuod it in order to gain tho wind of the enemy 
that, an aotiou might by that means he more decisive ; tho 20th liad such appoar- 
anco, but the wind shifting in their favor, and Ix'aring down to engage I deh-r- 
mined to r<'eeive them. At 5 minutes past 1 v.5i. an engagemt'ut <u)sued, but the 
enemy having it in their power to take their distaneii the engag(*ment eonti- 
iiued till night put an eiul to it with the lo.ss of 103 oHieers and men on our part 
and 129 Avoundc'd. I .s.iw nothing of tlie enemy tluj day after. While we were 
employed learning the .state of tho ships of the squadron and lying to repairing 
our damages, the enemy’s scjuadron appeared ag.ain yesterday morning at anchoi 
in shore, got under Aveigh, and kept their wind to the .south-east. 

1 shall send the Avounded men on the .store sliips, (fee., that are of no use to 
us boijig empty, after taking out their Avater and men, to enable us to continue 
to the soutliAA'ard in pursuit of the enemy and support of the expedition against 
(’uddalore, Avbieh I hope will soon take elTect, as 1. understand every necessary 
AA%ns land(‘d before I stood out of the road and that the enemy’s scpiadron has 
not impeded the General’s operations. I .^h.all look out for the Montague, 
Francis, and lyinlertou, the ships you intend for onr supply and remain by that 
means ns long as 1 can to lIk* soAitliAvard, notwithstanding the state of tho sejuad' 
ron in want of men AA'atei, and provisions; in respect to the tlrst above 1,109 
men short in sick, Avoiinded, and lost in battle exclusive of short compliments 
before. 

The co-operation at Negapatarn and Cuddalore are different things. There 
was no enemy’s s([uadron to look after, the intended supplies came to us with- 
out protection there; here they must be protected fi’om the enemy’s squadron, 
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as tlic IBrlntol, Naimle^ and .Lizard awlSf. Carlos ha\(' fovtunairly been. 1 M“ut. 
the Aotive Uiivy '\i Porto iVojJo could supply uswatiT. Captain Troiibridgc found 
it in possession of the Lootics. Had it been otherways, there was no craft or 
catamaran to be engaijed for the purpose, and that ship was obliged to return 
on my getting under sail to receive the. enemy. I anchored here last night 
to shift topmasts, divide the water, and put the wounded iiu'ii into tlie trans])orts 
necessary to be done to put the sbijis in a cotidition to attack tin' eiicni}’ to 
advantage,

The Governor-General — I complain to the Epard of the disrespect which 
has been shown to it and disohcdiciicc to its commands by Mr. Ih’istow. Six com- 
plete weeks have elapsed since he acknowledged the rei^eipt of the orders of 
the 29th of May, whiedi requinnl him to reply to the charges preferred against; 
him by the Nabob of Oude. To these he has not yet replied, hut cither remains; 
in the possession of an usurped despotism scandalous to this Government per- ij 
milting it, or treats its authority with an insolence of presuming inditfcrence 
hv a silence equally culpable, whether he is innocent or guilty of the facts of 
which he has been accused, or of the criminality imparted to them. 

Perhaps IMr. Bristow may wish to avail himself of the principle which forbids 
that any man shall be condemned unheard, to withhold his defence until In^ 
shall have either exceeded the period which he has been so laspeatedly por- 
tended for the close of the presimt Government or until he shall have concerted 
other means for eluding the effect of an enquiry. In the mean time the justice 
of the Board is liable to be arraigned by sulTering such delays. It is now four 
months since the Nabob Vizier ti-ansmittcd his grievances to me, and more than 
these since they were formally made known to the Board. 

On these grounds I hope the Hoard will agree with mo in the resolution! 
of bringing this business to a decision without sullcring it to depend longer on' 
the pleasure of Sir. Jhistow, and that they will allow me to bring it before their' 
notice for that purpose on Monday next.

The Governor-General — Conformably to the declaration made ami 
recorded by me, in Consultation of the 24th instant, 1 no^v move that Mr 
Bristow for disrespect to the Board and disobedience to the orders written Ic 
him by the Board on the 29th May and acknowledged by him on the 13tli Jum 
in having up to this time avoided or neglected to reply to the same, be rcmoicd 
and recalled from his station and ollice at Eucknow. 

I also move that as the N.ahob of Oude, in his letter of the 7th April last 
and laid before the B<'ard on the 21st of the same month, has (lestred that 
Messrs. Bristow and Cowper, the actual llesidcnt and Deputy, appointed for tlu: 
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transaol.lon of tho Company’s affairs at liis Court, may bo rccallorl from thence, 
and tliat lie may be allowed “ the exercise of dis(;retioiial power for the mana"c- 
juent of his country, and the payment of the Company’s money” or debt, and 
has cnf^aijed that on these considerations he will pay the full amount of what- 
ever shall be due to the Company both of the pasl aTid growini^ debt in such 
manner as tho Hoard shall pros(;rihe; the olfiee of ilesident at tho Court of the 
Nabob of Onde with that of the Deputy and other subordinate parts of the 
same establishment, exeeptini^ the ollice of Accountant, he dissolved, and the 
Nabob of Onde and bis jVfinister, Ifydcr Heg Cawn, made jointly responsible 
according to the terms of their lett(‘rs, as sot forth in the extracts hereunto sub- 
joined, for tlie payment of the same due, and which may become due, to the 
Company for the present and ensuing year b’eslee ending in September 1784.

Iteeeived 7Ui .\piil 178.1. 

T am ready and Avillingto pay tlie Company’s monies, I intreat as a favour 
that you will recall Mr. Hristow ami Mr. Cowper, and permit me the exercise 
of discretional ])ower for the management of my country, and the payment of 
the Company’s moni('s.

The Hon’blb Wakhen Hastings, Governor- General, ^ 


Sir, — When I had last the honour of seeing you I more than onco urged 
my reasons for thinking that the rebellion of Baja CTieyt Siugli was but a part ; 
of a larger and more extensive ouo which was by the goqd loi’tune of ymuv ■ 
arrival prematurely brought forward before all the parties to it were united and 
properly prepared for action. lu support of this belief, and to prove that I am 
"ar from being single in the espousal of it, I beg leave to trouble you with some, 
extraids from tlu 5 letters I received from Colonel llannay written from the time 1 
of the first breaking out of the rebellion to my return to Lucknow. Dis situation 
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for obtainij)*' tho knowledge he imparts, his expcrionce, and his judgement to 
guide what he advances must make his sentiments of weight and antln'iiticity. 

In his letter of the 8tli of Septcmlx^r from I’yzabad, scarcely ten days after 
he liad set about obeying the Nabob Vizier’s orders to marcli witli his force to 
your assistance, he writes “ that the wliole country on the east side of the 
Oogra was in arms and rebellion; his own troops deserting and tlie single 
<!oinpanies scarcely able to join other detachments ; the h’orts of Gorruckpore, 
Belma, and Dumrcciagungo taken from tho aumils by the zemindars; ami 
that even hircarrahs <5annot pass, so that all communication of intelligence 
from his other detachments under Major McDonald, Captain Williams, and 
Lieutenant Gordon was cut off and at an end.” lie adds ‘‘ this tovvn (Fyzahud) 
has more the appearance of belonging to Cheyt Singh tlian the Vizier. The 
Begums have placed guards to prevent any of my people going to tUc.hnzaar in 
it. M’itliin these few days Shake Chaan, w'itli near 1,000 horse and foot, lias 
marched from hence to Benares (they wore raised here), and I must confess 
that for my own part I have no doubt but Jewer Ally Khan and Bekar Ally 
Khan, through their agents, stirred up all the disturbances which extend from 
hence to Zov/ey Azimgur. I have sent lloolasray to the Begum to enquire 
into the reasons of my people being prevented from going into tho town, Cheyt 
Singh’s being Bulfered to I’aise troo|)s here, and why her servants attempted to 
prevent my getting boats to transport tho Company's guns and horse from 
Amora. I have also desired she will give orders for seizing the family of Shake 
Chaan above mentioned, and wlien lloolasray returns I will write you her 
answer. In Khyrabad, Sylaek, and all the eountiy on the (west) side of the 
^ . . . Gogra betw’een I’yzabad and Kyrabad, Budamlv 

.s'<o in iigmii. aumils flying before the 

Gongwars and cannon firing at all hours. Cheyt Singh has sent money to 
Putty Sau Ghin Ray, Ajoetmull, Zalein Singh, and nil the refractory Rajas to 
enable them to raise men. I this moment received Gordon’s account of the loss 
of his detachments which puts my march to join you out of the question. It 
happened by tho villainy of the Fouzdar of Sauda, Shumshevr Khan, Achulak 
of Behar, Ally Khan, who turned his guns upon the detachment, and an un- 
foi'dahlc nullah front and many thousands of Rajpoots w'lio had fought them 
all the way from Chowra Ghaut, made tho sepoys des])air. Zahmi Singh and 
Fifty Fal Sing mean to att.ack Mr. Donald tomori’ow with 2,100 men. Behar 
Ally Khan deserves death, as the loss of Gonlon’s detaciimeiits can only he im- 
puted to him. Ilis ehellah would never have acted so damning a part without 
orders from him. Jewer Ally Khan in the Choke of Fyzabad a.sks every man 
who bears the appearance of a .soldier why ho goes not to Cheyt Singh for 
service. I mention these cireuiristaneos that you may )nenlion them to Mr. 
Hastings and tho Nabob, and the neec.ssary steps 1)C immediately taken to pre- 
vent what delay will render a very serious matter. A few days more will lead 
the ferment whieh is hero to Lucknow. If the Nabob insists upon my pro- 
ceeding 1 must bring everybody with me, for whoever is left behind will be 
sacritieed. 

On the 7th of September, Captain Williams writes — “Ujjon my arrival 
here I found that part of “ Futty Sau's, Ghin Ray’s, and Ajoetm nil’s people 
’ liad crossed to Marygowlay. They have been urged to this step by Cheyt Singh, 
^who has su[)plied them with a considerable sum of money, and promised them 
great sums if they will put the whole country in confusion ; 5,000 men arc on 
the opposite side of the river ready to cross. Futty Sau has written to all his 
adherents to he up in arms. Saadit Ally and tho lieguma arc concerned dec])ly 
in the late business.” 

In a suh.sequent letter received immediately after the above, but without 
date, Colonel Ilannay says — “ I have before told you how violently tho Begums' 
])eople inflame the j'rescnt d is turban ce.s, p’ld in addition to this the principal 
Zemiiulars and Jiajas liave all certificates under the seal of Cheyt Singh that 
ho will supply them with whatever money they may require for subsisting all 
the troops they can raise. In a very short time I apprehend the greatest part of 
the Nabob’s dominions w'ill be in the state wc are in here, and it is the general 
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bplicf of every man in this part of the country that tho conduct T have related 
is a concerted plii^Jor flio extirpation of the ‘English. “ What may he the 
situation of tho restof llmKahdVs dominions T know not, hut it is most certain 
that, from Goonda to Maujid, and from Fyzahad to Benares district, and across 
from the Gogra to tlie Ganges, the country is in the utmost ferment. Sliould the 
present disturbances proceed from a plan of ])o]icy it Avill he coneealed from 
you as much as po.ssihlo, and therefore I take all possible means of conimu- 
nicating to you what I really know to be facts. I know not wliether tho daks 
pass freely from you to Bucknovv, but if they do not, and no measure is imme- 
diately taken to bring about order and draw the troops tog('ther, we mav he 
deprived of all possible means of a.ssisting one and other, ajul the army lost by 
detached regiments; Ave have no communications with Bengal, and tin; troops on 
this side llenares arc at present too much .separated to yield one another timely 
assistance. I hope to God a sutliciont force is ordered for tho reduction of 
Cheyt Singh Jor the ppople who are daily sent to him, horse and foot, from 
Jycrtirtrf.and the scat of rebellion I have before named is very greats In his 
next of the 13lh he says “ it is impo.ssihle in the general in.surrect ion which 
now reigns almost universally for me to get the fonse togetlier the Nabob 
demanded, or to force my way to you with a loss. The greatest anarchy pre- 
vails — tho present insurrection is said and believed to he AA'ith an intention to 
expel the English. 1 am compelled to give up all the con tit ry heloAV Goonda — ll 
ho upon your guard against the Vizier, for there arc many circuuistanccs to I 
make me believe he means to espouse tho cause of Cheyt Singh ; the Begums ’ 
have almost themselves recruited for him. 

In his next letter of the 18th he says “ if you meet hut with a check at 
Benares every man in the country is ready to fall upon your scattered parties. 
The slate of the Vizier’s dominions is in general beyond descri])tion. The 
insurrection is not partial, hut generally spread throughout the Avhole, though 
it rages most violently in the Mahals of Sultanporc, the Mahals from Fyz.ahad to 
Benares country, the Mahals on this (cast) side of the Gogra, and in Koomy, 
Khyrabad, aTid Sylak, and if I may trust to the information I received it is 
already begun and will soon rage as violently in Shajehanpore, llohilkliand, Kor- 
rah, and l)o:ib. I have already and repeatedly informed you of the dispositions of 
those in favour in Fyzabad, Avhich has in fact been one of the groat, sources of 
the insurrection and the yilacc of all others in tho Vizier’s dominions Avhieh has 
supjilicd Clieyt Singh with tho greatest number of troops. The old Begum does i 
in the most open and violent manner support Cheyt Singh’s rebellion, and the 
insurrection and the Nabob’s mother’s accursed eunuchs arc not loss industrious; 
than those of tho Bunack Begum. Capital examples made of Jewar Ally Khan' 
and Behar Ally Khan would, I am persuaded, have very best elfects. 

On the 20th he says after re-stating his own eminent danger — “ I have 
already written you fully my reasons of l)eiug convinced of the trcacliory prac- 
tised at Fyzahad, and which, I anx afraid, extends to your camp, ihatl need say 
no more on the subject and again mention tho general insurrection. 

Tho truth of these po.sitions I found most fully jxroved upon my return, 
but observed in particular that the most vigorous etforts w'oro limited to the 
jaghirdars among whom the Begums, I'yzullah Khan, and Luttafut Ally Khan 
distinguished themselve.s. Ilowever, the Nabob’s return, the victories gained • 
by tho troops with you in the total reduction of Cheyt Singh’s country, and the 
march of the two regiments from Cawnpore to our assistance here hav(' unitedly 
I’ontrihuted to restore matters nearly to their usual triinquillity. The example 
most neces.sary to he made of the two active and turbulent eunuehs mentioned 
by Colonel Hannay remains yet to be done, as Avell as of a villain now in confine- 
ment who had assembled 6,000 Gongwars for the avowed ynirposo of rescuing 
two principal State prisoners from their confinement Avith the Nabob, and as it 
is universally believed to make an attempt upon the treasury for Avhieh ho had 
fixed tho day of the Busserah, but was most happily detected and seized only a 
day before by tho vigilance of tho Cutwal, and the fact proved by papers found 
in his house. Unless spirits of this sort be controlled the worst of eonsctjueiices 
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may be ex])eelod from the negleet, should, which God avert, any fresh oppor- 
tuuitiivs occur.

— That the office of itesident and its depen denci(‘s, except the Account- 
antship, he dissolved, apd the Nabob and his Minister, llyder Hcg Cawn, he 
jointly I'csponsihlc (at^cordiiif' to the terms of their letters to to the Governor- 
General) for the 2 )ayment of the sums due, and which may hccoim^due, to the 
Company for the present and ensuing year Fuslee ending in September 1781. 

Mr. Stablbs— I cannot assent to the first question until I see what Mr. 

' Bristo.v has to say in his justification. I object to the second question, and 
shall assign my reasons hereafter. 

Mr. MacPuerson — I cannot assent either to the 1st or the 2nd proposi- 
1 ion and shall give my reasons at a future period. 

The Secretary accordingly received the following minute from Mr. Mac- 
Pherson, which he circulated to the other members of the Board. 

Mr. MacPuerson — I cannot condemn Mr. Bristow, or any servant, till I 
am convinced of his delinquency. He has been ill and he may have many and 
strong- arguments to jjlead for the delay in sending his answers. 

As to the proposition for reiiioving the llesideney from Oude entirely, and 
leaving to the Vizier and his Minister the powers which they request, it is a 
measure ,of critical magnitude, nor can I consent to it without full security for 
the Company's interests and the peace of our frontier. 

Arrangements to secure both must be maturely and well concerted, and we 
ought to attend particularly to the change in our situation from the re-estab- 
lishment of the French in India.

Mr, W h I' ler— In a minute w'hich 1 delivered at the Board on the 22nd May, 
I expressed a wish that we should enter upon an immediate enquiry into the 
state of the Nabob of Oude’s country, for the purpose of determining how far 
the oi'ders which had been given to Mr. Bristow on his appointment to Oude in 
September 1782, and which have since produced such serious consequences, are 
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^pplicfiblG to tliG present stnte of that country, as well as for the further piu- 
poso of explainin«? and amendinf^ such parts of those orders, as either from ai: 
alteration in ciroumstanees or other causes rre no lom-er eonsich'red to hr> in 
union with the interests of the Company and tin; Nal)ob. Sueli an enquiry 
into the state of Oude, and such a ivivision of tlic ord(!r.s in (jin'stioii, I think 
more expedient and moi’e necessary at this time than wlien f before recom- 
mended it, as tlie_j)r^opositions now suljmitted to the Hoard hy the (Jovernor- 
(Jeiieral do not oiily relate to the conduct of ti (! Kesident and his Assistant, hutj 
involve, a sr<*at political question respecting; the future eonm'elion Ix'fcweeu the! 
Nabob and the East India Company. It ap])(>a therefore, iiulispeusaldy neces-i 
sary that we should receive the most com plote and satisfactory infoi-mation oi ' 
those points which liaye led the Governor-Cenoral to propose ‘so material and 
important a change in the system which has been laid down and estahlislied, 
for the management of tlie Company’s eoneeriiS with tlie Nabob Vizier. 

Thus eireumstaueed, and now possessing information of th(‘ coiiseipienei's t<< 
which Mr. Bristow’s removal will lead, 1 must hog leave to observe that as flic 
llesidentstands charged l)y the Nabob and his Minister witli the usurpation of an 
undue authoriiy, and as he is called upon by this Government to answer llmsn 
charges, it will in my opinion be highly imjiroper to shift the ground of lliost ' 
charges to that of disresjiect to this Board for having delayed to reply to them, 
which I should have conceived was guarded against by his letter to the Board, 
dated 23rd June, urging as an excuse for not imiuedialidy answering them.'

However ill pro(»ared I may feel myself to decide upon so momimtous a

Nalioh’s country, and the unlitni'ss of his Miuish'i’ to govmn it, 
consent to accept of the proposals now olferwl hy the Nabob for the liiyuidation 
of his actual and growing debt to the Company, or to abolish the otlicj' of Resi- 
dent at his Court with that of the Deputy and other suboi'dinate part of tho 
same establishment, excepting the olfiee of Accountant, as I’oeommeiuled in the 
Governor-Genei a I’s minute.

The Governor- General lays before the Board the triplicate of the letter from 
the Secret Committee of the Court of Directors, dated 19th December, with copy 
of the letter from the Bight llon’ble T. Townshend to the Chairman and 
l)(>pnty, dated 3rd December, and a copy of the King’s speech. He informs 
the Board that he received these by the common post from Madras in a cover 
which appeared to bear the original supcrserijjtiou of the Secret Committee, 
marked on the outside — “ lleccived from the Ship York the 23rd of July 1783,” 
but the fold above one of tlie seals had been cut open, and he was surprised to 
tind that it contained no letter from the Select Committee at Madras, by whom 
he supposes it must have been opened, mentioning the circumstances, nor any 
note accounting for it. 

Agreed that this be mentioned to the President and Select Committee 
at Fort St. George that they may give orders that more care be taken in future.

Mr. Wheler— I t always has been and always will ho my wish to con- 
, , . form imidicitly to the orders of the 

Mr. will' irs minuto. Coui’t of Directoi’s, and 1 trust that tJie 

opinion which I shall give upon that part of the Court’s letter wliieh is now 
heforc us will not be taken up against its meaning as going to a breach of 
them. The orders at present under the Board’s considerations are entirely 
provisional. 


Nothing has passed simjo the conclusinn of the agreement made l)y the 
Governor-General with the Vizier at Chunar, whieh iuduct's me, to aller the 
opinion which I before hold, as well from the Governor-General’s reports to 
this Board, as the opinions which I have heard of many individuals totally 
unconcerned in the subject, that the Begums at ,Fyzahad did take a hostile 
part against tht; Company during the disturbances in Benares, and I am im- 
pressed Avith a conviction that this conduct of tlie Begums did not })roeeed 
entirely from motives of self-defence ; but as the Court of Directors appear to 
h(; of a diiVerent opinion, and eoneeive that there ought to be stronger proofs ot 
the defection of the Begums than have been laid before them, I think that 
before we decide on tlu'ir order, the late anrl ])resent Resident at the Vizier’s 
Court and the commandiog olficors in the Vizier’s country ought to he required 
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to collect and lay before the Board all the information they can obtain with 
respect to the defection of the Begums during tho troubles in Benares and 
their present disposition to tho Company. 


The Governor-General desires to record the following minute : — 

28th August 1783. 

I think that Mr. AVlicler has misconci(;ved the intention of the Court of 
Directors. I have attentively read the .llh and subsequent paragraphs of the 
letter of the 14th February, but find no order, expressed or implied, in them 
which can warrant tho enquiry ])rop()sed by Mr. "Wheler. The Court of 
Directors is already in possession of comphde and legal cvideiuse of the hostile 
part taken by the Begums of Fyzabad against the Company. I cannot directly 
object to the proposals for collecting fresh evidence on the same charges, but I 
must be informed of tlie object of it before I assent to it. 1 do therefore 
object to the question in the terms and state of it.

Mr. Whei.kr — The opinions which it has been necessary for mo to give 

Mr Wlu.Kr'HminuK2UhA«Knst.l7S3. V.arioUS times Oil tho SUbjcct of the 

complaints made against Mr. Bristow hy 
tho Nabob Vizier and his Minister, and on the motions and propositions of the 
Governor-General grounded on them, h.ave relieved me from the necessity of 
going through every stage of the bu.siness at this time. I shall therefore coniine 
my attention solely to tliis consideral ion whether the charges as they arc diawn 
up against Mr. Bristow and answered by him arc fully proved and established, 
and briefly state my sentiments of his public conduct as they arise from the 
materials before me. 


I must first premise that the charges are of such a nature as to render it 
almost impossible for the Residemt to disprove them by any certain a,nd jiositive 
evidence, because they chielly consist of deductions from asserted facts which 
do not appear in some instance correctly stated ; besides, I c onceive it is as 
necessary and just tliat the allirmation of Mr. BrLstow^s eriminarlitv should bo 
nroved by the person who imputes it to him, as it would be cruel ‘and unjust 
TO admit ot hi.s hav'ing ch*ared hiiusoif Irom tl'.cm only in the evinit of his 
proving a negative to all the bold as.s( rtions of the Nabob’s Minister, for what 
man employi’d in public business could even transact it with credit to himself 
or advantage to lus employers? or would attempt it if charges and accusa- 
tions, unsuiiported by evidence and dictated by parties interested in his removal 
from his station, should be allowed to have weight with those who arc the 
judges of his conduct, and by whose judgment he must be supported or 
fall. 
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I’rom tliG gencrnl cliaraetor of Ilyder Bog Khan, and the known influence 
he has long possessed over the Nabob’s mind, which has led to an uncontrolled 
sway over all his dominions, I am inclined to believe that the letters from the 
Vizipi:.tailMi.GovcrnoivGtmeral were principally dictated by his ^Minister ; and 
this circurastanco-miisi induce t hose who view it in the same light to give less 
weight and CPll^iCCltiene^to the representations than they would deserve, if They 
sprung from a real sense of injuries reeeived from Air. J3ristow, as deeply 
inipresscd in His Excellency’s mind as they are inevileated in his Iclttu’s. 

It may he difficult for men who feel themselves injured hy the misrepre- 
sentations of others to eon tine themselves soh'ly to their own vindication ; they 
are naturally prone to recriminate on their aeeusers. Hr. BristoAv has not bee n 
able to refrain from this (*rror in his defence, hut I neither ap])rovc of it nor of 
the angry manner in which lie speaks to the Board of a iierson tbrougb the 
medium of Avhose influence the Company’s affairs have been so long comlucted 
at the Nabob’s Court, and who is entitled to respect as long as be is deemed 
worthy of acting in that elevated station. 

With respect to the question before ns, I am firmly of opinion that the 
charges against Mr. Bristow are neitlier jiroved nor ostaldislied, and that bis 
conduct ought not to subject him to the ccnsnniof the Board; indeed, the jirin- 
eipal accusations against him are founded only on bis attempt to inlroduee 
sundry reforms which have not sueeeodi'd — altempfs whieli do not ajipear toj, 
stand in contradict ion to tlie s])irit or even letter of his instructions, lie has bpon^l 
thwarted and op]iosed in all by the Hinis-ter, and as far as I can collect from 
the charges and Mr. Bri.stow’s reply, the ajipoinlmenls which are hold up as 
encroachments upon the Nabob’s tligiiity and right of Government are not now 
e.visting. it would he therefore highly unjust to condemn, and much more so 
to remove, tlie llesideut for endeavouriiig to carry into elfect the plan and mea- 
sures which, ho was instructed to adopt; he would tiud greater difficulty in 
answering the charge if it was inverted, and lu; stood accused by this Govern- 
ment in not Iiaving perscver«'(l with greater firmness in the exeeiition of his 
trust; and if Mr. Bristow is still to ho guided hy the instruet ions lie received 
on his appointment, tliq uniU-id weight of the inlluenec of this Government 
should he exovti'd to the aeeonijilisliment of the plans therein rrenmmended or 
Ills instructions should he so altered and modilir-d as to make tlumi more pala- 
table to the Nabob and his Minister, yet such as would etfectually secure to 
the Company its present and future claims on the Vizier’s Government; if the 
latter should meet the eoneurreneo of the Hoai’d I could Avlsh that anolhm- set 
of instructions were immediatt'ly jirepared inori' conformably to those which 
have genei'ally hceu given to llcsidcnts upon former occasions.

Mr. Stables — I have read with attention the pa])ers referred to in 

answer to the charges brought against the 
Mr. nu..uto, soil. A,w.»t. Resident at Oude hy the Nahol) Vizier 

and his Minister Hyder Beg Khan. The charges arc not proved to my convic-; 
tioii in any sinj^ly mstaiice. It app<'ars to me tliat Mr. Bristow has adlu'red to; 
the spirit oThis instructions, which fully authorized liim to carry certain regu-j 
lations into execution for the henelit of tlio A izier and tlie Company, in 
attempting which ho has been invariably counteracted hy Hyder Beg Kliaii, ■ 
nliosc'. power and iulluence were ell'ceted by the plans proiioscd. ^ 

The Besklcnt has constantly informed the Board of nil his transactions and 
intentions and stated the difilculties which he had to contend against ; he has 
done so particularly in his letter of the 21st January last, which by some mis- 
take was not laid before the Board until thivc months after the rece ipt of it 
■»y the Secretary, and in his letters of the l-Oth May and (Uh of June, all which 
arc yet nnanswcrc'd. Erom the Board’s sih'nee to the llesideut after the con- 
stant information which they had from him, he must have conceived lie was ; 
warranted in following his instructions and using his endeavours to carry them j 
into complete effect. 
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After a full review of this business, and liavin" taken all the papers into 
consideration, I am of opinion that the conduct of the Resident at Lucknow 
deserves the approbation of the Board, and that he ought to be assisted by th e 
entire weight and influence of this Government to be enabled to execute what 
is prescribed in his instructions, on a strict adherence to which the peace and 
safety of the Vizier’s country, and the payment of the Company*s heavy balances, 
so much depend. 

The Nabob is in my opinion so much in the bands of his Minister, Ilydcr 
Beg Khan, w'ho has the entire control of his country, that I consider His 
Lxcellency*s letters as in fact the letters of Ilyder Beg. I consider Tlyder 
Beg as a dangerous man to tliis Government, anti the ct)mparative statement of 
the revenues of the Vizier’s country between the Euslee years 1183 and 1190, 
transmitted to us by the Resident, gives me the worst opinion of his manage- 
ment and conduct, and atford but a melancholy prospect with respect to the 
early payment of the Vizier’s present debt, and our current claims on him, 
which must continue whilst our troops are employed in the defence of his 
country. To recall the Resident or to abolish his oUicc would be in effect remov- 
ing every check or restraint on ilie views and conduct of the Minister. While 
wo are obliged, and as I think unfortunately, to have .a large army in tin; Vizier’s 
dominions for their defence and protection, and while the inteimal peace and 
seemrity of his country is so much connected as it is with our owji, wo surely 
have a right to interfere for f he purpose of correcting the gross abuses and 
mismanagement of his Government.

(the removal of the Company’s Residency entirely from tlie Court of the Vizier. 
Ilyder Beg Klian’s subsequent request (letter from Ilyder Beg Khan to the 
Governor-General, 7th April 1783), to this Government places bis views and 
ambition in a light not to be mistaken. 

2ndly . — It js my opinion that lilr. Bristow^ has fully refuted the accusa- 
tion advanced .against him ; and if they had in some degree been established 
they would lie more against the Board than .against Mr. Bristow, wdio conti- 
nually advised tlumi of his endeavours to curry his instructions into effeet. 

3rdly . — I think the oppasition which Ilyder Bog Khan has (amidst his 
professions of obediencic) made to every effort of th(i Besident to carry 
Ihrongll the instructions of this Government renders him highly responsible for 
the conse([uenees whatever they have been or may be in future.

To The Select Committee of Fort St. George. 

My Loinj ANT) Gentlemen, — Wc have received your letters of the 5th, 
ntli, and 1 5th instant, with the several ineJosures eontnined in tlu'm and observe 
your reiterated demand that we will furnish you with those instructions which

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you have so often solicited and the want of which you say leaves you 
under an embarrassment that may greatly tend to the prejudice of public affairs 
at this critical juncture. 

We acknowledge that you have repeatedly applied to us for authoiaty and . 
instructions to treat with the late Hyder A.lly, and his sou and successor, Tippoo 
Saheb. 

On the 11th September last you desired to know our sentiments of that 
state of imminent necessity winch might warrant you, in the adoption of 
measures of your own judgment, without a special authority ; and you re- 
quested our instructions to guide your conduct towards llydcr Ally in the 
supposed event of the ratification of the IVtahratta treaty, as you proposed sending 
to him an embassy, and wc in reply to that informed you, by our letter of tin- 
19th October, that “ Ilyder Ally was compelled to solicit peace, or to move for an 
accommodation from some change in his affairs. Wo imagined every advanc(} to 
a negotiation with him was but an encouragement to him to persist in the war.” 
We therefore declined granting you any instructions for that purpose and added 
that “should he by the aid of his new allies, and througli our misfortunes, pi'css 
“ you to a situation of imminent necesnity, that necessity and your own judgment 
“ must at once determine your last refuge, and dictate your instructions,” The 
Mahratta treaty was at that time not finally interchanged, and it w'as a matter of 
a grcjit doubt whether the opposition raised against it might not preclude it altoge- 
ther. We are confident that any advances made to Tippoo at such a season would 
have been converted by him into the means of adding foree to the opposition 
which he supported against the treaty. The advantage which he would have been 
reafly to seize of any overture for peace cannot be more strongly exempli lied than 
in the instance now before us. Tippoo, certainly inferior to his father both in 
forces and abilities, deprived of his European allies by the preliininaries with 
France, compelhxl to retire fi’om the Carnatic in ord<‘r to save or recover the 
most valuable part of his own possession, the revenues of a considerable part 
of which have been lost to him, threatened with a war from the Mahrattas 
and his resources of men, money, stores, and provisions greatly diminished from 
his long and continued operations in the field, has received the invitation of 
your deputies to accede, to a peace — how has ho treated it? and wliat has 
been the consequence? Presuming upon our weakness he has assumed a 
degree of consequence, to which his father never jn’etciided in the height of his 
prosperity; ho has dictated the terms of a treaty, particular articles and 
objects of whicli we are unacquainted with, and h.as left no alternative for a 
qualified admission of his demands on your part, hut requires you impli- 
citly to alfix your seals and signatures to them, and informs you that alter 
a meeting has been had, and the karanamma understood by the^ term of the 
translation wo suppose to be meant concluded, letters will ho written from tlu' 
Punnu to the Governor and Council, a kclaut, &o., will ho given, and tlm 
English prisoiicr.s of the Sircar will be sent with his [Minister, and orders to 
the talukdars to deliver up the forts of the English to them. 

Although Tippoo has left nothing for negotiations hut the acceptance or 
rejection of his demands, even for this undignified intcrcoTirse Avith you, he, or 
his agent for him, required you to depute your Minister to attend the presence 
of his Minister. 

Thus much occurs in proof of the propriety of our dcterminjition, on tlie 
19th October last, to withhold from you the power of treating in any shape 
with this enemy. In your letter of the 18th February 178.1 you again 
desired our “ consent and approbation of a treaty to he concluded by you witli 
Tippoo Saheb on the terms of that which has been made respecting his father 
with the Mahrattas, and you request that we communicate to you our sentiment, 
on the propriety of your waiving so much of the clause relatiye to his imm(‘diafe 
and entire evacuation of the Carnatic as may relate to the small j>osts and 
districts of Pudukota and Ilolipady, or other small posts and districts of little 
value or importance, but convenient to and bordering upon the dominions 
of Tippoo Saheb in case a treaty could not otherwise he concluded with him. 

With respect to the diminishing epithets applied to these places they 
have a double edge— “ if they arc small posts and districts of little value or 
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iinportanoo ” they arc equally so to both parties, and Tippoo should bo as in. 
dill'erent in requirin", as we in cedini' them. If he insist on them, and a treaty 
could not otherwis<i he concluded with him, which is the condition on which 
you desired power to cede them, it proves them uot to bo districts of little 
Value or ini}>ortance. Jlut you add as a further motive for our compliance that 
lln‘y are convenient and border upon the dominions of Tippoo Saheb. They 
(!.in only be convenient because they may facilitate a future invasiou. And if they 
Ijorder upon the dominions of Tippoo Sahel), in their present dependence on 
the Carnatic, they would equally border upon the Carnatic in their dependence, 
on 'Pippoo Saheb, and in this state arc equally convenient to either, besides 
if that were an argument for yielding them, it would apply with equal strength 
after they were ceded to the next small districts of little value or importance 
and so on ad injinilum. 

IVc replu'd to this letter from you on the 11th March, when the final 
interchange of the treaty with the Pcishwa had recently taken place, we 
repealed our sentiments with respect to any overtures which miglit he made 
to l’ip})oo for peace, and w^e desired you “ carid'ully to avoid any infraction of 
the article of the treaty which relates to the Carnatic, and uhicli constitutes 
the ])eace with Tippoo Saheb on the only footing on which we are now at 
lilierty to aiicede to it.” JJoth tliese letters expressed our entire and marked 
disap proliation of your eommenciug by advances on your part any negotiation 
with llyder .Vlly or his successor, Tijipoo Saheb. If the ill-disposition towards 
you, of which you have rejieatedly accused us in your letters, or the irritating 
style of your eorrespondence, could iutiuenee us to your jircjudieo, the un- 
warrantahlc and disgraceful management of your late negotiation opens au 
ample field for censure and reproach. To propose a cessation of hostilities to 
Tippno Sahel), in conjunetiou with or through the medium of Mr. Pussy, was at 
once botli impolitic and disgracid'ul, nor could it be sup])o.sed to he enjoined by 
the i)reliniinavy treaty with Pranco, by the Idth Article of which it rested with 
M. .Pussy only to have invited Tip])00, as the ally of Pi’anee, to accede to 
the paeilieation. An invitation such as you olTercd could neither have been ex- 
pected or favourably received from the power immediately at Avar with him, 
but by oondeseending to make it you naturally throw the negotiation into the 
iiaiids of M. Pussy, wlio will )'aiso liis oavu importaneo by dictating to 'I'ippoo 
the terms he should demand from you, and by making himself umj)ire between 
you. Hero w'c heg leave to remind you of the caution we gave you in our 
letter of the 11th March last, written before M. Pussy’s arrival in the Carnatic, 
and expressed in the following sentence — ” We request you to consider the use 
to wdiich M. Pussy might turn your instructions to the Taujorc Vakeel 
(dopuled to T'i[)poo) if Tippoo Saheb made them kno\vn to him, which would 
[)rol>ahly be the case.” 

Had Tippoo been in expectation of speedily reducing Mangalore when your 
proposal for a cessation of hostilities reached him, is it probable that he would 
have sus[)ended liis operations against it ? Put distant as that event may be, 
it do('s not aiipear that he has susp<*nded his operations or even agreed to a 
cessation of arms in any place but where tlio inferiority of his fox’cc must have 
yielded to our arms, wo mean in the Carnatic, yet from this partial agreement 
xve venture to ])ronounce that he will exf)ect an unbounded observance of your 
request for pacific measures to the Company’s settlements on the Malabar Coast, 
and vehemently complain of any succours of men or stores wliich may ho 
thrown into Mangalore. Your Commander-in-Chief’s minute on this subject 
contains many sound and cori'oborating arguments, which, if we wanted any 
other, would confirm u.sin these sentiments. 

Although you liave compelled us to take this view of your conduct, we 
will su()posc that a negotiation lias taken place with Tippoo Saheb in conse- 
qu(‘nce of yonr <jverturos to bim, and that he is willing to accede to a pacifica- 
tion on the basis t*f the Mahratta treaty, and in conformity to the preliminaries 
settled with Kraneo ; or even if he should absolutely refuse to accede to the 
peace on these terms, by ceding to him the forts and countries of Carrour 
Hindignl, Auracouehey, and Paraporam, in the Coimbatore country, and the 
proviuco of Cumham, which have all been taken by your forces, you can 
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oMain the release of our prisoners who are in his hands, we shall think it a most 
desirable accommodation. Indeed, while the sufferings of our fellow-subjects in 
bis petssession are so severe as they arc represented to be, we would willingly 
niake those and even greater sacrifices to preserve their lives and recover their 
liberties, for although tbo places we have named are numerous, and of lofty 
sound, we believe tlicm to be of no material value, and such as a superior force 
may at any time enter and recover. 

But you desire a more general authority from us, that is, you require our 
conseixt to treat with Tippoo on the basis of the Mabratta treaty, and the paci- 
fication which has lately taken place in Europe. By both these authorities 
oeaeo is already formally concluded with ^I'ippoo, if he will accept of peace, 
and hy the former the Peiswha is hound to compel him to it if he shall refuse, 
therefore we cannot consent to any direct and independent treaty with Tippoo, 
nor to any conclusive agreeunent whatsoever which 'you may make with him, 
(‘X<‘ept for a cessation cf hostilities in the accommodation recommended in the 
preceding paragraph, neither of wbieh requires a written instrument to elToct 
them. In the present situation of atfairs there can ho no danger in the delay 
of referring to us his propo.sals ; there may be an advantage in it. 

llespeeting your claim on Tippoo for a reimhursement of the expcnces of 
the Avar, and a compensation for the losses sustained by tlie invasion of the Car- 
natic, Avc can only (‘xpress our astonishment at your making it the subject of a 
serious proposal and of serious reproach to us for omitting it in our treaty with 
the Afahrattas ; but in short, had it been ever practicable, your mode of proceed- 
in*»'s would have elTeelvially defeated every chance of obtaining it. To solicit 
peace in order to claim a rciinbursoment for the cxpences of the Avar is a 
n(!AV doctrine in negociatiou Avhich will not answer in India, and we doubt of its 
clllcaey in any country. 

From the purport of this letter you Avill clearly understand that wc posi- 
tively restrict you from making any separate or delinitivc an'angements 
or treaty with Tippoo Saheb, and that we mean only to vest you with 
poAA’ors to treat for a cessation of hostilities or for the release of our 
prisoners, or both. It is not micessary for us to negotiate for more general 

objects, as you have already commenced a negociatiou Avith him without Avait- 
in? for our previous sanction, Avhioh you guardedly assure us was unnecessary ; 
and as wo have remarked in the former iiart of this letter you have gone 
further: you have yoursclvc.s invited Tippoo Saheb to accede to the peace 
concluded in Europe, instead of leaving this advance, Avhere it ought to have 
been hd’t, and Avhero tlio wisdom Avhich dictated to the superior Administration, 
this provision of the treaty had iixed it, Avith the ivjpreseutative of the French 
nation in India. And you have proceeded to yet greater lengths. You have 
yourselves ordered what avc conceive ought only to have been the effects of a 
reciprocal engagement, a cessation of hostilities on tlio part of our forces, Avhile 
those of the enemy remain in liberty to continue their operations against us. 
For these acts and their consequences you are alone accountable. 

Wo have only again to repeat that wo Avill not consent to your making any 
direct treaty of peace with Tippoo Saheb, that being alrea<ly concluded on 
i)tl)er grounds, and other sanctions ol much stronger and surer alliance Avhich 
wo cannot agree to forfeit for an immediate engagement with Tippoo himself, 
that is, one which will be irrecoverably binding on the Company, but no longer 
bindin<' on him than Avhilst bo shall find it convenient to observe it. 

request that you will furnish us Avith early and constant information 
of the event and progre-ss of your transactions with Tippoo Saheb, that we may 
also take such measures as may ayipear necessary to us to avert the conse* 
quences of his refusal to accede to the peace.

Mr. Stables’ minute, 4ih September. 


Mr. Stables — I think that the President and Select Committee of Madras 

should have powers to receive 'I'ippoo’s pro- 
posals and to treat witli him on the ground 
of the 9th Article of the Mahratta treaty, but not to conclude without making a 
reference to this Government and receiving our answer to it. I delivered a similar 
opinion, which is entered on our proceedings of the 15th of last March. It must 
not be conceived that I approve of the means taken by the gentlemen at 
Madras to treat with Tippoo, through M. Bussy. I condemn it in the strong- 
est terms.

I therefore think that the late and present Ilcsident and commanding 
officers in the Vizier’s country at the time should ho called upon to collect 
what further information they can on this subject, in which the honor and 
, dignity of this Government is so materially concerned, that such iriformation 
[ may be immediately transmitted to the Court of Dircfdors. 

In the enquiry proposed to be made I wash it particularly to he attended 

to, whether any hostile intention or mark of disallectioii to this Government 
• in the conduct of the Begums a])peared b^ore the troubles at Benares. 

I think the Resident at the Vizier’s Court should he called upon to give 
information to the Board whether the accounts of the Begums’ jaghirs Inis 
been paid to them, and by wbat c'hanncl the payment has been made. 


The Governor-General desires that the paragraphs of the letter from the 
Court of Directors of tlio 14th February 1783, to whicli Mr. Stables alludes in 
his minute, may bo entered in this place, because it does not appear to him that 
the Court of Directors had directed any enquiry to bo made such as is now 
iproposed, that it appears to him both too late and Tinnecossaiy at this tinu; to 
irenew it, as very strong and authenticated evidence of tlie disaffection of the 
Begums has been collected and tninsraitted to the Court of Diroetoia, and as the 
reasons assigned by the Court of Directors, if these shall he transmitted with the 
orders for the enquiry, will prove in their e,fl‘(*ct an order collecting evidence to 
the justification and acquittal of the Begums not for tlie investigation of the 
truth of the charges which have been preferred against them. 

Tlie Governor-General thinks it unnecessary to m.ake any other comment 
upon the motion or to give either his assent or dissent to it hut as the letter 
may be implied in the preceding observations. lf_evideriQe is to be collected 
it should be collected from all persons capable of giving it, and not confined to 
official 
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Jixtratii of «*• General Ijuttor from tho Iloii’blo Court of Directors, Jalcil l+th lA'bruary 17So. 

Para. G . — AVith rospeot to the rcsuiuptiou of the j!\ohirs possessed by tlu^ 
l^e^ums in ])ai'tu:nl;ir, and llie subsequent seizures of the treasure dej)osited 
with the Vizier’s mother, which tlie Governor-General in his letter to your Hoard, 
23rd .laniiary 1783, has declared he strenuously encouraged and sujiported. 
Wo hope and trust, lor tin; honor of the lirilish nation, that the measures 
app(*ared to be fully justified in the eyes of all Hindustan. The (Jovernor- 
General has informed us that it can be well altcstt'd tliat tin; Itee'iuns jjrin- 
eipally excited and supported the late eominotions, and that they carried their 
inveteracy to the English nation so far as to aim at our utter extirpation. 

5). If therefore the disalVection of the llegums was not a matter of pidjlie; 
notoriety, we cannot but be .abuamsl for the elleets which these subsequeiit 
Irausactions must have bad on the minds of the natives of India. Tlie only con- 
solation we feel U])on this occasion is licit the amount of those jaghirs foi- 
which the Company were, guarantees is to be ]iaid through our Resident at th<' 
Court of the Vizier, and it very materially concc'ins the credit of your Govern- 
ment on no ac'count to suffer such paynumt to be evaded. 


10. If it shall liereafter be found that the Begums did not take that hostile 
part against the Com])fuiy which has heen represented (as well iu the Govenior- 
Geuei’nl’s narrative as in several doeumeiits therein referred to), and as itl 
nowhere ajtpears from the papers at pri'sent iu our possession that they cxeitedj 
auv commotion previous to the im]>risonmentof Baja CbeytSitig butouly armedi 
tbems<'lvcs iu eoiisequenee of that trau.saetion, and as it is ]a’obablc tluit suebj 
a conduct proi’ceded entirely from motives of self-dcd'enee, under an a|)]irehen'; 
sion tlnit tb(;y themselves might likewise be laid under miwarrantable eontribu-’ 
(ious, we direct tliat you use \ our inlluenee with tin; Vizier that their jagbirs may 
lx; restored to them ; but if tb(‘y should be under apjuebeiisioiis vespoetirig the 
future e,onduet of the A'iziew, and wish our future ])rott‘et ion, it is our pleasun! 
that you otfer those ladii-s an asylum within th(‘ Company's territories, aui( 
there' he paid the amount of the net Culleetion of their jtigliirs agretiahly to 
the 2tul article of tin; late treaty through the medium of our Resident as may 
he ascertained ui)oii an average estimate of some yi'urs back.

I have now gone through the examination of the charges against Air, 
Bristow and his answers to them aeeoi'ding to the order in whiidr he has him- 
self arranged them. I shall not alteiuj)! hy any n'eajiitulation of them to }X)int 
out the strength of the former or the insiifliehaiey of the latter. 1 shall leave 
both to make their own impression, and doubt not that they will necessarily 
])roduee in the minds of others a eonvietiou which they liav'o pnxlueed in my own,* 
that the truth of evi'ry charge against Ah’, Bristow is either positively or pre- 
sumptively cstubTishcd even by the authorities which he has himself produei d 
to refut_e them . 

1 my.self am Yiersonally aggrieved by Afr. Bristow’s conduct and pretensions. 
Every accumulation of his guilt is doubled hy the attem])t to fix the original 
charge of it upon me. In Ids declaration to the Nabob Vizier, to the Alinister, 
and oven in his addresses to the Board, he appeats to my instructions 
as the rule and warrant of liis actions. To disprove this I need only 
to apjieal to my instructions themselves. These had ouc essential object, 
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j tlie (lisc1i.‘ir<;n of tho aiToars dun from tlie Naboli Vizior to the Company witli 
iliis urowini,' (Icbl; atkI fv('ry artiele of them had a regard either to the means of 
ireiub'ring this point elfeelual, or to the cautions requisite in the exercise of an 
ujiavow(‘d iuHuenee in the place of a lawful authority. Tho means by wbieh 
our (xoveruineut aecjuired their intluencc and its right to exercise it will re- 
«]uire a pnivious ex[)lanation. Both originated m our connection with the 
Nabob Shuja Dowla. I found him a dependent on the Company, or rather 
on the Commander-in-Chief of tlie army. Under the authority of the 
Council, of which 1 was t in' President in the year 1773, I concluded a treaty 
until him which left him optionally free but virtually depeiuhmt on our CJov- 
eruinent by tin' reciprocal obligations of it, which on our ])nrt consisted in 
jmililary assistance whenever he (hnnanded it, and on his, the payment of a 
lixt'd nionthly subsidy for the expenc(^s attending it. He remained the absolute 
sovi'reign of his own dominions, and whenever he found the presence of our 
army, or the ascendant of our alliance too powerful for his ease or dignity, he 
might free himsidf from both by tin; dismission of the fornun*. But the neces- 
sity of his aifairs rendered it unsafe or inconvenient to part with it, as uas 
evinced by the experiment of a few mouths in which the army was remandiid 
to our frontiers, and again recalled for his service, and thus its attachment to 
him, and the kind of trilmie whicli he paid for the use of it, were rendered jier- 
innnent, but in such a mode as conduced to bis intc'rest and sah'ty without a 
diminution of personal consoiiuence. lie was himself the instrument of form- 
ing this relation; he felt the advantages of it; ho experienced nothing 
humiliating in the superiority of the part assigned to our Government in it, 
and in tlie short intm'val whieh followed t he eonstruetiou of it two ricdi and 
('xtensive memhers were addoil to his ]iaternal dominions, besides that which 
he aetpiiri'd with it. Let nui add, without tln^ imputation of assuming too much 
self-consef|nonce, that my ja'rsonal Ix'haviour to him was invariably marked 
by a studied respi'ct. In imblie 1 addressed him as ruy aeknowh'dgc'd superior; 
in private, for only one person was ever privy to our eonferi'iiees, I made my 
demands in tirm but decent language, exacted his comjdianee by stating 1b(! 
grounds of our mutual necessities without either coneealmeiit or exaggeration, 
and obtaiiK'd with his cheerful and most willing concession the best acis'ssion 
of a nc'W dominion, a portion of tho wealth of a valuable and remote territory 
without the burthen of its administration. He ])arted from me contented, and 
if L may trust to those assurances which my station may be suspi'cted to have 
extorted from ])rivate adulation, he publickly and frequently acknowledged tho 
obligation udueh be owed tome, and even in bis last moments recurred to them 
in t be line of conduet wbhdi lie reeonunended to his son and sneei'ssor, tho 
present Nabob Ausuf-ul-l)owla. 


With his death a ik'w political system commenoed, and Mr. Bristow was 
const it iited the instrument of its I’orinatiou and trustt'c for the management of 
it. Tlie Nabob Ausiif-ul-Uowla was deprived of a large portion of bis inhei'i- 
Mama', I mean the province of Benares, attached by a very fia'ble and precarious 
tenure to our dominions ; the army fixed to a pcrmaiu'ut station in a remote line 
of bis frontier, Avitli an augracnti'd and perjictual subsidy, a new army amphi- 
! biously composed of troops in bis service and jiay, commanded by English 
I olIic(*rs of our own nomination for the (hdence of his new conquests, and his 
iovvu national troops annihilated or alienated by the insufficiency of bis revenue 
for all bis disburst'ments, and ilie prior claims of those which our authority or 
inlliicucc cominaiulcd in a word he became the vassal of this Government. 
But he still possessed an ostensilile sov('reignty. His titular rank of Vizier of 
tb(' empire rendi'ri'd him a conspicuous object of view to all tlui States and 
‘Chiefs of India, and on the moderation and justieowith which the Br itish Gov- 
,<'rnment in Bengal excrelsc'd its inti nonce over him, many points most essential 
d.o it s ])oUtical st.n'ngtb, .md to the honor of the British name depended. 

This is not a place, nor have I room in it to prove, what I_ shall, hcvti con- 
tent mysi'lf with affirming, that by a sacred and undeviating observance of 
every principle of public faith, the Jh’itish dominion might liaye by this timo 
acrjiiifed the means of its extension, tlxrough a virtual submission to it sautlio- 
rity, to every region of Hindustan and Heeisan. I am not sure that 1 should 
advise such a design were it practicable, whicli at this time it certainly is not 
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and I very miu'li fenr that tho limitod formation of sncli c(]iial allianiMS as 
might be usetul to our })ros('nt condition and conduce to its improvement is 
heeomc liatde to almost insiirinountahln dilliculties, Kvcrv power iu India 
must wish for the support of ours; but they all dn'ad (lie conneetion. 

The subjection of Bengal and the deprivation of the family of Jalfer Ally 
Khan, though an elTeet of incvilable necessity, the ^iresimt usurpation of tin 
rights of the Nabob \\ alah Jan in the Carnatic, and the lieentions violations oi 
(ho treaty existing between the Company and the Nabob Nizam-nd-i)o\\la, 
thongh cheeked liy the remedied in(er])osition of this Government, stand an 
teriii)lc preiM'dcnts against ns. The elfects of our connection Avith the Nabob 
A'.isnf-ul-l)owla bad a rapid tendency to the same con.seijueiict'.s, and it lias 
l)(>en my invariable study to prevent it by the removal or restriction of everj 
aulborily or inllucnee derived from onr Government uliicli inti'rfered Avith liis, 
and by tlie jironiise of Avliatever means I might possess for withdrawing tlial 
iiiterpo.sition of it in the internal managemeiit of his aifairs, Avliieh avc exercised 
ill the a.ssiunmcnts made of portion of his revenue for (be jiayment of the 
(:()iii])aiiy’s di'bts Avhenever lie should have diseliarged them, or could alTord a 
si'curity of their payment. It is not unknown to the inenihers of the Board 
wlio composed it in the hegiiining of the year i7Sl bow iniieli it Avas niy Avisli 
even then to return on a new eommission lo the resideiiee of the Nabob ol 
Oiide, provided I eoiild be entrusted with poAvers to make siieli an aeeomnioda- 
tioii; for bis llnances were daily diminisliiiig, the presen :•(' of the represeiilative 
tit our GoA'erument enfeebled, that of the Naboh in its (‘xeeiitive acts, and all 
the jirovliiees of bis dominion Avere gradually sinking into deeliue, the repmaeli 
td' which cvim from our own countrymen Avas cast upon our Govcrmneiit as 
(lie cause of it. 

Unfortunately the Nahob Vi/ier wanted (lie reciuisito tahnits for business. i 
Ifis umh'i’.standiiig, tbongli far underrated in the eominon ojiinion of it, aa:is 
(leiieient ill many other reiiiiisite qualities of government. But it was united > 
with a gentleness of inaniu'rs, a .siisc('|)tit)ility of kindness, and a pliancy of Avill 
Avhieli might in jiroper hands constitute an equivalent to them. It AVas in my 
relianee on the elTeet of tlie.se (jiialities that 1 solicited, and in elfect obtained 
from him in return for my concessions, his agreement to the admission of the 
assisliinee of the Resident in the chargi' then specially given to his Minister, 
of his tinaiiees and public dislmrseiiients. 

Dissatisfied Avith the conduct of Mr. Middleton, the Resident, to Avhoin this 
charge was llrsi eomniitted, and of his Deputy, Ifr. Jolin.soii, to Avlioin lie dide- 
nates it, 1 formed the resolution of nominating Mr. Bristow lo it in their stead. 
To this I had various and powerful inducements. The lirst and principal Avas 
the reiterated order of the Court of Directors for his appointment; secondly, the 
wish of the other members of tlic Couneil urging it ; lliirdly, their declaration 
of uniting to snpporl. my authority, and other eoiuairrent eirenmstanees remov- 
ing the (dijeclions which had liitlicrto opposed it; foiirllily, a rciiaiiec on the 
personal gratitude of Mr. BristoAV for rny optional nomination of him to so 
important a trust; and fifthly, liis assurances and a pleilge given me for (lie 
performance of tbein in Avhicli I then nqioscd a ivligious eontidenec. I proposed 
and the Board agreed to his appointment, leaving it to me to give him bis 
instructions. Ttiose AA'ore accordingly delivered, lirst vi'rbally, bul.aceoni|)aniod 
withheadsiiiAA'ritiiig for his remembrance, in a discourse whieli oecupii'd four lioiirs 
of my time, when 1 Avas yet too ill to write, and they were afterwards dictated, 
for 1 continued unahle to write them; and having reecivi'd the approbat ion of the 
Hoard, thi^y were transmitted to him on the 21.th of October. 1 havi'^ detailed the 
process of this atTair to shcAV at lea.st the improbahilily of M r. Bristow’s misunder. 
standing my intentions resjiecting tlio line of condiiet which he was to pursni', 
if tlio.sirAvm’C really contrary to tiiat wliieli he did adojit. ]Jit)(crto the Resident 
has never interfered beyond advice pcrsuasion,^_ J niysell n(‘vcr (‘Ih'ctcd a 
higher chiinijTiqr iiad I « suspicion, that Mr. Bristow avqiiM go beyond it. 
lUhtWpfWnever occurred to ine to guard agairrst it. On the contrary I will 
freely confess, and I am ashamed of it, I yielded to liim an implicit ooiilideiice. 
As to my instructions and their real objects, lv.illlii‘lii..f.l.Ltij' .th(*y Ioia'c been 
wliollv neglected, nor has any use been made of them hut to perATit them to 
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(lei^igas of which I know not the anthoiuty, iioi’ can devise any other end but 
l)iivali’ rapacity. In one instance, indecui, lie may appear to conform to them 
which is in his disagreements with the Alinister, which whose conduct t was 
I'crtainly much otfended on the occasions which had atl’orded me so much 
olli'iice against Mr. Middleton, and I therefore warned him to keep a watchful 
eye on Jlyder Khan, and 1 spoke of him in terms which marked ^I’cat 
distrust of his principles and dislike of his character. Whether I was right or 
wrong in my judgment, 1 will not now attempt to determine. I certainly 
erred in the unreserved manner in w'hich I communicated it, sinco it has been 
so frequently and powerfully retorted upon me. But llyder Beg Khan is 
not the object of this discussion. Jjct his foriiK'r conduct liavo been what it 
would, it will not justify Mr. Bristow in acts done consequent to it, and iu- 
depi'iidmit of it. lict his present condnet he what it will, it will not wai’i’ant 
Mr. Brist()W’’s usurpation of an authority which was never entrusted to him, 
and in the commission of insults and indignities to a Sovereign Prince united 
by tri'aty to the Company and to the British nation. There is not a syllalile 
of my instructions which will admit of a construction of a power to assume any 
authority whatever in the administration of the Nabob Vizier. Tlio only 
jiassage which 1 iind in a recent search to hear anything like a tendency to it 
is the close of the 13th Article, in whieh, sjieaking of the dangerous abuse 
which the Begums had made of tlnnr jaghirs, 1 directed him to remonstrate in 
the strongest terms against their restoration, and I added that he “must not 
permit, it until this Government shall have information of it,” hut how far even 
this expression wms from conveying the id(‘a of his e.xercising an authority 
over the Nabob will he demonstrated by the expv('s.sed puiqiose of the com- 
munioition in the words immediatt'ly following, viz., ‘’and shall have had time 
to interpose its injtaence for the preservation of it.” This extract will slimv 
that in a case which i deemed of the utmost conscqueiiec to the safety of tin* 
Naboli’s dominioiis and of our political interests in this instance, more nearly 
than any other connected with it, I did not conceive that e\en the Governor- 
General and Council in their eolloctive ca])acity had a right to intmT'ere with 
'authority, hut e,ould only make use of the nu'ans of persuasion, or as it 
.expressed to “ inter])()S(^ their inlluenci' for preventing the evils which we sup- 
])osed and can it he believed that I should invest Mr. Bristow with powel^^ t»f 
iWhich I disavowe<l tho us(; myself and denied the exercise of them to the 
iadininistration of whieli I was the first inemher? 


The article respecting the Nabob Vizier begins with an injunction “to 
study on every occasion to <-onciUate his good -will, and to slu'w him every 
ostensible and exh'rnal mark of r<*spect.” 1 expressed my “hope tlmt he would 
not find it ditlieult to make the N.ahoh himself the mover of every act necessary, 
wlicther for the advancement of his own interests, or the discharge; of his di'ht 


! to the Company.” T recommendeal to him to endeavour to wean tho Nabolds 


eoufidence from llyder Beg Khan, and I remem])cr using this or a Ai'rv like 


expression in mv verl)al instructions — “ Bt; ;eoii his Alijiisfe'v, and make yoiir- 
selv(‘s his advocate and the vindicator of his rights if his prc'sent Minister shall 
injnri! them,” and I strictly enjoined a ])rercrciice of tho Nabob’s claims to f t; 
sum allotted to his personal t'xpt'jjses htd'oreany othtu’, little imagining that this 
clanst! would be perverted to a virtual hut eireclnal dttprivation of the u.sc of it. 


Tin* advice which I thus pointedly recommended to Afr. Bristow Avas such 
as r should have pursued myself had 1 been in his .situation, ;unl Avith ;i wcll- 
groundtid oxyteet.ation of succeeding in .attaining the pre.serilted ohjt*ct of it; for 
1 have myself experieneed what might h(‘ (‘ITeeted by conciliation in situations 
the saint! as his, and in others as di.ssiinilar fn-m it, tind on minds more dilfieult 
than the weak spirit of the N.aboh ^''.nsuf-nl-Dowla fori n<!ver found t'itht!!’ tht; 
acute apprehcnsioi'.Ti and quiet suseopi ihility of Meer Cassini, nor the pride and 
manly sense of th ‘ Naiioh ,'Shnjah I'owhv impent trable to arguments applied to 
their interests, aiirl delivertal Avith truth and plain dealing, which Avere all the 
acts 1 evta used in my ](olitic!al iiegotiation.s. 


Jlnt I have a further proof, and an unansAverahle one, tlmt I neither had 
nor could liuA^e. had any design in my eominission given to Air. Bristow% either 
hostile to the Nabob Vizier, or otfensiA^c to his feelings, Avithout such a profligacy 
of character as must have lieen marked by the aa'IioIo tenor of my life accoi’d* 
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in" witli it. mpnUonod to Mr. Bristow my iutontion of appointing 

liim tp R't'sidoncy oF Ijiioknow, I at llm same tim(' inforinocl liini that I 
coiiTtT it until I had an assuraiici’ tljat it would bo aocoptablo to 

tlio Kubxili— not Icjigwoti^' ududlior from fornu'i' Iran'^acdions tlui ^Jabob • 
niiubt not liavo a j)orsonnl oxooptiou to biin, aiid t thcreroro diivoti'd him to 
apply i)y hdtoj\tQ tho Kabob bims(')f for his consont. ]\lr. Hnstow' did uoito 
to bini impyiiliiiMiy. I also oaus «d Kaja (Jovind Ram, tho Nabob’s Vakool, to 
ap[>i'izo bis mast or tliat tlio nt)])lu“ation was mado willi my kuowiod"o and wdtli 
niy wish that it might provo ollVotual, if tin' Kabob had not tiio objootion 
widoh I had approhondod. And lost lie might la* induooi.1 by his romombranoo of 
th(* iutorost, by which IVTi*. itristow’s former ap[)ointmont had bi'on bol’oro made', 
to object to it on a principle of delicacy to mxsedf, I di^sirod Raja (lovindRam 
to assure him that Mr. Bristow should receive' bis ap|joinlmeiit frenn my owni 
olmioo, not by the imposition of any autborily oonlrary to it. But [ abstained 
from any direct communicat ion of those sonfinn'iils, that tlin Nabob might be 
freer in his decision upon the projiosition submitted to him, I have already 
albulcd to this transaction in a minute datc-d the 7tli of !^^arch and 

dielaic'd on a diffen'nt occasion, and W'itb other particulars wbiedi are beiv 
omitted. IMr. fb-istow will not deny the fact as 1 have related it, ami Mr. 
MacRherson will possibly recollect it. 

Is it possible that I could have used so much delicacy and affected such 
a tenderness towards the Nabob if 1 meant to send a tyrant to rule over him. 

I shall forbear to speak my apprehensions of the conscr|Ucnces if it shalli 
1)0 finally resolved by tiie Members of this i!oard that yir. Rvisiow' shall he 
foimially vested with the power of ruling the dominions appi'rtaining to tlu' 
Nabob Ansuf-ul-Dow'la, and guaranteed to him against all iiivadi'rs by a sacri'd 
treaty by wdiieh tlio faith and Junior of the British nation, and not the 
Company alone, arc' pledged to maiulaiu it. A system of such coutvoul cannot 
subsist on constructive pow'cr, and if the Board do not notify to !Mr. Bristow 
tlie (lecdaiation which I have made of the revocation of llio.se which ho received 
from me, and which he has grossly abused, I shall, and at bis pe ril, let him 
dare hereafter to cpiotc tbom as containing the authority for bis actions. 'I'liose 
who abet biiu in Ids conduct ought to pre.sciibc to him the rule of it. "When 
[ am made acquainted w'itb that rule I will record my opinion of it. Would 
to (jod I could prevent it, and the dreadful conseciuoucc-'S wbicb, however, 
(jualified, must attend the o.'tercise of any dominion built on such a foundation 
and committed to such a ruler.

The substance of the letter to the same purport as the King’s .shoccali with 
the followini'' addition : — 

“ itis Majesty considers you as his son, and has lioiiouri'd you with that 
title in the aceomfianying shoeeah. Jte ha.s lionoiiri'd mo with the olliee of 
acting Minister in the alfairs of this empiri', and by so doing has in fact <'on- 
ferred the powers of that olliee upon you; inasmuch as I consider myself your 
deputy and such I have eonsich'red mysidf for these twelve years past and such 
I sliall eontiniK' to he whilst I live, how then will it he possible for any com- 
mands to 1)0 issued from the throne disagrei'ahle to you? Snen is my friendship 
that notwithstanding my total want of support and neei'ssary means, I have 
ovc'rlooki'd lakhs, and K'jcelcd tlie proposals of I he French. You will recollect 
that my means wi't'o cut oil and my military strength broken hy the late 
Nabob (NudjufCawn). I am now alone and without resources in the jirescnce. 
Yet though such i.s my situation 1 prevent as far as in my power the execu- 
tion of such measures as 1 know to hi' ineoinpatihle with your satisfaction. 

For this month past sunnuds for the Suhahdarree of Areot have been soli- 
cited in favour of the son of llyder Naig, and lakhs have he»“n olfered as a nuz- 
nrana. Ity various means t have pri'vented tlieir being eonijilied with. 

Now that the noalmt of the Vizzarut apiim'lains to me, T am in fact the 
Nail) here on your ])art, and on the part of the Nabob Vizier, and without 
doubt y<)u will both consider it as incumhimt on you to snj)port and protect 
me and iny honour, hut writing is supcudlnous. 1 suspend everything until the 
arrival of Major Rrovvne. He will see everything w'ith his own eyes, and he will 
eomiminic;ite the whole to you, together with the proofs of my friendship and 
devotedness to the service of you and the Nabob Vizier. God send that he inay 
arrive speedily, and that you yourself may hereafter come to the presence.

Siu, — ITaving judged it expedient at this time to have a Minister at the 
Court of Delhi on the ]>art of the (Jovernment, and l)i' ug d(sirous to avoid 
the ec/a/ of a public appointment and every other eireumstaiiee attending it, 
wliicdi might make it apfx'ar to have hiam suggested by any interest or neces- 
sity of our alfaii's, or lend to ehango tlie relation in which tin* Company has 
hitherto b'cn consid(“rcd in all their concerns with the King, as the supporter 
of his dignify, not a solicitor for his inlbumee, I ilo tlieref(»re by my own 
se{)arate authority, hut with the knowhalge of the other members of the| 
Board, a])point you to he my own Agent and the Minister of this (lovcrnment'j 
at lh(! Court of Delhi, and give you the following iustruelious for yourj 
guidance : — 

1st . — You will ])roceed directly to Lucknow, carefully concealing the know- 
ledge of your appointment until your arrival there. You will reecdve a letter 
to the ID'sident reciiiiring him to give you an introduction to th(' Mahoh, and 
another for tlie Nabob, notifying to him your appointment, atid tlie objects 
of it, with a refonmee to him for sueh instructions as he sliall think proper 
to give you. This you will deliver to him with your own hands, and lose no 
time in wailing on him for that purpo.se. After your arrival you W'ill inform 
him that having matundy consifh'red tl’.e lett('rs which he has lately w'ritlen to 
me respecting the administration of the King’s allairs, T have judged it most 
advisable, both from its conformity to his wi,shes, and to the mutual relation of 
his Government with ours, that whatsoever measures may become necessary, 
whether for the retrieval of the King’s affairs, or lor the ostensible appearance 
of our disposition to support his dignity on an occasion so pcamliaily requiring 
it, these shotild appear to he our united acts, in wdiich it is my desire rather 
to second and assi.st his views than to be the principal or leader in any plan 
that may be undertaken. I have therefore directed you to wait upon him for 
the purpose of receiving his comnnands and instructions to receive and execute 
them as my own, and immediately to take your leave. You must inform the 
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Vizior thnt. your orders are to stay no longer at Luclcnow than shall be necieasary 
for this purpose, and, therefore, request his speedy answer and your own dismis- 
sion, winch having received you will repair to ]<’urruckabad or wheresoever shall 
be most covenient to you, and wait till you shall receive the King’s permission 
to jirocced to his presence. 

Sndhj . — I shall deliver to you two letters addressed to the King, one 
hrielly notifying your commission, the other expressing the purport of it. The 
first you will despatch with a letter from yourself from llenares or from any 
other part of the direct road to Delhi ; the other you will keep to deliver with 
your own hands. On the receipt of his answer, if it shall contain an acquies- 
cence in your cominission, and an invitation to proceed, you will proceed of 
course; if he shall decline it (which T mention only as a possible event requir- 
ing a provision to be made for it) you will of course return to Calcutta, the 
purposes of your commission being thereby wholly precluded. 

3rdly . — On your arrival at the presence you will deliver my second letter 
with the presents which you will take wutli you for that purpose; you will in- 
form Tlis Majt^sty that in the course of the last year several persons <^amc to me 
professing themselves to be deputed by him ; but as none of them brought 
such credentials as were proper to ascertain that they came by his authority, 
I could not enter into that fia^c communication with them which I could 
have wished ; that in the visit which I afterw-ards made to Uenares, it w.as my 
intention, and one of the objects of it, to have sought an opportunity to offer 
my respects in person to His Majesty, but was prevented hy causes which are 
well known to him. These occupying the whide time I had to spare of my 
absence from Calcutta, I returned of course with my first wish unaccomplished. 
That the Nabob Vi/.ier has lately writteii to me s('voral letters nqn’cscnting that 
Ilis Majesty’s affairs had fallen info much disorder by the death of Nudjuf 
Cawn, a misfortune which on Uis Majesty’s account 1 very sincerely lament, 
and that it was His Majesty’s earnest desire that the Nabob Vizier and the 
English should at this time stand forth and exert themsedve^s in discharging 
the duties of attachment and fidelity to his service. ’I'liat in coufornuty to 
this representation, and in compliance with His Majesty’s wishes so imparted, 
I have deputed you to attend his person, having first seen the Nabob Vizier 
for the purpose of enquiring and knowing from time to time what he should 
judge necessary for His Majesty’s service, and with orders to communicate the 
same and recommend them to His Majesty’s consideration. That being my- 
|self acquainted only with the general state of his affairs, and it being impos- 
jsihle to know what variation they may have undergone at the time of your 
|arriv.al in his preseiuic, I have not ventured to give you any specific instructions, 
[but simply to assure the King of the affachment of the Company, my principal 
to his person and interests; and my wish and the united wishes of the members 
of this Administration to bo able to afford him such substantial proofs of it as 
the state of our aff airs will admit, that for this j)urpose you have my orders 
either to remain at his Court, and wait for such instructions as you shall 
further receive frotu me when I shall have been better informed of His 
Majesty’s pleasure from your first report, or to return with his commands as 
he shall think proper. You will he (sareful to guard against any misconstruc- 
tion of ray design in this commission by taking an occasion to declare, and in 
the most positive terms, that I have no object to solicit and to promote with 
relation to the interest of the Company’s excepting as they may be connected 
with his ; that my sole objects arc to manifest to the world at this parti- 
cular time the attaclimcnt of the Company and of the English nation to pro- 
mote his interests, and to know in what manner they may effect it. 

4th ly . — Eor the reasons assigned in the preceding article I cannot give 
you any definitive insf ruction. Hitherto we know nothing of the political 
state of the Court, hut from foreign and suspected channels. Your first care 
must be to coUecjt the materials of a more complete and authentic knowledge. 
You must study the character, connection, inlluence, and power of the several 
competitors for the possession of the King’s favor, or the exercise of his 
authoritj', the state, views, and relations of the independent Chiefs and States 
whose territories border on his. 
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Stilly.— •!. shall deliver you a letter for the sister of the deceased Nabob 
Nudjuf Cawn, which you will deliver with pi’ofessions on my part of sorrow 
and condolence for the d<‘ath of lier brother, with whom I have constantly main- 
tained an intercourse of friendship on account of the attachment which he had 
always manifested to my employtsrs. With respect to any further intercourse 
with the family of Nudjuf Cawn you will consult your own discretion and the 
necessary caution of avoiding whatever may furnish occasion for jealousy to 
that interest, whatever it may be, which shall he established in the direction of; 
the Kini^'s affairs. If the Nabob shall recommend IM. Shu/rie Cawn or any ^ 
other person whose character may cjualify him for a succession to the olliccs 
held by Nudjuf Cawn, you will, aceordirif' to the promise made to the Vizier, 
second the recommendation in my name, and if you shall find the King inclined 
to it, but not otherwise, it will he j»ro]ier to urge and supjxn-t it . Take no 
part in any other competition, an<l studiously avoid the aj)pcarauco of having 
any. 

6lkly.— \i is possible the King may recur to his ancient claims to the 
tribute of Bengal, and to the re-pos.se.ssion of Korah, Karrah, and Illahabad. The 
discussion of tlu'sc pretentions must be unjdeasant, and .should tliercforc if })os- 
sihle he avoided since it is not in iny power to grant either one or the other. 
If you find it unavoidable, the following are the grounds on which to justify 
the refusal of both. While the I'higlish jjossessed the benefit of the King’sj 
revenues, and of the iiillucnce which was attached to it, they were not dcticienti 
in the duties of attachment, hut adhered to him with a constancy of which they 
had no example in any of his own natural subjects, and he derived from the 
Province of Bengal alone the ])ortion of the tribute which was due from all 
the nuMubers of his empire. Incited by tiie same princij)le, they caused the 
districts of Korah, Karrah, and Illahabad to b(! ceded for his use, hut when he 
s('parated himself from them and put hiiiisclf into tin; hands of a power which 
was hostile to their ally, the Nabob Shu ja-ul-Dowlah, and dangerous to their 
interest, and had actually transfcrivd to it the possession of those districts, this 
Government was remediless. 'I'he Provinces of Bengal being deprived of his 
prot('ction became oppressed with new difficulties and exigencies, which ro(iuiro 
an a])plication of all its resources for their relief. W'hctJ they lost the benelit 
of his jirotection they were at the same time disabled of the means ajul dis-| 
charged from the obligation of continuing the payment of his tribute ; and by. 
the resumption of the districts of Korah, Karrah, and Illahabad; they only ren- 
dered ahoi’tive tlujcITects of tlie compulsion which his dignity had sulfered, but; 
did nothing inconsistent with their own acts coiisidered with the motives on' 
which they were grounded, but rather confirmed the first grant by putting' 
them into the hands of his first constitutional servant. 

At this time the revenue of Bengal is insufficient to support the many 
domestic and foreign exijcnees with which it is loaded, and tin? Government 
is \mdcr the necessity of ('mploying the original resources and credit of the 
Company in aid of the deficiency. To pay the tribute would be impossible, nor 
without the commands of the Company have we the power to allow it ; and the 
districts of Korah, Karrah, and Illahabad are no hmgor in our possession having 
been assigned to the Vizier under the faith and obligation of the treaty. 

These are tlio arguments by which you might reply to such claims, but I 
would rather avoid the discussion. 

7thly , — If the King should desire a military force to he sent to his aid or 
for his protection you will require to know the service on winch it is to be 
employed, and the resources from which it is to be j)aid. Perhaps this may 
he best and most readily effected by the dismission of the corps of Setaput Ally 
Cawn, and some of those commanded by the European refugees, the son of 
Sumroo, &c., &c. The funds appropriated to their pay will he more than 
sufficient for that of any regular corps which could be supplied from our army, 
bather encourage than reject the application referring it a.s a point not in- 
cluded in your instructions for future determination. 

Sthly . — You will endeavour by all means to inform yourself of the designs 
and proceedings of all foreign agents residing at that Court especially of the 
Vakeel of Hyder Ally Cawn. 

You may find it necessary to explain the nature of your commission, if it 
should be conceived to differ from others of a like kind. It is professedly 
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limited to a sinprle point, and of course to the time required for effecting it, 
and that being effected you will d<Mnand your dismission. If the King shal 
himself desire your eontinu;nH;e with liim ho must propose it, and you will 
aequiesec, not eflecting to conceal tliat you have instructions for that purpose. 
This will of course render it necessary to change your a[»pointmcnt to that of 
a fixed Resident, and a commission will he granted you in form by the col- 
lective bofly of tl.is Administration. 

If any proposition shall he made to you, for which these inslimetions do 
not provides you will deeditic to give any positive dee.larations concerning it, 
however pressing the occasion may he, until you shall have referred it to me 
and received niy instructions upon it.

j I have read the General Letter from llie Court of Directors of the lllh 
! of February witli attention. When it was first riiad in Council I understood 
i the paragraphs about the Begums as directing an investigation of the grounds 
; on which they were deprived of their jagliirs, and that we should usoourin- 
Huence with the Vizier to put them in possession of the jagliirs, if there was 
not sufficient evidmicc of their rehellious conduct during tlio troubles at 
f Benares. On a close attention to the words and spirit of the different para- 
graphs upon this subject, I do not think that we are direeb'd t,o commence any 
I now investigation of evidence ; indeed, 1 do not well see how siudi an investiga- 
tion could lie regularly undertaken, or wliat salutary ])urpose it couhl produce. 
There has been no appeal from tlu^ Ih'guins to this Government, and there 
certainly was sudicient proof at the time that those who had the raaiiagemeiit 
of their concern during the troubles of Henare.s w(;rc no friends but real enemies 
to the cause of the English. Tln5 point which tin; Court of Directors seem to 
have most at heart are — /st. 'L’hat the engagement of the 2nd Article of the 
Benares treaty should be faithfully fulfilled ; and 2nd1y, to guard against the 
future conduiff of the Vizier if he should be disposed to oppress the Begums. 

We should, thci’cfore, ascertain whether the amount of jaghirs of th(“ 
Begums are nigularly paid to them through the Company’s Resident, and give 
them notice that no future demands shall bo made upon them. Tins the 
Governor-General might 1 think do in a letter that would make the Begums 
sensible of their p.vst misconduct, yet inform them of the lenity and graciouse 
intentions of the Company in ordering them an asylum in Bengal in cases of 
• future distress.

Tue Governor-General — I slioiild gladly acquiesce in the motion made by 
Mr. MacFhcrson if 1 thought it pos.sible to frame a letter to the Begums in any 
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terms wliicli should at the same time convoy the intimation proposed by it, and 
not defeat the purpose of it, or be productive of evils greater than any which 
exist in consenuiaice of the ])roceedings whicli have already taki'n place and 
whhdr time lias almost obliterated. The orders of the Court of Directors aie 
conditional. Jliey require nothing', but in the event of discoveries made, suhse- 
(liicnt to the advices which 'were before them on tlui Ittli Eehruary last, in 
alleviation of their former eonduet of the liegiims ; nothing has since appeared in 
relation to them hut their refusal, or rather that of one, "to fuHill her engage-, 
moiit for tile payment of the I’emaiuder ol th(‘ sum exacted from her hy the' 
Nabob Vizier in the begin. ling of the last year. Whatever obedience may b.'j 
due to the elear and a.soertained spirit of tlie ordens of the Court of Director-^, 
this obligation cannot exte.'.d to jioints to which neither Hh, |,.tter nor evident 
spirit of their orders apply. If 1 am rightly informed, tlie Nabob Vizier and 
the Degums are on terms of mutual good-will. It, would ilbbecomc this Gov- 
ovnmeut to iutm’jioso it.; intluenec by any act ^v'llicb might tmid to revive their 

animosities, and a very .slight occ-nsio-n would !)(' SI itlicic lit to elVeet it. It will 

he to little purpo.se to tell them that their eonduet has in our estimation d' 
it been wrong, and at the same time to announce to them the orders of our 
superiors, wliieh more than indicate the r<n(>rs(\ They will instantly takii lire 
on .such a declaration, proclaim Ihc judgement of the Coinjiaiiy in their favor, 
demand a reparation of the acts which (hey will construe into wrongs with such 
a sentence warranting tliat const ruction, and idther accept the invitation t<» 
the proclaimed scandal of th(! Nabob Vizier, which will not add to tin? credit, 
of our Govermneiit, or remain in his dominions, hut not, under his authority, to 
add to his vexations and the disorder of the country by (•oiitiii>i:il intrigues and 
sedilio. Enough already exists toalb'ct his pc;iee and (he (|uiet of his ])eople. 
If we cannot heal let us not intl.ime (he wouiuls which h;ive been indicted. 

If the. Begums thiiiK themselves aggrieved to such a degree ;is to justify 
them ill an apfieal to a loreigu juri.sdieiion ; to appeal to it against a man 
standing in the relath n of sou and graiul.soii to them ; to appe;i1 to the justiee 
of those who have Ix'cii the ahidlors and instruments of their imputed wrongs ; 
hilt, w(. at least ])ermit tliem to he the judges of tlieir own feelings, and ])refer 
their complaints before we oiler to redn-ss them. They will not lu'ed to he 
prompted. 

I hopi* I shall not depart from the .siiii]dieity of offieial l;iiigii:ige in sn)- 
ing that ( he majesty of justiee ought to he ajiproaehed with solicitation, not 
deseend to provoke or iiiviti' it, much less lo debase it.self hy llie suggestion 
of wrongs and Uu; fu-omi.se of redre.ss, witli I he denum-iation of punishment 
before trial, and even before aeeusation.

The Board, considering the great weight of olTicial lnisine.ss which lias 
come into the S(?crctary’s oHico from the extensive and increasing duties of 
this Government, comptrolling and necessarily providing for the operations 
of other Fresideneies during tlie war, in a manner which, as it has made them 
more dependant on the Superior Government, and consequently rendered this 
Government the chief source for carrying on the war, of course enlarges its 
correspondence in the Secret Department ; while, on the other hand, the aug- 
mentation of the army, and tlin variety of allairs incident to the public atten- 
tion and decision of this Board in a growing settlement, naturally increases 
tho business of the Public Department, and makes it dillumlt for the Secretary 
to bestow the requisite attendance on both ; the Board therefore conceive 
that these departments should be now entirely separated. At the otlier Presi- 
dencies the division is marked by the objects which are secret, falling under 
the consideration of a President and Select Committee, and those of a public 
nature exclusively under tlie President and Council, and each having its 
ilistinet Secretary. This Government certainly requires such a separation of 
ollices in a superior degree, and is more likely to iind ample occupation for a 
Secretary in each department. 

The Board for these reasons agree that the Secretary’s otficc be divided 
into two branches, and held under the management of diJl’erent persons, 
Avhich may be the more easily elTccted, as the Proceedings of the Board, 
though under the same Secretary, have ever been held separate in a Si'cret and 
Public Department, according as the busiue.ss has been either political or 
general. 

B,esolved also that this separation he rendered more eomplele by the 
appointment of a Secretary to each department with tho following estahlish-

Hon’bdt} Ser and Gentlemen, — I was honored with a letter from Mr. 
Auriol, written by your orders under date the 23rd September, in which he in- 
formed me of the permission which you had been pleased to grant to him to 
proceed to Europe, and that you had done me the honor of appointing mo in that 
event Secretary to tlie Secret Department, and that, as you had resolved that 
your meetings in that department should bo held, and your records kept in a 
dilTerent place from those of the Public Department, I was authorized to remove 
them to a proper and convenient house, and desired to lay before the Board an 
account, certifted upon honor, of the expense which 1 might be at for the rent 
of it at the end of the year, wlien the Board would consider the same, and jny 
claim to he reimlmrsed by the Company. I was favored also by Mr. Auriol 
witli a Minute from the Board's proceedings to which he referred, setting 
forth the grounds on Avhich you liad heen pleased to separate the Secret from 
the Public Department, and stating the esiablishment and duties ordered for 
each of them. 

I beg leave to express to you, gentlemen, my unfeigned thanks for the 
honor which you have done me by tlie appointment wbicli you have boon 
pleased to confer on me, and to assure you that cvei’y effort that I am capable 
of exerting shall be exerted to do credit to the choice you have been pleased to 
make of me for that trust. 


I have the honor to inform the Board that I have taken charge of the 
records of the Secret and Foreign Departments, and that, in conse(|ucnce of 
Mr. Auriol’s departure for Europe, I liave beguu to do the duties of my new 
office. 

I submit to the ITon’hle Board whether it would not be proper that the 
other Presidencies, the Com»nandpr-m-Chief,and Residents at Foreign Courts, at 
Lucknow and at Benares, should be informed of the separate duties annexed 
to the Public and Political Departments, and desired to address their letters 
accordingly when they write to the Hon’ble Board upon the subjects allotted 
to each. 

I have the honor to lay before the Board some regulations which I pro- 
pose for tho office under my charge, and to request that they may be honored 
with their sanction. They are calculated for the quick despatch of business, 
and to secure the means of having it well done. 

I have made choice of the following gentlemen, agreeable to the Board’s 
permission, to bo my assistants, and beg leave to request your confirmation of 
it. No list having been yet transmitted by the Hon’ble Court of Directors to 
this Government, of the rank to be held by the writers appointed in the last 
season, those gentlemen have bt^en named in my list in the order in whiclii 
they stand, perhaps accidentally, in tho general letter in which their appoint- 
ments have been mentioned. This may be hereafter corrected when a regular 
list shall be received ascertaining their respective ranks. And I have placed the 
gentlemen belonging to the Bombay establishment appointed thither in the 
season of 1781, and detained hero until an answer shall arrive from the 
Hon’blc the Court of Directors to your rcoommeudation of them to ho trans- 
ferred to tho Bengal service, after the Bengal writers of tho same year. With 
respect to those gentlemen, whose allow'ances will be diminished by their com- 
ing into my office, \ solicit the Board that they may be allowed the common 
pay of wu’iters in this establishment, mz.^ Company’s Rupees 9G-8-6 per month, 
in addition to the salary which they will receive as assistants under me. This 
will bo some, though not a complete, compensation to them for the loss which 
they sustain by becoming so.

for tt .0 Secret Office. obseiynce of the Company’s servants 

lu tlie Secret Department, and requests that the 
same may receive the sanction of their authority. 

That every Company’s servant bo duly sworn in on bis entrance into ofTice, 
that care be taken that the date of the oath and name of the Member or 
Members of the Board before whom the oath shall be taken be mentioned in 
the book or paper that contains it, and that a clause bo added to the oath now 
in use positively forbidding every servant in the Seeret Department to transmit 
any information of any occurrence which may come to his knowledge, in any 
private letter to Europe. 

2. That all the Assistants shall attend at the office every day, Sundays ex- 
cepted, during the cold months, viz.^ from 1st November to 1st April, from 10 
o’clock in the forenoon until half-past 1 in afternoon, and during the hot 
months, viz., from the 1st of April to the 1st of November, from 8 o’clock in 
the forenoon to 12 at noon.

That the gentlemen appointed by the Members of the Board to 
make extracts and copies of tho proceedings for their use, do make the same in 
the Secret Office, and not take away any papers therefrom but by a special 
authority from the Member of the Board who appoints him, signified to the 
Secretary. 

16. That the Assistants appointed by the Members of the Board be duly 
s^vorn in the same manner as the Secretary’s Assistants. 

10. That a roll be carefully kept by the Sub-Secretary of tho names of the 
gentlemen who do and do not attend daily at his office with the reasons assigned 
for absence of those who may not attend, and tliat the same be laid upon the 
Council Table to be at every meeting for the inspection of the Board. 

17. That all monthly bills for the pay of tho Assistants bo signed by the 
Secretary before they are paid by the Civil Paymaster, and that the Secretary 
do on no account sign tho bills of those gentlemen who do not pay due atten- 
tion to their respective duties.

Goveknor»Genekaij — Th(! advaeos contained in these letters are so V(*i’y 
imperfect timt the Governor-General desires for himself to decline joining in 
any orders tliat may be issued concerning them. Tin; zemindars in' the Pro- 
viiKEc of Oude and in the otlna* dominions of the Nabob Assoph-ul-Jlovvl:»li 
have ever been cither in a state of Eictual rebellion or bordering upon it. 
Even in the time of the N.abob Sujah-ul-l)otvlah they could only be restraimal 
by a juilitary force superior to that which they coi*ild oppose to it. At this 
time the govei'ninent and administration of that country ar (5 usurped, as far 
as they can bo usurped, by IVIr. Bristow, lie is in the practice of making osten- 
sible representations to tlic Board, but concealing his own agency and their 
object, as I have already shown in numerous and incontrovertible instances, 
and of receiving orders from the Board, which directed bis application to the 
Nabob Vizier for Acts to be passed by his .authority, but exx'cuting them by his 
own. The people, even the me.anest of them, are awjire of tin; weakne.ss whicli 
that Government derives from this irregular :i.nd unascertained rule. Tin* 
zemindars will be encouraged to .acts of gresiter contumacy than even those to 
wdiich they were accustomed, and the aumils ivill avail themselves of it for 
interested purposes. At this time cspeci.ally, when the necessities of the country 
and (what concerns us infinitely more) the subsistence of two armies of mu- 
own establishment depend on the vigorous .and consisttmt exercise of .some 
pow'er both to guard against the fatal elTects of the impending drought and to 
maintain the peace of the (tountry from the desper.atcj conseijucnces which are 
(iver incident to such a calamity, it becomes the Board to consider wlu'lher it 
is moriilly possible for IMr. Bristow' to exercise the control which he has 
assumed in subversion of the Jiatural jurisdiction of the country, or if it be 
resolved that be shall exercise it, wlu-ther it will not be necessary even to go 
further, and to authorize and direct him to assume it avowedly, to appoint 
agents and officers of Government in tlic n.ame of the Company, and be himself 
responsible for their acts. 3’ho Governor-Gimeral me.ans not to recommend 
this. God forbid that he should propose .a measure .so contrary to his .scn.se of 
justice, of policy, and of national faith, and so inconsistent with the w'hole tenor 
of his public conduct, but he sees a train of irregulariti('s le.ading to certain 
ruin in the present acts and'prctcusions of the Resident, and whatever may be 
4« P. f). 
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the dctermin.'vtion of the Board, he records these sentiments both as a warning 
to tliem, and as an exculpation for himself from whatever may hereafter be the 
consequences. 


Thb Govetinou-Gexkiial. — Mr. Bristow having in a former letter com- 
]il:iined that the hankers who had huit to the Nabob, or to Mr. Bristow in the 
Nabob’s name, tifteen laes of rupees, had refused to make anotlier loan of the 
same sum, although bound, as I recollect, by positive engagements, atul bad de- 
maiuhid payment of the first loan, both which instances lie speaks of in terms 
charging them with insolence and presumption, or using expressions very nearly 
resembling those, this led me to enquire of Lala Coshaul Chand, the principal 
.agent of Gopaul Doss Shaw at this place, whether he knew of any such engage- 
ment as that mentioned by Mr. Bristow. lie assured me that ho did not, and 
gave me reasons which at the time convinced me that it Avas morally impossible 
he could, lie has since confirmed this declaration on the authority of his master, 
to whom he wrote on the subject, and has furnished me Avith a copy of the 
bond given for the loan actually made, Avliich Avith its translations I lay before 
the Board, deeming it, if authentic, a clear and absolute refutation of the 
assertion made by Mr. Bristow,

rate of 1 per cent, monthly intori'sl Avhich I engage to repay, after the Com- 
j)any’s nec(5ssary expenses, from the receipts of the Company’s assignments 
upon the Mahals of the Nabob Vizier.

.'lud another from the Nabob Vizier requesting that ho maybe permitted to 
I restore to his grandmother and other relations the jaghirs which Avero taken 
j from them the beginning of last year. As this Last request is immediately con- 
nected AA’ith the order of the Court of Directors he desires that it may be taken 
into eonsideratiou at the s.amc time and entered in this place. 


K.r'ract of a letter from the lion’ hie Courl of Directors^ to ike Governor-General and Council, 

dated lllA February 1783, 

Paragraph 10 . — If it shall hereafter be found that the Begams did not 
take that hostile part against the Coin])any which has been represented (as 
Avell in the Govcinor-Gencrars narratiA'P, ns in several documents therein 
ri'ferred to, and as it iiowhejv apjicars from the papers at present in our posses- 
sion tliat tl'.ey excited any commotion previous to the imprisonment of Raja 
Clieyt Sing, but only armed themselves in consequence of that transaction, 
and as it .s probable that such a conduct proceeded entirely from motives of self- 
defence under an apprehension that they themselves might likewise be laid 
under unwarrantable contributions), wc direct that you use your influence 
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with the Vizier that their jaghirs may be restored to them, hut if they should 
be under apprehensions respecting the future conduct of the Vizier, and wish 
our further protection, it is our pleasure that you atford those ladies an 
asylum within the Company’s territories, and they be paid the amount of 
the net collection of their jaghirs, agreeably to the 2nd Article of the late 
treaty, through the medium of our Itesident, as may be ascertained upon an 
average estimate of some years back. 


The Oovernor-Gencrul lays before the Board the following letter and onelosures from 
the Nabob Vizier : — 

Received 29tli November 1783, 

Usual introduction. 

In all due attention to the rights of friendship towards the Company, the 
gentlemen of the Council and yourself, I Jmve at no time been delieiont from 
my regard thereto. I have so acted as to give satisfaction to the gentlemen 
heretofore appointed to this place; and they likewise in managing the eon- 
cerns of the Company attended to the preservation of my honor and dignities, 
so that there was no opportunity for censure or complaint on either side. 

In the year 1180 Puslee, Mr. Johnson adopted certain measures eaU 
culated to bring disgrace upon me, which being made known to the gentle- 
men of tho Council and yourself, your equity and kindness induced you to call 
the above gentlemen to an account. Mr. Bristow from tho time of his arrival j 
has done, and still do(\s, everything that can tend to depia'ciatc my authority. ! 
Rep<‘ate(l accounts have been transmitted to you of his injurious conduct, but j 
as yet no justice has been done, or du(5 notice taken of them; and the above ; 
gt'ntleinan is no\v more than ever bent on involving mo in dilliculties and dis- ! 
grace. 

I have always boon wont to discharge the Company’s tuncavv by assign- 
ments on the aumils of my Sircar, and the amount received from them being 
placed to my credit in tho Company’s accounts by the former Ilcsidonts, they 
again received janidaud from me for the balances tliat might remain. If the 
.assignments from the aumils fell shoi't from any unfon'seen accidents, the 
Ivosident did not require tho d('ticioncy from them, for there could have been 
no advantage's in so doing, and thus the Company’s concerns were well 
conducted. Mr, Hristow without my knowledge or consent has thought ])roi)er 
to put Ivbauja Aiu-ul-Decn, aumil of Bareilly, &c., in tho Province of 
Itobileund, under conllnement. To detail tlie pai’ticulars of tliis transaction' 
would be tedious. lie has proceeded thus against tlio Kbauja on accusations 
false and groundless; no objections have been made by me to peremptorily and 
threateningly calling on any aumil for tho payment of bis monies ; on the con- 
trary, I myself so call on them when necessary, but Mr. BristoAV has of bis own 
accord eontinod this aumil, and still keeps him in conllnement, and having 
included bis balance in the accounts of tlie present year, has forcibly taken 
janidaud from hie, and be means not to leave me anything for my necessary ex- 
penses. llaving agreed to bis requisition of jaidand for the Kbauja’s balance, 
which he bad added to the accounts of the present year, 1 _ repeatedly by 
letter and message applied for bis release, but be still keeps him in eonfinenient. 
To your candour I rofitn* the consideration of the disgrace thus thrown upon 
me, in consequence of bis thus imprisoning my aumils by bis own autliority— - 
a mode of proceeding never adopted by any of bis predecessors. The aumils 
(iopendent on my Sircar ar(^ loaded with dishonour, whilst those dependent on Mr. 
bristow’s, such as Ismael Jleg and others, who were appointed in tho past year 
only, and who, though there has hoen no drought in their mahals, lui\e 
greatly reduced tho established jiimma, have far exceeded the usual allowances 
ior expenses, and have fallen in arrears in the payment of the Company s 
tuneaw granted on them, are still continued in possession of their mahals, and ^ 
are his confidential ministers and advisers. No demand is made on them tor ; 
the deficiency of jumma, increase of expenses or balance of the Company’s | 
tuneaw, hut the latter is- charged on me, included in the accounts of the present ; 
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year, ami janidaucl required for the amount to which I liavo not tlu; power to 
object. Others of his mcasui-es and orders are as follow : — I have always been 
wont to discharge a part of the Com])any’s tuncaw, by j-inidaud on the pay. 
incTit of Almass Ally Oaw'ii from which I likewise reetdved a part for my own 
expcnscis. This year Mr. Bristow lias withheld the janidaud For tin* latter, inv 
necc'ssary disbursements, and though I have repeatedly desired him both by 
iettc'r and message to take a jiart only of the ])aymcnts from Almass Ali 
Khan into the Company’s tuncaw, as heretofore, and to lot mo receive a part 
\for my expenses, he will not comply, but has written to Almass Ally^ Khan, 
saying “ 1 will receive the whole of tin; monies due from you, you will pay no 
])art th(;reof to any person whatever. If you do, I will not give you credit for 
at in your accounts.” lie likewise laid injunetions on Almass Ally Khan’s 
Vakeel, saying “ if Ilis Highness requires any money from thence, you shall 
n<)t give it.” Thus having put a stop to niy lu'cessary expenses .and issued 
ordf'rs declaring that if anything was paid to my orders, it should not be ad- 
mitted in account, what authority is left me with either the aumils or the 
people ? Add to the foregoing that t he dinieultics T labour under fi’om the 
])resent scarcity arc such as rc'quire my most earnest supplications to God. 

One oilier of tlie above gentl(;man*s proceedings is as follows : — The change 
and dismission of aumils was talk(;d of and determined by him in the month of 
.Jeyt; and those who assisted him with their advice were all of them en- 
<“ouraged to expect employment. The engagements entered into for the year 
exf)ired at the end of Bhadro ; and the zemindars and ryots always re.ady 
to take advantage of events, hearing of the proposed new arrangement, with- 
lield the payment of their monies. At length in conseqneneo of Mi’. Bristow’s 
injunctions the change of aumils was entered on. Such well-founded reasons 
as were oil’ered in opposition on this head, were disregarded by him. I was 
left without remedy, and acted .as lie dinicted ; hy this measure large balances 
remained duo from the country on account of the remaining kisis of tlie past 
year which has become a plea for deduction with the present aumils. Thus 
I have suffered the loss of lacs of rupees, and Sir. Bristow, having carried the 
balances of the aumils to my account in the accounts of the present year, 
e.xacts janidaud from me, and I am unable to object to it. 

These measures and proceedings of the above gentleman are not (hme with- 
out deliberation and design; to enter into particulars would be endless. In 
addition to this every one is impi;nebed by him with false and groundless 
accusations. Thus situated let me conjure your ciquitable intewposition. How 
can £ support my existence now that Mr. Bristow’s jierseeulions and my dis- 
grace are arrived at the piteli they are ? I implore redress ; let me obtain 
i ustiec.

Usual introduction. 

It being my intention to take the full produce of the mahals under your 
charge in janidaud for the Company’s tuncaw, 1 therefore advise you that you 
must not give any part of the produce of tlie s:iid mahals under your manage- 
ment to any person whatever without my pi rmission. In this you wdll in no 
respect be neglectful.

Mr. Bristow in the letter last road avowedly mentions both bis previous 
intention of confining Kliauja Ain-ul-Hcen, one of the Nabob’s principal 
aumils, his actual execution of that intention, the Nabob’s application in 
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writing to Mr. Bristow for tho release of the aiirail, and Mr. Bristow’s refusal 
to comply with it. The Nabob also complains of this trausaction in the h'tler 
to me which is entered above, and of a loiter written by Mr. Bristow to Abnass 
Ally Cawn, containing the declaration of his intention to take the full produce 
ot the mahals which WTre under Abnass’ charge for part of the Company’s 
assignment, wdth a dictatorial prohibition to give any part of the produce of it 
without his (Mr. Bristow’s) permission. 

These are acts of power so contrary to every pretension that this Govern-’ 
ment can assert, or has ever authorized Mr. Bristow to exercise, that I must i 
request the Board to determine whether they have or have not their sanction, ; 
and whether he shall hereafter be permitted to exercise the like ])o\ver inde- 
|)endently of the Nabob and without respect to his concurronee. This in elTcct 
will determine tho question which 1 have proposed in my first Minute. 

1 must also take notice of the reason assigned by !Mr. Bristow foi’ I’t'i’usin*^ 
to comply with the Nabob’s requisition for the release of Khauja Ain-ul-Dei'ir, 
namely “ that the Nabob’s letters may, in the words of his instructions, be con- 
sidered as dictated by Ifyder Beg Cawm. ” A similar expression occurs in a for- 
mer letter of Mr. Bristow’s, dated 14th of October, in which he says — “Jlad 
the salutary measures of the ITon’ble the Governor-General been received with 
a cordiality at this Court equal to tho zeal and earnestness with which they 
were proposed, and a steadiness shewn hy the Prince in the execution of them, 
answerable to the wisdom of the Counsels W'hich produced them, flic allairs of 
Oudo would long since hare assumed an aspect very dilferent from that in 
which they now appear. ” This indecent and very disrespectful allusion to my 
orders for acts done in gross and shameful violation of tlunn cannot receive 
the countenance of the Board; for surely it is indecent and disrespectful after 
tho past complaints made hy mysidf, as w’ell as tho Nabob, against Mr. Bristow 
for his perversion and disohedienco of my orders, to appeal to them for his 
warrant with epithets of affected praise; nor is his disohediimec of any ex])ress 
injunction to act in every instance in conformity to the Nabob’s will and in- 
clinations, })alliatcd, hut on the contrary, exaggerated by liis allusion tt) a re- 
mote observation made hy me upon a different and special subj(;et and neither 
expressing nor implying any instruction for his conduct. 

Por tlieso I'easons, and because I do most solettinly declare that l\Ir. 
Bristow does not either coniine himself to my instructions, or [lay the Ic'ast 
regard to them, 1 do again con jure the Board to determine the liiu^ of his con- 
duct, and to give him such instructions as in their judgment shall h«! pro|)ev 
and requisite for the effectual execution of the system which he has himself 
established, and which the Board lias hitherto permitted, if it he their deter- 
mination that such a system shall be maintained, or sucli other instructions 
as in their better judgment they shall think proper to frame. .4nd this T con- 
ceive to liave beeomo indispensably necessary by tho application made hy Mr. 
Bristow himself for his guidance, on the occasion of the declaration made to Idm 
hy mo in conformity to one made .some time preceding liy myself to the Board, 
that instructions under which he acted or pretended to act were no longer my 
instructions. 

Some reply must be made to this reference, or Mr. Bristow will he left 
without authority, and, what is worse, without a control. Therefore tin; Board 
must either adopt those instructions, and call thorn their own, or must give 
others. If they declare them to be their own, it will be necessary to lixplain 
those parts which are construed by Mr. Bristow in a sense which I have 
affirmed, and do affirm, to be contradictory of my owm, and, as 1 have no 
longer tho right or power of explaining my own instructions, it seems to be 
hut reasonable that tho Board, having approved the line of conduct imrsued by 
Mr. Bristow, should either explain tlieir sense of those iustnietions or givi* 
him new. 

I forbear in this place to state the points which will require the determina- 
tion of the Board, because they might lead to a disagreeable as well as uuprotit- 
ablc discussion wliich, I yet hope, may be avoided.

Tlie following Minute prepared by Uie Governor-Oeneral previous to liis seeing* the fore*- 
going- Alinute from ^Mr. Wheler, Mr. MiiePhcrson, and Mr, Stnbles, was circulated 
by his orders to tlic other members of the Board ou the SJ^rd iustaut;— 

2drd December 1783. 

Governor-General. — Mr. Bristow’s roprcsontition of the conduct of the 

haukors in tlio letter last addressed to 
the Board, and his preceding letter of the 
14th October are so consistent with his u.sual dealing with the Board, that [ will 
unravel it for tlie eouvietiou of tlic Board, and hope that they will not fail to 
take due notice ()r it. I must premise that he is in eharge of tlie most import- 
ant station in tlie .sei'viei*, both with relation to its political magnitude and tlie 
great pecuniary interest attached to it, and that theiefore his reports ought to 
ho both regular, complete, and strictly just in every ])oint of busines.s, and that 
the neglect of this duty, hut more especially a perversion of it, is in the 
highest degri'o criminal. Mr. Bristow, in his letter of the 14th Oetoher, after 
stating that Gopanl Doss, the banker, had lent to the Company 15 lacs of 
rupees in June la.st, and promised as much more at a short period as should 
make the loan 30 lacs complete, complained that ho both evaded the perform- 
ance of this condition, agreement, and engagement (tor such are the terms 
, which ho Aariously uses in the same sentence) and had even presumed to 
' demaud payment of the first loan. The Board in their rejily, dated 21st Nov- 
ember, reipiired a copy of the engagement on whieh ]\ir. Bristow founds his 
'claim, and how does he answer it ? He refers the Board for information to an 
extract from a letter written to the Board on the 3rd of June, which states the 
original transaction in a light totally dilfernut, and adds the Board’s answer 
approving the loan, a translation of the bond given by him for the first loan, 
engaging to repay it in the manner claimed by Gofiaul Doss, and transmits a 


further extract of his letter of the 14th of October containini

tioii of the failure of engagciiu'nt on part of Gopaul Doss. 

(piotos the order of the Board, directing him to transmit “copies of the en- 
gagement with Gopaul Doss, and to explain in the clearest manner all the cir- 
cumstances attending this transaction,” and immediately subjoins his reply in 
terms which mark an intention to give the satisfaction thus pointedly re- 
(piired, yet he neither transmits copies of the engagement, nor gives any expla- 
nation of the transaction. But as ho ]ia.s neglected this duty of respect at least, 
if not of obedience, I will do it for him, and shew that he has either inde- 
cently misrepresented the wliole transaction, or which, I rather hope, will prove 
to be (be ease, has perplexed and confounded the subject by his eargeniess to 
force it to a eoniieetioii with his favorite object, tlie crimination of Hyder Beg 
Cawn. My exposition shall not embarrass the Board, nor fatigue their atten- 
tion, for it shall he eonlined to the materials furnisheil by Mr. Bristow himself 
in the despatch immediately before ns. fn the extract of his letter to the 
Board, datisl the 3rd of June, he mentioned “his having concluded an agree- 
ment with the hous.: of Gopaul Dass for .15 lacs of rupees, that he expected to 
receive the hills In Die course of two or three days, and should then com-

for 15 lacs more, and so on, uutill he obtained as 


large a “ sum as he was able, ” and that “ lie did not choose to inform the bankers 
jof the sum total he must re(|uire, as they would have exacted higher terms 
jthan ho should think it justiliable to grant;” and that “the plan whieh he 
proposed for repayment of the bankers was to engage that after supplying the 
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(lisburscmOTts of the troops under the command of Colonel Morgan and Colonel 
Sir John Gumming and the expenses of the Resident's ofRee, all surplus 
receipts shall he paid to them ; and this engagement appears accordingly con- 
c uded in the terms of the hond. Nothing can be clearer nor less ambiguous 
tlian this explanation of the transaction, when it was offered as a proiiosition 
for the option of the Board. The engagement is stated in terms to bo limited 
to 15 lakhs, and the intention of extending it is also declared to have been most 
cautiously withheld from the knowledge of the bankers, and the condition of 
payment 18 dehne^ Yet m the jeviewal of this transaction on the 14th of Octa- 
ber Mr. Bristow alurms that when in June last he procured from the house 
of Gopaul Doss the sum of 15 lacs of rupees he had a ])romise of so much 
more at a^ short period as should make the loau to our Government «10 lacs i 
cojn}>lcte, adding that Gopaul Doss had broken his engagement, and even I 
demanded payment of the sum of the actual loan. And lie connects this inform- i 
ation with the charge of breach of engagement, in such a inanncr, as implies 
the same criminal construction of it, tliough he at the same time furnished the 
Board with the most ample warrants for Gopaul Doss in making the demand 
for payment in his confession of the original engagement, and in the transla- 
tion of the bond which expresses the condition of payment, and which 
allows only a preference to the charges of the two military corps and 
of his own office, after which it was positively agreed to apply the pro- 
duce of the growing collections to the discliargo of the hond. 1 pass over 
Mr. Bristow’s charges against Gopaul Doss for the iiisolenco of employing 
ail agent of his own nomination in opposition to the choice of Mr. Bristow, 
and for " ahandonirig those prudent maxims by which alone, as merchants, they 
ought to have regulated their conduct ” in declining to trust Mr. Bristow with 
a second loan of 16 lacs (no small sum, nor tlie proper subject of personal 
compliment) after the refusal to discharge the first. The claim of right to 
dictate to a hanker whom he shall employ as the agent of his affairs, and 
to appropriate all the money which the banker can raise, and for u hich he 
liimself has occasion, loses both its degree and quality of presumpt ion in its 
comparison Avith the usui’jpatiou of the rights and power of an independent 
State, and the insolence which could prescribe to a sovereign jirince the number 
of horses which lie should bo allowed to ride, or the dishes which should ho 
cooked for his table. While I remark the inconsistency of Mr. Bristow’s re- 
presentation, I am yet Avilling to suppose, as I before suggested, that he may 
have erred in the expression, hut not in the fact, and that he may mean to allude 
to some agreement made by Gopaul Doss after tlio settlement and advance of 
the first loan, though he affirms them to have taken place at the same time ; 
hut, to establish this solution of the difficulty, it Avill still remain to prove that 
(lopaul Doss did engage to make a further loan, and for this purpose Mr. 
Bristow must comply with the ordi’rs already so clearly expressed in our letter of 
the 26th November “ to transmit copies of the engagement with Gopaul Doss 
and to explain in the clearest manner all the eircuinstanccs attending this 
transaction.” It is not the custom of hankers to make verbal engagements, 
and Lala Coshaiil Chund, Gopaul Doss's agent, lias assured me, on the author- 
ity of his master, that he made no such engagement.

The following Miunte frorri the Governor-Cjcneral was sent witii the foregoing on the 
23i'd instant to the other Meinhers of the Hoard for their perusal : — 

2;3rd December 1783. 

The subject of Mr. Bristow’s letter of the 1st of November is alarming not 
on account of its immediate effects, for they are past, hut ad it indicates so total 
a dissolution of the powers of the Vizier’s Government as must have a tendency 
to excite similar and repeated instances of sedition. 1 sliall make hut one brief 
mmark upon Mr. Bristow’s state of this transaction, wliieU is, that a tumult 
ol the most flagitious kind ivas suffered to manifest itself in a gradual progress 
of some mohtrrs" till it grew to siich iuaguitude as threatened the life of the 
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Nabol) Vizier himself during a period, as Mr. Bristow’s letter states, of three 
.days, and I have reason to believe that it was of yet longer duration, and that 
Mr. Bristow in all this important interval appears to have stood. by a quiet and 
passive spectator, although ho had a regiment of the Company’s sepoys and his 
own body-guard, whieh is nearly equal to a n'giment of se])oys, at liis' instant 
command, and might with such a force have repelled the whole strength of 
tile Nabob Vizier’s military establishment, had it been united in so loose and 
uncondueted a species of hostility'. This is a point which he ought to explain, 
for, if. he had it in his power to suppress the mutiny, and did ngt, his conduct 
was criminal in the last degree. If otherwise, it concerns both his credit and 
the honor of our Government, that the doubts which ho has thrown on his 
own conduct should he removed hy a clear exposition of it.

Extract from the Minuto.s of tlin Select Committee of Fort St. (Jeorgo, dated -^ftli o/ 
Se{)tcmber 17^'3. 

The following lettora from tlio Maniiils de Bussy are now read : — 

To the IlKitiT IIon’bi.e Loud Geokoe MAc.4iiTNEy, K.B. 


IMy Lord — I have received the letter which Your Lordship did me tho honor 
to write mo on the 8th instant hy the English frigate, the Active, together wit) i 
tlie packets from my Court which accompanied it. I am very sensible of the 
attention whieh Yoitr Lordshif) has been pleased to shew to my recommend- 
ation in favor of tho Ship St. Peter d* Alcantara. 

I have actually received the letter of the 3rd August that Your Lordship 
mentions, but did not acknowledge the receipt of it, having forgot its date. 

Being ignorant of tho state and condition of Pondicherry I thought it 
practicable to make some external repairs to secure the inhabitants from a 
coitp de main from the vagabonds, known hy tho name of Looties, who agree- 
ably to tho horrid hut received custom throughout all Indostau follow tho Indian 
armies without pay, or any other expectations tlian that of plunder, which they 
indiscriminately commit both on friend and foe, so that an army of 30,000 
fighting men in the pay of the prince and executing his commands may ho said 
to he douhh.'d hy the number of th<;sc vagabonds whom in my former letter I 
termed banditti. Tliere are many of these people among the handfull of 
troops who are now with Sayed Saheh, and, notwithstanding the examples he 
has made; of hanging up soim; by the feet, and cutting the ears uud noses of 
others, ho has not been able to restrain these vagabonds, who even came into 
one of the bazars of Bondicherry, cut the people, and carried olf with them 
grain and other elTects. 

Having lately ro<?eivcd an account of tho condition of this town, I p(‘r- 
••eived that tho request whieh f ruado you was unneeessary, and that your coii- 
•mrreuee and that of the CoTumitttH', of Tvladras would prove inellVetual, as no 
partial works will he «>1' any avail till the whole of tho fortifications shall be 
complehdy li built which cannot at present lx; undertaken. I now proceed to 
more es.sentiril points, My Lord, which concern the Preneh troops under my 
command and the evacuation of Cuddalore, that I may bo enabled to reinstate' 
you in pos.session of it at the period spceificd in the 20th Article of the preli- 
minary treaty or sooner if practicable. 
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Tlie bad season approaches, "when the monsoon once set in, it will be very 
difficult if not impossible to evacuate Cuddalore for some time. I have therefore 
resolved to embark some ammunition, provisions, and stores together with a 
few guns and to land them at Pondicherry. 

I have considered your concurrence and that of the Committee to my f iSt 
request as implicitly including that of having troops and stores for our defence, 
otherwise that concurrence would be illusive, as our stores at Cuddalore are at 
least secured by a wall, whereas at Pondicherry there is not even a ditch. The 
request which I now make to you to permit the Prench troops and our sick 
into the town or rather the village of Pondicherry, is placing in Your Lordship 
more lOifidence than is dictated by policy, and cannot be considered in the 
light of a reinstatement, which cannot formally and legally take place, hut shall 
likewise refrain from every act of authority. 

There is no part of this arrangement that can wound your interests, and 
the Committee of Madras in opposing it w’ill evince hut little desire to restore 
the harmony and confidence which peace has re-established between the two 
nations. I should censure myself for entertaining such a doubt and I may 
perhaps have anticipated an objection which might have wouuded the delicacy 
of the Committee. 

Nevertheless I should offer some reasons in support of my request and 
shall therefore enter into a detail on this subject. 

On the persuasion that I should receive orders from my Court relative to 
the cessation of liostilities (concerted with the Court of London) I have 
hitherto been silent uj)on these important subjects. I now despair of receiv- 
ing those orders in sufficient time to execute them before the monsoon. I have 
in consequence tho honor of submitting to you the folloAving observations : — 

1st . — ^Tbe Prench troops are encamped at Mangccopam, whore they 
cannot remain during the rains; it will be necessary therefore to canton them in 
the neighbouring villages, viz,, Tripatore, &c., but for that purpose it will be re- 
quisite that they should be evacuated by the inhabitants who are on tho point 
of being restored to your authority, and consequently complaints, reproaches, 
and everything to whhih such a disposition would fgivo rise will ensue ; 
orders shall he given to prevent any cxces.s, hut, notwithstanding the best 
discipline that may be observed, many of the inhabitants will, there is reason to 
apprehend, ho aggrieved, and, as I liave before mentioned, those inhabitants are 
on the eve of being placed under your authoi’ity, to injure them would be 
therefore wounding your future interest. I could wish therefore to avoid 
being obliged to punish infringements or to bo subject much against my will 
to see these inhabitants distressed. 

2nd . — The hospitals which arc at Mangccopam occupy a number of bouses 
separated from each other. The service from that circumstance becomes the 
more difficult (I will not add the more expensive), but it shocks humanity not 
to be able to afford the sick tho most particular accommodations and atten- 
tions. 

3rd . — The situation of Mangecopam is become unhealthy and from cir- 
oustanccs will be rendered more so every day, 

4/^.— .My residence in tho environs of Pondicherry and that of the ships in 
the road occasion tho entrance and disembarkation of several soldiers and 
sailors in tho town, and nothing prevents their desertion in a place open on all 
sides which is only guarded by a few peons armed with sticks whose province 
is to watch over the police and at whoso head is placed the same Naynar that 
you left there. 

I have the honor therefore of proposing to Tour Lordship after these few 
observations that the Prench troops and our sick be permitted to naove into 
Pondicherry, where they will be much less exposed to the inclemencies of the 
climate, residing upon a spot which in a short time will be restored to tlieir 
nation, and where order and good discipline will be more easily maintained by 
their being together than if distributed in villages distant from each other.

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Whero the monsoon more distant I should be able to canton the troops 
in the environs, but the huts and sheds which it would be necessary to erect 
would now be scarcely finished before the expiration of the monsoon. 

I bo" leave to repeat that tliis measure cannot be considered as a re- in- 
statement of possession, as the French flag cannot be hoisted before a formal 
retrocession shall have tahen place, but this advantage will result from this 
measure that Ciiddalore will be more speedily evacuated than if the troops and 
sick had remained in that town or in its environs, and it would in that case he 
equally necessary for the inhabitants to quit Cuddalorc. It appears to me more 
proper to keep only a trifling garrison there of a few Europeans and black 
troops, who will be ready to deliver up the town upon the first requisition either 
in consequence of orders received from Europe or of any arrangement upon 
which we may resolve. 

I Avould not have appointed a person to maintain good order in Pondi- 
cherry had any bc(*n nominated for that purpose by the (iovernment of Afadras. 
Your silence in this respect appeared to me to he the most direct acquiescence in 
the propriety of adopting every salutary measure tending to prevent disorders. 
The police, :is I have before observed, is in other respe^ets under the direction of 
the same Naynar w’horn you left at Ponditdierry. 1 flatter myself. My Lord, that 
you will find this answer satisfactory troui the motives which have till now 
actuated my conduct ; they are founded in the conviction that you conceive 
me to be as incapable of preferring ill-founded pretensions, as I am well con- 
vinced that the Government of Madras will ho ready to forward arrangements 
which are beneficial to our nation without being prejudicial to tlui English in- 
ter(!st. In line, whatever may he your diflermination, 1 request you will com- 
municate it to me as soon as possible.

The following Minute having been received by tlie Secretary on the 2''th instant at noon 
from Mr. Wheler, Mu. MacPiikrson, and Mr Stables, it was sent immediately by 
the Secretary to the Governor-tteneral an<l the Minute in reply to it which is entered 
after it, having been received from the (Jovernor-tieneral in the evening, was imme- 
diately cirevdated to the other Members of the Hoard : — 

The Governor-General in his Minute of the IGth instant having declined 
proposing or joining in any orders that may ho issued concerning the advices 
lately received from Oude, having likewise stated a necessity which may exist 
for authorising Mr. Bristow in the event of our support of him in the authority 
which he exercises to assume avowedly the Government of the Vizier’s 
country and to appoint agents and oflicers of Government in the name of tin; 
Company, and having called upon us to adopt the instructions given to Mr. 
Bristow and call them those of the Board (disavowing them to be any longer 
those of the Governor-General) or to make out other instructions for the guid- 
ance of Mr. Bristow, we doom it nece.ssary to take these respective subjects 
itflo oilr most serious consideration, and to consider maturely what measures 
arc most likely, in the present distressed situation of the Company’s finances 
to recov(;r the heavy balances due to them by the Vizier, and to secure the 
tranquillity of his dominions. 

As it is our most earnest wish that suclt measures should ho adopted, and 
as we should think ourselves more fortunate in meeting any arrangement that 
may favor the public good and coincide m ith the Govornor-Gcnerars senti- 
ments, than to establish on the clearest ground of argument the force and 
justice of the o})inion whi<;h wo have already recorded relative to the allairs of 
Oude, we shall not recajiitulato here what is already in reference to the Court 
of Directors ; we shall not dw'ell on those obligations which hind every 
member of the Government to adopt and support the resolutions of the majo- 
rity of its members, nor shall wo even regret that the Vizier and Ilyder Beg 
Cawn should ultimately prevail in effecting the removal of the Public Minister 
of this Government from Lucknow, if that removal can be productive of real 
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and immediate advantage to the Company and of more unanimity in our 
Council. 

Upon the same principles, we hope if it shall be the mature and decided 
resoltition of this Government to continue the present Resident at Lucknow, 
and give him the instnxctions and powers which the occasion renders necessary • 
for the recovery of the Company’s balances, and the regular payment of their 
troops, that the Governor-General will not think of withdrawin<> the very 
essential support of his name and authority from those measures,'’wliich the 
majority of the Hoard may think requisite for the maintenance of the Com- 
pany's interests in Oude. To withhold that support would be in effect to 
render our utmost exertions of no public utility, for as it has been the 
custom to carry on all correspondence with the Vizier in the name and 
under the seal of the Govi'rnor-Geiieral, a deviation from this rule would not 
only invalidate the force of our representations, but leave ground for those 
evils which are to be removed. 

The object of appointing a llesident at the Vizier’s Court, as well as of the 
instructions whicli should bo the guide of his conduct, must be principally 
directed to the payment of the Company’s claims upon the Vizier and the good 
order of his Government. 

Mr. Bristow appointed to this station by the Company, and furnished withl 
the most ample powers and instructions, has not succeeded in recovering thej 
Company’s halancos, or in acting to the satisfaction of the native adminis-| 
tration of the Vizier’s country. The Vizier and his Acting Minister have com- 
plained against him, and I’oqucst not only his removal from Oude, hut that tin; 
English ilcsidoucy should bo entirely witlidrawn. Mr. Bristow has, on the ’

which he understood to he recommended to him in his instructions, and he 
now* states in various representations that unless he is fully authorized and 
supported by this Govornmimt ho cannot secure the necessary receipts of money 
and provisions for the absolute wants of the troops, which the Ctmipany liave 
stationed for the protection of the Vizier’s country and to prevent evils, the 
St*e IflitiTj 2iul Docoiubcr. most alarming to the public interest. 

The alternative, Uicrefore, which the Governor-General has stated in his 
Minute of the IGth December presses for adoption in one way or otlier. In 
other words, this Government must elfectually resolve to trust to the Vizier’s 
administration for the payment of the Company’s claims and the maintenance 
of their troops in his country, or the llesident must be ordei’ed to exercise the 
powei-s of liis otTu^o, to recover those assignments that have been granted on , 
the Vizier’s revenues by making the aumils answerable to the Company for i 
the debt. 

As we have approved of Mr. Bristow’s management hitherto, and as that 
approbation has been fully stated ujion the Company’s records, and as we have 
further a high opinion of the merits and integrity of Mr. Coojier, nominated by 
the Company, to succeed Mr. Bristow, we cannot think ourselves jiistiiled in 
assenting to tlicir removal at the request of the Vizier’s adminislTation, if Ihe 
object of that removal was merely a change of agent. On the contrary, the 
opposition of Ilyder Beg Cawn to these gentlemen is, in our ojiinion, a convin- 
cing proof that they have not yielded to that inlluenee which was the ground 
for removing the former llesident. If, therefore, it should be thought expe- 
dient to recall Mr. Bristow and Mr. Cooper from Oude, and make an experi- 
ment of Ilyder Beg’s agency as proposed in his own and the Vizier’s letter! 
received 7th April, we must explicitly declare, for such is our real opinion, tliatj 
Mr. Bristow has our approbation for Ins exertions to discharge the duties of his 
station; that in the event of the llesidcncy being now withdrawn and after- i 
wards restored from a failure on the part of the Vizier’s agents, we shall Ihink. 
Mr. Bristow entitled to succeed to the charge of the olTice and Mr. Cooper toj 
the succession to it as ordered by Ihe Company; and that it will be proper that 
the Vizier and liis Ministers should be informed in the letter to he delivered by 
Mr. Bristow of these several resolutions of the majority of the Board. 
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To bring Ihe question at onco to issue we think it expedient, in the pre- 
sent situation of atfairs, to agree to the recall of JMr. Bristow from Oudo with 
the preceding reservations, and to Avithdraw the Uesidency entirely according 
to tlie original request of the Vizier and his Acting Minister, proyidgd the 
presejit balance due to the Company of • * * * lacs is paid into the Company’s 

treasury by hills on creditable hankers, payable half in one month, and the 
remaining half in tw'o months from the date of Mr. Bristow’s surrender of his 
ofllce to the Vizier, and ])rovided further that the current kists for the pay- 
nuMit of the brigade at Cawnporc and of Sir John Cumming’s detachment are 
paid regularly and monthly by the Minister to the Comi)any’s Paymasters in 
Oude. 

AVe shall agree to this arrangement on the express condition that the 
Gov'ei nor-Cenei'al will hold himself responsible to the Com])any and the public 
for the failhfull performance of these engagements on the ])art of t lie Vizier 
and his Minister, as Avell as for the security of the internal peace of the country, 
to maintain Avliich and iuforcc these arrangements wo shall give him our utmost 
support. 

Should the Governor-General think this I’psponsihility more than he should 
undertake, and should he he of opinion that the eontest between the I’esident's 
authority and that of the native administration in Onde has already created 
eniharrassment too great for tlm success of his plan, ho leaves no alternative hut 
that of giving the ordiu'S of a divided administration to the present llesident to 
execute the duties of his oiUee, and to consider his instructions fi*oin the 
Governor-General, which are aln'ady in his possession, as those of the Board, 
with any future explanations they may think it necessary to give relative to 
some Articles of them.

I have read with more than common attention the ]\tinutc signed by the 
other Members of the Board and delivered to me this morning, 

I sincerely regret the loss of lime and of trouble Avhieh they have 
bestowed on the subjects of my Minutes recorded ou the Kith instant. No- 
lliing was further from intention or expectation. Possibly my sentiments 
ilelivered verbally on the instant occasion which produced them were defective 
in precision : or possibly their direct, meaning has been overlooked in too extensive 
a consideration of the subject. 1 had no other design or object than to warn 
the Board of the dangers which might attend the Comjiany’s interests in the 
Goviuaiment of Oude, and those of our own provinces in their relation to it, by 
the irregular and unautliorised power assumed by JMr. Bristow, their Resident, 
and by the indecision of the Beard on th(‘ points referred to them, both by the 
Xahol) Vizier and by the Jtesident himself. 1 stated to the lioard that if it 
was determined to support Air. Bristow’s pretensions, it was necessary to go 
furlhei* and authorize him to avow the jiower whiitli ho had assumed, and to 
exercise it in the Company’s name; and in that ease I desired that my instrue- 
lions might be withdrawn, and others framed by the Board for bis guidance, that 
tlie respoiisibilily might rest, as it ought, on them, for the system which had 
tae san(;tion of their approbation against my judgment, and myself exonerated 
from it. I conceive that in this requisition 1 have i7isisted on nothing which 
is contrary to rea.S('.n, or which can ho (iet;'cd mo on any ground of reason. 
I have not in any wise disclaimed the “ obligations Avhich bind every member 
of the (loveniniont to adopt and support tho resolutions of the majority of its 
members;” neither have J said that J should “withdraw the support of my 
name and autiiorily from tliesi^ measures which the majority of the Board may 
think loquisite for the maintenance of tho Cornjiany’s interest in Oude. ” 1 

am sorry that these suppositions have been used in application to me, for I 
know not Avliat may bo the “ resolutions of the majority of tlio Members of 
the Board,’* which may require me to acknowledge their obligation on me, nor 
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“ tlic moasurns which the majority o,f tho Board may think requisite for the 
maintenance of the Company’s interests in Oude. ” 


The Board has yet formed no resolutions, no measures. Wlien they shall 
liave formtal them, I shall de(‘m them hindinfj on me to give them all the 
su])poi’t which my name and authority can give them, hut with this reserva- 
tion, that if they shall be ri'pugnant to my stmse of tho princaples of honor, 
justice, and public faith, I shall deem the obligation void, and appeal to that 
power which imposed it for tjiy acquittal ; knowing that no power ujjon earth 
can intpose upon iiKi tho obligation of doing what is morally wrong ; and 
conceiving it to be a species of treason to apply it even in the most remote 
supposition to the high and most rc'spectable authority to which I allude. 

As to the seal of the Governor-General or bis special correspondence, 
surely these forms will not be required for tho purpose of announcing to the 
Nabob Vizier tho annihilation of his authority and the elevation of Mr. Bristow’s 
ill its stead, if such shall he the riiial di'tcrmination of the Board, an event 
which lam warranted by the terms of the Mimiti^ before me to suppose. There 
will he no need to tell the Naboli Vizier in form what will be visible to all the 
world, and what he, if he has feeling, will bo tho first to feel and know. 


Having thus explained the sentiments whiidi [ liavc before submitted to 
the Board, aiul disclaimed the constructions wbieb liave been a])plied to them, 
I must dtudine to take upon myself the responsibility wbiidi is stated to be 
rennired of me in the event of their eonsemting to remove !Mr. Bristow and bis 
assistant, Mr. Cooper. The Members of the Board have furnished me with the 
most powerful argument, both to refuse it and to justify the refusal by the 
lilauk space which llu'y have been obliged to leave in place where the sum 
ouglit to be expressed, wbieb was to spi'cify the jiresent balance due to the 
Company, and one object of my responsiliility. This is not an inaccuracy; for 
the Board know not tii ^j) r(^cpt balance Mbich is due from the Nabob Vizier 
lo the Conqiany. It stood^af llie close of JNlr. Bristow’s account of 31st Octo- 
ber at Us. 51,25,1(^1-11 -2 ; so w bat amount it may have since aecumulatod. 1 
cannot eonjeeture, for I bavi; no materials ; but I believe it im])Ossil)le for the 
Nabob Vizier “ to pay one-balf even of this sum” into the Campany’s treasury 
by bills on creditable bankers, payable in one month, and tlie remaining lialf 
ill two more from llic' date of Mr. Bristow’s surrender of Ids ofiiee to the 
Vizier,” “ nor” if the Nabob Vizier would engage' to jiay it, and I belic'ved him 
capable of iiayi’ig it, “ would I hold myself responsible to the Comiiany and to the 
])ubUc for the faithful iierformanee of such an ('ngageniemt, ” because i do not 
lliiiik it consistent with trntb or the regard wbieb every man ought to pay t«> 
his own reputation to bind bimsclf to the iii'rformancc of acts which depend 
solely on the ability and will of another. 


it is not my desire that tlio other Members of the Board should make any 
concession to my opinions or wishes. TIu'V will a<‘t as they shall best judge 
from tlie superior eoiisub'ration of the duty which they owe to the honor, 
credit, and interests of the Company. I only jin'ss them to decide, and am 
sorry that they should bold out to me so di'sperate an alternative as that nliieli 
is too ]ilaiuly indicated in tlie Last paragraph ot their Minute, namely, of 
requiring from me the pledge of a responsibility which 1 cannut grant, or ot 
leaving the adininistralioii oi Oude aud t.be Cmupaiiy s iiitei'c'sts iii it to a stati* 
of total indecision, by referring Mr. Bristow for bis guidance to inslruelioiis 
which can have no lom^iu’ any lorce, aud which are in ('v’l'ry aiticle coiitiadii 
tory of the svstem which lie has adopted and wliicli the Board have bitlioito 
suiiportcd fud still manifest their resolution to su])port. 


Before I conclude I shall desire to solicit the reeolleetion of the Board to 
the great length of time wbieb lias elapsed since I tirst laid bctoio tliein the 
complaints of the Nabob Vizier, all tending to shew tliat Mr. BrNtow s acts 
and pretensions bad thrown the (lovcnmu'iit and country of Oude into a slat<; 
of wcakni'ss bordering oii anarchy; and ^Ir. Bristow bimsi'll in bis u'pu'sciit.i- 
tions of the same subjects has ins'isted on the same eonelusion, but Ins ascribed 
it to another cause. It is ovid<*nt from Mr. Jlrislow’s last letters tliat the dis- 
orders of that State have bcoii greatly augmented, ami that the power wliieb 
he has assumed though uuresisted at the Court of the Nabob Vizier bus pio- 
4C F. D. 
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(luced only the spirit of contumacy, rovplt, and embezzlement in its dependen- 
cies, independently of the public discredit which the English name has suffered 
by so long a subjection and oppression of the sovereign of the country in alli- 
ance with the Company. 

This state of affairs has now existed almost twelve months, and it is more 
than (Mght since the Board has been acquainted with it. The acknowledged 
('V(‘nt has demonstrated the danger of leaving it so long without the attempt 
at least to apply a remedy to it, and a short 'continuance of the same indecision 
may render it incurable.

Head the following Minute from Mr. Wiieler, Mr. MacPjierson, and Mr. Stables. 

By Mr. Bristow’s accounts of the Lucknow Treasury received yesterday, 
tlie balarme duo the beginning of this month was 53 lacs. Wc could not imagine 
nor suggest that the Governor-General should bo answerable in his private 
fortune for so large a sutn, or that his responsibility for the payment of it, or 
for the payment of the current kists, should extend furtlicr than those obliga- 
tions wliieh constitute responsibility in a doeided recommendation of any 
.measnre contrary to tbe general opinion of the majority of the Board ; such 
even as the Governor-General has expressed in the close of his Minute, 2lst 
October, wherein he says (speaking of the security of bankers of known credit 
and responsibility tendered by the Vizier), “J maintain that we ought to 
'accept this offer.'* 

The Governor-General is better acquainted, from bis long residence in this 
country than we can be, with tin? validity of the bankers’ security thus oITercd 
by tbe Nabob Vizier and his Ministers. We wish that security or a better, if 
it could be obtained, to be lodged in tbe treasury, before we withdraw the 
llesidiMicy, and wo imagine that tbe declared proposition of restoring the 
Residency to tin; charge of Mr. Bristow and Mr. Coo])er if the Vizier’s 
IMiiiistors fail in their payment.s, would bind them to a more punctual perform- 
ance of their engagement. 

It will on all accounts be necessary to inform the Vizier and bis Minister 
immediately that tlui Comi)any’s troops in Oude must b(i paid their arrears, 
and supplied with provisions. \Vo approve of tbe Vizier’s resolution of restor- 
ing tbe jaghirs, but tin* Company’s claims upon tliern sliould be linst dis- 
idiarged (if such exist) so that they be restored without incumbrance, and the 
Resident should in our opinion be directed to concert with the Vizier the best 
means of disebarging Gopal Boss’s debt which appeal’s to be in some train of 
payment. lie should be further directed to release the Aumil of Roliilcund 
after taking proper security for the arrears due by the said Aumil. 

'I'be.se points and other’s relative to the situation of the Company’s in- 
terests iir Oude we consider to deiuand the immediate orders of this Govern- 
ment, iruicipendent of the complaints against Mr. Bristow upon which we have 
already given our decision. 

If, therefore, the Governor-General will not take upon himself .the respon- 
sibility which we have stated in our Minute of the 28th instant, and thus more 
clearly explained relative to the balances due to the Company in Oude, the 
current kists, and tlie expedient of withdrawing tbe Residency, it only remains 
for us to call upon his support to the orders which we have pointed out in this 
Minute as necessary to be (!arried into execution, or to^dircct the Secretary to 
inform Mr. Bristow of the resolution rxpies.sed in the close of our last Minute, 
viz., that he, is to consider tlu; instructions he has already as those of the Board, 
and to at;t und(>r theiu in the discharge of his duty, informing the Government 
of the ohstnn tions that impede him in the necessary exercise of it,

I can have no objection to charf'e myself with the responsibility in the 
terms of the explanation given of it in the preceding Minute, that is to say, 
that the offer made by the Nabob Vizier and his Minister to give the security 
of bankers of known credit and responsibility for the payment of the l)alanee 
due to the Company, and for the current demands of tin's year, bo accepted, 
with the condition expressly annexed of the recall of Mr. llristow and Mr. 
Cooper, and that I will consent to be specially answerable for the propriety of 
the measure. 

In making this declaration I rely uj)on the promise of support m:idc to 
me by the Members of the Board in their former Minute, and I assent to the 
other conditions of the last.

cd, with the condition annexed of the rec.all of Mr. Hristosv and Mr. Cooper, the 
( Jovcrnor-Generul eonsenting to he specially answerable for the propriety of the 
measure. 

Agreed that the following letter he written to Mr. Bristow 

SiK, — Though the Board have fully approved of your conduct since your ' 
late appointmtmt to the office of Itesidciif. at the Vizior’.s Court, and 1 hough ' 
they have rc.solved in conse(pteti<;c to reserve to you your claim and riglit to ^ 
the office of llesidcut at Oude from the orders of the Ilon’hlo Company, sliould . 
the oflice be docmc'd bercatter necessary, \vc have ttome to tho determination of . 
accepting the offers which the Nabob Vizier has made of paying his debt, and 
current kists to the Company on condition that the llesidoncy should be with- 
drawn from his Court. 

To fulfil this i!onditiorL ou our part you will, on receipt of this letter,

announced at the Vizier’s Court, be an argument with his IVlinistcu’s for some 
future objections, you will be pleased to take no notice of this cii’cumst.ance, i 
which wc communicate only for your own satisfaction. 

"Wc make no doubt hut the Nabob Vizier and bis Ministers will afford you 
every aid to settle the concerns of your llesidcney, and enable you to take your 
departure from Lucknow in the most amicable manner. The Cloveinor- 
General will write to them upon this subject, and we trust that, on your ])art, 
you will endeavour to connect .as much n*s possible the rcjiioval of your present 
station with good order on the Vizier’s affairs.

GovfiKNOR-Gnxnit.vii. — It is with reluctance that I bring before the 
Board a subject of the greatest importance at a period not ostensibly re- 
(luiring it, but tlio necessity of it baa been long since foreseen, and not 
unnoticed in the verbal communieations which I have had occasion to makt' 
to tlio Members of the Board. 

On the 2Sth of the last month, while the late arrangement of the coneerns 
of this Government in the Province of Oude was under discussion, I received 
a letter from my S<ierctary, Major Palmer, at Lucknow, containing a very alarm- 
ing I’eprosentation of the disordered state of tliat country, and urging the 
necessity of my repairing to Lucknow for the purpose of giving my personal 
and carJy assistance to the Nabob Vizier for their retrieval. 

Proni other letters, which have been since received from Lucknow upon the 
same sub ject, I understand tliat tfiiswasthe expressed wish of the Nabob Vizier, 
his Minister, and all tlio principal pei'sons of his family and court, and I have 
great reason to believe that as soon as the Nabob shall have received the notifi- 
cation lately transmitted to him of the last resolutions of the Board, he will 
declare the same wish in terms, and connect it with his acceptance of the 
engagement ])rcserihcd to him. 

It is neither consistent with my interest or ease to resign the ordinary 
transactions of my station, and by accepting the detail of a single and inferior 
department engaged in a scene of difficnlties, some of which derive their origin 
from natural causes, and may ho insurmountable by human exertions; nor am 
I very anxious to hazard my reputation on the success of so doubtful a service. 
Yet as the Board has been pleased to commit tlie alfairs of that province in a 
sjie'eial manner to my !•, barge, and have given me the most positive assurances 
of their support to enable mo to acijuit myself of so weighty a responsibility, 
I conceive this to be a ease which will not allow of my attending to any 
jKU’sonal suggestion. My services arc at all times and in all cases primarily due 
to the most important and most urgent calls of this Government. To the 
importance and urgency of the present exigency are added the obligation of 
a special trust and engagement, and the pledge of the most jjowerful aid for 
my encouragement. 

J therefore make this early tender of my services ^o. proceed to Lucknow, 
whenever I shall receive an invitation from the Nabob Vizier to that clfect, 
for the purpose of regulating the Company’s interests in that province, and 
alfording tlie Nabob Vizier the like assistance for the regulation of his. 

My reasons for thus anticipating the call which I have supposed are 
many. 

I have already premised, which I now repeat in more forcible terms, that 
[ am morally assured of receiving such a call from the Nabob Vizier ; and I 
make no scruple of alUrming that I can implicitly rely on the deference which 
he lias ever shewii to my advice, and on his confidence in my justice and good 
faith, for the most willing co-operation on his part in the measures which I 
shall recommend for his st'rvice, and as jjrompt and ready a submission to the 
rights winch 1 may exclusively assert on the behalf of the Company. 

The accumulating distresses of that country require preventive, no less than 
remedial applications. The administration of his Government requires the 
vigorous exertion of the powers of our own to restore and confirm the authority 
which ha.s been loosened from it. llis revenue requires the supcrintondcncy 
1(50 
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of officers acknowledging their dopendeuco ou their constitutional master, and 
]»ossesscd of credit and chaniclers equal to the responsibility. 

The balance of the Company’s debt, and its progressive growth, depend for 
tlieir payment on the same iirovisions, and the liquidation of our OAvn eurrent 
and bonded debts, together with the credit of our treasury, equally dcy)end on 
tlie early liquidation of that which is due to the Company from the i'rovinct* 
of Oude. 

The dearth which has been already shewn itself in some severe ctfects will 
require the same co-operative aid to remedy so much of this calamity as may 
proceed from artificial grounded on natural causes. 

The Sics, who have been for .some time forming in large liodies, and 
have avowed their designs on the domiuionii of the Nabob Vixier, requiri' 
early preparations to meet and reptd them; and I have cause to Ixdicve that the 
prosenee of the exeeutive Member of this Government, .s'j})posed to possess 
the command of all its powers and resources, would contribute much to dis- 
courage the attempt, and supersede the necessity of more sub.stantial oper- 
atimis. 

Such are the objects of the proposed measure, and the necessity of its 
early execution is involved in the terms of each, nor is it possible to slate them 
in otliers which shall exclude it. Hut to these I must add otlu'r considerations 
derived from my own situations, dfirst, a resja.'ct due to th(> eojistit utional 
rights of tile individual members of the Board and something due to my 
own credit, which impel nui to bring the question before the Board, while 
every meml)or of it now present )nay have an opportunity of giving his ojiinion 
npnn it, and thereby also to guard myself against the imputation of seeking 
ihe advantage of can-yiiig it by my own (iasting vote. Seeondly, the desire 
which 1 have to ])ossoss the official assistance', of IVIr. David Anderson, whose 
weak state of health, de'rived from a late dangerous illness, has induced him to 
resolve on a voyage to Europe for liis recovery. On intimating to liim the 
po.ssihility of my being called upon this service, and the indispensable call 
which I should in this case have for his, he cheerfully agreed to yield it to me, 
and to suspend the engagement for lus passage until the latest period requiring 
it, that he might he at liberty to attend me. 

I sbonld bo sorry to seem to dej>reciatc the merits of otliors by an e.x- 
(diisivo preference shewn to one, for I know many of the Company’s servants 
who are equal to any trusis that may be reposed in them, many who in talents 
and integrity arii entitled to ro(;civo the most public testimony of my esteem and 
anprobation, but I liavc been long in official liabits with Mr. Anderson. I 
know him. llis deposition and manner of thinking agree with my own, and in 
the peculiar line in which I should wish to employ him there is not another 
on whom I could so eoufidc'ntly rely. I do not tliink it reasonable to keep hijn 
longer in suspense, and on that consi donation .alone, were there no other, I 
would entreat the Board to bring this point to an instant decision. 

I repo.at that I do not solicit the service which 1 liave olfercd to underlake, 
but simply offer it with the most firm determination to hazard every interest 
that is dear to me in the prosecution of it, if it shall be the option of the 
Board to assign it to mo ; and I shall expect in that event to bo invested with 
the full powers of my office, that is to say, such .as I hava had especially 
committed to me on similar occasions. 

If the Board shall. not choose to .accept of my offer, I shall rest contend'd 
with the complete discharge of my duty in having both made it and used my 
endeavours to render it eirectual.

On the 31st December 1783 the Hoard resolved to withdraw the Eesidency 
from Lucknow and to confirm the Govcrnor-Geilerars acceptance of therespon- 
•sibility and charge of affairs there as explained in tho minuto agreed to and 
delivered in by JMr. MaePhersou, Mr. Stables, and myself on the same day. 

Previous to the resolution the Governor-General represented tho nece.ssity 
which ho conceived there was for his repairing to Lucknow, for tho purpose 
of aecoini>lisbing those plans which alone could place tho Company’s concerns 
ill the Naliob’s country in a more prosperous state;. Against the acceptance of 
•this many diiriculti(;s occurred, and in consequence it was after much delibera- 
tions mutually and unanimously agreed to decline tho ' acceptance of the 
'povernor-Gonerars tender of his personal services in tho Nabob Vizier’s 
country, and this part of the proposal ended in conversation without being 
tmlercd on our recorded debates ; however, in candour, I must acknowledge that 
no claim was preferred on f.ho one hand to bring forward .this question on a 
future day, nor, on tlic other, was any attempt made to preclude it should the 
measure hereafter appear more strongly necessary. 

j Put I flatferod myself that in so short an interval as between tho 31st 
[December and 20th January no motives more pressing or reasons more urgent 
I than those which had already lieen brought in argument would have occurred 
to prompt the Governor-General to the revival of a question of such magnitude 
; as tJiat of las departure from the Presidency at a time, when liis services liere 
;ire so essentially required ; and I consider myself the more warranted in this 
hope because no advices can have arrived f\;om Lucknow since the Nabob Vizier 
received the notific.ation of the resolution of tlie Board to accept tlie offer made 
by himself .nnd bis Minister of giving the security of bankers of known credit 
and responsibility for the p.ayment of tho balance duo to tho Company and of the 
current demands of the year. It is true the Governor-General’s visit to Luck- 
now is said to be tho expressed wish of tho Nabob Vizier, his Minister, and all 
tho principal persons of his family and Court, and that the same will probably 
be declared in terms, and be connected with the engagement prescribed to him ;

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if such be the Nabob Vizier’s intention, a very sliort period of time will be 
sufficient to enable the Board to receive his requisition in form. 

Great merit is certainly duo to the Governor-General for his zealous tender 
of his services on this occasion, which he says are at all times and in all cases 
primarily due to the most important and most urgent calls of this Government ; 
hut in the present terms and circumstances of the question I must be"" leave 
to decline anticipating the necessity which may arise of accepting them in the 
way they are oflered. Bor I think the presence of the Governor* General at 
our Board should never he dispensed with hut on the most pressing and most 
important occasions, and I repeat that I deem it at this Tiarticular juncture 
essentially requisite.

Nabob Vizier in his letters to this Government jiress the

My DH.4.R Sir, — The Vizier arrived here yesterday after travelling a con- 
sidcriible part of his journey by post. Mr. Wombwell and I paid our respecis 
to him this morning. After perusing your letters jwesented to him by that 
gentleman he entered into discourse upon the dilfcrent subjects of them, and 
gave the strongest and most unequivocal proof how deeply he was penetrated 
with a sense of your goodness, and the imj)ortant benefits which you hav(! 
obtained for hi)n. lie earnpstly w'ishe.s to sec you to make his grateful acknow- 
ledgeuients jn jjersoii, to re(iuest your personal assistance in completing the 
generous work winch you have begun, by establishing the mutual interests 
and reputation of both Governments upon the most solid foundations. To-morrmv 
he will tell you so himself; and if his writing is as expressive and as forcible 
as his- speech, and action, you will be convinced that there is no circumstamte 
wliich would give him greater happiuess than to see you at his cajiital, and to 
prove his gratitude by an implicit and cheerful acquiescence in ivhatcver 
measures you may recommend. 

I am greatly concerned that tho fine season for travelling will he nearly 
over before you can set out; tho absence of the Vizier has caused an unlucky 
delay. I thought yoUr visit a point of too much delicacy and importance to 
he settled whilst he was at a distance, as it would have been impossible for 
me to have known his real sentiments upon it, and I was determined to decline 
the Invitation if it should appear to he made only as a compliment. ' 

I request, Sir, that you will give me the information of your dcpartur<' 
that nothing may bo wanting either hero or upon the road for your accom- 
modation. The Vizier has not yet intimated to Mr. Bristow his permission 
to depart, being desirous to .avoid every appearance of impatience forJiis removal, 
and Mr, Rristow not having yet given in his accounts.

enable him to accomfdish those objects. 

For this purpose it is requisite he should bn a’rmed with such authority 
j as will enable him not only to concert and adjust with the 'Nabob Vizier the' 
I means of discharging his engagements to the Company, of re.storing and 
j. securing the peace, safety,. and order of his Government, and of promoting tlie 
I improvement of- his revenue, hut also to carry those means into etleet by 
i supporting tho Nabob Vizier with the authority of this Gov'erument in as 
! full and ample a manrier as wo can empower him to exereise it by any Act of 
' the Parliament of Great Britain now in being or by any of the orders of the 
Ifon’blo Court of Directors, for without full powers to carry iiit/o execution 
such measures as the Governor-General may hereafter plan and agrcts uixin, 
with tho Nabob Assoph-iil-Dowlah, tho purposes of his, visiting that Prince’s 
country may be deviated, or the season for action lost whilst ho is waiting 
for the sanction of tho .Board. 

It seems also absolutely iiecessary, for the same reasons, to invest tlie 
Governor- General “ with the full power and authority of this Government (as 
* far as we can legally delegate tho same) over all the olTieers, civil, and military, 
j stationed or residing within the dominions of the Nabob Assopli-ul-Dowlah aiid 
■ the Province of Benares,” and when it is rememhered that the troops in the 
“ Vizier’s eoiti.try are stationed there for tlio purposes of protecting it, and of 
aiding and assisting him on all occasions when iie’‘sliall apply for them, to 
reduce his subjects to the due obedience of his autltority, and are i)aid out of 
tho Vizier’s treasury, it will not seem that the placing them under tho •orders 
of the Governor-Gcnerdl as the means of carrying into effeet tho regulations 
in the internal government of his dominions, formed and .adjusted with the 
Nabob Vizier himself, is any very extraordinary delegation of power. 

The importance of the arrangements to ho made in the Government and 
1'nauc('s of the Nabob Vizier, and the dilliculties tliat may he expected to l)e 
encountered in enforcing them, are such as I should apprehend would justify 
the Board in dehigating to the Governor-General, upon ffliis occasion, as ample 
powers as have over been granted to any of tluur members on any former one, 
and Avhen it- is cohsidered that the extensive powers given to Lord Clive by the 
[instructions ef the Select Committee. of the 21st June 1705, and those given to 
[Messrs. Cartier, Smith, and Russel, by the instructions of the Select Committee 
(of tho loth September 1768, were in tho notice and contemplation of the Par- 
liament at the time the Act was passed which .constituted this Government 
upon its present looting and vested tho whole civil and military goverumeut 
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of this Presidency in the Governor- General and Council, iti like manner /o aH 
intents and purposes as the same had been exeneised by the President and 
Council or Select Committ(!e, I should (!onoeive this Govermnent possesses tin 
right of deb*gating to t.he Governor-General upon the ])rescnt occasion as ful 
powers, as those which M’cre granted to Lord Clive by the Select Committet 
in June 1705 or to Messrs. Cartier, Smith, and llussol in 3708. 

Hut the power's proposed to be gi'anted to th(' Govern or- Gen oral by tin 
instructions now before the Hoard being limited in their objects and eontlned 
in their operation to the dominions of the Nabob V^i/aer and the Pn)vinee of 
benares fall far short of those given to Lord Cliv<*, who, in conjunction with 
General Camac, was empower'd to stipulate such conditions with Shnja.-ud- 
Dowlah, to form such connections with the country powers, and pursue such 
means as ho should judgij necessary to the Company’s interests, the public 
welfare, and the obtaining a safe, honorable, advantageous, and lasting jx'iiee. 

I am indue.('d for these reasons to give my assent ,to the ])roposed di’aft of 
the powers and authority to be vested in the Governor-General by th(i Hoard.

* Tlie Governor-General has desired the Board tf) assemble this day fyr the 
purpose of reeeiving In's tinal despatches, having been ordered It) leave Calcutta 
for a change of air a few days before ho begins his journey to Lucknow as lu' 
has been much incommoded for some days past by a feverish indis])tisition, of 
whieh ho still feels the ell'eets, and he proposes, with the permission of the 
board, to take his departure for that j)urpose this evening, lie regrets the 
necessity of his absence from the Hoard, and most heartily wishes them succioss 
and for his own recommends himself to their support.

Gentlemen, — I have tbe honour to acquaint you that I this day r(‘ceivc(l 
my audience of leave from His Ilijjliness tlie Nabob Vizier. 

To anticipate calamity is an invidiously irksome task, yet beroro I retire 
from the Court of Oude I am strongly called \i]iox\ by duty, and perhaps 
not ilbqualilicd by experion'ciTIb^siIggf^st to tlie Uon’ble Hoard the prohiible 
conso<juences pf . my removal. ^Tt'Ts Tlie hast important obligatioii of the trust 
reposeu in me, and I’ shall acquit myself of it with fidelity. 

Much as I lament the unprosperous issue of an enterprizo wliicli in its 
success would have been so lionourablc to me, my sensibility ol it is uiimixed 
with any painful consciousness. I have done my duty, and your applause, 
gentlemen, as it is the best testimony, is also the best reward of my laborious 
endeavours in the public service. 

Appointed to the arduous work of relorinnf ion, I found in IlyderHcg Ca\\n 
an antagonist of irresistible strength, over whom it was impossible 1 should 
J^imply prevail, who in the extensive infiueiictA d('rived Iroin His wealtli, iii the 
universal terror inspired by his authority, in the slavish subserviency and more 
than puerile weakness of the Prince his master, possessed a power of re.sistancc 
which I long since foresaw, and long since foretold, would render equally vain 

X7 h\ I>. 
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the continued exercise of all my faunness and every caution of my under- 
standing. 

To rc.storc tin; Sovereign to his dignity, to curb tlirf ambition of bis Minister, 
to correct the disorders and abuses of his Government, were the salutary anti 
ini])ortant objects of niy designation at the Court of Oude. Their accomplish- 
ment Avoiild have established the English influence over these once rich and 
flourishing provinces on a basis of more stability than any we had yet owned — 
an interest in the hearts of the people acquired and confirmed through the 
blessings tlu'y derived from us. 

Tlui triumphant opposition of Ilydor lleg Ca'wn has defeated a purpose so 
full of wisdom and humanity; but the attenjpt, I am well assured, has left an 
indelible imj)ression of fear and hatred upon his mind; delivered at last from 
the hateful presence of your representative and invested with the virtual 
sovereignty of tlio Vizier’s dominions, all the activity, all the malevolence 
of his heart and understanding will be called forth and exerted to confirm his 
independeneo and to gratify his revenge. 

In the uniform ('xperiemro of years^ in the consistent iniquity and mis- 
management of the Minister, wo find an elaborate instruction directing us with 
unerring ci'rtainty to the future fate of Oude ami of onr friends. 

It is most foreign from my intention to arraign the wisdom or to disputf 
the decrees of Government ; hut I obey the dictates of truth and duty in de- 
claring that T cannot imagine a conjuncture of more imminent and apparent 
danger to ihe interests of my employers, or to the honour of my country. 
Tlui first I consider as inseparably connected Avilh tlio prosperity of Oude ; 
the lasf, M’ill riiceive a mortal wound, should those he abandoned by us who in 
their services ami attachment have a sacred claim to our protection. Prom' the 
exercise of despotic authorily by such a character as the Minister, what is 
indeed to ho ho[)e<l hut the most ruinous abuse of it? Prom a reliance on the 
clemency of Jlydor Peg Cawn, what milder doom than death. or confiscation ? 
ISufTe r me, gimtlemen, in affirmance of the melancholy propriety of these re. 
•flections to refer to your own opinions — to your own expressive language. I 
transwrit(< them from the instructions I received through tlie Jlon’blc Ihe 
Governor-Gimeral shortly after my appointment; delineating the former conduct 
of the Minister w'ith a truth and precision that will not he disputed, they 
furnish the most undesirable evidence of the peril of eoniiding in him, and 
render an appeal to any other testimony equally superHiious and impert inent. 
I sliall therefore pass iu silence over a tiiousand superadded examples, all 
strongly characteristic of the principles and policy of Hydcr Beg Cawn, which 
have recurred during the interval that has since elapsed, and which like those 
I am now about to lay before you constitute a perpetual record of his contempt 
for your authority, of his insolence, ambition, and rajiaeity. 

“ Immediately on your arrival sound the disposition of Ilyder Peg -Cawn; 
his conduct has for some time past been highly reproacliablo; till within those 
three months when Mr. Johnson assumed a large portion of his authority, he 
possessed without control both the unparticipated and entire administration; 
witli all the powers annexed to that Government; the Nabob liimsoU‘,l>eing, as 
j lie ever must he, in the liands of some person, a mei’C cypher in his, and the 
i sanetipn by whicli he exercised his authority, yet he has dared both fo use the 
i Nabob’s name and even his seal allixed to letters, either dictated to tlio Nabob 
|i>r writtiMi from him without his knowledge, containing very improper demands 
ion our Govermiu'nt, and such as evidently tended to promote Hyder Peg’s 
inlluenee and interest;, and even to make him assume a very unbecoming tone 
of refus.il, reproach, and resentment, in opposition to measures recommended 
by in<', and ca’cii to acts done by my authority, in literal oojiformity to the 
Naliob’s own and earnest solicitations, such as the resumption of the jagiiirs 
and the seizure of liis falher’s ti-easure which had been .so long suffered to 
remain in the bands of the Pegum, bis mother, and the other conditions of 
the .engagi uienf exacted from me at Clninar; on every occasion of this kind 
the late Resident has been the faithful echo and support of the Minister’s 
pretension. I miist, therefore, have recounso to you for the introduction of a 
new sysfem in that tlovernment.” Again — “It may bo advisable to try him 
(the Minister) liy Ihe mode of conciliation in your first conversation with 
him, at the same time that it will be necessary to declare to him in the jjlainest 
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terms tho footin" and conditions on which he sballhe permitted to retain his 

placCj with the alternative oi dismission and a acrntiny into his past conduct 
if he refuses it. In the first place I will not receive from the Nabob as his, 
letters dictated by the spirit of opposition, but shall consider every such 
attempt as the IMinislei s as an insult on our (■Jovcrnmcut. In the second 
place I shall expecit that nothing is done in his oflieial character but Avith your 
knowledge and participation.” Again, speaking of Ahuass Ally Cawn ; “ It is 
very extraordinary that his defection, his retreat to tlio frontier, the suhso- 
qnent negoeiations which passed between him and the Nabob, the engagements 
concluded between them, Avhich resemble more a treaty between ecjual States 
tlian a transaction between a sovereign and his vassal, have all passed Avithout 
the least communication or report of them made to me by the Ilesident or his 
Assistant, or the IVlinisier ; and in a letter Avhich I have lately received from 
the Nabob, the Minister has had the presumption to make the Nabob declare 
the whole ^to he false airtl without foundation, and to afllrm that every part 
oi his dominions enjoyed the most perfect peace and traminillitv ; upon this 
subject the hehavioiir of tlie Minister is so rejiridiensilAle tliat I think it incum- 
bent upon me to let him knoAv my sentiments of it. It Avill at least shew him 
how thin the veil is by Avhich he covers his own acts, and that such artifices 
will only tend to make Ihem the more criminal from the falsehood and 
duplicity Avith Avhich they are assoeiati'd. As for Almass Ally Cawn himself, 
the policy Avhich has been observed towards him has lieen scandalously dero- 
gatory from the Nabob’s dignity and interest, and liurtful to the representa- 
tive of our Government, so far as it is conncct(*d, or the AA'orld Avill think it 
connected with -it.” Lastly — “the Nabob has repeatedly and bitterly eom-i i 
])lained of the indignity which ho sulVers in his authority by tlio usurpation' ' 
of the Comjiany’s Resident, and has repeatedly demanded, that whenever the 
Company’s balance shall he completely disehargi'd, and he may he freed from 
this vexation, that ho may be permitted to pay the subsidy in ready money, and; 
that the assignments which have been granted to satisfy that demand may bet 
reston'd to him. I confess that I did myself give encouragement to this pro-; 
position, knoAving at tho same time the quarter from Avliencc it came, I. moan' 
from Hyder Reg Cawn, and Avilling to exonerate this Government from the 
trouble and responsibility, and the Company from the disgrace of Avhatever 
might attend the administration of the Nabob’s Government., I thought, too, 
that it prosonte<l a sure pi'ospect of tlie regular payment of tho current demands, 
by the penalty Avhicli would attend the failure in the resumption of the formeri 
system of assignments, and in the personal claims Avhieh it Avould bring on the 
IVIinister. But his misconduct has since manifested itself in so many parti- 
cular instances, besides tlie uuivers.al disorder of tlie country, and this is so 
alarming in its effeids to our own Government, that I shall liositate until I 
have the surest and most satisfactory grounds to recommend an acquiescence in , 
such a measure. At present tho plea on which it is grounded is jtrobably yet 
at some distance, for, Avliile I am writing these instructions, fresh circumstances 
occur to my knowledge wliicli make me much suspect tho real payment of the 
sums brought to the Nabob’s credit for the last year’s balance. It may not, ; 
howev'er, bo amiss to talk Avith the Minister on this subject, to let liiin knoAv | 
that it is well understood to be a demand for substituting his aulliority in tlie : 
place of the Company’s, and to invest him with the sovereignty of the Nabob’s j 
dominions, to ask him Avhether he shall, in such case, expect the Com^tany’s i 
protection, and if he does, by what claim of rigid, and Avhether, in the event of ’ 
involvin'.; our Government, in a new scene of hostilities by those Avhieh his 1 
nialadministration may produce, whether internally or by invasion, in that ! 
country, he sliall think himself in justice exempt from tho personal A'engeanee i 
which we may he disposed to exact from him. At all events the proposition i 
must he discouraged till a safer season for its aeeeptance, hut the absolute ’ 
rejection of it cleded Avith the Nabob, if lie shall himself rcijew it.”

Gen'I'lemkn, — I opened and forwarded from Buxar tho day before yester- 
day a letter from the President and Select Committee at Bombay, dated the 
28th .January, Avliicb I am desirous of associating wii.b tlu^ observations whitdi 
struck me while 1 read it, but the want of leisure from the frequent inteiTU|). 
tions qC civilities to which I am compelled io yield much of my time', and the 
dissi])ation unavoidable in a state of continued motion piawented me. I now 
beg leave to offer my sentiments upon it, hoping that if they shall agree witli 
yours, they may arrive iu time to he transmitted with whatever you may think 
proper to add to the Court of Directors by the last despaiclies.. Indeed, some- 
thing is necessary tt) guard against or to eJTace tl»e imjjrcssion wlii<!h such 
representations as are contained in th.at letter, and which tho same disposition 
of mind will no doubt have dictated in their letters to the Court of Directors, 
may make on the minds of tho Company. 

We are reproached by the Presidency of Bombay in very harsh terms with 
a total inatttmUou to their commercial interests and the safety of llnnr allies, in 
the powers and instructions which we have given to tlie Presidency of Fort St. 
George, and with having “treated them with a pointed negh?ct iu almost all 
matters wherein their dearest interests have been concerned.” Nay it is imputed 
to us as a crimiual omission that wo did not enjoin tliem to assist the Commis- 
sioners of Fort St. George with their advice and instructions, as if they them- 
selves were unable to act from tho dictates of their own duty or required the 
sjmr of our instigation to awaken them to a sense of their own intcu'csts. 

I am sorry that I cannot revert to the instructions which were given to 
tho PresideiK'V of Fort St. George, nor recollect tho precise date on which they 
were written. This I know that they contained nothing which forbatio them from 
including the commercial interests or political relations of Bombay in their 
negociations ; and if I recollect it was made a part of the instructions given by 
the Select Comm ittee of Fort St. George to their Commissioner to corresjwud 
with the Presideaicy of Bombay for that purpose. Wc were not in possession of 
materials for dir(;cting a negociation of this kind, for we know not, nor had the 
Presideney of Bombay ever intimated to us, what were the ])reeise objects or 
))rovis'i()ns which they wore desirous of including in the treaty with Tippoo 
Sultan, nor the claims or even the names of their allies for wliose sahdy they 
were desirous of our becoming guarantees in it. But however anxious they 
may have heem for the attainment of the former, I presume that with the 
fullest knowledge of it our Board would not have deemed itself warranted to 
embarrass the negociations with tlio absolute assertion of such claims, all our 
pretensions and expectations having been bounded as they certainly ought to 
he by the hth Article of the Treaty of Salhai, so that wc referred the Presidency 
of Fort St. (icorgc for tho ultimate extent of our demands, allowing them the 
exercise of Uie.ii own discretion for ohlaiiiing such additional advantages as the 
situation of alVairs might throw in their way without a hazjird of defeatini; 
the paeifiealion, and with a positive injunction to yield nothing to which we 
have reserved a positive right in the Mahratta treaty. 

If I have erred in this recapitulation your records will enable you to state 
it with more accuracy, but I am clear that I am materially right. Were I to 
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speak my ])rivato opinion oi! tlie i,^enoral elTcel, of innllipliod eslablishmonts ol‘ 
(ratio and especially ol sncii as are proprietary, I in iij;lit hazard an oiipositiou of 
popular prejudices and opinions sanetiliod hy ajul eoiumon usaije. lUii 

I belit've I may with safety appt'al to tin; accounts in tlie Company’s own 
possession, as I am sure 1 can to t.he judg'cincnt of the increhants of India, for 
tlie little utility of which our late ])roperty in the Town and District of JJroach 
lias ])roved to the Company’s investment, or the freedom of trade in that articles 
of which it was the great mart in India. 

Hut whatever may he the importance of this subject our instructions left 
the Commissioners in as full a liberty to receive the apjilication of the Prosi- 
dimcy of Homhay, and that Presidency in the same possession of the moans of 
making and enforcing their requisitions regarding it, as wo could have done by 
specific and immediate injunetions from oui-selvcs, and tlic same may bo anirincil 
of the protection due to tlicir Malabar allies. 

Another article of reproach is marked w ith something too like the spirit of 
ingratitude, as it is most notoriously unjust; they state the magnitude of their 
bonded debt, and the eno rmity of their military charges as I'cady to oppress 
them with tlicir weight unless they are speedily I'clieved from Jlengal ; they com- 
plain of our w ithholding the supplies so necessary to their existence, notwith- 
standing their avowed ability to load tliri'e ships this j'car with an investment 
for England, and they summon us to declare whether wa* will, or will not, assist 
them, that tluiy may not he kept longer in suspense, hut provide aeeordiiigly 
if the state which they have given ns of their distresses is “ insufluaent to inilu- 
enee” our determination in their favour, or w'o are ('ither unable or unwilling 
to assist them beyond the sup[)lies wai have promised to all'ord them. 

May 1 request, gentlemen, th.at you wall he ])l('asedto transmit to the Court 
of Directors, hy the ])rcsent despatch if it ho not too late, an account of all the 
remittances which have been made to Bomlxiy annually since the eominenee- 
nient of the war to the |ir('sent i>f'riod. Such an account has been always sc-nt. 
home except that of tlic pvt'seut year, y<;t it will ho bettor to repeat it tliaii ( rust 
to a refeia'nee, and it wall ho a cruiqdcto refutation of the charge of tliat Presi- 
dency against us on this account; instead of making it (li<! ground of a formal 
complaint that our supplies are less lilieral than they w'ero, it ouglit to he a 
matter of surprize that the sonre(‘S wliicli yielded fliem, and Avhieli liaA'o llowcd 
at the same time in larger streams to Fort St. Cleorgc liavc not been long since 
wholly exhausted. Could the spirit of Lord Clive rc-visit Bengal and ho told 
what exertions it had made for the assistance and protection of the other Presi- 
dencies, without abating of its exiiorts to Cjn'at Britain, ho would find his 
knowledge enlarged, as it was uneqnal'to the rceeptioii of a position so incom- 
patible with the state in w hich he left the rcvmuic of tlicse Provinces and the 
Treasury of Calcutta, and he Avoukl pronounce the fact in dcfianctA of our 
records imiiossiblc. 

I cannot at this distance offer an opinion of (he extent to which we may 
ho able to furiiisli Bombay Avith money during the piesont season, hut to a large 
extent I am morally certain that we eannot without in finite distress to our 
own Government, and a dcgi’oo of great danger through (lie lailure, not ol 
credit, but of specie. Since tliey have demanded a peremptory d<'elaration to 
this effect I sec no cause why it should ho Avithludd from them, d’o what can ho 
spared from our own noeessilies they have certainly the livst claim, and some- 
tiling even beyond our own AA’^auts if the Avar Avith ’I’ippoo is reucAved. 

I read avith much concern a proposal ileliheratoly made and early (raus- 
raitted to the Court of Directors for maintaining a largo military cstahlislimcnt 
in Bombay at the perpetual charge of the I'rovinces of Bengal, for the purpose 
of being at all times prepared for offensiAm Avars ; and the Adcinity of the Mahratla 
territory, and the short distance of it s capital, an; alleged as.thc principal ground 
of the proposal. In niy judgment there are better grounds for rejecting it, and 
confining the vicAVS of that Presidency to a permanent state of ])oaec hy a 
restriction of their military strength to such a degree of it^ as should disable 
them to break the peace, rather than hy a ready prOA'ision for war to lurnish 
the temptation to it on ono hand, and provoke it on the other hy the aiiprohen- 
sion of it.

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I ti’ust that tlio wisdom of tlio llon’hlo Company will at onco see tUo 
danger and had policy of such a design whicli, were it practicable as it is not, 
would be as wicked and unnatural an abuse of the power which God has given 
us over the inhabitants of B<'ngal, who are at least entitled to so much ol* our 
• protection, as to assure to them the natural benefits of their own patrimony 
where the plea of necessity cannot bo urged to depriving them of it, as it 
would bo surely weak in the members of this Government "to countenance a 
project which in the very attempt would draw ruin on the first interests of the 
Company, which are those of their own charge, and on their reputations from 
the same consequences, for the sake of empowering a dependent memher of the 
general state to go to war whenever the caprice, ambition, or worse passions of 
its eventual rulers should prefer it to the duration of tliat peace, which has 
been so ndteratedly enjoined by the first powcirs of our sovereign state and 
which we liave with so much solicitude and diinculty obtained. I "hope I shall 
not be suspected of glancing by this reflection on the present rulers of that 
Government. Nothing is further from my thoughts, and I detest insinuation. 
I mean only to draw a conclusion from a system of permanent duration and 
from the expressed imnciple of its construction. The application involves a 
period indelinitcdy remote and every successive change by which men of various 
characters may be introduced into tlte Administx’atiou, and the consequence 
which I have drawn is in that sense inevitable. 

I am heartily sorry for the occasion which has compelled me to make these 
observations, and the more so as it has arisen at a period in which the reverse 
might have been expected from the character of the gentleman who has 
recently succeeded to the first seat in the Government of Bombay, and to whose 
zealous assistance in the course of the late war this Government has been 
greatly indebted and has acknowledged its obligations. 

Strange is the fatality which has attended all the operations of this Gov- 
ernment, for they have been all invariably directed during an uninterrupted 
period of six years to the service and even the salvation of the other Presiden- 
cies without any interest of its own concerned in the event of them, and all 
their return has been opposition, complaint, reproach, insult, and invective. You, 
gentlemen, will know how to separate these terms and apply them to their proper 
relatives.

St. tJeorge, oiiolosing a copy of the tro.aty of jieaco which was signed ami interchanged 
between their Courniissioiu'rs and Tipjwo Sultan on the 1 1th of last month. 

Fort St. George, ‘27th Marcli 1781. 

Gentlemen, — Wo have had the honour to receive your several letters, the 
last of whieli is of the 4th instant, with several enclosures, to the former of 
nliich no sIltU re])ly hereafter. At present we shall only speak of the more 
pressing business before us. 

"We have tlie pleasure to send yoil herewith a copy of the treaty * of poat'c 
which was signed and interchanged between our Commissioners and Tippoo 
Saltan on the 11th instant. We shall not attempt to bespeak your appro- 
bation of this treaty by detailing tlie events of the war, the ditlioultics and 
expenses which have attended its progress, the comp.aralive situation of tin* 
parties at the time of its conclusion, and the particular embarrassment attend- 
ing the negotiation. As you are fully acquainted with most of these circum- 
stances, we shall submit the articles of the peace without any comment from 
iturselves to your candid consideration and judgment.. 

You will obsci’vo by the lOth Article it is agreed that the treaty shall he 
signed and sealed by the English Commissioners and a copy of it shall after- 
« ards he signed and se.alcd by the Fresident and Select Committee of Fort St. 
George and returned to the Nabob Tippoo Sultan Behadre in one month or 
sooner if possible, and the same sIltII he acknowledged under the hands and 
seals of the Governor-General and Council of Bengal and the Governor and 
Select Committee of Bombay .as binding upon all the Governments in India, 
and copies of the treaty so acknowledged shall bo sent to the said Nabob in 
three months or sooner if possible. 

We request that you will ho pleased to send us a copy of the treaty 
.‘icknowledgod by you in the manner specified in the 10th Article, and that you 
will also write to the gentlcuieu of Bombay desiriug them to perform what 
is rcqjiircd of that presidency by the same article ; we are .anxiqiis to obtain 
these acknowledgements so that they may he sent to Tippoo Avithin the tine' 
limited by the treaty. Wc are indeed sensible that such lornis are su])erlluous, 
hut as Tippoo, notwithstanding the explanations that have been given him, is 

not sufiieiently apprized of the constitution of the dillcrent pi’csidencies, and 
M'ems not to understand how the whole can he hound by the act of one, Ave 
trust that the mode he has .sti])uluted for the certification .of the treaty Avill 
meet, with no objection or ditlieulty.

, Gentlemkn,— Herewith I have the honor of transmitting to you the 

; report which Mr. Turner has delivered to me of his embassy to Thibet, which 
Avill explain to you the steps which he has already token to procure a licence 
from tiie lli'gent in tliat part of the country which is subject to the Teesho 
Lama for the natives of Jlengal to transport their goods thither, and establish 
an iutercourse of trade. 

\Vhcn I have moi’e leisure I shall detail my sentiments at large upon this 
subject and the future bcnclits which may reasonably bo expected from the 
proposed plan ; in the mean time I refer you to the report itself, from the 
perusal of which 1 hope you will derive as much pleasure as it has alForded me.

Mr. Turner’s narrative, enclosed in the Governor-General’s letter of lotli March. 

Hox’bIjE Sir, — Being I'cturned from the service on which you were pleased 
to direct me to proceed, I take the earliest opportunity of communicating the 
progress and result of my commission, in hope my conduct will be judged with 
the indulgence due to a limited experience, and the novelty of tlie regions I 
was commanded to visit. 

I will not presume to engage your time by a treatise on the ancient state 
of Thibet, or as unimportant a detail of the peculiar matiners and customs of 
the people, but beg leave to follow my predecessor iji eiiumcr.ating such events 
iis have b.appened subsequent to his return to Bengal, and w hich secuu con- 
nected with or in their nature calculahxl to alfect your designs in this quarter. 

At the time of Mr. Bogle’s deputation Thibet was in a state of perfect 
tranquility, Teesho Lama exercising the functions of his office, respected and 
oh(‘yed through all the region of Tartary, nor w'as his influence bounded but by 
the limits of the extensive empire of China. The Tartars who live in tents, the 
natives of Xilmaak and of Kumbaak, continually resorted in jnultitudos to 
pay their adoration at his shrine. Even Taranauh and Delai Lama held him in 
so great deference and respect that their votaries looked up to him as the 
head and protector of their faith. 

The sanctity of his eharacti.tr and the wisdom of his administration so 
far diffused his reputation and exalted his name that the Emperor of China, 
anxious to see so renowaied a personage, repeatedly solicited him to make a visit 
to his Court, The Lama w'ould have excused himself but he could not evade 
the importunity of the Emperor, who had made the most magnifleimt prepara- 
tions for his journey and reception, lie accordingly set out and (from the 
testimony of all his people) with extreme reluctance, but ho arrived in safety 
in China, was received with the highest respect, and even the Emperor himself 
advanced from his capital to meet him. 

During Ids resid-'nco at the Emperor’s Court, both his brother, the Baja 
who was with him, and Soopoon Choomboo, bis favorite and cup-bearer, assure 
me tliat be was jiot unmindful of his connection with the Government of Ben- 
gal, but took several occasions of representing in the strongest terms particularly 
the amity subsisting between the Governor-General and him, and that his con- 
versations had oven influenced the Emperor to resolve upon commencing, 
through the Lama’s mediation, a correspondence with his friend ; and such was

the confidence and esteem which the Emperor manifested for Tcesho Lama that 
he promised a full compliance with whatever he should ask, yet in this instance 
the Emperor’s liberality did not exceed the Lama’s humility of heart, for he 
preferred no great demand, and even declined the acceptance of an addition 
to his tcriitory, icsciving alone the reijiiisition that the Emperor would 
cause the administiation of the dilTerent governments, as had he(ui an(*ientlv 
the custom of Thibet, to be restored to the Lamas ; that tliey might he invested 
with all the powers which in their respective stations they had severally enjoyed ; 
and particularly that he himself might be at liberty to grant admission into 
Thibet to whom he chose, to which the Emperor consented, and to the (Mid 
that his authority might bo complete caused his own seal to bo delivered to Tci'slio 
Lama, and ste}>s were taken for the recall of the Raja appointed by the Court 
of China to reside at Lliassa. 

The honors and distinction paid to T’easho Ijaina in China raised the 
wonder and admiration of all ranks of people, and it is said the jealousy of 
some. At this interval it happened that in tin; plenitude of his iuilneneo* and 
power he was seized suddenly with a violent disorder wliicli after three days 
terminated in his death. 

I Avill not enlarge on the accession to the respect paid to his character that 
would have luion derived from the honors done him in Ohitia, and the homage paid 
him by the inhabitants of the countrms lui passed through had he nduriu'd in 
safety to Thibet, hut beg leave to ohsin-ve that the accident whicdi prevented the 
deputation proposed of Mr. Bogle, and the untimely end of Teeslio Lama, w(M-e 
events almost equal to annul all former endeavours to efVect an intercourse, -md lo 
occasion a revival in the minds of tin; Thilxdans, naturally averse to innovation, of 
their distrust, and an interruption of the growing confidence with which they 
had been so successfully inspired. Yet in some measure to compensate for 
these losses the death of Cesuh Kimhochay o[)ened a n<?w prospect of the pro- 
bability of obtaining the communication ninu'd at, for he was a violent enemy 
to an ini(u‘courso with the English, and of an active, turbulent disp(ysition, hut 
tlie expectations formed from this event were defeated by his successor, who 
took his place with equal prejudices, and studying the disposition of tin; fx'ople 
has had a view to establish himself by a conformity in his conduct to popular 
prejudices, knowing that the time of his authority is limited and uncertain. 
Add to which he has couceivc'd a great degree of jealousy and animosity 
against the Government of Tc'osho Looinboo in consequence of Teeslio Lama’s 
negoeiations in China, through wdiich lie was well nigh being displaced from 
his power. Mindful of these transactions ho neglects no occasion that ofi'ers of 
thwarting the designs of this Government. 

Since the subjection of Thibet to the Chinese yoke, the inllutniee of the 
Lamas, who were once supreme, has been much weakened by the appointment of 
an ofii(5er to reside at Lhassa, the capital of the kingdom, wdio is invested with 
the government and superior control over the country. The cause which 
first suggested the expediency of placing such a check over the Lamas exists 
no more. The present Emperor, a votary of their faith and naturally jealous 
of their dignity, seems persuaded of this truth in the conviction of tlieir ;if,lneh- 
ment to his person and acknowledgement of the supremacy of the Chinese 
Government. 

The negotiations of^the Tcesho .Lama confirm this opinion, who obtained 
a promise from the Emperor to withdraw the officer of his appointment from 
Lliassa, and to commit the government of the country to the managemi nt 
of the Lamas. Orders were consequently issued for the recall of Nimoheim, who 
succeeded Gesub Kimhochay, hut the decease of Tcesho Lama occasioned 
their suspension. However, as the term of llaja Nimoheim is to cease soon after 
Tcesho Lama is seated on the musnud, it is then expected that the renewal of 
his application to the Emperor will . be followed by the copiploto performance 
of the promises made to him in China, and that Delai Lama and himself will 
be invested accordingly with the uncontrolled rule of the country, and that 
the influence of these religious pontills will rise to its former sjilcudour :ind 
importance. 

I will not venture to advance surmises on the probability of the Tiniperoi ’s 
consenting to a point so important as this in view, but perhaps I sliall be

excused in repeating the opinion of those more competent to judge of the 
Emperor’s disposition from the circumstance of having resided a twelve- 
month at his Court. I mean the late Lama’s hrotlier, llaja Punjun Irtinnee, 
and liis confident Soopoor Chomboo, who entertain not the shadow of a 
doubt that the Emp(M'or will recede from his word, but assure me of their 
belief that lie will ratify the promises m:ide to the former Teesho Lama the 
moment the present is capable of renewing the application, and that the pro- 
posed regulations will immediately take place. The success of your projects 
is too obviously connected with this event to neiid a comment. 

If Teesho Lama is made to resume the plans projected by him in his pre- 
existence for the riicovery of the prerogatives annexed to the office of the 
Lamas, the same eonsistcncy of conduct will prompt a retrospection to the 
negotiations of 1775, to the proposal of a free iriUwcourse of trade between 
Thibet and Pengal, which coincided with his desires, and which seem to have been 
tlie motive and ultimate object of his solicitude for an oxtemsion of privilege. 

I am aware it will be demanded why the agents of Government under 
Teesho Lama were not dismissed with the promis('d powers ? And this I think 
may be answered by the consternation and confusion in which liis sudden 
death involvinl all his attendants and deprived tliem of the ability of pur- 
suing ellectual measuriis, if in reality there were such, to obtain the accomplish- 
ment of his plans. Hut I believe the fact is they were incompetent from being 
merely the agimts of Teesho Lama; while living they rightly relhscted 
that their intercession with the Emperor would havi; little weight ; when their 
superior was no more prudence enjoined their silence, Probably their 
nearest concern was a speedy return to Tbibet, fearful lest tbe great event 
should produce a revolution in the Govin’umeut injurious to tlnar interests, 
(H’ subversive of their power. If they were deterred from personal application 
to the Emperor when lu-eseut at his Court., other considerations have since 
actuated them to suspend awhile further interference, which can only be uri^ed 
with propriety and elYeet by 'reesho Lama, who they say at t he of tvv<» 
years will be qualified to a.sscrt the ]>ro[)er means for accomplishing the 
design. 

I have found in the llaja the best disposition for encouraging and 
assisting by the authority he pos.sessos the plans of trade, hut neiflier is able 
or so confident as the Lama. Un is backward to espouse a party by which he 
might possibly incur some inveterate enemies in tlie Chinese administration. 

Teesho Lama, from his respectable character and superior talents, wais pecu- 
liarly well qualified to obviate popular ])rejudiees against new schemes, to 
n'concile the Thihetaiis to an alliimee with Europeans, and to remove the 
jealous apprehensions which more or less dwell with ('very Asiatic State frcfin 
the a(jcumulating power of the English. 

Tartary until united under the Chinese dominion, having been constant!} 
vexed by foreign invasion, civil fimds, and intestiru! bi-oils, and subjected by 
these to all the changes of violent commotion, its inliahitants are intimidated 
from entering into new connections, and regard ev(‘ry innovation, as alfording 
an inlet t(j (lovaslatioii and war. Used by successive revolutions to subjection 
and submission, the powerful principle of independence is extin guislied, and 
they are fitted to ho the abject shaves of despotic lyranny, vvitlioiit firmness 
to assert the rights of the people, and without resolutio’ii to resist the encroach- 
ments of the intluonce of an exotic yoke however weakly enforced. 

Under less authority than the sanction of a l^ama your plans eaimol 
he pushed to any great extent. They were first taken up by a man wlio dared 
to deviate from the narrow dictates of obedience, who could lead the afi'cctions 
of his siihjeets, and vho w.as urged to oxtensiAe connections as wi'll by an 
.‘ittenlion to tlie intcicst of those over whom he ruled as the impulse of ambi- 
tion. S'lcl) was ’reesho Lama, and iiis successor will doubth'ss assume th(' 
ollice with strong prepossessions in his favor, and he will, I exjiect, bo made 
to feel, and to be actuated by the pride of being generally aekuowlodged to 
have first encouraged in his pre-existenee and to hav e perfected in his regenera- 
tion a plan designed for universal benefit. 
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The Raja’s letter will, 1 pic'sunie, be the best criterion by which to jud-e 
of his dispositions. Yet it may l)c obsm'Vi'd that in receiving me at this time 
into the country he has acted rather according to his private sentiments than 
the wishes of the leader of the opposite party. Delai Lama lias not h(‘cn averse 
to my admission, but there hangs a bias on the Clovcrnment, an intrinsic weight, 
that turns it from its natural coui-sc, and hinders it from the pursuit of '^its 
interests and inclinations. 

Thibet has from time immemorial been a resort for mm’eliants. Necessity 
lias begot a commerce with foreign countries, which, however, is but languidlV 
conducted by a people naturally of a slothful disposition. The soil and climate 
favorable to the production of few commodities render it a proper field for 
mercantile projects to succeed in, hut an example of industry is Avanting, 
and when men once become acquainted with the pleasures of luxury and tlu' 
profits of eommeree, it will rouse them from their apathy, and incsenting 
them with objects of opulence and ease, Avhich they never before dreamt oF, 
raise in them a desire of a more splendid way of life than tl.idr ancestors 
enjoyed, and stimulate them to an- inifirovoment of their natural resources 
which at present arc even by themselves but imjierfcetly understood. 

The form of government, which is arbitrary, is inimical to industry and 
enterprise, both in Thibet and liliootan. Tlu‘ llrst member of the State* is tli.- 
chief merchant, and liis prorogativi^ in this capacity stands him in great stead, 
for he is invested by it with advantages above the coininon ndvimturer in tin- 
right of commanding the labor of tlie people, niiom the laws compel to hear 
burdens, and otherwise exert themselves in the public service when called ujioii 
by the mandate of the Chief. Hence emulation is suppressed ; and tlie ecin- 
cerns of trade monopolized by the ruler, and a few persons in the first ofiiees 
under Government, who are indulged with a limited privilege ; and their Iraffieis 
eliielly confined to clothing and provisions, such articles as are in constant 
demand and find a quick sale. 

Though the country of Thibet is gifted with a soil in its greatest extent 
unimprovable by cultivation, and though its features are exprt'.ssi ve of poverty 
and sterility, yet. whatever is wanting to the peoph; from a defect in fi;nilit}' 
or tlie skill of their artists, they possess ample resources of i/btolning through 
the abundant riches of the earth, and their inims and minerals open to l.liein 
such productive beds of wealth as to be alone suflicient to imrehase every 
tliir.g they stand in need of, and tho.se wants are or are not numerous, a-' 
they are ignorant of all hut the first arts of life, agriculture, and clothing. 

’file benefits resulting fi’om this trade weri' onec gi-i'atly in favor of Bengal. 
The commotions and disturbances by which the kingdom of Nipal was long 
distracted, until its ultimate subjugation under one Chief, by dc'stroying the 
security interrupted the commerce between TTiibet and Bengal; aiul that 
country being then the only known channel of communication, Bengal, durini; 
the intci’val, lost ground in trade, and it lias been since found dillieult to 
regain it. 

The advantages arising from the present limited commerce are enjoyed In 
n foAV opulent Gossaius, and an agent residing at Teosho Loombo on the joint 
concern of Cashmeree IMull and Gopatil Doss. I bog leave to refer to the 
annexed paper for a statement of the ai’tieles composing it. The returns liav<' 
been invariably made in gold-dust, silver, tinkal, and musk : the value of gold 
and silver in Ihihet is very variable, depending on the prodiud of the former 
from the mines. At this time a pootree of gold-dust sells for tAVonty-one iiider- 
millces. A few years ago during the prevalence of an excessive drought the 
earth, cracking and opening in uncommon chasms, discovered, as they rehite. 
such abundance of gold that the quantity collected redut-i'd the value of a 
pootree to nine indermilles. As these pi'ceious metals are merely representa- 
tives of labor and commodities there will consequently follow gri-at Ihudu- 
ations in the profits of commerce, Avhieh, however, will :itall times be found m 
the side of the merchant. 

Of next importance in trade amongst the natural productions of Thihel 
arc the articles musk, tinkal, wool, and roek-.salt.

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The first of those articles used to be transported through the country of 
the twenty-four Rajahs, and through Nipal by the way of Benares into the 
upper parts of Hindoostan, and the dominions of the Mahrattas, but as musk 
of late has gained reputation in medicine, and as tliere is reason to believe 
none but Avhat is much adulterated finds its way to Europe, it doubtless must 
bo a desideratum with the Faculty to receive it in its native purity. 

Bhootan, Nipal, Bengal, and Indoostan are now supplied with tinkal from 
Thibet. Its value is little more there than that of the labor of a man in 
fliggiug it from the bed of a lake in which it is deposited, about fifteen days’ 
journey from Tcesho Loombo. 

The wool of the goats is carried to Cashmere, and is that superior sort 
from which shawls are manufactured. 

The demand for salt is in the consumption in Nipal and Bhootan. 

Jleri^ are several mines of lead, but as it is a metal that enters not into 
their utensils of life, and is of little use in the country, they are totally 
neglected. As lead is generally found containing a less or greater mixture of 
silWr, and as there is but one mine of this metal knowm in Europe to be 
entirely free from it, it is at least not improbable that the lead ores of Thibet 
are rich in silver, and that the melting of them for the silver, the manner of 
doing which the natives arc altogether ignorant of, might be attended with 
very great advantages. 

Here arc also mines of cinnabar w'liieh they only use for coloring in paint, 
but which contains a great proportion of mercury, that they know not how to 
extract. 

The copper mines furnish materials for the manufactory of idols, and 
all the ornaments disposed about the monastery on which guihling is he- 
stowed. 

A very small quantity of spetsie and that of a base standard is current in 
Thibet. It is the silv(‘r coin of Nipal hero termed indermillee. Each is in 
value and worth about - 3 - of a rupee sh’ca, and they are cut into J-, and -{ tbs. 
This, wliich is the only money, serves to obtain the exigencies of life, but never 
enters into matei’ial contracts, or extensive concerns of trade ; in all such trans- 
actions the equivalent is made in bullion, that is in talents of gold and silver 
which bears a value in proportiou to its variety. 

The commerce of traffic between Thibet and China is carried on principally 
at a Chinese garrison town on the west frontier of China named Siuoring or 
Silling; thither merchants resort from Thibet with their woollen manufacture, 
a thin cloth resembling fuze hut rather of a more open texture, and some other 
commodities procured from Bengal which they exchange for tea, silver, bullion, 
brocades, and fruits. In these articles a great trado is driven, and I have been 
assured that in the territory of Tcesho Loonihoo alone to the amount of i> or 0 
lakhs of rui)ees worth of t(>a is annually consumed. From hence, too, Bhootan 
is supplied with tea, which is in the same general use there. For the further 
particulars of the commerce with Thibet I beg leave to refer to the annexed 
comparative statement. 

.Studious to insure by every possible means the success of my deputation, 
I was extremely desirous when so near Lhassa of proceeding thither to endeavour 
to conciliate the good dispositions of the chiefs in power towards our nation, 
and to obtain their sanction to a communication and free intercourse between 
Thibet and Bengal, but I was prevented by the present posture of that Govern- 
ment, and dissuaded by Raja Punjun Irtinnec from making the attempt. 
He has promised to inform himself of tbo sentiments and wishes of Belai 
Lama in regard to a connection with the English, which he will afterwards 
communicate. 

"Whenever a regular intercourse takes place between the agents of the 
Government of Bengal and the Chiefs of Thibet, I shall consider it as tho sure 
basis of an intercourse with China, and it will be by the medium of the former 
that we shall be enabled to arrive at Pekin. 

I have not eagerly urged those secondary advantages that offered them- 
selves to my choice, because I Would not by enclosing any defective scheme 
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render tlie endeavours towards carrying into execution the important object 
of your plan abortive, which I conceived to be an immediate intercourse 
between the English and the natives of Thibet. 

I have obtained llaja Changoo Choosod’s promise of encouragement to 
all merchants, natives of India, that may be sent to trafTio in ThiJmt on behalf 
of the Government of Uengal. Nothing now therefore remains in the way of 
marchants to prevent them from carrying their commercial concerns into 
Tartary. Your authority alone is requisite to ensure them the protection of the 
lla]a of Teeshoo Loomboo, who has promised to grant free admission into 
Thibet to all merchants, natives of India, who shall come recommended by you, 
to yield them every assistance requisite for the transport of their goods from 
the frontier of Bhootan, and to assign them a place of residence for vending 
their commodities either within the monastery, or, should it be considered 
more eligible, in the town. 

I did not deem it consistent with the spirit of your designs at the present 
period to sue for greater privileges to native traders. Such as I have obtaine{l 
will, I trust, be competent to the purpose of opening the wislicd-for communi- 
cation, and as this mode exactly coincided with the Raja’s wishes, it appeared 
to me better to adopt it than check the unfolding trade with a load of taxes 
and embarrassing forms. Let merchants first learn the way, taste the protit, 
and establish tlui intercourse, afterwards the tKifiie may bear a tax, Avhich lai(l 
upon it in its infamy might have suppressed its growth. 

These concessions, which the Raja readily acquiesced in, will, I presunn*, 
he considered the most material towards reviving the trade between B(*ngal and 
Thibet ; for as security and protection are the first essentials to the establishment 
of commerce, so profit will prove the best encouragement and become a spur to 
(he merchant engaged in so advantageous an undertaking impelling him to 
])ursuo his plans to the greatest possible extent. 

To tlio proposed license nothing but form is wanting, and independently 
of tbo novelty of written treaties, formalities almost unknow'n in Thibet, 
I desisted from soliciting tbo Raja to execute such an agreement because it 
could bo no longer valid than during tbo minority of ’reeslio Lama, rcivokable 
by him the moment he should be inducted into his office, and could never be 
considered binding upon the Government which is ujihchl by bis authority 
and conducted under the sanction of bis name. 

The Raja possesses no independence, but is the ostensible instrument ol 
adrainistralion under the guidance of his supreme, the Lama. But even sup- 
jiosing the Raja, possessed of an adoijuate authority to enforce a treaty of 
commerce, to have pressed him to the conclusion of one, I thought would be 
abandoning the groat object in view, for I considered the agency of the natives 
of India stationed at so remote a distance from control, or any check to 
regulate their conduct, as a very dubious ridiance, and that the benefits result- 
ing therefrom would bo found extremely precarious. These reasons suggested 
to me the expediency of waiving the attempt to secure by written agreement 
those privileges to merchants for which the Raja pledged Iiis \vord, espe- 
cially as the prospect of resuming negociations is held out to ho not very dis- 
tant, at which period it is not improhable that a factory may be founded under 
the guidance of an Englishman, Avbicb, I presume, will be deemed the most 
eligible and unerring means of conducting the commercial interests of the 
Company on a respectable footing, and with prosperous success. 

The regulations for carrying the commerce of the Company through the 
dominions of Bhootan by means of the agency of native merchants were 
settled by the treaty entered into with Mr. Bogle in the year 1775. The Dcbi 
Raja having acknowledged to me the validity of that ti'oaty, it b(*camc unne- 
cessary to insist upon the execution of another, since no npw privileges and 
immunities appear to be requisite until tbo commerce can lie established on a 
different footing. 

In regard to the views and interests of the Raja of Bhootan, by whose con- 
currence alone the proposed intercourse of trade can be made to flourish, I 
should bo sorry to suggest a doubt of its ever receiving a check by any conduct 
in that Government of an hostile tendency. 
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During the long interval I necessarily passed in Bhootan, I had an oppor- 
< unity to judge of the Kaja’s disposition, and if an inference may be drawn 
from tiu) particular civilities and attention ho shewed mo while residing with 
liiin, I should thence conclude ho has a most entire confidence in the good 
faith and fri<'ndly dis])osition of your Government towards him, sentiments 
whicli, even Avero not the interests of the Bhootias so much interwoven in their 
connection with the Bnglish, there is every reason to believe are very far from 
the probability of a change. 

The present Dcdii llaja, who is related by blood to a very numerous and 
powerful family, was solicited, it is said, on the decease of the Dchi Luba, to 
take upon himself tlie cares of Government. lie complied with the application, 
and by an unprecedented coalition of otficcs ho became at once the civil and 
religious ruler. And having possessed an undivided and unparticipated in- 
llutmce as head of tlie ecclesiastic and political alfairs for five years, he has, 
during tin; exercise of his power, had the opportunity of placing many of his 
relations in the most important ofiices under that Government, and has taken 
earc to settle the reversion of the administration in his own family by having 
lah'ly nominated- his nephew, Larna Gaassa-too, who is now an infant in arms, 
for his successor, and had him with the usual forms publicly invested with the 
raj. However, he is yet looked up to as the real ruler, and doubtless will 
continue to he so during the minority of the present one, and as Lama he will 
always have a right to inspect and direct the conduct of the reigning Baja. 

'When hostilities ceased to distract the Company’s possessions, peace 
restored, and sticurity to commerce allowed the revenues to replenish a weakened 
treasury, it became Avith me an obje^ct of the highest ambition, at this bright 
t-ra of the Company’s alfairs, to add to their prosperity by opening a new 
1‘hannel for tlio ('xtension of their commerce. If I have fallen short of the 
general (^x^)ectation, i trust the failure will not ho imputed to a want of zeal. No 
exertion has been negh'cted which my humble talents qualified mo to use, 
the iinpediriKMits that existed, it will he observed, were independent of my con- 
duct, and such as it was impossible to take any elfcetual measures to ob- 
viate. 

Alfairs being tlien in such position avc can only have recourse to fair con- 
jecture, and thei'e i.s room to hope that the natural revolutions of human alfairs, 
together Avith probable events, Avill conspire to remove the obstructions to a 
free intercourse between the Governments of Bengal and Thibet, and to renew 
the benefits Avhieh Bimgal has lost. In the expectance of such an event, our best 
presumption and surest reliance rest not alone on the friendly dispositions of 
the present Baja of Te(*sho Loomhoo, hut also on the superstitious doctrines 
of the Thibet faith, Avhich, as it immortalizes the soul of the Lama and 
admits its transmigration from one corporal tenement to another until the 
I'ud of time, perpetuates too its prejudices and dispositions. The proof re- 
quired of the id<Mitity of a regenerated Lama is an early recognizance of the 
possessions, aerquaintauees, and the transactions of his pre-existence. I am 
ther<dore of opinion tliat the; new Lama will therefore be made to recur 
to the connections of the former Toesho Lama as one of the strongest 
marks that can denote his identity and facilitate his acceptation, and here T 
ground my hope on presumptions built upon the tenets of their faith, Avhicli 
is the basis on Avhich their Government is construetod. To adopt a different 
conduct would he to abandon the immutable ])ositions of their doctrine, and 
expose it to all the controversial imputations Avhich are calculated to strip it of 
respect, and lay it open to tlu; re2)roacli or derision attendant on detected im- 
position. 

During my residence in Thibet it Avas an object I had much at heart to 
obtain an intorvic'w of the infant. Toesh > Lama, but the Emperor of China’s 
general order n'stricting his guardians to keep him in the strictest privacy, and 
prohibiting indiscriminat<;ly the admission of all jAcrsons to his j)rpsencc, even 
Ins votaries avIio should come from a distance, appeared to me an ohstaclo almost 
insurmountable. Vet, however, the Raja, mindful of the amity subsisting 
between the Goveimor and him, and unwilUng, 1 believe;, by any act to hazard its 
interruption, at h'.ngth consented to grant me that indulgence. As the meeting 
was attended Aeith very singular and striking eircumstanecs, I could not help 
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notinf? them with most particular attention, ami though the repetition of such 
facts, interwoven and blended as they are with superstition, may expose me 
to the imputation of extravagance and exaggeration, yet I should think myself 
reprehensible to suppress them; and while I divest myself of all prejudice and 
assume the part of a laithlul narrator, I hope, however tedious the detail I pro- 
pose to enter into may he I'onud, it will ho received with candor and merit the 
attention of those for whoso perusal and informal ion it is intouded, were it only 
to mark a strong feature in the national character of implicit homage to the 
great religious sovendgn, and to instance the very uncommoji, I may say, the 
almost unheard-of elfects of early tuition. 

I shall perhaps he still more justified in making this relation by adverting 
to that very extraordinary assurance the liaja of Teesho Loomboo made rnc 
but a few days before my dc[)arture from his court, which without further in- 
troduction I Mull beg leave literally to recite. 

At an interview he allowed me, after having given me my audience of 
leave, said ho : — “ 1 had yesterday a vision of our tutelary deity, and to me it was 
a day rejilcto with much interesting and important matter. This guardian ])owor 
who inspires us with his illuminations on every momentous and great occasion 
indulged me with a divination from which I have collected that everything 
will be w(dl. Sot your heart at rest, for though a separation is about to take place 
between us, yet our friendship will not cease to exist, lint through the favor of 
interposing Providence, you may rest assured it will increase and terminate 
eventually in that which may bo for the host.” 

I should have paid less regard to so strange an observation hut fftr this 
reason, that however dissonant from other doctrines their jiositions may be 
found, yet I judge they are the best foundations to build our reliances upon ; 
and superstition, combining with iticliuation to implant such friendly senti- 
ments in their minds, will ever constitute, the opinion having once obtained, the 
strongest barrier to our preservation. Opposed to the prejudices of a people 
no plan can hi; reasonably expected to take place — agreeing with them success 
must be the result. 

I now beg leave to close the jiresent address, and though the success of my 
undertaking has not equalled my own w'ishos, yet I derive to myself a ray of 
consolation from the assurance that I shall he acquitted of blame or negligence 
in the (execution of your orders, and permit it me to add I wait with the 
utmost solicitude the judgment that shall bo passed upon my conduct.

An account of an interview witli Teesho Lama at tlie monastery of Terpuling. 

On the 3rd of Di'ccnnher 1783 I arrived at Tt'rpaling, situated on the sum- 
mit of a high liill, audit was about noon when I entered the gates of the 
monastery which was not long since erected for the reception and education of 
.IVeslio Lama. He v»'sides in a palace in the centre of the monastery, which 
eceupies about a mile of ground in circumtcrcnce, and the whole is encompassed 
hy a wall. The several buildings serve for the accommodation of 300 Gylongs 
.qipointed to perform redigions scnwice with Tceslio J/ima until he sliall be 
nanovi'd to the monastery and juusnud of Teesho Loombo. It is unusual to 
visit either here or lu Dhootan on the day of arrival. We therefore rested 
this day, only receiving and sending messages of compliment. 

On the 4th, in the morning, I was allowed to visit Teosho Lama, and found 
liiiu placed in great form upon his musiiud. On tlie loft side stood his lather 
and motlier, oil the other tlie oflieer particularly appointed to wait upon his 
l)eis()n. The musnud is a fabric of silk ciisbions pil(‘d one upon tlie other until 
the seat is elevated to tlie height of four feet from the floor; embroidered silk 
covered the top, and tlie sides Aicro decorated witli pieces of silk of various 
colours suspended from the up])or edge and hanging down. 

By the particular request of Teesho Lama’s father Mr. Saunders and 
myself wore the English dress. 

I advanced and, as is the custom, presented tlic white Pelong handlvcrcdiief, 
and delivered also into the Lama’s hands the Governor’s present of a string of 
pearls and coral, while the other things were set down before him. Having 
performed the eereinony of the exchange of liaudkm’cliiefs with his fatlier and 
mother, we took our seats on the right of Teesho Lama. 

A multitude of persons, all those ordered to escoH mo, were admitlml to 
his jiresence and allowed to make their prostrations, ilie ini ant Lama turned 
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towards Ihoin and ronoivod thorn all with a cheerful and significant look of 
eomplaccncy. His father then addressed me in the Thibet language, which was 
('X)daiiied to me ])y the interpreter, tliat Teesho Lama had been used to 
i(*main at rest until this time of the day, but that he had awoke very early this 
morning ami could not be prevailed on to remain longer in bed, for, added he, 
the English gentlemen were arrived and he could noib sleep. Luring the time 
wc Avere in the room I observed the Lama’s eyes were searce ever turned away 
I rom us, and Avdien our cups were emidy of tea he appeared uneasy, and throw- 
ing back his head aud contracting the skin of his brow he kept making a noise, 
for he could not speak, until they were lllled again, lie took out of a golden 
mip containing confects some burnt sugar, and stretching out his arm made a 
motion to bis attendant to give them to me. lie then sent some in like manner 
to Mr, Saunders avIio ^A^as with mo. 

I found myself, though visiting an infant, under the necessity of saying 
something, for it was intimated to mo that notwithstanding lie is unahle to 
reply, it is not to be iiiiVuTcd he cannot understand. However, his incapacity 
of answering excused me many words, and I just briefly said that the Gov- 
ernor-General, on ree(‘iviug uoavs of his decease in China, was overwhelmed 
with grief and sorroiv, and continued to lament his absence from the world 
until the cloud that had overcast the happiness of this nation by his 
re-a[>pcaraiico was disiielled, and then, if possible, a greater degree of joy had 
taken place than he had experienced of grief on receiving the first mournful 
news. 'I'lie GoAun-nor Avished he might long continne to illumine the world 
AAith his ])resoneo, and Avas hopeful th.at the friendship Avliieh had formerly sub- 
sisted between them Avould not lx> diminished, hut rather that it might hecome 
still greater than before, and that by his continuing to shcAv kindness to my 
count rymon there miglit he :in extensiA'c commnnieatiou between his votaries 
and the dependents of the Hritish nation. 'I'he little creature turned looking 
sti'adfastly toAvards me aa ith the a]ipearauce of much attention while I s[)oke, and 
nodded with repeated hut slow movements of the head as though he uuder- 
stood and ap])roved evt-ry word hut could not, utter a reply. 'I'lie parents Avho 
stood by all the time eyi'd their son Avitli a look of affection, and a smile ex- 
pressiA'e of heartfelt joy at the pro|)riety of the young Lama’s conduct. Ilis 
Avhole regard Avas turned to us, he Avas silent and sf'dati', never once looking 
towards his parents, as if under their influence at the time, and Avith whatever 
pains his manners may haA'u been formed so correct, I must own his heliaviour 
oil this occasion appeared perfectly natural and spontaneous, and not directed 
by any action or sign of authority. 

The scone in which I Avas here brought to take a part Avas too new and 
extraordinary, however trivial, if not absurd it may appear to some, not to 
claim from me great attention, and conseijucntly minute remark. 

Teesho Jjama is at this time about 18 months of age. lie did not speak a 
word hut made most expivssive signs, and conducted himself with astonishing 
dignity and decorum. His eoinplexiou is of that hue which in England avc 
should term ratlier brown but not Avithout colour. His features good, small 
black eyes, an aiiiniated expression of countenance, and altogether I thought him 
one of the handsomest cliililren I had ever seen. 

I had hut little conversation Avith the father. He told me ho had direc- 
!ions to entertain mo three days on account of Teesho Lama, and entreated me 
Avith so miieli earnesiness to pass another on his own account that I could not 
l esist complying Avith his request. He then invited us for tomorroAV to an 
•‘iitertainment he juoposed to make at a sirall distance from the monastery, 
which invitation having accepted we took our leave and retired. 

In the course of the aftevno'ci 1 wa*- visited by tAVO offi.eers of the Lama’s 
lousohold, both i f wliom are imniediateiy aUeuduut on his person. They sat and 
•nnversod with inn soiiu' time, and enquired after Mr. Bogle. Both of them had 
'Cen him and then remarked how extremely fortunate it Avas the young Lama’s 
fiaAung regarded us AvIth so very particular notice ; and observed on the very strong 
partiality of the former Teesho Lama for the English, and that the present one 
ofti'ji tried to utter the name of the KngJish. I encouraged the thougld, 
hopeful that they would teach the prejudice to strengthen with his increasing 
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age, and they assured mo that should ho, when he begins to speak, have for- 
got, they Avould early teach him to repeat {ho name of Hastings. 

On the morning of the 6th I again waited on Teesho Lam.a to present 
some curiosities I had brought for him from llengal. He was very much 
struck Avith a small clock and had it held to liim Aviitching for a long time the 
revolutions of the minute hand. Uc a«lmired it, but with gravity, and Avitliout 
any childish emotion. 

There Avas nothing in the ceremony different from the first day’s visit. 
The father and motlier Avorc present. I stayed about half au hour and tlieu 
retired to return and take leaA’e in the afternoon. 

The votaries of Teesho Lama have already begun to flock ija numbers to pay 
their adorations to him. Fcav are yet admitted to his ])reseiu;e. 'I'liosc Avho 
come esteem it a happiness if ho is hut shown to tluau from the AvindoAVs, and 
they arc able to make their pi'ostratioiis hcfoiA^ lie is removed. There e.ame 
to-day a party of Kilmaaks (Calmali Tartars) for purposes of devotion and to 
make their olForings to the Lama. When I rcturiu'd from visiting him I saw 
them standing at the entrance of the square in front of the palace, each Avith his 
cap off, his hands being placed togetlier elevated and hold even Avith his face. 
They remained upwards of half an liour in this attitude; their eyes fixed upon 
the apartment of the Jiama, and anxiidy very visibly depieted on their conrito- 
nanees. At length I imagine he appeared to them, for they hi'gan all together 
by lifting their hands still closed above their heads, then bringing them even 
Avith their faces, and after loAvcring them to their breasts, then separating 
them to assist them in .sinking anil rising, they drop! upon their knees, aiul 
slruok their heads against the ground. This Avith the same molion Avas 
repeated nine times; they afterwards advanced to deliver their presents, consist- 
ing of talents of gold and silver witli the products of their country, to the 
jiroper otliecr, Avho having received them they retired apparently Avith much 
satisfaction. 

Upon enquiry I learnt that offerings made in this manner arc by no means 
unfrequent, and in reality constitute one of the most copious sources fi’om 
which the Lamas of 'I'hibct derive their Avcalth. 

No one thinks himself degraded by pcrfoi’ming these luuniliations. The 
persons I allude to who came for this devout [lurpose were atteudant on a man 
of superior rank that seemed to he more engrossed than the rest in the per- 
formance of the ceremony. He Avorc a rich .satin garment lined with fox 
skins, and a cap Avith a tassel of scarlet silk flowing from the centre of the 
croAvn upon the sides all round, and edged Avith a broad hand of Siberian fur. 

According to ap])ointment I Avont in the afternoon to make my last A'isit to 
Teesho Lama. I received his despatches for the Govc'rnor-Ueneral and from his 
Itarents tAVO piecics of satin for the Governor with many eomplinu'nts. They 
presented me Avitli a vest lined Avith lamh-skins making me many assurances 
of a long remembrance, and observing tlmt at this time Teesho Lama is a?! 
infant and incapable of conversing, hut they hoped to see me again when he 
shall ha\'e become of ago. I replied that by faAor of the Lama I might again 
visit this country. I looked forward Avith anxiety to the time when he should 
mount the musnud, and should then be extremely happy in the opportunity 
of paying my respects. After some expressions and ])rotcstations of mutual 
regard my visit Avas concluded. I received the handkcrcliiefs and took my 
leave, and am to pu^ue my journey towards Bengal tomorroAV at the dawn 
of the day.

lli'iul llu' following letter from the IIoii^LIo the Governor-General : — 
To MnwARi) AVnicr-rai, Esq., Conncil, Fort William, dated 2ikI April. 


Gentlemen, — llavim' conlrivod by makin" forced atai^os wliilc the troops 
of my e.s<jort marched at tho ordinary rate to make a stay of five days at 
Benares, I was ihorcliy furnished witli tho means of acquiring some knowledge 
of the state of the jirovince, whicli 1 am anxious to communicate to you ; 
indeed the enquiry -wliieh was in a great degree ol)trudcd upon me all'ccted mi^ 
with very mortifying reflections on my own inability to n])ply it to any useful 
purpose. From tlie confines of Ikixar to .Benares I was followed and fatigued 
liy the clamours of fho diseoiitcntcd iuhahitants. It was what I e.vpected 
ill a, decree, heeause it is rare that the exeivise of authority should ])rove 
satisfaetory to all who are the objects of it; the distresses which were produced 
hy the long continued drought unavoidably tended to heighten the general 
diseontent. Yet f have reason to fear that the cause existed priucipally in a 
dtdectivc, if not a corrupt and oppressive administration. Of a multitude of 
petitions that were presented to me of ndn'ch I took minuti's, and every one that 
did not relate to a jicrsonal grievance, contained tho representation of one and 
the same species of oppression, which is in its nafme of an inlluenec most 
' fatal to the future cultn'ation. Tlic practice to wdiieli T allude is this. It is 
alllrmcd that tho aiimils and renters exact from tlio proprietors of the actual 
I harvest a large increase in kind on their stipulated rent, that is from those 
; ivho held their pottahs hy the tenure of paying one-half of the produce of their 
; cro])s, either I he Avlioh; without a subterfuge, or a large proportion of it by 
■lalse measurement or other pretexts; and from those nhose enagoments are for 
a fixed rent in money, the half or a greater proportion is taken in kind. This 
is in elTeet a tax upon the industry of the inhabitants since there is scarce a 
ti('hl of grain in tin- provinei*, [ miglit say not one, which has not been pre- 
served by ineos-sant labour of the cultivator, by digging wells for their supply, 
or watering them from the widls of masomy ivith which this country ahoiiiuls, 
or from thi! lu’ighhoiiring tanks, rivers, and nullahs. Tho people who imposed 
upon Ihoinselves this voluntary and extraordinary labour, and not unattended 
with ’expense, certainly did it in the expectation of reaping tlie profits of it, 
and it is as certain that tiny would not have done it, if they had known that 
tluar rulers, from whom they Avore entitled to an indemnification, would take 
froiii them Avhat they had so hardly earned. If the same administration con- 
tinues, and tho country shall again labour under the Avaiit of the natural rains, 
cA'ery tiehl Avill ho abandoned, the rewenues fail, and thousands perish through 
the want of subsistence, for Avho will labour for the sole benefit of others and 


to make himself the subjeet of vexation : ,The practices are. uot to. he imputed 
lo tlie auniils employed ill the districts, but to the iiaib himself. Tho aAOwed 


[trineiplc on w hich ho acts, and which ho acknowledged to myself, is that the 
u hole sum L.' I'd for the revenues of the proA’ineo must be collected, and that 
for this ]m>‘|)ose the deficiencies arising iu places Avliere tlu; crops have failed, 
or what h:i.A e been left iincultivabxl, must he supplied from the resources of 
others, when; the soil has been better suited to the season, or the industry of the 
cultivators more successfully exerted ; a principle Avliich, however specious and 
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plausible it may at first appear, certainly tends to the most pernicious and de- 
structive consecjjicnees. If tliis declaration of the nail) bad been made only to 
myself T might liavc doubted my construction of it, but it was repeated by 
him to Itr. Anderson, who understood it iu exactly the same scns(\ 

In the manag ement of tho customs the conduct of the naib, or of tln^ 
oflieers under him, was forced also upon my attention. Tlie exorbitant rates 
exacted by au arbitrary valuation of the goods, the practice of exacting duties 
twice on tbo same goods, first from the seller and afterwards from the buyer, 
and the vexatious dis])utcs and delays drawn on the meiThants hy lh(\S(! o]>pres- 
sions were loudly complaiuod of, and some instances of this kind u ore said to 
exist even at the very time when I was in Itcnares. Under su(di eircunistances 
wo arc not to wonder if tho merehaiits of foreign countries are diseouiagc'd 
from resorting to IJenares, and if tho commerce of that province should 
annually decay. 

Other evils or imputed evils have accidentally come to my knowledge, Avbicli 
I will ndrhow i)articularize, as I hope that, with the assistance of tlie Jtesid.'iit, 
they may he in part corrected. One, however, I must mention, hccaiisc it lias 
been venfied by my own observation, and is of that kind which rellects au im- 
inerited reproach on our general and national chni-aetor. lVben_I uas at Jluxai 
tho llesident at my desire enjoined the nail) to a [ipoij it creditable p<'o])le to evei-y 
town through which our route lay, to persuade and encourage th(' inhabitants 
to remain in their houses, promising to give them guards as I approaclu-d 
and they roquiri'cl it for their protection; and that he might perceive bow 
earnest 1 was for his observaiuic of this precaution which 1 am certain was 
faithfully dolivorial, I rc])oated it to him in person, and dismissed him that he 
miglit precede mo for that purpose, hut to iny great disappointment I fouiul 
ov('ry place through which I passed abandoned, nor liad there been a man left 
in any of them for their pi’otection. I am sorry to add that from Ihixar to; 
the opposite boundary I have seen nothing hut the traces of eomplete devas- , 
tatiou in eveiy village, whether caused hy tho followers of the troops which | 
have lately passi'd fur their natural relief, and I know not whether my oavU;! 
may nut have had their shave*, or from the a^ipvehensions of the inhahitanis . 
h’lt to themselves, and of themselves deserting their houses. I wish to aeiiuit’/ 
my own countrymen of thel)Iaine of these unfavorable ajipearances, and in my 
own heart I do acquit them, for at one encainimiont.near .a larger village called 
Oerrera, in the purgunnah of /emauoa, a crowd of people came to me cum- 
plaiiiiiig that their former aumil, who was a nafive of the place and had 
long been established in authority over them, and whose custom it had been, 
whenever any troops passed, to remain in person on the spot fur their protection, 
having been removed, tho new aumil on the approach of any military detach- 
ment himself first lied from tho ])laeo, and the inhabitants having no oik! to 
whom they could apply for their redress, or for the representation of tlieir grii'v- 
ances, and being thus remediless fled also, so tliat their houses and etVeels 
became a prey to any person who chose to plunder them. The g('noral eon- 
chision appeared, to me an iuovitahlc lamsequencc from such a state of facts, 
and my own senses bore testimony to it in tin's specilic instance, nor do i know 
how it is possible for any ofiicer commanding a military ])arty, how attentive 
soever lie may ho to the discipline and forheai'anee of his [leoplc. to pic vent 
disorders when there is neither opposition to hinder nor cvid< n<*(> to detci 
them. 

These and many other iiTcgularitics I impute solelv to the nnih, aiiu I 
think ii my duty to rccommeml his instant laanoval. I would my-t ll have dis- 
missedhuu had the control of this provinci* come witliin tlic line of my 
powers. I have established such regulations and eliecKs as Avunhl have hecu 
most likely to prevent the like irregularities — -1 have ‘=aid elieeks heean: e unless 
there is some visible influence, and a powerful and able onc.^ impended over tin. 
head of tho mcanager no system can avail. The next ap 2 )ointe(l ) nay prove* 
from some defect as unfit for the ofliee as the present, for the choice is limited 
to few without experience to guide it. The first )vas of my own nominal urn. 
His merits and qualifications stood in cipial halaiuic with my k)io)\l('dge 
of those who miglit have been the candidates for the oflu*o, Imt he Avas tin. 
father of the Haja and the alliuity sunk tho scale wholly in his favour, lo*

who oould he so fit to bo entrusted with the ohar^o of his son’s interest, and 
the new credit of the rising family. lie deceived my expectations ; another 
was rceomnumded hy the Resident, and at my instance the Board appointed 
him. This was Jaggerdeo Sing, the present naib. I knew him not and tlie 
other mc'mhers of the Board as little. Whih; Mr. Markham remained in office, 
of whom as his immediate i)atrou he might have stood in awe, I am told that 
ho restrained his natural disposition which has been described to me as rapacious, 
unfeeling, haiighty, and to an cxtrcjmc vindictive. 

I cannot avoid remarking that, cxceptBig tlic city of Benares itself, the 
province depending ixpon it is in ellcct Avithout a government, the naib 
exercising only a dejamdent jurisdiction without a principal. The Baja is 
without authority, and even his name disused in the official instruments issued 
or taken by the manager. The reprc'sentation of his situation shall he the 
suhj«ict of another letter. I have made this already too long and shall confine 
it to the single subject for the communication of which it was begun. This 
permits me to recai)itulate. 'fhe administration of the province is miscon- 
'ducted and the people ojxpressed, trade discouraged, and the revenue though said 
|to be exceeded in the actual collections by many lakhs (for I have a minute 
laccount of it Avhich states the net amoxint including jaghirs at something 
Imorc than fifty-otic lakhs) in danger of a rapid decline from the violent appro- 
’priation of its means. The naib or manager is unfit for his office. A neiv 
manager is required and a system of ollicial control; in a word, a constitution, 
for neither can the Board extend its superintending powers to a district so 
remote from its observation, nor has it delegated that authority to the Resident, 
who is merely the representative of Gov<‘rnment and the receiver of its 
revenue in the last process of it, nor indeed would it bo possible to render him 
Avliolly so for reasons wbicli I may hereafter detail. If, gentlemen, you shall 
think it proper to intrust mo with powers to this purpose, I will cheerfully 
undt‘rtak(i the reformation of the country and will be answerable for its effects. 
But I entreat that your ro.solves may he instant, for from the hour that it is 
known that such a design is in contemplation, and it ivill be known in ten days 
aft el’ your roe(dpt of it, the authority of the manager will sink with his influence, 
unless it is preserved by some immediate pledge of confirmation, and such I 
would advise if you shall deem it improper to yield to my recommendation. 

I have the happiness to find all men satisfied and happy in the excellent 
:idministration of thC city of Benares. I have experienced what few men of 
the first station have known in the intercourse with the natives of India, if of 
any other country, the voice of adulation diverted even in my own presence 
from myself, in the eagerness of bestowing a better merited prais<5 on another. 
Snell is the tribute wliich the wisdom and integrity of Ally Ibrahim Cawn 
have extorted from the hearts of those who have been subjected to his juris- 
diction ; and I daro trust to the result of your own enquiries, let who will make 
the report of him, for a confirmation of mine.

GENi'TiRMEN, — It will hc proper that I should formally notify to you that 
I arrived at thi.s place on the morning of the 27th of last month. 

I bad the early mortification to learn that much of my time would he 
unavoidably lost by the w’^ant of materials to work wdth, Mr. Bristow having 
carried with him many of the accounts of his receipts and expenditure. 

I I have received a letter from the Nabob upon the subject, in which he 
! informs me that Mr. JJristow has left the sum of Rs. IIjjOIjOOS unadjusted 
\ of the sum received by him from the aumils, of wliich he repeatedly promised 
[to furnish the account, but has not yet either delivered or sent it. Enclosed is

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a translation of the letter and of an account which has been delivorod to me by 
the ministers of the sums received by Air. Jtristow, amounting ou the whole to 
lls. 32,98,509-11-2, of which only Its. 18,97,001.11-0 arc slated to have been 
brought into the Company’s account, and the remaining sum of lls. 11,01,508-3-2 
as yet unaccounted for. 

On referring to the records kept in the accountant’s oOiee I find that tln^ 
sum wliicdi is brought to credit in the Resident’s Treasury account, as received 
from the 11th September 1783 to tlie 31st .lanuary 1781 (Ixdng the periotl 
included in the account delivered to me by the minister) is b’y/abad 10 Sun Sieca 
Its. 10,00,429-15-11. The difi'erenee betwixt this sum and Rs. I8,t)7,0(il-1], 
stated in the minister’s account, will proljably he nearly reconciled by dilTer- 
ejices of batta and other adjustments, which may he made on a minute exami- 
nation of tlie documents in the possession of the minister, for wliicli purjjose 
I have referred the account to Air. Wombwcll, whose report, if necessary, will 
hereafter he laid hefoix; you. 

In the mean time it will he proper to call immediately upon Air. Bristow 
for his coiiat(!rpart of this account, and especially for the parlieiilars of the 
sum of Rs. 11, 01, 508-3-2, which, as I gather from tlio minister’s ix'porl, has 
been' admitted by Air. Bristow to have been collected by biru, but is alb'ged 
to have been laid out in sundry expenses made for the services of the Nabob 
Vizier. 

The other accounts which Air. Bristow ought to have left witli Air. ll'omb- 
wcll are — 

1st — The adjusted account of his monthly receipts ; 

2iid — The same account settled at the end of the Enslee year 1190 ; 

3)'d — The same brought up to his departure ; 

4.th — The account of the settlement of funds appropriated to the 
Company for this year ; 

5th — The kisthundy of ditto ; 

6th — The jamma wasil baky of ditto. 

I regret the want of these accounts chiefly hccauso.it will put me to tlie 
trouble of colloetiug them from the materials ill the ])ossossion of the Vizier's 
olficers ; hut the ac<‘ount of the expenditure of the sum of Rs. I t, 01, 508-3-2 can 
only he procured from Air. Bristow. Of the nature of these expoudituros I am 
wholly ignorant and equally of their authority. It will rc'-t with you, gentle- 
men, to call oil Air. Bristow to shew the jiartieulars of these dishursemeuts and 
to produce his authority for making them. 

Whilst I was on my way to this place I could not help entertaining the 
most gloomy apprehensions, from the representations which I daily received, of 
the elfeets of the late drought, of which I was myself an eye-witne.ss, for even 
the beds of deep rivers which I passed, threw uji clouds of dust from their 
channels. 

The short time that I have been hero will not allow me to pronounce with 
certainty, but it is witli jileasuro I remark that however great the dilllculties 
may be, I possess advantages, that in some measure coimterhalanee them, 
in the disposition of the Niihoh and his ministers, in the conlldenee they seem 
to repose in me, and the readiness they have hitherto shown to adopt and 
jn'ornote my views. Erom these eireunistanecs I derived most jileasing pre- 
sage, and you lUcay bo assured, geatlemeu, that I shall most cheerfully aud 
steadily pursue the important objects which I have undertaken.

To EnWAiiD AViiei.ku, JOsq., Council, &c.. Fort William, dated the 21st April 1784. 

Gentlest EX, — I liave tlie pleasure to acquaint you that I have received 
from tlic Nabob Vi/der two bills of exchange drawn by Buckcraugo and Beroon- 
doss on the house of Oashiniritnul and Cassinauth in Calcutta, for two lakhs 
and fifty thousand rupees each, payable to your order, the one in fifty-one 
days, and the other in eighty-one days after date, and I have sent them to the 
accountant as the proper olficial channel though which they should pass, with 
directions to him to transmit them by this day’s dawk to the Board. 

Thesci bills make a part of thirteen lakhs, which Almass Ally Cawn has 
agreed to pay to his master in the present emergency for the purpose of aiding 
him and relieving the Company. 

The acting minister has informed me that he has a further sum of eight 
lakhs ready, which I shall also deliver to the accountant with orders to pay it 
to you ; and those with the former sums, amounting altogether to thirteen lakhs, 
will be cai’ricd by him in his olficial accounts to the credit of the Nabob Vizier. 

The exchange of tho bills I have settled at 5^- per cent., at which I mean 
to fix it as the true and just standard at which it ought to be rated, and 
which it should never exceed. The former exchanges upon hills drawn at 
this place I cannot revert to without expressing my astonishment at them. 
At the lime of Messrs. Middleton and Johnson they were from 19 to 20 per 
cent., and they were afterwards reduced by Mr. Bristow (if I recollect right) to 
10 j)cr cent. 

I desire your instructions with respect to the rest, and what more I may 
have to receive, and request if you should have occasion to draw upon your 
treasury here, that the rate of exchange may not be more than 6^ per cent.; 
and I earnestly recommeud it to you that if your other calls are not of s<j 
urgent a nature as to render it impossible, you will appropriate this remittance 
together Avitli what remains of the thirteen lakhs advanced by Almass Ally 
Cawm as the first institution of a fund for the payment of the interest of 
your bonds, which had suffered something in their credit, and of course in their 
value, by tho suspension of payment of the interest hut a f(!w months before 
my departure from Calcutta. Uuless that debt has been since augmented this 
supply will he more than sullicieut for the payment of the interest for one 
complete year to come. 

I expect in a few days to receive five lakhs from Fyzulla Khan, and othar 
payments will follow as the collector.s are able to furnish them ; in which, 
however, I mean not to urgo the minister to any acts of precipitation, as in 
the proi.ont calamitous state of the country it requires to be managed with a 
gciitlo hand. 

The period of the ensuing rains, which I am patiently waiting for, will 
determine how far T may venture to promise. If there should be another 
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season of drought similar to that which wo have already experienced it is not 
in the power of human Avisdom to devise means for saving the country ; hut as 
it is not in the course of things that wc should he again alllicted with such a 
dreadful misfortune, I have every reason to hclievc that I shall answer in 
every respect the complete ends of my deputation.

Read another letter as follows from the nou'bl(3 the Governor-General : 

To Eowaui) Whkler, Esq., Couiieil, &<?., Tort William, dated the 22iid April ITSt. 

Gentlemen,— S ince my departure from Caleiilla 1 hav'o received a nurnher 
of letters from Major lirovvn at i)(dhi. As the.se dispatches, and the jtapers that 
have accompanied them, are very voluminous I shall not unnecessarily .savcII 
your records and embarrass your attention hy sending you complete copies 
of them. I Avill content myself with extracting those parts of them that 
arc essential for your information, and with recapitulating in this address 
such circumstances as arc necessary to bring the Avhole of ]\iajor Rrovvji’s late 
negotiations into one connected vicAV. Some time ago Alajor jtroAvn informed j 
me that Afrasiab CaAvm, Avho has lunv acquired the actual administral ion at 
Delhi, Avas extremely desirous of engaging, under the name and sanction of Shah 
Alam, in an alliance Avith us and tlie Nabob Vizier, on terms similar to thost". 
Avhich AV'ore forjnerly discussed and concerted as the groundwork of a treaty 
hetAvixt us and the late ilirza Sliulfy. Qf the nature of these terms you AviJl 
ho more particularly informed from the perusal of the jdan itself, Avhieh [ 
have now the honour to enclose to you. The principal art ii*le, you aauII obserA c, 
is that each shall bo ready to assist the other Avith their forces Avhcu required ; ' 
and a specific rale of subsidy is settled to ho paid according to the number of 
horse or foot which may Ikj so furnished. I have hithoi-(o giA'cii little or no 
encouragement to the expeetation.s of Afrasiab Cawn, hut Major RroAvn has 
lately recommended this alliance in such strong and urgent terms, and has 
supported his opinion with arguments of so important a nature, that I think it 
incumbent on me to submit the subject generally to your consideration. 

Major Brown, you will observe, entertains strong suspicions of Mahada jee 
Sindia, Avho, according to his information, has lately pressed the Chiefs at Delhi to 
enter into a close conuection with him, and dissuaded them from forniiug any 
alliance with us, ^iu a style of language very inconsistent Avith hi.s own eonnee- 
tion with our Govcmmeiit, olfering oven to support their opposition to us by 
force of arms. Copies of letters have been shown to Major Brown, Avhich ai-e 
said to have been received from Mahadajco Sindia himself, as avcU as from Ifim- 
mut Bahadur, a person who has for some time past taken an active part in the 
intrigues of the court, and from Cotul CaAAm, the vakeel of Afrasiab Khan 
iu Siudia’s camp. Abstracts of these papers accompany the address. 

To defeat the designs which Sindia may have formed hy anticipating his 
views of an alliance with the Chiefs of Delhi is the object on which Major 
Brown chiefly rests the policy and advantage of the proposed treaty, lie 
remarks that if we do not enter into an alliance Avith Afrasiab Cawn, th.at Chief 
will, from necessity, be compelled to foi’m one with M.ahadajoe Sindia, who Avill 
then be dangerous to the English and their ally the Vizier ; that Afrasiab Cawn 
has represented to hini that Sindia, Avhen he is strengthened Avith the support 
of the King’s namo, Avill invade the nrovince of Oudh ; that he has setuired the 
Rohilas both witliin and without the Vizier’s dominions ; tljat the pleas by 
which he will justify his invasion will be the King’s tribute, the Mahratta 
«houth, and the restoration of the Rohihis and Cheyt Slug, and that it is in expec- 
tation of this diversion that Tippoo Saheb delays to make peace. ^ This represent- 
ation. Major Brown thinks from other circumstances of Sindia ’s conduct, may , 
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bn pnrtly true. Major Brown farther observes that tbe proposed alliance will 
be attended with no expense ; on the contrary, as the Kinfjf must defray the 
chai'gc of our troops when wanted for his service, it will be in fact a saving, and 
he acids that it will bo no infringement of our treaty with the Mahrattas, or if 
' there is any danger of interf(;ring with the connection formed betwixt us and 
them, a clause may bo inserted in the proposed treaty excepting tbe Mahrattas 
in the terms of our general alliance. He points out the danger of incurring 
the resentment of tlic King, and the Ilfoghul Sardars by thus rejecting their 
overtures, whilst on tlic other hand, by showing too great a regard in this 
instance to the inclinations of Malmdajeo Sindia, we shall only encourage the 
])rcsumplion of a man whose du])lieity and falsehood, ho says, have been 
strongly demonstrated in his conduct towards tbe Jlana of Gbode, and in his 
transactions with the Chiefs at Delhi. Major Brown further remarks that if 
the proposc'd treaty is agreed to, we may it\ future rest secure on the suhjeid 
of the King’s claims on Bengal, Corah, and Allahabad, which will otherwise 
become the source of an expensive and unpopular war for the Company. 

These are the principal arguments wliieh are detailed in the letters I have 
lately received from Major Brown. There is also another consideration of 
some magnitude, which though it has not lately been insisted on, might have 
a eonsichirahlo weight in inducing us to avail ourselves of the present favour- 
able disposition of the King’s ministers. * 

Tim territories of Shah Alaru form a harrier betwixt the Sikhs and the 
1 dominions of the Nabob Vizier. If a permanent alliance was established 
'betwixt us and the King, an additional .security would be derived from it 
lagaiust the desultory incursions of that predatory tribe, to which the Vizier's 
{fiT)ntier am from tlun'r sitii.ation exposed. I understatul that negotialions have 
at dilh'reut times been carried on bidween His Majesty and Chiefs of the Sikhs. 
If unfortunately he should ever hi; so ill advised as to throw himself upon 
them, and sutler them to gain an iiillucnce in the administration of his govern- 
ment, or if over they should aecpiire it by overpowering the forces employed 
. by his ministers in his defence, the eonsequenees might not only be fatal to 
liimself but ultimaf(dy dangerous to the peace and tranquillity of these pro- 
vinces, and it evident ly bcdiovos us to be watchful to improve every opportu- 
nity of guarding against the possibility of such an event. In the mean time 
I have tlu! ])leasure to inform you that there is no immediate prospect of any 
disturbances from that quarter, as the Chiefs of the Sikhs, who were some 
time ago expected to move this way, have now retired to their own country. 

Such arc the pi’incipal arguments, gentlemen, which have been brought 
forth in favour of tbe proposed alliauce. I will now state to you those which 
occur to mo against it, cither at the present juncture, or iu its present form. 

It has long been imagined that Mabadajce Sindia, as soon as lie sboTjld have 
finished bis war nitli the liana of Gbode, would turn his thoughts towards 
the affairs at Delhi. You will roraomber that iu the month of September last, 
on intelligence being I’cceivcd of the assassination of Mirza Shufify, he gave 
formal notice to our Re.sident of his intention of sending a body of troops to 
assist in avenging the (!auso of his raurdiircd ITieud, and although the accommod- 
ation which soon after took place between the present minister Afrasiah Cavvn, 
and Mahomet Beg Humdamiy, the author of the assassination, induced him to 
sus])end his designs at that time, yet we were informed that ho would probably 
resume them whenever a favourable opportunity should occur for carrying 
them into execution. It seems highly probable that Sindia now actually 
entertains views of acquiring an intluenco in the administration at Delhi either 
by negot.iatiou or war, and indeed nothing can afford a stronger presumptive 
proof of it than the general representations of Afrasiah Cawn and the uncom- 
mon eagerness with wliich ho has solicited our alliance. Admitting, therefore, 
that he entertain such vunvs, aud that they go no further, the consequeneo 
:of our eateriiig into an alliance with llis Maje.sty's Mini.stcr will he cither that 
!wo must oppose him by force of arms, or that he must desi.st from Ills designs, 
in which ease our relation to him will be greatly changed. Instead of an allyj 
whoso views are ooiineeted with our own, we must consider him as a wnee 
.whose ambition we have crossed aud disappointed. We should in fact sacrifice a 
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substance in exchange for a shadow. At the present important period, when 
our succ . in the Carnatic may in a gro.at measure depend on the cordiality 
ot bindia s exertions, it is not merely speculative advantage, nor the apjirehen^ 
Sion ol speculative dangers, that should induce us to takc\ny measuxireit her 
tending to c iaugc Imn from a friend to an enemy, or to loosen the tierof i 
..(innee, ion whicli may be so useful to us, and which w<« hayo with so much 
(hfhculty established. 1 will not pretend to say what clh'cts such an addition 
of Sindia s power might hayo on the tranquillity ^of India, but whateve; ii H 

he the enect the even itscll is distant, and without our interference m y h.

Much has been said of Sindi.Vs duplicity and falsehood, and inferences 

drawn of his future dangerous designs against the 
Vjnglish and thou* ally the Nabob of Oude. Siiidia d()(\s not at least deserve* 
this character from us. In all liis transactions with the English, I believe I 
might say m all his transactions that have come to our kuovvled'm, he Ins 
shown an uiieomnion degree of steadiness and sincerity. Of the eireunistances 
alluded to regarding the liana of Gliode I have yt^t no infonnation, but I 
know the Eana himself to deserve the worst that can be said of his political 
eharacter. ^ Ilia eonduct to our Governnioiit has been invariably marked uitb 
deception, intidelity, and ingratitude, and il we may credit tlie assi'rtions of Maha- 
dajee, the notoriety ot his want of laith was the cause of Siiidia’s perseverance in 
])ursuing the w.ar to his utter deprivation. I cannot a,dmit of any ple.a which 
the partizans of the Hana may use to charge Maliadajcc Sindia "witli a hleniisli 
which was so apparent iu himself. 


Great stress has boon laid on the correspondence with the S.ardars at Dchli, 
and if the letters written by Himuiut Ealiadur and Cotul Caivn are gimuino, 
and arc actually written by Kiudi.a’s authority, they prove a gre.at deal, hut 
there is an acrimony in the style of those letters that seems more c<alculated 
to irritate us th.aii to persuade those to whom they are addressed ; and wlieu 
wc consider that they liave been produced to Major Erowii by persons wlm are 
strongly interested in elfei'ting a misunderstanding betwixt us and tlic *Mah- 
lattas, we cannot help doubting tlieir autheneity. 'I'lic same reason throws <a 
degree of distrust ou every iiiformalion communicated by Afrasiah Cawn. I 
have no reason to credit what ho 1ms asserted of the Itohillas. Of the iidelity 
of Eyzulla Cawm 1 have received a strong proof in the deputation of one of his 
sons, who is now arrived at this pLice, and of the allegiance of the rest of the 
llohilas I’esiding within the Vizier’s dominions, I do rmt find that the smallest 
suspicion is entertained. It is impossible to say xvhat effect an extraordinary or: 
unexpected acquisition of power might have on the firmest mind, hut if I may j 
judge from all that has lately passed betwixt ns and Sindia, from a general ' 
review of his conduot and charactei', and from every insight I have been able, 
to acquire regarding the sttite of politics at Poona, I am warranted in believing | 
that Sindia has firmly connected 1 1 is interests with ours, and looks to his alliancei 
with the English as the surest me.ans of preserving undiminislied the jiower and 
independence which he now possesses. We must bo cautious hgw we give way 
to suspicions. There arc some situations in which precautions arc necessary,' 
hut there are others, and this is perhaps one of them, in which the apprehension 
of dringcx' often leads to measures which prove the means of drawing it on. 

You will remember, gentlemen, that there was a time when it xvas my 
opinion that it would he for the credit and interest of the English Government 
to exert thtnr endc.avours to relieve the Shah from the thraldom of his 
ministers, and to establish his authority at least in his own domains. The 
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conjunction was then favourable, the death of Nudjilf Cawn had in fact left 
the administration vacant ; it was contended for by three or four diiferent 
parties wliich were nearly balanced. A small exertion of our force might 
Jiiivo turned the scale in favour of the Shah, and it might have been done 
without any expense to ourselves, as His ]\[ajesty’s country then possessed 
resources sunicicnt to supply the charges of our troops. Afl’airs arc now much 
changed. IMany successive revolutions have since taken place. One competi- 
tor has sunk after another. Some have fallen by the sword, and others have 
retired with their armies to their own jaghirs, till at length the administration 
at the capital has fallen into the hands of Afrasiab Cawn. In these various 
revolutions the Shah himself has had little share. Each successive minister 
lias acted under his name and assumed his authority, and I liavc reason to 
imagine that if wo were to enter into the treaty which is now proposed by 
Afrasiab Cawn, so far from promoting the wishes of the King, we should 
liave to encounter the secret opjHisitiou of himself and his ancient servants, 
and perhaps the declared enmity of many ol her factions now laying dormant. 
The ('Ifcct which so many revolutions must produce in the state of the country 
may he easily conceived. It has for near two years been a scene of disorder 
and rapine, and unhappily for its inhabitants the late extraordinary calamity 
of drought has so elfectually com])leted its ruin that instead of possessing re- 
sources or funds that could be appropriated to defray a foreign subsidy, I 
believe few parts of it would yield a revenue greater than the expense of 
collecting it. 

Having thus fully submitted to your consideration the various ariruments 
that have occurred to me ou this subject, I shall only beg leave to add that oji 
the whole I am of opinion that, as far as depends on us, matters should be 
left in their present state, until the season of the rains, wliich is near at hand, 
shall enable us to form a judgment regarding tlie future resources of His 
Majesty’s country. We may then with more certainty resume the subject and 
consider how far it may be exjiedicnt for us to connect our interests with 
those of His Majesty. In the mean time I shall hope to ho favoured with 
your sentiments, and you may be assured, gentlemen, that although my atten- 
tion (lui'ing this interval must bo chielly devoted to the particular ohj'eids which 
have induced mo to visit the court of the Vizun*, I shall not fail to make such 
further erupiiries into tlie views and disposition of Mahadajoc Sindia, and the 
state of politics at Delhi as may enable us to proceed on the surest grounds.

P.S . — On reading over the above addn'ss it accurs to me that the strong 
manner in which I have stated Afrasiab Khan’s representations and even the 
weight which I have myself given them by entering into so long a discussion, 
may lead you to form an idea of my sentiments diiferent from that which 1 
wish to convey. I think it necessary therefore to repeat in the most pointed 
manner that I do not entertain the smallest apprehension of the sincerity ot 
Mahadajoi! Siiulia, but on the contrary I have the most thorough conviction 
that ho lias closely connected his views and interests with our own. Even 
whilst tlie papers t’o transcribing that are to accompany this address, an event 
lias hajipened uTiich contradicts o.n* part of ifirasiab Khan’s representations, 
I mean the couclusic;, of peace with Tippoo Saheh. 

I think it Ineumhent on me to forward to you an extract of a letter from 
Lieuteiuiut James Anderson which contains the latest and most autherifie in- 
formation regarding the transactions with Sindia and the Hanah of Ghode, 
which sets tlic conduct of Mahadajee Sindia in a different light from that in 

which it has been represented at Delhi.

Read the following letter from the Ilon'ble the Governor-tJeneral : — 

To JiDWAiiii WiiELER, l^.s(j., Couiieil, &c., l''ort William, dated the 3rJ ^lay 1781. 

Gentlemen,- -On the 20th or 21st instant I received from JMr, Secretary 
Hay copies of the letter of the Select Committee of Fort St. George, dated the 
27th ultimo, and of the English counterpart of the treaty eomduded vvith 
Tippoo Sultan. 

I have sulfcred the intermediate time to pass in the expectation tliat pos- 
sibly you would have chosen to make a <liree.t and formal communication of 
this event to me with your resolutions or deliberations U 2 )on it. I am not 
sorry for the delay, because it has all'orded me time for the due recol loci ion of 
my own thoughts on so important a .subject, on whicli, if tbc sense of what I 
owe to my public trust to you and to our common masters would have admit- 
ted it, I should rather have desired to he totally silent. 

The period stipulated for the delivery of your ratilication of tlin treaty to 
Tippoo Sultan, which allowed hut three months for the j)assage of the treaty to 
Fort St. George, for its transmission to Calcutta, for the form of your ultimate 
sanction, for its return to Fort St. George, and lastly to the jjlaco of <Iie resi- 
dence of Tippoo Sultan, will have compelled you necessarily to quicken this 
act, in whatsoever mode you may have resolved topevtorm it; and thcrefoi’e I 
very early considered that whatever my sentiments might he in relatiout o it they 
must in any event arrive too late to he received in .aid of your deliberations so 
far as these concerned tbc point in question, but not so with respect to its 
eonscqueuccs. 

To the terms of the treaty — I mean the concessions and stipulations made 
on both sides— I see nothing ti) object. I object only lo tho form and construc- 
tion of it, because it appears to inc a public and avowed c.vdusion of the 
Nabob Wallah J.ah from the sovereignty of the Carnatic, and an usurpation 
of it in the name of tlie Company. My reason for tlii.s conclusion will bo seen 
in the following observations on the several articles of tho treaty. 

The preliminary article expresses the llou’blc E.ast Indi.a Company to lie 
one of tho contracting parties for all their possessions and lor tbc Carnatic 
Payonghaut, and tho Nabob Tippoo Sultan B.ahadur to ho the other, without a 
syllable of reference; to the Nabob Wallah Jalj, whom the Comjiany ackuow- 
lodge the only proprietor of. the Carnatic though they arc plaoed by this insti ll- 
ment in that relation to it. Tlio first article is yet moir except lonable, for 
having included in a general stipulation all tho friends and allies ol the Eng- 
lish it proceeds to tlie spc'eifieatioii of the llajas of 'lanjoro and Iravaneoie. 
Such specilication aUvay« and necessarily implies a distiiudion of pie-ezmnence 
and places all others supposed by the general description m an inferior and 
common degree. If, therefore, the Nabob Wallah Jah is meant to he con- 
sidereil as an ally he is degraded, hut it is evident from the context that 
be is wholly excluded, since the ri^’lits of the Carnatic and its lelatioii o lo 
allies in question are mentioned, which caniu no construction what cwel^alq^^y o 
the Nabob Wallah Jah, who himself possesses tlmse ri-hts and those relations 
as the sovereign of the Carnatic, which by the treaty are, against all lorm of 
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speech as against ri,"Iit, vested iu the Carnatic itself, in the property instead of 
tlic proprietor. I must further remark on this article that the Itaja of 'J’anjore 
is not an ally of the Carnatic, hut a member of it, and the attempt to separate 
him from the general state, and to dignify him with a title of independence and 
c([uality is itself an injury to the rights of the Nabob, his sovereign. I beg in 
this part to ho understood I do not allude to the respective claims of the 
Nabob and the Itaja, which have so long been the subject of mutual conten- 
tion and appeal to the Company, but to the condition of vassalage which, 
however tlui duties of it may be detined, the Ilaja himself has never yet as ,1 
have heard dared to disavow. 

Article 4th. — I’hat part of this article which stipulates that Amhoor and 
Saulgur shall ho delivered to the English is in the same spirit with the rest, 
these places belonging of undoubted right to the Nabob Wallah .lab, in whose 
name and behalf the restitution ought to have been stipulated, notin the name 
and behalf of the Knglish, who have no right to possess them. 

Article i)lh. — 'I'he Cai’natic is hero again substituted for the Nabob Wallali 
Jah, its lawful proprietor. 

Artic'e Glh . — This is the only article in which mention is made of the 
Nabob AVallfih Jah, and it is remarkable that he not only appears in it as a 
simple individual, but even his tide is denied him in it; and his subjects and 
ministerial servants, if siudi were to he <‘,omprehendcd in Ihe list which was to 
1)0 delivered to the Nabob 'I'ippoo Sultan’s ministers, are called persons belong- 
ing to the Nabob Mahomed Ally Cawn Bahadur, an app<‘Ilation whie.h would 
he o(|unlly apf)lieahle to the servants of any individual. This is not an inaccuracy 
of mere nogligenee, for I well remember that in the credentials which were 
delivered to the commission every title of honor and distinetion of othee which 
belonged to tlie Bight llon’ble President were most minutely enumerated in 
the preamble, and filled nearly one-half of the first page in that instrument, which 
shews that llis Lordship and the Committee were not una))prized of the pi’f>- 
priety of smrh attentions, and if those wore due to a simple agent they wore 
surely due iu a miudi greater d('gree to the illustrious person whose rights and 
interests formed one jiormanent object of the treaty. 

Article lOth . — Great earo is taken in this article to secure the observance 
of the peace on the part of the English by making it an indispensable condition 
that tho Governor-General and Council of Bengal, and the Governor and 
Select Committee of Bombay shall separately and formally declare their acces- 
sion to it, although rntmibers of the same gciKM-al state with the Government of 
Port St. Geor^^e, yet tho Nabob Wallah Jah, though eipially a party in the 
virtual eonstruetion and othnit’or the treaty is omitlcil by a contrivance of which, 
L believe, there is no o.xampli', a sense of pei*sonality being IL.xod to his country 
for the af)|)arent purpose (for 1 ean devise no other) of eluding tho expression 
of his name, which could nut have been used in tin* context, without an impli- 
cation at least, of his sovereignty. The words to which 1 allude arc these : — “ On 
behalf of tho llou’hlc East India Company and the Carnatic Bayonghaut.’* 

’The like conjnuotion of the Nabob Tippoo Sultan Bahadur with his own 
domiiiions seems noees.s.'iialy to have he<'n made for the purpose of giving an 
air of eousistemiy to the corresponding member of the sentence, but is equally 
against the common forms of language. 

Having now made such observations upon the articles of tho treaty as 
tended to prove the position for Avhich they were professedly introduced I shall 
subjoin one gcmeral conclusion from them. 

Beaec is indeed formally established between Tippoo Sultan and the Eng- 
lish East India Company, and the Carnatic is included in it, but the war is still 
open for renewal hcraveen Tij)poo and the Nabob Wallah Jah, if the former 
shall at any tinu^ ehoo^e to avail himself of ihe distinction, and 1 know not by 
what sp(!eies of rea.soniug the Government of Eort St. George will answer his 
plea for what th(*y may in sueh an event construe a breach of treaty if he shall 
say — “ You, gentlemen, have both afforded me an example in a treaty formed on 
the very basis of infidelity to your first and most ancient ally and by your own 
studical exclusion of the only name which could render the peace of tho Carna- 
tic effective. 
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By the sepnration of the llaja of Tanjore from the Carnal ie, and his ac- 
knowledged alliance with it. the llaja of Tanjore is left at liberty entirely to con- 
tract what alliances or engagements lie pleases with other iwwcrs; for as then* 
is no other instrument of his alliance with the Carnatic hut this treaty Avhiidi 
makes no provision for the consequences of it, there is of course no ohliijatiou 
to hinder him in the maintenance of Avhich the representatives of the CoTnjiany 
can interfere; and he may be the ally of Tippoo Sultan, and may concert with 
him such a plan of conjoined preparation as may incite the latter to a renewal 
of the war by the assurance of its termination in the subjection of the Carnatic. 

It ought to bo remembered that one ground alleged by the late Nabob 
Ilyder Ally Cawn for commencing this Avar wastliat the Nabob Wallah Jah had 
failed in the ])erfornianee of the stipulation made about HO years past for the 
surrender of Trichinopoly with tlio llaja of Mysore, to Avhieh ilyder laid claim 
as the representative of that Governnumt. Tins claim is personal, and as it was 
an express cause of the Avar, it ought to have been remoAod by tlie treaty of 
peace, but it has not beim removcal ; on the contrary, it has acquired aildi- 
tional force by the past omission of it, and on the Nabob’s refusal toassm’t his 
right by a rencAval of the war. 

As the preliminary article of the treaty states it to liave been made by virtue 
of powers delegated to the Bight Hon’lde the President and S(*leet Comiuittee of 
Port St. George for that purpose by the tlovcrnoi'-Gcneral and Council of 
Bengal, appointed the King of Parlianu'nt and Great Britain to direct and 
control all the political affairs of the Ilon’hle Plast India. Company in India, 
and as the treaty is directly contr.ary to the orders of llu^ Governor-General ami 
Council, and subversive of the principles of justice and good faith Avhich they 
have long and repeatedly hut inelfectually enjoined to tlio President and Select 
Committee of Port St. George, by the exclusion of the Nabob Wallah Jah frotn 
a participation in the peace stipulated for his dominions, and by the avowed 
usurpation of his right of sovereignty and possession of the same, I do ft)r 
myself most formally protest against the Right Uon’blo the President and tin- 
members of the Seleet Committee of Port St. George for these uuwarrantahlc 
acts; and I humbly luakc my appeal to the King and Parliament for the redress 
thei’cof, as Avell in vindication of the poAvers vested by them in this Go\ (n-ument, 
as of the faitli and honor of the British nation, which have been lupially vio- 
lated by the same acts of the President and the Select Committee aforesaid. 

Where I in my place at the seat of Government, 1 should not think myself 
.acquitted of my duty in having thus entered my 2)rotest against tin! treaty, hut 
I cannot prescrilx*, noi-AVould it become me to recommend, what in this iiistanec 
your oAvn sense of the eas(> alone ought to dictate. 

Although I have objected to the form of the ti*eaty, yet I should he uuAvil- 
ling to have it ainderstood that I should either advise AA'cre there time for advice 
the disavowal of it uj)Ou that account, or that I should myself, AV('re I at the 
Council Board, refuse my signature to it. The peace is an object too valuable 
to be rcijccted if it can he retained AAuth honour, I should thci’efore liave nf> 
scruple to join in the ratification of the treaty, jjrovided it w('re aeeouq)anied 
with a declaratory clause which should include the Nabob Walla Jah as an 
essential party to it. If you should liave adopted the same expedient on 
your OAvn suggestion, you will not he displeased, gentlemen, at reci'iving from 
me this instance of the conformity of my sentiments to yours, and in some 
degree a pi*esumptive evidence of the propriety of both. 

Yet there is one circumstance which has been suggested in tlic last letter 
received from the President and Seleet Committee of Bombay, Avhich, if true, 
ought in my judgment to invalidate the treaty altogether, even though it shall 
have received your most express ratification of it. 

It is a circumstance of so infamous a kind that I forbear through shann 
to mention it in express terms, but it is impossible that the allusion should 
escayio you ; and I take it upon me most earnestly to recommend that 1 hc 
President and Select Committee of Port St. George he informed of the fact, as 
it is related in the correspondence Avith the Presidency of Bombay, and ri'cjiiired 
to ascertain and report to your Board the truth of it.

Read another letter from the Hon'ble the Governor-General. 

To Edward WiiELEK, Esq., Council, &c.. Fort William, dated Lucknow, the 3rd May 1784. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to transmit to you a letter which I 
received last night from Mr. James Anderson, in which you see the additional 
difficulties in which our Government is involved by the conduct of that of Fort 
St. George. 

I early foresaw that the minister of the Mahratta State, and Mahadajeo 
Sindia epocially, would be offended at the contempt shewn to them by the omis< 
sion of the ‘Jth article of the treaty concluded with the Peshwa, which ought to 
have been declared the basis of the peace with Tippoo Saheb in the treaty 
which has been lately concluded with him ; and I endeavoured to obviate it 
by a letter addressed to Mahadajee Sindia on the occasion, in which I acknow- 
ledged the peace to have been the effect of the treaty of Salbey and the imme- 
diate production of his exertions and authority. 

I also apprized Mr. James Anderson of the defect of the treaty, and fur- 
nished him with the best arguments that I could devise to palliate it. I am 
sorry to add that these were such only as displayed the nakedness of o\ir 
political system and the imbecility of the first authority by which it is 
governed, for no other could justify the national faith, and little was sacrificed 
by the avowal, since it is as manifest as the objects of the meridional sunshine. 

I feel my share of mortification for this state of indignity and imputed 
criminality of our Government, and derive but little relief from the remem- 
brance of the repeated and, earnest remonstrances which were written by the 
Hoard to the Select Committee of Fort St. George upon this very subject. 

I trust, gentlemen, that you will not fail to make an early and full repre- 
sentation to the Court of Directors of all the multiplied evils which have 
attended this single transaction. 

Upon that portion of them which is the subject of this letter I must oh- 
serve tliat it will be impossible for tins Government to maintain the faith of 
the nation, while a dependent member of it shall persevcringly and systematic- 
ally violate it, and violate it with impunity,

Lucknow, tho Mid May 

To Edward Whbleb, Esq., Council, 8ms., Fort William. 

Gentlemen, — In a very long letter dated the 2nd of April I represented to 
you tho distressed state of tho province of Benares, and the misconduct of the 
naib, and the necessity of applying some early measures to prevent wliat I 
apprehended would be the consequence of his continuance and the want of a 
due system of control. I have not yet been favored with your answer, and 
suspect that my disappointment in this instance may have arisen from your 
disapprov-al of the olfer which I made of my services for the establishment of 
a system for the administration of that province, and perhaps an unwillingne.ss 
to give my proposal a direct and unpleasant refusal. 

To me personally, provided an adequate system is estahlishctl, it is of little 
consequence through whom it is effected. But to our employers, and the 
inhabitants of an extensive territory under our Government, it is of great 
consequence that some better system should be established, and in this the 
credit of our administration in general is deeply eoncerned, independent of the 
motives which we must possess in common. For my own p.art I have had th<* 
sensible mortification of being an eye-witness of evils which I could not re- 
dress, and I have seen the hopes of a suffering people, raised by the approach 
of the superior member of your administration, whilst I felt that instead of 
being able to afford them relief I could only send them away with disappoint- 
ment. 

It is my duty to represent to you again that some changes ought to be 
made and speedily ; that the present naib must be removed, and a system of 
some control placed over whomever it may bo determined to substitute in his 
stead ; or some entire new mode of superintendence established ; or that the loss 
of the revenue, and disaffection of the people will be the infallible consequence 
of the present administration being suffered to remain. 

If you shall think it improper, for whatever reason, to confide this tempo- 
rary charge to me, I must still recommend and entreat that you will hike the 
subject into your consideration, and apply such measures as your judgment 
may suggest for the security of the dominion and revenue of tho province. 
I am sorry that the temper and current of the times compel me to obviate a 
conclusion which might be made one ground of objection by declaring that I 
have not the most distant idea of removing - Mr. Fowke, of diminishing his 
influence, or of rendering his situation less eligible by any plan which I may 
have in contemplation. If I have furnished an argument against my own 
proposal by not dcseribing the minute detail of it, I must bog leave to observe 
that much of this must be formed on tho instant of execution, and will depend 
on circumstances arising out of it; and that until I have some encouragement 
to expect that the general plan, so far as I have determined it in ray own 
breast, will be adopted, I do not know that I have a right to commit deserving 
men, who may be either named, or too plainly indicated by it, to the clfects of 
private vengeance from those whoso interests would be circcted by the pro- 
jected change in case it should not take place.

To Edward Wheljsb, Esq., CcuDcil, &c., Fort Willium. 

Lucknow, the 2t)th May 1781. 

Gentlemen, — I expect that Major Browne will arrive with the kbillatis 
and letters from the King to the Nabob Vizier and myself on the 28th, and 
propose, in compliance with the forms of respect prescribed and established for 
such occasions, to advance beyond tho city to receive them. AVhat changes this 
deputation will make in the situation or determinations of the Prince I cannot 
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say. I concoivo none, for devoted as lie professes himself in his submission 
to his falJier, lie distinguishes acts done in his name by those who hold tlio 
rule ovi'r him from sueh as are spontaneously and manifestly liis own ; and he 
will scarcely choose to trust himself again in their hands alter having incurred 
so many perils to effect his deliverance, and given them occasion for such 
alarms as they ajipoar to have received from the apiirehcnsion of the conse- 
(juenecs of his flight. 

Ifo has lately expressed much dissatisfaction with his actual situation 
! and a desire to retirs to Benares. I have rat her encouraged than opposed this 
I inclination, because his presence here is for many obvious reasons no loss 
I hurtful to the administration of the province than luirniliating to himself; 
and many useful purposes may he attained in the maturity of time from his 
vesideiice under the protection of our Government, exclusively of the imme- 
diate lienelit which the King is likely to derive from the jirovision of such a 
resource against the worst designs of the men avUo have possession of his 
person and authority. 

I shall he very unwiUing to acquiesce in this proposal of the Prince if he 
shall decidedly make it before I have received your sanction for it, as it will 
be iin[)ossible to foresee all the eonseqiienees wliich may happen, or which 
may bo suggested to the opinions of others, as likely to ensue from the idea 
of a eonm;etion so established between the Prince and the English nation. 
But ho cannot remain here, and if he shall refuse, as he snost probably will, 
to return to Delhi, our unkiudness may throw him into some other dejx'iulency 
of <‘V(mtual danger to the intiirests of our Government as the necessity im- 
polling him will he disgraceful to it. 

These cireumstanees considered, I request to he favoured with your 
instructions upon tlie point in question to which I shall strictly conform.

Hon’blk Sir, — W e have had the honor to receive your letter of the 26th 
ultimo, and have attentiv(dy considered the question which you have submitted 
to us ill respect to the Prineo Mirssa Jewan Biiekt. 

Our letter of the 20th of last month will have acquainted you with our 
ho ))0 that you would he enahhul to elfeet the return of the Shalizada to his 
father with safety and eiaalit to the l^rincc. AV’e not oidy continue in this hope, 
hut bog leave to add to it our most earnest desire that your best clforts may 
I he used for that jmrpose. The many inconvenienoes to the Company which 
I will attend the rosideiiec of the Shah zada in any of their territories appear to 
jus in sueh strong colors, that we cannot give our consent to it, and we wish 
jit totally to bo discouraged.

Road another letter as follows from the llon’ble the Governor-General 

To Kuward Whei.ku, Esq,, Couneil, &c.. Fort William, dated Lucknow, the 13lh June 1 7S4. 

Gentlemen, — In one of tint letters which I had the honor to receiv*; 
from you, hoth dated the 20th ultimo, you are pleased to write in reply lo mine 
of the 2nd, concerning the zemimlary of Benares, that “ you shall he 
happy to he made acquainted with my intended jdau for the reformat ion of 
the c<iuntry,” aird that “ you shall readily adopt any checks which I may 
think likely to he etfoctual for sneuring the happiness of tlie people and the 
equal collection and regular payineut of th(3 revenue without encroaching 
upon the rights Avhieh have hetm established to the Raja by the agreement 
which I ma(lc with him in 1781.” 

1 liave already observed to you that it was impossible for me to form a 
plan so complete and absolute, but that it would necessarily require some alter- 
atiou at the time of its execution; and I also assigned such reasons as 1 doubt 
not will have satisfied you of the projuaety of my reserving the communica- 
tion of the plan, which I might have to recommend till 1 had the ene.ouraga'- 
ment of some assurance from you that it would bo favourably received. 1 
conceive that the last recited paragrajdi of your letter conveys to me siudi an 
assurance; and upon the strength of it 1 now write, as I should have written 
upon the instant receipt of it if J. (iould have found leisure for it, to oiler t»> 
you t he plan which you require ; and 1 request that you •will not Jiserihc it to 
im])aticnce that [ urge your sj)e(’(ly answer to it for the reasons which I have 
already stated aud my own special use in the allotment of the time of my 
retui'n. 

I believe you ■will find the plan strictly conformahle to the engagements 
under which the zeiniiidary is hold by the present Raja; if more is meant by 
the relative situation of our Clovcrument to Benares, perhaps you may alliuh*, to 
tlu? distance at which the management of the province in detail has hreii 
hitherto kept from tho knowledge of the Board, which satisfied with receiving 
the amount of its stipulated rent has seldom thought proper to intol•fer(^ in 
its internal ad ministration. In this construction also I have endeavoured to 
conform to your instructions ; the checks which I have prp])ared hc'itig not so 
much intended for the security of the Company’s rent as tho faithful adminis- 
tration of the charge hold by tho representative of the Raja, to whom we owe 
that atteiiti(3n while we preclude him frora.thc direct management and authorize 
an intermediate agency for his behalf. Whenever he shall bo qualiluul to 
execute that charge for himself and fullil his engagement with the Company, 
I presume that the Boaixl will leave him in the entire and uncontrolled manage- 
ment, but this privilege cannot extend of right to those appointed under him by 
any other authority than his own. 

I beg leave to I’cmind you, gentlemen, that one of tho evils which 1 
enumerated as resulting from tho present administration of the provituuj was 
that the rights of the Raja of Benares, and of courses the faith of our Govern- 
ment, which was pledged for their observance, had been utterly disregarded. 
You will therefore readily he assured that [ shall not " encroach ” or proi)Oso 
anything Avhich will have sucli a tendency “ on the rights which have been 
established to him by tho agreement nmde with him in 1781.” 

I now submit the plan to your consideration. It is this : — 

Ut . — That the Raja he appointed and declared the principal in all 
olhcial acts of the zemindary ; that ho shall sit, as often as ho 
shall ' choose it, in the cutcdiery ; that on sueli occasions all ac- 
counts and reports and other ollleial business shall receive his 
inspection, and his name, seal, and ‘dgLature shall be used ffu- 
the authentication of all orders and instruments to which by 
the 'custom of liis predecessors they Avero used to he atlixed. 
But he is neither to conduct the business himself nor interfere 
in it further than may bo necessary for his instruction, nor 
refuse or delay his authentication of such papers as shall he 
presented to him.

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2nd . — That Baboo AJail Sing, tbo brother of Kama Gulab Coor, the 
widow of Baja Bulwant Sing, bo app ointed the naib or deputy 
of the Baja, with the entire nianagement and administration 
of the zemindary, and his approbation in the official terra 
mimsoor shall be added to all instruments to which the Baja^s 
signature is affixed. 

Srd . — That Ali Ibrahim Cawn bo appointed amin or inspector to assist 
the naib with liis advice respecting the formation of the 
settlement, the now appointments of aumils or officers of the 
collections and other important measures relative to the zomin- 
dary, which the naib shall duly report to him for that purpose ; 
and shall transmit to the naib the complaints which shall be 
referrctl to him by the canongocs in the manner specified in 
the following article. In all the instances premised the amin 
is only to advise but is not to command. The decision is to 
rest solely with the naib, who in the cases of complaints shall 
cause an enquiry to be made into them by one person appointed 
by himself on the part of the Raja, and another by the amin ; 
the judgment to rest as has been before provided with the 
naib only. 

4th . — That the canongoes of every pergana and other division where by 
old custom they have been stationed shall have full charge 
of their offices ; that they shall have acc(;ss to all mofussil 
papers and take and keep copies of them ; that they shall 
receive and represent complaints from the ryots, and if they 
shall be ill founded, they shall endeavour to pacify the ryots 
and dissuade them from assembling and complaining on frivo- 
lous occasions, but if they shall appear well-founded, they shall 
refer them to the aumils, and in case of the aumils’ neglect or 
inattention they shall transmit the same to the amin who 
shall refer them for enquiry as above to the naib. The 
canongoes shall send abstract accounts to the amin who shall 
cause them to be registered and keep them as accounts of 
perpetual record. 

0M.— That Mr. Ifowke shall receive from the Baja and his naib the 
monthly payments of the Company’s revenue in Muahlidar 
rupees and give receipts for each. The Baja and his naib 
shall report to him the names of such aumils as they shall have 
chosen for the management of the districts, the plan formed for 
the settlement of the revenue and other business of conse- 
quence relative to the zemindary. But the aumils shall 
receive their appointment and invcstituie only from the Baja 
and his naib. If any complaints shall bo made to Mr. 
Fowke he shall refer them to the naib, and they shall be 
cnejuired into and decided in the manner mentioned in the 3rd 

- article. When parties of sepoys shall bo wanted for any occa- 

sion the Baja and his deputy shall make application to Mr. 
Fowke in writing with the forms above prescribed in the 1st and 
2nd articles, and Mr. Fowke, if he approves of the same, shall 
accordingly apply to the officer commanding either at Chunar- 
gur or Baxar, specifying the services reejuired, and in like man- 
ner applications shall be made by the Baja and his naib to 
Mr. Fowke for the recall of such parties, and for these purposes 
the commanding officers of Chunargur and Baxar shall be 
ordered to conform literally to his requisitions in the first in- 
stance, but in emergent cases the officers commanding detached 
parties shall receive their instructions from Mr. Fowke, and 
Mr. Fowke shall enter in a book in the order of their dates all 
such applications made to him, and all such official acts done 
by him in consequence, and shall transmit the same every three 
months to the Board. 
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6th . — That the Raja and his naib shall establish a cutchery or office of 
treasury for the arndamny or current receipts of revenue, and 
Mr. Fowke and the Amin shall appoint a muttasuddie jointly, 
or one on the part of each, who shall sit in the said cutchery and 
keep a separate copy or copies of the accounts, of the daily • 
receipts and disbursements. 

7th . — That after payment of the stipulated kists or monthly sums due 
to the Company accordini; to the fixed agreement with the 
Raja, and necessary provision made for the allowances of 
officers and current expenccs of the collections, the surplus 
shall be appropriated to the private expenses of the Raja, and 
as a fund for the extraordinary expenses of the zemindary, 
such as tuccavy, the repairs of forts and pools and dikes and 
bridges and other emergent occasions. 

I beg leave to obviate an objection which may occur on the first view of 
this plan, namely, that the power given to the Amin is in effect none, since ho 
can only inspect and advise without decision or even an authority to suspend 
the execution of any measures which he may disapprove. And his office may 
appear to approach too near to that assigned to the Resident, so as to be at best 
useless and liable to many of the ill consequences which attend a diversity of 
opinion. Tn truth I do not propose this as a |Mirmanont arrangement. The time 
will not admit of it, the constitution of the superior state is yet undetermined. 

I will bo answerable for the elFect of it as a temporary expedient, for such is 
the opinion entertained of the wisdom and iiitegrity of Ali Ibrahim Cawn, that 
the naib will respect his opinions, and will at least fear to commit any gross 
neglect or misdemeanour with such an eye constantly regarding him. The 
present naib has no check and dares to presume upon it even with expressions 
of defiance. The authority given to the Resident will add to the influence of 
the Amin while they are in terms of mutual confidence. It is dangerous to 
commend Mr. Fowke, for his friends, I am sure not with his consent, have 
must ungenerously taken the advantage of former testimonies which I have 
given in liis favor to reproach me with them. This shall not induce mo to 
withhold the acknowledgment of his real merits on an occasion connected 
with them. I believe him to possess much gentleness of manners and a well- 
cultivated understanding, and therefore well siutcd to bear his part in a charge 
assigned him with such an assistant as Ali Ibrahim Cawn. 

I hope that neither the present nor any future administration wdll think 
of committing the inferior detail to the control of a llritish subject. W e 
have already too many English collectors in our own dewanny districts. ^ To 
establish them in this would be to subvert the rights of the family, to injure 
the revenues, and to loosen the attachment of the ryots which it will be ever good 
policy to conciliate. 

With respect to the character of Ajait Sing, the intended naib, he is 
generally respected and reputed to be well qualified lor the office. lie is the 
choice of the Raja and the old Rani, and in a charge of such a kind I presume 
that you will allow them a right of choice, if the object of it is in other respects 
unexceptionable, for if the Raja himself was capable of tho management we 
could not with any show of justice transfer it to any other Irom him.

dismiss Ills own naib, but ttio l{u|a is 
acknowledged or supposed to bo incapable of exercising a proper jiulgement 
in such cases. 'I'he present nail) was contirmed by this Government in Decem- 
ber 17H2, and excej)t in the appe.aranees of oppression which tin; Governor- 
General saw on his route through Benares, and the com|)laints then made to 
him by the natives, the members of the Board arc uninformed in regard to 
the mal-ad ministration of that naib. lie aj>pears to have paid up the Raja’s 
kists regularly, nor has the Resident made any complaints against him. 


The regulations proposed by the Governor-General are stated to bo an 
expedient, and he ])l(‘dges his own responsibility for the success of the arrange- 
ment. In consideration of these assurances on the part of the Governor- 
General, and as it a])poars from his letter ffuit Ajoit Sing is die choice of the 
tinja and liani, I sliall agree to his appointment with the cheeks which the 
Governor-Gon(;ral proposes — I m(‘an those of the canongoes and Amin which 
])romise a security to the ryot. There appears to me an objection to that part 
of the Governor-G(‘nerars first ])roposition, which declares that the Raja shall 
not refuse or delay his authcnti(;.ation of such papers, &e., or orders as shall 
be presented to him by the naib. 'I'he influence of such a regulation might 
bo understood, but the regulation itself should not be publicly declared or 
enforced by our Government. I imagine the naib will always have sutrieiont 
influence to obtain these sanctions from the Raja, and the consideration that 
this power rests ultimately in the Raja, though he may have little capacity, 
may be necessary for his protection and consequence.

minute of the 19th of last month reconh'd on our 
proceedings of the 20th, I delivered my 
opinion on the reply which I thought 
l)roper to be given to the G over nor- Gencr'al’s letter of the 2nd April in ves])eet 
to the condition of the zemindary of Benares. “ I regretted that the Governor* 
General had not communicated to \is the plan by which he intended to accorn- 
j)lish the re-formation of the country bccuuse the subject would have been then 
(;oinpletely b(;fovc us, and our resolutions on it might have been as instant as 
he wished ; and I proposed that the Governor-General should be requested (o 
lay before us the whole of his intended plan, on receiving which we should 
determine finally on bis letter, and if he should conceive that bad consequences 
to the Company or a failure of revenue might ensue from this delay in our 
resolution that we should give our sanction to the Governor-General for tlie 
dismission of the present naib, and for the appointment of any person who is 
at present an inhabitant of the country of Benares, whose qualifications are 
suited ’to the charge, who is known and respected by the peojile, and whose 
trust shall bo cxclusividy conlined to the management of the zemindary to 
succeed to the ofllce now held by Jaggerdoo Sing.” 


In the letter addressed by the Board to the Governor-General on the 20th 
of last month they expressed themselves as follows : — 

“We shall be happy to be made acquainted with your intended plan loi 
the reformation of tin; country, and make no doubt that you will keep in vien 
the particular circumsiances in which this Government is situated with respt'ct 
to Benares. We wish as much as iios-^ihle to avoi<l frequent chanaf'!^ 1*'‘‘ 
administralioii of the collections from the conscijuences which siudi change;' 
must inevitably produce. We shall readily adopt any checks which you may 
think likely to be elTcctual for securing the happiness of the pcoph;, and flu 
equal collection and I’egular payment of the revenue, without encroaching upon- 
t he rights which have been established to the Raja by the agreement winch 
you made with him in 1781.

“ AVc are much couccrnotl at those a])poaranccs of oppvossiou which you 
observed in your progress throus’li the zomindary, and wish it may he in the 
power of this Govcrniuent to apply a suHlcient and permanent remedy.” 

The Governor-General has now submitted his plan to our considcralion, 
and desires our early decision on it. 'riio llaja is r<‘presented as ineapahle of 
the management of the zomindary, and the Governor justly ohserves that if 
he were otherwise, we could not u ith any show of justic(^ transfer the manage- 
ment of it from him to any other ])erson. llis incapacity has been hjng a 
subject of our belief, and it was also known to ns that the Jtaj was bestowed 
on Baboo Mehipnarain in the year ITlSl merely because he was the next 
lineal heir to it. I consider him in the light of a minor zejnimlar, who has 
the nominal charge of a country by rigid, of inheritanee, hut as lu' is not able 
to manage it a dewan or naih is appoint<'d to mamigc! it for him. The office! 
of Naih of Biuiares wws given by tlu' (lov(*rnor-G<'neral in 1781 to Doorhijev 
Sing, the fatlun* of llaja Mediipnarain. Doorhijey Sing hehavc'd ill and was 
guilty of oppressions, and was thcre'fore removed from the niahut at the end 
of 1782. lie was suceeedi'd by ,Jaggi*rd<!o Sing ; hut this man is also repre- 
seidcd to us by the Governor-General as 0 |)])rt‘ssiv<!, and the Governor-General 
propose's his removal from office. It is true that he has disehargetl tin' llaja’s 
kisis with regularity, hut if tlie people gric've niuler Ids management, and if tin* 
eountry is desolatt'd, no time! should he lost in removing him, and with him, if 
possible, the e.\ its that an; complained of; and this opinion I deliver at the same 
iiino that J coincide entirely hi that of the Board that we ought to avoid as 
much as possible frequent ehanges in the .•uiministration of revenue eolli'ctions, 
yet I would not on this prineiph' jtersist in allowing the continiianee of an evil 
reported to us by the first authority, wIk'u it is thought that siKih evil may he 
stopped, heeauso such allowanee must ultimahdy tend to tin! ruin of the 
country, and in the present instance of a eountry which has until lately been 
esteemed above every one in India for its fertility. 

The Goveriior-General’s plan proposes eluieks whieh lu' informs ns an: 
“not so much intended for the security of the Company’s rent as the faithful 
administration of the charge held by the iw'presentative of the llaja to whom 
we owe that attention, whih! W(! ])r<!elu(h' him from the direel management 
and authorize an iuteruK'diate agetujy for his behalf hut 1 suppose tliat thi! 
Company’s rout cannot 1)(' prt'jiulieod by the plan since the Govt'rnor does Jiot 
propose diminution of it ; and theri! is nothing in tlu! spirit of tlu' plan 
whieh I conceive will havi^ that tendency. It, is ju’ojiosed as a temporary 
expedient, and tlu! Governor declares that ho will he ansvverahh! for the (!(h'et 
of it as such. Ho has the greatest n'lianei! on th«! wisdom and inl('grity of 
Ali Ibrahim Cawn. lie aeipiaiuts us that the same <)]»iniouis universally enter- 
tained of him. Ajait Sing, the person recommended to h(' the naih in tli<! 
room of Jaggerdeo Sing, is ri!pr('si'nt(!d to us by the Govi'nior-General to h(! 
generally respected, and reputed to he well (|ualilied for the otfiee. Wi! are 
informed that he is tlio Rani’s lirother, .and that he is her (dioiee and tlu! elioice 
of the Baja. The allotment to tlu! eanongoiis of tin; full <diarg«! of tln'ir offices 
seems to ho voi'y i)ro[)('r and wi'll calculated for tlie happiness of tlu' ])eople. 

I acquiesce, therc'fore, in tlie ]>lan, leaving the I’csponsihility for its 
effect as a tempoi’ary expialient with the Governor-General, hut 1 agree w ith 
Mr. MaePhevson to an exception of that part of the jilan which jiroposi's that 
the llaja “shall not refuse or delay his authentication of such (proceedings) 
papers as shall he presented to him.” It may hi- snjiposi'd that tliis will ni'ver 
happen, hut we ought not to prescribe what may hear even tin! consl.vuetion of 
an injury to the llaja’s rights.

tlic lion ble Company, as stated by 
]\rr. Larkins, the Aeeountant-Gcneral, I have the pleasure to inform you that tlu; 
aeting IMinister this day pivseuted to mo an amended account under the seal of 
thn Vizier, brought up to the, 31st of May, which 1 have delivered to Mr. 
■Wombwell, the Accountant at this jdace, to he deposited amidst the records (tf 
his department. I have also affixed my signature to a similar amount which 
will be deposited among llie reiiords of the Vizier’s Government. 

The account.s thus settled and interchanged were draAvn out in the Persian 
language, but Mr. Wombwell will forward Avith bis otlieial monthly accounts 
an linglish abstract of the Vizier’s account Avith the Company from the Ist of 
February to tins 31st May last, Avhich corresponds Avith the Persian account 
interchanged betAvixt the Vizier and me. 

I bog leave to nf)ologizo to you for tbo delay which has been made by 
Mr. Wombwell in traustnitting to you the monthly ac(;ounts as they Avero de- 
tained from time to time in expectation of this adjustment being completed. 

It is necessaiy that I should observe that this adjustment is independent 
of the claims Avhat the Vizier has submitted to you on account of bis loss by 
batta, and of unautliorized at)propnations of liis payments to the late Eesident. 
The former of these has been fully represented to you in my letter of the 14tli 
ij.stant ; the latter was mentioned in my letter of the 5th April and being now 
under investigation will bn more particularly stated to you hereatter. IJis Ex- 
celicncA' Avill submit to your decisions on both these claims, but it is neccss.iry 
that I should here express to you bis desire that this adjustment may not bo 
considered as precluding bis right to any redress of AA'hich from the cases them- 
selves you may think him entitled.

P. (S'.— As the differences which arc thus adjusted have been accumu- 
lating for several years, they have of course become involved in a considerable 
degree of intricacy insomuch so that I believe the Vizier and his Ministers 
have acquiesced in admitting our claims more Irom a spirit of accommodation 
and a reliance on OAir accuracy formed on a clear comprehension of each article 
than from their own conviction of their propriety. I have long made these claims 
a particular object of my attention, and as I have not the smallest doubt oi 
their propriety I strongly recommended this adjustment to the Vizici and his 
Ministers ; they have acquiesced, but their acquiescence may perhaps be ent'icljt 
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ascribed to my bein" on tlio spot, since all the endeavours wbich wo liavo used 
to elTect this adjustment for some years past through the Itosident have failed. 
1 consider this therefore as an important point gained, both because it sub- 
stantial cs claims of the Company to so considerable an amount, and because it 
obviates all future disputes on the subject betwixt us and the Vizier. 

That no similar source of dispute may hereafter arise I have directed Mr. 
Wombwell to adjust and settle his accounts at the end of cvci-y montli with the 
acting Minister of the Vizier, and to interchange Ibciu under their respective 
seals and signatures. 

Head the following letter from the Hon’hlc the Ciovernor-(i<'ri«'r;i1 ; — 

Gkntlkmkn, — W hen T first received a copy of the treaty of pence concliulcd 
between Tippoo Sultan and the Commissioners from f'ort St. George, aunnigst 
other defects which 1 observed in it, end which I have already ))artic,ularly ])oiiiied 
out to you, I regretted the total omission of the names of the IVisliwa and Alalia- 
daji Scindia. Vou will remember, gentlemen, that in the month of October last, 
Mahadaji Scindia wrote in a peremptory style to Tippoo Sultan rotjiiiring him to 
com])ly with the terms of peace settled hy him in the 9th Article of the Treaty 
of Salhoy. He at the same time entenal into a conditional treaty with our lU'si- 
dent, in which a general plan of hostiliti<‘s was sketched out to be carried on hy 
the joint powers of the English and Mahratta Stales in ease of Tipj)oo Sultan’s 
refusal. And to encourage Mahadaji Scindia in his zeal to enforce t he terms he 
had preserihed to Tippoo, and also to secure his (*irectual co-operal ioti, in ease 
the result of the negotiation should prove a renewal of tiui war, expectations 
were given him of his being suj)portcd hy a body of our troops. 

It was nearly about the same time that these negotat ions were passing in 
Seindia’s camp that the Deputies proeeedo<l from f’ort St. George totn'at with 
Ti])poo Sultan. This measure, although it took place eonlrnry to our inclinations 
and .against our repeated refusal to allow it, yet having hc'cn undertaken with 
the sanction of recent orders from homo, compelled us to de[)art in a degree 
from our first resolution, and the apprehension of thwarting its (‘ITects diderrod 
us from advancing any furt her in the steps that we had eoueerted with Scindia. 
It appears, however, that Mahadaji Scindia was on his part steadily piu’suing the 
plan which had been formed, lie wrote letters to 'I'ijipoo, and to give them their 
necessary weight, he prevailed on the Peisliwa’s Ministers to march a grand 
army of Alalirat tas towai’ds T'ippoo's frontiers and when he found that the .situ- 
ation of our atfairs would not admit of our fultilling the expectation given him 
of troops from this quarter, he readily listimed to the suggi'stion of our i{e.sideiit 
to apply for a body of our troops from Eombay, and we know that the Peishwa, 
did apply accordingly. 

Whilst matters were in this state peace was concluded through a separate 
eh.annel, .and the Mahrattas, after having manifested to the world the decided 
part they had takem, wore left expo-sed to the coiisequeiico of T'ippoo’s resent- 
ment, sinei'. the treaty was settled without any ])rovision for tliom, or even 
allusiou to them, although the pi'aee itself was dependent on the treaty with 
Seiudia, and was in a great measure, if uot absolutely, the ellect of their vigorous 
interposition. 

Under tliese eireum stances I could not help apprehending that Scindia 
would fi'cl himself severely rnorti fil'd on receiving information of the manner 
in which the treaty had been concluded. I thought it necessary, therefore, to 
reeoneile it to him, as far as 1 possibly could hy writing a letter to him upon the 
occasion, in which, after declaring that tlie treaty was in every respect conform- 
able to that (if Salhey, 1 endeavoured to make up for the inattention which 
had been shouu to his Government in the form of the treaty, hy a.scrihing to 
him ami the Alaliratta State that degree of merit in the completion of it which 
I thought was simply their due. 'I'he accompanying extract of a letter from 
Mr. James Anderson, dated the 28th April, in whieh he recites tlie substance of 
a coinersatiou that he held before the arrival of my letter Avith JJhow Bueksey 
on the suhji'ct of the new' pi'ace, Avill shew that my apprehensions w'ere not 
without foundation. Prom the subsequent correspondence of that gentleman I 
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leavned tliat my letter was received in the most favonrahlo manner. Seindia IVIl 
tliat some declaration of tliis ]\iiul was necessary not only to preserve the eoii- 
setjucnce of the Mahratta Government in the eyes of its lu'ijjfhbours from 
being diminished by the inatteniion shewn towards it by the Deputies from 
Fort St. George, hut also to justify himsedf to the Ministers of his su])erior I'or 
having led them into measures which, whatever might have been tludr clleef 
with regard to the English Governnnmt, had been attended with no honour (o the 
Mahratta State, and threateiu'd to involve it in a war with Tippoo, of which 
tlio first niovennmt s were produced by a plan concerted with ns, and (iur j)artiei- 
pation in it assured under a new engagement, hut which they were now left 
to conduct by themselves. So strongly was Soirulia impressed with thost^ ideas 
that he thought it necessary to desire that a similar declaration should he given 
to him by the Board, and although he appeared at first satisfied with tln^ ob- 
jections which were made by l\Tr. James Anderson on the gx*ouuds of its being 
contrary to the forms of our constitution which prescribed that all eorrespomi- 
ence with the princes of India should he earric'd on through tlie Governor- 
General singly, yet conceiving that he might still have this point at heart I 
authorised Mr. Anderson to inform him, if it shoiild be necessary, that although it 
was not exactly agreeable to the custom of the English Government, yet in 
order t o remova; every ground of dissatisfaction, and to restore his credit at Poona, 
1 would recommend it to the Board to authorise me to send him in their name 
a writ.t('n declaration to the same effect as that contained in iny letter to him. 
Mr. James Andca-son accordingly inentioned this to Mahadaji Scindia, who re- 
ei'ivod it with the highest satisfaction, and his Miiiist(*r, Bhow Bucksey, who 
lately arrived lierc on a deputation of friendship from his masters, has since re- 
minded me of it. T have in conscHpumcc taken the liberty of submitting to you 
the accompanying form of a letter to ho written by me to Mahadaji Scindia, in 
the name and under the authority of the Board, if it shall obtain your sane.- 
tion, which 1 earnestly solicit, as it np])ears to me, and I hope it will appear to 
you, a measure equally just and expedient. 

I shall hereafter liave oconsion to enter more, fully into the subject of tlie 
eonferonees I have held with Bhow Bucksey since his arrival at this place. In 
tlie mean time it is witli pleasure I remark to you that everything which has 
lately jiassed eit her betwixt Mahadaji 8cindia himself and our Ift^sidentat his 
camp, or iu the <rou(‘(*n‘iices which I have held with his Minister, Jfhow Bucksey, 
at. this pla<a‘, uniformly tend to manitVst a strong disposition to cultivate and 
strengthen fhe friend.ship and connection established betwixt him and the 
15 a g 1 ish G o ve r n m e n t. 

It is ill some degree foreign to the present subject, yet I cannot refrain 
from imparting to you the ])leasing satisfaction wbicli I myself feel in observ- 
ing the great and evident change tliat has within these few years taken jilaee 
with regard to our Government iu the opinions and disjiositions of the prin- 
cipal jiowers of Hindustan. Wc seem now to have regained our pro})er weight 
in the political system, and tlu' iieighliouring States, who formerly shrunk from 
our advances, are eager to participate in our views, and to eomiect their intei’csts 
with ours.

Gentlemen, — Soon after I had the honor to receive your letter of the llth 
of May the Acting Minister of the Vizier laid before mo a copy of a rensian 
account which he had received from Mr. Eristow explaining in what manner 
the sura of Its. 11,01,508-3-2 had been appropriated, being the amount which 
1 informed you in my ietter of tlie 5th of April the Vizier all(!ged had not boon 
brought to his credit in the Company’s account, althougli it had Ixhmi collected 
by Mr. ]lristow from his aumils during the first month of the jirosont Fuslcc 
year 1191, or from the month of September 1783 to 31st January 1781. 

Of this account I have now the honor to send you a translation (No. 1), 
from which you will observe that Mr. Bristow acknowledges that, independent 
of the money which he had brought to the Company’s account, he had collected 
ill rupees of dilTcrcnt sorts 13,88,195-2-0 which, accordingly to his method of 
stating the batta, produced Sicca Rs. 11,11,729-15-0 ; that he had appropriated to 
various articles of expenditure Rs. 10,82,011-16-0 ; and the balance being 
rupees 69,187-15-3 is still unaccounted for; but Mr. Bristow in a note which is 
8 ul 3 joined to the account says that this sura had also been expended, thinigh 
as the particulars of the disbursements had not then becni roceivi'd from 
Lucknow he was obliged for the present to state it as a balance unaccounted 
for, and that a particular account of the expenditure should afterwards be 
sent. 

The acting Minister informed me at the same time, tliat the Vizier was 
not satisfied with this account, and intimated his intention of submitting to m( 
an exposition of it. He has accordingly delivered to me an account contain- 
ing remarks on that of Mr. Bristow, and 1 have now the honor to send you 
a translation of it (No. 2). From this account you will observe' that the Vizier 
states the amount collected at nearly the same sura as Mr. Bristow, being rupees 
of sorts, 11,01,722-14-101, which, according to lus method of calculating t n^ 
batta, produces Sica Rs. 13,30,iaH-lS. Tlmt be admits m part ol the 
expenses charged by Mr. Jtristow Its. 8,79,010-1-8, and tliat t ie Jialaiice wbirb 
ho claims as due to him from that gentleman is Rs, 1,50,5 

The Nabob Vizier expects and requires our assistance for the recovery of 
this balance from Mr. Bristow: in fact it is a claim against the Company, lor 
as Mr. Bristow collected the money in virtue of his appointment as Agent of 
tl»o Company, it is certainly Incumbent on this Governmeut to afford the Vizier 
redress without leading him to procure it from Mr. Bristow as an mdivulmil. 
The particulars of which this claim is composed are fully stated m the Vizier s

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K'coaints, :md except the article of batta, Rs. 1,74,933-9-1, and the excess in the 
<;r)lloetion of Khyragur Rs. 13,527-12-3^ wliich are explained in my letter of the 
1 1th Jnne, none of them seem to require explanation. I shall not therefore offer 
you any comnienis upon them. The state of this transaction is now fully before 
you, l)ut whatever sat isfaction you may think it necessary to afford to the Vizier, 
the conduct of Mr. ilristow in respect to the Company must still be a subject 
of consideration. 1 will in this place merely recite the facts. Mr. Bristow was 
appointed Resident on behalf of the Company with the Vizier, and one of the 
duties of his appointment was to recedvi! the subsidy and recover the balance 
duo from the Vizier to the Company. In virtue of this appointment he 
collected from September 1783 to the end of Januai’y 1781 rupees of sorts 
32,98,509 14-2. But nlthoui,di the experiences and distrtssses of the Company 
;it that time were sueh as to threabm our very existence, Mr. Bristow, inst(;ad 
of brin^in" this sum to the credit of his employers, for whoso account it was 
«-olleoted, appropriated without their authority Rs. 13,88,196-2 to the payment of 
expenses which were not ineurr('d on account of this Government and which 
had at no time received its sanction. 

These are indubitable facts, and they will perhaps be considerably 
:''j;gravated if it shall appear from Avhat has already been said that these sums 
were dishuived without the orders or even the knowledge of the Vizier who 
t iiought he had riberally admitted a very considerable part of these charges, 
<‘pi tainly at th'st exj)ected that the whole amount collected should have been 
brought into the Company’s account in part payment of his debt iimountiug at 
that period to ui)vvards of seventy lakhs of rupees.

You will be pleased to recollect that on the 27th of December hast tbe 
Hoard agreed to the removal of Mr. Dristowand to the suspension of his ofllce. 
upon the express conditions that the Nabob Vizier would engage; to distdiarge 
the whole amount of his arrears and growing d(;bt to the" Company in the 
course of that and tlie ensuing Dasloe year ending on the 201 h August 1785; 
that he would produce the security of creditable slirolfs for the same^ and that 
I Avould bear the whole responsibility for the rectitude of tbe measure. That 
these conditions having he(;n performed, and the Nabob having furt.licr solicited 
the aid of my prcsenco at Lucknow for tbe confirmation of bis authority, and for 
the construction of such arrangements as might be necessary to ensure the com- 
plete execution of his engagements, I with the ajithorily of the Hoard departed 
from the Presidency on tlie I7tli of February and arrived at liUeknow on tiie 
27tb of the month ensuing. 

I found the season of collection already past, and a long interval a|)proacbing 
of total inortioii. This was a (dreumstauce which I should have much regretted 
lijid I sought only to gain an ostonsihh; er(;dit from the instant acquisition of 
large ])aymcnts on my first outset. But my ohjoets were of a more ]>crma- 
nont kind, and, if I may he allowed to a})ply such a term to acts relleetive 
on my own credit, of a more liberal principle. These objects were tlu’ce-fold: 
first to obtain the eompleh; discharge of the arrears and growing debt of the 
Nabob Vizier to the Conqiany within the stipulated period of the ensuing year; 
secondly, to assist in jmttiiig his finances in such a state as should enable him 
with ease to aeejuit himsc'lf of the fixed monthly engagements as they became 
due, and to possess a sufiieiency in reserve foj' the necessary claims of his own 
administration; and the third, and not. least es.sential to the interests and 
honor of our Government, to fix him in the independent ]>ossossion of his 
own dominion, by preeludiug as tlie eonseiiuenee of the two foiania-, every plc^: 
for the exercise of a double authority in tlu* interference of a Hritisli Agent. ; 

Upon the. same principle T .applied the .sums which tlie last scanty pay-* 
ments of the collections, and the voluntary contribution of Almass Aliy Caw ji 
enabled the Acting Minister to pay into your Ircasnrv at Lucknow, to the 
discharge of the heavy arrears due, ;ind miming on wilh the hazard of t hi' 
most licentious eonsequenees, to till' brigade, and other divisions of fin' army 
stationed within these |u’ovine(;s, in remittances to Bombay madi; with your 
express coueurrenee, and in ollieial (lishuvsements, not unaware of the dislri'sses 
which the <;omnicree of the presidenev sustained from the searc.il v of ('iirrcnt 
specie, nor of the ec/dt which I might have per-sonally dmived from a transiiort- 
:it,ion of the whole or a large jiorlion of the amount in treasure to Calcutta. 1 
should have suppressed this intimation, w hich is toreign from the imimvliate 
purpose of this letter, had it not been privately suggested to me that i had 
disappointed the popular exjieet at ion by not. adopting the policy which I had 
on the conception of better grounils rejccti'd. 

Tlie points which solicited my earliest attention were the fornia1i<m of the 
settlement of the approaching yi'ar, and the retrenchment of expeiisi's. Tlie 
latter, a work in itself of great delicacy and ohstruetion, de])eiided e.s.sentialiy 
on the former, and that on contingencies which imposed on me the mortifica- 
tion of sulferiug a long and indefinite term to pass in susjiense and inaction before 
it could ])o.ssibiy bo undertaken. 'J’lie public revenue had doelitied w itli the failure 
of the cultivation in three sueccssive years, and all the stores of grain which 
the providence of the husbandman had, as I am informed it is their custom, 
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in clofianco of the vigilance of their aumil, clandcatinoly reserved for their own 
use, were of course exhausted ; and another year of dearth, which the habit of 
repeated disappointment had taught the people to expect, would have proved 
no less fatal to the population than to the actual collections. In this state 
of apprehension no man of erodit would accept of a charge of the eolloctions on 
]>ositivc engagement. It was therefore ncces.sary to wait the commencement 
of the season in which the rains usually fall hefovc any steps could be taken 
in the ensuing settlement; nor was it till the 10th of July that the raiu began 
to fall. Erom that date to the close of the last month it has been almost inecs- 
sant; and the expectations of all men are raised to the production of a more 
ahundanl. hardest than any that has been known in the course of many past 
years. Tin; Minister aided by this providential blessing has concluded a settle- 
ment with men whom ho has reported to me to have been selected for superior 
knowledge and responsibility, and whom I believe generally to merit his report 
of them, for a period of five, and some of six years, on an increasing jumma, 
r.h.

The enclosure No. 1 contains an estimate taken at a largo allowance of the 
whole of the Nabob’s debt for the year 1192, and No. 2, the provision made and 
agreed for the complete discharge of it by monthly kisthundy or instalments. 

Though it is unnecessary to enter into a detail of my transactions, since 
lliese have i\o olht'r relation <o the interests of the Company than in their linal 
eiVeet, yet there is one coudition of the settlement of which you ought to be 
appi'izod, as it essentially connects the coufirmation of the .settlement itself witli 
the interests of the Company. The aumils demanded that a clause shoidd be 
, inserted in (heir engagements t hah they \vere to ho in full force for the complete 
! term of tlieir leases })rovided that no foreign authority was oxci’cisod over thon ; 
or, in other words, that tlieir engagements were to cease wlnmcver tlioy should 
. ho interrujited in their functions by the interference of an English Agent. This 
requisition was oflleially notified to me by the Acting Minister, and referred to 
me in form by the Nabob Vizier for my previous consent to it. I encouraged it, 
and I gave my sanction to it. For the particulars of this transaction I refer 
you to my correspondence with the Nabob Vizier upon the subject in the enclo- 
sure No. 3. 

The account No. 4 comprizes the state of the Nabob Vizier’s debt at the 
close of the last year, and completes the information which t have possessed to 
communicate of the state of this concern. From this account you will observe 
that the Nah(d) Vizier has fuUilled his eugagoment down to the time of my 
dejiarturc from Lucknow, and that tin; balance due from him to the Company, 

; whieli at tho end of January last stood in the hooks of the Accomptant-Gcncrai 
of Fort \\ illLain at Company Rs. 72,95,656- 1'-7 was reduced at the end of August 
1o Sicca Rs. 38,41,930-0-9, including the sura of Sicca Rs. 19,00,441-11-5 
.charged to tho Nabob’s debit in conformity to the books of the Accomptant- 
' General. 

In the estimate No. I,T have struck out the charge of the detachment com- 
manded by Colonel Sir John Cummings from the Isb of January 1785, the Nabob 
iuivinga second tijneremonst rated against its continuance, both as being unneccs- 
>ary, and a burl lieu vvhieh the impoverished slati* of his x’ovcnuc could not hear, 
and then foro required that it should he wholly withdrawn. I have for these 
reasons givaai my assent 1o it, and li.ave h'ft a written order to that effect in the 
hands of Major I’almcr, to he transmitted to Colonel Cummings as soon as an 
ade([uatc force shall have been provided for the defence of that frontier by 
detachment from the Nabob’s own battalions. The relief, whenever it takes 
place, may lead to a saving in our own expenses by the further reduction of 
the army ; for T must revert on this occasion to tho opinion which I have had 
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occasion more than once before to declare that the Company \rill gain nothing 
by the continuance of the detachment at the Nabob’s charge in its present 
station, since he has not the nuNans of defraying it ; and nhether it remains on 
the accounts of the Company, or be continuetl to swell the Nabob’s with an 
accumulating debt which he cannot pay, its olfect on the Company’s funds 
will prove the same, while it holds out a deception to the public, and furnishes 
a plea for the future usurpation of the sovereignty of the country, and the 
private embezzlement of its treasure. 

In the other disbursements of the Nabob Vizier, both personal and public, 
considerable savings have been made ; but these would have proved insufficient 
to fulfil the N.abob’s engagements without otlier expedients. The llcgums 
and the Nabob Salar Jung, to whom their jagbirs have boon restored, conform- 
ably to the Company’s orders, and moro so to the inclinations of tbo Nabob 
Vizier, who went to Fy^zabad for the express purpose of making a respectful 
tender of them in person to the IJegums, have made a voluntary concession of a 
large portion of their respective shares ; and the Nabob Saadut Ally Cawn has 
Ix'cn reciuired to submit, hut I will not say voluntarily, to a tax of one lakh of 
his allotted incoinc, not so much for the increase Avliich so small a sum would 
make to the public treasury as to preclude the just cause of offence which 
might have been taken at his being partially exempted. The Ministers have in 
like manner contributed their share of relief by tbo resignation of tbroo-fourtlis 
of their ressom or commission of oincc. Tlu^ like eojicession was made by them 
ill the .‘idjustments of the last year’s aeirounts, to the amount of seven lakhs 
di'dneted from tin* full sum of tlndr tromruission, which was 9,0^,519 rupees. 
In both instances the sacrifice was entirely spontaneous, and even unsolicited. 
Tlie difference which yet reniainod to complete the jiaymenfs of the year has 
lieen provided for by an accommodation with the Shroffs, and may bo considered 
as an aiilieipation of the next year’s iueoine, which, if the system which has 
been fhus far bap])ily established remains unmolested, it will easily bear. 

I have singular ])leasuro in adding that I have received the strongest 
assurances from the Nabob liimself of his deli'vmination to abide by the late 
arrangement ; and have equal ground to expect every degree of support whicdi 
can be given to it by the influeueo of the first eharaeders of his family, who arc 
all warmly and zealously interested iii the event of it. 

To conclude: I have thus far attained tlie objects of my mission, and 
provided in the me.ans and course of one year for the complete discharge of a 
debt which has been the accumulation of many, notwithstaiuling the 
ditTicullies which I have had to surmount, in the lasting effects of the failure 
of thn natnr.al rains in the three preceding years, and what is still worse, from 
causes which created a total susjiension of all the springs of Government during 
the course of the last. 

I reserve my final I'oport and other observations upon it fo the period of 
my departure from this place. 

I have already advised you of my departure from Lucknow on the 27th 
ult'ino, fi’he Nabob Vizier accompanied me some stages of my journey by l.'ind, 
and was with difficulty dissuaded from proceeding witl> me to Benares, having 
provided boats for his conveyance. The Prince is hero, .and will, I fear, prove 
a cause of my detention beyond the term required by the settlement of this 
province, M hich you have been pleased to entrust to ray charge, and of wbieh 
little remains to complete if . Nor will ibis delay be wholly unsevvieealile to 
my late transactions at Lucknow, as 1 am slill near enoitgb toatfend to the first 
effects of their execution, and to interpose my inlluenec for the removal of 
any obstructions to wbieh tlu'V are or may be liable. But 1 do not apprehend 
that my stay will exceed the middle of next month.

( Usual introduction.) 

Tlie former circumstances of my loss of authority, the power of the Enf- 
lish gontlomen over the aumils of my Government, the derangement of n?y 
country, and the disorder wliieh on the.se accounts had pervaded the whole of 
my alTairs have been fully evident. No one had an opiiortunity of r('gulatin'<- 
my country, and my olTicers endured various injuries and false accus.ations 
\inder constant dread for their honor. You have now from your bounty and 
kindness restorcal to me my authority over my country, and in this short period 
of time the ease and security of the pubic and the aumils, and the order which 
has talv'cu place in my country, arc fully evident. You have yourselves hciheld 
and from your own bounty every one passing his time in honor, reputation, and 
satisfaction, e.ach day as a festival and each night as a rejoicing. The revenues 
have bec'ii ])aid with that exactness, that not a!i instant of delay has occurred. 
Non that a plan of settlement for the country and the arrangement of alTairs 
for live years has taken place, the aumils fmm remembrance of former 
injuries request from mo satisfactory a.ssuranccs, observing that if there shall 
be no inh'rfcreiKM'. of the gentlemen, and the authority and power of the Sirkar 
remain fixed, they will with satisfaction of mind engage in the business of tin* 
Sirkar, the arrangcmient of the country, and making good the revenues o’f Gov- 
ernment, but if, as formerly, they shall be troubled by the interfertaice of 
gfuitlemen, the conduct of alTairs and arrangement of tlu^ country cannot be 
clFected by them. Accordingly T have sent you a copy of the request written 
by all the aumils and the assuranctvs of satisfaction they demand from mo. 
It will arrive inclosed in this letter. Order in my affairs has by the divine 
blessing and your kindness taken place, and I hop(', in future further favors 
from you. I am every way ready to pay the iuoik'v of tlu) Company in the 
manner which has been settled. By God’s helj) it shall be paid and no de.vi- 
atioji occur. For the satisfaction of the aumils, I will do as you may direid. 
You will from your kindness have in view, that if any usurpation of my autho- 
rity shall again happen, the plan which has in your own pr(‘senc(! been estab- 
lished for th(i regulation of my country, will be ruined and the aumils will 
one and all retire from employment. In such a case I shall be helpless aiid 
must come with my family to Calcutta. 

(Concludes as usual.)

Formerly the English gentlemen behaved to us in such a manner, vvithout 
cause or fault on our sides, that there was no lei.snrc for ns to manage the 
country wdth sati.sfaclion. Such .severities and false aceusalions were used 
towards us that w'c were in constant dread for our honors and lives. From 
Your Highness our sovereign’s loss of authority, heing hel])h‘ss, wo had res(dved 
in order to save our lives and honor on retiring from employment. 

Now that hy the divine blessing and the bounty of the Governor-Gimeral, 
klr. Hastings, the authority of Your Highness in the country is re-cstahlished, 
we have agreed, according to Your Iligline.s.s’ oidcr.s, to an arrangement of the 
country for five years. By the ai\ine Messing and Y^our Highness’ auspices, 
the country will he S( Itled iu a proper manner and flourish, aJid the revenues 
of the Siikar he [i.aid. We dread le:,t hurt should again haj)pon <o Your High- 
Jiess’ au'hority, and that of the gentlemen take place. In such case the 
managcaaent of the country cannot l)c undertaken by us. "We will then retire 
from employment andathmd iu menial services, as becomes our duty, on Your 
Hi ghiK'ss. AVe ho])G from Your Highness’ goodness and honevolence that 
satisfactory assurances on this point will be superscribed by Y'our Highness.

Your gracious letter intimating the “correction of past disorders and the 
restoration of the affairs of your Government in so short a space of time owing 
to the establishment of Your Tlighness’ authority, the ease of the public and 
the satisfaction of the aumils, confirmed in smsh a manner that the revenues 
have been paid without trouble, also that now as a plan for the regulation of 
the country and settlement of affairs for five years has taken place, the aumils, 
looking back to former injuries, want assurances from Your llighness, so that 
if the influence of English gentlemen shall not prevail and the authoi'ity of 
Vour llighness remain fixed, they may with satisfaction of heart engage in 
jnanaging their countries and making good the revenues of the Sirkar, with a 
oofiy of the request of all the aumils to one clfcct, which they have presented 
to Your Highness ” having made its gracious arrival, informed me fully on 
every point. 

1 regard the Avclfare of Your llighness’ hous(j and the payment of the 
Com[)any’a debt prior to every other object. As Your Excellency has given a 
written agreement and kistbundy for tlie payment of the Corn])any’s money, 
use your endeavors to pay it accordingly — set your mind at ease on e\ cry point — 
and give assurances satisfactory to your aumils, that in case of the paymenf, 
of f ho Company’s debt agreeable to the stipulated engagements, there never can 
liappen the most trifling innovation on this plan and settlement or on Your 
Highness’ authority. No difference can in any Avay ha])pen which 1 have 
already written to you before.

Benares, the 1st October 1784. 


To — Edward Wiiet.kk, E.‘i([., and Council, Fort Williatn. 

Gentlemen, — Whilst I was employed in settling the accounts betwixt foe 

Company and the Vizier, one ciicum- 
ut Oitobcr. staiicc cscapcd iiiy attenf ion, whicb I think 

worthy of consideration. I mean the liardsbip whicb the Vizier sustains from 
the army subsidy being kept u]) at its original ratt* altbough the number of 
troops em])loypd by us for the defence of bis dominions lias been greatly 
reduced. That yon may have the subject fully btdon; you I will beg lea\e to 
recite the progressive arrangements which have been made relative to the 
^fubsidy. 

In the treatv concluded betwixt the late Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlab and mv- 
self at Benares ‘in September 177:i, it Avas settled that when the Vizier had 
occasion to demand the aid of our troops he should pay for the expense of x 
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brigade 2,10,000 rupees of tlie Onde currency per month ; this was grounded 
on an accurate estimate of the actual expense, and it was particularly specified 
that a brigade should consist of two battalions of Europeans, six battalions of 
sepoys, and one company of artillery. The number of sepoys which according to 
onr establishment at that time formed a battalion was 040, so that the whole 
number of sepoys of which a brigade ought to have consisted was 3,210. 

The rate of the subsidy Avas afterwai'ds raised by a subsequent treaty Avith 
Assoph-ul-l)owlah from 2,10,000 to 2,00,000 rupees per month, but Avithout any 
alteration Ixdng made respecting the number of troo[)s. 

In September 1781, Avhen I met the Vizier at Chunar, an alteration had 
taken place in our establishment and instead of battalions of 610 men our 
l)rigadcs avcu-c composed of regiments of 1,000. It Avas then stipulated betAvoen 
the Vizier and nu; that he should ])ay for no more troops than the number of 
European infantry, artillery, and sepoys agreed for under the title of one brigade 
Avitb the late Nabob Shujah-nl-DoAvlah, Avith one additional regiment at Lucknow 
for the ])roteotion of the office of the Resident for Avbieh a separate payment AAas 
to be made of Rs. 25,000. According to this agreement, which continues in 
force, the numher of sepoys stationed in the Vizier’s j)rovmees ought to be as 
follows ; —

Additional regiment ........ 1,000 

Total . 4,840 


The force actually maintained for some time after the execution of the ahoA’e 
agreement consisted of live rt'gimcnts at CaAvnpoor and at Lucknow, composed 
of 1,000 men each, so that the Vizier had in fact a greater number of men during 
that period than the quota stipulated. 

But Avhen a general reduction of our army took place on the conclusion of 
peace, each regiment was reduced from 1,000 to 700 men, and the force in native 
troops which has siuce been and still continues in Oude is only as folloAvs : —

Total . 4,200 


So that the Nabob has only 1,200 of our sepoys instead of 1,810. The deli- 
eieney being 610, is exactly equal to the number Avhich composed a battalion 
on the former establishment, and only 60 less tlian one of our present regiments. 

Neither tlie Vizier no? any of his Ministers have ever mentioned to me 
this deticieuey, hut it is not the less our duty to take it into consideration. In 
all our adjustments of accounts with the Vizier for many years back, we 
haA’<! been regulated by the strictest regard to justice, find the Vizier on his 
part has on every occasion relied most implicitly on our justice as Avell as on the 
accuracy of our Aeeomptant-General. l^et us then confirm that confidence 
Avhich is so happily reposed in us by pointing out mistakes even although we 
must be losers by correcting tln^m. 

It wdl perhaps be alleged that althougli the number of sepoys is less, the 
expense incurrcfl by us for onr troops at Cawnpoor is greater than it was at 
the time when tlie treaty Avas made with Shu jah-ul- Dow lab, which lias continued 
the basis of all subsequent agreements. And further that although the numher 
of sepoys is loss, tho numlicr of staff and officers is greater. It may also he 
alleged that although the force at Cawmpoor since the reduction has been less 
than what is proscribed by treaty, yet before that for a considerable time it 
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wns greater. ]^uf these arguments are in fact groundless for the Naboli 
might with truth reply that he lias no concern Avith our arrangements, that it 
is the number and not the expense of our troops whicli is siiecilied in the 
treaty, and that it is the number of sepoys not of odicers and stalT which forms 
their effective strength. That if the numher of our seiioys was greater beforf! 
the reduction than was prescribed by the treaty, it was occasioned by an act of 
eur own, and not in consetpiencti of bis request, and tliat if we were to procciMi 
on such rigid jirinci pies with him be might with equal justice swell bis plcvis 
by pointing out the deficiencies in our corps of European ini'antry and artillery, 
the former of wbieh has never at any time consisted of half of its proper eoin- 
jilenient. 1 n speaking of the troops stationed with the Vi/ier I have eoiiliiK'd 
myself to the brigade at Cawnpoor and regiment at Lucknow without takiim 
notice of the force under Sir .John Cummiug, at Euttj'ghur, because it forms 
rather a temporary detachment than a regular standing army, although I must 
observe that as a similar reduction has taken ])laee in the regiments of which ii 
was composed without any diminution being admitted of the subsidy which was 
settled for defraying the expense of it, an additional argument may he deduced 
from it to shew that the Vizier has a right to some redress from our Govern- 
ment. 

As the easiest aud most equitable method of K'eonoiling our present 
arrangements to strict justice, I Avould rctamimend that the ri'giment at 
Lucknow should he again iucluiled under the triK-qis for which the original 
subsidy was sidlled ; that credit should he given to the Vizier in our aceount^ 
for tho amount of the subsidy Avith Avhicli he has heim s<’parately charged for 
tliat regiment from tin*, tinu' of the laaluction ; and tliat to entithj us to leeeivc 
this separate subsidy in future an additional ri'gimmit should he sent u]) to 
CaAvnpoor, which Avill restore mailers as m-arly as our ])rcsent estahlishmeiil 
will admit to the footini’’ of tin; tn'aty, and will nmder tin' force at Cawnpoor 
a respectable army fully adequate' to the defence of tln^ western frontier.

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to carry into execution the plan which I had formed with your appro- 
bation for the administration of the Government and revenues of this pro- 
vince. On my arrival therefore at this place on the 12th of September I found 
that the new arrangements had already taken effect, that a considerable progress 
liad been made in forming the mofussil settlement, and consequently that there 
remained little for me to do except to receive the Raja’s kistbundy, to con- 
firm ))y the sanction of my authority the measures already adopted, and to give 
solidity to the system of administration newly established by habituating the 
members of it under my own inspection to the exercise of the duties of theij 
respective stations. But as the political negotiations impending at Agra, 
and the recent arrangements in the Province of Oude, seemed to require my 
presence in this part of tlio country for some time longer, I was desirous of 
employing the intermediate period in examining more minutely the state of 
this province, and enquiring into the causes which, independent of the oppres- 
sion of its late ruler, had tended to promote cither its prosperity or declension, 
and in iiroportion as I should discern circumstances having one or other of 
those tendencies, it was my intention to have taken measures for improving or 
obviating them. 

In the midst of these pursuits the melancholy intelligence which I 
yesterday received from Calcutta imposes upon mo a necessity superior to 
t'very otliev consideration of immediately returning to my place at the Board, 
and [ am obliged to bring my proceedings here to an abrupt conclusion. 

I have the honor to lay before you a translation of the kistbundy which 
was this day executed by Raja Myhipnarain for the amount of his annual 
tribute to the Company for the present Puslee year 1192, It corresponds 
with those of former years in respect to the sum total, but differs in the 
proportions or kists stipulated for each month. In the kistbundy w'hich was 
settled with me by the Raja in 1781 a very heavy payment was reserved for 
the latter months. This w'as an indulgence which the Raja pressingly 
solicited for that year, and it was necessary at that particular time when 
the country was just emerged from a state of universal rebellion, and when the 
credit and authority of the new Government Avere still imperfectly established, 
although the season for collecting the revenue was far advanced. Bui it Avas 
not umlerstood either by the Raja or myself that it should he extended as it 
lias been to subsequent years. Every one conversant in the collection of the reve- 
nues knows that the monthly kists of the ryots or cultivators must be regula- 
ted by the resources or the produce of the harvests, and the aggregate of their 
kists must be the rule for proportionating tlio demand in the ditferent stages of 
collection from the ryots up to the Government. If the demand anticipates in 
any groat degree the resources the renter must eitlier fail in his payments, or 
have recourse to methods of raising money that Avill terminate in the ruin of 
liimself and his country. In the same manner if the demand follows at too 
great a distance, the resources Avill probably he dissipated or tlie difficulty of 
collecting them increased. On thc.se principles I aahs induced to propose an 
alteration to the Raja, Avhieh I have the pleasure to inform you he readily agreed 
to, and the present kistbundy is accordingly drawn out on an inspection of his 
own settlement Avith the mofussil aurails and farmers. 

The Raja has presented to me a paper of requests, translation of which and 
my answer is enclosed Avith this address. 

You will observe that these answers are dr.awn out in terms, which, 
without conveying any ncAv rights to the Raja, wdll confirm to him the more 
• secure enjoyment of those he already possesses. 

The Rani has requested that her grandson, the Raja, may he secured in 
tlic possession of tbe districts of Kbura and Magrora, alleging that they have 
long been .separated from the jumma of Government and reserved as a jagheeri 
for the nmintcuance of her family, of which he is the representativo. The claim, 
I believe, is just, and I have .accordingly granted a sunnud confirming the Raja 
in the possession of these districts. But as I am desirous that this transaction 
should be ratified on more authentic and official information than my time 
would admit of procuring at present, I have thought it necessary to insert a 
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provisional clause specifying that it is to bo continued in force only on condi- 
tion that the Rani’s right shall be fully ascertained and proved, and I have 
directed Mr. Fowke to enter into an investigation of the tenure and to report 
thereon to you. In the same manner the Raja has, on his part, executed a 
paper, which is deposited with Mr. Fowke, declaring that tlie sunnud is to be 
valid only on the condition above mentioned. This sunnud is in fact of no great 
consequence, for, whilst the province is left under the management of the Raja, 
these districts, as well as the rest of the country, must be in his poss(;ssion, and 
as he has himself expressly acknowledged they will be equally answerable for 
the payment of his stipulated revenue. 

The great advantage which the Province of Benares possesses over almost 
every other part of India arises from the supposed sanctity of its capital, whicli 
renders it the resort of the pious, tin; aged, and tlui wealthy Hindus from the 
most distant quarters, and occasions a constant influx of money. 

These pilgrimages cannot be too much encouraged. When I was here 
in 1781 1 abolished the duties formerly authorized upon them which being 
in a great measure arbitrary had afforded a pretext for extortion witliout 
yielding much immediate benefit to Government; and I established some 
other regulations to secure the pilgrims more effectually against every means 
of oppression. As these regulations have been carefully attended to under the 
inspection of Ally Ibrahim Cawn, their effects have fully answered my most 
sanguine wishes, and I have had the pleasure to find my pains fully requited 
in the grateful acknowledgments of all ranks of people. 

The centrical situation of this province betwixt the different trading 
countries of India is also another circumstance which, if properly attended to, 
will greatly conduce to its prosperity. The Town of Mirzapoor was once 
considered as the common mart to which the merchants of tho Deecian and of 
the Western Provinces resorted for the sale of their own commodities, and the 
purchase of the manufactures of Bengal and the productions of the northern 
countries of Nipal and Tibet. Their imports chiefly consisted of cotton, 
curvvahs and othesr cheap and bulky commodities. Their exports were usually 
silks, spices, broad-cloth, and other articles, comprising a great value in a small 
space. And as the same cattle and carriage which brought their imports 
were also used in conveying their exports, the difference betwixt the value of 
the one and the other formed a balance of trade in favor of this country, 
which the merchants were necessarily obliged to supply by bringing along with 
them f'old and silver. Nor were the benefits of this trade confined merely to 
the place where it was carried on. Bengal, which furnished tho greatest i)art 
of the articles exported enjoyed its full share of the returns of ivealth, and its 
manufacturers found in it ample employment for their industry. Tlie lab* 
Bulwant Sing fully understood the importance of this trade, and it flourished 
under his protection. His successor, more attentive to the gratification of his 
dependents than the interests of his country, connived at oppressions whicli 
deterred tho merchants from following their usual pursuits, and when I arrivc'd 
here in 1781 I found that the trade of Mirzapqor was greatly decayed. The 
rates of duties which I myself had given a sanction in 1773 wore originally too 
high, but they had been raised still higher by arbitrary constructions, and the 
merchants bad been exposed to insulTerablo vexations from the multiplication 
of chowkeys or custom-houses separately collecting duties in every pait ol 
the province. To remedy these defects I formed some regulations in 1781, 
and if they had been stritdly enforced I should scarcely have had occasion to 
resume the subject now ; but the fact is they have been so little attended to 
by the executive officers oC Govcriiinciit that thc^y ha\c almost nccoim' 
obsolete. I have therefore compiled them together, and luivc issued them 
anew with some additional provisions either occ.asioned by circumstances o a 
later date or formed to prevent the infringement of those w'liich were be lore 
established. A copy of these regulations .as they now stand is submitted to 
your perusal. They are short and simple, and 1 flatter myself they will meet 
with your approbation. 

The only alteration of consequence which I have made is in the rate of. 
duty to be exacted ou silk piece goods uiunulactured iu Bengal. 1 rom t le 
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iiiCormafiou of the most intclligoiit morclifints it appenrcd to mo that' tlie 
I'x portaliou of thes<! floods had considorahly dcorcasod of Jatc, the former rato 
of i) [(('i- cent, duty havijifj so much cnlianccd the cost of them, that tlic 
iiK'rclianIs, who fouatl themselves luidei’sold by the manufactures of Bourhan- 
pore and other ])laces in tlie Ueccan, were discouraged fronr dealing in them. 
Some time ago the Board, at the najonirnendation ot the late llesident, reduced 
the rate of duties on rawsilk at ftenares from 6 to 2.^ per cent. I do not 
know how it Iiapponed that we omitted to make a similar reduotion at the 
^am<^ t ime in the duties on silk piece goods, since, independent of other consider- 
ations, it is an incontrovertible principle of policy in every po])ulous and com- 
jiicreial state, to eucoumgc the exportation of its manufactiuvd, even in a 
greater d('gre(! than of its raw' or unwronght commodities, I have corrected 
I Ids omission in tin; present regulations, and 1 tliink I may venture to affirm 
that it will h(' attended with no loss of revenue to the Rajah, as the 
increase of commerce and conseciucutly of customs which it will occasion, 
must am])ly com])eTisato for the rediuttion of the rate. 

By sonn; mistake either in the translating or transcribing the table of rates 
which accompanied my orders to the Resident of the 22nd of November 1781 
tile valuation of ehower or eow-tails was set down at 12 rupees per seer though 
till! real price of tins article has seldom, ever exceeded 3 or 1 rupees. 

It nas repn'sented to me that in consequence of this mistake the duties liad 
bi'cu charged at so high a rate that the merchants of Nipal had been deterred 
Irom bringing this art icle for some years past to Benares, and as it is one of 
tlie principle commodities w'hieh their eonntry alTords, the eommeree, with 
them, had been greatly atfected. In the present regulations I havi* eorreeied 
rids mistake, and have valued the white cliowers at 4 rupees and the black at 3 
rupees ])er seer. 

To obviate elTeefunlly the apprehensions of the merchants of Mirzapooi’, 
who fronr their sulTerings have contracted .a diffidence very unfavourable to the 
L-rowth of eommeree, I have in compliane.o niih a judition w'hich they have 
presented to me, dirrxited tin; Resident to depute one of his Assistants to nrside 
at that place for tlie purpose of receiving their eoinjilaints, nhich he is to 
transmit, to tlie Resident or the officers of Coveninumt with a representation 
of the eireumstanees as far as tliey may come to his knowledge, hut he is not 
to exercise of himself any act of eoei-civo authority ; and as the merchants have 
odered in their petition to support the cxjionse of this appointment by a volun- 
tary iiaymout of 4 auuas per liundnal rupees on tlie value of the goods oxjiorted 
or imported by them at Mirzapoor, 1 have for the pi’osont authorized the 
reeeiving of tins h'e, hot 1 have given particular directions to the Resident, in 
case it should ever oc(!asion any complaints, to transmit immediate intimation 
TO you ami suspend the further collection of it until your pleasure shall he 
known, 

Ju ggerdeo Sing, the late Manager, has delivered to mo an account jumnia 
uassil haky from the hegiiming of the Buslec year 1191 until the time when 
he Avas removed from ofhei'. T'lds account states his collections from zemin- 
dars, ‘aumils, and farmers, of the land rCA'enue at rupees of sorts 30,82,104-8-3 
or Benares rupees 30, M,.' ,02-1 2-3 and from the customs at Benares rupees 
2,81,000-11-0, and an account which 1 lia\'c recciA'cd from Mr. PoAvke states the 
suhsiMiueiit collections of Baboo Agrail Sing, the now Naib, from the land 
revenue of rupees of sorts 3,2 !•, 000-1 5-0, and the huzoor eollcetions at Rs. 
ho, 120-10-0. The Avholo of these eollcetions fulling so far short of the revenue 
of the firovince, it ivas my intention to tiave caused a minute investigation of 
.Tnggerdee .Sing's aeceunts to have been made under my onm immediate inspec- 
tion, hut the necessity Avhich has oci’urreu for my sudden departure has obliged 
me to content myself with directing Mr. FoAvke to refer them to tlic proper 
officers for ('x-imination. T have strongly enjoined Baboo Ajaih Sing to pay 
attention to the balances that arc still duo from the farmers, aumils, &c., on 
account of last year, and to take such measures as may be most elTcctual for 
recovering them. 

The drought which has prevaih’d in so extraordinary a degree for some 
years past in the western jiarts of Ilindust.-in has also been felt with great 
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severity in this Provinco. But thoupjh tlio fat;il eltccts of it may be of sonio 
duration, it is witli pleasure t can inform you tiiat tli (3 cause itself is at an end. 
The {iresent season has been extremely favourable, the lands have l)eon culti- 
vated with uncommon <*are and industry, and the whole face of the country 
j)romises a plentiful harvest.

I have perused with the utnurst attention the Governor-G(!nerar.s letter of 
the 1st October last on the subject of the Vizier’s sul)sidy, and sent in circu- 
lation. 

I a--ree -with the Governor-Gtmeral that the Vizier's implicit reliance in 
tin* aeeuraev and jusli(;(‘ <3f tlu' accounts whie.h our Aeeountant-Gcjieral make.s 
out against his Government, should ('ucourage us to eonlirm the Vizier’s eon- 
tidenc(‘, by pointinj," out mist:il<es even although we must be losers by correct- 
ing them, yc't the V(‘ry distressed state of the Com]>any’s linauees rendei’s it 
necessary tiiat we shall derive ev<*ry aid which we can in justice liom the Vizier 
alliance. 

1 am not clearly inforiued whether the amount of the subsidy now charged 
for the hrigadc statiom'd .at Ga^vnpool', together with tin' subsidy paid loi the 
regiment stationed at Jjiu'kuow, is supc'rior to the actual (“h.arges ot that biigade 
and regiment on tlic establishimmts of iheh* present strength. 

I wish the Accountant-General would make oiit an accurate calculation 
on those questions exclusive of the contingent or incidental ehaigcs of those 
troops on .service which are, 1 believe, ahvays charged to the \ izici. 

Relative to the other consideration in the Governor-General’s letter, 
whether the addition of another regiment to the brigade at Cawnpoor, together 
with the regiment at Lucknow, wall render the force at Cawnpoor anaimy 
fully adequate to the defence of the western I rout ier, it would, I think, ic 
proper to take the ojiinion of the Commander-in-Chi(‘l.

I have read with attention the Governor-General’s letter sent in circulation. 
In the present distress I cannot assent to any reduction in the subsidy from 
the Nabob Vizier, besides when the expense of military stores, cattle, camp 
equipage, and other incidental expenses are considered for the brigade jit 
Cawnpoor, I believe the subsidy is not more than the real expense to the 
Company. 

In regard to tho recall of Sir John Cummings’ detachment, I request that 
the Commander-in-Chief may bo called upon to give his opinion on tlie 
subject before any step is taken. I am tlio more anxious for this from the 
largo armies that arc said to be collected near Agra, and the general confusion 
that prevails among the Commanders.

The following minute was delivered by tbe Governor-General on his perusal of tlie two 
preceding, and orders have been sent to the Accountant-General to prepare and transmit, for tin- 
Board’s information, an account shewing whether or not the amount of the subsidy now 
charged to tho Nabob Vizier for the brigade stationed at Cawnpoor, and for the regiment at 
Lucknow, exceeds the actual charge of that brigade and regiment on the establishment ot 
their present strength, and by how much, exclusive of such contingent and accidental expensl■^ 
of those troops iu service as are charged to His Excellency separately : — 

30th November 1781. 

Qovernor-Geuerars miuutc, 30th November. 

The Governor-General can have no objection to the reference proposed tc 
be made to the Accountant-General to ascertain the dilTerence which will 
remain in the expense to be charged to tho Vizier for the troops at Cawnpoor 
and tho regiment at Lucknow, by proportioning the demand of subsidy to the 
reduction of the strength of the sepoy corps, on the augmentation of which the 
charge of each had been raised, this being the scope of his proposal. 

Eespccting the repeal of tin* Governor-General’s order for the recall of 
the dotacliment under the oommand of Colonel Sir John Cummings from 
Futtygliur, the Governor-Geucral takes the liberty to remark that it is not 
hefocc the Board, his order for the recall of that detachment being an act 
decidedly passed by him in conformity to his instructions and powers; and 
only revocable on proof that he has exceeded or misapplied those powers ; 
hut if tho Board have such a design in contemplation, as appears by their 
minutes, ho requests that it may be stated in terms, as also the reference 
which they may propose to make to tho Commander-in-Ohief, to whose judg- 
ment in every point of military knowledge he shall always pay, as it is due, 
the utmost deference, but cannot yield to him or to any other the credit of a 
more competent information of that state of our political affairs which requires 
that it be first ascertained as tlie ground for question relative to the station or 
operation of our troops. 

Sh(jrl as the interval is whicli remains for the dispatch of the Surprize, 
the Governor-General thinks this question of so much importance to the 
interests of tlie Company that he makes it his earnest request to the members 
of the Board that they will bring it to an early decision, before the close of 
the packet, for the information of the Court of Directors. 
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llu8 minute from the Governor-Gimoral was succeodeil by one from Mil. MacPhruson, 
winch was replied to by tlic Governor-General and copies of both arc entered in this place. 


Mk. MacPiibrson’s minute. 


There is certainly no motion before the Board for revoking the orders left 
by the Governor-General For withdrawing the detachment under the command 
of Sir John Cummings at Euttygliar. The Governor-General declares that the 
issuing ol tliosc orders was an act passed decidedly by him, in virtue of the 
])Owers which he had received from the Board. The responsibility of the act 
therefore rests so far with the Governor-General acting on his credentials. 

T was not present at the Board when those credentials were o-ranted yet 
1 am not the less disposed to respect their autliority that the member who 
jiarticularly supported them cannot now bo present. I own a reluctance to 
recur to such discussions, and especially as the Govcrnor-GencraBs exorcise 
of his commission in Oude is stated to tlio Company for their judgment on it 
in his own letters transmitted to the Board and through them to the Court of 
Directors. 


In matters on which the raemhers of the Board may entertain dilTcrent 
sentiments, I could for my own part wish that in our present reduced members, 
every subject which did not demand a necessary and immediate decision were 
left in reference to the Company’s opinion. 

The question whidher the addition of another regiment of sepoys to the 
Cawnpoor Brigade, together Avith the regiment at Lucknow, would from a 
sufficient force for the defence of the westiirn frontiers arises form the 
Governor-Generars^ letter of the 1st of October sent in circulation, and is 
certainly a proper field for the opinion of the Conimandcr-in-Chicf. 

The Governor-Gencrars agreement with ITis Excellency the Vizier to with- 
draw from his pay and dominions the detachment commanded by Sir .John Cum- 
mings at Euttyghur AA'as announced in his letter to the Board of the 20th 
September, which arrived when Mr. Wheler was ill at Garctty. There was no 
Ml Board to discuss the subject till lately. A similar agreement was made 
with the Vizier in 1781. The object of the Board’s present consideration is, in 
my opinion, whether from the actual situation of the country powers on 
the frontier it would he uoio expedient to carry the order for withdrawing of 
those troops into execution. It is not a question whether the Governor was 
empowered to make such agreement Avith the Vizier. Eor, on the supposition 
that he saw the agreement a proper mea.sure and had stipulated for it, I sliould 
be sorry (even if his powers did not authorize the execution of it, Avithout the 
sanction of the Board) that we sliould propose to repeal the act by any formal 
act of ours. Indeed 1 sliould he sorry to repeal the formal act of any Agent 
much inferior to the first officer and member of Government. 


I wish that the situation of affairs would admit of our fulfilling the agree- 
ment immediately. I have already observed that it is similar to that which 
took place in 1781, and which seemed to meet the approbation of the Court of 
Directors. But the present state of the times or of our finances may render 1 ho 
immediate execution of it inexpedient. 

Whether it is so or not is a consideration which I wish to sec discussed as a 
question, and the sooner H is discussed the better. I am ready to believe tiiat. 
one powerful army in the Vizier’s country Avould ho sufficient, and tliat if we 
wuld reduce any suj)ernumcr.ary or superlluous force that we may have at 
present in that country, and Avithout creating a charge of any part of their 
expense upon tlie Company, the experiment might ho tried. But official and 
professional lights, together Avith those we may rceeiAO .of the state of the 
powers on the frontier, are necessary guides to our resolution on such important 
matters. 


It has occurred to me that the Fox packet, by which avo have been promised 
final orders relative to the afiairs of Oude and this Govei’nment, may bring us 
those orders very speedily, and as her arrival may he nearly coincident with 
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tho ])orio(l assigned for the removal of Sir John Cummings' detachment, I take 
<he lil)ei ty to s'uggest tluit this measure, and every question on the subject of 
it, may he suspended until then. In the mean time wo may he carrying on 
(ho induction of our military expenses within the provinces as expeditiously as 
possible and as fast as our treasury will permit us to discharge the arrears of 
llie corps to ho reduced.

I'he other members of the Hoard cannot have such grounds of knowledge 
as I derive from long intercourse and almost local inspection in the State of 
lliiidostan, and Ihe strength and probable views of its dilVeinmt rulers. Hut I 
have no right to complain if they c-xercise that ‘which they undoubtedly possess 
of judging for themselves. Yet hd. me observe that every information from 
evia-y odicer of the army, who eil.hm* is or may hope eventually to be employed 
on that service, which 1 have declared to he an unnecessary incumbrance on the 
eouniry, of which it is professedly the defence, and as unnecessary an (!xpensi> 
to tho Company, ought to be wholly rejected unless supported by uiuh’niabli; 
I'videnee. Neither can I admit in this ease tho advice of tin; Commander- in- 
Chief. He is most, certainly the eomjietent judge of tho sutfioiency of any given 
force for any act ual sin-viei* to l)o performed, or for repidling any expected 
Invasion provided the strength of tho oni'iny bo previously ascertained : hut 
of the necessity or expediency of employing any forei^ in the eases supposed, or of 
the existence of such easi's, the Hoard itself is at least equally compident to 
judge, aud alone to determine. I for my own part profess to require no such 
reference, Imt if the Hoard is of opinion that it be made I do not object, only 
declaring that my opinion eaiinut be honiul by the result. 

In the mean time, ns I shall bo ready at all times to accommodate my own 
opinion to those of the Hoard, which may be decidedly against thi'in in eases 
which will admit of delay, modilieation, or alternative, with little regard to 
tlie injury which my own intluence may sustain by the public disavowal, or 
repeal of acts done under my authority, merely as it may alVeet my owm feeh 
iugs, I am willing on this occasion to suspend the. elfect of my order by writing 
to Major Haliner to supjnvss it, or if ho shall have already transmitted it, 
by writing in like manner to Colonel Cummings to suspend the exirution of it, 
and will agree to leav^o the linal couUriuatiou or repeal of it to the future judg- 
ment of the Hoard. 

Tho Board will find my grounds for the conviction of the little cause 
there is to apprehend any treaeliery from Mahadajee .Sindia fully detailed in my 
re])Ort now prepared for their inspeetioii of my proceedings with relation to Lhi! 
I'rincc Mir/a Jehandar Sh.ali. T’o thii.se I will add anotliiu’, which though of no 
vccwit impression escaped my attention at the instant. A solemn peace has 
been concluded between the Mahratta State and the Compauy cemented by a 
si'parate treaty with ilahadaji'c Sindia. If he violates these eomhined obliga- 
tions lie will not only forfeit the credit of his own faith, but commit an act ol 
the most eriniinal olTeiiee against the general state of which he is a memher, 
unless it he supposed that lie acts on a plan concerted with the. other members 
of it, or has hi'cn so instrucled by them, which is against probability, since it 
is neither likely that such a (Icsign wi»h so many privy to it could ho secret, 
uor that the Chiefs of so many loose deitendencies of a sovereign in his raiuority 
should so easilv recui.eilc their discord.ant interests as to agree in sneh a confc- 
deracy, anil so heartily unite in it as to coueeal it from public knowledge. lo 
effect it is generally understood to he a fact well ascertained that great mis- 
understandings have subsisted between them, and that all arc jealous of Sindw 
both oil account of his power and connections. 
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Ho is tlifi rulin" power in the countries which border on tho dominions 
of the Nabob Vizier or on tliat quaider of our own. In effect there is no other 
pow'cr. Jlo has committed no act which can bo construed as liostile to our 
(Jovernment or leading to hostility, or indicating the intention of it, and Ids 
presence so near to the borders of the dominions of the Nabob Vizier is so 
tar troni being a just cause of suspicion, that it is tho effect of mv own 
solicitation to him, and is so far the elfect of an act of this Government, 
'fhere is therefore no cause for keeping up two armies in a season of established 
peace, and no enemy near to defend the dominions of tlic Nabob Vizier, win) 
declares one alone to In^ suffieient, and that ho cannot maintain more, nor has 
this Government any right to forta; 1 lie defence, with its maintenance upon him. 

I forbear to state this argument on its extent, at which it would not he 
ca.sy to reply to it, and J fear to aggravate wliere 1 profess a desire to conciliate. 


If the other members of tho Hoard see, or think they see, grounds for alarm, 
which I cannot see, and .shall still resolve to retain the detaeliment in its present 
station, tlu^y have the power of deciding, and I must submit; hut hope that, 
they will not insist on loading the Nabob Vizier with tho charge until the Court 
of Directors shall have been apprized of all the circumstances of the jiieasurt', 
and pass(!d their decision upon it. 


I feel the sen.se of an obligation imposed upon me, by the supposition which 
I have made, to state a mode for rendering the detaeliment of use in its pro- 
scribed station, and affording the appearance of a cause for its retention. I 
most reluctantly anticipate the occasion, to which I can never on any accounf 
give my consent, that the Court of Directors may receive the earliest notice 
both of the resolution of the Board on tho original question, and of the purpose 
to which it is the intention of the Board to apply it. I’his will lead to a dis- 
cussion for which I am unpi-epared, and had reserved for a period of leisure for 
the deliberate and wary cxamiiiaf ion of the subject, and for the disclosure of 
.such events as might demand an immediate decision upon it. 

I must repeat that tho instant despatch of tho Surprize, and the expecta- 
tion of her speedy arrival in England, probably within the course of four 
months, induce me to make this premature cxpo.sitiou of a new political scone, 
which will merit the early attention of the Court of Director-s, witii every 
intermediate circumstance relating to it, which can eventually depend on the 
resolutions of the Board, that their orders thenjon may be received at the com- 
mencement of tho next fair season, or at least that such an option be alTorded 
tliem to convey them within that period. 


I have already said that there is now no power which can he properly so 
called in that part of Hindustan which borders on the dominions of the Com- 
pany and their ally the Niihol) Vizier, But this affirmation, though strictly 
true with relation to the question of present danger, must he taken solely in 
that restrictive application of it. A nevy source of serious contemplation has 
arisen from a nearer quarter, namely, tliat of the Sikhs, a people who from a mean 
sect of religious schismatics have rapidly grown into the members of a domi- 
nion extending'^ from the most western branch of the Attock to the walls of 
Dchli. irs'prcseni siate is too contemptible to he an object of apprehension to 
any force which could be oppo.sed to it ; hut the King, who derives as much of 
his present weakness from their encroachments as from the usurpations of his 
own servants, which have excited them. They are by their bodily frame and 
habits of life eminently suited to the military profession; Init this propen- 
sity is qualified by a spirit of independence which is a groat check to its exer- 
tion. Every village has its separate and distinct ruler acknowledging no 
control hut that of the people of his own immediate community, who in their 
town yield him little more than nominal submission. I icmemher when my 
enquiries led mo to the knowledge of five independent sovereigns residing in 
the same city of Lahore. 'Ihough exposed from this cause to a continual state 
of internal warfare, they are all prompt at tho call of common danger, at 
which they will witliout difficulty abandon their mutual contests to join in 
repelling it, returning when tho danger is past with tho same facility to their 
former contests. A constitution so framed may subsist unchanged for a length 
54 F. D. 
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of time, wliile it has no powerful neighbours to invade it, and while it remains 
confined witliin the limits of its native territory ; hut when it aims at perma- 
nent conquests, and carries the principles of its own construction into new 
establishments, it becomes liable to almost certain variation, from whatever 
' rules they may adopt for the distribution of territory or appropriation of 
revenue, because both must introduce a now species of property and add to the 
individual power which becomes possessed of it. In such a change of polity 
should it so happen that one man of superior capacity and entcrprize, aided by 
the spirit of religious enthusiasm, of which there are many examples in the 
modern history of India, and two even in the infancy of this nation, which I 
am describing, should acquire but a few degrees of power beyond his nearest 
com[)etitorsj it will bo easy to trace in the primitive defects of such a govern- 
ment the gradual and easy means by which the whole might be enveloped 
within his own supremacy. Such will probably be the effect of the extinction of 
the present empire, which is rapidly approaching to it, and may give birth to 
a new dominion ascending from its ashes. 

For some years past the Sikhs quitting their predatory incursions have fixed 
• themselves in the lands which submitted to them, appointing collectors of 
i their revenues, and officers for their Government. No opposition was made 
to them. The only instance in which it was attempted was in the year 1779, 
when the Minister Mudjed-ul-Dowhih marched from Dohli with an army of 
30,000 men to attack them, and without the sight of an enemy purchased an 
ignominious retreat. They obtained quiet possession of the purgana of 
Sheaumlee, one of the Kins’s personal domains lying within 30 coss of Dehli, 
while I was at Lucknow, and carried their depredations to the very suburbs of 
I)ehli, where two of their officers actually reside in a quarter called Subzec 
Mundee, which is chiefly occupied by shroffs and shopkeepers, for the double 
purpose of levying their rauky* (which is the name given to that species of 
contribution) and of protecting the inhabitants from the marauders of their 
own nation. 

We are too apt to despise the danger wdiieh wo have not experienced, and 
’ to conclude that what has not happened in the ordinary course of (ivents never 
will happen. On such a presumption my conclusions may expose me to the 
ridicule of those who may deem them the mere effusions of a wild imagination. 
I am willing to sul)mit to this consequence if the events which I have foreboded 
I shall be prevented by seasonable means of opposition ; but I trust to time, and 
that not distant, for verifying my prediction if this people is permitted to grow 
( into maturity without interruption. 

1 I now proceed to shew the present means by which this interruption may 
. be affected, and another point of some consequence attained with it. 

I I have mentioned in my report of the 1st instant that it was one part of the 
f Prince’s plan to offer his services to the King to be employed against the Sikhs. 
The battalions which the Nabob Vizier has allowed for his escort cannot attend 
him beyond the Nabob’s own frontier. If he carries them further he must 
provide their pay and subsistence, as their place must of course in that case be 
supplied by other levies, for which there is no otlier provision than that which 
is allotted to his actual establish nient. This condition is in effect an insuperable 
bar to their employment, nor would it be prudent to trust his fortune on the 
first trial of it to the rabble of his father’s army, unpaid and aiicustomed to 
disregard command. If the station at h'uttyghur must be continued the 
detachment cannot he better employed either in whole or part than on service 
with the Prince, It will more effectually keep the Sikha at a distance, by 
advancing with such an influence to attack ihepi, th^n hj z_wn.iLiji^ within its own 
sphere of defence to repel them, I must hero inform the Board that the 
Prince repeatedly and earnestly solicited mo to endeavour to obtain their 
authority, for he knew the extent of my own, for such an employment of the 
detachment. I discouraged the expectation but promised to communicate his 
requisition. 

I will confess that the apprehension of his return upon our protection, the 
desire of executing the arduous task which the Board were pleased to assign me,

of Indian ToriPi, 
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and a yet stronger impulse arising from the hope of blasting the growth of a 
generation whose strength might become fatal to our own, strongly pleaded in 
my mind for supporting his wishes. But to these I opposed the more urgent 
consideration of the Company’s distresses, and their solemn call upon us to 
relievo them; and I had resolved to report to the Board the Prince’s recpicst, but 
at the same time to state my objections to it, which in my judgment out- 
weighed the advantages that might arise from a compliance will) it. 

I choose in this place to observe that the actual expense of thcdeiachment 
is 1,88,706 current rupees per month, or 22,Gl,4(i6 per annum, of whicli 81,030 
current rupees per month or 9,72,360 per annum, are the extra expenses of the 
staff, field batta, and contingencies which belong to it as a detaclied corps, 
and which would cease with its reduction, besides that it would facilitate the 
reduction of the strength of the army. 

But if the expense is to bo continued it may surely bo better continued 
for some useful purpose than to keep up the parade of a great military corps 
designed merely to lie inactive in its quarters. 

On this ground therefore, and on the supposition premised, I revert to my 
original sentiments in favour of the Prince’s plan, but as this null require some 
qualification in the execution of it, I will state nty recommendation of it in the 
terms of a proposition, that if it shall bo tiie resolution of the Board to ' 
continue the detachmout now under the command of Colonel Sir John Cum- 
mings at Purruckabad, and if the Prince Mirza Jcliandar Shah shall apply I 
with tlic authority of tho King and the concurrenee of klalmrlajee Sindia for i 
the assistance of an English military force to act in conjunction with him to 
expel the Sikhs from the territories of w'hich they have lately possessed them- 
selves in the neighbourhood of Behli, it may ho granted, and such a portion of 
the said detachment allotted to that service as shall be hereafter judged 
adequate to it.

Mu. MacPhekson’s minute, 

I have read the Govemor-Gonerars minute of the 4th of Becemher, and 
have considered its propositions with the utmost attention. It opens a ])rospect 
and view of affairs well worthy the consideration of tho Company, and should be 
recommended to their particular attention. 

That the opinion of the Oommander-in- Chief should be taken, and have 
the weight which tho Members of the Board may affix to it in considering the 
political state of affairs on our frontiers, seems generally admitted. Tiiere may 
not be time to send it by this dispatch to the Company. 

I beg leave to adhere to my former proposition of leaving the question 
relative to the recall of the detachment under Sir John Cummings suspended 
till the arrival of the Fox packet, and by that time our tre.asnry and that of the 
Vizier may be in a situation to disband the detachment if it is resolved to 
reduce it ; and we may bo better informed relative to Sindia*s real view s and 
situation. 

Should the Sikhs invade the Vizier’s countries w'o must repel them, and ' 
the Shahzada w'ith Sindia’s support might bo of use on the occasion, but ; 
until such invasion I am for my part averse to commence any hostilities against 
them though I believe they may become in time a formidable power. 

I shall readily ngree to any mode the Governor* General may wish to adopt 
in his explanation to the Vizier, that the delay in recalling the detachment is 
not a repeal of his ngreoment with him for that purpose, but a delay occasioned 
by tho new turn affairs have taken on our frontiers, and till we receive advices 
from Europe that are expected.

Nutuhers in the packet hy tlie 
Surprize, which was closed and despatched from the Secret Department on the 12lh 
instant. 


The Governor-General havin'; delivered in the followin<; report of his proceedinys in 
[elation to the Drinci' Mirza Jew.au Buckht Jehandar Shah, a tiopy of it w;is annexed to the 
s;eneral letter per Surprize : —

Tbo Oovt'i’nor-Gonpr.'tl roquosts the Hoard to aec(q)t the following? abridifod 
report of his proceedings in relation to Ibe Brinet! Mirza Jtnvan Buckht 
.lehtitidar Shah, and that it may be inserted in substance in the letter to the 
llonTile Court of Direettn-s now under despatch, Ibe time not allowing him to 
enter into a more explicit detail. This will hti suiricirmt for their inhtrmation, 
the subject itself having no relation to their present interests, whatever 
tendency it may have to alTect them by the measures to which they nxay lead 
hereafter. 

The Prince’s early and immodnato application to tho Nabob Vizi(‘r and 
myself, and the letters of the King and his Ministers, having in a inamuir con- 
stituted us the mediators between them, wc entered wdth dilliculty on the 
otRce thus assigned us, but with little effect. The sentiments of the King, 
inconshint in his purposes and accustomed to the rule of others, could not be* 
known, llis confidential Minister Mudjec-ul-Dowlah was disgraced and 
imprisoned, and Afrasi.ab Cawn, though apparently dreading to olfend our Gov- 
»‘rnment , yet showed no disposition to accede to any terms, tho .authority of tiu* 
King serving as an easy cover to his own pn'tentions or objcction.s. The suh- 
sequent violence done to tho King in dragging him at the most inclement 
season of tlui year to Agra, the policy of which has been never Avell oxplaint'd, 
contributed by a coincidence of other circumstances to disclose tho impoteney 
of the Minister’s usurpation and the imbecility of his charactcx It also brought 
him ne.arer to our obsmaaition and corroborated the evidences of his dcidining 
influence. Seeing no jnospeet of advantage in continuing to treat with him, 
5 and conceiving myself precluded by the restrictions laid on me by the Board 
|in their injiinctions of the Sth June, by which I was e.arnestly exhorted to 
(dfoct tlic Princ(!’s return to his father’s court with s.afety and honor, hut not to 
commit the Company either in tlieir treasure or arms, which effectually preclu- 
ded ftu' not only from the direct use of either hut from the base influence which 
'the latter might have givi'ii me as an instrument of ncgociation, I chose 
’to avail myself of the proi‘es.sions which had boon repeatedly made to me by 
'M.abadajec Sindia to put them to tlie test hy committing the charge of the 
■ prince’s interests to him. He readily .accepted it, and made me the most solemn 
promises of exi at ing his person.al inlluenee and pow'cr to the utmost extent of 
both for the aceeiUfdishment of oil the l'rinc<'’s rc(|uisitions. These were in 
sum to he allowi'd to return to his f.atlier’s court with sucli an attendance as 
should he .sulUci.ait for his prriteetiou, and a connected jaghir, equal to the 
amount of a giant m.idc to him by Jlis Majestj’- during the administration ot 
Mirza Ktidjid' Cawn, to be employed on service .ag.ainst the Sikhs ; and that to 
' preclude the .appeal':, nco of a distinction which the King’s known allcction to 
ills youngest son, Mirza Akhar Shah, might raise some objection, he also 
might ho employed in a similar service in another quarter. It is due in 
truth and justice to the Prince to observe in this place that bis attention 
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to the propriety of clinracter urged him conslantlv to remind me, whcnevc'r ht* 
spoke of the conditions which he required for his return, that lie exacted 
tiicm not from the King to whom he owed an implicit submission which 
be was ready to yield even with the sacrilicc of life if His Majesty reijuired it, 
but from those who held the King himself in constrain, and to whom, 
however ostensibly acting under the royal authority, ho owned no such 
allegiance as to trust his life and honor to their mercy. 

i^fahadajee Sindia joined to his assurances a declaration that he would go 
in person to Agra to carry them into elfeet. I for that reason directed r. 
.James Anderson, who had come to me with Bhow Bucksy, his confidential 
Minister, to return to him, and instructed Major Browne to suspend Hu; 
negotiation Avith Afrasiab Cawn, and to leave the whole busin(;ss to Sindia's 
management. Jle prepared to set out on this commission, and did actually 
send a considerable part of his army before him to gain the time which was 
requisite for passing the River Ohambal, Avhich lay in his route. After much 
procrastination, Avhich is the eharact eristic attendant of the Mahratta policy, 
ho himself began his march, hut had scarce made three stages of it when an 
unfortunate combination of untoward events obstructed liis progress. The 
rains began to fall in such abundance and continuation as obliged him to halt . 
Tlu; Rana of Gwalior oscap<‘d from the slight restraint which was jilaced 
on him, and it Avas suspected that he Avould throw hunsLdf on the jirotcctioti 
of Mahomed Beg Humdannee, witli whom Siiidia Avas at Amriance. The 
siqierstition of his Brahmins drcAV also some unpropitious omens from tJic death 
of two of his elephants, and he was advise<l on that ac<;ount to return to hi*' 
former station, and recommonec his march und(;r .a more favourable intliience. 
but I believe the obstacle winch Aveiglicd most Avitb biinscdf Avns bis approben- 
siou for his wife, who was far advanced in lu'r pn'gnancy, and Avliom he fean'd 
to leaA'c behind him, having lost a fornter wife whom he left on a similar 
occasion, and in the like situation by the neglect of her attondanis. And his 
interest and his permanency of his authority greatly depending on his having 
an heir to inherit them, he returned accordingly to his eneampraent a< 
Gwalior, giving out that he would ])rosccute his first ]nirposc immedialely 
after the Busserra; hut it was believed and privately alJinned by persons in 
Jus confidence to Mr. James Anderson that he Acould drop it altogether. On 
this intelligence I directed iHajor Browne to lamcw his negotiation with Afrasiali 
CaAV^n on some amended propositions of the ITince, giving him at. the same 
time a caution to avoid committing either the Nabob or myself in any otlu'r 
engagement than that of attesting and guaranteeing those which might he 
concluded between the Prince and Afrasiab Cawn. In the mean time Sindia’s 


hopes of a son Avere defeated by the birth of a daughter, and the otlier impedi- 
ments no longer o])craling he resunu'd his march, not Avithout a friendly 
expression of regard at tlu; repeal of my iiistructions. 'J’he confirmation ol 
them, hoAVCver, soon followed, and he rcpi'atcd Avilh great clu'erlulness ;md 
unsolicited asserve rations the assurances which he had fornK'rly inadc me. 
While he Avas on his way Afrasiab Cawn, by the instigation ol llimmut 
Behauder, a man of noted intrigue, quarrelled witli iHahoined Beg Jlum- 
daunec, a Mogul Chief in the nominal service of tlu; King, avIio had estabUsht'd 
a kind of independent sovereignty in the neighbourhood ol .leyj)()or, and sent 
a detachment of his antiy to attempt the possession ol a {)art ol his jaghir. 
It was opposed by Ilumdanuee, and a battle expected to (‘usuc hetwoeii tluoii. 
This Avas the state of affairs when I left Benares. 


When I saAV no near prosj)oct of an aeeommodation ol Ihe Princcs viows.it 
Behli, nor any utility in my continuance at Benares lor the purpose of promo- 
ting it, I informed him of the necessity of my speedy leturn, and as ho was 
desirous of trying tlu; effect of a nearer seeiu* ol negotiation, I seconded his 
application to the Nabob Vizier for an escort of livi; battalions of his sepoys lo 
attend the Prince to Purruekabad. His plan Avas to remain in the neighhonr- 
hood of the detachment under Colonel Sir John Cummings in that quarter, ami 
trom thence to treat with Afrasiab Cawn, and i'ei;eive tlu; eonmianils of the 
King, the distance being not more than 100 miles. The gOth of the month a\ as 
fixed for his departure H'om Benares, and it Avas my intention to ha\e le , i . 
on the next day to return to the Presidency. The news of Mr. M holer s dea n 
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quickened my departure, and I took my leave of the Prince on the 21st. I set 
off on the next morning leaving my body-guard under the command of Lieute- 
nant Philip to attend him. By this show of support, and the studied observ- 
ance of every form of external respect which is by custom due to a Prince of 
the blood, and more especially to the declared heir of the throne, I have endea- 
voured to raise bis influ(;ncc as the best means in my power of promoting his 
views. The Nabob Vizier, too, has been pleased with my advice to allow him a 
monthly subsidy of 33,333 rupees or t lacks per annum — a sum which he can 
ill afford, but wlvich is probably less than the accumulated expense to which in 
one way or other he would have boon subjected had the Prince been obliged 
by the necessity of subsistence to remain at his capital, where also ho must 
eitln'r have lived in a degraded state to the public discredit of the Nabob Vizier, 
or with allowed rights of suj)eriority which would have proved hurtful to his 
own, and would not have failed to breed a mutual disgust. This last conse- 
quence Avould have thrown him by force on our protection, with the same 
alternative of an allowance for bis maintenance, or the refusal of it. However 
this Government may contend for the strict observance of economy in defiance 
of evei’y consideration but that of strict legal or political right, if a political 
right can be bounded by any known principles, yet there arc situations in which 
it will be compelled to adopt those maxims by which as a State it ought to 
consult its own dignity and the public opinion. Fallen as the House of 
Timur is, it is yet the relic of the most illustrious line of the Eastern World ; 
its sovereignly is unniversally acknowledg<;(l, though the substance of it no 
longer exists; and the Company itself derives its constitutional dominions 
from its ostensible bounty. The same treatment could not be shown to the 
representative of so illusli’ious a throne as to a common and unprivileged 
adventurer. To these considerations may I be allowed to join the dill'erence 
between a |)resent solicitor, armed with such pretensions, to which he had given 
an augmented strength by the manner in which he had flown, with the 
sacrifice of his domestic ease, and tlie imminent hazard of life, not to assert, 
but to submit them to the generosity for which hn gave a ci’edit to tho national 
character, and a distant correspondent suing for protection from the repose of 
a seraglio ? The gentlemen to whom I immediately address myself will not, 1 
hope, construe what I shall add as the address of compliment. They would 
have felt the same warmth of benevolence, or let it be, if it is stieh, the same 
weakness of compassion, that I did when [ first met tlie Prince on the j)lain of 
Mohaun, without state, without attendance, with scarce a tent for his covering 
or a change of raiment, but that with which tho recent effect of Iiospitality 
had furnished him, and with the expression of a mind evidently struggling 
between the pride of inherent dignity and the conscious sense of present 
indignanee and dependence. Had his subsequent conduct developed a chai acter 
unworthy of his higli birth, hud he appeared vain, haughty, meau, insolent, or 
debased by the viecs which almost invariably grow on the minds of men horn 
to great pretensions, unpracticed in the difficulties of common life, and not 
only bred, but by the necessity of political caution familiarized to the habits of 
sloth and dissipation, I would have contented myself with bestowing on him 
the mere compliment of external respect, and consulting only the propriety of 
my own conduct, not yielded to the impulse of a more generous s<mtimout. I 
saw him almost daily in the course of near six months, in which we were either 
partici[)ator3 of the same dues of hospitality, or he of mine ; and I found him 
gentle, lively, possessed of a high sense of honor, of a sound judgment, an 
uncommonly quick penetration, and a well-cultivated understanding, with a 
spirit of resignation and an equality of temper almost exceeding any within the 
reach of my own knowledge or recollection. 'I'hesc qualities have their alloy 
in the weaknesses which are allied to the milder virtues. His declarations of 
attachment to his father may be assumed, but have been hitherto consistent ; 
his courage has been on more than one occasion put to the test and stood it. 
His lel ters, some of which I have had the honour to send to the Board, were 
mostly, if not all, written by himself, and bear the decided marks, both of good 
sense and education. Ho is well acquainted with the actual state of our Govern- 
ment, and of its inability to afford any substantial relief to bis father’s distresses, 
who is, I fear, little capable of profiting by any which may be yielded to him, 
but he has declared that whatever may be his fate he shall retain to the latest 
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period of his life a grateful remembrance of the kindness with which he has 
been treated by the British nation, and which he never fails, when he speaks of 
it, to contrast with that of his own country and even domestics. 

It was not entirely with my advice that he has undertaken his present plan* 

I thouglit that it would have been more advisable to wait a more favorable 
turn of affairs at Benares, where his inlluenco would have gained strength by 
the confirmation of his connexion with our Government, and he would have 
been assured every respectful attention, botlx from the ell'cct of my own injunc- 
tions, and tho characters of the present Kesident and Magistrate of Benares ; 
besides that his own option and a more suitable state both of the ability and 
policy of our Government might hereafter determine his return to assort his 
father’s rights and his own with a certainty of success wliicli in tho prcs(‘nt 
undertaking was at best hut doubtful. 

He was by the last advices at Lucknow, where he arrived on tlic 19th 
ultimo, and was much pleased with the Nabob Yizicr’s attentions, lie had 
received letters from his father written without the knowledge of Afrasiah Cawn, 
earnestly exhorting him to return to court, aud expressed in terms of the 
strongest paternal alfection. lie seemed not very anxious to proceed. 'I'he 
rcasou for this change of sentiment will appear in the following recital of the 
events which have passed at Agra subsequent to the date of these letters. 

I have, I believe, before stated tho power of Afrasiah Cawn as in its 
wane and hastening to its end. On the 2nd ultimo he was, as the Board are 
already informed, assassinated by a soldier of his army in his own tent, insti- 
gated, as it is suspected, by a Zeiu-ul-Ahdccn Cawn, the brother of Mirza 
ShulTee, who perished in like manner by the agency of Afrasiah Cawn, on whom 
this retribution has fallen with the strictest justice. Tho assassin was destroyed 
on the instant, and Zoin-ul-Abdoen tied for refuge to Mahadaji Sindia who 
has caused him to bo imprisoned, b\it his destiny is yet unknown. Mahadaji 
Sindia immediately espousing tho party of the deceased Chief, and assuming 
the command of the Mogul army opposed to Mahomed Beg Ilumdannoe, soou 
reduced that leader to terms of submission. ]Tumdanne(i w\as obliged to 
surrender Sindia all his artillery and stores, with liis own person. His troops 
were dispersed and Sindia thus became the uncontesled ruler of the royal 
army. What use he will make of this accession of pow'er 1 cannot oonjecture. 
lie will undoubtedly fipply it to liia ow'n iiitere.sts, though his j'olitieal con- 
sequence more than his interests is likely to be gratified by the administration 
of a nominM empire and a wasted dominion. 

Yet he continues his professions of making t,hc Prince’s settlement and the 
King’s restoration his lirst care. I cannot indeed satisfactorily diseover the 
means by which ho can either give permanency to the King’s authority, or 
provide such an establishment for tho Prince ns ho requires for his owm safety, 
and his desire of rendering effectual service to this father. But it is a ease of 
necessity in which I mysolf, so far as I have been coneerned in it, liad no 
alternative, in which if nothing is gained nothing can he lost, and therelore, 
such as is best left to the operation of chance. 

For the Prince’s other expectations in tlie possible and variable events of 
his present design I will take a future and early occasion to address tho Board. 

As to tho probable conduct of M.ahadaji Siudia no judgment can be 
formed but from the experience of his former actions, his general eliaraetcr, and 
apparent interests. These are more likely to incline him to a strict maintenance 
of his integrity to our Government, and even to court its attachment by sacri- 
fices than to risk the forfeiture of it by any instance of hostility or duplicity. 
His connection with the British nation has exposed him to the jealousy of the 
rival Chiefs of his own, whom his superiority ol pow'cr, aided by that accession, 
may keep in awe of him. lie has also the national pride to consult in main- 
lining the right of regulating, as they affect to t^rmit, Iho affairs of Hindostan, 
m which he may apprehend some counteraction from us if he should apply 
the advantages which he has attained to purposes that may bo otTensive to 
our Government or eventually endanger its interests. The actions of men, 
whether in public or private life, are not invariably swayed by a consistency of 
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principle or adherence to thuir real interests, hut are liable to variations from 
tlu; temptations of new disclosures of ambition, from intluencc, and even from 
capi’ieo. Hut the judgment in its search of futurity must yield to the greatest 
w.'iglit of evideneo which it actually possesses ; and on this ground I feel 
little apprehension from the designs of Mahadaji Sindia, and securely rely 
on lih« ])ossessious. Tndc'cd I have never known any good to proceed from tliat 
timid policy which gives trust and withliolds confidence. 

If the rrince should either fail in his present views, or relinquish them 
without any attempt, he will probably return to Henares, where I must vehe- 
ttnmtly hope tlie Board will continue to allow him an asylum. He will expend 
his income among tin; ryots of the Company. Ills inftuenco will prove of little 
injury to the police of Benares, to which he himself has shewn very cautious 
irtenlioii, and a particular consideration for its Magistrate, and the time may 
<'i)me when his activity, spirit, and gratitude, if they do not forsake him, may 
enable him to make ample returns to the Company for the past kindnesses 
)).‘stowed on him in the days of his adversity. 

1 have directed Captain Scott, my Persian Secretary, to compile and 
arrange all the letters and other papers wliich have a relation to my 
transactions with the Prince, and to the events which have arisen out of them, 
iiid u Ill'll they arc prepared I will lay them before the Board in separate 
volumes. They may be useful for future referenee but claim no place in our 
present records which tlu'y would swell with a bulk very disproportionate to 
tiieir real imporlaiico.

.dc])rival ion of my sup])ort, to aecpiaint him with (he probable ajipvoaeli of my 
^removal from tlu' s(‘rviee ; and at the same time. I ])romised him that I would 
on no aeeoiint make it my own act without previously obtaiiiiiii;' from tin; 
Hoard their ])romise of an entire and jmnetnal adheiamee of the eng-a^ements 
whi«*h I had made with him on my own part individually, and on the hi'lialf of 
the Hoard, in vivtui' of tlunr I'xistiug engagements with nu; Avhich an; eontaiiu'd 
in (he res(du(ion to which I liavi' appealed in the introduction of this minute : 
the same assimmee 1 u’avt' also to his Minister. I soon after departed, leaving 
my Secretary, Major I'almer, as my personal ri'present alive and Ag('ut with the 
Na))oh \ izier, hotli for lln^ eneouragem('nt of (In; f^Jahoh and Ids ^Ministers, and 
lor (he ituvuis of urging them to the faithful diseharga; of tlu'ir stipulated pay- 
meuts, and Air. ANOmhwell, the proper ollieor in charge of the receipts. 

In eoiiformity to the above engagtauents, I now make it my ('arnest 
, riM[uest to (,li(! Hoard that, they will he ])leased to record tlu'ir I'esolulion to 
1 iihide l)y tlie arrangements which I have made, and to notify the same, for tlu^ 

; satisfaction and assmaiietM)f the Nahol) Vizier and his Ministers by an oilieial 
■ icttev to the IS'aholi Vizier from my eventual sueeessor, with a promise that no 
lieviatiou shall he made from tin* s;dd arrangements nor any jievson deputed to 
'•■cMde at. Ids (’ourt, hut at. his own s[)r)Mtaueous inclination, or any authoiity 
exercised within the limits of his domiidou by tlie aj'pointment or ])ennissi(»n 
of th(‘ lloavil, exe<‘pt. such as shall he requinal by the JSaboh himself from the 
military ofiieeis statioiu'd for Ids defence and the protc'ctioii of his country, 
until tin' eoneliision of the ])v(‘sent i’uslei* years, or uidil the order of the 
(.’ourtof Jjireetors shall he received in eonsoqueneo of the re fereuee.s which have 
i)e(‘n made to them, if such orders shall cither enjoiu or authorize a different 
eoiiduet. 

I presume that this requisition is consonant with the strietness of legal 
))ropriety as the first delegation of the trust, made to me in Decemher last extends 
m its full force as a reciprocal obligation to the period wliieh 1 have pn;- 
scrihed ; and as the acd of a majority of the Board ■which followed it from its 
legaL ohligation on the whole necessarily includes and involves every engage- 
ment eontvaeted under it, and conformable to it with the same force of an 
equal aud permanent obligation. 

Therefore, before I conclude I desire to obviate every possible misooncopt ion 
of my ohjoet in the re(|uisilion whieh I luivo made. I do not desire the Board, 
nor tlie members of it individually, to approve what I have done. I only desire 
them to ratify what I have done under a constitutional and legal authority, by 
t iieir^ constitutional and legal acquieseenec and confirmation of it, kinnving 
tliat without it the Nabob Vizier and his Ministers, who are ignorant of the 
|iowers of the Hoard and the principles which give stability to its decided acts, 
will conclude that all the engagements contracted with them by the only 
ostensible nn'mher of our Giivernmcnt, with whom by the forms of it they are 
eoimecti'd, will be dissolved on his removal from it. I make the proposal with 
an anxiety natural to the imjvortunee of its issue in the hope that it will mark 
the last act of my public life, and the last test which 1 shall exact from the 
Bo;ird of that, spirit and mutual conciliation which no dilference of opinion lias 
yet been alile wholly to extinguish, and wliich it is rny most earnest -wish to 
preserve, ■'vhether wo are to bo still longer united in the same service, or whether 
we arc to pari in our puhiie capacities for ever.

The Goveenor-General — I beg leave to prepare the following proposi- 
lion hy slating it as jiersonal, and to apologize to the Board for taking up ;i 
portion of their limo, luuvever small, with a matter of such a nature. Since 
iny first appointment to the chief olfice of this Government in 1772, IVlajor 
Toone has constantly held some command immediately attached to my jierson 
except the interval whiidi passed of his ahsenee in England. ’I’ho troops of 
horse appointed for my body gu.ard in 1773 was r.iised, formed, and disciplined 
l>y him, hut did not immcdi.ately perform the duty assigned to it hy its insti- 
tution, being first (employed on service against the Senneasses, who then 
infested the provinces in vast multitudes, committing the most alarming depre- 
dations, and immediately after in the campaign against* the llobillas under 
Colonel Champion. In both services it wa.s eminently useful, in the tirst 
fspecially, by the rapidity of its motions and some signal successes so intimi- 
dating that order of handilti, that they were entirely driven from the pro- 
vinees, and have never since dared to return, in elTeet it may he eonsiden'd as 
tlic safeguard of the people from that time, although its .actual operations have 
l>een remitted, because their first impressiou reudered the repetition of them 
unnecessary. 
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III tlio interval which followed of his resignation of the service. Major 
Toone w'as employed on an important trust by tlie Ilon’hle Court of Directors, 
of the nature of which and of his merits in the discharge of it a member of 
tliis Doard is possibly a more comp<‘tcnt jndge than I can he. That the follow- 
ing extract of the orders of l.lui ifon’blc Court of Directors will warrant the 
conclusion that his time w^aa neither dissipated in idleness, nor devoted to tlu^ 
concerns of his own ])rivatc interest : — 

Extract of the General Letter dated SOlh April 17S3. 

" We have permitted Captain Sweeny Toone, Avho came home for the benefit 
of his health, to return to your Presid('n(;y without pr<*judicc lo his rank. We 
consider him particularly entitled to this mark of our attention, as AVidl on ac- 
count of his general good character, as for services rendered to the Company, 
under our orders, since he has been in Europe.” 

Since his return he has been employed in a command of credit, and of a 
trust wdiich I should not have cnniideil to mere personal predilection, as my own 
honour was matcwially inten'sted in the proper discliargc of it. lie had tlu! 
commantl of the es(;ort Ayhic h attended me in my late dcf.ntalion, and to his 
honour I mention that though the detachment traversed, ('itlu'r wholly or in 
part, a lint! of SOO miles, though it, was frecjmmlly int('rmix('d both on line of 
march and encam])ment with troops of the Nal)ob \'i/ier, though it was (juart<-red 
during live months at Eucknow, and a portion of it did duty during three' 
months within the walls of tlie V'i/.ier’s palace, no complaint was ever uttered of 
any disorders commit t('d by the individuals of it, and llu'y mix('d A\ith tin; 
pi'ople of the trity and tin; domestics of the iS'ahoh V i/icr Avilh a degree, of 
harmony Avhieh was lu'Ver in a single instance intei rn|)tcd. Tliis is an event of , 
which 1 helieve thei'c is no other example, and to this 1 can add another cir- 
cumstance, Avhich is perhaps luietpuilled, that it has not cost the Company the 
charge of one contingent bill. 

Major 'I’oone’s Avish is to aecomjiany me on my vet urn to England. Jlis 
reasons for this intention will he signilied in his aildn'ss to the Hoard, Avhen he 
shall request their aeeeptaiiee of his resignation. I reipiest, as the coiieliision of 
the facts which 1 have jiremisod, that the Hoard Avill 1 h‘ plenscd to yield so far 
to my sense of Major Toone’s service's and merits as lo reward tlu'in hy grant- 
ing him 11 commission of Jiicutcnant-coloncl. Its iinini'eiiatc clTeet will be 
hut of a few days’ duration, as his l•(‘^igna^ion of the si'rvieo must shortly follow, 
sO that it can encroach em no individual rights, and I trust to tlie respect Avliieh 
mv attention to the rules of the servieiMiill diau' from (he odieers in general 
that no one will eomjilain of so short and inelfeetiial a supersession, nor Avill it 
he a hiirthon to tlu' Company’s finances either hy its ])res';nt ('ITcct or hy its 
alToi'ding a precedent for similar iiululgences, since niri'ly w ill the same claim 
occur Avitli a coinhination of the same pleas under Avhieh it. is made, t 
request it as an indulgence to rnysidf, in consideration of my owm opinion of its 
Aveiglit as a puldic act, not donhting of the acijuieseenee of the Jlun'hlc Court 
of Directors, with whom J am Avillitig lo take u])On myself, if required, the 
whole responsibility, at least so far as the Board can divest themselves of their 
portion of it.

Mr. MACPifMasoN — I agrco to tlie ATOvornor-General’s recommendation to 
promote Major Toi' ic, avIio is rcfuriiing with him to Ihigland, to the rank ot 
Eicutenant -colonel, that special rank being in no shape to entitle him to 
supersede ary person on this establishment eitlicr prior to his departure for 
Europe or after liis jcturn to Bengal, but to he granted to him in compliment 
to the Governor-General as an lumorary mark of Major Toone’s services. I heg 
leave to add, from my own knowledge of Major Toone, that I have a particular 

pleasure in agreeing to the Governor-General’s rccomnunidation, and the services 

which the Court of Directors, in their letter of 30th April 17b2, have rcijresenteu 
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Major Toone to have rendered the Company in England, will certainly induce 
them to approve of the measure.
